cese, called  the  Convention  to  order  at  half-past  ten  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  and  opened  it  with  prayer,

1 . — The  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer  bj  the  Bishop  on 
the  morning  of  every  day  daring  the  session. 

2. — ^When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue 
standing,  or  shall  afterward  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

'5. — ^No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Con- 
vention, unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4. — When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Convention,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

0. — No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

(i. — While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

7. — Every  member,  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  any  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall,  on  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally 
interested  in  the  discussion.  •" 

8. — No  motion  shall  bo  considered  as  before  the  Convention,  unless 
seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

0, — ^Whcn  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain 
time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it — ^and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  pre- 
cedence in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the 
table  and  to  adjourn,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  mo- 
tion to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order.

10.— All  Committaflo  ehall  be  appointed  by  the  President;  nnleii 
otherwise  ordered. 

11. — ^When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise^  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  ohair. 

12.— The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  not  appear  upon 
the  Minutes  of  this  Convention. 

13. — ^The  Seports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writings  and  shall 
be  received;  of  course^  and  without  motion^  unless  re-oommitted 
by  vote  of  the  Convention.  All  Beports  recommending  or  re- 
quiring any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention^ 
shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  Conven- 
tion, therein. 

14. — ^If  the  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  anj  member,  and 
a  vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  in- 
sert, shall  be  indivisible. 

15. — All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without 
debate;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision :  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  ^hall  speak  more  than  once,  without  ex- 
press leave  of  the  Convention. 

16. — All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration, 
a  motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made;  no  after-amendment 
to  such  second  amendment  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amend-  ^ 
ment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  to  the 
whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  dif- 
ferent from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  received  under  color 
of  a  substitute.

The  Bight  Beverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  then  read 
hJB  Journal  and  Address : 

BISHOP'S  JOURNAL  AND  ADDRESS. 

BasTHREN — United  and  hearty  tbanks  are  due  to  Almighty  Ood 
for  once  more  permitting  us  to  assemble  in  His  name.  And  if  in 
Hia  name,  so  also  in  His  presence;  for  such  is  His  promise  to  His 
Church.  With  His  eye  then  looking  down  into  our  hearts;  His 
ear  open  to  our  supplications;  and  His  Heavenly  Orace  ready  to  be 

fiven  to  us,  according  to  our  need;  how  seriously,  and  yet  how 
opcfuUy,  should  we  set  about  the  work  which  has  called  us  together. 
Another  year  with  its  mingled  scenes  of  mercy  and  of  trial,  has 
passed  away.  Or,  I  should  rather  say,  has  gone  to  register  its  good 
and  evil  in  the  Book  of  God's  remembrance.  What  revelations  will 
be  made  concerning  us,  when  that  book  shall  be  opened,  none  but  He 
who  will  judge  us,  can  tell.  May  you  and  I  *<  find  mercy  in  that 
day  "  for  all,  and  even  more  than  our  hearts  now  accuse  us  of. 

Well  may  the  closing  Conventional  year  be  said  to  have  been  a 
mingled  web  of  mercy  and  of  judgment.  If  we  ca^t  our  eyes  over 
the  whole  field  which  the  Lord  of  the  vineyard  has  committed  to 
our  culture,  we  shall  be  cheered  with  many  proofs  that  our  labor 
has  not  been  in  vain.  But  on  the  other  hand,  we  shall  find  much  in 
the  outward  condition  of  things,  or  rather  in  the  just  judgments 
of  God  upon  a  world-loving  people,  to  humble  us  before  him,  and 
make  us  realize  more  than  ever  our  entire  dependence  upon  him. 
To  a  general  pecuniary  pressure,  and  to  a  season  of  unparalleled 
drought,  which  have  been  sorely  felt  by  all  our  citizens,  it  has  pleased 
our  Heavenly  Father  to  afflict  us,  my  brethren,  by  taking  from  our 
little  band  of  laborers  one,  who,  though  but  newly  come  among  us, 
was  worthy  of  all  the  love  and  esteem  which  an  humble  piety,  a 
thorough  devotion  to  the  Church,  and  untiring  labor  for  her  welfare, 
may  justly  inspire.  Such  was,  in  all  truth,  the  character  of  the 
Rev.  J.  Lloyd  Johnston,  who  commenced  his  labors  amonsst  us  in 
June  last,  and  ended  them  in  death  at  Biloxi,  on  the  —  of  Septem- 
ber, within  one  short  week  of  his  arrival  among  the  little  flock  at 
that  place.  Thus  has  the  fatal  epidemic  claimed  of  us  another  victim. 
Cleaver,  Patterson,  Chadbourne,  Johnston,  have  fallen.  We  re- 
main to  uphold  the  standard  of  the  Church,  and  to  fight  its  battles. 
May  the  Almighty  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  strengthen  our  hands, 
and  cheer  our  hearts  for  the  confiict. 

I  now  proceed  to  give  you  an  account  of  what  I  have  endeavored 
to  do  within  the  last  year : 

June  4,  1854. — At  the  close  of  our  last  Convention  I  confirmed 
Jive  persons  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson.  Rev.  B.  M.  31iller 
preached,  and  Rev.  Messrs.  Corbyn  and  James  Philson  assisted  in 
the  services.    The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  to  a  large 


number,  embraoins  a  considerable  portion  of  the  Glergj  and  Laitj 
in  attendance  on  tne  Convention. 

Sunday,  11. — Attended  Divine  Service  in  St#  Andrew's  Ghurcb, 
Jackson. 

Sunday,  18.— Preached  at  "Cooijer's  Well." 

SaturdgLy,  23. — Went  to  the  neighborhood  of  Bovina,  (Warren 
county,)  with  the  view  of  preaching  the  next  day,  and  of  inviting 
the  friends  of  the  Church  in  that  region  to  build  a  place  of  worship 
for  their  use. 

Sunday,  24. — ^I  preached  at''  Oakland"  Church,  near  the  residence 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox.  The  Church  was  filled  by  an  attentive  and 
interested  congregation ;  the  far  greater  part  of  whom  belonged  to 
the  surrounding  denominations.  Notice  was  given  that  I  would 
preach  to  the  blacks  in  the  afternoon.  The  house  was  full,  and  not- 
withstanding the  extreme  heat  of  the  day,  (thermometer  at  96°,) 
their  attention  was  unflagging. 

The  next  two  days  were  spent,  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox, 
in  visiting  the  neighborhood.  A  third  would  have  been  given  to 
the  work,  but  for  the  extreme  heat  which  rendered  a  further  ex- 
posure a  questionable  duty.  Enough  was  seen,  however,  to  con- 
vince me  that  there  is  ability  sufficient  among  the  friends  of  the 
Church  to  erect  at  once,  a  suitable  place  of  worship.  All  that  is 
wanted,  is  for  them  to  agree  among  themselves  where  it  shall  be 
placed.  I  left  behind  me  a  promise  to  visit  them  again  before  the 
end  of  the  summer. 

July  2. — Attended  service  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  and 
assisted  Rev.  Mr.  Corbyn  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, as  well  as  in  the  ordinary  services  of  the  day. 

July  4. — Attended  the  final  examination  of  Rev.  James  Philson, 
preparatory  to  his  receiving  Priest's  Orders. 

Friday,  7. — Rode  forty  miles  to  Gallatin,  the  seat  of  justice  of 
Copiah  county.  I  found  here  a  great  dearth  of  religious  ministra- 
tions of  all  kinds.  One  or  two  attempts  have  been  made  by  the 
denominations  to  establish  themselves,  but  without  success.  Sev- 
eral families  of  the*' village  and  neighborhood,  are  attached  to  the 
Church,  and  desire  her  services.  This  desire  has  been  increased,  if 
not  begotten,  by  the  zealous  labors  of  Rev.  Mr.  Presbury,  who,  though 
residing  twenty-five  miles  distant,  at  my  request,  took  this  place  two 
years  since  within  his  charge,  and  who  has  since,  with  but  one  un- 
avoidable failure,  officiated  on  the  second  Sunday  in  each  month. 
Among  the  earliest  measures  adopted  by  him  for  the  permanent  suc- 
cess of  his  labors,  was  the  establishment  of  a  Sunday  School,  in  which 
he  has  been  much  assisted  by  a  zealous  Layman.  Saturday  was  spent  in 
visiting  several  families  of  the  village  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr. 
I'resbury.  On  Saturday  I  preached  both  forenoon  and  at  night,  in 
a  room  under  the  Masonic  Lodge,  fitted  up  by  a  few  individuals  as  a 
general  place  of  worship.    A  good  deal  of  interest  seemed  to  be 
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felt,  on  iho  part  of  many;  for  more  frequent  services  than  thej  now 
enjoy,  and  I  hope  that  measures  will  ere  long  be  taken  for  the  eree- 
tlbn  (^  a  Church  ecbfice.  Before  I  left  the  place,  I  distributed  a  few 
Prayer  Books  and  Tracts. 

Monday^  10. — ^I  left  Grallatin  to  proceed  on  my  intended  visit  to 
the  Gulf  coast.  On  my  way  across  the  country^  to  the  river,  I 
stopped  for  an  hour  or  two  both  at  Port  Gibson  and  Grand  Gulf,  for 
the  purpose  of  inciting  and  aiding  them  to  procure  a  minister  be- 
tween them. 

Tkurtday^  14. — ^I  reached  Pas  Christian  in  the  evening.     The  next 

f,  as  weU  as  the  following  Monday  and  Tuesday,  were  spent  in 

liting  all  the  families  of  the  congregation.  On  Sunday  the  16th, 
I  preached  both  forenoon  and  afternoon  in  Trinity  Church,  assisted 
in  the  services  by  the  Eector,  Rev.  Dr.  Savage.  One  person  was 
confirmed,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Bector^  I  baptized  one  adult  and 
fovtr  ohildzen. 

The  condition  of  this  Parish  appears  to  be  a  healthy  one ;  and  the 
excellent  Female  School  of  Dr.  Savage  is  at  length  reaping  the  pa- 
tronage which  it  has  long  deserved. 

Tiutday,  18 — ^I  passed  over  to  Shieldsborough  (or  Bay  of  St. 
Louis)  in  ike  evening,  and  preached  the  next  day  in  the  Court-house. 
The  congregation  was  small,  owins  to  a  partial  notice  of  my  coming. 
In  the  forenoon  I  baptized,  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Bobt.  £ager,  ane 
adult  and  six  children.  The  next  day,  (20th,)  at  the  request  of  the 
family  of  a  deceased  friend  of  the  Church,  I  preached  a  funeral  ser- 
mon in  the  room  of  the  Masonic  Lodge,  of  which  he  was  a  member. 
I  was  induced  to  officiate  on  this  occasion,  by  the  consideration  that 
the  deceased  was,  by  baptism,  a  member  of  the  Church,  and  had 
been  interred  during  the  last  year's  fearful  epidemic,  without  any  of 
the  rites  of  Christian  burial.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  services  I 
baptized  one  injGuit. 

The  Church  has  a  ^^few  names''  in  this  place,  and  a  readiness,  as 
well  as  willingness,  was  expressed  by  them,  to  engage  a  portion  of  a 
Missionary's  services.  % 

After  visiting  a  few  families,  and  giving  away  some  tracts  on  the 
subject  of  the  Church,  I  took  a  boat  on  Wednesday  afternoon  for 
Mississippi  City,  about  twenty  miles  distant  by  water.  Here,  also, 
were  found  some  half  a  dozen  families  attached  to  the  Church,  and 
anxious  to  enjoy  her  services.  I  preached  on  Thursday  the  20th,  in 
the  Baptist  place  of  worship,  at  Handsborough,  a  new  and  thriving 
little  settlement  on  one  of  the  arms  of  Biloxi  Bav,  one  mile  and  a 
half  in  the  rear  of  Mississippi  City.  The  next  day  was  spent  in 
making  myself  acquainted  with  some  of  the  families  of  that  neigh- 
borhood, and  in  ascertaining  how  far  they  were  desirous  to  secure 
occasional  services  of  the  Church.  Sufficient  assurance  was  given 
of  their  ability  and  determination  to  contribute  one-third  of  th^ 
■mount  necessary  to  the  support  of  a  Missionary.    One  individual 
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offered  to  give  a  8xdtable  site  for  a  Churcb^  whenever  it  became  ne^ 
eeaaaiy. 

On  Friday  afternoon  I  reached  Biloxi^  where  l^remained  the  three 
following  days.    Saturday  was  spent  in  company  with  Rev.  Mr.  Da- 
mns, in  going  from  house  to  house  among  the  friends  of  the  Churchy 
and  I  was  much  gratified  at  finding  the  number  larger  than  I  ex- 
pected.   Indeed,  a  general  desire  seems  to  prevail  among  the  Pro- 
testants of  the  place,  to  obtain  such  services  as  our  Church  is 
peculiarly  adapted  to  afford.     On  Sunday,  the  23d,  I  preached  both 
forenoon  and  night,  in  the  lower  room  of  the  Masonic  Hall.    The 
congregations  were  large,  and  apparently  much  interested.     On  the 
former  occasion,  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirm^ 
one  person.    In  the  afternoon,  I  also  administered  the  Communion 
to  a  sick  member  of  the  Church.    Notice  was  given  at  the  evening 
services,  that  a  meeting  of  the  friends  of  the  Church  would  be  held 
the  next  morning,  for  the  purpose  of  consultation,  and  for  organizing 
a  Parish,  if  it  were  deemed  advisable.    At  the  appointed  hour,  a 
number  of  the  intelligent  and  influential  citizens  assembled ;  a  Par- 
ish was  duly  organized,  by  the  name  of  the  ''  Church  of  the  Re- 
deemer,'' and  a  subscription  list  opened  for  the  partial  support  of  a 
clergyman,  who  should  give  them  at  the  least  one-third  of  his  time. 
Much  of  the  readiness  shown  by  this  people  to  fall  in  with  my  wishes 
on  this  occasion,  was  owing  to  the  previous  exertions  of  Kev.  Mr. 
Damns,  who,  during  a  temporary  sojourn  among  them,  had  made 
himself  acquainted  with  their  wants,  and  had  kindly  offered  to  offi- 
ciate for  them  every  Sunday,  and  to  train  their  children  in  a  Sunday 
School.    The  Vestry  appointed  by  the  Congregation  is  composed  of 
men  who  will  not  suffer  so  good  a  beginning  to  so  good  a  work,  to 
end  in  vain  promises  only.     I  promised  to  send  them  a  clergyman 
in  October,  m  the  confidence  that  the  intervening  labors  of  Mr. 
Damns  would  do  much  towards  preparing  the  way  for  his  greater 
success.    On  my  way  home,  I  sent  a  supply  of  Prayer  Books  and 
Sunday  School  books,  sufficient  for  the  use  of  the  congregation. 

Sunday,  30. — ^In  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  I  i^mitted  to 
the  order  of  Priests  the  Rev.  James  Philson,  Deacon.  The  sermon 
was  preached,  at  my  request,  by  the  Rev.  John  Philson,  who,  to- 
gether with  Rev.  Messrs.  Corbyn  and  Weller,  united  in  the  '<  laying 
on  of  hands." 

August  2. — Gave  my  hearty  assent  to  the  election  of  Rt.  Rev^ 
Jackson  Kemper,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Wisconsin. 

Also  received  the  Letters  Dismissory  of  Rev.  J.  Lloyd  Johnston, 
from  tiie  Bishop  of  Louisiana. 

Friday  and  Saturday y  4  and  5. — These  two  days  were  spent  in 
riding  through  the  neighborhood  of  Mt.  Alban,  with  the  view  of 
ascertaining  both  the  willingness  and  ability  of  the  friends  of  the 
Church  in  that  section  to  erect  a  place  of  worship  for  them* 
selves,  and  engage  the  services  of  aminister.  And  I  was  thankful 
at  finding  the  ready  reception  which  the  subject  mot  with  wherever 
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it  W18  presented  *,  and  I  tnut  it  will  not  be  long  before  the  sonnd  of 
oar  suDlime  and  heart-stirring  Liturgy  will  be  statedly  heard  amid 
the  shades  of  ''  Mi.  Albon."  Few  country  neighborhoods,  either  in 
this  or  any  other  State^  can  boast  of  a  more  wealthy,  intelligent  or 
hospitable  population.  On  Sunday^  (the  6th,)  9  o'clock  A.  M.,  I 
performed  the  Burial  Service  at  the  house  of  Mr.  James  Brabston, 
over  the  body  of  his  eldest  child,  a  lovely  girl  of  six  years  of  age. 
At  11, 1  preached  to  a  full  congregation,  in  the  Methodist  Church, 
which  had  been  kindly  tendered  for  the  occasion. 

While  engaged  in  this  visitation,  I  was  much  gratified  at  leamine 
that  the  friends  of  the  Church  in  Rev.  Mr.  Fox's  neighborhood,  had 
also  determined  to  erect  a  place  of  worship  for  themselves,  about 
nine  miles  from  Mt.  Albon. 

Aitgrusi  9. — At  Evening  Prayer,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson, 
I  baptized  one  adult. 

Sunday,  13. — ^I  officiated  at  '^Cooper's  Well,''  both  in  the  forenoon 
and  at  night.  During  the  summer  months,  there  are  from  three  to 
five  hundred  persons  to  be  found  at  this  watering  place.  As  no  pro- 
vision has  yet  been  made  for  supplying  them  with  regular  services, 
and  as  a  number  of  our  own  people  are  among  the  invalids  of  the 
place,  I  feel  it  incumbent  on  me  to  spend  two  or  three  Sundays 
there  in  each  successive  season. 

Sunday,  20. — Accompanied  by  the  Eev.  Mr.  Weller,  I  visited 
Raymond,  where  we  were  met  by  the  Rev.  James  Philson,  who  has 
just  taken  charge  of  the  Church  in  that  place.  I  preached  at  11 
o'clock,  to  a  small  congregation,  in  the  old  school-house,  Mr.  Philson 
leading  the  prayers  of  the  congregation.  I  was  pleased  to  find  that 
a  very  eligiole  site  for  a  Church  had  been  presented  by  an  active 
and  liberal  member  of  the  vestry,  and  that  a  portion  of  the  building 
materials  were  already  on  the  ground.  After  visiting  two  or  three 
families,  I  passed  over  to  Cooper's  Well  in  the  afternoon,  with  the 
intention  of  officiating  again  at  that  place,  if  I  should  find  them 
destitute  of  the  proper  services  for  the  day.  The  worship  of  the 
congregation  was  led  by  me,  and  a  sermon  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Weller.  m 

Sunday,  27.— Was  spent  in  Brandon,  where  I  preached  both 
forenoon  and  at  night,  to  large  congregations.  In  the  afternoon,  I 
baptized  one  adult  and /bur  children. 

August  31. — Received  from  the  Bishop  of  Illinois,  "  Letters  Dis- 
missory"  of  the  Rev.  Wm.  Clotworthy. 

Sunday,  Sept,  3. — Officiated  again  at  Cooper's  Well. 

Friday,  8. — Assisted  Rev.  Mr.  Corbyn  in  Morning  Prayer,  and 
baptized  one  infant. 

Sunday,  10. — An  appointment  had  been  sent  out  to  preach  at  a 
private  house,  some  miles  distant  from  Jackson ;  but  upon  learning 
that  there  was  a  case  of  illness  in  the  family,  I  recalled  the  appoint- 
ment, and  assisted  the  Rev.  «Mr.  Corbyn  in  the  services  at  St.  An- 
drew's Choxchi  Jackson- 
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Sunday^  17. — Offioiated  in  GhriBt  Charoh,  Yicksbargy  both  inoni* 
ing  and  evening,  in  the  place  of  the  Bector,  Key.  Mr.  Lord,  whose 
health  required  a  temporary  rest. 

Sunday,  24. — ^I  had  intended  to  preach  this  day  at  Monticello,  in 
Lawrence  county,  where  there  are  a  few  friends  of  the  Church ;  but 
&s  my  appointment  was  not  acknowledged  in  time,  I  remained  at 
home,  and  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gorbyn  in  the  services  at  St.  An- 
drew's Church. 

Sunday,  Oct.  1. — ^Assisted  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church  in 
the  services  of  the  day,  and  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy  Comma* 
nion. 

Sunday,  8. — In  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  after  making  an 
address  on  the  duty  and  office  of  a  Deacon,  I  admitted  Edward  Den- 
niston,  B.  D.,  to  that  holv  office.  The  candidate  was  presented  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Corbyn,  who  had  assisted  in  his  examination.  Mr. 
Denniston  was  one  among  the  recent  graduates  of  that  excellent 
Church  School  at  Nashotah. 

Sunday,  15. — ^I  preached  at  Raymond  in  the  forenoon,  and  bap- 
tized one  child,  the  infant  daughter  of  the  Rector.  At  night,  I 
preached  at  Cooper's  Well. 

Saturday,  21. — I  visited  the  family  of  Col.  Thomas  S.  Dabney, 
and  in  the  afternoon,  baptized  two  infants. 

The  next  day,  Sunday,  22d,  I  preached  in  the  parlor  of  Col. 
Dabney,  to  his  family,  and  a  few  of  his  neighbors,  and  his  servants. 

October  26. — I  left  hon^e  for  my  autumnal  visitation. 

Oclober,26, — Reached  DeKalb  at  12  o'clock  at  night.  Preached 
next  evening  in  the  Methodist  Church.  The  Baptists  were  holding 
a  protracted  meeting,  but  they  kindly  suspended  their  services  for 
that  hour.  The  Church  people  here  are  few;  but  they  are  not 
without  hope.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Clotworthy  officiates  for  them  on  one 
Sunday  in  each  month. 

Sunday,  29. — Preached  at  the  **Churchof  the  Messiah,"  in  Noxu- 
bee county.  As  the  morning  was  lowering,  the  congregation  was 
not  large.  Mr.  Clotworthy  h^  been  laboring  here  for  four  months, 
with  a  praiseworthy  zeal ;  but  there  does  not  appJk  any  prospect  of 
much  increase. 

Monday,  30. — ^I  passed  on  to  Macon.  Preached  next  day,  at  11, 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  again  at  7  p.  m.,  baptizing  oneadnlt 

Wednesday,  Nov.  1. — Preached  again  at  11  a.  m.,  baptized  two 
infants,  confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 
The  friends  and  members  of  the  Church  in  this  place  are  in  much 
need  of  her  ministrations.  There  is  here  good  material  for  a  regu- 
lar and  prosperous  congregation. 

On  the  same  evening,  I  reached  the  residence  of  Jacob  M.  Macon, 
Esq.,  and  preached,  the  next  day,  at  Prairie  Point,  three  miles  dis- 
tant, to  a  small  but  attentive  congregation. 
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Fridc^^  8. — Seached  Golambns.  Preached  on  Saturday,  and 
thfee  times  on  Sinnday^  besides  administering  the  Communion.  I 
was  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Bev.  Mr.  Mott,  who  had  just  returned 
from  North  Carolina.  The  congregation  is  at  this  time  without  a 
Church  of  their  own  to  worship  in,  having  not  long  since  sold  their 
old  one,  and  having  just  been  deprived  by  fire  of  the  use  of  the 
Town  Hall;  which  they  had  temporarily  eneaged.  They  are,  never- 
theless, in  good  heart;  and  will,  ere  long,  oegin  to  build.  A  very 
eligible  lot  has  been  secured  for  the  purpose.  In  the  meantime, 
they  are  indebted  for  a  place  of  worship,  to  the  kindness  of  their 
brethren  of  the  different  denominations.  Three  days  were  spent  ih 
visiting.  Before  my  departure,  I  licensed  Thos.  6.  Bailey,  one  of 
our  Candidates  for  Orders,  as  a  Lay  Reader. 

Nov,  8."— Preached  at  Vinton,  in  the  Methodist  Church,  and  bap- 
tiled  one  in&nt.  At  7  P.  M.,  preached  in  Barton,  to  a  pretty  large 
and  attentive  congregation. 

Reached  Aberdeen  Thursday,  9th,  and  preached  next  day  at  7  .P. 
X.  Preached  again  the  following  evening,  and  baptized  one  adult. 
Sunday,  12th,  preached  at  11  A.  M.,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper, 
and  confirmed /v6  persons.  In  the  afternoon,  baptized  two  children 
at  the  house  of  their  parents.  When  about  to  officiate  again  at 
night,  I  was  relieved  by  the  arrival  of  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson,  who 
preached  in  my  stead.  The  congregations,  this  day,  were  large  and 
attentive.  Notwithstanding  the  depressed  condition  of  this  Parish 
for  the  last  twelve  months,  being  without  a  Pastor,  and  deeply  in 
debt,  there  are  marked  evidences  of  hope,  as  well  as  life.  A  general 
interest  seems  to  be  felt  for  the  welfare  of  the  Church ;  and  its 
friends  thankfully  acknowledge,  not  only  kind  sympathy,  but  efficient 
aid,  from  their  Methodist,  baptist  and  Presbyterian  friends  and 
brethren.  I  promised  to  send  them  a  Pastor  as  soon  as  possible. 
The  field  is  a  fine  one,  and  in  the  opinion  of  manjr,  holds  out  a 
brighter  prospect  of  success  than  ever.  All  the  families  in  the  con- 
gregation were  visited,  and  a  number  of  friends  besides. 

Shiiday,  18 . — Left  Aberdeen  in  company  with  ^Ir.  Lawson.  Next 
day,  preached  in  Okolona,  to  a  smadl  congregation. 

Wednetday^  15. — ^Preached  &g&iii  &t  11,  and  again  in  the  afternoon, 
at  ihe  Chapel  of  Dr.  John  E.  Tucker,  two  miles  and  a  half  distant. 
The  congregation,  on  this  latter  occasion,  was  composed  almost  en- 
tirely of  blacks.  The  house  was  full,  and  the  deepest  attention  pre- 
vailed, whilst  I  preached  and  confirmed /our  of  their  number.  The 
friends  of  the  Church  in  Okolona,  though  few  in  number,  are  in- 
spired with  a  proper  zeal,  and  show  a  becoming  liberality.  The 
completion  of  the  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad,  which  passes  through 
this  place,  will  soon  multiply  its  population.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson 
is  about  to  make  it  his. residence,  and  to  establish  a  school  for  girls. 
Thursday,  16. — Went  to  Houston.  Preached  next  day  at  11, 
and  at  7  p.  m.,  in  the  Bwptiat  Church,  assisted  by  Mr.  Lawson.  Mr. 
L  hu,  for  some  time^  officiated  at  thu  place  on  the  third  Friday  and 
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fifth  Sunday  in  eaoh  montb.  The  friends  of  the  Church  are  few, 
but  intelligent,  and  capable  of  exercising  much  influence  for  good. 

Saturday^  18. — ^Reached  Pontotoc.  Next  day,  Sunday,  19th, 
preached  at  11,  to  a  large  congregation,  baptized  one  adult,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
LawBon.  At  7  P.  M.  preached  again,  and  confirmed  ttoo  persons. 
Monday  and  Tuesday  were  spent  in  visiting  the  members  and  friends 
of  the  Church.  In  the  afternoon  of  Tuetdayy  I  baptised  one  child, 
the  infant  son  of  the  Rector.  At  7  P.  u.  preached  again,  and  con- 
firmed one  person.  * 

At  the  late  sale  of  the  land  lying  on  the  north  side  of  Pontotoc, 
a  lot  of  five  acres  was  purchased  for  $30,  by  the  Rector,  for  Church 
purposes,  and  was  afterwards  paid  for  bv  a  friend  in  Vicksburg.  A 
member  of  the  congregation  offers  to  add  to  this,  another  lot  adjoin- 
ing it,  containing  some  three  or  four  acres. 

Thundayf  28. — Arrived  at  Holly  Springs,  but  was  prevented 
from  preaching  that  night  by  rain.  Preached  Friday  night,  Satur* 
day  night,  tina  Sunday  forenoon  and  night.  In  the  forenoon,  the 
Holy  Uommunion  was  administered.  In  the  afternoon,  I  bsptized 
one  child,  the  infant  daughter  of  the  Rector,  and  catechised  the 
children  of  the  conmgation.  Although  the  number  of  catechu- 
mens WBS  not  large,  I  was  much  pleased  with  both  the  correct  and 
understanding  manner  in  which  they  answered  the  questions.  Du- 
ring the  evening,  Jhe  were  confirmed.  The  congregations  on\Sunday 
were  unusually  laree,  and  manifested  more  than  ordinary  interest 
throughout  the  whole  services. 

Nothing  is  wanting  to  insure  the  rapid  erowth  of  this  Parish,  but 
the  erection  of  a  new  and  larger  house  of  worship,  and  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  undivided  labors  of  their  Rector. 

Monday  Evening,  27.— Reached  <*  Early  Grove.''  The  following 
day,  I  preached  at  11  o'clock,  to  a  congregation  unusually  large  for 
a  week-day's  service.  Preached  again  the  next  day  at  11,  baptised 
three  adults  And /our  children,  and  confirmed /our  persons.  It  was 
my  intention  to  leave  this  place  on  Thursday  morning,  the  80th,  for 
my  next  appointment,  but  so  deep  and  serious  was  the  interest  mani- 
fested by  the  people,  and  so  earnestly  did  they  plead  for  another  op- 
portunity of  hearing  the  Word  of  God,  that  I  consented  to  remain 
until  the  afternoon  of  that  day.  Services  were  accordingly  appoin- 
ted for  11  o'clock,  and  were  attended  by  a  large  and  serious  congre- 
gation. Five  more  adults  and  one  infant  were  bsptized,  and  seven 
were  confirmed.  •  Among  those  who  ratified  their  baptismal  vows  on 
this  occasion,  was  a  venerable  matron,  who,  more  tnan  sixty  ycara 
ago,  had  been  baptized  by  one  of  our  ministera  in  North  Carolina. 
During  the  long  depression  of  the  Church  in  that  Diocese,  and  ever 
since  her  removal  to  the  West,  she  hss  been  indebted  to  the  kind 
care  of  the  Methodist  denomination,  for  whatever  Christian  instruo* 
tion  and  communion  she  has  reoeived.'  No^,  that  the  Church  of 
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lier  baptism  and  of  her  fathers,  once  more  opens  her  arms  to  receive 
her,  she  returns  to  its  fold,  with  a  grateful  remembrance,  however, 
of  those  who  did  what  they  could  for  her  in  the  time  of  her  desti- 
tutioD.  Before  the  hour  of  service,  I  baptized,  at  the  house  of  one 
of  the  congregation,  two  miles  distant,  one  adult^  the  mother  of  a 
family,  and  stx  children.  My  reason  for  baptizing  this  household  in 
private  was,  that  unavoidable  causes  prevented  the  attendance  of 
some  of  them  at  the  Church  that  day.  The  mother  was  baptized 
in  order  that  she  might,  after  giving  herself  to  the  Lord,  be  qualified 
to  present  her  children  to  him  in  like  manner. 

Daring  my  three  days'  sojourn  in  this  Parish,  I  visited  from  house 
to  house,  and  had  the  satisfaction  of  thus  meeting,  at  their  own  fire- 
sides,  eyery  family  of  the  Parish,  except  one,  that  resided  at  too 
great  a  distance  from  the  Church.  A  very  earnest  spirit  seems,  at 
this  time,  to  animate  this  congregation  ;  the  fruit,  no  doubt,  of  the 
faithful  and  judicious  culture  of  their  late  Pastor,  Rev.  Thomas  B. 
LawBon. 

A  meeting  of  the  Vestry  was  held  during  my  visit,  at  which  I 
was  earnestly  requested  to  send  them,  as  soon  as  possible,  a  minister 
who  would  settle  among  them.  They  at  the  same  time  resolved,  to 
invite  the  resident  clei^y  of  Holly  Springs  to  officiate  for  them  in 
the  interim,  as  often  as  their  other  duties  would  permit. 

Nov.  30.«— Pkiased  over  to  the  Parish  of  St.  Andrew's,  and  spent 
the  next  two  days  in  visiting  all  the  families.  Preached  on  Satur- 
day^  and  again  on  Sunday  forenoon,  at  which  time  the  Holy  Commu* 
nion  was  administered.  In  the  afternoon,  I  preached  to  the  negroes, 
who,  as  usual,  gave  earnest  and  thankful  attention  to  my  words. 
This  parish  is  at  present  without  a  minister;  their  wisdom  would 
be  to  unite  with  the  neighboring  Parish  of  St.  John's,  in  supporting 
a  CIei]|zyman  between  the  two  places. 

I  have  since  heard  that  the  Kev.  Mr.  Fagg,  of  the  Diocese  of 
Tennessee,  has  been  invited  to  renew  his  former  engagement  with 
them. 

Monday^  Dec,  4. — Passed  through  LaGrange,  Tenn.,  and  reached 
Memphis  that  afternoon,  where  I  had  the  pleasure  of  meeting  and 
conversing  with  Bishop  Otey. 

TueMday^  5. — Reached  Ilemando.  Next  day,  W^ne«fay,  6th, 
preached  and  baptized  two  infants.  The  condition  of  this  Parish  is 
di8hearten!ng  in  the  extreme. 

Dec.  7. — Reached  Mr.  Wilson  C.  Newsom's.  The  next  day, 
preaohed  in  the  '<  Union  Academy,"  two  miles  distant,  to  as  many 
aa  the  house  would  hold.  The  people  were  very  attentive,  and  ap- 
parently favorably  impressed  by  our  services.  The  Holy  Communion 
was  administered  to  four  persons. 

Saturday^  9. — Reached  Oxford.  Next  day,  Sunday^  10th,  preached 
in  the  forenoon  in  the  Presbyterian  Churchy  and  administered  the 
Holy  C!ommaaion.    I  waa  to  preach  again  at  nighty  but  was  proven- 
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ted  by  rain.  The  two  following  cIajb  were  spent  ehiefly  in  visiting 
Ike  eengregation.  At  11  o^elockon  Mondeey,  thelleT.  Mr.  -Lawson 
preached,  and  the  rite  of  confirmation  was  administered  to /bur  pep- 
sons.  At  night,  I  preached  again.  In  these  services,  I  was  assis- 
ted by  the  lUv.  Prof.  Barnard,  and  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson,  who 
has,  throughont  the  hist  year^  officiated  monthly  at  thb  place^  und 
rendered  efficient  service  to  this  little  flock.  As  Prof.  Barnard  is 
but  yet  in  Deacon's  Orders,  Mr.  Lawson  has  kindly  consented  lo 
visit  them  as  often  as  his  engi^ments  at  other  places  will  permit, 
while  the  Professor  will  cheerfttlly  devote  to  *  them  snoh  time  as  he 
can  consistently  spare  from  his  duty  to  the  University. 

The  prospects  of  the  congregation  are  more  promising  than  ever; 
93000  has  been  subscribed  for  building  a  Church ;  thev  will  com* 
mence  probably  in  the  Spring.  Of  the  importance  of  this  work,  I 
have  spoken  more  than  once  before  this.  While  here,  I  was  pleased 
to  receive  from  one  of  the  Senior  Glass,  a  notice  of  his  desire  to 
become  a  candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

December  18. — Reached  Goffeeville. 

December  14.— Preached  to  a  small  congregation  in  the  Presbyte- 
rian Church.    Next  day  reached  Mr.  Junius  Leigh's. 

December  15.— Preached  in  Brooks'  Chapel,  and  administered  the 
Holy  Communion. 

Sunday,  17.-— Preached  in  Orenada,  forenoon  and  afternoon,  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church,  which  had  been  kindly  tendered,  and  al  night, 
by  request,  in  the  Methodist  Church.  I  was  glad  to  see  that,  not- 
withstanding the  mortifying  circumstances  connected  with  the  brief 
ministrations  of  the  Missionary  sent  to  them  last  summer,  the 
friends  of  the  Church,  both  at  this  place  and  at  Coffeeville,  and  in 
the  intervening  neighborhood,  were  not  disposed  to  withhold  their 
aid,  in  the  support  of  another^  and  more  worthy  minister.  I  re- 
ceived assurances  from  each  place,  that  the  sums  required  of  them 
bust  summer,  would,  notwithstanding  the  pressure  of  the  times,  be 
promptly  subscribed. 

Tuesday,  19. — Reached  Capt.  Jno.  A.  Binford's,  and  rested  a  night 
under  his  hospitable  roof. 

Wednesday  Evening,  the  2Qth,  reached  the  residence  of  Mr.  Phillips, 
who,  together  with  one  or  two  members  of  his  family,  constitute  the 
only  communicants  in  the  neighborhood.  Here  I  was  agreeably  sur- 
prised at  meeting  with  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted,  who  had  come  to  assist  us 
in  such  services,  as  I  might  perform  before  reaching  his  Parish. 
The  next  day,  Thursday,  21st,  I  preached  at  Middieton,  in  the 
Baptist  Church,  to  a  congregation  of  good  size,  notwithstanding  the 
coldness  of  the  weather,  and  its  being  an  ordinarv  business  day. 
There  is,  in  this  neighborhood,  as  in  many  others,  within  the  Diocese, 
abundant  material  roadyto  be  worked  up  into  a  living  temple  for  the 
Lord  of  Hosto. 
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After  the  seirioes,  I  rode  to  Garrollton,  tveWe  miles  dieUiH^  and 
p-eached  that  Dight,  in  the  Presbyterian  Charoh,  to  a  lai^  and  at- 
tentive congregation.  After  the  second  lesson,  I  baptized  one  adult 
and  two  children. 

I  was  assisted  in  the.  services  here,  pM  well  as  in  Middletoni  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Halsted.  The  few  hours  spent  in  this  place,  were  occu- 
pied in  visiting  the  individuals  and  families  friendly  to  the  Church. 
These,  though  sadly  in  the  minority,  are  yet  of  sufficient  number  to 
encourage  the  hope  that  a  flourishing  Parish  may,  ere  long,  be  built 
up  between  this  place  and  Lexington. 

Next  morning  1  rode  to  Black  Hawk,  expecting  to  preach  at  11 
o'clock,  but  found,  upon  my  arrival,  that  no  notice  of  my  appoint- 
ment Imd  been  givei}  out  among  the  people.  I  was  here  mict  by 
several  members  of  the  neighboring  Parish  of  Calvary  Church, 
whom  I  accompanied  on  their  return  that  afternoon. 

Saturday,  23. — ^I  preached  to  a  small  congregation  in  Calvaiy 
Church,  and  confirmed  tvso  persons. 

Sunday y  24.*-!  preached  to  a  pretty  large  number,  assisted,  as  on 
the  previous  day,  by  the  Bector  of  die  Parish,  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  administered.  After  the  conclusion  of 
the  day's  services  it  was  ascertained  that  a  member  of  the  congrega- 
tion, who  could  not  attend  the  day  previous,  was  desirous  of  being 
both  baptized  and  confirmed.  Thereupon  those  who  had  not  yet 
left  the  ground,  were  called  back  into  the  Church,  and  the  candi- 
date, after  being  first  baptised  by  the  Rector,  was  afterward  con- 
firmed. Notwithstanding  the  serious  pecuniary  losses  of  the  Parish, 
during  the  last  season,  I  was  pleased  to  see  signs  of  a  growing  in- 
terest in  the  Church,  and  of  a  determination  to  sustain  her  services. 
A  plain,  but  comfortable,  Rectory  *has  been  built  within  a  few  rods 
of  the  Church,  and  everydiing  done  to  make  their  Rector  feel  how 
much  they  prize  both  him  and  his  labors.  A  sewing  society,  formed 
not  quite  a  year  ago  among  the  kdies  of  the  congregation,  has  al- 
ready caused  its  good  effects  to  be  seen  and  felt  in  various  ways. 
The  success,  which  has  so  far  crowned  the  laboni  of  these  Sisters  of 
Industry  and  Charity,  may  well  encourage  others  to  follow  their 
praiseworthy  example. 

Accompanied  by  Mr.  Halsted,  I  reached  Lexington  that  after- 
noon, expecting  to  preach  at  7  o'clock,  but  on  arrival  we  found  that 
there  was  a  conflicting  appointment  for  the  same  hour,  and  in  the 
same  house  of  worship.  In  the  circumstances  I  thought  it  courteous 
to  give  way. 

At  12  o'clock  that  night,  I  took  the  stage  coach  and  reached  Can- 
ton at  12  o'clock  the  next  day,  (the  Day  of  our  Lord's  Nativity,) 
during  the  solemn  and  impressive  exercises  of  the  occasion.  Al« 
thou^  not  in  time  to  unite  in  the  former  part  of  its  services,  I  was 
gratified  at  havinjg  it  in  my  power,  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  to 
administer  the  Holy  Commumon  to  him  and  his  flock.    This  Parish 
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is  steadily  on  tbe  inereasei  Tinder  the  labor  of  its  fSuthfiil  and  ao- 
oeptable  Ilector. 

On  the  27th  December  I  reached  home,  after  an  absence  of  nine 
weeks,  and  was  made,  once  more,  to  feel  truly  thankful,  on  finding 
mj  family  and  household  in  health  and  safety. 

December  28. — I  admitted  M.  Leander  Weller  as  a  candidate  for 
Holy  Orders. 

Sunday y  December  81.— I  preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jack- 
son, and  confirmed  five  persons ;  beiug  assisted  in  the  senrices  by 
the  Rector,  and  the  Bev.  Mr.  Dennistoo. 

Sunday,  January  17,  1855 — In  Christ  Church,  Yicksbui^,  I  ad- 
mitted the  Bev.  Frederick  W.  Damns  to  the  Priesthood,  and  Mr. 
Samuel  J.  Hayward,  from  the  Nashotah  Seminary,  to  the  Order  of 
Deacons.  The  candidates  were  presented  by  the  Bev.  Jas.  A.  Fox,  and 
the  Bev.  B.  H.  Weller,  who,  together  with  the  Bector,  took  part  in 
the  varied  services  of  the  occasion.  At  my  request,  the  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Bector,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Lord. 

Sunday,  January  14. — After  spending  the  day  previous,  in  visit* 
ing  several  families  in  the  neighborhood,  I  preached  at  <'  Mount 
Albon."  The  congregation,  though  attentive  and  interested,  was  not 
so  large  as  it  otherwise  would  have  been,  on  account  of  the  short 
and  imperfect  notice  given  of  my  intended  visit.  The  next  day  was, 
also,  occupied  in  making  myself  further  acquainted  with  the  neigh- 
borhood. I  was  pleased  to  find  the  friends  of  the  Church  still  de- 
sirous of  obtaining  her  ministrations,  as  soon  as  possible  ;  and,  also, 
of  getting  up  a  female  school,  to  be  conducted  under  her  auspices. 

Thursday,  January  18. — Being  the  day  appointed  by  the  Execu- 
tive for  a  <<  General  Thanksgiving,"  I  assisted  the  Bev.  Mr.  Corbyn 
in  the  services  of  the  occasion.  I  cannot  avoid  expressing,  in  this 
place,  my  sincere  gratification  at  seeing  a  disposition,  in  our  present 
Executive,  as  well  as  in  his  immediate  predecessor,  to  observe  this 
time-honored,  and  most  becoming  custom.  No  region,  nor  Com- 
monwealth, has,  during  the  last  season,  been  more  blessed  of  Gk>d 
than  ours,  in  all  things  that  we  can  reasonably  call  upon  Him  for. 
None,  therefore,  should  be  more  ready  to  offer  unto  Him  thanks- 
giving, either  as  individuals,  or  as  a  people.  I  would,  myself, 'have 
designated  a  day  for  that  purpose,  at  the  close  of  the  harvest,  if  I 
had  not  hoped  that  it  would,  in  due  time,  be  done  by  the  Civil  Au- 
thority. As  each  vear  draws  to  a  close,  and  the  *<  varied  and  kindly 
fruits  of  the  earth"  spread  themselves  before  the  view,  the  united 
thanks  of  a  favored  people  should  ascend  together,  with  their  heart- 
felt confessions  of  unworthiness,  in  the  sight  of  the  Giver  of  all 
good. 

Sunday,  January  21  .—I  preached  in  a  new  Presbyterian  place  of 
worship,  on  '<  Queen's  Bidge,"  near  Bolton's  Depot.  The  oongre* 
gation  Was  fully  as  krge  as  the  inclemency  of  the  day,  and  the  short- 
ness of  the  notice^  could  have  bid  me  to  hbpe  for.    The  responses 
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were  made  by  a  few  friends  of  the  Churchy  who  had^  at  other  places^ 
attended  our  services.  Although  there  is  no  decided  manifestation^ 
in  this  region,  in  behalf  of  the  Church,  yet  I  feel  confident  that  if 
any  movement  were  begun,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting,  for  us,  a 
plfboe  of  worship,  it  would  meet  with  many  friends. 

Thundatf^  January  25. — ^I  set  out  for  a  visitation  of  the  counties 
of  Washington  and  Bolivar,  along  the  river. 

On  Sunday^  the  28th,  I  preached  at  Lake  Washington,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons.  The  congregation,  though  not  large,  filled  the 
temporary  place  of  worship,  in  which  we  were  assembled.  The  beau- 
tifal  Oothic  Church,  begun  by  this  liberal  people  last  summer,  will 
be,  when  completed,  one  of  the  most  finished  and  tasty  structures, 
not  only  in  our  Diocese,  but  in  the  whole  South-west. 

Of  the  five  days  spent  in  this  Pansh,  four  were  devoted  to  visiting  the 
several  fiunilies  which  compose  it.  Their  late  Rector,  Rev.  J.  Avery 
Shepherd,  during  his  short  stay,  and  as  long  as  his  health  would  per- 
mit him  to  labor,  was  a  faithful  Pastor,  indeed,  to  this  little  flock. 
It  was  truly  affecting  to  hear  the  terms  of  thankfulness,  in  which 
the  poor  blacks  spoke  of  his  labors  among  them ;  and  inquired  when 
I  would  send  them  another,  who  would,  in  like  manner,  care  for  their 
souls.  To  a  Clergyman  possessed  of  the  happy  talent  of  adapting 
himself  to  the  wants  and  the  tastes  of  both  master  and  slave,  and 
willing  to  work  for  both,  this  spot  affords  one  among  the  most  de- 
sirable positions  in  the  Diocese,  and  would,  in  every  way,  furnish 
an  ample  reward  for  his  labors. 

Thursday,  February  1. — Reached  Greenville,  the  county  town  of 
Washington  county,  and  rode  out  to  a  settlement  on  Deer  Creek, 
twelve  miles  distant,  composed  chiefly  of  members  and  friends  of 
the  Church.  The  next  two  days  were  spent  in  visiting  the  neigh- 
borhood. Sunday,  the  4^,  I  preached  at  the  residence  of  Judge 
Rucks,  to  a  large  and  attentive  collection  of  the  neighboring  fami- 
lies. During  the  services,  one  person  was  baptized,  and  at  the  close, 
was  confirmed. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  preached  on  the  piazza  of  Judge  R.,  to  a  con- 
gregation of  blacks,  and  at  the  close  of  the  exercises,  baptized 
tvoeniy-four  adults,  and  eight  children. 

I  was  pleased  to  find  that  a  sufficient  sum  had  been  subscribed, 
and  a  contract  made,  for  building  a  Church  in  this  neighborhood,  and 
that  there  was  both  a  willingness  and  ability  to  engage  one-half,  if 
not  the  whole,  of  a  minister's  services. 

On  Monday,  the  5th,  upon  my  way  up  the  Creek,  I  baptized,  at 
the  residence  of  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Dunn,  eight  of  his  children. 

The  two  following  days,  6th  and  7th,  were  devoted  to  visiting  the 
neighborhood  of  I^ke  Bolivar,  where  I  was  gratified  at  finding  a 
number  of  families  desirous  of  obtaining  the  ministrations  of  the 
Church,  for  themselves  and  their  slaves,  and  wanting  only  some  one 
to  take  the  lead,  in  obtaining  subscriptions,  both  for  building  a 
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Ohurch;  and  making  up  a  support  for  a  minister.  As  this  neigh- 
borhood ia  not  more  than  twenty  miles  from  that  which  I  had  just 
visited,  I  proposed  to  the  friends  of  the  Church,  in  both  places,  to 
unite  in  the  support  of  a  Clergyman,  and,  for  the  present,  to  be 
content  with  dividing  his  services  between  them.  The  extreme 
fertility  of  this  region,  together  with  its  rapidly  increasing  popula- 
tion, promises  to  make  it  a  permanent  and  fruitful  field  for  the 
Church's  labors. 

On  my  return  through  Greenville,  I  baptized,  Thursday^  8th,  three 
children. 

Sunday y  February  11. — Assisted  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  in  the  services  of  the  day. 

Sunday,  18. — Again  assisted  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew's. 

Sunday,  25,  was  spent  in  Brandon,  assisted  by  Rev.  Mr.  Greene, 
who  officiates  at  this  place  twice  a  month.  I  preached  m  the  fore- 
noon, to  a  congregation  rendered  small  by  the  inclemency  of  the 
weather. 

March  3,  4  and  6,  were  spent  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Phillip's,  Kirk- 
wood.  On  Sunday,  the  4th,  I  preached  and  confirmed  Jive  colored 
persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was  assisted  in 
the  services  of  the  day  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  T.  D.  Ozannc,  whose 
faithful  labors  are  duly  appreciated  by  his  flock. 

March  5. — Admitted  Henry  Louis  O'Neil,  as  a  candidate  for  Holy 
Orders. 

Tuesday,  6. — I  preached  at  Sharon,  at  7}  P.  M.,  in  the  Chapel  of 
Madison  College.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sansom  met  me  at  this  place,  and 
united  with  mc  in  the  services.  There  are,  here,  a  few  persons 
zealously  attached  to  the  Church,  but  not  yet  of  sufficient  number 
to  justify  the  organization  of  a  congregation.  Mr.  Sansom  officiates 
for  them  once  a  month,  and  oftener,  whenever  his  other  engage- 
ments will  permit. 

Wednesday,  7. — I  preached  in  the  evening  at  Canton,  assisted  by 
Mr.  Sansom,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

Thursday,  8. — ^I  reached  Yazoo  City  in  the  morning,  and  re- 
mained in  that  place  and  neighborhood  the  four  following  days. 

On  Saturday,  10th,  I  visited  the  plantation  of  George  S.  Yerger, 
Esq.,  and  after  preaching  to  the  colored  assembly,  that  crowded  the 
rustic  little  Chapel,  I  confirmed  six:  of  Mr.  Yerger's  servants,  and 
six  of  Mr.  James  D.  Stewart's.  The  earnest  and  devout  attention 
of  this  congregation,  together  with  the  willingness  of  so  many  of 
them,  to  dedicate  themselves  to  the  service  of  God,  gives  good  evi- 
dence that  the  labors  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott,  have  not  been  bestowed 
upon  them  in  vain. 

At  7  o'clock  in  the  evening,  I  preached  in  Yazoo  City,  and  again 
on  Sunday  morning.  On  the  latter  occasion  I  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  being  assisted  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott. 
At  night,  after  a  sermon  by  the  Rector,  I  confirmed  one  person. 
This  Parish  has  been  without  a  minister  for  nearly  twelve  months. 
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The  Rev.  Mr.  Soott,  at  the  geneial  wish  of  the  vestry  and  congre- 
gation,  has  again  taken  charge  of  the  Parish.  After  visiting  all  the 
families  of  the  congregation,  except  one,  which  was  out  of  the  town, 
I  returned  home  on  Monday  night. 

On  Wednesday y  tlit  Uthj  at  the  request  of  the  Hector,  the  Rev. 
3Ir.  Lord,  I  made  a  special  visit  to  Christ  Church,  Yicksburg,  and 
confirmed  seven  persons.  One  of  the  candidates,  at  her  own  request, 
at  the  same  time,  received,  at  my  hands,  the  baptism  of  the  Church, 
being  dissatisfied  with  that  which  had  previously  been  administered. 

Friday  J  16. — I  visited  the  "  Chapel  of  the  Cross,"  and  the  next 
day  preached  at  11,  to  a  mixed  congregation  of  whites  and  blacks, 
assisted  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Sansom.  During  the  services,  two 
persons  received  Church  baptism,  at  the  Rector's  hands. 

In  the  afternoon,  at  the  close  of  the  services,  and  after  a  short 
address  from  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sansom  and  myself,  eight  blacks  were 
baptized  by  the  Rector,  within  the  Church,  and  three  others  by  im- 
mersion, in  a  pool  not  far  distant. 

The  next  day,  Sunday y  18th,  I  preached  at  11,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  Two  persons  were  confirmed.  In  the  after- 
noon, the  Church  was  again  opened  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
blacks.  The  services  were  so  conducted,  on  this  occasion,  as  well  as 
the  day  previous,  as  to  allow  every  person  present,  blacks  as  well  as 
whites,  the  opportunity  and  benefit  of  joining  their  voices  with  that 
of  their  Bishop  and  Pastor,  in  the  beautiful  devotions  of  our  Liturgy. 

The  eleven  servants  baptized  the  day  previous,  were  then  confirmed. 
My  heart  was  made  glad  at  beholding  these  honest  and  earnest- 
minded  servants,  seeking  on  one  day  to  be  admitted  through  the 
door  of  baptism  into  the  Church  of  Christ,  and  the  next  to  ^^  renew 
and  ratify"  their  vow  to  "  keep  God's  Holy  Will  and  Command- 
ments, and  to  ^^walk  in  the  same  all  the  days  of  their  life."  But 
if  this  sight  was  pleasing  to  me,  how  much  more  heartfelt  delight 
must  it  have  conveyed  to  her,  whase  pious  liberality  had  built  that 
house  for  God,  and  placed  such  ample  means  of  instruction  within 
their  reach ;  to  him,  whose  zealous  and  untiring  labor  had  won  them 
into  the  fold  of  Christ;  and  to  that  humble  and  devoted  Catechist, 
who,  from  week  to  week,  had  so  freely  given  them  her  prayers,  and 
her  labors. 

The  next  day,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Sansom,  I  rode  twelve  miles 
to  visit  a  sick  friend,  Mr.  Stephen  Britton,  who,  after  being  bap- 
tized by  Mr.  Sansom,  was  confirmed,  and  partook  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. The  scene  in  that  sick  chamber  was  most  solemn  and  im- 
pressive. And  it  was  the  more  full  of  hope,  because  the  offering 
then  made  of  himself  to  God,  was  no  sudden  and  extorted  service, 
but  the  result  of  months  of  serious  thought  and  self-examination, 
on  the  part  of  the  candidate.  At  his  earnest  request,  I  returned  to 
his  house  on  the  following  Thursdayj  and  after  appropriate  services, 
preached  for  the  benefit  of  himself  avd  neighbors. 
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Sunday f  25. — I  preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Ghnrcli;  Jacksoni  be- 
ing assisted  by  tbe  Rector^  the  Rev.  A.  D.  Corbjn^  and  the  Bey. 
Mr.  Denniston.    On  this  occasion  ten  persons  were  confirmed. 

There  are  decided  signs  of  growth  and  prosperity  in  this  Parish| 
since  the  present  Rector  has  taken  it  in  charge  i  more  so  than  at 
anyperiod  since  its  organization. 

Friday^  March  SO. — ^In  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  I  admin- 
istered the  baptism  of  the  Church  to  a  beloved  sister,  who  had  been 
a  communicant  of  the  Church  for  many  years,  with  no  other  than 
Lay  baptism. 

Saturday y  March  81. — I  set  out  on  my  southern  visitation. 

Sunday y  April  1. — Preached  in  Raymond,  being  assisted  in  the 
services  by  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  James  Philson,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Wel- 
ler.  The  Holv  Communion  was  administered,  and  tioo  persons  were 
confirmed.  The  congregation  at  this  place,  though  small  in  number, 
and  of  recent  organization,  gives  good  promise  of  reward  to  the  diligent 
labors  of  its  Pastor.  It  was  hoped  that  their  new  Chnrch,  now  near 
completion,  would  have  been  prepared  for  the  services  of  this  occa- 
sion, but  owing  to  some  vexatious  delay,  we  were  compelled  to  as- 
semble in  a  school-room,  too  small  to  hold  more  than  three-fourths  of 
the  number  that  had  come  together  on  the  occasion. 

In  the  afternoon,  I  passed  over  to  Clinton,  and  preached  that 
night  in  the  large  and  commodious  school-room  of  the  Mt.  Salus 
Academy,  which  had  been  appropriately  fitted  up  for  the  occasion. 
The  Rector  of  the  pchool.  Rev.  Mr.  Weller,  assisted  in  the  worship. 
TiDO  persons  were  confirmed.  I  cannot  forego  the  pleasure  of  testi- 
fying, in  this  place,  to  the  excellence  of  this  school  for  girls.  Pos- 
sessing, as  it  does,  a  judicious  and  energetic  head,  a  corps  of  labo- 
rious and  conscientious  teachers,  a  healthy  and  central  position,  and 
ample  accommodations  for  twice  its  present  number,  I  trust  that  it 
is  yet  to  acknowledge  much  more  of  the  patronage  of  the  Church, 
than  it  has  hitherto  received.  After  the  present  pecuniary  pressure 
has  passed  away,  it  is  hoped  that  the  congregation  here  will  set  about 
the  erection  of  a  building,  which  they  so  much  need,  and  without 
which  they  cannot  expect  to  advance  far  beyond  their  jpresent  state. 
Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday^  were  occupied  in  visiting  the  con- 
gregations of  both  Clinton  and  Raymond. 

Thurnday  nwming,  5. — I  left  the  hospitable  roof  of  Col.  Thos.  S. 
Dabney,  for  Epiphany  Parish,  Claiborne  county.  On  my  way,  I 
stopped  an  hour  or  two  in  the  village  of  Utica,  and  baptized  one 
infant. 

Four  days  were  spent  in  Epiphany  Parish.  On  Good  Friday,  the 
Church  was  opened  for  divine  service;  but  few  attended.  The 
Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Presbury,  assisted  in  the  devotions  of  the  day ; 
after  which  I  made  a  short  address  to  those  present,  on  the  appro- 
priate observance  of  that  solemn  fast. 

Sunday,  8. — Being  Easter  Day,  was  duly  observed,  by  the  ap- 
pointed sacrifice  of  prayer  and  praise,  by  the  preaching  of  the  Word, 
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and  by  the  admiiuBtmtion  of  the  Holy  Communion.  After  Ditine 
seryioe,  I  baptized  two  children.  In  the  aftemooni  I  rode  thirteen 
miles  to  Port  Gibson,  and  preached  that  evening  to  a  small  congre- 
gation. The  Church  wiil  yH  art$e  and  Jkmruhin  thu  place.  But 
It  will  be  among  a  generation  that  has  learned  not  to  '<  despbe  the 
day  of  small  thing?.'' 

My  next  appointment  was  for  the  Hurricane^  the  residence  of 
Joseph  E.  Davis,  Esq.,  one  of  the  two  points  occupied  by  Eev.  Mr. 
Damns,  in  his  Missionary  operations.  On  Wednemay^  the  11th,  as- 
sisted by  Mr.  Damns,  I  officiated  in  a  large  and  commodious  room 
prepared  for  the  purpose.  During  the  services,  I  baptized  one  adult, 
and  after  preaching,  confirmed  two  colored  persons,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Conmiiuion. 

The  next  day,  I  passed  over  to  ^'  Diamond  Place,''  the  residence 
of  Edmund  lAughlin,  Esq.,  the  other  point  of  Mr.  Damns'  kbors. 
In  the  evening,  IHvine  service  was  celebrated  in  the  rustic,  but  com- 
modious, Chapel  fitted  up  |pr  that  purpose,  ^and  I  addressed  those 
present^  chiefly  blacks,  on  the  approaching  solemnities  of  the  morrow. 

The  next  day,  the  house  was  crowded  by  a  full  attendance  of  the 
servants,  together  with  the  family  of  the  place,  and  a  few  others. 
At  the  close  of  the  services,  confirmation  was  administered  to  five 
colored  persons.  In  the  devout  and  interested  attention  of  the  con- 
gr^ations  at  this  phce  and  the  Hurricane,  as  well  as  in  the  number 
and  progress  of  the  catechumens  at  both  places,  there  is  satisfying 
evidence  of  the  zeal  and  faithfulness  with  which  they  have  Deen 
instructed.  At  eleven  o'clock  that  night,  I  took  a  steamer  for  Grand 
Gulf,  my  next  appointment.  On  Sundayy  the  15th,  I  preached  in 
the  Methodist  Church,  which  was  kindly  tendered  for  the  occasion, 
and  also  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  After  visiting  all  the 
fiunilies  in  the  congregation,  1  proceeded  to  my  next  appointment, 
the  Convocation  at  Christ  Church,  Jefferson  county.  Here  I  was 
met  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Presbury,  Babcock  and  Reighley,  who,  to- 
gether with  the  Rector  of  the  Parish,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  kept  up 
the  worship  of  God,  and  the  preaching  of  His  Word,  both  forenoon 
and  afternoon,  for  four  days.  The  attendance  was  large  on  each  dav, 
but  especially  on  Sunday,  the  22d,  when,  in  addition  to  the  Holy 
Communion,  the'  rite  of  Confirmation  was  adminbtered ;  seven  re- 
newed, in  that  rite,  the  solemn  vow  and  promise  that  was  made  for 
them  in  their  baptism ;  and  three  others,  who  had  been  confirmed 
some  years  before,  obeyed,  for  the  first  time,  the  command,  <<  Do 
this  in  remembrance  bf  me." 

And  here,  brethren,  I  take  pleasure  in  remarking  the  increasing 
faithfulness  of  the  Clergy,  in  presenting  before  their  flocks,  right 
views  of  the  nature  and  obligations  of  this  rite  of  Confirmation.  In 
this,  as  in  all  other  things  which  concern  our  salvation,  the  extremes 
on  both  sides  are  to  be  avoided.  Instead  of  being  regarded  as  a 
mere  ybrm,  through  which  the  young  are  expected  to  pass,  so  soon 
as  they  have  attained  a  certain  age,  and  have  committed  to  memory 
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thd  Oatechism  of  tlie  Ohurcb,  it  shonld  bo  represented  to  all  wbo 
seek  its  blessings,  as  a  vohimtary  dedication  of  themselves  to  the  ser- 
vice of  God,  and  a  solemn  promise  to  keep  aU  His  Gonvmandmcnts, 
Bnt  at  tbe  same  time,  tbere  sboald  b^  freely  exhibited  saeb  vieivs 
of  Qoi's  abounding  mercy,  through  Christ,  of  the  promised  help  of 
the  Holy  Spirit,  and  of  the  love  and  fellow-feeling  of  the  Sedeemer 
of  souls,  for  all  who  humbly  and  penitently  approach  him,  as  will 
encourage  the  timid,  help  the  weak  in  faidi,  and  draw  the  young 
with  the  cords  of  love. 

The  four  days  of  Convocation,  spent  at  this  place,  will  long  and 
thankfully  be  remembered  by  all  who  shared  in  its  privileges.  That 
similar  meetings  are  not  oftener  held  in  other  parts  of  the  Diocese, 
is  owing  to  the  distance  which  the  greater  portion  of  our  Clergy 
reside  from  each  other,  and  the  consequent  difficulty  of  getting  a 
sufficient  number  of  them  together. 

On  Tuesday,  24th,  I  preached  in  the  Chapel  of  the  College,  at 
Washington,  baptized  one  infant,  and  cotfirmed  two  persons.  The 
congregation  at  this  place,  though  small  in  number,  are  making 
efforts  to  erect  a  Church,  and  to  procure  the  services  of  a  regular 
Pastor.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Reighley,  the  President  of  the  College,  has 
for  some  time  given  them  his  services,  and  kindly  offers  to  continue 
them  until  they  obtain  a  Pastor. 

The  next  six  days  were  spent  in  Trinity  P&rish,  Natchez.  The 
Church  waa  open  for  Divine  service  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  as 
well  as  Sunday,  the  29th.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Miller  and  Reighley, 
as  well  as  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Babcock,  took  part  in  the  services. 
The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  in  the  forenoon  of  Sunday, 
and  nine  persons  were  confirmed.  In  the  afternoon,  one  other,  who 
was  confined  to  her  room  by  sickness,  received  the  laying  on  of 
hands  in  private.  The  children  of  the  congregation  were  catechized 
before  service.  I  was  thankful  to  see  in  this  Parish,  siens  of  in- 
creasing seriousness  and  devotion  to  the  great  business  of  life. 

After  leaving  Natchez,  I  visited  Laurel  Hill,  the  former  residence 
of  Wm.  M.  Mercer,  Esq.  My  intention  was  to  preach  to  the  nume- 
rous blacks  at  that  place,  and  to  such  of  the  neighbors  as  might 
come  together  for  that  purpose.  But  on  my  arrival,  it  was  found 
that  the  notice  of  my  coming  had  been  received  too  late  to  admit  of 
the  necessary  arrangements.  It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  no 
suitable  clergyman  has  yet  been  found  to  fill  that  important  position ; 
important,  I  mean,  as  to  the  number  of  souls  that  would  there  need 
to  be  instructed  in  the  things  of  salvation. 

In  St.  Paul's  Parish,  Woodville,  I  spent  the  3d,  4th,  5th  and  6tk 
of  May.  On  Sunday,  the  6th,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pardee,  I 
preached,  administered  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  confirmed  four  per- 
sons. This  Parish  has  suffered  mucn  from  being  frequently,  and 
for  long  periods,  without  a  Rector.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Paidee,  bf  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  has  been  ministerine  to  them  for  the  last 
three  months,  and  they  fondly  hope  to  retain  nim  among  them. 
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Ob  TuetcU^f  the  8lh,  I  reached  home^  after  an  absence  of  nearly 
six  weeks.  Qlie  following  Friday,  I  visited  the  Parish  of  Christ 
Chiurch,  Yidcsborg,  and  on  Sunday,  the  13tk^  preached  and  con- 
firmed SIX  persons.  In  the  afternoon,  the  children  of  the  congrega- 
tion were  catechized.  This  Parish  continnes;  from  year  to  year,  to 
show  gratifying  signs  of  increase. 

I  thus  bring  to  an  end  the  record  of  another  year's  labors.  If 
any  thing  has  been  done  accept^le  to  Ood;  to  his  name  be  all  the 
gbry.  Whereinsoeyer  I  have  failed  in  my  duty,  may  I  be  forgiven 
for  Ghrist^s  sake. 

Within  the  Ecclesiastical  year  which,  this  day  comes  to  an  end, 
every  Parish  and  congregation  of  the  Diocese  has  been  visited  once, 
and  some,  which  were  not  distant  from  my  residence,  repeatedly. 

I  have  baptised  tixty-four  infants,  of  whom  eight  were  colored,  and 
farty-fivt  adults,  of  whom  twenty-four  were  colored. 

One  hundred  ami  fifty-three  have  been  confirmed,  of  whom  thirty  • 
nine  were  colored. 

Two  Priests  have  been  ordained,  and  ttoo  Deacons. 

Two  Candidates  for  Orders  have  been  added  to  our  list. 

The  number  of  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  is 
Mrty, 

Onebna  died,  the  Rev.  J.  Lloyd  Johnston. 

Two  have  been  transferred  to  other  Dioceses ;  the  Rev.  J.  Avery 
Shepherd,  to  California,  and  Rev.  Chauncey  Colton,  D.  D.,  to  Louis- 


Hight  have  been  received  into  the  Diocese,  viz.  j  Rev.  J.  Lloyd 
Johnston,  (since  deceased,)  from  Louisiana;  Rev.  T.  S.  W.  Mott, 
from  North  Carolina;  Rev.  Joshua  Sweet,  from  Wisconsin ;  Rev. 
James  W.  Rogers,  from  Tennessee;  Rev.  Chas.  H.  Disbrow,  from 
Maiyknd;  Rev.  W.  Clotworthy,  from  Illinois;  Rev.  Fred.  A.  P. 
Barnard,  from  Alabama;  Rev.  Wm.  G.  Stout,  from  Tennessee. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  J.  Hayward,  was  transferred  to  the  Diocese, 
while  a  candidate  for  Orders,  and  was  ordained  by  me,  in  January 
last. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Reighley,  Rev.  R.  H.  Ranney,  Rev.  Isaac  P^ee^ 
are  resident  within  the  Diocese,  but  have  not  yet  been  canonically 
transferred  to  its  jurisdiction. 

The  name  of  Rev.  A.  P.  Merrill  still  lingers  on  our  list,  but  it  has 
been  some  years  since  his  residence  was  known  to  any  one  in  the 
Diocese. 

The  Rev.  Ambrose  Smith,  a  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England^ 
has  been,  for  some  time,  engaged  in  teaching  on  the  Gulf  shore,  and 
is  prepared  to  present  to  me,  from  his  late  Bishop,  the  testimonials 
necessary  to  his  transfer. 

The  following  additions  and  changes  have  taken  place  with  regard 
to  the  Clergy,  since  my  last  Report : 

The  Rev.  Fred.  A.  P.  Baniard,  fiUs  the  Chair  of  Mathematics  in 
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our  Uniyersitj  at  Oxford,  and  officiates,  temporarily,  for  the  Church 
in  that  place. 

Key.  Mr.  Boyd,  though  retaining  his  Canonical  residence  in  this 
Diocese,  has,  for  the  greater  part  of  the  last  year,  labored  in  Ken- 
tucky. 

Bev.  Mr.  Clotworthy  took  charge  of  the  Church  of  the  Messiah 
in  June  last,  but  expects  soon  to  seek  another  field  of  labor. 

EcY.  A.  D.  Corbyn,  upon  his  resignation  of  the  Bectorship  of  our 
College,  was  called  to  be  the  Bector  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson. 

Bev.  Mr.  Denniston,  since  his  ordination  in  October,  has  been 
engaged,  under  my  direction,  in  the  further  pursuit  of  his  studies, 
and  the  performance  of  such  missionary  and  other  duties,  in  Jackson 
and  the  nighborhood,  as  will  best  prepare  him  for  future  usefulness 
in  the  Pastoral  office. 

Bev.  Charles  A.  Disbrow  took  charge  of  the  Church  in  Aberdeen 
some  time  in  December,  and  continues  to  labor  acceptably  in  that 
promising  field. 

Bev.  James  S.  Greene,  since  October  last,  has  acted  as  Professor 
of  Ancient  Languages,  in  the  College  of  St.  Andrew. 

Bev.  Samuel  J.  Hayward  immediately  after  his  ordination  in 
Januaiy,  took  in  charge  the  Missionary  field  in  Coflfceville,  Gre- 
nada, and  the  intervening  country. 

Bev.  Mr.  Lawson  has  removed  from  Pontotoc  to  Okalona,  and 
added  to  his  many  other  labors,  the  care  of  a  school  for  girls,  which 
he  will  endeavor  to  conduct  upon  the  true  principles  of  education 
and  the  Church. 

Bev.  Mr.  Mott  has  accepted  a  call  to  St.  Paul's  Church,  Columbus, 
and  has,  for  more  than  six  months,  been  giving  them  the  benefit  of 
his  services. 

Bev.  Mr.  Ozanne  is  about  to  unite  a  Female  School  to  his  charge 
of  St.  Philip's  Church,  Kirkwood. 

Bev.  John  Philson,  who  was  appointed  to  the  charge  of  Grand 
Gulf  and  Port  Gibson,  has,  with  my  consent,  withdrawn  his  services 
from  the  latter  place,  and  bestowed  them  on  a  promising  field  of 
labor  in  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  opposite  to  Grand  Gulf. 

Bev.  James  Philson,  soon  after  taking  Priest's  Orders,  took  in 
charge  the  Parishes  of  St.  Mark's,  Baymond,  and  St.  Matthew's, 
Clinton,  vacated  by  the  resignation  of  Bev.  Mr.  Weller. 

Bev.  James  W.  Bogers  took  the  charge  of  St.  Thomas'  Hall, 
Holly  Springs,  in  November  last ;  and  in  addition  to  his  school  du- 
ties, has,  for  some  time,  been  officiating  on  two  Sundays  in  the 
month,  for  the  congregation  of  St.  John's,  Early  Grove. 

Bev.  Mr.  Sill  bus  recently  resigned  the  Bectorship  of  Christ 
Church,  Holly  Springs,  with  the  design  of  giving  his  whole  atten- 
tion to  his  School. 

Bev.  Wm.  C.  Stout  has  so  recentiy  been  transferred  to  this  juris- 
diction, that  no  field  of  labor  has  yet  been  assigned  him. 

Bev.  Joshua  Sweet  was  appointed  Bector  of  our  College  in  Janu- 
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aiy  last,  and  continues  futhfoUy  to  fill  that  onerous  and  responsible 
trust. 

BeT.  R.  H.  Weller^  haying  resigned  the  charge  of  Clinton  and 
Bajmond^  gives  his  nndiyided  attention  to  his  school. 

There  are  six  Candidates  for  Orders,  viz :  Messrs.  A.  Burton  Pea- 
body,  Thos.  B.  Bailey,  Wm.  Clark,  George  Stewart,  M.  Leander 
Weller,  and  Heni^  Louis  O'Neill. 

Ur.  Peabody  will  graduate  in  a  few  weeks,  at  Nashotah,  and  be 
ordained,  at  my  request,  by  the  Bishop  of  Wisconsin.  In  October, 
he  inll  enter  on  his  labors  in  this  Diocese. 

I  am  highly  gratified  at  being  able  to  state,  in  this  connection,  that 
the  Sunday  scholars  of  Trinity  Church,  Natchez,  have,  by  their 
weekly  contributions,  made  up  a  sum,  large  enough  to  meet  the  ne- 
oessaiy  expenses  of  two  candidates  at  Nashotah  5  and  that  an  amount 
sufficient  for  the  support  of  another  candidate,  has  nearly  in  good 
part  been  contributed  by  a  congregation  at  one  of  our  river  planta- 
tions, of  which  nine-tenths  are  slaves.  Let  us  pray,  brethren,  that 
God  may  pat  it  into  the  hearts  of  some  of  our  young  men,  to  give 
themselves  up  to  His  service,  seeing  that  provision  is  thus  freely 
offered  beforehand,  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  preparation. 

Mr.  George  Stewart,  who  has,  for  more  than  two  years,  acted  as 
Agent  of  the  '^  Society  for  the  Diffusion  of  Christian  Knowledge," 
has,  with  my  consent,  resigned  his  agency,  and  will  henceforth  give 
his  whole  time  to  his  preparation  for  the  Ministry. 

Afier  thos  setting  before  you,  as  was  my  bounden  duty,  a  state- 
ment of  the  present  condition  of  the  Diocese,  I  trust  it  will  not  be 
vain-glorious  in  the  view  of  any,  if  we  look  back  over  the  five  years 
last  past,  through  which  a  good  Providence  has  led  us,  and  see  how 
it  has  Cared  with  our  Zion  :

We  had  then  no  College  or  Church  Schools,  male  or  female }  no 
Episcopal  residence,  nor  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate ;  no 
Missionary,  Prayer  Book,  nor  Tract  Society ;  no  press,  to  diffuse  in- 
formation and  sound  instruction  throughout  the  Diocese. 

Nino,  we  have  thankfully  to  acknowledge  that  all  of  these,  in 
greater  or  lesser  measure,  have  been  bestowed  upon  us. 

But,  dear  brethren,  whilst  thus  gratefully  recounting  God's  mer- 
cies to  us,  let  us  remember  to  whom  the  praise  and  honor  are  due. 
After  cheerfully  conceding  to  both  Clergy  and  Laity  the  merit  of 
having  done  what  they  could,  your  Bishop  begs  to  unite  his  suppli- 
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eations  with  yours,  for  forgiveness  for  our  many  Bhort^omingSy  as 
well  as  for  a  continuance  of  the  unmerited  goodness  which  haabeen 
showed  towards  us. 

But  at  the  same  time  that  a  sense  of  what  is  due  to  God  and  our 
ownselves,  calls  for  this  humble  and  heartfelt  acknowledgment,  let 
us  not  forget,  brethren,  that  we  are  but  at  the  commencement  of 
our  work.  The  whole  field,  in  all  its  length  and  breadth,  is  before 
us.  And  much  of  ^'  the  burthen  and  heat  of  the  day''  is  yet  to  be 
endured,  before  our  individual  tasks  shall  have  been  accomplished, 
or  our  beloved  Zion  shall  be  able  to  arise  and  show  herself  in  all  her 
strength,  as  well  as  beauty,  before  those  who  now  either  pass  by,  or 
mock  at  her  claims. 

Among  the  labors  yet  to  be  performed,  and  that  call  most  loudly  for 
the  hearty  and  united  effort  of  the  whole  Diocese,  is  the  support 
and  advancement  of  our  Diocesan  College.  Founded  in  faith  and 
prayer,  and  upheld  mainly,  under  God,  by  the  liberal  contributions 
of  a  few^friends  and  members  of  the  Church,  it  has,  for  more  than 
three  years,  struggled  against  obstacles  that  seldom  stop  the  path  of 
such  Institutions.  Among  these,  may  be  chiefly  noted  the  two  sea- 
sons of  Epidemic,  which  have  successively  visited  the  neighboring 
city  of  Jackson. 

Although  no  single  case  of  the  disease  has  occurred  among  either 
the  pupils,  or  the  household  of  the  College,  yet  the  knowledge  that 
it  existed  within  so  short  a  distance,  at  the  opening  of  two  of  our 
Terms,  was  sufficient  to  keep  away  many  pupils,  who  would,  in  other 
circumstances,  have  been  sent  to  us.  This,  together  with  other 
causes,  has  so  reduced  the  number  of  pupils,  as  to  make  the  receipts 
of  the  Institution  fall  considerably  below  its  unavoidable  expendi- 
tures. 

I  am  pleased  at  being  able  to  state  to  you,  that,  at  no  previous  pe- 
riod, has  there  been  anything  in  the  internal  management  of  the 
College,  entitling  it  to  more  of  the  confidence  and  patronage  of  the 
Diocese.  The  present  Hector  gives  his  whole  time  and  thoughts  to 
the  fulfilment  of  his  onerous  duties.  Order,  and  neatness,  and 
economy,  pervade  every  department.  The  studies  of  the  several 
classes  are  quietly  pursued  under  the  respective  instructors.  The 
College  ground»  are  in  beautiful  order,  and  the  necessary  wants  of 
each  student  are  supplied  with  a  parent's  care.  All  that  is  wanting, 
is  the  means  to  meet  a  debt  of  six  or  eight  thousand  dollars,  which 
has  been  unavoidably  incurred,  and  the  future  favor  and  patronage 
of  the  parents  and  guardians  of  the  Diocese.  With  even  a  reason- 
able portion  of  the  contributions  and  patronage  which  it  has  a  right 
to  look  for  at  the  hands  of  the  friends  of  the  Church,  St.  Andrew's 
would  soon  take  such  ?  "^and  amid  the  Colleges  of  our  land,  as  would 
make  us  content,  if  not  proud,  to  educate  our  sons  within  our  own  * 
borders.  Brethren,  I  commend  this  Institution  of  your  own  crea- 
tion; to  your^fostering  care.    It  loudly  and  feelingly  appeals  to  every

seetion  and  every  member  of  the  Diocese ;  but  especially  does  it 
claim  the  attention  of  the  middle  and  southern  portions  of  the  State, 
inasmuch  as  the  northern  and  eastern  sections  have  more  convenient- 
ly at  hand,  the  excellent  school  of  St.  Thomas'  Hall.  I  tmst  in 
Ood,  that  our  present  deliberations  will  not  be  closed,  before,  with 
strong  and  united  will,  and  under  the  divine  guidance,  we  devise 
some  sure  means,  not  only  to  save  this  Institution  from  ruin,  but  to 
ensure  to  it  a  degree  of  prosperity  which  it  has  never  yet  enjoyed. 

I  am  pleased  to  learn,  from  the  Rector  of  St.  Thomas'  Hall,  that 
that  Institution  promises  to  realize  the  just  hopes  entertained  for  it 
by  its  friends  and  patrons.  The  success  which  has  hitherto  attended 
the  labors  of  Mr.  Rogers,  as  a  teacher,  affords  a  sufficient  guaranty 
for  hifi  efficiency  in  the  responsible  post  which  he  now  fills. 

Of  the  three  Female  schools  conducted  by  Clergymen  of  the 
Diocese,  and  which,  more  or  less,  partake  of  a  Church  character,  I 
am  thankful  to  say,  that  they  are  doing  good  service  in  the  cause  of 
sound  education  and  religious  training.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Savage  has, 
within  the  last  year,  largely  increased  the  number  of  his  pupils,  as 
well  aa  the  facilities  for  their  introduction.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sill  now 
gives  his  undivided  attention  to  his  school.  And  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Weller  does  the  same  to  the  Mount  Salus  Academy,  at  Clinton. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson  has  lately  opened  a  female  school  in  Oko- 
lona.  And  the  Rev.  Mr  Ozanne  proposes  to  do  the  same  at  Kirk- 
wood. 

Let  our  best  wishes  and  prayers,  brethren,  accompany  these  ef- 
forts to  train  aright,  the  minds  and  hearts  of  our  daughters.  May 
the  labors  of  these  brethren  be  abundantly  rewarded,  both  here  and 
hereafter. 

The  next  subject  to  which  I  would  direct  vour  attention,  is  the 
condition  of  our  Diocesan  paper,  the  Church  Herald.  Although 
acknowledged,  on  all  hands,  to  be  conducted  with  much  ability;  and 
prised  as  a  sound  instructor,  and  a  medium  of  Church  intelligence, 
yet  its  subscription  list  has  never  yet  been  sufficient  to  justify  its 
continuance  beyond  the  first  experiment.  Having,  on  more  occa- 
sions than  one,  invoked  the  aid  of  Churchmen  in  its  behalf,  I  will 
now  simply  submit  to  your  judgments  and  your  hearts,  brethren  of 
the  Clergy  and  Laity,  whether  this  praiseworthy  enterprise  shall, 
for  the  want  of  two  or  three  hundred  more  subscribers,  oe  brought 
to  an  untimely  end. 

And,  permit  me  here,  Brethren  of  the  Laity,  to  say  a  word  to  you 
on  a  subject,  which  a  becoming  delicacy,  on  the  part  of  your  respec- 
tive Pastors,  prevents  them  from  bringing  before  your  view  -,  I  mean 
the  pecuniary  compensation  which  you  allow  for  the  support  of  them 
and  their  families.  Be  it  far  from  me,  dear  brethren,  to  impute  to 
the  people  of  this  Diocese,  any  unusual  guiltiness  in  this  matter. 
No^  it  is  a  wrong  that  is  chargeable  on  too  many  besides  ourselves. 
But  does  this  lessen  your  own  guilt  ?    Or  sho^d  it  prevent  you 
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from  looking  to  it  eb  a  matter  involving  your  best  interesti,  and 
creating  a  special  and  solemn  responsibility  to  God.  To  what  cooiae 
but  this^  the  inadequacy  of  Clerical  salaries^  may  be  ascribed,  the 
frequent  change  of  residencei  so  often  and  injuriously  charged  upon  * 
the  Clergy?  At  this  very  moment  I  have  before  me>  letters  mm 
more  than  twelve  Gler^jnnen,  (and  the  larger  portion  of  them  were 
of  standing;  toO;  in  their  respective  Dioceses^)  askine,  I  might  al* 
most  say,  begging  a  situation  among  us,  in  which  Uiey  may  find  a 
decent  subsistencei  and  nothing  more,  for  the  dear  ones  whom  QoA 
has  fflven  them.  Let  each  one  of  vou^  on  returning  to  your  homes; 
and  let  every  one  .whose  eye  may  fieul  upon  these  words^  seriously  put 
the  question  to  himself^  whether  he  is  doing  all  in  this  matter,  that 
an  enlightened  conscience  will  approve  in  the  hour  of  death. 

On  the  subject  of  the  '<  memorial "  laid  before  our  last  House  of 
BishopS;  and  referred  by  that  body  to  a  commission  of  five  of  its 
members,  I  will  now  say  nothing  more  than  to  commend  it  to  your 
serious  and  prayerful  consideration,  and  to  request  such  of  you  as 
deem  the  matter  of  sufficient  moment  to  the  future  welfiure  of  the 
Church,  to  make  known  your  views,  to  those  who  are  appointed  to 
consider  it,  and  to  report  to  the  next  ensuing  Council  of  the  Church. 

I  feel  it  a  duty,  before  closing  this  address,  to  say  a  few  words 
concerning  the  ^^  Bishop  White  Ftayer  Book  Society.'^  That  most 
useful  and  praiseworthy  institution  has,  within  a  few  years  past, 
given  no  less  than  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  tliree  Pnyer 
Books  to  this  Diocese ;  and  has,  I  am  ashamed  to  say,  received,  from 
us  in  return,  not  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  dollars.  From 
a  late  circular  sent  to  its  friends  and  patrons,  I  learn  that,  from  a 
neglect  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  Diocese,  to  respond  to  its  calls, 
it  has  been  compelled,  for  a  time,  to  withhold  its  hand  from  the  good 
work,  in  which  it  has  so  long,  and  so  zealously,  been  engaged.  I 
would  earnestly  recommend,  as  a  token  of  our  gratified  remembrance, 
that  in  addition  to  our  hearty  recommendation  of  its  objects  and  its 
labors,  some  amount,  however  small,  be  added  to  its  funds,  before 
we  separate. 

I  will  detain  you  but  a  moment  longer,  for  the  purpose  of  inform* 
ing  you  that  I  luive  just  published  a  Catechism  for  young  children, 
intended  as  an  introduction  to  the  Church  Catechism.  It  is  the 
work  of  a  former  Parishioner,  and  beloved  sister  in  Christ,  in  North 
Carolina,  and  embodies  the  results  of  more  than  thirty  years  expe- 
rience, in  training  the  lambs  of  Christ's  flock.  I  have,  for  sev^al 
years,  used  it  in  manuscript,  in  my  own  family,  and  can  cordially 
recommend  it,  not  only  to  parents  and  school  teachers,  but  to  those 
planters  who  desire  a  simple  and  comprehensive  system  of  religious 
truth,  for  the  oral  instruction  of  their  slaves.  Copies  will  be  for- 
warded at  the  order  of  any  Parish  or  individual. 

I  will  now  conclude,  with  the  fervent  prayer  that  the  Qui  and 
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nther  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Ohrist;  maj;  by  His  good  Spirit,  dispose 
our  hearts  more  and  more  to  His  service^  and  of  His  abounding  good- 
nessi  prosper  the  work  which  He  has  given  us  to  do.

Church,  Canton,  preached  from  the  Epistle  of  St.  John,  v 
chap.,  4th  verae :  "  This  is  the  victory  that  overcometh  the 
world;  even  our  faith." 


After  Divine  Service,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order, 
at  11  o'clock,  by  the  Bt.  Bev.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

Mr.  C.  C.  Shackleford,  a  Lay  Delegate  from  Grace  Church, 
Canton,  appeared  and  took  his  seat. 

A  motion  was  made  and  carried,  to  proceed  to  the  election 
of  Diocesan  officers,  and  the  ballot  being  on  motion,  and  by 
a  unanimous  vote,  dispensed  with,  the  following  named  gen- 
tlemen were  duly,  and  unanimously,  elected :

Bev.  W.  Presbury,

to  the  Convention. 

Notice  was  given,  that  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society 
for  the  Diffusion  of  Christian  Knowledge  in  the  Diocese  of 
Mississippi,  would  be  held  immediately  after  Divine  Service 
to-night 

A  Parochial  Report  from  Calvary  Church,  Holmes  county, 
was  presented,  read,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Chuiph. 

It  was  moved  that  the  next  Convention  of  this  Diocese 
should  be  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  May^  1856,  which 
was  amended  so  as  to  read  the^^r^  Thursday. 

An  amendment  to  change  the  time  to  ih^  fourth  Friday^  was 
offered  and  lost,  and  the  question  being  taken  upon  the  origi- 
nal motion  as  amended,  it  was  carried. 

A  motion  was  then  made,  that  the  OUy  of  VicMmrg  be  se- 
lected as  the  place  for  the  session  of  the  next  Convention, 
which,  after   amendments  to  substitute  therefor,  the  Oily  of 
Jackson^  and  Uie  Town  of  Canton^  had  been  offered  and  lost, 
was  carried. 

So  the  Convention  decided  that  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Con- 
vention of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  should  beheld  at  Christ 
Church,  in  the  city  of  Vicksburg,  on  the  fourth  Thursday  of 
May,  A.  D.  1866.* 

The  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocesej^in  behalf 
of  the  Trustees  of  St  Andrew's  College,  laid  before  the  Con- 
vention, a  Report  as  to  the  situation  and  prospects  of  the 
College  of  St  Andrew,  covering  a  Report  from  the  Rector  of 
the  College,  which  were  receiv^  read,  ordered  to  be  spread 
upon  the  minutes  of  the  Convention,  and  referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Diocesan  Schools : 

REPORT 

OF  THE  BISHOP,   UPON  THE  COLLEGE  OF  ST.  AKDBEW, 

It  is  made  my  duty  to  report  to  the  Convention  the  ritnation  and 

Srospects  of  St.  Andrew's  College.    I  cannot  better  perform  this 
uty,  than  by  referring  the  Convention  to  the  Report  made  by  the 
Rector  to  me,  which  I  herewith  append: 

•  Thifl  waB  labBequentlj  reconaidered,  and  altered,  by  a  vote  of  the  Oonvan- 
tioD,  to  the  fourth  Friday  of  April,  1866.— Sio*t. 
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It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  have  to  flay  ihe/ Institution  lias  not 
met  with  the  encouragement,  nor  been  sustained  as  its  friends  an- 
Ucipatedy  and  hoped  it  would  have  been.  Many  causes  have  led  to 
this  result;  some  of  which,  it  is  not  my  intention,  at  this  time,  to 
name,  because  I  consider  them  obviated,  although  their  influence  is 
still,  and  will  be,  for  a  time  yet,  felt.  Among,  however,  the  princi- 
pal causes,  has  been  the  prevalence  of  yellow  fever  at  Jackson.  It 
is  true  the  fever  never  reached  the  College.  Never  have,  including 
professors,  students  and  servants,  the  inmates  of  an  institution  en- 
joyed better  health,  than  those  of  St.  Andrew's  College;  yet  the 
dread  of  yellow  fever,  notwithstanding  these  facts,  has  had  a  blight- 
ing influence  en  its  prospects^ 

Another,  and  principal  cause,  has  been  the  price  of  board  and 
tuition.  Nearly  all  the  schools  and  institutions  in  the  State  are 
leas.    This  has  prevented  very  many  from  sending  their  sons. 

Another  cause  has  been  the  frequent  change  of  instructors.  This 
has  caused  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  Institution.  I  have  every 
reason  to  believe,  if  these  causes  can  be  removed,  the  Institution 
must  prosper.  Moreover,  inquiries,  within  the  last  eighteen  months, 
were  made  of  me,  throughout  the  Diocese,  in  regard  to  this  Institu- 
tion. 

Many  desired  to  send  their  sons,  but  such  was  the  existing  state 
of  things,  when  these  inquiries  were  made,  that  a  favorable  and  sat- 
is&ctory  answer  could  not  be  given  to  these  inquiries. 

Can  these  obstacles  be  removed  ?    It  is  believed  they  can. 

1.  By  reducing  the  entrance  fee,  and  the  charges  for  board  and 
tuition. 

2.  By  placing  the  discipline  of  the  College,  the  employment  of 
the  professors,  etc.,  in  the  hands  of  the  Bector ;  subject  only  to 
removal  for  abuse. 

3.  By  Churchmen,  throughout  the  Diocese,  uniting  in  its  support^ 
aa  the  members  of  other  denominations  unite  in  support  of  their  in- 
stitutions. 

I  have  every  confidence  in  the  ability  and  prudence  of  the  present 
Bector.  The  longer  he  is  known,  the  more  he  will  be  appreciated; 
and  I  have  great  confidence  in  his  management  of  the  internal  afiSurs 
of  the  College. 

It  is  true  the  College  is  in  debt.  It  was  in  debt  and  depressed  be- 
fore he  took  charge  of  it.  But,  it  is  believed,  with  only  a  part  of 
the  encouragement  afforded  to  former  Bectors,  he  will,  ultimately, 
succeed  in  restoring  the  character  of  the  College,  and  in  making  it 
an  efficient  instrument  in  cultivating,  both  morally  and  intelleotuully, 
the  youth  of  Mississippi. 

I  desire,  particularly,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to 
the  facts  detailed  by  the  Rector.

Sm — ^The  undersigned  became  Rector,  and  entered  upon  the  du- 
ties of  the  office^  the  Ist  of  January,  1855.  At  that  timo;  the  num- 
ber of  students  wafl  twenty-fiye,  of  whom  six  were  boarders  at  the 
College.  The  greatest  number,  since  that  time^  was  thirty-eight,  of 
whom  twelye  were  boarders.  The  present  number  is  twenty-eight. 
Two  have  left  in  consequence  of  removal,  one  from  sickness,  one 
from  inability  to  pay  the  charges,  four  from  the  calls  of  business, 
one,  cause  not  known,  and  one  left  when  he  ascertained  that  I  had 
written  to  his  father,  requesting  him  to  withdraw  his  son  from  the 
College. 

I  found  the  College  in  a  ven^  depressed  condition.  The  Institu- 
tion was  involved  in  debt,  and  bad  neither  money  nor  credit.  AU 
the  money  due  for  the  first  five  months,  from  the  students  then 
in  attendance,  had  been  collected  and  expended,  except  in  three  in- 
stances, from  which  I  have  since  received  8217  25,  and,  I  believe, 
two  others,  on  which  I  have  received  nothing.  This  rendered  it  im- 
nossible  to  obtain  money  from  this  source,  in  any  case,  till  the  1st  of 
March,  and  in  most  of  them,  till  the  15th  of  April.  In  a  few  instan* 
ces,  the  dues  for  the  entire  Term  were  paid. 

I  have  found  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  collect  the  College  dues, 
in  nearly  every  case.  The  scarcity  of  money  is  said  to  be  the  cause. 
I  had  to  give  my  word,  that  what  I  purchased,  should  be  paid  for 
every  month,  before  I  could  obtain  supplies  for  the  table.  Finding 
that  I  could  not  collect  sufficient  money  to  fdlfiU  my  promise,  I  saw 
no  way  to  proceed,  unless  I  dismissed  all  the  students  that  board  at 
the  College,  and  all  but  one  servant,  and  thus  endeavor  to  make  our 
way  through  the  Term.  At  this  critical  moment,  you  most  gene- 
rously came  to  our  aid,  and,  bv  pledging  your  individual  credit  at 
three  different  mercantile  establishments  in  Jackson,  enabled  us  to 
goon. 

Our  expenses  have  been  materially  increased  by  the  very  high 
prices  of  provisions,  and  all  the  common  necessaries  of  life. 
All  the  money  I  have  received  as  the  property  of  the  College,

On  assuming  the  Kectorship  of  the  College,  and  becoming  some- 
what acquainted  with  its  affairs,  it  seemed  to  me  that  several  changes 
were  very  desirable,  if  not  indispensable,  to  the  future  prosperity 
of  the  Institution.  But  as  some  of  them  required  the  action  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  onl^  have  been  made,  as  were  im- 
peratively demanded  by  the  necessities  of  our  condition. 

I  am  nappy  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  say,  that  order  and  good 
goyemment  are  firmly  established;  system,  regularity  and  efficiency 
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jmmi  in  all  oor  internal  opeiation0|  and  the  domeetie  aflhin  of  tbe 
GqD^  are  in  a  oraditable  state.  The  progress  of  the  students  has, 
in  general,  been  good. 

I  fonnd  no  system  of  religions  instruction  in  existence;  when  I 
came  here.  Believing  that  none  could  be  advanti^ouslj  adopted, 
that  did  not  form  a  part  of  our  daily  working  system,  and  that  none 
such  should  be  attempted  without  the  action  of  the  Trustees,  none 
has  yet  been  introduced.  Divine  Service,  according  to  the  Liturgy 
of  the  Ghnroh,  has  been  celebrated  regularly,  morning  and  evening, 
and  occasionally  I  have  had  service  at  the  College  on  Sundays.  On 
ev^T  other  Lord's  Day,  we  have  attended  Church  in  Jackson. 

The  present  faculty  consists  of  the  Rector,  a  Professor  of  Mathe- 
matical and  a  Professor  of  the  Latin  Language.  The  Greek  lan- 
jm^  several  branches  of  science^and  EngUsh  literature,  are  taught 
ij  tne  Rector,  and  the  Professors  t^ush  the  branches  of  learning  in- 
dicated by  the  tides  of  their  P^fessorships. 

I  have  received  important  aid  in  the  discipline  of  the  College, 
fimn  the  Ptofessor  of  Mathematics,  and  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  ' 
bis  services  with  special  eommencbtion.     I  regard  Professor  Bany 
as  a  vexy  superior  mathematical  instructor. 

The  UoUege  Library  consists  of  one  thousand  volumes,  to  which 
bas  recentlv  been  added,  a  valuable  donation,  by  Geo.  S.  Yerger, 
Esq.  The  books  have  been  arranged  in  good  order,  and  the  library 
room  pat  in  as  good  condition  as  it  can  be,  till  it  has  been  completed. 

I  have  been  requested,  by  individual  members  of  the  Trustees,  to 
suggest  such  changes  as  I  considered  necessary  and  practicable.  I 
bave,  accordingly,  noted  the  most  important, 'and  they  are  indicated 
b  papers  whicn  accompany  this  report.  T  wish  to  call  special  atten- 
tion to  them. 

The  details  of  the  financial  condition  of  the  College,  since  I  be- 
eame  Rector,  are  contained  in  papers  appended  to  this  report.

Suggestions  in  reference  to  changes  for  the  future,  made  in  com* 
pliance  with  the  request  of  seyeral  of  the  Trustees : 

1st.  To  procure  tne  serrices  of  competent  and  proper  instructors. 
Few,  as  yet,  needed,  but  they  should  be  men — ^men  of  good  charac- 
ter and  able  to  teach. 

2d.  To  enact  a  body  of  Statutes :  they  need  not,  at  present,  be  very 
extensive,  but  should  be  practical,  and  framed  to  meet  present  ne- 
cessities. 

3d.  Brief  rules,  founded  on  these ;  but  in  reference  to  some  matters 
they  should  be  more  specific,  especially  in  what  relates  to  domestic 
regulations,  and  matters  pertaining  to  school  internally.  These  to 
be  printed  and  furnished  to  every  student,  and  placed  permanently 
in  his  room. 

4th.  Matriculation. 

5th.  To  adopt  a  system  of  religious  instruction,  to  constitute  a 
part  of  the  every  dav  work  of  each  student  in  school. 

6th.  To  make  it  the  duty  of  every  teacher  to  take  a  portion  of  the 
students,  under  his  special  charge,  out  of  school  hours  and  at  night. 

7ih.  To  define  the  Hector's  powers  and  duties;  the  mode,  the 
kind,  and  limits  of  punishment. 

8tii.  To  take  immediate  measures  to  procure  an  endowment  to  the 
amount  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  at  least. 

I  have  not  entered  iiito  details  here,  because  I  supposed  there 
would  not  be  time,  at  this  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  givo 
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the  matter  snffieient  eonaiclention.  I  thoii^ht  it  best,  fhevefoie, 
merely  to  indioate  the  ohangea  which  rconsider  importanty  and  besr- 
ing  on  the  immediate  proeperitj  of  the*  College.  I  am  now  ready  te 
explain  my  views  TerMlly,  and  if  the  Trosteea  should  think  it  ad- 
tisable  to  make  these  changes,  I  shall  be  ready  to  present  my  views 
in  writing,  at  some  future  meeting,  should  they  be  required.

The  undersigned,  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  reports 
that  he  has  received,  since  the  last  Convention,  in  the  abrogate, 
from  all  sources,  and  paid  over  to  the  Bishop's  account,  of  his  sakry, 
the  sum  of  82,564  00. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  there  was  a  balance  of  878  52,  due 
the  Bishop  on  last  year's  salary,  and  this  sum  added  to  the  salary 
and  traveling  expenses,  for  the  year  ending  July  1,  1855,  viz. : 
92800,  makes  the  snm  of  $2,878  52,  due  the  Bishop,  up  to  July  1, 
prox.,  so  that  the  Bishop  has  been  over  paid  the  sum  of  $185  48.

Which  report  was  read,  and  its  further  consideration  post- 
pened  till  5  o'clock  this  evening,  to  which  hour,  the  Conven- 
tion then,  on  motion,  adjourned. 

Satubday  Evening,  May  19,  5  o'clock. 

The  rece&s  having  expired,  the  Convention  was  again  called 
to  order  at  5  o'clock,  p.  M.,  by  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

Present  on  roll  call,  of  the  Clergy,  as-before,  with  the  ad- 
dition of  the 

Rev.  G.  W.  Sill,  Rev.  F.  A.  P.  Barnard. 

Also,  of  the  Tjay  Delegates,  as  before. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  an  additional  list  of 
Lay  Delegates  as  correct,  which  report  having  been  received, 
ana  the  said  list  being  called  over,  the  following  Lay  Delegate 
appeared  and  took  his  seat:

The  Journal  of  the  Convention,  up  to  the  period  of  its  ad- 
journment this  evening,  was  read  by  the  Secretary  and  ap- 
proved.

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!rhe  report  of  the  Committee  on  Unfinislied  Business  was 
then  taken  up,  and  its  recommendations  and  accompanying 
resolution  were  concurred  in. 

The  Convention  accordingly  proceeded  to  the  consideration 
of  the  proposed  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church, 
in  the  JDiocese  of  Mississippi,  laid  over  for  final  action  from 
the  last  Convention. 

The  proposed  amendments  were  read. 

On  motion,  the  first  amendment,  being  to  strike  out  from 
Article  m  of  the  Constitution,  the  words  occurring  in  the 
third  line,  "a  settled  or  regularly  officiating  minister  in^^^  and  to 
insert  in  lieu  thereof,  the  words,  **  canonicaUy  resident^  and  in 
charge  of^^  was  non-concurred  in. 

The  second  amendment,  being  to  strike  out  from  Article  III 
of  the  Constitution,  the  whole  of  the  first  paragraph,  and  to 
insert  in  lieu  thereof,  the  foUowdng : 

'^  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen. 
Every  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order,  canonically  resi- 
dent in  the  Diocese  for  three  i^onths  prior  to  the  session  of  the  Con- 
vention, shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the^same ;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  his  duty  to  attend  its  deliberations." — 

Was,  on  motion,  adopted. 

.  So  it  was  ordered  by  the  Convention,  that  the  said  amend- 
ment be  made  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  this 
l)iocese. 

The  select  Committee,  upon  the  subject  of  the  Church 
Herald,  presented  the  following  report : 

REPOET 

OF  THE  SSLEOT  COMMITTSE  UPON  THE  CHURCH  HERALD. 

The  undersigned,  the  Committee  to  whom  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address,  in  relation  to  the  Church  Herald,  wus  submittedi 
respectfully  report  that  they  have  had  the  subject  under  examina- 
tion, and  from  all  the  information  ihoy  have  been  enabled  to  obtain 
on  the  subject,  they  are  decidedly  of  opinion  that  the  future  publi- 
cations of  the  paper  should  be  discontmued,  until  the  Diocese  is 
more  able  to  give  it  that  support;  which  such  an  enterprise  requires 
for  its  successful  prosecution.  It  appears  that  the  paper  has  never 
naid  expenses ;  but;  on  the  contrary^  Iuls  been  published  at  an  annual 
loss  of  about  seven  hundred  dollars;  a  loss  not  likely,  from  present 
prospects,  to  be  in  any  degree  relieved,  should  the  paper  be  continued 
tor  the  future.  The  last  Convention,  and  the  Bishop  in  his  Address, 
strongly  commended  the  Herald  to  the  support  and  patronage  of  the 
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0100686 ;  but  we  are  advised  that  no  adequate  results  have  been  the 
oonsequence. 

In  this  state  of  things,  the  question  presented  is  simply  this : 
Shall  the  Convention  impose  upon  the  liberality  of  one  of  ike  Editors  J 
for  we  are  told  that  the  whole  loss,  by  an  understanding  amone  the 
Editors,  has  hitherto  fallen,  and,  in  future,  will  continue,  if  the 
paper  continues,  to  fall  upon  one  of  them ;  or  shall  it,  by  its  action, 
reUeve  him  and  the  other  Editors  of  a  burthen  which  it  imposed  on 
them? 

Your  Committee,  as  the  organ  of  the  Convention,  can  not  hesi- 
tate about  their  answer;  and  they  accordingly  suggest  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution : 

Eaolved,  That  while   the  Convention  tender  to  the  Editors  of  the  Herald,  it 
thuika  for  their  past  labors  and  services,  in  the  discharge  of  the  onerous  duties 
which  thej  have  hitherto  so  satisfactorily  fulfilled;  yet,  as  an  act  of  justice  to 
them,  It  is  the  deliberate  opinion  of  this  Convention,  that  the  further  publioation 
of  the  Herald  be  discontinued.

Pending  the  consideration  of  which  amendment,  the  Con- 
vention, on  motion,  adjourned  to  meet  on  Monday  morning, 
May  21,  at  8  o'clock.

The  Rev,  James  Philson  read  prayers,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Isaac  Pardee^  Rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church,  Woodville,  and 
the  Rev.  F.  W.  Damns  preached  from  the  Gospel  according 
to  St.  Luke,  ix.  chapter,  28d  verse :  "  If  any  man  will  come 
after  me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  daily 
and  follow  me." 

After  Divine  Service,  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society 
for  Diffusing  Christian  Knowledge  in  the  Diocese  of  Missis- 
appi,  was  held.    For  its  proceedings,  &c.,  see  Appendix  0. 

Divine  Service  was  celebrated  on  May  20th,  being  Sunday 
after  Ascension  at  lOi  o'clock,  a.  m. 

The  Rev.  J^mes  A.  Fox  read  the  Morning  Prayers,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  W.  R  Babcock ;  the  Rev.  G.  W.  Sill  read  the 
Ilessons;  the  Rt  Rev.,  the  Bishop,  read  the  ante-Commu- 
nion Service,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Beighley  preached  from 
the  Book  of  RevelationSi  zxii.  chapter,  17th  verse ;  '^  Au4 


the  Spirit  and  the  bride  atLj,  Ciome.  And  let  him  that  hear- 
eth  say,  Come.  And  let  lum  that  is  athirst,  come :  and  who- 
soever will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life  freely." 

After  which,  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Oommunion  wbs 
administered  by  the  Bt.  Bev.,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  as- 
sisted by  the  Bev.  James  A.  Fox,  Bev*  W .  B.  Baboock,  Bev. 
Q.  W.  Sill,  and  the  Bev.  W.  W.  Lord. 

Divine  Service  was  again  celebrated  in  the  evening,  at  half" 
past  four  o'clock. 

The  Bev.  W.  Presbury  read  the  Evening  Service,  as- 
sisted by  the  Bev.  Chas.  Beighley,  and  the  Bev.  F.  A.  B. 
Barnard  preached  from  the  Gospel  according  to  St.  Matthew, 
xvii.  chapter,  20th  verse :  **  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  ye 
have  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard-seed,  ye  shall  say  unto  this 
mountain,  Bemove  hence  to  vonder  place,  and  it  shall  remove ; 
and  nothing  shall  be  impossible  unto  yon.''

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motioii^  postponed  to  admit  of  the  presentation  of  reports  and 
resolutions.

fen  extenatrely  throughout  the  State  of  Mia^sdppi,  and  the  South-weat  generally ; 
and,  therefore,  that  the  object  la  one  which  commends  itaeif  to  the  liberality  of 
aU  pcnona,  OTety  where,  who  Ioto  the  Church,  and  who  deaire  to  aid  in  the  apread 
of  her  principles,  and  the  extenaion  of  her  boundarlea. 

Mr.  Gteo.  S.  Yerger,  appointed  bj  the  last  Diocesan  Con- 
ventioD,  a  speoial  Committee  in  relation  to  certain  subscrip- 
tions to  the  Bishop's  Fund,  presented  the  following  Report :

The  undersigned  was  appointed  a  Committee,  by  the  last  Conven- 
tion, to  adjust  the  subscription  to  the  Bishop's  Fund,  from  St.  An- 
drew's Church,  Marshall  county,  and  St.  Philip's  Church,  Madison. 
He  respectfully  reports,  that  he  addressed  a  communication,  upon  the 
subject,  to  Mr.  Minor  of  St.  Andrew's,  and  .to  Col.  Mc Willie,  of  the 
latter  Parish.  He  has  received  no  reply  from^he  former.  He  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  Mr.  Anderson,  actine  in  behalf  of  the  Vestry 
of  St.  Philip's,  statins  that  the  subscription  to  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
from  that  Ftoish,  of  llOOO,  was  intended  and  understood  to  be  in 
lieu  of  any  assessment  upon  that  Parish,  for  the  support  of  the 
Bishop ;  that  the  subject  was  brought  before  the  Convention  at 
its  last  or  previous  session,  in  which  the  donors  requested  said 
Parish  to  be  released  from  its  assessment ;  but  the  Convention  re- 
fused to  exempt  said  Parish  from  said  assessment,  but  assessed  the 
same — ^from  which  action  of  Ifce  Convention,  they  considered  them- 
selves released  from  said  subscription. 

Tour  Committee  recommends  the  adoption  of  the  following  reso- 
lution : 

Ruolved,  That  the  subscription  of  $1000,  made  by  Col.  Wm. 
McWillie  and  others,  to  the  Bishop's  Fund,  be  released.

Which  report  was  read  and  received,  and,  on  motion,  the 
resolution  accompanying  the  same,  was  unanimously  adopted.

on  the  several  Parishes^  which  report  was  received,  and  the 
resolution  was,  on  motion,  agreed  to. 

GENBEAL  KEPOKT 

OF    THE    COMMITTBB    ON    FINANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  account  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  report  that  they  have  ex- 
amined his  account  and  vouchers,  and  find  the  same  correct. 
.  It  appears,  from  the  report,  that  the  Bishop  has  received,  on  ac- 
count of  his  salary,  from  all  sources,  the  sum  of  92,564 ;  of  this 
sum  there  was  due  him,  on  account  of  last  year's  sdaiy,  878  52, 
which,  with  amount  of  his  salary  and  traveling  expenses,  to  July  1, 
1855,  say  $2,800,  makes  the  sum  of  $2,878  52,  so  that  the  Bishop 
has  been  over-paid  the  sum  of  $185  48.  But  of  this  sum,  $145 
was  j)aid  by  three  Parishes  on  account  of  his  salary  for  next  year, 
leaving  the  actual  amount  over-paid  on  his  salary  this  year  $40  48. 

They  further  report,  that  they  have  taken  into  consideration  the 
subject  of  the  assessment  of  the  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  salary 
and  contingent  expenses,  and  they  believe  that  the  assessment  of  last 
year,  is  about  as  equal  a  one  as  could,  under  all  the  circumstances, 
be  made.

January,  and  April  next;  and  be  further  requested  to  pay  the  assessment  for  con- 
tingent expenses,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conyention,  at  least  one  month  before 
the  day  fixed  for  the  meeting  of  tiie  next  Diocesan  ConyeDtion. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

A  motion  was  thereupon  made  and  adopted,  to  proceed  to 
the  election  of  "  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,"  as  provided  for 
in  the  resolution  just  adopted, 

And  the  ballot  being,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  dispensed  with, 
Mr.  James  Boach,  of  the  city  of  Yicksburg,  was  nominated 
for  that  office,  and  unanimously  elected. 

A  motion  was  then  made  and  unanimously  adopted,  that 
an  addition  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  be  made  to 
the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  Communication  from  the  President  of  the 
Nashotah  Mission,  at  Delafield,  Wisconsin,  was  presented  and 
read  to  the  Convention : 
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NA8HOTAH  MISSION. 

NaBhotah  Mission  is  the  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Northwest. 
The  great  work  which  it  has  in  hand,  is  worthy  the  prayerful  con- 
sideration and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Church.  The  object  is  to 
supply  the  Western  Missionary  Field  witii  Missionaries,  prepu«d 
here  in  the  West,  amid  its  peculiar  trials  and  hardships.  It  is 
scarcely  necessary  to  dwell,  here,  upon  the  greatness  of  the  field,  or 
the  limited  supply  of  its  pressing  wants.  From  every  quarter,  the 
call  for  Clergy  is  constantly  increasing.  They  are  wanted  in  nume- 
rous towns  and  yillages,  and  wanted  now,  to  fay  the  foundation — to 
begin  the  work.  Every  year  witnesses  the  loss  of  most  fayorable 
opportunities  -,  the  closing  up  of  most  auspicious  openings.  As  the 
field  widens  daily — ^almost  hourly — ^the  question  arises,  how  can  the 
West  be  supplied  with  Clergy  ?  from  what  source  can  they  go  forth 
to  meet  these  pressing  wants  ? 

They  cannot  come  from  the  East ;  for  the  wants  are  many  and 
great  there,  and  the  candidates  for  holy  orders  appallingly  few— not 
at  all  equal  to  tlm  demand.  The  Church  in  the  West  must  look  to 
itself  for  the  men,  and  appeal  to  the  Church  in  the  East  for  means 
to  prepare  the  men  for  their  great  and  holy  work. 

Upon  this  basis,  Nashotah  Mission  has  straggled  on,  year  after 
year,  supplying  to  some  extent  the  great  want.  Toung  men,  led  by 
the  Spint  of  God,  resort  to  her  humble  roofs,  and  crowd  her  lowly 
structures.  To  sustain  them,  to  teach  them,  to  feed  them,  to  clothe 
them,  Nashotah  appeals  to  the  Churches  in  the  East ;  to  all,  every- 
where, who  may  be  blessed  with  the  heart  and  the  means  to  ud. 
Nashotah  has  no  permanent  resources,  no  sure  fixed  income.  Her 
sole,  only  dependence  are  the  alms  and  offerings  of  the  Church.  Indi* 
viduals,  Sunday  Schools,  Congregations,  give  as  they  are  disposed 
by  the  Lord's  blessing.  Thus  Nashotah  continues  from  week  to 
week,  and  from  month  to  month ;  beginning  no  week  with  means  to 
exist  to  the  end  thereof ;  upheld  by  the  Lord  alone,  who  opens  the 
hearts  and  hands  of  His  people  with  supi>lies  for  our  need. 

The  Annual  Term  for  '5(>-'51  opened  in  September,  1850,  with 
ten  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  four  young  men  preparing  to 
become  candidates.     On  Trinity  Sunday,  1851,  four  were  ordained. 

The  Annual  Term  for  '51''52  opened  in  September,  1851,  with 
twelve  candidates  and  seven  preparatory  students.  On  Trinity  Sun* 
day,  1852,  two  were  ordained. 

The  Annual  Term  for  '52-53  opened  in  September,  1852,  with 
fifteen  candidates,  and  thirteen  young  men  preparing  to  become  oan-^ 
didates.    On  Trinity  Sunday,  1858,  three  were  ordained. 

The  Annual  Term  for  '53-54  opened  in  September,  1853,  with 
fifteen  candidates,  and  thirteen  young  men  preparing  for  candidate- 
ship.    On  Trinity  Sunday,  1854,  four  were  ordained. 

The  Annual  Term  for  '54-'55  opened  in  October,  1854,  with 
twelve  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  and  seventeen  preparatory  stu- 
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lents.  On«  liaf  already  been  ordaiaed,  and  on  Trinity  Sunday,  1855, 
two  more  are  expecting  to  be  ordained. 

The  Alomni  of  Nasliotah  MLssion  now  number  twenty-floven. 
They  are  doing  missionary  work  in  nearly  every  Diocese  in  the  Val- 
lej  of  the  Mississippi ;  in  Mississippi,  in  Tennessee,  in  Kentucky, 
in  Ohio,  in  Indiana,  in  Illinois,  in  Iowa,  and  in  Wisconsin. 

Fire  Clergymen  are  now  associated  together  in  the  Mission ;  who, 
by  the  assistance  of  three  candidates,  give  every  student  two  recita- 
tioDS  daily,  and  the  larger  number  three. 

The  daily,  regular,  sjrstematic  teaching  of  young  men  preparing 
for  the  Holy  Ministry,  is  the  great  work  in  hand.  While  this  is 
folly  and  faithfully  attended  to,  the  Mission  is  exerting  great  and 
growing  influence  upon  the  population  of  the  surrounding  region. 
Beside  the  congregation  of  St.  Sylvanus  Parish,  which  occupies  the 
Mission  Gha|>el,  three  other  Parishes  are  supplied  with  regular  servi- 
ces by  the  Mission  Clergy.  In  one  of  these  Parishes,  (Zion  Church, 
Oconomowoo,)  a  substantial  brick  church  has  been  erected  by  a  gentle* 
ipan  who  is  not  a  communicant,  which,  with  the  land  adjacent,  valued 
at  more  than  $2200,  is  offered  to  the  Parish  for  tllOO.  Of  this  sum, 
nearly  9650  has  been  contributed  from  abroad.  When  there  main- 
der  is  received,  it  will  be  devoted,  by  the  same  generous  and  liberal- 
minded  gentleman,  to  the  purchase  of  a  most  eligible  site  for  a  Dio- 
cesan Female  Seminary,  near  to  the  Church.  May  such  interest  in 
the  welfare  of  the  Church,  by  one  not  yet  a  communicant,  provoke 
to  increased  zeal  those  who  are  members  of  Christ. 

We  might  mention  many  other  interesting  circumstances,  showing 
the  prosperity  of  the  Church  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Mission. 

We  pass  on  to  the  labors  of  the  Alumni  of  Nashotah.  Omitting 
many  items  of  interest,  connected  with  the  building  of  eight 
Churches  in  various  parts  of  the  West,  we  would  mention  the  very 
interesting  fact,  that  the  present  Missionary  to  the  Oneida  Indians 
is  a  graduate  of  Nashotah.  He  entered  upon  his  duties  in  October, 
1853,  since  which  time  twenty  Indians  have  been  confirmed.  He 
attended  the  last  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  with  delegates  from  the 
Parish  organized  among  the  red  men — the  only  Parish  of  the  kind 
in  our  country,  and  most  appropriately  named  Hobart  Church. 

From  Nashotah  Mission,  as  from  a  fountain,  have  gone  forth  many 
streams  to  make  glad  the  City  of  our  God.  The  Mission  is  such  an 
institution  of  piety  and  learning,  that  if  upon  an^'place  the  spirits 
of  White,  Seabuiy,  Griswold,  Moore,  Hobart,  look  with  delight,  it 
b  surely  upon  Nashotah.  Young  men  prepare  for  the  Holy  Ministry 
by  prayer  and  study.  For  more  than  eleven  years  have  the  morning 
and  evening  sacrifice  of  prayer  and  praise,  ascended  without  inter- 
mission from  this  hallowed  spot.  Shall  not  the  good  work  go  on 't 
Will  not  every  one  aid  in  this  great  enterprise  of  faith  1  It  is  no 
experiment,  but  a  living  reality — a  long-tested  work.    The  Church 
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needs  »  oonstantly  increasing  ministry.  Yonng  men  are  here  pre« 
paring  for  the  great  work — ^uiey  are  already  found.  Their  teaehers 
are  already  gathered.  A  valuable  Library  and  all  fiusilities  for 
teaching  are  here.  The  work  is  begun — ^is  in  successful  operation. 
The  means  to  carry  on  a  work  of  love,  owned  and  blessed  of  heaven, 
are  prayed  for  and  expected  in  the  alms  and  offerings  of  the  Church. 
These  alms  and  offerings  are  applied  directly  to  the  one  purpose  of 
preparing  young  men  for  the  ministry.  They  mingle  with  no  other 
resources.  They  are  turned  aside  to  no  other  purpose.  With  this 
one  resource,  Nashotah  has  accomplished  a  great  work  for  the  Ohurch, 
having  sent  forth  twenty-seven  Missionaries.  Nashotah  depends 
upon  the  same  means  for  continuing  to  send  forth  laborers  into  the 
Lord's  vineyard. 

This  communication  will  be  sent  to  many  of  the  Clergy  who  aid 
Nashotah,  to  give  them  information — to  many,  in  the  prayerfol  hope 
that  they  will  be  interested  in  Nashotah  and  read  it  to  their  congre- 
gations— ^to  not  a  few  Laity,  in  the  earnest  prayer  that  the  Lord 
will  bless  it  to  their,  and  Nashotah's,  good.  May  we  not  hope  that 
during  the  Easter  and  Whitsun-season,  Nashotah  will  be  remembered. 
Any  aid,  from  a  postage  stamp  to  thousands  of  dollars,  will  be  most 
gratefully  received.  No  gift  can  be  too  small — no  donation  too 
large,  for  Nashotah's  great  work.  AZEL  D.  COLE,

To  the  Convention  of  (he  ProUMant  Epinc^pal  Churchy  in  tht  DioccM 
of  Misxiwippi: 

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  presents  his  account  of  the 
Contingent  Expense  Fund.  At  the  date  of  his  last  report  to  the 
Convention  of  1854,  there  was  on  hand,  applicable  to  the  expenses 
of  that  Convention,  the  sum  of  $195,  to  iriiich  has  been  added, 
from  arrearages,  the  sum  of  925,  in  all  8220;  leaving  125  yet  to  be 
eolleoted  from  the  assessments  of  1853  and  previous  jears. 
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The  aflieasmeiits  made  in  1854,  for  the  Coniineent  Szpense  Fund, 
•mounted  to  9345.  Of  these  $5  were  paid  in  advance  to  the  prede- 
oesMor  of  the  undersigned;  $282  have  been  paid  to  the  latter;  leaving 
still  due  to  this  fond,  the  sum  of  S58,  from  the  assessment  of  1854. 

It  affords  the  Treasurer  great  pleasure  to  state  that  this  Fund  is 
entirely  free  from  debt. 

The  amount,  at  present,  on  hand,  applicable  to  the  expenses  of 
the  Convention  of  18^5,  is  t240  68,  with  $83  yet  due  to  the  fund 
from  the  Parishes,  from  which  enough,  probably,  will  be  collected,  to 
meet  the  small  deficiency  between  the  amount  on  band  and  the 
amount  nece&sary  to  defray  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  present 
Convention.

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The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  the 
following  Beport,  which  was  received,  read,  and  ordered  to  be 
spread  upon  the  minutes: 

BBPORT 

OF  THE  COMHrTTEE  OK  THE  STATS  OF  THE  CHUBCH.  ' 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  begs  leave  to  report, 
that  on  a  careful  examination  of  the  Bishop's  Journal  and  the  Pa- 
rochial Reports,  it  finds  that,  notwithstanding  the  unprecedented 
difficulties  which  hare  embarrassed  the  onward  course  of  the  Church 
durii^  the  past  conyentional  year,  it  has  advanced  more  rapidly,  all 
things  considered,  than  during  any  previous  year  since  the  organi- 
sation of  the  Diocese.  The  number  of  Clergy  has  increased  to 
thirty-two,  all  of  whom,  excepting  two,  are  actively  engaged,  either  in 
mrochial  work,  or  in  the  management  of  Church  institutions.  A 
hirger  number  of  the  Parishes  than  usual  have  reported  to  the  pres- 
ent Convention,  and  our  zealous  and  untiring  Diocesan  reports  from 
all  parts  of  his  jurisdiction,  an  awakening  interest  to  the  claims  of 
the  Church,  and  an  earnest  desire  from  many  communities  which 
have  hitherto  been  in  almost  utter  ignorance  of  our  Apostolic  Church, 
to  have  her  sublime  and  heart-stirring  devotions  ascend  from  their 
midst,  and  that  their  children  may  be  trained  up  in  her  holy  ways. 
The  fiercer  the  fires  of  fanaticism  burn  among  them,  the  more  deep- 
ly and  earnestly  do  even  men  of  the  world  desire,  that  the  staunch 
conservative  principles  of  the  Church  should  be  established  in  their 
homes. 

It  is  not  among  her  children  alone,  that  the  Church  is  looked  upon 
as  the  great  bulwark  of  Christianity. 

It  is  with  great  gratification  that  the  Committee  observes  from  the 
parochial  reports,  that  the  Clergy  have  given  increased  attention  to 
the  religious  improvement  of  the  slaves,  and  that  the  number  ad- 
mitted to  the  Communion  of  the  Church,  far  exceeds  that  of  any 
previous  vear.  That  the  Church  has  an  important  mission  to  per- 
form to  this  unfortunate  race  in  our  midst,  is  a  truth  which  few  will 
be  disposed  to  deny ;  but  too  long — ^we  acknowledge  it  with  shame — 
has  this  portion  of  her  work  been  forgotten  or  neglected ;  too  long, 
while  endeavoring  to  provide  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  master, 
have  we  been  unmindful  of  those  of  the  slave,  or  have  left  him  to 
wander  in  new  and  strange  paths,  and  to  feed  on  the  ashes  of  fanat- 
icism. It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation,  however,  to  see  that  both 
the  Clergy  and  the  masters,  are  waking  np  to  their  responsibilities 
on  this  subject,  and  that  it  is  becoming  so  generally  believed,  that 
the  services  of  the  Church  are  so  admirably  capable  of  being  adapted 
to  their  spiritual  wants,  as  to  be  all  that  is  necessary  to  guide  their 
feet  in  the  way  of  peace. 

Deeply  impressed  with  these  views,  the  Committee  cannot  but 
express  the  hope^  while  at  the  same  time  they  would  earnestly  re- 


oommend,  that  the  Oleigy  throagbont  the  Diocese  wiU  mtae  gene* 
nlly  torn  their  attention  to  thig  important  subject,  and,  when  it  ii 
praotioable,  devote  a  portion  of  their  services  especially  to  the  reli- 
gions training  of  the  shtres. 

But  whilst  there  are  so  many  tokens  of  the  awakening  of  the 
members  of  the  Church  to  (heir  duty  and  her  wel&re,  your  Commit- 
tee are  compelled  to  notice  the  great  want  of  energetic  action  through- 
out the  Diocese,  with  regard  to  what  they  conscientiously  consider 
some  of  her  most  important  and  necessary  enterprises,  the  sustaining 
of  the  Diocesan  Institutions,  both  male  and  female,  and  the  Church 
Herald,  the  only  Church  periodical  in  the  Southwest.  With  regard 
to  the  first  mentioned,  the  wants  of  the  Church  render  them  indis- 
pensable, if  we  would  train  up  our  children  in  the  way  which  we 
belieye  to  be  the  way  of  truth — ^if  we  would  guard  them  from  evil 
and  anti^nistical  influences  durine  the  tender  years  of  ^outh,  while 
open  to  impressions  of  lasting  good  or  eyi).  Yet  there  is  no  subject 
connected  with  the  Church,  in  the  knowledge  of  your  Committee, 
with  regard  to  which  her  members  haye  b^n  so  apathetic.  It  is 
not  money  that  is  so  much  necessary  for  putting  the  institutions  of 
the  Church  upon  a  firm  basis,  as  the  patronage  of  Church  families. 
We  cannot  expect  that  denominations  opposed  to  the  Church,  will 
support  her  Institutions. 

The  Church  Herald,  too,  though  firm  and  unwavering  in  its  duty 
to  the  Diocese,  and  edited  without  any  cost,  has  fallen  about  200 
subscribers  short  of  paying  expenses.  This  deficit  has  heretofore 
been  made  up  by  a  gentleman,  whose  generosity  has  been  more  than 
sufficiently  taxed  for  other  Church  purposes. 

Let  churchmen  throughout  the  Diocese,  but  look  upon  these  mat- 
ters in  their  proper  light,  as  bearing  heavily  upon  the  extension  and 
strengthening  of  the  Church,  and  there  will  be  no  necessity  for 
lamentation. 

Your  Committee  would  respectfully  submit  to  the  Convention,  as 
to  whether  a  system  of  itinerancy,  throughout  the  Diocese,  of  one 
or  more  Missionaries,  freed  from  local  charges,  and  supported  by  the 
'<  Society  for  the  Diffusion  of  Christian  Knowledge,"  or  by  the  alms 
of  tiie  Church,  would  not  be  the  best  and  most  successful  means  of 
carrying  a  knowledge  of  the  Gospel  to  the  numerous  places  through- 
out the  Diocese,  and  establishing  the  Church  at  points  beyond  Uie 
reach  of  the  parochial  Clergy,  and  which  it  is  impossible  that  the 
Bishop,  owing  to  the  multiplicity  of  his  duties,  can  vbit,  except  at 
long  intervals. 

In  presenting  this  Beport;  the  Committee  feels  that  devout  grati- 
tude is  due  to  the  ^reat  Head  of  the  Church,  who,  though  in  His 
wisdom.  He  has  visited  some  parts  of  the  Diocese  with  affliction 
and  pestilence,  has  thus  far  blessed  us  with  increase  in  our  humble 
efforts  for  the  enlargement  of  His  Kingdom.

that  this  Convention  has  no  power  oyer  the  question,  and  that  it  is  a 
matter  peculiarly  for  the  consideration  of  the  rarishes  of  the  Diocese, 
still,  your  committee  cannot  omit  to  express  the  hope  that  the  Clergy 
of  the  Diocese  may  participate  in  the  general  prosperity  of  the 
Church,  and  that  their  salaries  may  receiye  such  increase,  as  to  enable 
those  who  preach  the  (}ospel  of  our  blessed  Sayior,  to  liye  by  the 
same,  and  to  provide,  thereby,  for  the  education  and  comfortable 
maintenance  of  their  xespectiye  families.  Which  is  respectfully

The  Committee  on  Diocesan  SchoolB  presented  the  follow* 
lowing  report,  which  was  received,  and  agreed  to,  and  the 
resolutions  therein  contained  were,  on  motion,  adopted: 

REPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  DIOCESAN  SCHOOLS. 

The  Committee  on  Diocesan  Schools  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing report: 

Deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  of  Diocesan  Schools,  both 
as  regards  the  correct  education  of  the  children  of  the  Church,  and 
as  a  most  valuable  auxiliary  for  the  promotion  of  her  general  pros- 
perity, the  Committee  would  direct  the  attention  of  this  Convention, 
to  the  statements  contained  in  the  Bbhop's  Address  to  the  Conven- 
tion, in  relation  to  St.  Thomas  Hall  and  Mount  Salus  Female  Academy, 
as  exhibiting  tho  condition  and  prospects  of  these  Institutions. 
Under  the  direction  of  accomplished  and  efficient  teachers,  the 
Committee  believe  that  these  Institutions  are  rendering  a  valuable 
service  to  the  Church,  entitling  them  to  a  large  and  liberal  patronage. 

The  Committee  have  also  learned  with  pleasure,  that  several  pri- 
vate schools  have  been,  or  are  about  being,  established  by  several  of 
our  Diocesan  Cler^,  under  auspices  which  warrant  the  belief  that 
they  wUl  prove  alike  beneficial  and  prosperous.  The  Committee 
would  respectfully  commend  each,  and  all  of  these  enterprises,  to 
theprompt  and  generous  patronage  of  the  Churchmen  of  this  Diocese. 

The  Committee  have  had  under  more  special  consideration,  the 
condition  and  prospects  of  St.  Andrew's  College,  and  beg  leave  to 
offer  the  following  report. 

They  believe  that  an  Institution,  such  as  St.  Andrew's  is  in* 
tended  to  be,  is  of  deep  and  vital  importance  to  the  Diooese.  It  is 
strictly  a  Church  Institution.    It  had  its  origin  in  the  recommen- 
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^tiotk  of  the  Cbtuneh  through  its  GoBventiott.  It  was  copunencol 
in  hitikf  and  with  reasoniutle  prospeots  of  final  suocesa.  Should 
it  fail  of  Buooess,  or  be  abandoned,  the  Committee  would  regard  it 
as  a  great  calamity.  And  although  they  regret  to  say,  it  has,  as  yet, 
not  succeeded  to  the  extent  anticipated  by  its  friends,  yet  its  con- 
dition is  not  such  as  would,  in  the  opinion  of  this  Committee,  justify 
its  abandonment.  Upon  the  contrair,  they  belieye  it  will  succeed,  if 
it  is  fostered  and  aided,  as  it  ought  to  Dc,  and  as  they  belieye  it*will  be, 
when  a  reasonable  confidence  in  its  perjpetuity  is  entertained  bv  the 
community;  which  confidence  they  believe  it  must  and  will  obtain, 
under  tbe  prudent  and  excellent  management  of  its  Hector. 

Ibnj  of  the  causes  which  have  heretofore  prevented  it«  success, 
have  ceased  to  exist.    Others  can,  and  will  be  removed.^ 

If,  with  buildings  and  furniture  capable  of  accommodating  seventy- 
five  to  eighty  b«urding  students,  it  cannot  succeed,  it  is  believed 
that  no  similar  institution  ever  could.  It  has,  as  all  Institutions  of 
the  kind,  ever  have  had,  obstacles  to  encounter.  But  if  the  friends 
of  the  Church,  and  of  education,  in  the  Diocese,  or  even  a  tithe  of 
them,  will  persevere  and  determine  it  shall  succeed,  there  is  no  quea* 
don  with  tne  Committee  but  it  wUl.  Institutions  of  this  kind  ean- 
not  become  all  that  is  desired  at  once.  Time  is  as  necessary  as 
money.  Eventual  and  complete  success  results  from  their  character, 
and  to  obtain  the  necessary  character,  time  is  required.  If  there  arc 
obstacles,  they  can  be  overcome.  These  obstacles  are  adverted 
to  by  the  Bishop,  in  his  report,  and  the  suggestions  made  by  him  in 
that  report,  are  cordially  approved  of  by  the  Committee. 

The  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

1.  Retolved^  Thjt  ihii  ConveniioD  has  entire  coofideneein  the  ability,  prudence, 
fend  manAgement  of  ita  preatnt  RectOTf  the  Bor.  J.  Sweet. 

^.  Metolvedf  That  the  suggestions  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Bishop,  be  recom* 
mcodcd  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

8.  Suol9€dt  That  this  ConTention  recommend  this  Institution  to  the  support  of 
the  friends  of  sound  religious  instruction  throughout  the  State. 

4.  JUiolvedt  That  it  is  expedient  to  endow  two  or  three  professorships  of  |10,000 
each,  and  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  board  of  Tniscees,  to  doTise  a  plan  to 
raise  the  funds  necessary  for  said  endowment. 

In  regard  to  the  last  resolution,  the  Committee  have  to  say,  that 
nothing  but  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  perpetuity  of  the  Institu- 
tion will  prevent,  as  they  believe,  these  endowments.  Four  or  five 
individuals  arc  known  to  some  of  the  Committee,  who  would  endow 
a  professorship  at  once,  upon  certain  conditions,  if  they  had  any 
reasonable  assurance  that  the  College  wpuld  not  fail.  They  dislike 
to  advance  their  money,  and  then  see  it  rendered  useless,  by  a  fiul- 
ore  of  the  object  it  was  intended  to  promote.  To  guard  against 
this,  and  to  make  all  who  are  disposed  to  endow,  or  assist  in  these 
endowments,  perfectly  secure  against  the  ultimate  loss  of  their  ad- 
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Vance,  in  case  of  fulurcj  the  Oommittee  reconunend  to  the  Trustees^ 
to  obtein  these  endowments;  upon  the  condition  that  the  money  ad- 
vanced; shall  be  loaned  out  at  an  annual  interest;  that  to  secure  the 
principal  and  interest,  a  deed  of  trust,  on  unencumbered  real  estate, 
to  treble  its  value,  should  secure  it,  and  that  the  money  so  obtained 
for  these  endowments,  shall  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
in  trust  to  pay  the  annual  interest  to  the  College,  and  to  hold 
the  principal  in  trust  for  the  College,  provided  that  the  Institution 
becomes  permanent  and  succeeds ;  but  if,  from  any  cause,  it  should 
fail,  to  return  the  principal  to  the  donors,  or  to  be  subject  to  such 
disposition  as  they  may  direct. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

*6.  Retolvedf  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  it  la  inexpedient  that  the 
College  of  St.  Andrew  should  be  continued  any  longer  as  a  Diocesan  Institation. 

6.  Jtesolvedf  That  as  soon  as  a  permanent  endowment  of  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars is  securedi  as  proWded  for  in  the  fourth  resolution,  the  Board  of  Trustees  be 
requested  to  re-open  the  College. 

A  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  the  vote  passed  on  Satur- 
day, adopting  the^r^  Thursday  in  May ^  1856,  as  the  time  for 
the  assembling  of  the  next  Annual  Diocesan  Convention,  and 
the  same  being  carried,  and  the  question  reverting  upon  the 
passage  of  the  original  motion, — 

An  amendment  was  offered  and  adopted,  substituting  the 
fourth  Friday  in  April,  1856,  as  the  time ;  and  the  motion,  as 
thus  amended,  was  adopted. 

So  it  was  determined  that  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Conven- 
tion of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  should  be  held 
on  the  fourth  Friday  in  April,  1856,  at  Christ  Church,  in  the 
city  of  Vicksburg. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Church  Herald,  the 
consideration  of  which,  and  of  the  resolution  accompanying 
the  same,  and  of  the  amendment  offered  thereto,  had  been 
postponed  from  an  early  period  of  to-day's  session,  was  then 
taken  up ;  and  the  question  being  taken  on  the  amendment  to 
strike  out  the  word,  ^^  discontinued,^^  and  substitute  in  lieu 
thereof,  the  word,  ^^  suspended  f^  the  same  was  declared  car- 
ried ;  and  the  question  then  reverting  to  the  original  resolu- 
tion as  thus  amended,  the  same  was  adopted. 

*The8e  resolutions  were  afterwards  reconsidered,  and  a  substitute  adopted  in 
lieaof  them.— SicRSTART. 
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The  following  resolutions  were  offered,  and,  on  motion, 


jRMoived,  That  the  Secrelary  of  Uio  GonTention  caufe  to  be  printed,  the  usual 
number  of  copies  of  the  proceeding!  of  this  Ckmvention,  fiimish  ike  Bishop  wiUi 
one  hundred  copies  thereof^  and  distribute  the  balance  in  his  discretion,  ^ 

Jie9oived^  That  the  Bishop  be  requested  to  appoint  one  or  two  suitable  itinerant 
MisriODarieSr  to  preach  the  Gospel  throughout  the  State,  to  be  under  his  directien, 
and  whose  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  collections,  to  be  made  by  them,  and  from  the 
fandi  of  the  Society  for  Diiliising  Christian  Knowledge  in  the  Diocese  of  Miss. 

Rttohtd^  That  this  Convention  tender  its  sincere  thanks  to  the  Rector,  War- 
deof,  and  Vestry  of  Christ  Church,  Yicksburs,  and  the  members  of  the  Church, 
Id  that  dty,  and  its  citizens  generally,  for  the  Undness  and  hospitality,  extended  to 
the  members  of  the  ConTention  during  its  session. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Mr.  George  Stewart,  agent  for  dis- 
seminating Church  books  throughout  this  Diocese,  resigning 
the  agency  which  he  had  held  for  two  and  a  half  years  past, 
with  a  view  of  devoting  himself  exclusively  to  the  studies 
necessary  to  his  admission  to  Deacon's  Orders ; — 

Which  resignation  was,  on  motion,  accepted. 

The  Committee*  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  reported  that 
they  had  no  business  to  bring  before  the  Convention,  which 
report  was  received,  and  the  Committee  discharged. 

A  motion  was  then  made  to  reconsider  the  vote  adopting 
resolutions  numbers  five  and  six,  added  to  those  reported  by 
the  Committee  on  Diocesan  Schools,  which  motion  to  recon- 
sider, was  canied. 

And  the  question  recurring  upon  the  adoption  of  said  reso- 
lutions, numoers  five  and  six,  the  following  was  offered  as  a 
substitute,  and,  on  motion,  adopted  in  lieu  thereof. 

JUtolvedf  That  if  the  Trustees  and  friends  of  the  College  of  St.  Andrew,  be 
unable  to  raise  a  iund  of  |20,000  by  the  first  of  August  next,  then  that  the  ope- 
rations of  the  Institution  be  suspended,  unless,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Trustees, 
it  can  otherwise  support  or  sustain  itself. 

No  further  business  appearing  before  the  Convention,  a 
motion  to  adjourn  sine  die^   was  carried. 

The  minutes  of  this  day  were  examined  and  approved. 

Whereupon,  the  Sight  Beverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
after  prayers,  and  the  Apostolic  Benediction,  declared  the 
Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

This  Church  continues  to  be  under  the  Rectorship  of  Rev.  T.  6. 
Lawson.  Mr.  Lawson,  however,  residing  at  a  distance,  and  being 
encumbered  with  the  care  of  the  Parishes  at  Okolona  and  Pontotoc, 
the  undersigned,  at  his  request,  and  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Bishop,  and  the  consent  of  the  vestry,  undertook,  in  December  laat, 
to  discharge  such  of  the  duties  of  Rector  as  might  be  within  his 
competency. 

The  services  of  the  Church  are  held  in  the  building  belonging  to 
the  Presbyterian  denomination,  on  two  Sundays  in  every  month.  It 
has  been  a  long  time  in  agitation,  to  erect  a  suitable  Church  edifice, 
and  efforts  have  been  made,  by  the  vestry,  to  obtain  a  site,  and  to 
raise  funds  for  the  purpose.  Plitherto,  however,  nothing  decisive 
has  been  accomplished.  It  seems  to  be  questionable  whether,  within 
the  Parish,  can  be  obtained  means  adequate  to  the  erection  of  such 
a  building,  us  is  to  bo  desired  in  this  place.  Something  more  is 
needed  than  merely  to  provide  for  the  immediate  wants  of  the  Parish. 

The  University  of  Mississippi,  a  seminary  of  learning,  already 
large,  and  rapidly  growing,  is  situated  hero ;  and  the  advantages 
which  can  hardly  fail  to  flow  from  bringing  a  body  of  young  men  so 
considerable  in  number,  and  so  certain  to  exert,  hereafter,  a  powerful 
influence  over  public  opinion,  into  familiarity  with  the  forms  of 
Church  worship,  and  into  acquaintance  with  Church  doctrines  and 
principles,  cannot  be  estimated  too  highly.  It  is  believed  that  the 
object  is  one  which  the  entire  Diocese,  not  to  ^ay  the  whole  South- 
west,  is  almost  equally  interested :  and  to  those  who  desire  to  do 
something  for  the  advancement  of  the  Church,  of  which  the  result 
cannot  be  for  a  moment  doubtful,  no  more  fit  mode  can  possibly 
present  itself,  than  a  contribution  toward  the  erection  of  a  Church 
edifice  at  Oxford.

I  meet  the  children  of  the  congregation  every  Sunday  morning, 
for  catachetical  instruction,  but,  as  yet,  have  no  regularly  organised 
Sunday  School.  I  took  charge  of  the  Parish  about  the  first  of  De- 
cember, 1854.  I  found  it  heavily  encumbered  with  debt,  but  a  dis- 
position, on  the  part  of  the  Vestry  and  congregation,  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  cancel  their  indebtedness  as  soon  as  possible.  The 
want  of  navigation  for  the  shipment  of  the  last  year's  crop  of  cot- 
ton, and  consequent  pecuniary  embarrassment,  has  produced  a  de- 
pressing and  disheartening  effect  upon  this  whole  community.  Busi- 
ness is  entirely  at  a  stand.  There  is  no  money  in  circulation,  and  the 
last  year's  crop  of  corn  having  been  almost  a  failure,  there  is  much 
suffering  among  the  poorer  class,  for  want  of  bread. 

My  congregation  has  been  steadily  increasing,  and  although  I  hii*;« 
been  disappointed  in  getting  the  Church  free  from  debt  as  soon  as  I 
anticinated,  I  am  not  without  hope  for  the  future.

The  condition  of  this  small,  but  interesting  Parish,  is  of  the  most 
gratifying  and  encouraging  nature.  From  existing  circumstances — 
the  sparseness  of  the  population,  the  unconquerable  prejudice  against 
the  Church,  and  the  committal  of  almost  every  family  in  the  neigh* 
borhood  to  some  religious  creed — the  Rector  is  not  able  to  present  the 
report  of  large  accessions  to  the  Church,  from  the  white  population. 
Nor  need  it  ever  be  expected  in  this  Parish.  It  will,  pro&bly,  al- 
ways be  a  "  little  flock ;"  but  as  long  as  God  spares  the  warm  hearts 
which  now  worship  before  that  altar,  though  small,  yet  it  must  al* 
ways  be  one  of  the  most  delightful  rural  Parishes  in  the  Diocese. 

But  what  presently  a  most  delightful  feature  in  this  Parish,  and 
surrounds  it  with  a  good  degree  of  interest,  is  the  field  of  useful- 
ness it  presents  for  the  religioufi  improvement  of  the  slave.  Im- 
mediately on  entering  the  duties  of  the  Parish,  the  present  Rector, 
appropriated  the  evening  service  to  this  interesting  portion  of  our 
population.  But  for  more  than  twelve  months,  his  labors  appeared 
like  casting  the  seed  upon  a  rock,  and  many  a  time  has  he  retired 
from  the  Sanctuary  disheartened,  and  exclaiming:  '<  Who  is  sufficient 
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for  these  things  V  For  a  season  his  faith  staggered,  as  to  whether 
the  race  was  susceptible  of  genuine  religious  culture ;  that  their 
feelings  could  be  wrought  upon,  was  beyond  question ;  but  whether 
they  were  capable  of  being  conformed  to  the  will  of  God,  in  heart 
and  in  life,  for  a  time,  seemed  to  him  doubtful.  But  with  the 
help  of  God^  he  determined  to  give  the  question  a  fair  trial,  and 
accordingly  addressed  himself  heartily  to  the  work. 

In  doing  this  he  soon  found  that  he  could  not  build  upon  another's 
foundation ;  that  he  must  subvert  all  former  ideas  of  religion ;  un- 
teach  what  was  false,  in  order  to  lay  the  foundation  of  a  correct 
knowledge  of  "the  truth^as  it  is  in  Jesus.''  At  length  "the  day- 
spring  from  on  high  visited  us,  to  give  light  to  them  that  sit  in 
darkness,  and  in  the  shadows  of  death,  to  guide  their  feet  into  the 
way  of  peace."  A  few,  at  first,  were  led  to  inquire  for  "  that  good 
way,^*  in  which  they  could  find  "  rest  to  their  souls,"  and  from  that 
time,  the  "leaven"  has  been  silently,  but  gradually  working,  and 
the  state  of  this  congregation  increasing  in  interest. 

The  Church  is  generally  crowded  with  servants  from  adjoining 
plantations,  many  of  whose  owners  belong  to  other  religious  bodies, 
and  would  prefer  to  have  their  servants  connected  with  them,  but 
say  they,  "  we  love  to  come  here,  we  hear  so  much  more  of  the  Bible, 
and  receive  so  much  more  instruction  about  the  commandments  of 
God."  Scarcely  a  service  is  held  now,  without  some  of  these  jioor 
creatures  presenting  themselves  as  candidates  for  admission  into 
'^  the  Church  of  the  living  God."  Nearly  thirti/  have  been  admitted 
to  the  Holy  Ordinance  of  Baptism,  and  their  consistent,  Godly  con- 
duct, (as  reported  by  their  owners  and  overseers,)  is  sufficient  to 
satisfy  the  most  sceptical  mind,  as  to  their  piety.  Indeed,  the  de- 
gree of  favor  with  which  they  enter  into  the  worship  of  God ;  the 
air  of  simplicity  and  earnestness  with  which  they  repeat  the  re- 
sponsive parts  of  our  beautiful  service ;  the  spirit  with  which  they 
cnaunt  the  songs  of  the  Church  ;  the  evident  eagerness  with  which 
they  drink  in  the  word  of  life ;  and  their  streaming  tears,  as  they 
tremblingly  ask  the  way  to  Zion,  often  strike  shame  to  the  heart  of 
the  writer,  that  he  doubted  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  cause 
Ethiopia's  sons  to  stretch  out  their  hands  unto  God. 

The  Hector  of  this  Parish  would  not  feel  that  he  had  given 
"credit,  where  credit  was  due,"  if  he  did  not  state  that  much  of 
the  good  that  has  been  effected  among  the  slaves,  may  be  traced,  to 
the  quiet,  unostentatious,  but  indefatigable,  exertions  of  a  devoted 
young  lady,  who  is  a  member  of  this  Church.  To  her  self-sacrific- 
ing efforts,  to  give  them  religious  instruction  in  the  Sunday  School, 
is  owing,  undoubtedly,  in  a  great  degree,  the  success  which  has  at* 
tended  the  preaching  of  tho  Gospel  to  these  poor  people.  Her 
labors  of  love,  will  never  be  forgotten  by  many  in  this  world,  nor 
will  they  be  unrewarded  in  the  world  that  is  to  come. 
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If  odiera  of  oar  deyoted  ^'Mairs''  would  '^  go  tad  do  likewiao/' 
labor,  in  faith  that  they  have  souls  to  save,  and  that  the  system  of 
the  Chnrch  is  all  that  they  require  to  bring  them  from  darkness  to 
light,  it  would  not  be  long,  ere  we  should  witness  the  most  glorious 
change  come  over  the  entire  South,  and  the  degxaded  sons  of  Ham, 
as  with  us,  they  are  children  of  one  Father^  so  would  they  become 
one  with  us  in  a  common  Bedeemer.

CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 

IN  THZ 

DIOCESE    OF    MISSISSIPPI. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Abtiols  I.  The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  acknowl. 
ed^s  the  authority  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Abt.  n.  There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese  eTerjyear,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  on 
by  the  preceding  CJonyention,  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  called  by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  judgment,  the  good  of 
the  Church  requires  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall  re- 

Juest  it ;  and,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing 
lommittee,  on  ur^nt  reasons,  may  call  a  special  Convention.  When 
a  special  Convention  is  so  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secre- 
tary, in  giving  notice  thereof,  to  specify  the  business  and  purposes 
for  which  it  is  to  be  assembled,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  trans- 
acted than  that  which  is  thus  specified,  or  necessarily  connected 
with  it 

Abt.  in.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and 
Laymen.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order, 
canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  three  months  prior  to  the 
session  of  the  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  same ; 
and  it  is  herebv  made  his  duty  to  attend  its  deliberations. 

Eveiy  Farish  within  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Convention, 
BhaII|[be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a*Lay  Delegate,  or  I^y 


Delegates  not  exceeding  thxeei  a  oertiiioate  of  whose  appointmenti 
signed  by  the  Bector,  a  Warden,  or  the  Seotetaiy  of  the  iHurishi 
shall,  before  the  admission  to  seats,  be  laid  before  the  Conyention; 
Prtnndedf  That  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  Lay  Dele- 
gate, unless  he  be  a  stated  worshipper  in  the  Farish  which  he  rep- 
resents. The  delegation  from  each  Parish  shall  be  entitled,  on  a 
division,  to  but  one  vote. 

Art.  IV.  New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this 
Convention,  on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes;  Pnmdedj  Thev  shall 
have  laid  before  the  Convention  written  evidence,  subscribed  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Art.  V.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be,  ex  officio,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention ;  but,  during  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
or  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  die 
members  shall  eldct  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters ;  Pro- 
vided^ That,  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
the  Convention  may  invite  the  Bishop  of  any  other  Diocese  to  pre- 
side over  the  deliberations  of  the  Convention,  who,  if  he  accept  the 
invitation,  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  Uie  President 
of  the  Convention. 

Art.  VI.  A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  upon  the 
assembling  of  the  Annual  Convention,  from  among  the  members 
thereof,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Annual  Convention. 

Art.  Vn.  The  members  of  the  Convention,  present  on  due 
notification,  and  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  Clergymen,  and 
Lay  Delegates  from  three  Parishes,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to 
transact  the  regular  business  of  the  Convention.  The  Clergy  and 
Ijiy  Dele^tes  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except 
when  a  division  is  called  for,  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both 
orders  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall 
be  by  ballot,  unless  dispensed  with  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
Convention. 

Art.  Vin.  When,  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epi- 
demic or  contagious  disease,  it  shall  be  thought  imprudent  to  hold 
the  Convention  at  the  place  appointed,  the  Bishop  may  ohangie  it,  by 
^ving  notice  in  some  newspaper,  and  notifying  the  Ministers  and 


Art.  IX.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in 
any  Article,  except  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention;  nor 
unless  such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual 
meeting  previous  to  its  adoption* 
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CANONS^ 

CANON  I. 

OF  THE  ADMISSION  OF  OHUBCHSS. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons  shall  associate  to 
form  an  Episcopal  Congregation^  they  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Asso- 
ciation for  their  goyemment,  in  which  they  shall  acknowledge 
and  accede  to  the  Constitution,  Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline,  and 
Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States, 
and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
Diocese  of  Mississippi ;  and  shall  assume  a  suitable  name,  by  which 
their  Church  or  Parish  shall  be  designated,  and  appoint  not  less  than 
three,  nor  more  than  eleven.  Vestrymen,  and  two  Wardens.  A  cer- 
tified copy  of  the  Articles  of  Association,  and  of  the  proceedings  at 
their  adoption,  shall  then  be  laid  before  the  Cpnvention ;  and,  if 
approved  by  that  body,  Delegates  from  that  Congregation  or  Parish 
may  take  seats  in  the  Convention :  and  the  Congregation  shall  be 
considered  as  united  to  the  Convention,  and  subject  to  its  control. 

Sec.  2.  Every  Parish,  so  organized,  shall  annually,  on  Easter 
Monday,  or  soon  afterwards  as  may  be,  elect  the  same  number  of 
Vestrymen,  or  such  number  as  the  Vestry,  at  some  meeting  pre-  . 
vious  to  the  election,  have  designated,  who  shall  be  stated  worshippers 
in  the  Church — who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election,  as  <. 
semble  and  appoint  two  W^^cIgiis^  ^  Begister  and  Treasurer. 

Sec.  3.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eector,  agreeably  to  thy 
•  ancient  usage  of  the  Church,  to  preside  in  all  Parish  and  Yeetif 
meetings;  but,  in  case  of  his  absence,  one  of  the  Wardens  sh«ai^ 
preside. 

CANON  II. 

OP  THE  STANDING   COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  Presbyters, 
and  two  Laymen,  and  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Convention.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  this  Committee,  may  be  filled  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  remaining  members.  They  shall  keep  full  n^inutes  of 
their  Proceedings,  which  shall  be  laid  on  the  table  of  each  Annual 
Convention,  and  rea4  therein. 

CANON  III. 

OF  SUSPENSION  FROM  THE  FUNCTIONS  OF  THE   MINISTRY. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be 
empowered  to  suspend  from  the  functions  of  the  Ministry,  any 
Minister  who  shall  be  chained  with  improper,  irreligious,  or  immoral 
conduct;  and  farther,  this  suspension  shall  be  continued  until  the 
disposal  of  the  charges  against  him  by  a  canonical  trial,  unless  before 
such  trial,  the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  are  satisfied,  from 


tefitimonv  laid  before  tbem,  of  a  thoroa^h  reformation  of  his  life : 
Pravidea^  That  no  Minister  shall  be  sospeaded,  until  he  shall  have 
been  notified^  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee,  of  the  nature 
of  the  charges  against  him,  and  an  opportunity  given  him  to  be 
heard,  in  relation  thereto,  before  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  THE  TRIAL  OF  OLKROTMSN. 

Section  1.  The  trial  of  a  Clergyman  of  this  Dioeese  shall  be  on 
presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  signed  by  the  party  making  it ',  and 
every  presentment  of  a  Clergyman  shall  bo  either  by  the  CouTen- 
tion  of  the  Diocese,  by  the  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens  of  the 
Pariah  to  which  such  Clergyman  may  belong,  or  by  one  or  more 
Presbyters  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  contemplated  by  the  Consti- 
tution and'  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  by  those  of  this 
Diocese,  a  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges,  and  specifications,  together 
with  a  citation  to  appear  and  answer,  shaJl  be  served  upon  the  party 
aecuaed,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  with  all  convenient 
speed.  The  charges  and  specifications  shall  be  set  forth  with  such 
reasonable  certainty  and  description,  as  may  enable  the  defendant  to 
know  and  prepare  for  his  defence.  And  upon  the  trial  of  such  pre- 
sentment, the  rules  of  evidence,  as  understood  and  enforced  in  the 
judicial  tribunals  of  the  State,  shall  govern,  except  so  far  as  they  are 
altered  or  modified  by  the  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  by 
those  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  The  regular  place  of  trial,  and  the  office  for  the  record 
of  all  ecclesiastical  proceedings,  shall  be  the  house  of  the  Bishop ; 
but,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  the 
place  for  these  purposes ;  and  the  Bishop,  by  and  with  the  conour- 
lenoe  of  his  Council  of  Advioe,  may  appoint  any  place  within  his 
Diocese  for  the  trial,  if  there  be  any  special  reasons  moving  him 
thereto. 

Sec.  4.  All  testimony  adduced  upon  the  trial  shall  be  in  writing, 
taken,  on  due  notice  to  the  parties,  either  by  a  Commissary  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  by  the  eoolesiastioal  authority,  or  in  the  manner  of 
commissions  or  depositions  in  civil  cases.  But  tUs  provision  shall 
not  prevent  the  oral  examination  of  witnesses  who  may  bo  present 
at  the  trial. 

Sec.  5.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  on  both  sides,  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  parties,  provided  they  are  Communicants  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sec  6.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall,  at  every  regular 
session,  elect  five  Presbyters,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese. 
The  Presbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for 
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the  trial  of  Qergymen.  The  members  of  the  Court  so  elected  shall 
hold  their  office  until  the  close  of  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Convention — provided,  however,  that  if  from  any  cause  there  be  no 
election,  thej  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election  takes  place. 

Sec.  7.  Four  of  the  Court  so  elected  shall  constitute  a  quorum, 
and  may  proceed  with  the  trial  of  any  presentment. 

Sec.  8.  Whene:;er  a  vacancy  oocurs  in  said  Court,  it  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Bishop.  And  the  persons,  so  appointed  to  fill  said 
vacancy,  shall  hold  their  office  until  a  new  Court  is  elected. 

Sec.  9.  When  the  defendant  appears,  he  may  plead,  generally, 
'*  not  guilty,"  to  all  the  charges  and  specifications;  or,  he  may  admit 
them  to  be  true  ;  or,  he  may  plead  ''  not  guilty ''  to  part,  and  admit 
the  residue.  Upon  such  specifications  as  are  admitted  to  be  true,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Court  to  decide  whether  they  amount  to 
such  an  oifence,  as  is  canonically  presentable.  And  in  regard  to 
such  specifications  as  are  denied,  the  said  Court  shall  try  the  same  ; 
and  shall  pronounce  their  verdict,  either  "guilty^'  or  "  not  guilty," 
on  each  specification. 

Sec.  10.  Upon  the  finding  of  the  Court  that  the  defendant  is 
guilty  upon  one  or  more  of  the  specifications ;  or  in  case  they  are 
of  opinion  that  the  facts  admitted  to  be  true  amount  to  a  presentable 
offence,  it  shall  proceed  to  suggest  what  sentence,  in  its  opinion,  ought 
to  be  inflicted.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  pronounce 
such  judgment  as  is  suggested :  Provided,  always,  that  id  case  of  jadg- 
ment,  other  than  degradation,  the  Bishop  ma^,  at  any  time  after- 
wards, with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  modify  or  remit 
said  sentence. 

SsG.  11.  It  shall  require  a  oonourrence  of  at  least  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Court  present  to  find  the  defendant  guilty.  Eaoh  mem- 
ber of  the  Court  shall  be  at  liberty  to  record  his  opinion. 

Sec.  12.  The  Court  shall,  upon  the  trial,  appoint  a  Clerk,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  regular  record  of  each  da^s  proceedings. 
He  shall  also  record  the  judgment  rendered  by  the  Bishop;  and  each 
day's  proceedings,  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Court.  A 
true  record  of  said  proceedines,  so  signed,  shall  be  filed  with  the 
Standing  Committee ;  and  copies  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standiag  Committee,  shall,  in  all  oases,  be  received  as  evidence  of 
said  record  and  proceedings. 

Sec.  13.  If,  from  sickness  or  other  necessary  cause,  any  member 
or  members  of  the  Court  cannot  attend  the  trial,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  members  of  the  Court  present,  to  select  some  other  Presbyter 
or  Presbyters  to  take  their  place ;  Provided,  That  when  four  of  the 
regular  members  attend,  no  such  appointment  shall  be  made. 

Ssc.  14.  The  expenses  of  the  trial  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  con- 
tingent fund  of  the  Church. 

Sic.  16.    If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Court  may  proceed 
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to  trial  in  Iub  absence ;  or,  for  good  oaose  showiii  may  adjourn  the 
trial  to  another  day:  and  if  he  refuse  or  decline  to  appear,  the  Court 
shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop]  for  contumacy,  who  thereupon  shall 
paaa  upon  him  sentence  of  suspeusion  from  the  Ministry;  but  such 
sentence  may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  in  three  cal- 
endar months,  shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his 
trial.  And  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop  may 
pass  agunst  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  member  of  the  Court  be  the  party  making  the 
presentment,  or  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or  affinity  with  the 
party  making  the  presentment  or  with  the  accused,  such  member 
shall  not  preside  at  such  trial. 

Ssc.  17.  All  citations  and  notices  in  any  ecclesiastical  proceed 
ings,  whether  to  parties  or  witnesses,  may  be  served  either  personally, 
or  by  leaving  a  copy  thereof  at  their  residences  respectively;  the 
time  between  the  day  of  service  and  the  day  of  appearance  being  not 
less  than  twenty  days,  over  and  above  the  ordinary  time  required  to 
travel  to  the  place  of  appearance.  And  in  case  there  is  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  a  Minister,  against  whom  any  ecclesiastical  proceedings 
have  been  instituted,  has  departed  from  the  United  States,  or  that 
the  place  of  his  sojourn  cannot  be  conveniently  ascertained,  t^ien  it 
shall  be  sufficient  to  have  a  copy  of  the  citation  published  three 
times  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  the  seat  of  government  of  the 
State  in  which  he  last  resided,  and  also  in  some  newspaper  printed 
at  the  seat  of  government  of  the  State  in  which  he  is  cited  to  ap- 
pear, at  least  six  months  before  the  day  of  appearance. 

Sec.  18.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  of  Ministers,  where  the 
party  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  appear,  sentence  of  suspen- 
sion shall  be  passed  for  contumacy:  which  sentence  shall  continue  in 
force  until  the  party  consents  to  a  regular  trial. 

CANON  V. 

OP   VACANT  PARISHES. 

It  shall  be  the  business  of  the  Bishop,  and,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  when  informed  by  the  Vestry  of  either 
of  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese,  that  such  Church  is  not  provided 
with  a  Minister,  (in  which  information,  the  means  which  the  Church 
has  for  supporting  a  Minister,  shall  be  stated,)  diligently  to  inquire 
for  and  recommend  to  the  Vestry  giving  such  information,  a  proper 
person  to  offieiate  in  the  said  Church  ;  and  they  shall  report  to  the 
Convention,  at  each  annual  meeting,  what  information  of  vacancies 
diey  have  received,  and  their  proceedings  thereon. 

CANON  VI. 

OF  RESIGNATION  OF  A  PARISH. 

Whenever  any  Minister,  having  charge  of  a  Church  or  Parish  in 
this  Diocese^  shall  resign  such  Church  or  Parish,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
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of  the  Secretary  of  said  Gharch,  and,  if  there  be  no  Seoretaryy  then 
of  the  Wardens,  and  if  there  be  neither  Secretary  nor  Wardens, 
then  of  the  Vestry,  to  communicate,  in  writing,  forthwith  to  the 
Bishop,  if  there  be  a  Bishop,  and  if  not,  to  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese,  the  fact  of  such  resignation. 

CANON  vn. 

OF  TH£  ELEOTION  OF  BISHOPS. 

In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  vote  separ 
rately,  (the  Clergy  individually,  and  the  Laity  by  Congregations,) 
and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  order  shall  be  necessary 
to  constitute  a  decision. 

CANON  vm. 

OF  D£L£0AT£8  TO  TH£  GENERAL  CONVENTION. 

The  Convention,  at  the  session  immediately  preceding  the  regular 
session  of  each  General  Convention,  shall  elect  four  Clerical  and  four 
Lav  Delegates  to  the  next  ensuing  General  Convention.  And  these 
Delegates  shall  retain  their  office,  until  their  successors  are  elected.

OF    PAROCHIAL   REPORTS. 

In  order  to  secure  more  effectually  an  accurate  view  of  the  state 
of  the  Church,  it  is  hereby  made  obligatory  on  every  Parish  Minister 
to  conform  his  Parochial  Report  to  the  following  form,  and  his  failure 
to  comply  therewith  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclu- 
sion of  such  Report  from  the  pi^^  of  the  Journal  of  the  Conven- 
tion ;

CANON  X, 


OF    FINANCS. 

Section  1.  A  Committee  of  Finance,  consisting  of  fiye,  (a  mv 
jority  of  whom  shall  be  Laymen,)  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session 
of  the  Convention,  to  assess  the  amount  to  be  contributed  by  each 
Parish,  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  to  the  contingent  fund 
of  the  Conyention,  and  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  of  a 
financial  character. 

Ssc.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall,  at  least  one  month  previous  to  the 
meeting  of  eyery  stated  Convention,  call  upon  each  Vestry,  to  send 
the  latter  amount,  including  arrearages,  if  there  be  any,  by  the 
hands  of  the  Delegates  to  the  Conyention. 

CANON  XI. 

OF  TH£  MODE  OF  ORQANIZINQ  THE  CONVENTION. 

When  the  day  appointed  for  the  assembling  of  the  Conyention  has 
arrived,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if  he  be  present,  or,  in  his  ah- 
sence  or  inability,  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or,  in 
his  absence,  any  Presbyter,  on  motion,  shall  take  the  chair,  and  call 
the  Convention  to  order ;  and  the  Secretary  of  the  last  Conyention, 
or,  in  his  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or,  in 
his  absence,  any  clerical  or  lay  member  named  by  the  presiding  offi- 
cer, shall  be,  pro  tern..  Secretary  of  the  Conyention.  The  list  of 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  furnished  by  the  Bishop, 
or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
shall  next  be  read ;  the  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  shall  then  be 
laid  on  the  Secretary's  table,  and  referred  to  a  Committee,  consisting 
of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
report  on  the  same.  If  it  shall  appear  that  a  constitutional  quo- 
rum is  present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  the  Convention 
ready  for  business. 

CANON  XII. 

OF  SZPEN8B8  IN  ATTENDING  CONVENTION. 

Every  Parish  shall  provide  for  the  expenses  of  its  Bector,  whilst 
attending  the  Convention^  and  going  to  and  from  the  same. 
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CANON  xm. 

OF  CONYOCATIONB. 

SionoN  1.  CoDYOcations  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places 
98,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  interests  of  the  Chnrch  require. 

Sec.  2.  The  Bishop  shall  notify  as  many  of  the  Clergy  as  he 
deems  necessary,  not  less  than  four,  to  meet  him  in  Convocation  at 
the  time  and  place  anpointed ;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  Ministers  notified,  to  attend  such  meeting;  Fnovided,  That 
nothing  in  the  foregoing  shall  prevent  any  three  or  more  Presbyters 
from  assembling  in  Convocation,  by  the  appointment,  and  with  the 
consent,  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  given  in  writing,  and  public 
notice  given  thereof,  one  month  prior  to  such  assembling.  Frovidedf 
aho,  That  in  the  event  of  the  Bishop's  inability  to  attend,  the  Se- 
nior Presbyter  (by  Ordination)  present,  shall  bo  the  presiding  officer 
at  such  Convocation. 

Sec.  8.  The  Holy  Communion  shall  be  administered  on  Convo- 
cation Sunday,  and  a  Convocation  sermon  shall  then  be  preached  by 
the  Bishop,  or  by  some  Presbyter  by  him  appointed  as  a  substitute. 
After  sermon,  a  collection  shall  be  token  up  for  Diocesau  Missions. 

Sec.  4.     The  expenses  of  the  Ministers  attending  the  Convoca 
tion,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Society  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  for  Diffusing  Christian  Knowledge  in  the  Diocese 
of  Mississippi. 

Sec.  5.  Such  person  or  persons  as  shall  be  licensed  to  sell  and 
distribute  books  by  the  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
for  Diffusing  Christian  Knowledge  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  notified, 
by  the  Bishop,  of  the  meetings  of  the  Convocation,  and  requested  I 

to  attend  witn  books  and  tracts  for  sale  and  distribution.  I 

CANON  XIV. 

OP  TBtJSTEES  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  FUND.  | 

Section  1 .     The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  three  responsi-  i 

ble  Trustees,  who  shall  hold  office  until  the  election  of  their  succes- 
sors,  to  take  charge  of  and  manage,  under  the  direction  of  the  Con-  { 

vention,  the  Episcopal  fund.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  Trustees  i 

to  invest  said  fund,  collect  the  annual  interest  due  thereon,  and  pay 
the  same,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Bishop.  When  a  vacancy  occurs 
by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  Diocese,  it  shall  be  filled 
by  the  next  Diocesan  Convention — ^the  remaining  Trustees  to  have 
full  power  to  act  until  the  vacancy  be  filled. 

Sec.  2.  All  bonds,  notes,  or  other  moneys,  due  on  account  of 
said  fund,  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  Trustees  of  the  EpiscqMl 
Fund  for  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  or  their  successors  in  office 
All  bonds  or  notes  now  payable  to  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be 
transferred  to  said  Trustees. 
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8io.  3.  Said  Tnutees  shall  loan  out  tbe  principal  of  said  fund 
in  tbeir  bands,  for  sacb  time  as  thej  deem  besti  toJdng  the  bonds  or 
notes  for  the  repayment  of  the  pnneipal  at  the  stipulated  period, 
and  also  for  the  annual  payment  of  the  interest.  No  loan,  however, 
■hall  be  made  by  said  Trustees,  unless  the  same  be  secured  by  two 
responsible  sureties,  and  by  deed  of  trust  on  jxnencumbered  property, 
the  cash  value  of  which  shall  be  at  least  double  the  amount  of  the 
sum  loaned.  Said  deed  of  trust  shall  contain  a  clause  authorising  the 
Trustees  to  sell  the  property,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary,  when- 
cTer  there  is  a  default  in  payment  of  cither  principal  or  interest. 

Skc.  4.  Said  Trustees  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  in- 
vest part  of  said  fund,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  in  the 
purchase  of  a  permanent  Episcopal  residence.  And  they  may,  if 
the  money  is  not  collected  in  notes  in  their  hands,  borrow  such  sum  as 
may  be  necessary,  and  mortgage  the  property  purchased  for  its  re- 
payment. The  property  shsdl  oe  purchased  in  their  name,  as  Trus- 
tees for  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Missis- 
sippi. 

Sec.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  report  to  each  Convention  the  amount  of 
money,  notes,  bonds,  or  other  property,  received  by  them,  and  from 
whom,  the  amount  paid  out,  &».,  so  that  an  accurate  account  of  the 
state  of  the  fund  may  be  always  before  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  Said  Trustees  may  receive  bonds,  the  principal  of  which 
may  be  made  payable  at  such  time  as  said  Trustees  may  deem  advi- 
sable :  Provided,  however,  that  the  interest  at  six  per  cent,  shall  be 
payable  annually :  Frovidedy  Juriher,  that  when  Uie  money  is  paid 
on  said  bonds,  the  Trustees  shall  be  bound  to  loan  it  to  the  person 
who  paid  it,  if  he  should  desire  it.  In  such  case,  the  money  shall 
be  loaned  at  le^  interest,  and  shall  be  secured,  as  heretofore  provi* 
ded  for  in  Section  3. 

CANON  XV. 

or  OENERAL  TRUSTESS  OF  THE  CHVnCH. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  shall  be  the  Qenend  Trus- 
tees of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Mississippi,  and  as  such, 
are  authorized  to  receive,  by  will,  deed,  or  otherwise,  for  the  use  of 
the  Church,  such  property  and  money  as  may  be  given  to  it  by 
any  person  or  persons. 

CANON  XVI. 

OF  OFFERINGS  FOR  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

Besides  individual  contributions  for  Missions  or  other  purposes,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  of  every  Parish,  to  collect,  twice  a 
year,  the  offerings  of  the  Parish  for  Diocesan  Missions,  to-wit :  on 
the  second  Sunday  of  April,  and  the  second  Sunday  of  October ; 
and  if,  from  any  cause,  the  offerings  are  not  colleoted  on  said  days, 
they  shall  be  collected  on  some  subsequent  Sunday.

OF  ATTENDANCE  ON  OONVSNTIOM. 

Every  Clergyman,  entitled  to  <•  seat  in  the  Convention,  shall,  in 
case  of  his  inability  or  failure  to  attend,  communioate,  in  writing, 
his  reasons  therefor  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  session  of  the  Convention, 
or  in  one  month  thereafter. 

Form  fbr  the  Organization  of  Vew  Parishes.

'      DIOCESE  OP  MISSISSIPPI. 

Abtici«b  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Socuett  of  the  Pro- 
testant Episcopal  Church  for  Diffusing  Christian  Knowiedqr 
in  the  diocesb  of  mississippi. 

Art.  II.  All  Clergymen,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diooese,  shall 
be,  ex  offieiOf  members  of  the  Society,  and  ^ch  Laymen  as  shall  pay 
the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Art.  in.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  Bishop  as  Presi- 
dent; a  first,  second  and  thirds  Vice  President;  a  Secretary  or  General 
Agent,  and  a  Treasurer.  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  Society  shall  elect  from  the  Presbyters,  a  President.  The  Vice 
Presidents,  according  to  their  numerical  order,  shall,  in  the  absence, 
or  by  request  of  the  President,  perform  the  duties  of  President. 

Art.  IV.  A  committee  of  five,  to  be  annually  elected,  shall  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Managers.  The  Secretary  of  the  Society  shall  be, 
ex  officio,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  A  majority  of  the 
Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business.  They  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  by-lailhs  as  they  deem  necessary. 

Art.  V.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  establish  a  Diocesan  Depos- 
itory, and  such  branches  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  They  shall 
distnbute  the  Bible,  the  Prayer  Book,  and  such  i^ligious  Tracts  and 
other  works,  only,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Bishop,  or  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Any  person  desirous  to  sell  or  distribute  such  books  in 
the  Diocese  by  authority  of  the  Church,  may  be  licensed  to  do  so  by 
the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor 
out  of  ^e  Society  funds. 

Art.  VI.  Missionaries  employed  by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  allowed 
such  salaries  as  he  may  direct,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Soeiety.  The  President  shall  report  to  the  Convention,  the  number 
of  Mi^onaries  aided  by  it — ^their  different  stations  or  employments — 
the  sums  paid  to  each — what  person  has  been  employed  to  sell  books, 
and  the  number  of  tracts  and  books  distributed.  The  person  em- 
ployed to  sell  books  shall  report  to  the  Convention,  the  amount  of 
Dodu  sold  and  distributed  by  him  during  the  year.  Said  Managers 
shall,  from  the  funds  of  the  Society,  aid  in  the  education  of  such 
youths  of  piety  as  are  recommended  by  the  Bishop,  and  in  general 
shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  execute  such  measures  as  they  may 
deem  proper  to  further  tne  objects  of  this  Society.  When  the  EpiE- 
copate  is  vacant,  the  Standing^  Committee  shall  have  the  powers  oon« 
fiaed  by  this  Article  to  the  Bishop. 
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AiLT.  yn.  It  shall  be  the  dntjr  of  the  Sooiety  to  aid  a&d  aanat 
owners  of  plantations  who  are  desirous  to  give  religions  instmction 
to  their  slaves^  and  to  give  information  of  such  persons  to  the  Bishopi 
in  order  that  he  may  provide  suitable  Missionaries  to  organise  Par- 
ishes on  said  plantations. 

Art.  YIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  the  funds 
of  the  Society — ^keep  a  list  of  the  Missionaries  paid  or  assisted  by 
the  Society,  and  the  amount  allowed  to  each.  The  funds  in  his 
hands  shall  only  be  paid  out  by  order  of  the  Managers  or  of  the 
President.  He  shall  report,  at  each  anniversary  meeting,  the  state 
of  the  Society's  funds — ^its  property — and  present  his  accounts  for 
examination  and  settlement. 

Abt.  IX.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  Record  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  a  well-bound  book.  He  shall,  by  vir- 
tue of  his  office,  conduct  the  correspondence,  and  perform  such  other 
aets  as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct.  He  shall  copy  this 
Constitution  on  the  Minutes  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Abt.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place  where  the 
Diocesan  Convention  is  held,  on  the  second  day  of  the  Convention. 
(Such  of  the  clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  Society  as  may  be  pre- 
sent, shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  President  and  Vice  Presidents,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall  be 
elected.)  A  suitable  sermon  shall  be  preached  during  the  Conven- 
tion, or  upon  such  day  as  shall  be  selected  by  the  Bishop,  either  by 
the  Bishop,  or  by  some  Clergyman  appointed  by  him.  After  sermon, 
a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  for  the  use  of  the  Society. 

Art.  XI.  An  election  of  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  made  at 
such  anniversary  meeting;  and  in  case  of  a  failure  to  elect,  then  the 
old  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  an  election  be  held. 

Art.  XII.  Every  member,  except  Clergymen,  shall  pay  at  the 
time  of  subscription,  and  annually  thereafter,  on  the  fost  day  of 
January,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  the  Hector  of  his  IVirish,  or  to 
such  other  person  as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  the  same. 

By  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  any  one  may  become  a  life  mem- 
ber of  the  Society,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  annual  assessment 
thereafter. 

Art.  XIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
donations  which  may  be  made  to  the  Society,  and  cause  a  faithful 
record  of  the  same  to  be  kept,  stating  the  name  of  the  donor  and 
the  amount  of  the  benefaction. 

Art.  XIY.  A  notice  of  the  Society,  its  object,  terms  of  member- 
ship, and  request  for  such  donations  as  the  pious  and  liberal  are  dis- 
posed to  make,  shall  be  inserted  as  a  standing  advertisement  in  such 
papers  published  in  the  Diocese,  afi  are  disposed  to  insert  the  same 
without  charge. 
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Ak.  XV.  It  shaU  be  the  duty  of  e^h  Miniater  of  thia  Dioeeflo 
to  publicly  bring  the  objects  of  tbis  Society  annually  before  bis 
Pftiishy  and  request  the  friends  of  religion  to  co-operate  with  him  in 
proeuxing  members  and  donations.  He  shall  also  report  qnartorly 
to  the  Seoretaiy  the  names  of  the  members^  and  the  amounts  received 
by  him,  &nd  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  annually. 

Art.  XVI.  The  President  may  convene  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  any  time  he  thinks  proper. 

Abt.  XVn.  The  Society  being  intended  to  assist,  but  not  in  any 
d^ree  to  interfere  with  the  authority  of  the  Church,  it  is  hereby 
deolared,  that  whatever  is  done  by  the  Society,  shall  be  done  in  suh- 
ordination  io  the  authority  of  the  Church,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

Abt.  XYin.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
beiB  present,  and  shall  be  published,  together  with  the  annual  pro- 
eeedingp  of  the  Society,  with  the  Joumids  of  the  Convention.)

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  the  meeting  of 
the  Thirtieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  the  Right  Reverend 
William  Mbbgsr  Qbeen,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
called  the  Convention  to  order  at  half-past  ten  o'clock,  A.  M., 
and  opened  it  with  prayer. 

The  roll  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention, 
as  famished  by  tixe  Bishop,  was  then  called  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  last  Convention,  and  the  following  Clergy  were  found 
to  Be  present:

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4. — When  aujr  m«tnt>«f  is  about  to  speak  or  delW  any  mattdf  to 
the  Cimvention,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  cmfining  himself  strictly  to  tbe  point  in  debate. 

5.~No  member  shall  spnak  moro  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
withoat  leave  of  the  Convention. 

6.— While  the  President  is  putfinjQr  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  atitl  shall  not  UoUi  nuy  privHte  diseourae. 

7.  Every  member,  who  sha  I  he  in  the  0>*iiveiiti<in  when  MPy  question 
u  put  shall,  on  division,  b«-  count  d.  un  ens  he  be  personHlly  inter- 
e^te  I  in  the  discu^ion. 

8.  No  moiion  shall  be  considered*  as  before  the  C>nv<'ntion,  unless 
seconded,  and,  when  requred,  reduced  to  wiitin^. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  mntion  >h  di  be  le* 
ceived,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  ceruin 
time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  ame  d  it,  or  to 
divide  it— and  motions  for  any  of  tbe^e  purposes  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the 
table  and  to  ailjourn,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion 
to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

10  —All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  tbe  President,  unless  other- 
wise ordered. 

11.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall  keep 
his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

12. — ^The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  not  appear  upon 
the  Minutes  of  this  Convention. 

IS. — ^The  Reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall  be 
received,  of  course,  and  without  motion,  unless  re-committed  by 
vote  of  the  Convention.  All  Reports  recommending  or  reouiring 
any  action  or  expression  of  opmiun  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  resolution  for  tbe  action  of  the  Convention  therein. 

14. — If  the  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct  propositions, 
the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and  a 
vote  taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert, 
shall  be  indivisible. 

15. — All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without 
debate ;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision ;  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  ex- 
press leave  of  the  Convention. 

16.— All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration, 
a  motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made ;  no  after  amendment 
to  such  second  amendment,  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amend- 
ment to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  to  the 
whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  differ- 
ent from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  received  under  color  of 
a  subetitute.

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  yesterday  were  read  and 
approved. 

The  Committee  on  Credentials  reported  an  additional  list  of 
Lay  Delegates,  as  correct,  which  report  was  received  and 
agreed  to.

The  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
laid  on  the  table  of  the  Convention,  the  minutes  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  that  Committee  ibr  the  past  year. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Convention  then  read  Parochial  Be* 
ports  from  several  of  the  Parishes,  which  were  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church. 

The  Right  Eeverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  then  read 
his  Journal  and  Address: 

BISHOP'S  JOURNAL  AND  ADDEESS. 

Brethren  of  the  Cleeov  and  Laitt — God's  sparing  mercy  once 
more  permits  us  to  assemble  in  His  name,  and  to  consult  for  the  ffood 
of  His  Church.  Whilst  toe  have  been  spared,  hundreds  have  &llen 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  our  Zion,  who  were  no  less 
earnestly  engaged  for  Christ  than  ourselves.  Why  we  have  been 
spared  is,  that  we  may  redouble  our  diligence,  and  win  a  brighter 
crown. 

I  know  not  how  you  all  feel,  bretliren,  on  the  occasion  of  these,  our 
Annual  Conventions ;  but  to  your  Bishop,  they  always  seem  as  a  lesser 
Judgment  day,  or  a  season  in  which,  whilst  accounting  before  the 
Church  the  labors  of  the  year,  we  should  strictly  judge  ourselves  in 
anticipation  of  our  final  settlement  with  God.  Under  this  solemn 
feeling  I  now,  as  in  duty  bound,  lay  before  you  a  statement  of  my 
poor  labors  for  the  last  Conventional  year. 

May  19, 1855. — During  the  Session  of  the  Convention,  I  confirmed 
^rM  persons. 

May  26. — In  St,  Andrew\s  Church,  Jackson,  confirmed  one  person* 

Sunday,  27. — Assisted  in  the  services  of  St  Andrew's  Church, 
Jackson. 

Monday,  28.— Visited  Mt  Alban  and  preached  to  a  small  congre- 
gation in  the  Baptist  Church.    In  the  evening  baptised  om  adult. 
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Wtdniuday,  80.— Preached  at  Oakland  C9iii?ch,  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Rev.  Mr.  Fox. 

Sunday,  June  3. — Being  Trinity  Sunday,  preached  in  St  Andrew's 
Church,  Jackson,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  being  assist^ 
ed  by  Rev.  Mr.  Denniston.  In  the  afternoon,  baptized,  at  my  own  ren- 
dence,  tix  colored  children,  afler  making  an  address  to  their  parents 
on  the  nature  and  obligations  of  the  rite.  On  this  occasion  I  rejoiced 
not  only  in  the  privilege  of  dedicating  to  God  these  little  bond-ser* 
vantB  whom  he  bad  entrusted  to  me,  but  also  of  standing  surety  for 
them  in  those  solemn  engagements  imposed  upon  them  by  that  Sacra* 
ment.  In  this  holy  suretyship  I  was  joined  by  her,  to  whom,  equally 
with  myself  is  committed  the  spiritual,  as  well  as  temporal  welfare  of 
these  little  dependants. 

Monday,  June  4. — Went  to  Yicksburg  and  confirmed  two  persons. 

Thursday,  1. — Gave  Letters  Dimissory  to  Rev.  Wm.  Clotworthy, 
transferring  him  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Bishop  of  Down, 
Connor  and  Dromore,  Ireland. 

Friday,  8.—  Set  out  on  a  visitation  to  the  Gulf  Coast  and  inter- 
mediate places.  Reached  Gallatin  that  evening,  where  I  remained 
four  days,  doing  all  in  my  power,  by  visiting  and  otherwise,  to  make  the 
people  acquainted  with  the  Evangelical  doctrine  and  Apostolic  Orders 
of  our  Church.  I  was  joined  on  Saturday  evening  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Presbury,  who  has  for  nearly  two  years  officiated  at  tbis  place  once  a 
month.  On  Sunday  the  10th,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  in  a  neat  little 
Church  recently  erected  by  a  zealous  Christian  for  the  use  of  all  de- 
nominations. Mr.  Presbury  officiated  at  night  On  the  former  occa- 
sion, three  adults  and  three  children  were  baptized  by  Mr.  Presbury ; 
and  on  the  latter, /our  persons  were  confirmed.  The  next  day  Mr. 
Presbury  returned  home.  I  again  preached  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
evenings.  There  is  no  religious  organization  of  any  kind  in  this  place. 
A  fair  proportion  of  the  village  and  neighborhood  are  desirous  of 
Chureh  services.  A  little  more  nursing  care  would,  with  God^s  bless- 
ing,  rear  up  a  prosperous  little  congregation  in  this  region. 

Wednemay,  13.— By  the  kindness  of  Mr.  E.  B.  Taylor,  who  also 
accompanied  me,  I  passed  over  to  Mootieello,  thirty  miles  distant. 
This  was  my  first  acquaintance  with  this  place,  but  I  had,  for  more 
than  a  year,  been  desirous  of  visiting  it,  knowing,  as  I  did,  that  it 
contained  a  few  devoted  friends  of  the  Church.  I  spent  four  days 
here,  as  in  Gallatin,  making  the  acquaintance  of  the  worthy  citizens, 
and  officiating  publicly,  as  often  as  occasion  ofiered  itself.  I  preached 
on  Thursday  evening,  Saturday  evening,  and  on  Sunday  forenoon.  On 
the  latter  occMsiun,  two  persons  were  confirmed.  One  of  them  was 
re-baptized,  or  rather,  received  the  baptism  of  the  Church,  previous  to 
her  confirrantion.  I  have  to  acknowledge  much  kind  attention  at  the 
hMudM  of  this  people.  As  the  best  possible  return  which  I  can  make, 
I  will  do  ail  in  my  power  to  afiford  them  the  opportunity  of  enjoying 
(he  worship  and  uiinistrations  of  our  Church.     A  Cleig}man,  anen* 
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cumbered  with  a  family,  and  wQling  to  labor  for  Christ,  out  of  the 
glare  of  the  world,  but  amidst  a  worthy  and  kind-hearted  people, 
would  find  between  this  place  and  Oallatin,  enough  to  employ  his 
hands,  as  well  as  to  supply  his  reasonable  wants, 

Monday^  18. — I  rode  thirty  miles  to  Holmesville,  the  seat  of  justice 
of  Pike  county,  and  preached  that  night  in  the  Baptist  Church  kindly 
tendered  for  the  occasion.  This  was  the  first  time  that  a  minister  of 
our  Church,  of  any  degree,  had  visited  this  place. 

7«««2ay,  10. — Reached  Osyka,  the  present  termination  of  the  New 
Orleans  and  Ohio  Railroad.  As  I  afterwards  learned,  there  are  here 
two  or  three  Church  families  lately  removed  from  Louisiana.  Had  I 
known  it  at  the  time,  I  would  gladly  have  employed  my  three  hours 
stay  in  visiting  them.  In  the  i^temoon  I  took  the  railroad  for  New 
Orleans  on  my  way  to  the  Gulf  Coast 

Thursday,  21.— Arrived  at  Pas  Christian,  and  remained  until  the 
following  Monday  evening,  preaching  and  visiting  from  houoe  to  house. 
The  services  were  well  attended  on  Sunday  ;  but  I  was  grieved  to  see 
that  no  candidates  offered  themselves  for  confirmation.  In  the  after- 
noon I  preached  to  a  large  and  attentive  congregation  of  colored 
people. 

The  school  of  the  Rector  is  in  a  highly  and  deservedly  prosperous 
condition ;  so  much  so  as  to  make  it  expedient  in  his  view,  as  well  as 
that  of  the  congregation,  that  the  charge  of  the  Parish  should  be 
placed  in  the  hands  of  some  one  at  liberty  to  give  it  an  undivided 
attention. 

On  Monday  afternoon  (the  2ijth)  I  baptized,  in  private,  (wo  chil- 
dren not  belonging  to  the  Parish.  One  of  them  was  of  too  tender 
an  age  to  be  carried  to  the  Church. 

Tuesday  and  Wednesday,  26,  27 — Were  spent  in  Shieldsborough, 
(or  Bay  of  St.  Louis.)  After  visiting  all  the  friends  of  the  Church,  I 
preached  on  Wednesday  at  11  o'clock,  A.  M.,  in  a  room  that  had,  until 
very  lately,  been  used  as  a  confectionery  and  oyster  house.  The  pro- 
prietor not  only  kindly  granted  the  use  of  it,  but  helped  to  put  it  in 
such  order  as  to  make  it  a  very  pleasant  and  commodious  place  of 
assembling.  The  house  was  well  filled,  and  the  congregation  seriously 
attentive,  I  was  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Kev.  0.  F.  Rotten- 
stein,  of  the  Church  of  the  Annunciation,  New  Orleans.  At  the 
close  of  the  services,  I  received  two  children  into  the  fold  of  Christ  by 
baptism.  The  friends  of  the  Church  are  few  in  number  at  this  place. 
Indeed  there  are  here  but  few  Protestants  of  any  name.  The  town 
was  originally  settled  by  French  Romanists,  who  still  constitute  the  far 
larger  portion  of  its  population.  I  left  with  our  friends  the  encour- 
aging assurance  that  I  would  very  soon  send  them  a  Clergyman  who 
would  give  them  a  third  or  fourth  of  his  labors. 

My  next  visit  was  to  Mississippi  City  and  Ilandsborough.  At  the 
latter  pluce  I  preached  on  Friday,  the  29^A.  A  part  of  Siat  day  and 
the  next  was  spent  in  visiting  a  few  families  in  those  places,  and  along 
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lies  from  the  neighboring  cities  and  up-country,  to  make  this  either 
a  place  of  sojourn  for  the  summer,  or  a  permanent  residence.  Among 
them  are  some  already  in  connexion  with  the  Church,  as  well  as  others 
kindly  disposed  to  its  interests.  And  as  this  number  is  annually  in- 
creasing, it  becomes  a  matter  of  duty  to  supply  them  as  well  as  may 
be,  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  To  this  end,  the  Rev. 
Charles  Whitall,  late  of  New  Orleans,  has  just  been  engaged  to  take 
under  his  charge  this  place,  together  with  Shieldsborough  and  BiloxL 
He  will  enter  upon  his  duties  within  a  few  days.  I  here  thankfully 
acknowledge  the  gift  of  a  very  handsome  Church  lot,  at  the  hands  of 
Dr.  Wm.  H.  Teagarden.  It  lies  immediately  on  the  bay,  and  will  afford 
sufficient  room  for  a  Rectory  when  needed.  It  is  not  more  than  three 
hundred  yards  from  the  Court-house,  and  but  little  faith er  and  equi- 
distant between  the  extensive  and  commodious  establishments  of  Dt, 
Teagarden  and  of  Mr.  Wm.  Barnes.  A  deed  was  obtained  for  the 
ground,  and  properly  executed  and  recorded.  I  have  since  learned 
that  Mr.  Barnes  has  very  liberally  offered  to  contribute  $500  towards 
the  erection  of  a  Church. 

Saturday^  30. — Reached  Biloxi  in  the  afteruoon,  expecting  to  preach 
at  night,  but  found  that  no  notice  had  been  given  of  my  coming. 
Next  day,  Sunday,  1st  of  July,  the  rain  commenced  falling  heavily  at 
6  o'clock,  and  continued  with  slight  intermissions  throughout  the  day. 
After  almost  wading  to  the  place  where' our  services  were  to  be  held, 
I  found  five  persons  assembled,  three  of  them  boys.  During  the  ser- 
vices four  more  boys  were  added  to  the  number.  Wishing  to  adopt 
the  occasion  to  the  edification  of  such  as  were  present,  1  used  the 
parts  of  our  Morning  Service,  most  suited  to  that  end,  and  preached  a 
short  unwritten  discourse.  Being  unwilling  to  disappoint  many  who 
I  was  sure  would  have  been  present  but  for  tlie  heavy  and  repeated 
showers,  I  promised,  before  we  closed,  to  give  them  furUier  services  on 
Tuesday  at  11  A.  M.  I  had  made  an  appointment  to  officiate  this 
afternoon  at  Ocean  Springs,  three  miles  distant  across  the  mouth  of 
the  bay,  but  was  compelled  to  forego  it  on  account  of  the  wind  and 
rain,  which  made  it  unsafe  to  attempt  crossing  in  an  open  boat  On 
Tuesday,  the  2d  July,  I  preached  to  a  small  congregation.  That  it 
was  not  larger  in  number  was  owing,  as  I  afterwards  ascertained,  to 
the  insufficient  notice  that  had  been  given.  On  the  same  evening  I 
baptized,  at  the  residence  of  my  kind  hostess,  Mrs.  Nixon,  two  of  her 
daughters,  (adults,)  and  tvfo  of  her  grand-children,  (infants.)  I  found 
the  congregation  at  this  place,  in  a  measure,  scattered  and  disheart- 
ened. The  death  of  their  first  Pastor,  the  Rev,  J.  Lloyd  Johnson, 
just  as  he  was  entering  on  his  labors,  and  the  want  of  all  ministrations 
*  for  nearly  twelve  months,  have  been  \erj  trying  to  them.  It  was, 
therefore,  joyful  intelligence  to  them  that  another  Pastor  suited  to 
their  wants,  would  soon  take  them  in  charge. 

Saturday^  July  7. — I  returned  home  after  a  little  more  than  four 
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weeks  abeencd.    The  neit  day  I  asdated  tlie  ftector  of  St,  Andrew'i 
in  the  services  of  the  eveniDg. 

July  9. — Received  from  the  Bishop  of  Kentucky  the  acknowledge- 
ment of  the  receipt  of  the  '*  Letters  Dimissorv ''  of  Bev.  Fred.  W. 
Boyd. 
July  10. — I  appointed  Geo.  Stewart  Lay  Reader  at  Early  Grove. 
July  11.  — Appointed  Rev.  Sam.  J.  Hay  ward,  now  ministering  at 
Grenada  and  Coffeeville,  to  be  General  Missionary  for  the  Northern 
section  of  the  Diocese. 

Sunday^  15. — Preached  in  the  forenoon  at  Raymond,  and  at  night 
at  Cooper's  Well 

Sunday^  22.— Preached  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Corbyn  in  the  forenoon, 
and  assbted  in  the  services  at  night. 
Sunday^  22. — ^Attended  services  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson. 
Sunday f  August  5. — Preached  at  Cooper's  Well  both  forenoon  and 
evening. 

Sunday^  12.— I  was,  by  appointment,  to  preach  at  Bolton's  Depot, 
but  on  reaching  the  place  the  day  preceding,  I  found  that  the  inter- 
ment of  an  interesting  youth,  who  had  died  that  day,  would  take 
place  the  next  morning  in  the  neighborhood,  at  the  hour  appointed 
tor  my  services*  I  therefore  withdrew  my  appointment,  in  order  to 
give  to  all  an  opportunity  of  attending  the  funeral.  After  promising 
to  make  another  appointment,  at  my  earliest  convenience,  I  returned 
home  the  same  evening,  and  assisted  the  next  day  in  the  Services  at 
St  Andrew's, 

Sunday^  19. — Officiated  again  at  Cooper's  Well,  at  11  A  M.,  to  a 
congregation  larger,  and  more  seriouslv  attentive,  than  usual.  At  1i 
P.  M.,  1  preached  in  St  Mark's  Church,  Raymond,  and  confirmed  one 
person. 

Thursday^  23.— At  the  request  of  Rev.  Mr.  Corbyn,  I  confirmed  an 
afflicted  member  of  his  flock,  and  administered  to  her  the  Holy  Com- 
munion* 

Friday^  24. — Took  the  stage  for  Canton,  to  which  place  a  Convo- 
cation of  the  neighboring  Clergy  had  been  called  for  the  three  follow- 
ing days.  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Corbyn,  Weller  and  Damua,  accompanied 
me.  And  we  were  met  the  next  morning  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Hal- 
sted,  Oaanne  and  Scott  besides  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sanson,  Rector  of  the 
Parish.  There  was  Divine  Service  and  a  Sermon  twice  on  Friday  and 
Saturday,  and  three  times  on  Sunday.  On  Saturday  two  adults  were 
baptised,  and  Jive  were  confirmed  on  Sunday.  It  was  a  gratifying 
light  to  see  these  persons  immediately  after  professing  themtsalves  the 
servants  of  Christ  obey  with  thankfulness,  the  solemn  command : 
**Do  this  in  remembrance  of  me." 

This  assembly  of  the  brethren  proved  a  delightful  and  encouraging 
■eason  to  both  Clergy  and  Laity.  The  various  services  were  weU  at- 
tended, notwithstanding  the  absence  firom  the  Parish  of  several  of  ita 
Aunilies,   And  the  aenea  of  discourse  deliyered  were  well  calonlated, 
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vnik  the  bleasiti^  of  (}od,  to  t>eget  a  becoming  i^rioitttiefes  in  erery 
thoughtless  and  worldly  bearer,  as  well  as  to  confirm  the  members  of 
Christ's  flock  in  the  doctrine  and  fellowship  of  the  One,  CHtholic  and 
Apostolic  Church.  It  is  truly  grateful  to  roe  to  witness  the  steady,  I 
might  almost  say,  rapid  growth  of  this  Parish  under  its  present  ju- 
dicious and  zealous  Rector.  A  comparison  of  the  present  condition 
of  this  congregation,  with  what  it  presented  three  years  airo,  would, 
wherever  it  is  known,  read  a  lesson  of  encouragement  to  every  one 
disposed  to  sink  under  discouragements,  or  to  ''  despise  the  day  of 
small  things." 

Sunday,  August  2. — I  fulfilled  mv  appointment  at  Bolton's  Depot 
Through  the  kindness  of  the  clerk,  the  cotUm  shed  had  b  en  so  pre- 
pared by  temporary  fixtures,  as  to  make  it  quite  a  pleasant  and  com- 
fortable place  of  worship.  I  preached,  and  was  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Weller  in  the  services.  The  congregation  was  not  large,  owing  to 
there  beincr  two  protracted  meetings  then  going  on  in  the  neighbor- 
hood. A  sufficient  degree  of  interest  and  attention,  however,  was 
shown  to  induce  me  to  make  another  appointment  for  that  place  on 
the  16th. 

Sunday,  9.-* Assisted  the  Rector  of  St  Andrew's  in  the  services  of 
the  morning,  and  in  the  afternoon  preached  at  a  small  school-house 
five  miles  distant  in  the  country.  The  congregation,  composed  equaUy 
of  whites  and  blacks,  was  very  attentive  and  serious.  The  order  of 
worship  was,  of  necessity,  adapted  to  the  occasion,  as  there  were  but 
two  persons  present  prepared  to  take  any  part  in  the  services  of  the 
day.  This  was  one  of  those  occasions  on  which,  as  I  conceive,  there 
may  be  an  abridgement  and  judicious  adaptetion  of  the  usual  order 
of  Public  Prayer,  without  the  introduction,  however,  of  any  thing  ex- 
temporaneous, or  supposedly  more  for  edification  or  devotion. 

Before  leaving  the  place  I  promised  to  preach  for  them  again,  as 
soon  as  my  other  engagements  would  permit 

Sunday,  16.— I  again  officiated  at  Bolton's  Depot  The  day  was 
pleasant,  and  I  found,  on  my  arrival,  quite  a  large  congregation  of 
olacks,  as  well  as  whites,  comfortably  seated  under  the  otton  shed. 
The  rude  extempore  seats  were  covered  with  clean  cotton  ba^ng ;  and 
a  triple  tier  of  bales  at  the  further  end  formed  a  very  g^xl  sort  of 

Fdlery  for  the  accommodation  of  the  wandering  but  attentive  blacks. 
was  again  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Weller ;  and  was 
pleased  to  hear  a  number  joining  in  the  responses.  Soon  afler  mv  last 
visit  a  subscription  was  set  on  foot  for  building  a  Church  at  this  place ; 
but  I  was  disappointed  at  learning  that  it  was  contemplated  to  make 
it  what  is  called  a  Free  or  Union  Church.  Places  of  worship  built  on 
this  plan,  viz :  with  the  view  of  accommodating  all  modes  of  faith, 
and  of  uniting  different  denominations,  have  seldom,  if  ever,  succeeded 
in  their  object  They  much  more  frequently  prove  a  bone  of  conten* 
tion,  or  an  occasion  of  strife  in  hitherto  peaceful  neighborhoods ;  and 
in  the  end  tibiey  M  into  decay,  and  become  the  resort  of  four-footed 
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UmilM  iiid  eCMptog  tliiiigi.  If  ueh  Utter  k  it  tot  ili«  tattotis  dttMoiii 
and  Beets,  if  they  tnll  differ  to  grieroofily  from  the  Charch  and  from' 
each  other,  to  condQct  their  respective  wor^ips  apart,  rather  than  to  en- 
dmnger  mntual  good  feeliog  by  any  attempts  at  union  Xkpon  fidse 
grouads.  On  Sunday  night  I  baptized,  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Kossman, 
ens  of  his  female  slaves,  who  was  drawing  near  her  end,  but  with 
ere^  appearance  of  a  willingness  to  meet  her  God,  upon  the  ground 
of  His  mercy  through  Jesus  Christ 

Sunday^  28.— I  preached  at  Oakland  Church,  a  Methodist  place  of 
worship  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox,  Warren  county.  Al« 
though  there  were  several  denominational  places  of  worship  open 
on  that  c*ay,  within  a  distance  of  a  few  miles,  the  h(»use  was  pretty 
well  filled.  A  large  portion  were  members  of  Christ  Church  congre- 
gation, Vicksbui^,  who  had  sought  in  that  healthy  region  a  refuge 
uom  the  prevuling  epidemic  1  was  grieved  to  find  that  since  my  liui 
Tint,  not  a  single  step  had  been  taken  by  the  friends  of  the  Chureh 
In  this  neighborhood,  towards  erecting  for  themselves  a  place  of  wor* 
ahip.  There  is  abundant  ability  among  them  to  build  forthwith  a 
Church  commeuAUtate  with  their  wants.  All  that  is  needed,  u  for 
some  one  individual,  whether  man  or  woman,  to  take  the  thing  in  hand 
and  resolve  that  with  Ood*s  help  it  shall  be  done.  Alas !  how  often 
have  many  such  well-intended  enterprises  fallen  to  the  ground,  or  re- 
sulted in  nothing  but  vain  words  and  idle  wishes,  merely  for  the  want 
of  a  single  noble,  unsullied  and  devoted  bpirit  to  begin  the  wori. 
And  how  seldom  do  such  spirited  beginnings  fail  to  attain  their  end.  If 
undertaken  in  God's  name,  with  an  bumble  reliance  on  His  help,  and 
with  a  single  view  to  His  glory,  He  will  work  with  them.  And  who 
can  withutand  Qod  f  All  unnecessaiy  delay  or  backwardness  in  be- 
ffinning  such  works,  is  so  much  time  witbeld  from  the  ser^ce  of  our 
Slaster;  so  much  advantage  given  to  those  who  are  laboring  against 
ns,  and  so  much  opportunity  lost  in  doing  something  for  Qod. 

Sunday,  80. — Preached  in  the  College  of  St  Andrew,  being  aa- 
fliated  in  the  services  by  the  Rector,  tfie  Rev.  Mr.  Sweet  As^  this  was 
during  the  College  recess,  ihe  congregation  was  composed  chiefly  of  a 
few  neighboring  fismilies,  and  of  others  that  had  fled  to  this  pleasant 
and  healthy  retreat  from  the  epidemic 

By  an  appointment  I  was  to  preach  at  a  school-bouse  in  the  coun« 
tiy  at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  But  when  the  hour  arrived,  I  was 
prevented  from  leaving  home  by  the  extreme  illness  of  one  of  my 
fiunfly. 

2'hur9day,  October  4.— This  was  the  day  which  I  bad  appointed 
for  setting  out  on  my  visitation  to  the  Eastern  and  Northern  parts  of 
the  Diocese.  But  ue  very  hour  flxed  for  my  departure  foUnd  me 
oommitting  **  earth  to  earth,"  the  remains  of  my  son's  wife,  who  was 
to  me^  in  Uie  affection  that  I  bore  her,  all  that  a  daughter  could  poesi* 
blj  be.  About  the  same  time  it  was  announced  to  me  that  one  of  .iQy 
aesfanta  was  taken  down  with  the  fever,    finding  that  the  feipftil  epi* 
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k»A^  wliteli  W  Wn  10  totig  boteriog  Atottnd  tts,  liactai  tett^ 
tfgbted  tmoDg  nsr  household,  I  hesitated  no  longer  as  to  the  propriety 
of  rtnwviing  with  uiy  family  UDiil  the  dangt^r  was  over-past,  or  uiuil  an 
J^lwise  Provideooe  should  have  worked  Uis  will  with  me  aud  mine. 
AoDordioglfff  though  with  great  reluctance,  1  recalled  a  member  of 
py  earlier  opponeots;  hoping,  if  spared,  to  be  enabled  to  meet  the 
femaining  ana  larger  portion  of  them. 

October  7  atid  14. — These  two  Lord's  days  were  spent  in  the  bosom 

of  my  fismily.    Being  cut  off  by  the  prevailing  pestilence  from  attf  nd- 

ilig  the  worship  of  God,  both  at  the  Pari»h  Church  and  in  the  College 

^apel,  I  called  my  children  and  servants  around  me ;  and  in  the 

msrvappropriate  insimctions  ami  devotions  of  our  Lituigy,  we  offered 

to  tibe  Lord  of  the  Sabbath,  the  same  sacrifices  of  prayer  and  Uiaikka- 

givingi  that  we  would  have  siven  Uim  in  His  Temple.    The  beauty 

and  impressivenesB  of  our  Lituigicai  forms  are,  perhaps,  never  seen 

to  more  advanta^  than  when  thus  used  by  the  head  of  a  family  Le- 

«de  the  domestic  altar.     Whatever  may  he  wanting  of  the  Organ's 

Jiwdl,  the  fiill-toned  dioir,  and  the  varied  and  becoming  ornaments  of 

ihe  tempK  i*  AiUy  made  up,  on  such  occasions,  by  the  conscious 

praseooe  of  that  Spirit  of  love  that  unites  husband  and  wife,  pnrent 

and  child,  maater  and  servant»  in  the  bonds  of  Christian  affection. 

Would  that  such  worship  were  more  common  in  those  families  of  our 

Gommnnion  who  live  at  an  inconvenient  distance  from  the  House  of 

€fod^  or  who  may  be  temporarily  kept  at  home  by  unfavorable  weather, 

or  by  any  one  ci  those  occasional  domestic  hindrances  which  no  pro- 

daioe  or  foresight  can  a&roid. 

,  OetoUr  18.— This  was  a  sad  day  to  my  heart  It  began  by  my 
tranafeniog  out  of  my  beloved  Clergy,  the  Rev.  Willard  Presbuiy,  to 
a  neighbonuff  Diocese;  and  endedi  n  my  committing  the  body  of 
another  (the Jtey.  A>  D.  Gorbyn)  to  the  grave.  In  the  death  of  this 
worthy  Prisat^ter,  not  a  Diocese  only,  but  the  whole  Church,  has  cause 
to  Duoun^  As  a  sound  scholar,  an  orthodox  and  well  trained  theo- 
le^aOt'  an  instructive  preacher,  and  an  active  and  laborious  parish 
'  laiQist^,  hu  place  will  not  easily  be  supplied.  His  bereaved  flock, 
who  have  nom  day  to  day  listened  to  his  edifving  discourses,  and  seen 
hm  vitt^iW  from  house  to  houses  will  ever  hold  him  in  grateful  remem- 
l^ra^ oe*.  Jtod  the  poor,  the  sick,  and  the  afficted,  will  bless,  while  they 
fiyi^.the  memof^  of  him,  who^  without  waiting  to  be  sent  for,  sought 
tiiem  out  in  their  distress,  ministered  to  both  their  bodily  and  spiritual 
wiMiMb  ^4  m  the-  midst  of  a  fearful  pestilenoe  periled,  if  I  might  not

jptl .  Uttj  the  God  of  all  grace  and  consolation  ^  defend  and  pio»

tLai  period  the  ffoaU  had  made  a  dielter  of  its  TestiEule^  and  iBen^e 
and  dampneaa  had  reigned  within  its  widls.  The  ooQgreg^Uign  was 
■mall  iQ  number,  ioasmuch  as  many  families  hi^d  not  retnmed  tigi,  the 
city  ;  all  seemed  deeply  to  feel  the  gloom  which  the  fiktal  epidemic  had 
throwQ  around  the  Moose  of  God,  as  well  as  the  hearths  of  nisiny  <otf 
its  worshippers.  Not  oulv  was  the  Pastor  misdng  from  the  ritn^s 
side,  but  se^en  of  the  floes  that  were  accostomoi  to  come  at  hk  eaB, 
had  gone  with  him,  as  we  trust,  to  feed  beside  the  wateii  of  etenial 
life.  Among  these  victims  of  the  pestilence,  and  much  to  be  regretted^ 
was  Dr.  Grey  Skipwith,  an  active  member  of  the  restiy. 

Sunday,  Novemher  4. — I  again  ofiBdated  in  St  Andrew's  (SiutcIi, 
The  congregation  was  no  larger  than  on  the  previotis  Lord^  day;  as 
the  fear  of  the  epidemic  had  not  subsided. 

November  e. — I  set  out  on  my  Northern  visitation. 

Ncvember  8. — Afler  a  fatiguing  lide  of  two  days  and  night%  I 
reached  Holly  Springs,  and  spent  four  days  in  the  Parish.  Saturday 
loth,  I  preached  in  Christ  Uhurch,  assisted  in  the  services  by  Rev. 
Messrs.  Sill  and  Rogers. 

ISunday,  11. — I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  Messrs.  Barnard  and  ffil 
assisted  in  the  services,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At 
3  P.  M.,  I  made  an  address  to  the  Sunday  School,  but  had  not  time  to 
catechize  them.  At  4,  Mr.  Barnard  preached,  and  agun  at  7.  -  On 
the  latter  occasion /otir  were  confirmed.  On  Monday  afternoon  I  con* 
firmed  two  others  in  private,  on  account  of  their  inability,  from  sick^ 
ness,  to  get  to  the  Church.  Every  hour  not  employed  in  the  Church 
was  spent  in  going  from  house  to  house.  The  condition  of  this  oon* 
gregation  has  continued  nearly  the  same  for  some  time  past  Nor 
will  it  become  what  it  may  be,  and  ought  to  be,  until  it  receives  flie 
undivided  attention  of  a  Kector.  A  new  house  of  worship  is  much 
needed,  not  so  much  for  the  increased  accommodation  which  it  wottld 
afford,  but  as  an  incentive  to  new  and  redoubled  zeal  in  a  cause  which 
I  know  is  dear  to  their  hearts. 

Monday,  12.— I  visited  St  Thomas^  Hall ;  two  or  three  classes  ex* 
amiaed.  I  was  much  gratified  at  witnessing,  with  my  own  eyes,  the 
improved  condition  of  this  school,  as  evinced  in  the  order,  as  will  as 
the  number  of  the  pupils,  and  in  the  capability  and  fiuthfulnesa  of 
their  instructors. 

Tuesday,  18. — Rode  to  St  Andrew^  twelve  miles  distant,  and 
preached  at  1 1  o'clock.  I  was  here  met  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fogg,  Rector 
of  the  Church,  who  assisted  me  in  the  services.  One  person  was  eon* 
firmed.  I  learned,  however,  from  the  Rector,  that  but  for  unforeseen 
and  unavoidable  circumstances,  he  would  have  presented  five  eolored 
persons  for  that  Holy  Rite.  During  that  day  and  the  following,  I 
visited  nearly  all  the  famih'es  of  the  Parish.  One  of  them  I  was 
grieved  to  find  shrouded  in  mourning  for  its  worthy  head.  Since  tny 
last  visit  Mr.  William  Baird,  long  an  active  and  useful  memb^v  of  the 


V9ttr7i  bu  been  called  from  Ua  eartUjr  labors  to  hia  reward  m  CkAL 
Ibia  Parish  is  not  improTing.  It  has  just  lost,  by  removal,  one  of  its 
principal  {amiliesi  and  is  threatened  wiUi  the  lots  of  others. 

Thuriday^  15. — ^Preached  at  Lamar,  in  the  Ptebyterian  Chorch, 
wUch  had  been  kindly  tendered  for  the  purpose.  Tlie  oongreffation 
was  respectable,  both  in  number  and  character.  Many  of  them  heard 
onr  sendees  for  the  first  time.  Rer.  Mr.  Fogg  took  a  part  of  the  8er> 
vices;  and  we  were  assisted  in  the  responses  by  several  members  of 
the  Church  of  St  Andrew.    Preached  at  Early  Orove  that  night 

Friday^  16.— Rode  ten  miles  in  the  rain  to  Mount  Pleasant^  and 
preached  at  11  o'clock  in  the  Methodist  place  of  worship,  to  a  con- 
gregation rendered  very  small  by  the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  I 
was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stout ;  resides  in  the  neighboriiood,  and 
occasionally  officiates  at  this  place. 

Saturday^  17.— Returned  to  ''  Early  Grove,^  and  preached  at  11 
o*dock,  assisted  by  Mr.  Stout 

Sunday^  18. — ^Messrs.  Rogers  and  Stout  led  the  worship  of  the 
congregation,  and  I  preached,  confirmed  ei^hi  persons,  and  adminis* 
tared  ue  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  to  the 
colored  part  of  the  congregation,  and  confirmed  seven  of  their  number. 
At  night  I  preached  again  to  a  congregation  singulariy  large,  consider- 
ing that  almost  every  one  present  lived  from  one  to  five  mUes  distant. 
The  same  deep  attention  and  lively  interest  so  apparent  on  my  last 
visit,  was  manifested  on  this  occasion,  and  kept  up  to  the  end.  The 
fifteen  confirmed  this  day,  added  to  the  eleven  who  thus  confessed 
Chrii^t  at  my  last  visitation,  make  up  twenty-six,  who,  in  this  small 
rural  congreg^ation  have,  within  less  than  a  year,  ^ven  themselves 
to  Ood's  service.  Mr.  Rogers  officiates  acceptaoly  to  this  people  on 
every  alternate  Lord's  day,  and  gives  to  them  as  much  time  aa  he  can 
consistently  spare  from  his  duties  at  St  Thomas'  HalL  The  intervals 
between  the  services  were  spent  in  visiting.  One  or  two  families  only 
were  necessarily  omitted. 

November  20.— Spent  this  day  at  La  Grange,  Tenn.,  with  some  yeiy 
dear  friends  and  parishioners  of  my  early  ministiy  in  North  Carolina. 
At  nkrht  I  preached,  assisted  by  the  Rector  of  the  Chnrch,  the  Rev. 
Mr.  fogg. 

November  21. — Passed  over  to  Somerville,  twenty  miles  distant,  to 
visit  other  firiends  and  connexions  of  my  earlier  life.  I  was  to  have 
preached  at  night,  but  some  mistake  in  making  the  appointment,  in- 
duced me  to  decline  it. 

November  22. — Spent  this  day  at  Memphis  in  delightful  com* 
munion  with  my  Rt  Rev.  Bro.  Otey. 

November  28. — Reached  Hernando,  and  preached  next  day  (24th) 
to  a  congregation,  both  larger  in  number  and  more  interested  than 
usual, 

Sunday,  25. — Preached  again,  assisted  as  on  the  preceding  day,  by 
the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matthews,  confirmed  eeven  persons,  and  ad* 
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mioktered  the  H0I7  CommmiioiL  In  the  afternoon  I  baptised  cm  in^ 
&Qt  in  private.  I  was  truly  thankful  to  the  Oiver  of  all  Grace  for 
seeing,  as  I  did  on  this  occasion,  an  awakened  interest  in  the  congre- 
gation^  on  the  subject  of  their  spiritual  duties.  For  a  long  time  no 
fruit  has  appeared  to  cheer  and  bless  the  unrequited  labors  of  the 
Bector  of  this  Parish,  Ood  grant  that  the  present  awakening  may 
be  the  earnest  of  a  plentiful  harvest 

Monday^  26. — ^Accompanied  by  Mr.  Matthews,  I  rode  eight  miles  to 
visit  a  Church  family,  wnichi  owing  to  distance  and  bad  roads,  but 
seldom  enjoyed  the  presence  of  God's  ministers,  or  the  worship  of  his 
house. 

Ttbuday^  27. — Preached  at  the  residence  of  Mr.  Wilson  O.  Newsom, 
in  De  Soto  county,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Matthews.  It  is  to  be  lamented  that  a  family  so  large,  and  so 
warmly  attached  to  the  Church,  should,  by  the  circumstances  of  their 
location,  be  cut  off  almost  altogether  from  her  ministrations* 

Wednesday^  28. — Bode  to  Sledgeville,  twenty-five  miles  distant,  in 
Psnola  county,  and  preached  next  day  in  the  Methodist  Church,  which 
had  been  kindly  offered  for  the  purpose.  I  was  here  joined  bv  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Hayward,  our  itinerant  Missionary  in  this  and  several  ad- 
joining counties.  His  health,  I  was  grieved  to  find,  had  sensibly 
fiiiled  since  I  last  saw  him.  He  was,  however,  on  this,  as  on  several 
subsequent  ocoasions,  enabled  to  take  some  part  in  leading  the  wor- 
ship of  the  congr^ation.  This  is  a  fair  portion  of  our  State,  and 
occupied  by  a  wealUiy  and  intelligent  people.  There  are  bat  two  or 
three  families  in  the  neighborhood  connected  with  the  Church,  but  I 
have  no  doubt  that  if  her  standard  were  once  planted  in  this  region 
maov  friends  would  rally  around  it  I  do  not  base  this  expectation  so 
much  upon  any  marked  favor  or  preference  already  shown  for  our  ser- 
rices,  as  upon  the  acknowledged  power  of  the  Church  to  commend 
herself^  when  known,  to  the  hearts  and  judgments  of  any  liberal- 
minded  people.  On  the  part  of  several  individuals  a  strong  desire 
wss  expressed  for  her  ministrations,  and  a  promise  made  of  a  becom- 
ing remuneration  to  a  Missionary  for  a  fourth  of  his  time.  Before  I 
left,  I  baptized  one  atlult  and  tvfo  of  the  children  of  Mr.  Sledge, 

On  my  way  to  Oxford,  I  called  upon  several  families,  among  whom 
was  a  Communicant  recently  from  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson. 

The  following  Saturday,  Sunday,  and  Monday,  (Dec.  l$t,  2d  and  Bd^ 
were  spent  in  Oxford,  where  I  was  joined  by  Kev.  Messrs.  Sill  ana 
LawBon.  Our  services  commenced  on  Saturday  night  in  the  Baptist 
Church,  kindly  offered  to  us.  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson  preached,  Messrs. 
Barnard  and  Hayward,  conducting  the  services. 

The  next  day  (Sunday,  2d)  being  the  time  appointed  for  the  ad- 
mission of  Rev.  Mr.  Barnard  to  Priest's  Orders,  the  sermon  was 
preached  by  me,  and  the  services  conducted  by  Messrs.  Sill,  Lawson 
and  Hayward.  The  candidate  was  presented  by  Rev.  Mr.  Sill,  one  of 
his  examiners,  who,  also,  together  with  Mr.  Lawson,  joined  in  the  lay- 


log  (m  of  handit  The  Holy  Communtoa  wai  afterwirdi  nditiiiititerel 
At  Dight  Mr.  8!ll  preadied.  and  confirmation  was  adminifltered  to  <m 
person,  a  student  of  the  UniTeraitj.  I  was  no  little  imprened  on 
seeing  this  jouth,  without  solicitation,  but  as  I  had  reason  to  beliere, 
not  without  a  due  appreciation  of  the  act,  thus  coming  forward  in  the 
yiew  of  his  fellow  students,  and  taking  upon  him  the  tow  of  obedience 
to  Qod.  May  that  Qod  be  his  Fatner,  and  the  guide  of  his  youth ! 
On  Monday  moriiing  I  baptized  an  adult  in  private ;  and  spent  that 
day  as  I  had  the  preceding  Saturday,  in  visiting  the  friends  of  the 
Church  in  the  village  and  neighborhood. 

Wednesday^  December  6. — Preached  at  Belmont,  in  the  Female 
Academy,  to  a  very  small  congregation,  assisted  by  Mr.  Hay  ward. 
Very  little  notice  had  been  given  of  our  coming.  There  are  one  or 
two  friends  of  the  Church  in  this  place.  And  othere,  I  donbt  not, 
would  soon  be  raised  up,  if  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  could  be 
extended  to  them  even  once  in  the  month.  After  giving  away  a  few 
tracts  and  Prayer  Books,  we  rode  ihat  evening  to  the  house  of  Major 
P.  F,  Armistead,  a  venerable  son  of  the  Church  from  Viiginia,  who, 
though  for  many  years  cut  off,  by  his  location,  from  her  services,  re- 
tained in  full  vigor  his  attachments  to  her  doctrine  and  fellowship  and 
ritual,  and  who  seemed  to  be  made  young  again  at  the  prospect  of 
having  her  holy  ministrations  once  more  brought  within  his  reach. 
In  the  spirit  of  a  true  Churchman,  he  called  around  him  all  his  ser- 
vants  in  the  evening,  and  begged  me  to  speak  to  them  in  the  name  of 
Lis  Master  and  mine.  Tliis  I  did,  as  I  was  enabled,  and  was  truly 
gratified  at  the  earnest  attention  with  which  my  words  were  received. 

Thursday^  6. — ^Preached  in  the  Methodist  place  of  worship,  in  the 
town  of  Panola,  at  11  o'clock,  and  again  at  7  P.  M.,  assisted  by  Mr. 
Hayward. 

The  Church  has  ''a  few  names'^  in  this  place  and  neighborhood; 
and  they  seem  animated  with  an  earnest  desire  to  obtain  her  ministra* 
tions.  As  they  appeared  willing  and  ready  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
that  end,  I  encouraged  them  with  the  hope  of  soon  seeing  a  Missionary 
among  them.  Before  I  left  I  baptized  two  adults  and  three  infants, 
and  distributed  a  number  of  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts. 

The  next  evening  we  reached  the  house  of  a  worthy  couple  who, 
under  a  lone;  and  sore  privation,  have  retained,  in  much  of  its  first 
fervor,  their  devotion  to  the  Church. 

Saturday^  8. — Preached  at  1 1  o'clock  in  the  Bethel  Meeting  House, 
a  place  of  worship  of  the  Methodists,  two  miles  distant  The  con- 
gregation, though  not  large,  was  respectful  and  attentive.  This  was, 
with  a  number  of  them,  their  first  acquaintance  with  either  our  minis- 
tiy  or  worship. 

In  the  afternoon  we  reached  Charleston,  the  Beat  of  Justice  of 
Tallahatchie  county.  The  next  day,  {Sunday  6rA,)  assisted  by  Mr. 
Haj^waid,  I  preached  in  the  Court-house  both  at  1 1  and  7  P.  M.,  and 
agiun  on  Monday  morning.    The  congregations  were  large  on  each 


edetttoHf  mA  seMA«d^  duty  (tnpreiMd  ^h  the  solemi  tnd  ed^fytng 
char?ict«r  of  our  8  rvices.  The  citiMos  nf  this  place  and  Deighbor- 
hood  are  not  entire  strangers  to  the  Church.  Some  ten  or  twelve 
years  ago  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pinching  was  sent  as  a  Hisstonary  into  this 
region.  For  several  years  he  struggled  agninsi  the  difficuliies  of  hia 
position,  and  in  g»od  part  maintained  his  family  by  the  labor  of  hia 
own  hands.  He  was,  I  am  told,  an  artier  and  humble  man^  of  great 
Biinplicity  and  purity  of  character ;  and  as  sueh  has  left  a  *^«w«9ei  m* 
meinbrance*'  behind  him.  His  arduous  labors  both  pliyuo^  and; 
mental,  together  with  the  enfeebling  effects  of  a  Southern  sun,  proved 
too  much  even  for  his  manly  frame,  and  hurritKi  him  to  an  eaii^  prave. 
The  friends  of  the  Church  in  this  place,  though  few  in  nnmiter,  a» 
willing,  in  conj auction  with  Panola,  to  give  support,  as  well  as  em* 
plovment,  to  a  Missionary. 

j\fe«fay,  11. — Assisted  by  Mr.  Hayward,  I  preached  ia  Ooffeeville.. 
In  the  afternoon  I  baptized  one  infant.  The  Church  fsmilies  in  tbis 
place  are  few  in  number,  but  strongly  and  understandingly  alUolied 
to  her.  I  have  been  grieved  to  learn,  that  since  I  was  with  them,  the 
excellent  and  pious  mother  of  one  of  these  famUiea,  has  passed  finom 
tliis  world  of  trials. 

Wednnday,  12.— Preached  at  BrooVs  Chapel,  half  way  bet^eeit 
Coffeeville  and  Grenada.  Although  the  friends  of  the  Church  in  this 
neigfaboriiood  are  few  in  number,  tJiey  are  more  blessed,  than  in  many 
odier  places,  with  ability  to  set  forward  and  maintain  her  ministr»> 
tiona  and  worship.  Had  Mr.  Hayward't  health  permitted  him  to  !«• 
main  with  them,  as  at  the  commencement  of  his  Missioui  something 
to  that  end  would  probably  have  been  done  by  this  time. 

Friday^  14. — Rode  to  Grenada,  and  preached  at  night  in  the  Metho- 
dist Church,  kindly  offered  for  the  occasion.  Th^«  is  in  this  place,  aa 
I  have  stated  on  previous  occasions,  abundant  material  that  may  be 
worked  up  into  a  respectable  congregation  of  the  Church.  But  n*om 
the  want  of  one  single  man  bold  enough  to  come  forward  and  take 
the  Uiing  in  hand,  no  beginning  has,  as  yet,  been  fairly  made ;  nov 
did  the  efforts  of  the  MisKionary,  lately  sent  among  them,  meet  with 
the  attention  or  encouragement  which  they  deseived.  The  large 
schools  which  are  in  successful  operation  in  this  place,  give  to  it  an 
interest  and  importance  seldom  possessed  by  one  ef  its  siM» 

Smiurday^  15. — Bode  twelve  miles  to  Capt  Binfoid^s,  and  preached 
is  a  Baptist  place  of  worship,  at  Duck  Hill.  The  congr^tion  was 
rendered  small  by  the  heavy  rain  which  had  fallen  the  preceding  day» 
In  this  neighborhood  there  are  two  or  three  firm  friends  of  dieChuiob, 
who  are  desirous  of  securing  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  if  it  be  for 
no  more  than  one  Sunday  in  the  month. 

Sumday^  16.— Reached  Middleton  just  in  time  for  the  q>pointed 
serriee,  and  fouixi  quite  a  respeetable  number  assembled,  notwjtli* 
•Undmg  the  unpleasantness  of  tbe  day.  The  few  individuals  in*  tUi 
i^n  who  pmer  our  servioeBy  are  vmf  desfaoua  of  sharing  in  the 
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kbott  of  ft  Uusioiiftrjr.    Thd  MXt  day  was  tpent  In  tlia  titigbborfcood 

iA  a  day  of  rest,  under  tlio  roof  of  a  very  dear  friend  and  former  parish- 
ioner,  whom  I  have  before  had  oocasioa  to  mention.  Under  triab 
^^7  grievous  to  both  flesh  and  spirit,  she  has  borne  up  like  a  true 
daughter  of  the  Church,  ajid  during  a  long,  long  privation  of  its  ser- 
vices, has  retained,  undiminished,  her  love  for  its  ministry  and  ordi- 
nances. In  the  presence  of  a  number  of  her  neighbors  and  friends,  I 
was  pleased  to  give  her,  that  day,  the  baptism  of  the  Church,  ^e,  for 
many  years,  having  vainly  endeavored  to  content  herself  with  a  previous 
denominational  baptism. 

Tuuday^  19. — Rode  twelve  miles  to  Carrollton ;  preached  at  night 
in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  baptized  one  adult  and  om  infant,  and 
confirmed  tkrm  personSb  Spent  the  following  day  in  visiting  sudi  in- 
dividuals and  families  as  were  interested  in  the  Church.  Finding 
rather  more  than  I  expected  desirous  of  the  services  of  a  Missionary,  I 
promised  to  send  them  one  as  soon  as  possible. 

Wednesday,  20.— Preached  in  Black  Hawk  at  11  A.  H.,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Hayward,  and  Rev.  Mr.  HaUted,  who  there  met  na.  After 
Tisiting  a  few  fiuniliea,  I  passed  on  to  the  Parish  of  Calvary,  where  I 
hoped  to  meet  a  number  of  the  Clergy  in  Convocation,  and  for  the  oon« 
secration  of  the  ChurcL  The  Rev.  Messrs.  Lawson  and  Weller  were 
the  only  members  of  the  Convocation,  I  regret  to  say,  that  attended 
on  this  interesting  occasion.  The  next  day  (Friday,  21st,)  being  a  day 
of  incessant  rain,  no  services  were  held  in  the  Church.  On  Saturday 
22d,  the  Church  was  duly  oonsecrated  to  the  worship  and  service  ct 
Almighty  God.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  me;  and  the  various 
parts  of  the  service  were  distributed  among  the  Cleigy  present  The 
request,  from  the  vestry,  to  consecrate  the  building,  was  read  by  the 
Bed»r,  and  the  act  of  consecration  by  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson.  The  con- 
ffregation,  though  not  large,  was  very  serious,  and  apparently  much 
uapreesed  by  the  services  of  the  day. 

After  a  recess  of  two  hours,  during  which  a  plentiful  repast  was 
furnished  for  the  whole  congregation  at  the  Rectory,  the  Church  was 
again  opened.  The  prayers  were  led  by  Messrs.  Sansom  and  Hay- 
ward,  and  a  sermon  preached  by  Rev.  Mr.  Weller. 
1^  Sunday^  88. — ^A  roll  congregation  was  in  attendance.  The  services 
of  prayer  and  thanksffiving,  and  of  reading  God's  word,  were  per- 
formed by  Messrs.  WeUer,  Hayward  and  myself,  and  a  discourse^  ap- 
propriate to  the  occasion,  delivered  by  Mr.  Sansom.  Three  persona  were 
oonnrmed,  and  the  Holy  Communion  administered.  The  three  incU- 
vidnals  who  thus  openly  confessed  Christ  before  the  world,  were  young 
men,  members  of  two  of  the  principal  families  of  the  congregation, 
and  who,  from  their  position  and  connexion,  may  exercise  a  nappy  in- 
fluence upon  others,  and  upon  the  general  prosperity  of  the  Parish. 
May  God  keep  them  fSsithful  and  make  them  strong  to  labor  in  his

of  to  rare  an  oocnrrenoe.  To  B«e  from  time  to  time  the  wires  and 
dali^teri  of  oor  people  dedicating  themselves  to  God's  service,  la  ^; 
aigfat  which  not  aofroqaentlj  ble^se^  our  eyes.  But  ala3 1  the  iathem  ^ 
aii4  bratharsy  aii4  sons  amongiit  a%  too  generally  keep  aloof  from  ihi^^ 
noble  and  rnanJy  service.  Whenever,  therefore,  we  behold,  as  in  this^ 
instance,  three  young  men  spuming  all  consideration  of  a  false  pride 
aani  ahaoe»  and  taking  the  vow  of  God  upon  their  sonlsi  we  cannot' 
but  r^oice  over  them»  and  wish  them  ''  God  ^peed,**  from  the  bottcim, 
of  our  hearts. 

Having  aq  appointment  for  that  evening  at  Lexington,  thirteen' 
milts  distant,  I  was  constrained  to  leave  the  brethren. af^r  the  recea;^ 
before  the  services  of  the  day  were  at  an  end. 

1  was  truly  thankful  on  tliis  vi^iti  to  see  the  pious  and  unwearied 
labors  of  this  little  flock  consummated  and  rewarded  in  the  final  com* 
pMoB  and  consecration  of  their  Church.  A  new  vestry  rooin  baa 
QMB  builW  and  the  Church  has  undergone  many  improvenpenti^ 
Mpeclnlly  in  its  Chancel  arrangementa,  since  my  last  visitation*'  ,^q 
Bcctory  aho  haa  beep  enlaiged  and  made  comfortable. to  its  occupants. 
All  this  has  been  tbsi  result  of  God's  blessing  on  the  joint  labpn}  of  a 
anall,  bat  willing  people,  and  of  a  I^ector  not  asbaIned^  whcoBp  ocpa- 
aion  offered,  to  work  even  with  his  own  hands.  '      ^ 

I  readied  hwngpom  just  in  tinm  to  meet  my  appointment  6wing 
to  the  nnusnai  setverity  of  the  weather^  the  eongre^tion  was  sniii^ 
bat  very  attentive.  I  was  sorry  to  ieum  that  Mr.Halsted  hu.  ijnei 
with  so  little  encouragement  in  this  place,  as  to' make  him  think'  <^ 
iisennlinqing  his  monthly  visits.  At  10  o^dofsk  that  night,  I  took  the 
9Uff  for  iom^  where  I  arrived  safely  the  neit  night  at  ^  o^cl^ck,    ' 

Xhe.nezt  day  (Christmas)  I  spent  in  St  Andrewls  Church,  a^d  ad- 
aaiaiBtefsd  the  Uiij  Comniunio^  beiog  aasis^d  by  Rev.  E  BiweQ  and 
ttn  Ber.  iBd»  Depiniston,  Deacon,  in  temporary  charge  of  the  Chnrch, 

Sttnday^  80. — Attended  services  in  Su  Andrew's  Church,  and  rea^ 
the  Anta-Oomniunion  service^  Mr.  ElweU  preached^  and  Kr^  Dennis 
tea ladtjiepn^^is.  In  the  afternoon  I  attended  Djvixie 'Service  1^ 
ike  College  Chapel,  and  heard  a  sermon  from  Rev.  Mr.  ^eabody. 
:  >/W*iy,  16.— Preached  at  CoL  M.  W.  Ewing^s,  thirty  mjles  b«ow 
Yasoo  Ci^.  The  congregation  was  small,  and  composed  chiefly  pf 
Ae  davea  of  Col.  Ewing.  Two  oploied  cbi^ren  .were  bapUzed^  aod 
1k»  Rplj  Gesnmiinip4  adpoinistered.  A  very  neat  abd  well  Snisb^ 
Chapel  has  been  erected  by  CoL  Ewing,  and  weekly  seiyicea  haie 
been-r^gnlarly  maintained  by  the  Lkj  Readei^  whom;  I  a^^iniod  nt 
Ike  bat  Convention..  . 

..  Ikera  jlake  ptaasnre  in  stating  that  since  his  appointment;  Dr. 
Wafairjij^fc  Jlas  deirotad  himself  assidnouslj  and  consqetntipusly  to.tl^e 
disabai;ga  of  b»  duties.  .  G(e  hs%  with  one  exception,  (owiJo^  to  ]the 
ikhmmcfot  the  wef4her«)  oflSciated  rmilarly  every  Snnday  xnoni- 
ii^xtadiDg  tha  foil  services  of  the Chnrob,  andaseleoted  sernoRM:!; afl|d 
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til  die  ifternoMk  sUperiiitetiditig  the  BMi«y  Selioot,  ootnpMed  inaedy 
of  the  negro  ebildreo,  with  some  of  the  adults  of  (he  plantntioo. 
And  I  am  happy  to  learn  that  the  result  of  his  disinterested  labors,  is  a 
manifest  improrement  in  the  moral  and  religions  condition  of  hk 
charge. 

Sunday^  If. — Reached  Yazoo  City  before  daylight  Preached  thflt 
day  both  in  die  forenoon  and  at  night,  aasisted  by  the  Rector,  and 
oonfirmed  three, 

Monday^  18. — Accompanied  by  Rer.  Mr.  Scott,  Tisited  the  planta- 
tion of  Mr.  Qeo.  8.  Terger.  My  visit  was  unexpected,  bat  in  less 
than  an  hoar,  through  Uie  kind  and  prompt  assistance  of  the  over- 
seer, the  servants  were  called  in  from  the  field,  and  assembled  in  the 
mstic  chapel  which  their  master  has  erected  for  their  benefit 

Mr.  Scott  conducted  the  devotions  of  the  occasion,  and  I  preached. 
This  is  the  only  visit  which  I  have  paid  to  the  place  without  confirm- 
ing a  considerable  number  of  the  blacks.  That  there  were  no  candi- 
dates for  that  rite,  on  this  occasion,  was,  no  doubt,  to  be  attributed  to  the 
necesntv  which  Mr.  Scott  their  former  instructor,  has,  for  some 
time,  felt  himself  under,  of  devoting  the  whole  of  his  attenti<m  to 
Yaaoo  City. 

The  remainder  of  that  day,  together  with  the  following,  was  spent 
!n  going  from  house  to  house,  among  the  families  of  the  congregation. 
I  regret  to  state  that  this  Parish  is  again  left  vacant  by  the  resignation 
of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Scott 

Thursday,  81. — Passed  through  Orand  Oulf  on  my  way  to  Epi- 
phany  Parish,  where  I  spent  the  next  three  days.  Here,  again,  I  wss 
pained  to  find  that  my  coming  was  altogether  unlooked  for.  The 
two  letters  which  I  had  written  to  Rev.  Mr.  Weller,  the  present  Rector, 
had  not  reached  hin),  in  conseqnence  of  his  having  adopted  a  different 
post-office  from  that  of  his  predecessor. 

Sunday,  24. — I  preached  to  a  small  congregation,  but  held  neither 
Confirmation  nor  Communion.  I  was  pleased  to  learn  that  the  Rov. 
Mr.  Weller  had  been  cordially  received  by  the  congregation,  and  that 
the  obstacles  which  presented  themselves  on  his  first  arrival,  had  been 
peacefully  removed. 

After  visiting  nearly  all  the  families  of  the  Parish,  I  retnmed,  on 
Tuesday  the  26tb,  to  Grand  Oulf,  and  preached  the  following  evening 
to  a  pretty  laige  and  very  attentive  coEgregation. 

I  was  sorry  to  find  them  without  a  Pastor,  but  at  the  same  time 
vsioieed  to  learn  that  the  fearless  and  faithful  labors  of  the  Rev.  Jna 
nilson,  extended  to  all,  without  distinction  of  color,  sect,  or  station, 
during  the  kte  fatal  epidemic,  had  not  onlv  doubly  endeared  him  U> 
the  hearts  of  this  zealous  little  flock,  but  had  won  for  the  Chureh  a 
corresponding  character  for  a  self-saorifieing,  and  nndistingutthing 
ehartty. 

Am  I  had  aooasion  to  pass  through  Port  Gibson  more  than  once^  I 
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▼yted  several  fmniliet,  Imt  did  ik>e  praeoL  On  Friday  ef eniag,  SSd, 
I  baptized,  in  that  place,  one  infant. 

March  1,  2,  S. — Were  spent  in  Christ  Church  Pariah,  JeftneA 
county.  There  were  no  senrices  on  Saturday,  on  aeeonnt  of  the  heiaTj 
and  unceasing  fall  of  rain«  On  Sunday,  2d,  I  preached  to  a  huge 
and  interested  congregation  in  the  forenoon,  and  confirmed  four  per- 
sons. A  still  larger  assembly,  i>ut  of  blacks,  met  me  in  the  afternoon, 
to  whom  I  a^in  preached,  being  assisted,  as  in  the  former  part  of  the 
day,  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Miller.  The  Church  was  again  opened 
on  Monday,  when  I  again  preached.  On  this  latter  occasion,  famt.  of 
these  slaves  become  also  the  willing  servants  of  the  Lord  Jesns  Christ. 

I  was  prevented  by  the  rain,  and  by  the  repeated  services,  from  per- 
forming my  usual  amount  of  visiting,  to  the  various  fiuniUes  of  the 
congregation. 

Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Miller,  I  passed  over  to  Washington  on 
Tuesday.  On  my  way  I  was  much  grieved  to  hear  of  the  unexpeeted 
decease  of  a  venerable  Mother  in  Israel,  Mrs.  Margaret  Smith.  Being 
herself  of  an  honored  name,  she  had  gone  through  a  long  life,  not 
only  without  reproach,  but  with  the  praise  and  blessing  of  ail  who 
knew  her.  Dearly  loved  was  this  Mother  in  Israel,  for  her  humble 
devotion  to  God,  and  her  kindness  and  her  liberalitv  to  all  within  her 
reach.  I  was  present  at  her  burial  the  following  day,  and  felt  it  a 
privilege  to  mingle  my  sorrowing  with  that  of  the  many  relatives  and 
friends  that  wept  beside  her  grave. 

Wednesday,  27. — ^Was  spent  in  Washington,  but  I  did  not  preaeh, 
as  no  appointment  had  been  made  for  me.  I,  however,  visited  all  the 
families  of  the  Church. 

The  next  six  days  were  devoted  to  the  visitation  of  Trinity  Church, 
Natchez,  in  which  I  was  accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Reighley,  who 
is  in  temporary  cbatge  of  the  Parish.  I  was  pleased,  also,  to  meet 
here  with  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pardee,  from  Woodville. 

On  Sunday,  March  9th,  after  addressing  the  children  of  the  Sunday 
School,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  assisted  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Pardee 
and  Reighley,  and  administered  Confirmation  to  five  persons.  One 
other,  who  was  unavoidably  kept  from  the  house  of  Goo,  had  reottved 
this  holy  rite  at  her  own  dwelling,  before  the  hour  of  service. 

The  Kev.  Mr.  Pardee  preached  in  the  afternoon,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beigh* 
ley  assisting  in  the  prayers. 

I  found  this  congregation  in  rather  a  depressed  condition.  The  un* 
avoidable  absences,  and  the  recent  resignation  of  their  excellent  Rector, 
together  with  the  remembrance  of  the  ravages  of  the  last  epidemic, 
h^  a  good  deal  disheartened  them.  It  was  no  small  gratification  to 
me,  as  to  the  whole  congregation,  to  see  in  his  former  seat  one  who 
hacl  ever  been  foremost  in  labor  for  the  Parish,  and  had  never  shrunk 
from  any  duty  that  the  Church  was  pleased  to  put  upon  him.  Such 
a  layman  is,  indeed,  a  blessing  to  a  congregation. 

Tueeday^  li.^Tmaed  down  into  the  ^cond  Creek  neighborhood, 
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frlMe  tefmd  (kmiUei  of  the  Chiudi  refide,  md  who  wonhij^  at  the 
:(9rardi  in  Katehes  as  (^porittnity  will  permit.  I  had  been  invited, 
.and  gladly  consented,  to  officiate,  m  passing,  at  the  Parish  Chapel  of 
Mr.  Wm.  N.  Meroer,  ana  to  baptize  some  forty  or  fifty  of  the  children 
.  of  his  servants.  But  oi)l  the  day  aj^inted,  a  cold  rain  continued  to 
&1I  from  morning  to  night,  and  prevented  onr  assembling  within  the 
Chapel,  flliat  the  occasion  might  not  pass  unimproved,  I  piopoeed 
that  onr  intended  services  should  be  held  in  the  parlor.  There  were 
bni  few,  both  of  whites  and  blacks,  present,  but  to  all  it  was  an  hour 
*  of  real  enjoyment  After  preaching  a  sermon  on  the  practical  duties 
of  the  Cluistian,  I  baptized  two  colored  children  of  the  household 
servants.  This  is  a  noint  of  considerable  importance,  on  account  of 
the  number  of  blacks  oelonging  to  it.  I  trust  that  it  will  not  be  long 
before  a  judicious  and  zealous  man  of  GKxl  is  settled  in  charge  of  them, 

Tkuridnify  IS.-^I  reached  Woodville  after  visiting  several  of  the 
fismilies  of  the  Parish  by  the  way.  The  next  morning  I  ureached  to 
a  small  congregation,  assisted  by  the  Bector,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pardee. 
1%e  remidnder  of  that  day  and  the  next  were  spent  in  passing  from  house 
to  house,  among  such  families  of  the  congregation  as  were  within  my 
xeaob.  On  Sunday  forenoon  I  again  preached  to  a  pretty  full  congre- 
^OD^  Mr.  Pardee  leading  the  prayers,  and  baptizing  one  adult,  ysr 
liotts  causes  have  combined  to  keep  this  con^regatiou  at  a  stand  for 
some  time  past,  but  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  iroder  the  future  and 
uninterrupted  labors  of  its  faithful  and  conscientious  Rector,  it  will 
soon  attain  to  a  prosperous  condition. 

My  next  appointment  was  at  the  Hurricane,  the  residence  of  Hr. 
Jos.  £!.  Davis,  two  hundred  miles  up  the  river.  I  was^  however,  much 
disappointed  in  not  reaching  the  place  in  time,  having  placed  an  un- 
due reliance  on  the  arrival  of  steam  boats. 

Thundaj/y  20. — ^I  reached  "  Diamond  Place,**  the  residence  of  Mr. 
Bdmund  Laughlin,  which,  in  conjunction  with  the  *'  Hurricane,**  foms 
die  Missionary  ground  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Damns.  Being  joined  by  him 
that  evening,  1  officiated,  with  his  assistance,  in  the  Chapel  of  the 
place  at  8  o'clock.  The  cougregration  was  composed  almost  alto- 
gather  of  the  servanU  of  the  place.  I  delivered  to  them  a  plain  un- 
written discourse,  and  was  rewarded  by  tXiQ  earnest  attention  which 
that  mass  of  hearers  usually  give  to  the  word  of  God. 

The  next  day,  being  **  Good  Friday,**  was  celebrated  with  all  the 
solemn  services  appointed  by  the  Church,  for  the  occauon.  The  littie 
Ohapei  was  well  mled.  The  prayers  of  the  congregation  were  led 
by  Mr.  Damns ;  and  after  another  unwritten  discourse  to  the  blacka, 
who  constituted  five-sixths  of  the  congregation,  I  confirmed  /our  per- 
sons ^three  whiles,  and  one  colored.  Among  these  were  two  youths 
whose  early  and  ajiparently  earnest  devotion  of  themselves  to  God*8 
aeWiee,  could  not  bui  prompt  in  me  the  hope,  as  welt  as  the  prayer, 
that  they  might  both  hereafcer  grow  up  to  be  faithful  ministers  of  the 
ITew  Testament. 
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That  idglit  I  tpent  at  the  hotiae  of  Mn  P.  A^Fmbaid;  and  kaplted 

On  SatardajT  afternoon,  EaAterETA,  I  ranched  Yichbuigy  and  die  next 
day  preached  in  the  forenoon,  confirmed  eight  persona,  and  adminia> 
tered  the  Holj  Communion,  assisted  bj  the  Rector,  the  Ber.  Mr.  Lord. 
I  agidn  preached  at  8  in  the  eyenibg,  and  confirmed  two  others.  The 
services  were  conducted  by  the  Rc^r  and  the  Ber.  Mr.  Foster.  I 
was  truly  thankful,  to  see  in  this  Parish,  indScaticms  of  fatnte  growth, 
as  well  aa  of  present  prosperity*  Both  paator  and  people  seem  to 
hold  each  other  in  mutual  k>/e  and  esteem,  and  to  labor  together  for 
the  good  of  the  Church,  Would  to  Qod  that  I  could  aay  the  same 
of  every  Pariah  within  our  bounds.  Before  assembling  for  Divine 
Service  on  Sunday  forenoon,  I  met  the  children  of  the.  Sunday  8ehool| 
in  the  basement  story  of  the  Church,  and  tiiteohized  them.  I  waa 
truly  gratified  to  find  from  their  orderly  conduct  tfnd  intelligent  an- 
sweia,  that  the  labors  of  their  zealous  superintendent  and  other  teaoheia 
were  already  meeting  with  a  portion  of  their  reward. 

Sunday^  March  80. — I  preached  in  the  Methodist  Church,  Clinton,  to 
huge  congregation.  At  the  close  of  the  senricea  I  requested  the 
members  and  {rienda  of  the  Church  to  remain  a  few  moments  with  a 
view  to  the  adoption  of  suitable  measures  for  obtaining  the  partial,  if 
not  entire,  aerricea  of  a  Clergyman  ;  and  I  was  much  gratified,  both 
at  seeing  a  anm  nearly  suflScient  for  the  purpose  i^ed^  before  we 
separate,  and  at  hang  requested,  in  the  name  of  the  congregation, 
to  invite  the  Rev.  Mr.  IQweli  to  oflldate  for  them  two  Sundays  in  the 
month. 

In  the  afternoon  I  preached  at  Raymond,  and  confirmed  two  per- 
sona. This  little  fiocK,  though  still  grieving  at  the  departure  of  tnmr 
Iste  Pastor,  gives  evident  promise  of  growth  under  the  sound  and 
judicious  inatruction  of  their  pesent  Rector. 

Their  new  Church,  which  is  really  a  credit  to  the  congregation, 
though  not  fiaished,  is  in  a  condition  to  be  iised  with  comfort 

Sunday^  April  6. — I  had  appointed  thia  day  for  senricea  on  Lake 
Washington ;  but  owing  to  the  extreme  illnesa  of  a  very  near  and 
dear  relative  then  under  my  roof,  I  was  constrained  ta  recall  the  ap- 
pointment, and  remain  at  home.  The  day,  however,  was  not  without 
&ttitable  employment  4°  ^^  forenoon  I  preached  in  St  Andrew^s 
Church,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  baptised  one  in&nt, 
being  assisted  in  the  services  by  Bev.  Mr.  Denniston.  In  the  after- 
nooD  I  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  in  private,  to  two  aenrants 
of  Ood,  whose  earthly  trials  were  nearly  at  an  end. 

Jtfbm/ay,  7.— I  set  out  on  my  visitation  to  Deer  Creek  and  Lake 
Bolivsr.  The  next  evwing  reached  Greenvilla  The  thwe  following 
dajs  were  spent  in  visitb^r  such  friends  of  the  Church  as  lay  within 
^  my  reach.  More  such  visits  would  have  been  made,  had  it  not  been 
for  the  small  number  and  bad  condition  of  the  roads,  an  evil  inci* 
dent  to  all  newly-settled  regions.    On  Thursday  I  was  much  pleased

to  meet,  at  tli6  hciom  of  Col.  l*ho«.  J.  Ihtity,  levenljMiitleDitB  «f 
the  neighborhood  vho  were  friendly  to  the  Church.  l£ej  had  been 
invited  to  meet  me  for  the  purpose  of  consultation  and  advice,  as  to 
the  best  mode  of  securing  to  them  and  their  families  and  servanta,  the 
services  of  the  Church*  Tbe  work  was  deemed  feasible ;  and  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  obtain,  by  subscription,  tbe  necessanr  amount 
for  erecting  a  Church,  and  to  contract  for  the  same,  within  the  eoune 
of  the  coming  twelvemonths.  One  gentleman  present,  proffered  a 
beautiful  and  convenient  site  for  the  purpose,  in  the  most  central  piit 
of  the  neighborhood,  and  two  others  agreed  to  furnish  all  the  plank 
and  timbers  thit  might  be  required.  Before  leaving  the  house  of 
Col.  Manly,  I  baptized  his  infant  daughter.  The  next  morning  I  bap- 
tized the  ioife  and  doMghter  of  Dr.  Thos,  0.  Polk,  and  twelve  colored 
children,  the  property  of  Bishop  Polk. 

In  the  evening,  after  calling  on  several  families  by  the  way,  I 
reached  the  settlement,  on  Middle  Deer  Creek,  to  which  the  Rev. 
James  Philson  has  recently  removed.  The  next  day  was  occupied  in 
visiting,  with  him,  all  tbe  families  under  his  care.  On  Sunday,  13/A, 
I  preached  to  the  assembled  neighborhood,  and  confirmed  three  per- 
sons. As  the  Church  building  is  not  yet  erected,  services  are  held 
every  Lord's  Day  by  Mr.  Philson,  in  a  room  of  the  house  he  occupies, 
and  which  is  convenieut  to  the  friends  of  the  Church  through  a  range 
of  ten  miles  up  and  down  the  creek.  This  is  an  intelligent  and  pleas- 
ant neighborhood ;  and  I  was  gratified  to  see  that  both  Pastor  and 
people  were  well  pleased  with  each  other.  No  Pari.sh  has  as  yet  been 
organised,  although  there  is  abundant  material  for  the  purpose.  It  is 
to  be  regretted  that  what  seems  to  be,  present  necessity,  compels  Mr. 
Philson  to  give  to  a  school  the  far  larger  portion  of  his  time. 

Friday,  April  18.— At  11  A.  M.,  preached  in  St  Andrew's  Church, 
Jackson,  baptized  ^bur  adults,  and  confirmed  eleven  persons. 

In  the  afternoon  rode  sixteen  miles  to  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  and 

SAched  next  day  to  a  small  congregation,  assisted  by  the  Rector, 
V.  Mr.  Santom. 

Sunday^  20. — Preached  again  in  the  Chapel ;  confirmed  one  white, 
and  twenty-five  colored  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion. The  house  was  filled  to  overflowing,  and  I  regretted  the  more 
to  see  many  of  the  servants  necessarily  excluded,  in  as  much  as  my 
engagements  would  not  permit  me,  as  usual,  to  give  them  a  separate 
service  in  the  afternoon.  I  hope  that  I  may  here  be  pardoned  for 
saying,  that  the  services  of  this  day  were  of  more  than  usual  interest 
to  me.  In  the  only  white  person  confirmed,  I  saw  one  whom  1  had 
known  and  loved  from  infancy.  To  see  her  thus  give  herself  to  the 
service  of  God,  in  the  midst  of  every  advantage  that  youth  and  health, 
friends  and  fortune,  could  bestow,  was  to  me  a  gratification  barely 
abort  of  what  must  have  been  felt  bj  her  only  parent  And  the  gratifica- 
tion was  no  little  enhanced  by  seeing  at  her  side,  a  cumber  of  those 
whO|  in  the  Providence  of  God,  will  ere  long  look  to  her  for  both  in- 
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itmettoQ  »D^  tMPotcetlon.    Th«  iQceeM  wliicti  bas  so  ftif  fttteft^ecl  tjiii 
labors  of  the  Kector  of  this  Oharcb,  and  his  faithful  catecbist  in  the 
religious  instruction  of  the  blacks,  should  not  only  di^ttrm  all  oppost- 
tion  to  such  attempts,  hot  sbouM  also  show  to  those  who  undervnlue 
the  system  of  our  Church,  that  in  ail  its  parts  it  is  adapted  equally  to 
the  rich  and  poor,  the  bond  and  the  free,  the  learned  and  the  igeoranU 
If  any  one  wishes  to  hear  the  chants  and  hymns,  and  various  re- 
sponses of  our  services,  uttered  with  becoming  concert  and  fervency, 
let  him  attend  the  afternoon  services  of  the  House  of  God,  when  it  is 
filled,  as  usual,  from  one  end  to  the  other.     And  if  he  further  wishes 
to  leara  the  moral  and  religious  efifect  upon  these  slaves  of  the  instruc- 
tion  which  ia  weekly  given  them,  let  him  enquire  of  their  owners,  and 
he  will  leani  that  honesty  and  diligence  in  their  work  is,  in  almost 
every  instaoce,  the  fruit  of  the  lessons  which  they  have  there  received. 
I  deeply  regret  that  the  caftechist  who,  by  her  faithful  and  able  in- 
structiuns,  lias  contributed  so  largely  towards  the  improvement  of 
thane  servants,  will  soon  return  to  her  home  in  the  JNorth.    May  God's 
blessing  go  with  her. 

In  the  afternoon,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Sansom,  I  rode  thirteen  miles 
to  Canton,  preached  at  8  A«  M.,and  confirmed  three  f  ersons.  Four 
others  were  also  to  have  received  the  ho!y  rite ;  but  were  kept  away 
by  unexpected  and  unavoidable  causes.  The  next  morning  I  baptized^ 
1^  immersion,  the  infant  dau:;hter  of  the  Rector.  . 

Tkunday^  24.— I  committed  to  the  earth  the  body  of  a  near  and 
dear  relative  who,  beneath  my  roof,  had  died  m  a  Christian  should 
die,  full  of  peace  and  love,  and  the  hope  of  immortality. 

Friday^  24.—  In  Christ  Church,  Yickbhurg,  I  baptized  one  infitnt, 
and  confirmed  three  persons. 

Thus  ends  the  account  of  my  labors  since  we  last  met  together. 
If  lefti  has  been  done  than  some  may  have  expected,  let  it  be  remem- 
bered that  eleven  months  only  have  elapsed  since  I  rendered  to  you 
my  annual  account ;  and  that  part  of  that  time,  full  eleven  weeks,  were 
unavoidably  lost,  in  the  way  of  my  labors,  by  the  yellow  fever  in  the 
first  place,  and  again  by  the  intense  and  unprecedented  coli  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  winter.  I  was  thus  prevented  from  visiting  six  of 
our  organized  Parishes,  and  four  smaller  stations,  which,  though  coq« 
tsinittg  but  few  members  and  friends  of  the  Church,  have,  neverthe- 
ImSi  a  claim  on  m^  attention.  To  this,  it  may  be  added  that  several 
of  our  hu*gest  Panshes  have,  for  a  considerahle  portion  of  the  year, 
been  without  the  services  of  a  regular  Pastor.  You  will  not  there- 
fore, be  disappointed  at  learning  that  only  oi$  hundred  and  thirty-four 
have  bsen  confirmed,  of  whom  thurty-seven  were  colored.  Fifty-nine 
have  been  baptized  by  me  within  our  ecclesiastical  ^ear.'  Of  these 
thirty-six  were  white;  (fifteen  adults,  and  twenty  one  mfanta;)  the  re- 
mainder were  colored,  (one  adnlt,  and  twentv-two  infants.)  This 
luunbtr  of  baptiana  and  oomfirmationsi  though  nameneall/  smaller 
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tkia  ttiit  Mported  at  the  last  CloiiT«iitimi,  ii,  all  thinga  hang  eoBBd< 
erad,  psopottionally  larger^  and  more  encouraginff. 

On$  Cnurch  has  been  consecrated-- Calvary,  Holmes  coQoty. 

One  Priest  has  been  ordained  -  Rev.  F.  A.  P.  Barnard. 

On$  baa  died— the  Rot.  A.  D.  Corbyn. 

jnmr  hare  been  transferred  to  other  Dioceses — viz :  the  Bev.  We.  I 
Clotworthv  to  the  See  of  Down,  Connor  and  Dromore,  Ireland ;  Ba 
John  Pfailson,  to  the  Diocese  of  Louisiicna ,  and  Rev.  F.  W.  Bofd,  | 
and  Rev.  Willard  Presbury,  to  the  Diocese  of  Kentucky. 

Four  have  been  received  from  other  Dioceses^ltev.  F.  E1we]],fitHi ' 
Indiana;  Rev.  R.  Shindler,  from  Kentucky;  Rev.  Isaac  Pardeei  fiun 
New  York;  and  Rev.  James  W.  Rogers,  from  Tennessee. 

The  Rer.  A.  B.  Peabody,  who  was  transferred  to  this  Dioeese,  tvo 
years  since,  idiilst  in  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Nsshotah,  wis,  it 
my  request  ordained  last  June,  dj  the  Bishop  of  Wisoonmn,  and  ii 
now  laooring  amount  us. 

The  number  of  me  Clergy,  therefore,  canonically  belonging  to  tb 
Dioceee,  is  tMriy-cnB. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Reighley,  Rev.  Charles  W.  Whitall,  and  Ber. 
John  Foster,  are  residents  of  the  Diocese,  but  have  not  yet  beeii  tm^ 
ferred  to  its  jurisdiction. 

Once  more,  and,  6k  I  hope  for  the  laat  time,  I  record  the  name  d 
Bev.  A.  P.  Merrill  on  our  C3lerical  list.  For  six  years  his  residence  ha 
been  unknown.  According  to  our  present  Canons  he  belongs  to  tUi 
jurisdiction,  and  I  have  accordingly  felt  bound,  from  year  to  yesr,  t» 
report  hini  as  one  of  our  Clergy,  tt  is  hoped,  however,  that  our  ensu- 
ing GeneriEd  Convention  will  frame  a  law  to  meet  this  and  like  es8«^ 
and  will  thus  relieve  the  lif  inistiy  from  all  such  causes  of  reproadi. 

The  foOowiog  changes  in  the  position  of  our  Clergy,  have  takes 
place  since  the  last  Convention : 

The  Rev.  F.  A.  P.  Barnard,  has  been  admitted  to  Priest's  Orden. 

Rev.  Wm.  R  Babcbck  has  resigned  die  Parish  at  Natobea,  bot  hai 
not  vet  canonfcali||r  sep^ated  himself  from  the  Drocese;  Rev.  Edmasd 
Denhlston  has  beett  in  temporary  chai^  of  St  Andrew's  Church, 
Jackson,  since  the  death  of  its  late  Reetor. 

The  Rev.  Charles  A.  Disbrow  is  no  longer  Rector  of  the  Church  st 
Aberdeen,  and  has  removed  to  North  Carolinik  ' 

Rev.  F.Eiwell  has  charge  of  a  Classical  School  in  lUymond,  and 
also  ministers  to  the  Cfanrch  in  that  place,  and  in  Clinton.'    '' 

Rev.  James  8.  Oreene  is  residing  in  Je^ison  county. 

Rev.  Samuel  J.  Hay  ward,  afler  a  year  of  faithful  and  effldent  Mis- 
sionary laborj  was  compelled,  by  declining  healthV^  to  suspend  hii 
work,  and  la  now  gone  to  seek,  as  God  may  order,  either  renewed 
beallli,  ot  an  eiiriy  grave  in  his  native  home.  -  '  -    -  -    -

^"       After  this  statistical  view  of  the  conditiou  of  the  Diocese,  I  now 
-f^    beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  such  of  its  interests  as  may  need 
-'    the  legislation  or  the  fostering  care  of  this  Convention.    And  first 
;,^    among  these  is  that  of  St.  Andrew's  College.    I  will  not  detain  you 
"*     with  an  enumeration  of  the  many  and  various  obstacles  which  have 
"^    arisen  in  the  way  of  that  Institution  since,  four  years  ago,  it  first 
^     opened  its  doors  to  our  sons.    The  few  generous  and.  self-sacrificing 
friends  who  first  gave  it  the  power  to  move,  continued  to  the  last,  to 
"^     sustain  it  by  their  counsds  and  their  benefactions^    But  it  was  a  work 
for  a  whole  Diocese,  rather  than  for  two  or  three  of  its  members. 
J     What  wonder  then,  if,  like  many  othef  projects  of  the  kind,  it  should 
"     luive  fallen  to  the  ground  ?  especially  under  the  circumstances  of  dis- 
ease to  which  many  parts  of  our  State  have,  for  the  last  three  years, 
^     been  subjected.    Although  not  one  case  of  the  late  epidemic  ever 
occurred  at  the  College,  yet  so  great  was  the  panic,  excited  by  the 
existence  of  the  fever  in  the  town  of  Jackson,  that  parents  would  not 
ma  the  risk  of  sending  their  sons  from  a  distance,  to  an  Institution  so 
J      near  the  seat  of  infection.    The  panic,  unfortunately  for  us,  continuing 
for  three  successive  years,  could  not  fail  to  keep  from  us  a  large  amount 
of  patronage  which  we  had  every  reason  to  expect,  and  without  whidi 
it  was  next  to  impossible  to  meet  the  expense:^  of  an  Institution  alto* 
gether  without  endowment,  and  developing  some  new  want  dav  by 
day.    I  will  not,  however,  go  any  further  into  the  causes  that  have 
led  to  tlie  downfall — may  I  not  rather  call  it,  tl)e  suspension,  of  our 
College,    I  will  now  only  sav  that  tlio  Board  of  Trustees  have,  in  my 
opinion,  done  all  that  could  be  expected  of  them  to  make  it  what  the 


bibd^  dM|(ti^d  it  to  b»— H  nunery  of  sound  leartiing  and  of  ptife 
r€$ffioo.  Toe  qaeBtion  now  to  be  settled  is,  shall  the  nndertaUiig  be 
enS^ly  abiuidoned,  and  otir  liberal  cbafter returned  to  tbe  State:  Or 
shall  one  more  effort  be  made  to  pay  off  its  obligatioDs,  and  i^;ain 
Ihrow  op<3n  its  doors.  The  debts  of  the  College  do  not  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollaiB. 

This  sum  might  readily  be  spared  by  mamy  within  onr  Biooeae  who 
are  called  Sons  of  the  Churdi.  And  an  equal  or  larger  amotint 
might,  without  any  diminution  of  their  abundance,  be  given  by  othen, 
by  way  of  endowment. 

It  ia  an  act  of  but  common  justice  to  state  in  this  connexiODy  that 
the  late  Bector,  the  Bev.  Joahua  Sweet,  has  done  all  in  hia  power  to 
sustain  the  Institution.  Had  it  been  in  eren  ordinary  circunvtancea  of 
proaperitjr,  when  he  took  it  in  charge,  his  industry,  ndeli^.f^|i'«oiittd 
scholarship,  could  hardly  have  failed  to  give  it  an  envia^re  feiHitation. 

Whilst  thus  contemplating  the  fulure  of  St.  AndreVs^Col'-tge,  it  is 
flnradfying  to  know  that  no  such  Providential  hindrancJba  have  been 
thrown  in  the  way  of  St.  Thomas*  Hall,  but  that  under  its  pres  at  ener- 
getic Rector,  that  School  is  enjoying  a  high  degree  of  prosp^ri^. 

I  am  pained  to  state  to  ;^ou  that  the  attempts ^liMe  at  our  last  Con- 
vention, to  suatain  our  Diocesan  paper,  the  *^Cburch:  Herald,**  have 
not  succeeded.  The  promises  of  help  then  i^e  to  *the  liberal  and 
noble  brother  who,  besides  performing  the  part  of  chief  editor,  has 
contributed  more  tban  a  third  of  the  money  necessary  to  austain  it, 
—these  promises  have  not,  I  fear,  been  fulfilled.  As  a  neoessaiy  conse- 
quence, that  paper,  so  creditable  to  our  name  in  other  Diooeaea,  and 
80  beneficial,  m  many  respects,  to  our  own,  has  been  again  anapended. 
Brethren,  this  is  an  enterprise  calling  for.  no  large  amount  of  t&e 
means  which  God  haa  given  you,  jM,jMi  fraught  with  much  good 
to  the  house  of  God.  I^t  me  dk^Smf%eg  that  it  may  ere  long  be 
revived,  and  placed  upon  a  p^rmftn^t  footing.  If  you  could  hear, 
as  I  do^  the  man^  and  deep  regf(j6  expressed  on  this  subject  through- 
out the  whole  Diocese,  and  so^M^^ee,  tlie  important  uses  subserved 
by  that  paper  in  uniting  our  MVein  one  view  of  faith  and  practice ; 
in  keeping  up  a  Diocesan  'in|^t  by  letting  one  part  know  what  is 
^ins;  on  in  another;  in  &cfit^ng  the  operations  of  your  Bidiop,  and 
in  adding  to  the  amoun1^<3ff^pttr  finances ;  if  all  this  were  fully  bron^t 
before  you,  you  wuuld^pdgMlj'to  make  every  required  effort  to  reatore 
that  paper  to  existence  aj^^         to  it  increased  power  to  do  good. 

If  it  should  pleaofe  0j^C6hvention  and  the  Diocese,  that  neither  the 
College  nor  the  ^£(d^"  should,  at  present,  be  revived,  let  me  beg 
that  your  bounty  be  tuk-nM  into  the  channel  of  our  Diocesan  Hiaaionaiy 
Fund.  If  the  uhurcbfs  to  be  known,  and  to  do  her  proper  woric  in 
the  country  and  smaller  viBagea  of  our  State,  it  must  be  by  the  labors 
of  itinerant  Missionaries  conomissioned  for  diat  very  purpoac.  Such 
MisBtonaries  I  have  loQg  sought  to  obtain.  One  only  has,  as  yet,  been 
granted  to  my  prayers,  and  he  was  spared  just  long  enough  for  me  to 
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learn  hk  worth,  and  to  mourn  over  th«  mystdnoos  mancUo  tl^  hat 
arrested  htm  in  the  oommenoement  of  his  labors,  And  brought  bia  to 
the  borders  of  the  grare. 

I  had  alloted  to  Rev.  Hr.  Hayward  an  extensive  field  for  his  itiner- 
ancy. And  although  he  was  not  permitted  to  go  through  it  more 
than  twice,  yot  from  end  to  the  other,  in  my  late  Tisitation  of  that  re- 
gion, I  could  see  how  much  he  had  done  to  commend  our  senrices  to 
both  frienda  and  foes.  May  Ood  spare  a  life  so  full  of  promise  to  his 
needy  Church  !  If  others  are  to  be  sent  in  like  manner,  to  supply  the 
wants  of  our  scattered  brethren,  and  to  make  known  the  Church  to  those 
who  are  now  strangers  to  her,  their  support  must,  in  a  great  meagre, 
be  drawn  from  the  treasury  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Society.  Let 
that  treasury  then  become  your  peculiar  care,  bdoved  brethren.  I 
am  reluctant  to  state  that  iu  annual  receipts,  have  never  yet  exceeded 
twelve  hundred  dollars.  Wheu  you  have  doubled  and  trebled  that 
amount,  then  will  I  be  able  to  tell  you  of  more  good  done  for  Christ 
and  his  Church,  among  those  who  now  know  neiraer  as  they  should  be 
known. 

When  the  several  congr^ataous  of  tbe  Diocese  shidl  been  regularly 
organized  into  three  Convocations — Northern,  Southern  and  Middle,  it 
is  hoped  that  each  will,  with  becoming  zeal,  resolve  to  support  an  it- 
inerant Missionary  within  its  bounds.  In  this  way  much  has  been 
effected  for  the  Church  in  some  of  our  sister  Dioceses. 

I  will  detain  you  no  longer  from  your  deliberations,  brethren,  than 
earnestly  to  commend,  as  I  now  do,  both  you  and  your  present  work, 
to  the  guidance  and  blessing  of  the  spirit  of  all  wisdom  and  grace.

Pending  the  consideration  of  which,  the  Convention  took 
a  recess  for  the  purpose  of  attending  Divine  Service,  which 
was  celebrated  at  11  >o'clock|  A.  M. 

The  Bev.  Benj.  M.  Miller,  of  Christ  Church,  Church  Hill, 
read  prayers,  assisted  by  the  Bev.  Benj.  Halsted,  of  Calvary 
CShnich,  Holmes  county.    And  the  Bev.  J«  W.  Bogers,  Bector 
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of  St  Thomas'  Hall,  Holly  Springs,  preached  firom  the  Krst 
Book  of  Kings,  xiv.  chap.,  1st  to  4th  verse: 

At  that  time  Abljth  the  bod  of  Jeroboem  fell  eiek. 

Aod  Jeroboam  said  to  bis  wife,  Arise  I  pray  tbee,  and  diegvise  thyself,  that  thoa 
be  sot  knowB  to  the  wife  of  Jeroboam ;  and  set  thee  to  Shiloh :  behold,  there  it 
AbQab  the  prophet  which  told  me  that  lihould  b€  kiog:  orer  this  people. 

And  take  witb  thee  ten  loares^and  craekneis.  and  a  erase  of  honey,  and  go  to  him: 
he  shall  tell  thee  what  shall  beoome  of  the  child. 

And  Jeroboem's  wife  did  so,  and  arose,  aod  went  to  Shiloh ;  and  came  to  the  bonse 
of  Abijah.    Bot  Ab\jah  could  not  see,  for  his  eyes  were  set  by  reason  of  his  age. 

After  Divine  Service,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order 
at  10  o'clock,  by  the  Right  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese.

W.  Sill  was  appointed  in  his 
place.

A  motion  was  made  to  refer  the  same  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution  and  Canons,  pending  the  consideration  of  which,

them.  The  Committee  think  that  the  thanks  of  the  Convention  and 
of  the  IMooese,  are  due  to  the  Treasurer  for  his  unwearied  labors  in 
the  fulfilment  of  the  onerous  and  unpleasant,  and  entirely,  except  in  so 
£ar  as  eyery  good  deed  contains  its  own  reward,  unremunerated  duties 
which  he  haa  so  faithfully  and  successfully  performed.  The  creation 
of  the  office  of  Treasurer  of  the  Church,  and  tiie  wisdom  of  the  choice 
of  the  late  Convention  in  filling  it,  are  more  than  vindicated. 

Your  Committee  further  report,  that  they  have  taken  into  considera- 
tion the  Bubject  of  the  assessments  of  the  Parishes  for  the  Bishop^s  salary 
and  contingent  expenses  for  the  coming  year,  beginning  with  the  firet 
of  the  ensuing  July ;  and  they  have  not  found  occasion  to  alter  those 
in  relation  to  the  contingent  expenses,  from  what  they  were  last  year; 
and  they  report  them  the  same  accordingly.  They  have,  however, 
taken  a  dififerent  view  of  the  assessments  in  relation  to  the  Bishop's 
salary,  and  of  the  salary  itselfl 

No  one  who  has  heard  or  who  may  read  the  history  of  the  labors 
and  services  of  our  venerated  Bishop  during  the  past  year,  in  build- 
ing up  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  an  account  of  which  was  this  day 
read  to  the  Convention,  can  hesitate  in  coming  to  the  conclusion, 
that  the  amplest  provision  in  the  power  of  the  Church  should  be 
made  for  the  support  and  maintainance  of  him,  and  of  those  depen- 
dent on  him,  who  is,  himself,  so  ready  to  spend  and  be  spent  in  the 
cattse  of  the  Church.  To  itie  care  of  all  the  Churches,  with  all  the 
varied  responsibilities  incident  to  his  position  as  the  Bishop  of  this 
laige  and  crowing  Diocese,  should  not  be  added,  the  bitterest  of  all 
anxieties,  we  fear  lest  after  every  care  and  all  economy  practised,  the 
inoome  should  not  prove  sufficient  to  meet  indispensable  expenditure. 
The  hospitality  which  becomes  and  appertains  to  his  position,  itself 
fonns  no  slight  addition  to  the  expenses  which  absolute  necessity  im- 
poses ;  and  your  Committee  are  convinced,  not  merely  from  their  own 
experience,  but  from  the  best  information  which  they  can  obtain,  that 
owing  to  the  increased  expenses  of  living,  less  than  three  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  will  not  suffice  to  enable  our  Bishop  to  live  with 
ordinary  comfort  and  respeotability.  They  have  accordingly  re-exam- 
ined and  re-arranged  the  assessments  so  as  to  enable  the  Convention 
to  o£fer  to  the  Siahop  what  is  but  a  reasonable  and  just  support 
They  have  increased  the  aggregate  of  assessments  from  $2,135  to 
$2,520,  and  to  this  are  to  be  iulded  the  proceeds  of  the  Bishop^s  fund, 
yielding  $401,  and  arrearages  from  some  of  the  Parishes  for  last  year, 
and  also  from  a  small  part  from  the  Bishop's  fund,  amounting  together 
to  $879  ;  and  these  sums,  in  the  aggregate,  make  $8,800,  as  a  means 
to  look  to  for  the  collection  of  $3,000,  to  be  paid  to  the  Bishop  for  his 
salaiy  and  traveling  expenses.  Your  Committee  have,  however,  thought 
it  expediwt  to  mm  it  all  a  payment  of  ^salary,^  and  to  make  no  pro- 

a 
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vision  for  traveling  expense;  but  recommend  tliattliat  phrast  be 
no  longer  used  in  this  connection. 

Your  Committee  would  further  report,  that  their  views  in  relation  to 
the  increased  salary  for  the  Bishop,  correspond  precisely  with  those 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church,  who  has,  in  person,  earnestly  pressed 
action  in  this  matter  upon  the  Committee. 

Your  Committee  would  further  state  that  if  the  resolution  which 
they  design  to  propose,  be  passed,  directing  the  Treasurer  to  call  in 
those  portions  of  the  Bishop's  fund,  which  are  now  past  due,  and  only 
bear  a  rate  of  interest  at  six  per  cent.,  and  re-invest  tjhem  at  the  highest 
rate  allowed  by  law,  for  loaned  money,  it  will  increase  by  a  hundred 
dollars  and  upwards,  the  amount  of  available  assets  for  the  paymest 
of  the  Bishop's  salary. 

Your  Committee  further  report  that  in  the  present  prosperous  con- 
dition of  the  country,  when  God  is  smiling  upon  the  labors  of  the  hus- 
bandman, and  there  is  a  general  advance  of  wealth  in  the  land,  and 
further  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Diocese  is  now  freed  from  the 
heavy  calls  upon  its  liberality  growing  out  of  the  College  of  St. 
Andrew  and  the  Church  Herald,  your  Committee  consider  tiiat  it  is  a 
most  appropriate  time  to  renew  the  effort  to  add  to  and  build  up  the 
Bishop's  fund,  and  thus  secure  a  permanent  support  for  our  Diocesan, 
and  lighten  the  annual  burden  upon  the  Parishes.  To  aocompUsh 
this,  your  Committee  ofifer  one  of  the  annexed  resolutions.

That  they  be  requested  to  procure 
the  notes  of  solrent  persons  payable  at  from  one  to  ten  years  from  date,  to  the 
Troatees  of  the  Episcopal  fUno,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum,  the  interest  payable  annually,  eitoer  od  the  first  of  Jaouary.  April,  July,  or 
October;  aod  that  they  Ibrward  all  such  Dotes  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Church,  Maj. 
JaoMS  Soach,  at  Vickaburg,  as  soon  as  they  are  obtained;  and  that  each  person  so 
appointed,  be  requested  to  report  to  the  next  Conyention,  the  result  of  his  efforts  in 
this  behalf;  and  that  the  Becior  of  each  Parish  be  requested  to  co-operate  with  such 
person  in  pressing  this  subject  upon  the  people  of  his  charge.

The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  presents  his  account  of  the  Con- 
tingent Expense  Fond.  At  the  date  of  his  report  to  the  Convention 
of  1855,  (May  19, 1855,)  there  was,  on  hand,  applicable  to  the  ex- 
penses of  that  Convention,  the  sum  of  $240  68,  to  which  has  been 
}uIddd&omarTearages,thesumof  $18;  in  all,  $258  68.  The  amount  of 
anearages  for  assessments  made  prior  to  May,  1854 — in  all  $25 — was 
released  by  a  vote  of  the  last  Convention,  leaving  $40  yet  to  be  col- 
lected from  the  assessment  of  1854. 

The  assessments  made  in  1855,  for  the  Contingent  Expense  Fund, 
amounted  to  $352  50.  Of  these  $242  50  have  been  paid  to  the  un- 
dersigned, leaving  still  due  to  this  fund,  from  the  assessment  of  1855, 
the  sum  of  $110. 

The  amount  at  present  on  hand,  applicable  to  the  expenses  of  the 
Convention  of  1856,  is  $206  t9,  with  $150  yet  due  to  the  Contingent 
Fund  from  fourteen  Parishes. 

The  undersigned  regrets  the  existence  of  so  large  a  deficit ;  and 
trusts  that  the  Parishes  thus  indebted,  will  t^e  immediate  steps  to- 
wards the  liquidation  of  its  amount ;  the  fund  now  on  hand  not  being 
sufficient  for  the  prompt  settlement  of  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  present  Convention.

OF  THl  COHKITTBE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHUBCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  Statu  of  the  Church  b^  leave  to  present  the 
following  report : 

Haying  attentively  liHtcTied  to  the  Journal  of  our  beloved  Bishop, 
mying  an  account  of  li>o  labors  in  the  Diocese  since  the  last  Annual 
Convention;  ako  1* a \mg. carefully  examined  the  rqports  presented 
from  the  Parishes,  :l  appears  to  your  Committee  that  there  ia  abun- 
dant cause  for  tbruikfuiness  to  Almighty  God,  for  the  measure  of  suc- 
cess which  has  attended  the  labors  of  the  Bishop,  the  Clerpy  and  the 
Laity  of  the  Diocese,  during  the  past  year.  Though  the  increase  of 
the  Church  has  not  been  so  m'eat  as  to  equal  our  ardent  hopes  and 
wishes,  still  her  progress  has  been  steadily  oiiivardf  and  she  i3  gradually 
becoming  morenrmly  established. 

It  appears  that  some  enterprises,  recommended  by  former  Conven* 
taons,  have  not  been  as  successful  as  was  anticipated ;  but  we  should 
always  remember,  that  when  God  sends  trials  of  our  faith  and  patience, 
He  is  no  less  our  Father  and  our  Friend,  than  when  he  sends  us  pros- 
perity.   ^  Therefore,  be  not  dismayed." 

The  earnest  and  fervent  preaching  of  the  Word,  and  a  diligent  and 
persevering  attention  to  Parish  duties,  accompanied  bv  God's  blessing, 
(without  which  all  labor  is  in  vain,^  are  the  principal  and  moat  effec- 
tual means  for  converting  men  to  tne  Faith  of  the  Gospel,. sheltering 
them  within  the  Ark  of  Christ's  Church,  and  thus  bringing  them 
within  the  influence  of  the  covenanted  means  of  grace. 

From  the  report  presented  to  the  Convention,  it  appears  that  the 
labm  of  ibe  Ct«rgy bare bQ«a wdl b^towfidt ttidtiuitlih^aef f  <^v 
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TeBMkted  DiMdSftn;  hAt^  b^en  ^mord  abtmdiEini**    it  h^  hdireveir,  a 
subject  of  regret  to  Tom*  Committee^  that  sereral  of  fiie  parochial  re- 
porta  are  veiy  incomplete.    The  Qeneral  Summary  will  not,  therefore, 
exhibit  a  fall  statement  of  the  several  paiti^ulani  thetem  aet  forth.    It 
ia  leeommeBded  to  the  Clergy,  that  their  reports  hersaAer  be  made  out 
in  accordance  with  the  prescribed  form. 

The  Committee  have  been  much  gratified  with  the  report  of  the 
sttcoesB  which  has  attended  the  labors  of  the  Missionary,  Mr.  Hay- 
ward,  and  would  recommend,  if  funds  can  be  raised  for  their  support, 
that  others  be  employed  in  the  same  kind  of  service,  provided  suita- 
ble persons  can  be  found  who  are  willing  to  engage  in  it. 

In  conclusion,  the  Committee  call  upon  the  members  of  the  Church, 
both  Clerjr^  and  Laity,  to  unite  in  thanksgiving  to  Almighty  God  for 
the  many  blessings  already  bestowed,  and  to  resolve  that,  ooth  b^  their 
prayers  and  labors,  they  will  still  continue  to  work  in  their  Master's 
vineyard,  beinff  assured  that  ''in  due  time  they  bLsII  receive  their  re^ 
ward,  if  they  taint  not"

mother  and  children ;  and  shall  mark  therein  those  who  are  com- 
municants ;  and  shall  also  keep  in  said  book  a  registor  of  those  who 
are  bom,  are  baptized,  are  confirmed,  are  married,  d'w,  and  are  buried, 
in  their  respective  Parishes.*'  And  in  case  there  I>  ^  no  Bector  in  any 
Parish,  the  Senior,  or  in  his  absence,  the  JuniVr  ^V.u  len,  shall  attend 
to  said  duty.  And  if  the  Bishop,  or  any  otl  or  tiian  tho  Pariah  l£n- 
ister,  shall  baptise,  marry  or  bury  any  person  a  the  limits  of  any 
other  Parish  in  this  Diosese,  he  shall  2:-vo  0  written  statement  there<^ 
to  th«  Boctor,  or  in  his  absenoci  to  one  vi  la^  Wardens  of  said  Paiah. 


Finding  a  motion  to  refer  tlie  sttne  to  the  C^>i)(muttdd  on 
ConBtitutioa  and  Canons,  the  whole  subject  was  laid  on  ihe 
table.

The  Committee  on  DioceBan  Schools  beg  leave  to  report : 

That  thejr  have  performed  the  duty  assigned  to  them  with  mingled 
emotions  of  pleasure  and  pain,  of  ffratulations  and  regret.  Thete 
have  severally  been  elicited  as  your  Committee  proceeded  to  consider 
the  condition,  respectivelyy  of  the  several  Institutions  of  learning,  con- 
nected either  directly  or  indirectly  with  the  Church  in  this  Diocese. 

St  Thomas'  Hall,  in  the  efficiency  and  faithfulness  of  its  Faculty,  in 
its  well-grounded  promise  of  permanency,  and  in  all  its  appointments 
and  associations,  affords  your  Committee  the  privilege,  as  tney  conceive 
it  to  be  their  duty  also,  to  commend  it  to  all  who  truly  love  the  Church 
as  an  Institution  eminently  worthy,  in  all  respects,  of  their  entire  con- 
fidence and  patronage. 

Your  Committee  dwell  with  pleasure,  also,  on  the  well-earned  and 
deservedly  increasing  reputation  of  the  private  school  established  by 
the  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Sav^e,  at  Pas  Christian. 

While,  from  the  first  named,  (SL  Thomas*  Hall,)  your  Committee  are 
firmly  persuaded  its  patrons  may,  in  full  confidence,  look  to  see  their 
sons  come  forth  as  plants  that  have  grown  by  the  water  side,  and 
giving  promise  of  becoming  stately  trees  of  usefulness,  boUi  in 
Ghni^  and  State, — ^so  from  the  forenamed  Female  Institution  may 
equal  hope  be  entertained,  that  the  daughter  of  the  Church  wiU 
issue  forth  as  polished  comers  of  the  Temple,  qualified  both  mentally 
and  morally  to  adorn  and  bless. 

Your  Committee  have  been  called,  however,  to  consider  more  par^ 
ticularly  the  case  of  St.  Andrew's  College.  Here,  they  are  free  to 
say,  that  in  giving  expression  to  feelings  of  sincere  r^et^  they  do 
but  sympathize  with  the  entire  Church  in  this  Diocese ;  responding 
also,  as  is  believed  all  must  do,  with  that  portion  of  our  Bishop^ 
Address  on  the  present  occasion,  and  where'n  we  all  must  see  tne 
deepsorrow  that  hath  filled  his  hearty  because  of  its  failure. 

While  your  Committee  are  wholly  indisposed  to  attribute  the 
failure  of  the  College  to  any  one  special  cause ;  they  have  yet  little 
hesitation  in  saying  that  the  late  repeated  appearance  of  pestilence 
in  its  vidnity,  if  not  the  principal  one,  was  douDtless  greatly  promo- 
tive of  that  failure.  Under  existing  circumstances,  and  in  full  con- 
sideration of  the  already  accumulated  and  accumulative  difllcultiea 
aad  obstacles  that  present  themselves  when  contemplating  the  posei* 


U«  Mfivftl  int  Si.  Andfew's  College,  ihd  CouuniUee  fed  bound  to  eon- 
fen  themselrea  nnprepared  to  propose  or  recominend  to  this  Conren- 
tion  any  measure  looking  to  its  resuscitation  as  a  Oolleffe.  By  refer- 
ence to  a  resolution  paiMd  at  the  last  Convention,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  Trustees  havei  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  virtually  pro- 
nounced it  as  indefinitely  postponed,  (vide,  page  67,  Journal  of  last 
Conventi<Hi.) 

Having  learned  that  the  condition  there  set  forth  remuns  uncom- 
plied  vriUi,  and  presuming  the  Trustees  to  be  the  legally  author- 
ized  agents  to  direct  its  concerns,  it  remains  only  that  your  Commit- 
tee should  submit  the  following  resolutions  as  embodying  the  sub- 
stance of  their  action.

The  following  report  of  the  Eector  of  St.  Andrew's  Col- 
lege was  presented  and  read  to  the  Convention  :* 

REPOET 

OF  THE  HSCTOB  OF  ST.  Aia)BIEW'S  COLLEGE. 
To  the  SL  Reverend  W.  M.  Green,  Chancellor  of  the  College: 

Br.  Bey.  and  Dear  Snt :  After  my  last  Annual  Report,  I  have  con- 
tinued to  dischaige  the  duties  of  Kector  of  this  College,  up  to  Feb. 
lit,  1866,  when  ^e  Institution  was  suspended  by  the  Trustees.  To 
near  the  close  of  the  term  ending  the  1st  August  last,  the  patronage 
of  the  College  continued  to  increase,  and  many  indications  of  retum- 
iog  prosperity  appeared.  During  the  months  of  September  and  Octo- 
ber last,  Jackson  suffered  another  severe  visitation  of  pestilence,  and 
on  resuming  the  exercises  of  the  College,  the  number  of  pupils  was 
very  small.  When  the  pestilence  disappeared,  the  number  was  in- 
creased, but  not  sufficiently  to  permit  us  to  proceed,  and  the  College 
^Bs,  therefore,  closed  on  the  1st  of  Feb.  last. 

In  some  manner,  a  report  found  its  way  into  the  newspapers,  when 
the  fever  prevailed  most  violentiy,  that  four  cases  occurred  at  the  Col- 
lege, and  though  it  was  entirely  a  mistake,  {for  none  ever  occurred 
iner$y)  and  was  promptly  contradicted,  the  report  produced  its  natural

^Slaee.  In  Afleoidmcd  widi  peAoam  piediofoiuii  biB^  on  Hie  eosii- 
iion  of  another  visitation  of  the  yellow  fever  at  Jvekson,  that  tliis 
College  would  be  deserted  and  closedy  an  opinion  widely  prorailed  to 
that  effect  Thero  came  to  my  Imowledge,  I  inesiimey  twea^  in- 
•tanoes  of  young  gentlemen  who  had  fixed  ou  this  College  as  thor 
choice  of  a  place  to  procure  their  education.  Some  were  about  to 
leave  home  for  the  purpose,  others  were  on  their  way,  and  some  came 
to  the  neighborhood,  but  being  confidently  assured  that  this  College 
was  soon  to  be  discontinued^  they  resorted  to  other  Institntionay  or 
reUuned  to  their  parents, 

I  lament,  most  deeply,  the  failure  of  this  enterprise.  Had  the  en- 
dowment, which  I  earnestly  pressed  in  my  last  report,  been  raised^  the 
College  would  now  be  safe.  That,  it  seems,  could  not  be  done,  and 
the  result  is  what  we  see. 

On  the  15th  of  January  last,  when  the  Trustees  took  final  action  in 

relation  to  the  suspension  of  the  College,  among  other  resolutions,  they 

passed  the  following  in  reference  to  myself: 

BuoHntd,  That  the  Board  of  Troitaes  of  8t  Andrew's  OoUeffe,  retain  their  entire 
confidence  in  the  integritj,  fidelltr  and  oapaoitT  of  the  Rer.  Joehna  8wee(»  the  re- 


cent  Hector  of  the  CoUe^e,  and  that  they  do  not,  in  anj  way,  impute  the  ill-eneeeH 
of  the  Inetitntion  to  any  want  of  skill  or  manaKement  on  hie  pari ;  nor  attnbnte  the 
neeesaity  of  its  aaBpeasion  to  him.  The  blow  was  inflicted  before  he  became  eon- 
neoted  with  it,  in  the  ierere  risitation  of  the  yellow  ferer  of  1858,  and  other  anbae- 
goent  caoaea.  The  Trnsteea  leifret  the  neoetsity  which  doses  the  doon  of  fha 
Collejnb  and  parts  their  pleasant  aaaociatlon  with  its  late  Hector,  and  tender  to  him 
their  heartieet  wishes  for  his  succeBS  in  any  new  field  of  labor  or  enterprise  he  may 
nadertake.

Rt.  Rsv.  iSD  Dmaa  Sib  :  As  a  Presbytcnr  of  the  Diocese  of  Missis* 
sippi,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  approaching  meeting  of  tha  Annual 
Convention,  I  send  you  the  following  report : 

Ten  months  hare  passed,  since  I  Teh  my  field  of  labor  at  Natches. 
The  meUmcholy  cause  whidi  led  to  my  premature  departure  from  that 
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Parish,  has  g;iven  direction  to  all  my  subsequent  movements  Much 
of  iny  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  watchful  and  anxious  duties  of 
the  sick-room.  With  a  few  solitary  exceptions,  I  have  been  able  to 
devote  tlie  Sundays  to  the  public  duties  of  the  Sanctuary,  and  thus 
have  performed  nearly  as  many  ministerial  offices,  as  I  should  have 
<lone,  had  my  connection  with  the  Parish  of  Trinity  Church  continued 
unbroken. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  last  auttmin,  seeing  no  prospect  of  being 
able  to  return  to  my  Parish,  within  a  reasonable  period,  I  felt  con- 
strained to  resign  my  cure.  With  many  a  painful  regret,  this  tiying 
duty  was  discharged,  which  put  an  end  to  my  official  eonnection  with 
Trinity  Church. 

I  will  only  add,  tliat  no  change  of  residence  or  associations,  which 
in  the  Providence  of  God  may  await  me,  will  ever  dim  the  mknory  of 
my  brief,  but  most  happy  ministry  at  Natchez,  or  in  any  d^ree  di- 
luiiiish  the  deep  interest  which  I  feel  in  your  extensive  and  important 
J)ioc<esc,  and  my  sincere  aftection  and  respect  for  yourself.

No  important  change  has  occurred  in  the  condition  of  this  Parish 
doling  the  past  year.  The  sendees  cf  the  Ghurch  are  attended  by  a 
large  and  increasing  congregation ;  but  of  those  who  attend,  only  a 
limiied  number  below  properly  to  Uie  Parish. 

The  duties  of  the  Rector,  as  an  officer  of  the  State  Unirersi^,  have 
been  more  than  usually  confining,  for  many  months  past»  and  he  has 
oooaequently  been  preyented  from  giving  the  amount  of  attention  to 
jMiochial  duty  which  could  be  desired.  Some  change  in  this  respect, 
for  the  better,  is  anticipated  hereafter. 

The  effort  to  erect  a  Church  edifice  in  Oxford,  to  which  allusion 
was  made  m  the  last  report  of  the  undersigned,  has  not  yet  proved 
raocenfuL  The  attempts  hitherto  made  to  mtereat  other  portions  of 
the  Diocese  in  the  object,  have  met  with  so  little  encouragement,  that 
the  Yestiy  have  been,  recently,  led  to  contemplate  the  erection  of  a 
wooden  bnildinff  of  sufficient  capacity  to  accommodate  ^e  present 
congregation ;  though  such  an  edifice  will  hardly  be  adequate  to  sup- 
fh  the  constantly  increasing  wants  of  the  Parish.  Tbe  ra^id  growth 
of  the  ITniverai^  of  Mississippi  in  this  place,  an  Institution  which 
now  numbers — students  and  offioers  with  their  fitmiUes  included — 
about  two  hundred  and  fifhr  persons,  and  of  which  the  increase  in 
memben  has  been,  during  the  last  year,  about  seven^,  renders  it  very 
desintUe  that  the  Church  building  in  this  place  should  be  commodious, 
■psdoiis,  aad  if  possible^  somewhat  siffhtly.  The  Parish  is,  however, 
too  feeble  to  build  such  an  edifice,  andis,  by  the  necessity  of  the  case^ 
oempeUed  to  limit  its  views  to  a  provision  for  its  own  immediate  wants,

At  the  time  of  my  former  report  I  was  engaged  as  Missbnary  in  Ysl- 
lobusha  county,  where  I  contrived  to  officiate  regularly  at  Coffeevilie 
and  Oakaehickama,  until  the  1st  of  August  last»  when  I  received  your 
appointment  as  itinerant  missionary  with  instructions  to  visit  Panola, 
TMlahatchie,  Yallobusha,  Calhoun  and  Carroll  oounties.  I  immeJi« 
atelv  entered  upon  the  field  assigned  me,  and  eontinued  in  the  sotivis 
diraaige  of  its  duliea  %jft  the  lenain^v  of  the  y^eat.    Ihe  nddea 


ddie  of  my  labon,  neoesritited  by  ifl  h«ilfli^  pr^  tii«  poarfbQity 
of  pTCsentiog  bo  fiill  and  aocmate  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Chvoh, 
in  these  ootmtieB,  as  my  be  desired.  The  field  is  large,  and  the  soil 
entirely  new.  In  some  parts  the  Chnioh  is  qmte  muknown,  and  gen- 
erally, if  known  at  all,  it  is  only  by  report  Many  persons  of  i^olt 
jesiB,  oonfeased  that  I  was  **  the  first  Episoqud  Minister  they  had  ever 
seen,"  and  the  Church  services  were  often  recited  in  the  presence  of 
many  who  had  never  witnessed  the  like  before.  So  it  seemisd  some 
work  was  done  for  the  Church,  if  it  were  merely  to  appriie  men  of 
her  ezistenoe.  The  points  which  I  visited  were  chiefly  as  follows :  In 
Ptoola  county,  Sledffeville  and  Panola;  in  Tallanatchie  county, 
Gharieston;  in  Tailobusha  county,  Ooflfeeville,  Oakachickama  and 
Grenada;  in  Carroll  coun^,  Dud:  Hill,  MiddUeton,  CarroUton,  and 
Black  Hawk.  All  these  points  were  repeatedly  visited,  and  I  preached 
at  them  all,  at  some  three  or  four  times.  The  attend^cfe  was  usuaUy 
quite  encouraging,  and  I  rarely  failed  to  find  some  persons  present 
who  could  join  in  the  roBponses,  and  thus  aid  in  presenting  our  service 
in  its  true  light,  as  a  eammon  prayer.  The  number  of  communicants 
m  these  counties  is  but  few,  and  they  are  very  much  scattered.  As 
nesr  as  could  be  ascertained  there  are : 

In  Panola  county,  four  communicanta. 

In  Tallahatchie  county,  two  communicants. 

In  YaUobnaha  county,  four  communicants. 

In  Calhoun  county,  one  communicant 

In  CairoU  county,  ten  communicants. 

There  are  besides  a  ffoodly  number  of  baptiud  members  of  the 
Church,  not  a  few  uf  whom,  nowever,  have  attached  themselyes  to 
some  one  of  the  various  religious  societies,  showing  how  much  have 
been  needed  the  labors  of  an  itinerancy  in  these  destitute  parts.  In 
short  my  brief  experience  leads  me  to  condude  that  an  itinerancy 
must  be  adopted  by  the  Chureh  ere  she  can  hone  to  readi  the  unoo- . 
copied  parta  of  our  fidd,  or  retain  her  scattered  sheep  in  fold.

To  their  knowledge,  there  is  now  but  one  school,  St.  Thomas  Hall, 
HoUj  Springs,  in  connexion  with  the  Convention ;  and  from  that 
they  have  no  report,  nor  any  sufficient  knowledge  to  warrant  them 
in  making  any  statement,  farther  than  that  the  School  is  still  under 
the  charge  of  the  Rev.  James  W.  Rogers,  and  that  nothing  has 
occarred  to  weaken  the  commendation  heretofore  given,  and  we  beg 
to  commend  it  to  the  patronage  of  the  members  of  the  Church. 
Several  other  schools  are  under  the  charge  of  the  Clergy,  and  we 
trust  doing  a  good  work  for  Christ  and  his  Church.  A  very  earnest 
effort  is  being  made  at  St.  John's,  Early  Grove,  to  found  a  Parish 
School  for  boys,  of  a  classical,  and  perhaps,  collegiate  order.  Such 
progress  has  been  made  as  to  warrant  the  hope,  entertained  by  the 
proprietors,  that  it  will  be  carried  on  to  success.

But  three  of  the  eleven  parishes  indebted  last  year  for  arrearages, 
have  paid  those  arrearages;  while  but  fitteeo  out  of  thirtj-two- 
parishes,  have  paid  the  a^isessments  «pon  them^  made  by  the  Con- 
ventiuQ  of  1856^  for  Contingent  Expenses. 

There  are  now  on  hand  $151  14,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  pre- 
sent Convention,  which  are  estimated  at  $275  00.  There  are  also 
dae  from  seventeen  parishes,  arrearages  to  the  amount  of  $222  50.

REPORT 

ON  DIOGllSAN   FEMALE   SCHOOL. 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  part  of 
the  Bishop's  Address,  relating  to  the  subject  of  a  Diocesan 
Female  School,  respectfully  report,  that  they  are  not  prepared 
from  any  information  in  their  possession,  or  from  acquaint- 
ance  with  the  subject,  to  recommend  any  active  measures  to 
the  Convention.  The/  therefore  propose  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution : 

Eeaolvedj  That  the  Chair  appoint  a  committee  of  three  persons,  to 
take  the  matter  into  oonsideratioB  and  rep4»rt  thereon  to  the  next 
Convention.

Which  Report  was  received  and  adopted,  and  the  resolu- 
tion thereto  appended,  wan  also  adopted. 

The  Committee  under  the  foregoing  resolution  consists  as 
follows:  Messrs.  Geo.  S.  Yerger,  James  S.  Johnston,  and 
Wm.  J.  Britton, 

The  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  reported  to  the 
Convention,  through  their  Chairman,  that  there  had  been  no 
propositions  to  alter  or  amend  either  the  Constitution  or 
Canons,  referred  to  them,  nor  did  they  deem  any  alteration 
or  amendment  necessary. 

Which  Report  was  received  and  agreed  to. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted : 

Rtmdoedy  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  cause  to  be  prin- 
ted nioe  handred  copies  of  the  Proceedings  of  this  Convention ; 
farnitfh  the  Bishop  with  two  hundred  copies  thereof,  and  distribute 
the  balance  in  his  discretion. 

The  Convention  then  took  a  recess  for  half  an  hour,  in 
order  to  allow  a  meeting  to  be  held  of  the  Society  for  Diffus- 
ing Christian  Knowledge,  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

[For  its  Proceedings^  etc,  see  Appendix.] 
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After  recess,  the  ConTeDtion  was  again  called  to  order,  by 
tte  Her.  B.  M.  Miller,  President,  joro  few.,  in  the  absence  of 
the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was  referred  the  snbject 
of  a  South-western  University,  presented  the  following  Re- 
port, which  was  received,  reaa,  and  on  motion,  adopted : 

REPORT 
on'^ths  proposed  south-western  uniyersitt. 

The  Committee  on  the  projected  SoRtbern  Univenity,  report  that 
they  cordially  concur  and  sympathize  with  the  geDeral  yiews  which 
prompted  the  Address  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Southern  and  South- 
western States,  to  the  members  and  friends  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church. 

They  are  assured  that  this  Address  originated  in  no  sectional  pre- 
judice. The  great  interests  of  Education  and  of  the  Church,  im- 
peratively demand  such  an  institution ;  nor  do  they  see  that  there 
are  any  difficulties  in  the  way  which  will  not  exist,  and  even  increase, 
in  the  future.  These  difficulties  arise  in  doubts  felt  by  members  of 
the  Committee,  as  to  whether  it  be  practicable  to  obtain  such  a  char- 
ter from  any  State,  as  will  secure  the  institution  to  the  Church, 
beyond  the  power  of  any  future  legislative  action  to  divert  the  dona- 
tions to  a  purpose  foreign  from  the  intentions  of  the  donors.  It 
being  presumed  that  the  Trustees  will  assure  themselves  upon  this 
point,  and  give  and  receive  such  pledges  as  the  interests  of  the 
Church  require,  the  Committee  recommend  that  the  requested  co- 
operation of  the  Diocese  be  accorded. 

It  is  understood  that  the  Diocese  is  not  pledged  by  this  resolution 
to  raise  any  specific  sum  of  money,  nor  held  liable  for  the  subscrip- 
tions of  its  members. 

The  Committee  are  aware  that  the  present  discouragements  under 
which  the  educational  interests  of  our  l)iocese  suffer,  from  the  failure 
of  our  Diocesan  College,  naturally  produce  a  dispiriting  effect  in  view  of 
any  similar  enterprise.  They  are  disposed  however,  to  see  in  this,  but 
an  additional  incentive,  to  secure,  if  possible,  by  combination  with 
other  Dioceses,  what  our  own  Diocese  has  failed  to  secure  by  their 
own  best  efforts,  and  considerable  and  praiseworthy  sacrifices  of  in* 
dividual  members.  They  conceive  that  the  moral  co-operation  of 
this  Diocese,  though,  perhaps,  not  absolutely  necessary  to  the  suc- 
cess of  the  enterprise,  becomes  a  solemn  and  important  duty,  in  view 
of  the  fact,  that  its  absence  may  operate  to  the  discouragement  of  a 
scheme  which  premises,  at  least,  to  be  successful,  and  the  success  of 
which  will  inaugurate  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the  Church  in 
America. 

While  they  feel  and  weigh  the  objections  which  are  urged  against 
the  projected  institution,  they  do  not  feel  that  they  have  a  moral 
right  to  oppose,  or  neglect  to  assist,  to  the  utmost  of  their  power,  an 
enterprise  inspired  by  a  spirit  so  noble  and  comprehensive  in  its 
plan  and  aim,  as  to  induce  the  impression  that  it  is  of  God,  and  not 
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of  man.  Nor  does  it  consist  with  the  spirit  which  has  hitherto 
seemed  to  animate  the  Churchmen  of  the  South-west,  that  they 
should  leave  to  posterity  a  work  which  they  seem  providentially 
called  to  perform  for  it, 

W.  W.  LORD,  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

The  following  resolution,  connected  with  the  subject  of  the 
Beport,  was  presented ; 

Be  it  Resolved,  That  this  Convention"  proceed  to  the  election  of 
Trustees  of  the  proposed  Sou'.h-webtern  University,  who  shall  also 
act  as  Delegates  to  represent  this  Diocese  at  the  Convention  to  he 
held  at  Chattanooga,  in  July  next ;  and  that  such  Delegates  are  in- 
structed to  report  the  proceedings  of  such  Convention  at  the  next 
Annual  Convention  of  this  Diocese. 

On  motion,  the  Report  was  received  and  adopted,  and  the 
foregoing  resolution  was  agreed  to. 

Under  the  resolution,  the  following  gentlemen  were  elected 
Trustees  and  Delegates :  Rev.  W.  W.  Lord,  and  Messrs.  Gea 
S.  Yerger  and  Eugene  J.  Hinton. 

The  Convention  then,  on  motion,  adjourned,  to  meet  again 
to-night,  immediately  after  Divine  Service. 


Divine  Service  was  celebrated  at  eight  o'clock,  P.  M. 

The  Rev.  W.  0.  Stout,  read  the  Evening  Service,  assisted 
by  the  Rev,  E.  H.  Downing,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stout 
preached  from  the  Book  of  clumbers:  xxiii.  chapter,  10th 
verse — "  Let  me  die  the  death  of  the  righteous,  and  let  my 
last  end  be  like  his." 


After  Divine  Service,  the  Convention'was  called  to  order  at 
half-past  nine  o'clock,  bj  the  Rev.  B.  M.  Miller,  President, 
pro  tern.

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The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted : 
Renolvedf  That  in  oonformitj  with  the  request  of  the  ''  Society 
for  DiffusiDg  ChriFtiaD  Knowledge  in  the  Diocese  of  Missiasippi/' 
lately  in  session,  the  proceediags  of  its  annual  meeting,  and  the 
Constitution  of  said  Society,  be  printed  in  an  Appendix  to  the 
Journal  of  this  Convention. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Remlved,  That  in  view  of  the  critical  condition  of  the  health  of 
our  beloved  Diocesan,  it  is  the  unanimous  sense  of  this  ConvcntioD, 
that  it  should  be  recommended  to  him  to  suspend  the  active  duties 
and  labors  of  the  Episcopate,  for  such  length  of  time  as  his  health 
may  require  for  its  re-establishment;  and  that,  in  connexion  with  the 
Standing  Committee,  he  provide  in  the  interim,  such  Episcopal  Ser- 
vices as  the  wants  of  the  Diocese  may  demand. 

On  motion,  it  was 

Eaolved,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Convention  are  due  and  are 
hereby  tendered  to  the  Congregation  of  Grace  Church,  and  the  citi- 
zens of  Canton,  for  the  kind  and  courteous  manner  in  which  they 
have  entertained  us  while  here ;  and  that  the  Rector  and  Lay  Dele- 
gates of  the  Parish,  be  requested  to  make  thb  resolution  known  to 
them. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  prerented  the  following: 
REPORT 

OF  THE   COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

The  'Committee  wi  Finance  to  whom  wis  referred  the  Report  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese,  respecting  the  Bishop's  salary,  have 
examined  the  same  with  the  accompanying  account  and  vouchers, 
and  find  it  entirely  correct. 

Tbey  have  likewise  carefully  considered  the  subject  of  the  means 
the  Convention  will  have,  on  which  it  can  reasonably  rely  for  paying 
the  Bishop  his  salary  for  the  ensuing  year.  In  addition  to  the 
interest  accruing  and  to  accrue  on  the  notes  of  contributors  to  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  under  the  arrangement  authorized  by  the  last  Con- 
vention, besides  what  is  expected  to  be  realized  from  the  arrearages 
due  from  several  delinquent  parishes,  on  last  year's  account,  your 
Committee  think  that  only  a  slight  change  in  theassessment^  involv- 
infc  no  material  increase  of  burden  on  the  parishes,  added  to  a 
moderate  assessment  on  the  new  parishes  just  admitted  into 
union  with  the  Convention,  will  be  sufficient  to  discharge  the  obli- 
gation of  $8,000  for  the  Bishop's  salary  for  the  ensuing  year,  and 
also,  the  deficit  of  SI 81  52,  shown  by  the  Treasurer  to  be  due  and 
unpaid  on  last  year's  account. 

Should  we  not  be  deceived  in  our  calculations  with  regard  to  the 
sources  of  revenue  to  which  we  look  for  a  supply  of  adequate 
means,  those  sources,  we  think,  may  be  depended  on  to  yield  a  frac- 
tion over  $3,300^  or  rather  more  than  1100  over  and  above  the 
required  amount.

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In  reference  to  the  sum  needed  for  defraying  the  contingent 
expenses  of  the  Diocese,  assuming,  what  we  will  not  permit  our- 
selves to  question,  that  the  delinquent  parishes  will  not  inflict  upon 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  the  injustice  of  allowing  him  to 
lay  out  of  the  advances  he  has  made  on  their  behalf,  your  Com- 
mittee have  believed  it  would  suffice,  to  let  the  assessment  of  the 
last  Convention  remain  uotouched,  only  adding  thereto  an  equitable 
assessment  on  the  new  parishes  just  introduced  into  union  with 
the  Diooese. 
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With  respect  to  the  subjeot  of  repairs,  alleged  to  be  neceasftry  for 
the  comfort  and  safety  of  the  Bishop's  residence,  your  Committee, 
having  no  definite  informatio»  on  which  to  base  any  action,  not 
knowing  either  the  character  of  the  repairs  required,  or  the  probable 
cost  of  such  repairs,  would  recommend  that  the  Committee  on 
Church  Property  of  the  Diocese,  be  authorized  and  instructed  to 
make  or  cause  to  be  made  due  examination  of  the  premises,  with 
the  Tiew  of  suggesting  and  proposing  to  the  different  Parishes,  tbe 
best  mode  of  contributing  the  means  to  place  said  prembes  in  good 
repair.     We  therefore,  append  the  following  resolution,  vis : 

Resolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Church  Property  be  appointed 
a  Committee  for  that  purpose.

REPORT 

OF  THE  OOMMITTEE   ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHUBCH. 

In  presenting  a  Report  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  your  Com- 
mittee would,  in  humble  gratitude,  express  their  thanks,  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  his  blessings  during  the  past  year.  The  pro- 
gress of  our  faith  has  not  been  as  great  as  we  could  have  desired, 
yet,  as  Omnipotence  some  times  in  the  natural  world  withholds  the 
vital  force  from  plant  and  tree,  that  a  larger  development  may  fol* 
low,  so  do  we  believe  the  seeming  halt  in  our  progress  is  only  an  evi- 
dence of  our  future  growth  and  power.  The  Church  is  now  stronger 
than  a  year  ago,  although  the  statistics  fall  below  those  of  last 
year;  her  hardest  battles  are  fought,  and  a  glorious  victory  will  soon 
orowQ  her  triumphs.  The  indefatigable  zeal  and  energy  of  our 
Bishop,  and  the  earnest  efiforts  of  the  Clergy,  can  not  fail  to  establish 
the  true  faith  in  our  country.  But  to  secure  the  final  triumph  of 
the  Gospel,  will  require  the  countenance  and  prayerful  efforts  of 
both  Laity  and  Clergy. 

The  Missionaries  in  the  various  fields  allotted  them,  are  doing  a 
good  work  for  the  Church ;  they  are  self-denying  men,  men  baptized 
with  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  and  although  the  amount  accomplished 
by  them  seems  small,  yet  they  are  sowing  the  seeds  of  life  which 
will  bud  and  bloom  long  after  they  have  ceased  from  their  labors. 
The  foot-prints  of  the  lamented  Haywood  will  long  be  seen  on  the 
sands  of  Yallobusha ;  his  converts  to  the  faith  are  already  a  never- 
dying  monument  to  his  love  of  the  Saviour.  The  prayers  and 
means  of  the  Church  should  be  more  earnestly  devoted  to  the  Mis- 
sionary cause;  this  is  the  hope  of  the  Diocese;  we  have  not,  judg- 
ing from  the  reports,  done  as  muoh  as  we  ought,  and  should  remem- 
ber this  during  the  coming  year. 
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We  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  Chnroh  to  the  cause  of 
Education :  because  some  of  our  enterprises  have  failed,  this  is  no 
reason,  that  we  now  should  be  ioaotiye  in  the  mental  and  moral  cul- 
ture of  the  young.  Much  of  our  success  depends  on  Education^  as 
the  history  ot  the  Church  demonstrates.

There  have,  during  the  past  year,  remored  from  the  Diocese,  eight 
Clei^men,  and  been  add  ed,  seven.  Two  new  parishes  have  been 
reoeived  into  union  with  the  Convention;  one  Church  has  been  con- 
seerated,  and  one  Clergyman  has  died.  ' 

We  would  urge  again  upon  the  Clergy,  the  necessity  of  giving  in 
their  Reports  in  the  piescribed  form,  and  also  the  propriety  of 
giving  the  Committee  some  written  fscts  as  to  the  general  condition 
of  the  Church  in  their  fields  of  labor.  The  want  of  this  compels 
your  Committee  to  present  a  meagre  report.  Many  of  the  Parishes 
this  year  have  sent  no  report,  and  consequently,  the  present  report 
is  not  a  fair  test  as  to  strength  and  number.  Notwithstsnding  this, 
the  contributions  are  much  larger  than  any  previous  year,  and  we 
have  no  doubt  were  all  reported,  such  would  be  the  case  in  othei 
matten.  THOS.  B.  LAWSON,  Churman.

The  admission  of  Mr.  Calvin  McOu£Eee  to  the  Diaoonate 
followed.  He  was  presented  to  the  Bishop,  bj  the  Rev. 
Henry  Sansom,  and  the  Rev.  B.  Halsted. 

After  which,  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  Communion  was 
administered  by  the  Rt  Reverend,  the  Bishop  ot  the  Diocese, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  B.  M.  Miller,  Rev.  H.  SSausom,  Rev.  W. 
C.  Stout,  Rev.  B.  Ilalsted,  Rev.  C.  F.  Rodenstein,  Ber.  G.  B. 
Hayden,  Rev.  F.  Eiwell,  and  Rev.  G.  W.  SilL 


Divine  Service  was  also  celebrated  at  1 1  o'clock,  A.  M.  in 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  and  the  Baptist  Church;  the  use  of 
these  Churches  having  been  kindly  oifered  for  the  occasion. 

At  the  former  Church,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ozanne,  read  prayers, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Denniston;  and  the  Rev.  G.  W. 
Sill  preached. 

At  the  latter,  the  Rev.  F.  Eiwell  read  the  Morning  Service, 
I  and  the  Rev.  Charles  Reighley,  D.  D.,  preached. 


,      Divine  Service  was  also  celebrated  in  Grace  Church,  at  4 
o'clock,  P.M. 

The  Rev.  Thos.  D.  Ozanne  read  the  Evening  Service,  and 
the  Rev.  F.  W.  Damns  preached  from  the  Epistle  to  the  Ro- 
mans :  vi,  chap.  2iird  verse — *'  The  gifk  of  Goa  is  eternal  life," 


Also,  at  8  o'clock,  P.  M^ 

The  Rev.  F.  Eiwell  read  pravers,  assisted  by  the  Rev. 
Charles  Reighley,  D.  D.,  and  the  liev.  G.  B.  Hayden ;  and  the 
Rev.  Thos.  B,  Lawson  preached  from  the  Gospel  according 
to  St.  Mark :  xvi.  chap.  iSth  verse — "  Go  ve  into  all  the  worlds 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature.'*^ 

A  collection  was  then  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society  for  Diffusing  Christian  Knowledge  in  the  Diocese  of 


The  Rite  of  Confirmation  was  then  administered  to  seven 
candidates,  presented  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Sanaom,  of  Grace 
Church,  Canton. 


The  Convention  then  came  to  order  at  ten  o'clock,  at  the 
call  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  resolution  was  offered  and  unanimously 
adopted:

Whereu()on,  the  Rt.  Keverend.  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
after  a  briet  Address,  Prayers  and  the  A(K>stolic  Benedic- 
tion, declared  the  Thirty  first  Annual  Convention  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi, 
adjourned  sine  die.

JOURNAL  Am  ADDRESS, 

OF 

RT.  REV.  WM.  M.  GREEN. 


A  Teview  of  the  past  year  presents  us,  mj  Beloved  Brethren, 
with  occasion  for  both  sorrow  and  thankfulness.  The  kindly  fruits 
of  the  earth  hare  been  plentifully  giyen  and  preserved  to  our  use ; 
the  hand  of  pestilence  has  been  kept  away  from  us,  and  our  land  far 
and  wide  has  enjoyed  the  blessings  of  peace  and  quietness.  But  has 
there  been  equal  health  and  fruitfulness  in  that  portion  of  God*8 
vineyard  which  he  has  given  us  to  tend  ?  Does  the  closing  year 
reveal  no  gap  in  our  ranks  ?  Do  its  months  and  weeks  and  days, 
whisper  no  words  of  reproach  in  our  ears  ?  Alas,  if  it  be  hard  to 
endure  the  test  of  one  short  twelvemonth,  with  its  countless  respon- 
sibilities, how  shall  we  stand  when  He  appeareth  who  is  to  try  the 
reins  and  the  heart,  and  judge  us  for  all  our  thoughts  and  words  and 
works  !  That  day,  beloved,  is  not  far  from  any  one  of  us.  In  antic- 
ipation of  its  scrutiny  and  its  awards,  let  us  on  this  one  more  as- 
sembling of  ourselves  together,  feel  that  our  Judge  standeth  before 
the  door,  and  prepare  to  give  in  with  becoming  reverence  and  awe 
the  account  of  our  past  year's  stewardship. 

If  I  did  not  know  that  there  are  seasons  of  depression  in  God's 
Church,  as  well  as  in  the  experience  of  his  individual  servants  ]  and 
that  these  periods  of  gloom,  like  all  other  things  that  come  from  His 
hand,  are  meant  for  our  good,  I  should  be  truly  cast  down  at  the 
meagre  results  of  our  past  year's  labors,  and  the  disappointment 
which  has  met  us  where  we  had  once  fondly  counted  on  success. 
One  of  our  Clergy  has  been  called  from  his  labors  to  rest  with 
Christ }  another  stands  charged  with  a  grievous  offence ;  and  eight 
more  luive,on  various  aocountp,  sought  other  fields  where  their  labors 
are  more  likely  to  be  appreciated  and  rewarded ;  whilst  seven  only 
have  cooie  in  to  fill  their  places.  In  addition  to  this  Clerical  loss  we 
have  to  mourn,  what  seemed  an  unavoidable  necessity — ^the  r  bandon- 
ment  and  sale  of  our  Principal  Diocesan  school — ^the  failure  of  our 
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hope  to  revive  our  Ghnrob  Fkper,  and  a  too  geneiul  want  of  interest 
in  onr  Institutions  of  a  Diocesan  or  £xtra^nToehial  character.  As 
the  spirit  of  true  patriotism  can  not  be  confined  to  any  one  comer 
or  section  of  one's  country,  but  spreads  its  sympathies  and  good 
offices  through  every  part ;  so  is  it  also  with  respect  to  the  aeyeral 
organisations  of  our  Diocese,  and  their  divisions  into  Parishes. 
Bach  congregation  and  every  member  of  the  same  is  bound  to  look 
to  the  general  good.  And  as  in  the  human  structure,  an  active  and 
healthy  state  of  the  general  system  imparts  life  and  vigor  to  the  dis- 
tant extremities,  so  does  a  generous  concern  for  the  more  compre- 
hensive charities  of  the  Churchy  redound  in  full  measure  to  the  good 
of  everv  individual  parish  or  member  concerned 

But  i  turn  from  these  genend  statements  and  reflections,  to  fulfil 
the  duty  which  now  devolves  upon  me  of  setting  before  you  an 
account  of  my  past  year's  labors. 

April  26, 1856-^Before  the  adjournment  of  our  last  C!onvention| 
I  confirmed  in  Christ's  Church,  Yioksburg,  /our  persons. 

April  29 — Gave  to  Bev.  Joshua  Sweet,  '^Letters  IHrnisBOiy/'  to 
the  Missionary  Bishop  of  the  North  Weat. 

Jfay  2 — Beached  Lake  Washington  and  spent  the  day  in  visiting 
the  Parish.  Next  day  preached  in  the  Church,  iirhich  though  un- 
finished, was  conveniently  prepared  for  the  occasion.  The  oongre* 
gation  was  large  and  duly  attentive.  After  the  services  I  baptised 
two  children. 

The  10th  and  llth  were  spent  at  Eirkwood.  On  the  llth  I 
preached  in  St.  Phillip's  Church,  assisted  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Ozanne, 
and  confirmed  one  white  and  six  colored  persons,  and  administered 
the  Holy  Communion.  This  Parish  which  has  never  possessed  any 
n^merical  strength,  has  lately  been  weakened  by  the  removal  of  one 
of  its  largest  and  most  active  families. 

ifoy  12 — Crossed  over  to  Lexin^n  and  thence  to  OarroUtou. 
Here  I  was  pleased  to  find  our  Missionary,  the  Bev.  Mr.  Peabody, 
sealously  at  work,  and  io  learn  that  his  iabors  were  likely  to  prove 
useful. 

From  this  point  I  struck  across  the  country  in  order  to  visit  the 
Churches  in  the  Eastern  portion  of  my  charge.  On  the  afternoon 
of  the  15th,  I  reached  Houston,  the  Seat  of  Justice  of  Chickasaw 
county.  I  did  not  preach  that  night  as  I  expected,  the  letter  con- 
tainiog  my  appointment  having  been  sixteen  inscead  of  four  days 
upon  the  road.  Before  leaving  the  place  I  visited  the  few  friends 
of  the  Church,  who  seem  deeply  to  regret  the  discontinuance  of  Mr. 
Lawson's  services  among  them, 

Jktay  16— Beached  Col.  Charles  Gates'  residence  eight  miles  from 
Okolooa.  Being  here  joined  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Lawson,  1  remained 
all  night;  and  next  morning  gave  the  baptism  of  the  Church,  to 
ttDo  adults — Col.  Gates  and  his  wife.  In  this  neighborhood  Mr. 
Lawson  has  good  hopes  of  building  a  Church  and  organising  a 
Parish. 
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Sunday  18 — AaaiBted  by  Mr.  Lawson  I  officiated  in  Qraoe  Charoh, 
Okolona,  preaohiDg  aod  admintateriDg  the  rite  of  coofinnatioD  to 
three  persons.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  in  the  neighboring 
Chapel  of  Dr.  John  Vi,  Tncker,  to  his  slaves  and  those  ot  his  two  nearest 
neighbors.  The  house  was  full,  aod  much  interest  was  manifested, 
eapeoially,  when  teven  of  their  number  oame  forward  to  be  confirmed. 

Mr.  Lawson  continues  to  labor  faithfully  in  this  region ;  but  his 
attention  is  necessarily  much  occupied  with  the  Female  School 
which  the  claims  of  his  family  have  forced  upon  him. 

Monday  1^— Rode  to  Pontotoc  accompanied  by  Mr.  Lawson. 
Here  I  spent  two  days,  preached  twice,  confirmed  three  persons,  and 
▼isited  nearly  every  family  of  the  Congregation.  The  interests  of 
this  Parish  have  sensibly  suffered  by  the  removal  of  Mr.  Lawson  to 
Okolona.  As  they  have  a  large  and  every  way  eligible  lot  for  the 
purpose,  they  are  desirous  of  erecting  upon  it  a  neat  and  becoming 
plaoe  of  worship :  that  which  they  now  use  being  held  by  them  in  joint 
ownership  with  one  of  the  denominations  of  the  plaoe.  In  so  go  jd  a 
work  I  would  rejoice  to  see  them  aided  by  the  contributions  of  some 
of  the  older  and  more  wealthy  Parishes.  On  the  22nd,  I  returned 
to  Okolona — thirty  miles,  and  preached  that  night. 

On  the  2drd,  reached  Aberdeen.  I  found  this  little  flock  much 
depressed  and  disheartened.  Their  late  Pastor  had  left  them  ;  and 
left  them  not  to  mourn  his  absence,  but  to  lament  that  he  had  ever 
oome  amons  them.  I  vibited  all  the  friends  and  members  of  the 
Church  and  encouraged  them  to  meet  with  promptness  the  difficul- 
ties of  their  present  condition.  On  Friday,  23id,  I  preached;  and 
again  on  Saturday  evening.  I  was  met  here  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Wif- 
Bon,  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  who  preached  for  me  on  Sunday 
forenoon,  and  assisted  in  the  other  services  of  the  occasion.  I  bap- 
tised one  adult,  and  one  infant,  and  administered  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. In  the  afternoon  I  preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 
In  the  evening  I  confirmed  one  other  in  privatoj  and  baptized  one 
child  and  one  adult. 

On  Monday  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  congregation,  and  addressed 
them  on  the  condition  of  the  Parish.  A  new  Vestry  was  elected. 
Upon  looking  with  them  into  the  pecuniary  indebtedness  of  the 
Parish,  I  was  thankful  to  find  it  not  so  much  as  I  hsd  been  led  to 
fear.  A  determination  was  expressed  both  by  the  Vestry  and  Con- 
gregation, to  pay  it  off  by  the  end  of  the  year ;  and  a  sufficient  sum 
was  subscribed  on  the  spot  to  secure  the  services  of  a  Minister. 
Much  has  been  done  for  this  Parish  by  the  zealous  labors  of  a  few 
devoted  women,  who  I  here  gratefully  acknowledge  were  much 
assisted  and  encouraged  by  their  Christian  Sisters  ot  other  denomi- 
nations. Sutsh  an  instance  of  disinterested  and  well  directed  charity 
fully  deserves  the  public  aoknowledgmentj  which  it  now  receives  at 
my  hands. 

Tw9day  27 — ^I  visited  Barton  and  Vinton  with  the  expectation 
of  preaching  at  both  places  that  day,  but  found  on  my  arrival  that 
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no  appointment  had  been  made;  the  friend  to  whom  I  had  written 
having  removed  from  the  place  since  mj  last  visit. 

I  passed  over  that  evening  to  Colnmbas,  where  four  days  were 
spent  in  visiting,  both  in  town  and  couotrj.  Oa  Friday,  I  t»ptised 
in  private  tioo  children  at  Waverlj.  On  Saturday,  preached  in  Co* 
lumbas  in  the  evening.  Sunday  June  l.v<,  preached  again  in  the 
forenoon,  the  afternoon,  and  at  night,  assisted  by  the  Kector,  Rev. 
Mr.  Mott,  and  by  Mr.  Wilson.  In  the  forenoon  the  Holy  Com- 
munion was  administered;  and  in  the  afternoon  five  persons  were 
confirmed.  I  was  grieved  to  find  that  their  Pastor,  the  Rev.  Mr 
Mott,  had  been  compelled  by  declining  health  to  resign  his  charge. 
His  zealous  and  faithful  services  could  not  have  failed  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  Parish,  had  he  continued  among  them.  The  Vestry 
were  just  about  commencing  a  new  Church,  for  which  a  very  eligible 
site  and  a  subscription  of  $6,000,  or  S7,000,  had  been  obtained. 

Monday,  Jane  2 — Rode  fifteen  miles  to  fill  an  appointment  which 
had  been  made  for  me  at  Crawfordsville,  and  at  11  o'clock,  preached 
in  the  Baptist  Church  to  a  Consrregation,  which  seemed  for  the  first 
time  to  have  witnessed  our  services.  In  the  evening  I  rode  twelve 
miles,  and  spent  the  night  with  a  friend  and  former  pupil  fitom 
North  Carolina. 

Sundtiy  3 — Reached  Macon.  Preached  that  evening  and  the  next 
in  the  Methodist  Church.  On  the  latter  occasion  I  confirmed  one 
person,  and  gave  the  baptism  of  the  Church  to  another  who  justly 
doubted  that  which  had  previous  been  received.  The  prospects  of 
the  Church  in  this  place  are  somewhat  more  encouraging  than  for- 
merly. One  or  two  male  members  have  recently  been  added.  On 
Wednesday  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Congregation.  A  Parish  waa 
organized  by  the  name  of  *'  Immanuel,"  and  Wardens  and  Vestry- 
men were  duly  elected.  Assurance  also,  was  given  me  that  four  or 
five  hundred  dollars  would  be  raised  for  the  support  of  a  Clergymaa 
who. would  give  them  the  greater  part  of  his  services. 

Wednesday  5 — Rode  twelve  miles  to  the'*Churchof  the  Messiah,'' 
in  the  south  western  part  of  the  county.  The  next  day  preached, 
and  baptized  one  infant.  The  flock  at  this  place,  though  **  a  little 
one"  indeed,  is  not  wanting  in  becoming  piety  and  zeal  for  the  House 
of  God^  Much  would  I  rejoice  to  secure  to  them  such  a  Pastor  as 
they  desire  and  deserve. 

On  the  7th,  I  reached  De  Kalb,  and  preached  that  night  to  a 
small  number  in  the  Methodist  Church.  The  next  day  Sunday  8<A, 
I  preached  again  to  quite  a  full  congregation.  Only  two  communi- 
cants of  our  Church  are  to  he  found  in  this  place.  It  is  on  their  account 
chiefly,  that,  from  year  to  year  I  tarn  aside  in  my  journejing  to 
spend  a  day  in  this  place.  One  of  these  is  the  father  of  a  large 
family.  He  alone  of  his  household  has  retained  among  the  trying 
circumstances  of  his  position,  allegiance  to  the  Church  in  which  he 
was  baptized.  The  other  is  oms,  who,  from  her  childhood,  has 
served  the  Church  with  a  loving  heart  and  a  liberal  hand,  and  who, 
in  addition  to  her  prayers^  gives  annually  to  one  or  the  other  of  its 
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Institatioafl,  at  least  one  tentli  of  her  whole  income— an  income 
derived  from  her  own  daily  labor  in  a  school.  I  was  compelled  to 
leave  De  Ealb  in  the  afternoon,  in  order  to  reach  the  Bailroad  in 
time  for  the  morning  train. 

On  Monday  evening  I  arrived  at  Mobilci  and  spent  the  following 
day  with  my  late  highly  valned  Presbyter,  Rev.  Joseph  H.  Ingra- 
ham.  It  Was  no  little  pleasure  to  me  to  witness  with  my  own  eyes, 
the  good  work  that  he  has  here  aocomplished  in  the  space  of  less 
than  three  years. 

My  next  appointment  was  at  Biloxi,  where  I  arrived  on  the  12th. 
The  t#o  following  days  were  spent  in  visiting  the  families  of  the 
Parish,  in  company  with  their  Minister,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Whitall. 
And  I  was  tmly  rejoiced  to  find  the  nnmber  much  increased  since 
my  last  visit.  Sunday  Id^,  I  preached  at  11  o'clock,  in  a  room 
(below  the  Masonic  Hall)  which  nas  been  very  neatly  and  appropri- 
ately fitted  up  for  the  purpose.  It  did  not,  however,  contain  more 
than  one  half  of  the  number  in  attendance.  I  was  assisted  during 
the  day  by  Mr.  Whitall,  who  has  for  nine  months  been  laboring 
very  faithfully,  and,  as  it  seems,  very  effectivelv  in  this  place.  At 
the  close  of  the  Sermon,  my  heart  was  gladdened  at  seeing  from  out 
of  this  little  flock,  which  can  scarcely  be  said  to  have  enjoyed  alto- 
gether more  than  one  year  of  ministerial  labor,  twenty-one  persons 
coming  forward  to  give  themselves  to  Gk)d  in  the  holy  rite  of  Con- 
firmation. Before  the  hour  of  worship,  I  met  the  children  of  the 
Sunday  School,  about  seventy  in  number,  and  made  a  suitable 
address  to  them.  The  children  of  the  Methodist  Sunday  School 
were  likewise  present ;  and  I  was  gratified  at  the  opportunity  of  toy- 
ing a  few  kind  and  instructive  words  to  them,  as  well  as  to  the  lambs 
of  our  own  flock.  In  the  afternoon  I  preached  again.  Next  morn- 
ing the  Congregation  was  called  together  for  the  purpose  of  electing 
a  new  Vestry.  I  used  the  occasion  to  address  to  them  a  few  words 
of  advice  and  encouragement,  as  well  as  of  congratulation,  and  to 
instruct  the  Vestry  in  the  duties  of  their  office.  There  is  in  this 
Congregation,  but  little  wealth  independently  of  those  families  who 
reside  here  only  in  the  summer;  but  they  are  of  a  willing  spirit. 
It  is  their  intention  to  begin  soon  to  erect  a  House  of  Worship, 
which  will  afford  more  room  than  that  which  they  now  occupy,  and 
be  exclusively  used  for  the  purposes  of  Divine  worship.  If,  in  car- 
rying out  their  design,  they  should  appeal  to  their  brethren  in  other 
parts  of  the  Diocese,  I  trust  that  it  will  be  met  with  becoming  sym- 
pathy and  liberality.  Mr.  Whitall  has  rendered  himself  Very  ao* 
oeptable  to  the  citizens  of  Biloxi,  not  only  bv  his  faithful  labors  as 
a  Christian  Pastor,  but  also,  by  his  active  endeavors  to  inspire  the 
people  with  a  seal  for  the  education  of  their  children,  in  setting  on 
foot  schools  for  the  purpose,  and  in  giving  to  them  thus  far  his  own 
personal  superintendence. 

Monday  16^1  visited  for  the  first  time,  ''Ocean  Springs"  on  the 
opposite  side  of  Biloxi  Bay,  one  among  the  many  pleasant  summer 
retreats  on  this  coast    There  are  three  or  four  of  our  Communi- 
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oants  residing  beie.    A  lot  of  good  sise  and  well  ^itaaied,  was  offeied  j 
to  me  on  reasonable  terms  for  the  boilding  of  a  Ghurcb ;  and  ar- 
rangements were  made  for  secaring  it.     Some  two  or  three  summers 
agO|  a  gentleman  from  New  Orleans  kindly  obtained  from  the  visi- 
tors then  at  this  place,  a  snm  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  for  it. 

Tuesday  17~Beached  Mississippi  City  at  9  o'dook,  and  preached 
at  11|  in  the  Courthouse.  The  Congregation  was  small,  owing  to  the 
imperfect  notice  that  had  been  given.  M^.  Whitall  officiated  here  a 
few  times  in  the  fall  of  1855,  but  has  since  confined  his  labon  to 
Bilozi.  I  greatly  desire  to  see  the  Church  established  at  this  place, 
and  a  Chutch  cchool,  male  or  female,  connected  with  it.  A  more 
eligible  spot  for  both  purposes  could  hardly  be  found  within  the  DicH 
cese.  And  the  way  is  partially  opened  for  both,  by*  the  possession 
of  a  beautiful  site  immediately  on  the  Bay,  given  to  us  by  Dr.  Wm. 
H.  Tegarden.  On  Wednesday,  I  preached  in  Handsborough,  and 
visited  a  few  families  of  the  place. 

Thursday  19 — I  passed  over  to  "  Pass  Christian,"  where  I  spent 
four  days  in  my  usual  round  of  visiting.  On  Sunday  23Af,  I 
preached,  and  confirmed  three  persons.  The  rain  prevented  me  from 
again  officiating  in  the  afternoon.  This  Parish  is  just  now  in  a 
transition  state,  the  B«v.  Dr.  Savage,  having  recently  resigned  the 
charge,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sill,  having  not  yet  entered  on  his  duties. 
I  was  gratified  to  learn,  that  measures  are  on  foot  to  repair  and  en- 
large their  Cburch.  The  School  of  Dr.  Savage  is  very  flourishing, 
and  deservedly  so. 

Monday  23 — I  arrived  at  Shieldsborough,  on  the  Bay  of  St.  Loo- 
is,  and  preached  next  morning  in  a  room  of  an  old  and  dila|Hdated 
Hotel,  to  a' Congregation  of  about  thirty- souls^  As  a  portion  of  the 
citizens*  had  received  no  notice  of  my  coming,  I  promised  to  preach 
again  the  following  afternoon,  and  to  administer  both  baptism  and 
Confirmation.  The  congregation  was  larger  than  on  the  day  before. 
One  adult  and  Uoo  children  were  baptized,  and  three  persons  con- 
firmed. The  adult  thus  baptized  and  confirmed,  was  an  aged  and 
venerable  matron,  one  of  the  oldest  residents  of  the  place,  and  much 
beloved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  her.  Her  example  was  well 
calculated  to  exert  a  happy  influence  on  a  community  to  whom  she 
had  so  long  and  so  favorably  been  known.  In  the  evening,  I  bap- 
tised  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Egar,  three  of  his  servants,  one  adult  and 
two  children.  Would  to  Ood,  that  I  could  supply,  in  seme  naeasure, 
the  wants  of  this  small  and  needy,  but  earnest  little  band!  As  I 
have  before  stated,  the  Roman  religion  for  the  most  part,  prevails 
in  this  place.  The  Protestant  families  are  scarcely  more  than  fifteen 
in  number,  and  they,  wefully  divided  in  their  religious  preferences. 
The  coast  on  the  west  of  this  place,  however,  is  every  year  receiving 
more  and  more  settlers.  A  considerable  portion  of  these  are  Pro- 
testants, and  express  a  desire  to  build  a  place  of  Worship  within 
their  own  immediate  settlement. 

On  my  way  home  I  spent  Sunday,  June  29^,  in  Yicksburgi  and 


gvesohed  both  forenoon  and  eyening  for  the  Rector.    Daring  the 
iMer  eervioes,  (too  persons  were  con&med. 

JbfM  80^1  reached  home. 

«My  6— Pleached  in  St.  Andrew's  Ghnreh,  Jackson,  administered 
the  fioly  Comnranion)  and  baptised  one  infant. 

Friday  dl— Baptized  one  infant,  at  Evening  Prayer. 

Sunday  IS-^-^Preaohed  twice  in  St.  Andrew's  Church. 

Monday  14 — Granted  Letters  Dismissory  to  Bev.  Wm.  B.  Babcock. 

Friday  18 — ^Baptized  two  infants  at  Evening  Prayer. 

Sunday  20 — Preached  at  Brandon,  and  baptized  one  infant. 

iAiefefay  22-:-Admitted  as  a  candidate  for  OrderS|CaIyin  McQaffeCi 
late  Minister  of  the  Methodist  denomination. 

Thursday^ — United  a  conple  in  holy  matrimony  in  St  Andrew's 
Church,  at  6  A.  M.,  and  baptized  Jive  children. 

Sunday  27— Preached  at  St.  Phillip's,  Kirkwood. 

Augwt,  Sunday  3 — Preached  at  the  same  place ;  administered  the 
Holy  Communion,  and  baptized  one  infant.  The  next  day  .baptized 
ameiher  infant  in  private. 

Sufnday  10— Preached  at  the  '^  Aicesiaa  Springs''  to  a  large  and . 
very  attentive  congregation. 

Wednetday  13 — Baptized  one  infant  in  St.  Phillip's  Church. 

Sunday  IT^Officiated  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  at  11  A.  M.  In 
the  afternoon,  at  the  request  of  the  Chaplain,  Bev.  Edw'd  Dennis- 
ton,  I  preached  in  the  State  Penitentiary,  and  confirmed  nx  of  the 
convicts. 

Sunday  24— Preached  in  Canton  at  10  A.  M.,  and  baptized  one 
adult,  Calvin  McOuffee,  who  had  lately  been  received  as  a  candidate 
for  (hders.  In  the  afternoon,  after  appropriate  services,  I  preached 
to  a  colored  congregation  assembled  in  the  Church.  The  Bector, 
Bev.  Mr.  Sansom,  also  addressed  them.  They  were  very  attentive 
and  serious,  and  I  was  pleased  to  learn  that  the  number  of  those 
who  attend  our  services  in  this  place,  is  increasing.  At  8  P.  M.,  I 
preached  again,  aod  confirmed  ttioo  pevsons. 

Sunday  31 — Preached  in  Christ's  Church,  Yicksburg,  at  11  A.  M., 
and  8  P.  M.,  in  the  absence  of  the  Bector.  The  next  day  I  per- 
formed the  funeral  rites  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  M.  Putnam,  a  much  be- 
loved and  faithful  member  of  our  Communion. 

Sunday,  Sept,  7 — Preached  in  Clinton  at  11  A.  M.,  and  in  Bay- 
mond  in  the  evening. 

Sunday  14 — Preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  at  11 
A.  M.,  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  nine  per- 
sona. At  8  o'clock,  I  again  preached.  In  these  services,  as  well  as 
in  all  those  lately  performed  in  this  Church,  I  was  assisted  by  the 
Bev.  Edw'd  Denniston,  (Deacon,)  who  is  in  temporary  charge  of  the 
aame. 

Tuesday  16^1  baptized  in  the  vicinity  of  Jackson,  one  adult,  and 
Jour  children. 

Thursday  18 — ^I  left  home  to  attend  the  (General  Convention,  and 
abo  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Qeneral  Theological  Semi- 
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nary  in  New  York,  on  the  29ih.  In  paBsioK  tluovgh  YidUbmig,  I 
baptiied  one  infaoti  in  tlie  abeenoe  of  the  Beetor. 

The  fdlowing  three  weeks  (^Odt^er  let  to  22d)  weie  oeonpied  in 
attendanoe  on  o«r  Oeoeral  CouTention  in  Philadelphia.  Of  the  do- 
ings of  this  highest  Oonnoil  of  onr  Chnieh^  time  will  not  allow  me 
here  to  speak  as  I  desire.  Its  principal  acts  of  legislation  have  been 
widely  made  known  thronghoat  onr  horders,  and  hare  alveadj  le- 
oeived  the  almost  unanimous  approbation  of  the  memben  of  onr 
Oommnnion.  But  whilst  I  forbear  to  direct  yonr  attention  to  any 
one  or  more  of  its  wise  enactments,  I  cannot  refrain  from  here 
blessing,  and  from  callittg  npon  yon  to  bless,  with  me,  the  <' Anthor 
of  Peace  and  LoTcr  of  Ooncord,''  for  the  spirit  of  love  and  har- 
mony that  prevailed  in  both  houses,  and  thronghont  the  whole 
session.  Althoogh  questions  of  the  deepest  interest  to  the  Laity, 
as  weU  as  to  the  Bishops  and  other  Olergy,  were  made  the  sobjeetof 
earnest  and  protracted  discussion,  yet  no  feeling  of  alienation  or 
discord  was  permitted  for  one  hour  to  mar  the  harmonr  of  onr  pro- 
ceedings. All  party  names  and  feelings  seemed  for  the  tune 
forgotten,  and  all  sectional  partialities  merged  in  the  happy  con- 
sciousness that  we  belonged  to  One  Undivuitd  Church;  and  One 
United  Country. 

On  my  way  home,  I  spent  ten  days  among  my  friends  and  rela- 
tives in  North  Carolina.  In  one  of  my  old  parishes  I  baptised  four 
children. 

November  29 — I  arrived  at  Yicksburg ;  and  the  next  day  ( Arn- 
day,  dOth)  assisted  the  Rector  in  the  morning  services,  and  j«eached 
in  the  evening. 

December  1 — I  reached  home  in  safety,  after  many  unavoidable 
delays  upon  the  road. 

Sundai/  7 — I  worshipped  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  receiving  the 
Communion  from  the  newly  elected  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Ozanne. 

Sunday  14 — I  spent  at  Major  Vaughn's,  in  Yazoo  county,  accom- 
panied by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster.  In  the  forenoon  I  preaehed  in  the 
parlor  to  the  family,  together  with  several  of  the  neighbors,  and  a 
portion  of  the  servants.  Mr.  Foster  preached  in  the  afternoon  to  a 
larger  number  of  the  servants.  In  the  evening  I  baptized  one  in- 
fant, and  confirmed  t\oo  persons.  As  there  are  three  or  four  fiunilies 
in  this  neighborhood  strongly  attached  to  the  Church,  I  hope  that  a 
suitable  place  of  worship  will  soon  be  erected  among  them.  On  my. 
way  home,  I  baptized  near  Canton,  one  colored  adult  whom  I  had 
long  known  as  a  faithful  servant,  and  who  was  now  near  the  end  of 
her  labors. 

Sunday  21 — I  preached  to  the  inmates  of  the  State  Lunatic 
Asylum ;  and  was  as  much  gratified  as  surprised  at  the  order  and 
attention,  and  apparent  interest  which  they  manifested.  At  the 
close  of  the  services,  I  distributed  among  them  a  number  of  tracts, 
mostly  of  a  plain  and  narrative  kind,  ^ey  expressed  their  thank- 
fulness in  various  ways,  and  be^ed  me  to  come  again. 

Sunday  28 — ^WcNrshipped  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson. 
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Smrnda^t  January  4—- Attended  service  agun  in  St.  Andrew's 
Charohy  and  received  the  Holy  Commanion  from  the  Sector,  Rev. 
Hr«  Onane. 

Sundav  11 — Preached  at  Oakland  Ohuroh,  near  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Fox.  Although  the  weather  was  very  cold,  the  house  was  pretty 
well  filled.  At  night,  I  preached  to  the  servants  of  Mr.  Fox.  U 
the  seal  whieh  animates  a  few  females  of  this  neighborhood,  was 
equally  felt  by  others  who  call  themselves  friends  of  the  Ghuroh,  a 
neat  and  beautiful  Temple  would  soon  rear  its  spire  among  them. 
A  very  beautiful  and  central  site  has  been  given,  and  more  than 
half  the  sum  necessary  for  the  building  has  been  subscribed. 

Januafy  13 — ^I  admitted  Oeorge  0.  Harriss^  as  a  Candidate  for 
Orders. 

Sunday  18 — ^Preaehed  iu  Brandon  to  a  congregation  few  .in  num- 
ber, owing  to  an  imperfect  notice  of  my  coming,  and  to  the  almost 
Unprecedented  severity  of  the  weather. 

Sunday  25— Detained  at  home  by  the  inclemency  of  the  day,  I 
called  together  my  children  and  servants,  and  offered  up  with  them 
the  same  worship  to  our  Heavenly  Father  which  is  appointed  for 
his  sanctuary,  and  followed  it  by  such  instructions  as  were  suited  to 
the  capacities  of  those  who  heard  me. 

Sunday,  February  8— Preached  at  Clinton,  at  11  A.  M.,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  El  well.  Since  mj  last  visitation,  the  congregation 
have  purchased  a  building  for  their  public  worship ;  and  are  about 
repuring  and  furnishing  it  in  a  becoming  manner.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Elwell  officiates  for  them  on  two  Sundays  of  the  month ;  and  gives 
them  as  much  more  of  his  time,  as  his  engagements  to  his  School 
and  Parish  in  Raymond  will  admit. 

At  the  close  of  the  services  I  rode  over  to  Raymond,  accompanied 
by  Mr.  Elwell,  and  preached  at  4,  P.  M.  The  ladies  of  this  con- 
gregation are  zealously  laboring  to  complete  their  church  buildingi 
and  fit  it  for  consecration. 

Monday  9 — ^I  reached  ''  Diamond  Place,''  and  preached  the  next 
day  to  a  few  whites,  together  with  the  blacks  under  the  care  of  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Damns.  I  chose  for  my  subject  the  doctrine  of  "  Con- 
version," knowing  that  it  was  one,  concerning  which,  there  are 
many  mistaken  views  not  only  among  that  class,  but  even  the  more 
intelligent.  After  the  Sermon,  one  of  the  servants  of  the  place  was 
confirmed. 

Wednesday  11 — Aecompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Damns,  I  passed  down 
to  **  Hurricane,"  and  preached  next  morning  to  the  slaves  of  Mr. 
Jes.  B.  Davis,  together  with  his  family  and  a  few  of  his  neighbors. 
Mr.  Damus  assisted  me  in  the  services.  I  delivered  an  unwritten 
discourse,  as  my  custom  is  on  such  occasions.  It  was  listened  to 
with  apparent  interest,  especially  by  the  colored  portion  of  the  con- 
gregation, for  whom  it  was  chiefly  intended.  At  the  close,  /our  of 
them  were  confinned.  Mr.  Damus  continues  to  labor  faithftdly  for 
the  good  of  the  slaves,  both  here  and  at  <<  Diamond  Place."    fie  is 
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cheered  by  the  proepeet  of  soon  seeiDg  a  beooming  House  of  Wor- 
ehip  ereeted  at  this  plaoe. 

Mj  next  appointment  was  for  the  Chnroli  of  the  Epiphany  in 
Claiborne  county.  My  visit  to  this  Parish  was  like  that  of  last 
year,  quite  unexpected)  as  the  late  Rector  had  left  it  before  my 
appointments  reached  him.  After  visiting  two  or  three  families  on 
Saturday^  I  went  to  the  Church ,  to  officiate,  on  Sunday  morning. 
A  very  heavy  run,  whijh  began  4;o  fall  just  before  the  time  of  ser* 
vice  and  continued  throughout  the  day,  prevented  the  congregation 
from  meeting  me.  To  the  very  small  number  that  did  aittend,  I 
addressed  a  few  words  of  admonition  and  encouragement,  after  using 
such  portions  of  our  admirable  Liturgy  as  were  best  adapted  to  the 
occasion.  As  the  congregation  is  at  present  without  a  Rector,  I 
licensed  one  of  their  members  as  a  Lay  Reader.  This  Parish  has 
been  in  a  state  of  trial  for  some  time.  I  now  hope  that  its  difficult 
ties  are  at  an  end,  and  that  by  uniting  with  Grand  Qulf,  they  may 
soon  obtain  a  Pastor,  and  give  him  a  comfortable  support.  Monday 
evening^  I  rode  to  Port  Qibson.  Next  day,  vuited  all  the  friends  of 
the  Church,  and  preached  at  night. 

Wednesday  and  Thursday,  18  and  19 — I  spent  in  Grand  Gulf. 
On  Thursday  evening,  I  preached  to  a  large  and  attentive  congre- 
gation ;  and  the  next  morning  baptized  three  childreo. 

I  was  grieved  to  see  this  zealous  little  band  of  Church  friends 
without  a  Pastor,  for  they  deserve  a  faithful  man  of  God  among 
them.  It  is  their  intention  to  unite  with  the  Parish  of  Epiphany, 
with  the  hope  of  thus  making  up  a  salary  which  may  afiford  a  reason- 
able  compensation  for  a  Pastor. 

Thursday  night,  I  spent  at  the  house  of  Dr.  Thos.  B.  McGruder; 
and  next  morning,  before  setting  out,  baptized  his  infant  child. 

My  next  appointment  was  for  Christ  Church,  Church  Hill,  which 
I  reached  on  Saturday  21.  Assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Miller,  I  preached  twice  on  that  day  and  on  Sunday.  The 
entire  services  were  well  attended  by  a  serious  and  devout  congre- 
gation. The  Uoly  Communion  was  administered  on  Sunday  fore- 
noon. The  afternoon  of  that  day  was,  as  heretofore,  devoted  to  tiM 
good  of  the  blacks.  At  the  close  of  the  services  five  of  them  were 
confirmed. 

I  rejoice  to  say,  that  this  congregation  is  In  a  very  healthy  state. 
Among  other  signs  of  their  zeal  for  the  house  of  the  Lord,  is  a 
determination  to  erect  a  new  place  of  worship,  of  larger  dimensions, 
and  of  more  comely  proportions,  than  that  which  they  now  occupy. 

Tuesday  24— Reached  Washington  early  in  the  day;  and  after 
visiting  the  several  families  and  friends  of  the  Church,  preached  at 
night  in  the  Methodist  Church,  which  was  kindly  tendered  for  the 
purpose.  The  members  of  the  Church  in  this  place  are  unfortu- 
nately situated,  being  too  few  in  number  to  engage  the  separate 
services  of  a  Pastor,  and  at  too  great  a  distance  from  Natchez,  to 
attend  with  any  regularity  or  convenience  the  services  at  that  place. 

The  next  six  days  were  spent  in  Natchez  and  its  vicinity.     Ac- 
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oompanied  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Dowe,  who  is  in  temporary  charge,  I 
went  from  house  to  house,  through  the  greatest  ptart  of  the  Buish ; 
and  was  glad  to  find  that  its  interests  hiS  not  suffered  as  much  as  I 
feared,  from  the  repeated  changes  in  its  Pastors,  and  the  long 
ioterrals  between  their  ministrations.  Mr.  Dowe  is  doing  all  in 
bis  power  to  promote  their  good.  Services  were  held  in  the  Church 
on  the  day  of  my  arriral,  which  was  Ash- Wednesday,  and  on  Fri« 
day,  as  well  as  on  Sunday.  On  eaeh  occasion,  the  congregation  was 
larger  than  usual,  but  especially  on  Sunday  forenoon,  at  which  time 
the  Holy  Communion  was  administered,  and  four  persons  confirmed. 
One  other  had  previously  received  the  Rite  in  private.  Before  the 
services,  I  visited  the  Sunday  School,  and  made  a  short  address  to 
the  children.  I  was  about  to  preach  again  in  the  afternoon,  when 
I  was  called  away  to  officiate  at  the  interment  of  Qen.  Felix  Huston, 
six  miles  distant. 

On  Monday  tvming^  I  passed  down  to  Second  Creek,  and  spent 
the  next  day  in  visiting  all  the  Church  families  in  that  neighbor- 
hood. The  following  day,  fourik  of  March^  I  officiated  in  St.  Mary's 
Chapel,  at  Laurel  Hill;  the  country  seat  of  Dr.  Wm.  N.  Mercer. 

The  congregation  was  composed  of  a  few  neighboring  families, 
who  are  considered  as  Parishioners  of  Trinity  Church,  Natchez. 
The  services  were  rendered  more  solemn  and  impressive,  by  Uie 
beautiful  architecture,  and  appropriate  adornments  of  the  Church 
itself,  and  by  the  thought  that  we  were  standing  above  the  moulder- 
ing remains  of  one,  whose  piety  had  led  to  the  buildingof  the  house, 
and  of  another  whose  young  heart,  amid  all  the  seductions  of  a  gay 
and  thoughtless  world,  had  here  been  dedicated  to  Qod,  as  ^f  in 
anticipaiioi^  of  the  early  summons  that  awaited  her.  During  the 
services,/ottr  children  and  ^me  adult,  were  received  into  covenant 
with  God,  in  the  Sacrament  of  Baptism. 

But  that  which  gave  an  unusual  interest  to  the  occasion,  was  the 
sight  of  ievenhf'two  colored  children  of  the  estate,  brought  into  the 
Church  to  be  admitted  into  the  same  Holy  Covenant.  From  the 
age  of  six  months  to  that  of  eight  years,  they  clustered  around  the 
chancel ;  and  as  I  received  them  one  by  one  into  the  ''  congregation 
of  Christ's  flock,''  and  signed  them  with  the  holy  emblem  of  our 
fiuth,  I  could  not  but  praise  Qod  with  all  my  soul,  for  bringine  them 
to  this  state  of  salvation,  and  for  placing  them  in  the  hands  of  those 
who  feel  and  care  for  them  as  fellow  immortals,  made  by  the  same 
hand,  and  destined  for  the  same  eternity  with  themselves.  Although 
there  is  no  Minister  in  present  charge  of  this  important  field  of 
labor,  yet  the  slaves,  especially  the  younger  ones,  are  not  without 
such  religious  instruction  as  a  faithful  and  intelligent  Catechist  can 
bestow. 

Greatly  would  I  rejoice  to  see  a  faithful  and  judicious  Clergyman 
in  the  pastoral  charge  of  these  nun^erous  slaves. 

The  following  day,  on  my  way  to  Woodville,  I  visited  several 
families  belonging  to  the  Church. 

In  St.  Paul^  J^rish,  Woodvillci  I  spent  three  days,  preaching  on  j; 


Friday  evening,  and  on  Sandaj.  On  the  latter  oooaaion  fomr  wm 
oonfimed.  I  was  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr. 
Reighley,  and  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis,  of  Louisiana.  Aooompanied 
by  the  Rector,  I  visited  every  family  of  the  Parish,  except  such  m 
resided  at  a  considerable  distance  from  the  town.  This  congrega- 
tion, like  that  of  Natchez,  has  snffered  much  within  the  last  ten  er 
twelve  years,  from  frequent  change  of  Ministers,  and  from  long 
intervals  between  their  respective  ministrations.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
better  day  is  before  them. 

On  Wednesday  12(h,  I  reached  home,  bat  not  in  my  usual  health. 
Repeated  and  severe  attacks  of  vertigo,  during  my  visitation,  had 
given  no  little  alarm  to  my  friends,  and  warned  me  that  whilst  no 
time  was  to  be  lost  in  my  work,  I  must  nevertheless  work  prudently. 

After  two  days  rest  with  my  family,  I  set  out  on  Saturday  for  the 
*^  Chapel  of  the  Gross,'^  where  I  preached  the  following  day,  CSut^ 
day  15,)  both  forenoon  and  afternoon.  The  services  on  the  latter 
occasion  were,  according  to  custom,  for  the  special  benefit  of  the 
blacks.  A  number  of  white  persons,  however,  were  present^  and 
seemed  to  enter  into  them  with  full  interest.  The  usual  evening 
prayers  were  offered,  in  conjunction  with  a  portion  of  the  Ante- 
Communion  Service;  and  very  touching  and  impressive  was  the 
eight  of  such  a  congregation,  on  their  knees,  with  one  voice  efaant- 
ing  their  humble  petition  at  the  rehearsal  of  each  commandment, 
that  God  would  have  mercy  upon  them,  and  incline  their  hearts  to 
keep  his  laws.  The  loud  and  distinct  manner  in  which  these  slaves 
make  the  responses,  and  the  heartiness  with  which  they  sing  both 
the  chant  and  the  metre  tunes,  may  well  put  to  shame  many  a  con- 
gregation in  our  land,  whose  intelligence  is  tenfold,  and  who  have 
much  more  reason  than  they  to  sound  forth  the  praises  of  their  Ood. 

After  I  had  spoken  to  them  on  the  great  privilege  of  being  called 
'^  Sons  of  Ood,''  and  the  obligations  which  it  involved,  their  faithful 
Ftotor  presented  Jive  of  their  number  to  receive  the  blessing  of 
Confirmation.  One  other,  who  had  been  prepared  for  this  Hdy 
Rite,  was  kept  away  by  sudden  sickness.  It  is  truly  gratifying  to 
witness,  from  year  to  year,  the  good  done  in  this  House  of  Ood, 
erected  by  the  pious  liberality  of  a  noble  lady,  —  noble  in  the  best 
sense  of  the  term,  because  willing  to  dedicate  both  herself  and  much 
of  what  God  has  given  her,  to  His  service.  How  many  are  there 
within  the  bounds  of  our  Diocese,  who  might  in  like  manner  rear 
the  best  of  monuments  to  their  memory,  and  rest  in  their  graves, 
under  the  shadow  of  a  Temple  erected  by  their  own  hands,  and 
within  sound  of  a  worship  which  they  had  established  and  ensured 
for  many  generations  I 

On  Monday,  I  returned  to  Jackson,  and  the  following  morning, 
after  performing  the  marriage  ceremony  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 
set  out  for  my  next  appointments  in  Yasoo,  Holmes,  and  GarroU 
counties. 

Wednesday,  March  8 — ^I  reached  Yazoo  City,  and  preached  at  11, 
and  7i,  P.  M.    The  following  day,  I  rode  on  horsebMk  eight  miles, 
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to  the  plantation  of  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Yerger^  and  pr^aohed  to  his  slaTOSy 
aaaiflted  in  the  services  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Soott.  This  point,  in  oon- 
nezion  with  Yasoo  City,  has  been^  since  the  first  of  Jannaiy,  in 
ekiurge  of  Rev.  John  Foster,  whose  patient  and  steady  labors  already 
begin  to  promise  a  harvest  of  good.  After  the  services  at  the  plan« 
tation,  I  rode  back  to  Tazoo  City,  and  preached  again  in  the  evening. 
This  nnnsnal  exercise,  coming  on  the  back  of  my  recent  indisposi* 
tion,  not  only  prevented  me  from  setting  ont  the  next  day  for 
Holmes  and  Carroll  counties,  but  so  increased  my  illness  as  to  com- 

CI  me,  nnder  the  advice  of  my  Physician,  and  friends,  to  return 
me,  and  remun  in  perfect  rest  and  quietness  for  some  time. 

Whilst  in  Yazoo  City,  I  was  pleased  to  meet  the  Rev.  O.  B.  Hay- 
den,  and  to  receive  his  letters  of  transfer  from  the  Diocese  of  New 
York. 

March  28 — Gave  my  consent  to  the  election  df  At.  Rev.  Wm. 
Ingraham  Kip,  as  Bishop  of  California. 

After  a  few  days  of  repose  at  home,  I  visited  St.  John's  Fftrish, 
Annadale,  in  the  county  of  Yaioo.  I  was  accompanied  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Lord,  and  was  met  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster.  On  Wedne$day, 
thefim  of  April,  service  was  held  in  the  Chapel.  The  sermon  was 
preached,  at  my  request,  by  Mr.  Lord.  After  which,  I  made  a  brief 
address  to  the  servants,  who  formed  the  larger  portion  of  the  oon- 
gregatiott.  It  was  no  little  disappointment  to  me,  to  find  that  there 
were  no  candidates  prepared  for  confirmation.  This  little  Parish  is 
dependent  almost  altogether  on  the  services  of  a  Lay  Reader,  who 
stradily  officiates  for  them  on  every  Lord's  Day,  besides  duly  cate- 
dusingthe  younger  blacks.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Foster,  since  taking 
charge  of  Yasoo  City,  has  consented  to  give  his  services  to  this  little 
flock,  on  the  fifth  Sunday  of  each  month. 

On  Ihwnday,  the  iecand  of  April,  I  set  out  for  Lake  Washing- 
ton, accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sansom,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Peabody. 
The  two  following  days  were  occupied  in  visiting  several  families  on 
tlieLske. 

On  Sunday,  the  5tA,  their  beautiful  Church  was  consecrated  by 
the  name  of  "  St.  John's.''  The  sermon  was  preached  by  me,  and 
I  was  assisted  in  the  service  by  Messrs.  Sansom  and  Peabody.  One 
adult  was  baptized,  and  two  confirmed.  The  building  thus  conse- 
crated to  the  service  of  the  Blessed  Trinity,  may,  in  point  of  archi- 
tectural beauty,  well  compare  with  any  in  our  South- Western  region. 
It  reflects  no  uttle  credit  on  the  few,  but  liberal  hands,  by  which  it 
was  erected.  All  that  is  now  needed,  to  give  completeness  to  this 
Parish,  and  permanence  to  its  prosperity,  is  a  zealous  and  judicious 
Pisstor,  who  can  accommodate  himself  equallv  to  master  and  ser- 
vant, and  will  feel  a  zealous  and  like  concern  for  both.  Such  a  one 
I  have  promised  to  find  for  them,  so  soon  as  they  furnish  a  house 
for  him  to  live  in.  And  this,  I  have  ground  for  hoping,  will  be 
done  during  the  ensuing  Summer. 

Sunday  12,  (Easter)— This  Holy  Festival  was  spent  in  Christ's  , 

Church,  Yioksbuiig.    Though  prevented  by  sickness  from  preach-  { 
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ing,  I  yet  asBiated  the  Beotor  in  the  serviooB  and  in  the  Gommnnion, 
and  in  the  afternoon  oonfinned/ve  peraons. 

Hj  next  appointment  waa  for  St  Andrews'  Chnreh,  JacksoD, 
where  I  preaohedron  Sumla^,  the  19A,  to  a  large  and  attentive  oon- 
motion.  In  the  afternoon;  I  preached  to  the  oonTiots  in  the 
remtentlary ;  baptized  two  of  them,  and  confirmed  six.  Mr.  Ben- 
niston,  the  Ghaputinj  has  labored  zealously  with  these  nnhappj  men, 
and  I  haye  been  pleased  to  learn  from  the  Keeper  of  the  Instita- 
tion,  that  there  is  a  marked  improvement  in^  the  oondaot  of  those 
who  have  sought  the  teachings  of  the  Churchy  and  have  partaken  of 
her  ordinances* 

I  here  dose  my  annual  account.  And  were  I  not  eonscious  of 
having  endeavored  to  meet  my  duty  in  a  right  spirit^  I  should  be 
ashamed  to  lay  before  you  so  meagre  a  statement  of  my  labors  since 
we  last  met  together.  But  let  it  be  remembered;  that  full  two  j 
months  of  the  year  were  necessarily  lost  by  my  attendance  on  the  ) 
Qenend  Convention;  that  six  weeks  of  the  winter  forbade  all  at-  | 
tempts  at  my  leaving  home ;  and  that  from  several  places  I  was 
compelled  by  ill  health  to  withdraw  my  appointments.  Owing  to  { 
these  causes,  together  with  the  Pastorless  condition  of  some  of  our  ! 
Parishes;  I  have  confirmed  since  the  last  Convention,  only  91  \ 
Whites,  and  28  Colored — ^in  all,  119  ;  and  have  baptized  of  adults,  \ 
Whites  12,  Colored  2— of  infants.  Whites  36,  Colored  74— in  all, 
124. 

One  Church  has  been  consecrated — ^^  St.  John's,"  Lake  Washing- 
ton. 

![%ree  new  Parishes  have  been  organized  —  ^^Christ  Church," 
Monticello;  '' Imnumuel,"  Macon;  and  ''St.  Thomas'  Church/' 
Pikeville. 

2fVoo  candidates  for  Orders  have  been  received,  and  one  with- 
drawn. The  five  now  on  the  list,  are  Messrs.  Wm.  Clark,  George 
Stewart,  M.  Leander  Weller,  Qeorge  C.  Harris,  and  Calvin  McOuf- 
fee.  Mr.  Stewart  is  pursuing  his  studies  at  Nashotah;  Mr. 
McGuffee  exjpects  to  receive  D^con's  Orders  before  we  separate. 
Of  Mr.  Weller,  I  regret  to  state  that  he  has  been  kept  from  enter- 
ingfnlly  upon  his  studies,  by  the  weak  condition  of  his  eyes. 

live  Clergymen  have  been  transferred  to  this,  from  other  Dio- 
ceses,— ^Bev.  Q.  B.  Hayden,  from  N.  York ;  Bev.Chas.  Beighley,  D.D., 
from  Illinois;  Bev.  John  Foster,  from  Louisiana ;  Bev.  F.  M.  Boyd, 
from  Kentucky;  and  Bev.  B.  H.  Downing,  from  Texas.  The  Bev. 
Caleb  Dowe,  of  Louisiana,  is  engaged  temporarily  in  Trinity  Church, 
Natchez ;  and  the  Bev.  A.  Christman,  of  Pennsylvania,  has  accept- 
ed a  <hJ1  to  Holly  Springs,  but  has  not  yet  presented  letters  of 
transfer. 

The-  following  have  removed  from  the  Diocese,  since  my  last 
report — Bev.  Wm.  B.  Babcock,  to  Massachusetts;  Bev.  James 
Philson^  to  New  York;  Bev.  Isaac  Pardee,  to  Pennsylvania;  Bev. 
Charles  A.  Disbrow,  and  T.  S.  W.  Mott,  to  North  Carolina;  Bev. 
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Joshua  Sweet,  to  Minnesota;  Bey.  Bobt.  Sbindler,  to  Sonth  Caro- 
lina ;  Rev.  R.  H.  Waller,  to  Tennessee,  and  Rev.  A.  B.  FeAodj, 
to  Wisconsin. 

One  other  remains  to  be  mentioned,  whose  pure  spirit,  on  the 
evening  of  iast  Whit  Snnday,  May  11th,  1856,  ascended  from  his 
loved  Nasbdba,  to  be  with  Apostles,  Martyrs,  and  Confessors,  in  the 
Paradise  of  God.  Samuel  J.  Hayward,  late  Missionary  of  this  Dio- 
cese, was  a  man  of  extraordinary  promise.  Very  rarely  is  it  our 
privilege  to  see  so  much  good  sense,  sound  learning,  earnest  piety, 
Apostolic  zeal,  and  true  dignity  of  deportment,  in  any  one,  especially 
in  one,  just  entering  upon  the  work  of  the  Ministnr-  The  period 
of  his  labor  with  us,  though  short,  was  sufficient  to  show  his  uncom- 
mon adaptedness  to  the  work,  and  to  make  us  fear  that  it  will  be 
long  indeed^  before  we  find  one  of  like  spirit,  and  like  ability,  to  take 
his  place. 

The  whole  number  of  Clersy  now  on  our  list  as  Canonioally  be- 
longing to  the  Diocese,  is  Mrty.  Of  these  as  I  have  just  stated, 
several  have  removed  to  other  Dioceses,  but  have  not  been  for- 
mally disconnected  with  this. 

The  following  changes  haye  taken  place  in  the  position  of  our 
Clergy,  since  my  last  report :  The  Rev.  F.  A.  P.  Barnard,  has  been 
appointed  President  of  our^State  University,  but  continues  still  to 
minister  to  the  Pkkrisb  of  St.  Peter's,  in  Oxford.  Rev.  Edward 
Denniston,  having  resigned  the  temporary  charge  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Jackson,  devotes  his  attention  chiefly  to  the  Penitentiary. 
Bey.  F.  W.  Boyd  has  returned  fh)m'  his  temporary  connexion  with 
the  Diocese  of  Kentucky;  is  residing  near  Natchez,  and  officiates  in 
his  own  house  on  each  Lord's-day,  to  his  family  and  such  of  his 
neighbors  as  please  to  attend.  Rev.  Mr.  Foster  took  charge  of 
Trinity  Parish,  Yazoo  City,  on  the  1st  day  of  January.  Rev.  James 
S.  Greene  has  taken  a  school  in  Monticello,  and  is  iJso  ministering 
to  the  congregation  recently  organized  in  that  place.  Rev.  G.  B. 
Hayden  is  in  charge  of  a  school  in  Yazoo  county,  and  ministers,  as 
opportunity  offers,  to  the  neighboring  settlers.  Rey.  Thomas  B. 
LftWBon  has  resigned  the  Parishes  of  Okolona  and  Pontotoc,  and 
confines  his  ministrations  chiefly  to  Aberdeen  and  the  neighborhood 
of  Okolona.  Rev.  Mr.  Mott  has  removed  to  North  Carolina,  tot  his 
connexion  with  this  Diocese  has  not  yet  been  fully  dissolved.  Rey. 
Mr.  Ozanne  has  resigned  St.  Philip's,  Kirkwood,  and  taken  St.  An- 
drew's Church,  Jackson.  Rev.  Chas.  Reighley,  D.D.,  has  been  called  to 
St.  Paul's  Church,  Woodville,  in  place  of  Rev.  Mr.  Pardee,  resign- 
ed.  Rev.  A.  B.  Peabody,  after  laboring  faithfully  for  fifteen  months  •; 
in  Carroll  county,  has,  with  my  consent,  resigned  his  appointment 
as  Missionary,  and  returned  to  Wisconsin.  Rev.  James  rhilsonhas 
resigned  his  charge  on  Deer  Creek,  and  removed  to  the  Diocese  of 
New  York.  Rev.  Dr.  Savage  has  resigned  the  charge  of  Trinity 
Church,  Pass  Christian,  and  given  his  attention  wholly  to  his  school. 
Rev.  Robert  D.  Shindler  has  givexf  up  his  school  in  Brandon,  and 
removed  to  South  Carolina.     Key.  Geo.  W.  Sill,  during  the  last 


Bommery  resigned  both  his  sohool  and  Parish,  at  Holly  Springs^  and 
united  himself  with  Rev.  Dr.  Savage,  in  his  school  at  Pass  (jhris- 
tian.  He  at  the  same  time  took  the  Rectorship  of  the  Choroh  in 
that  place.  Declining  health  has  lately  caused  him  to  release  him- 
self irom  his  school  eneagements^  but  not  from  the  Parish.  Bey. 
Mr.  Weller  has  resigned  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  and  removed 
to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee,  but  has  not  yet  l^en  oanonioally  trana- 
ferred.  Rev.  Charles  W.  Whitall,  though  not  yet  oanonioally  trans- 
ferred to  the  Diocese,  continues  to  labor  sealously  and  suocesafally  aft 
Bilozi. 

With  regard  to  St.  Andrew's  College,  it  becomes  my  painful  duty 
to  state,  that,  seeing  no  probability  of  freeing  that  Institution  from 
its  liabilities,  and  of  making  it  what  its  founders  and  patrons  inten- 
ded it  to  be,  the  Trustees  at  a  meeting  in  January  last,  unanimoualy 
resolved  to  make  sale  of  the  buildings  and  grounds,  with  a  view  to 
remuneiate,  as  far  as  possible,  those  friends  who  had  individoally 
pledged  their  credit,  and  made  advances  on  its  behalf.  It  haa  ac- 
cordingly been  sold  for  the  sum  of  $8,000;  and  is  now  used  as  an 
Asylum  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

Of  St.  Thomas's  Hall  I  have  heard  nothing  for  some  time.  Its 
Rector  will  no  doubt  report  its  condition  before  we  adjourn. 

The  only  Female  Schools  which  can  be  said  to  partake  of  a  Church 
character^  and  may  therefore  claim  a  passing  notice  at  my  hands,  are 
those  of  Rev.  Dr.  Savage,  at  Pass  Christian ;  and  Mr.  Wm.  Clarke, 
at  Holly  Springs.  Both,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  are  enjoying  a 
patronage  which  they  well  deserve.  But  whilst  we  rejoice  over 
these  successful  attempts  on  the  borders  of  our  Diocese  to  train  our 
daughters  in  the  ways  of  true  piety  and  sound  learning,  is  it  not 
our  duty  to  endeavor  to  establish  a  similar  Institution  of  highest 
character  at  some  more  central  point,  and  more  immediately  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  the  Diocese  ?  I 
need  not  attempt  to  impress  on  any  of  you  the  palpable  and  impor- 
tant duty  of  duly  educatiog  your  daughters,  and  of  so  educating 
them,  that  they  may  have  their  full  influence  for  good  upon  the 
Church  of  God.  No;  of  all  this  I  am  sure  you  are  fully  aware. 
In  what  better  enterprise  then  can  we  immediately  engage,  than  in 
setting  up  a  School,  which,  whilst  it  teaches  all  that  is  necessary  to 
make  our  daughters  well  informed  and  duly  accomplished,  shall  at 
the  same  time  be  training  them  in  Qospel  truth,  and  fitting  them  for 
Heaven  ?  I  can  not  express  here  one  half  of  what  I  desire  to  say  to 
you  on  this  subject.  I  will  only  add  that,  as  a  beginning  for  such 
an  enterprise,  a  liberal  friend— Mr.  Wm.  N.  Mercer,  of  New  Or- 
leans,  has  put  at  my  disposal  the  sum  of  $3,000.  With  less  than 
two  thirds  of  that  amount  I  have  purchased  upwards  of  forty  acree 
of  land,  between  the  western  border  of  our  Capitol  and  the  Episco- 
pal residence.  A  more  beautiful  site  for  an  Institution  of  that  kind 
could  not  well  be  obtained  elsewhere;  overlooking,  as  it  does,  the 
City  and  Railroads,  and  much  of  the  country  around.  Such  haa 
been  the  rbe  of  property  since  the  purchase  was  made,  that  one  half 
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of  the  land  laid  off  and  sold  for  dwelling  lots  would  now  more  than 
pay  for  the  whole.  We  may  be  said  then  to  have  in  hand,  as  a  begin- 
ning for  80  laudable  an  undertaking,  a  site  every  way  suitable,  to- 
gether with  a  leading  subscription  of  $3,000.  It  remains  with  us 
to  say  whether  such  an  Institution  is  not  needed  in  the  more  cen- 
tral portion  of  our  Diocese ;  whether  the  liberal  donation  of  Mr. 
Mercer  should  not  be  followed  up  by  like  contributions  on  our  parts; 
and  whether  any  time  is  better  than  the  present,  for  entering  upon 
such  arrangements  as  may  most  successfully  accomplish  the  object. 

I  will  here  mention  that  I  have  endesYored,  but  in  vain,  to  obtain 
a  suitable  person  as  Colporteur,  or  Book  Agent  for  the  sale  and  dis- 
tribution of  Bibles,  Prayer  Books  and  oUier  Church  Books  and 
Tracts,  throughout  the  Diocese.  That  such  an  Agent  is  much  needed, 
I  have  painful  proof  whercYcr  I  turn.  In  order  to  meet  in  some 
measure  this  great  need,  your  Bishon  feels  compelled,  on  eyery  visi- 
tation, to  load  himself  wiUi  such  booEs  and  tracts  as  he  knows  to  be 
most  needed  for  the  safe  guidance  of  his  people.  And  to  keep  up  a 
supply  for  this  purpose,  he  has^  during  the  past  year,  drawn  upon 
the  Treasury  of  our  << Society  for  DiffusingChristian  knowledge'^  to 
the  amount  of  seventy  or  eighty  dollars.  We  much  need,  Brethren, 
a  Book  and  Tract  Depository.  And  such  a  one  might  readily  be 
established,  if  some  few  of  our  favored  Laymen  would  unite  and 
contribute  for  a  few  years,  fifty  dollars  each,  until  the  experiment 
was  fairly  tried,  and  the  enterprise  proved  able  to  support  itself. 
Something  of  this  kind  is  more  needed  now  than  ever,  not  only  to 
supply  our  people  more  plentifully  with  the  Prayer  Books  and  Tracts 
which  they  desire,  but  also,  to  ensure  to  them  unctdulieraied  copies 
of  the  standard  version  of  the  Holy  Scriptures. 

I  have  also  been  unsuccessful  in  my  endeavors  to  obtain  a  General 
Missionary.  A  Clergyman  every  way  suited  for  the  purpose  would 
I  am  almost  sure  accept  the  place,  provided  I  were  at  liberty  to  offer 
88  much  as  $1,250,  which  is  the  least  sum  on  which  his  family  could 
be  supported.  One  thousand  dollars  is  all  that  I  dare  pledge  for 
the  purpose,  out  of  the  scanty  Treasury  of  our  Diocesan  Missionary 
Societv. 

And  this  brings  me  to  name  to  you.  Brethren,  what,  after  all,  con- 
stitutes the  principal  reason  why  our  growth  as  a  Diocese  is  not 
more  rapid,  viz  :  the  limited  contributions  of  our  people  in  answer 
to  the  demands  of  both  their  Parishes  and  the  Diocese.  The  last 
three  years  have  been  years  of  unparallelled  productiveness  in  that 
great  staple  on"  which  all  our  Southern  interests  depend.  Never 
since  the  settlement  of  this  State,  has  so  full  and  continued  a  tide 
of  prosperity  flowed  in  upon  us.  But  have  our  returns  to  God  been 
at  all  proportioned  to  his  overflowing  bounty  ?  Yea,  have  our  con- 
tributions to  his  treasury  even  kept  pace  with  the  increase  which 
He  has  granted  to  the  members  of  our  Communion  f  I  fear  they 
have  not  And  here  I  beg  leave  to  say,  beloved  Brethren,  that  so 
far  from  wishing  you  to  understand  my  remark  as  in  any  way  look- 
ing to  my  own  benefit,  I  am  glad  of  this  opportunity  of  again  ac- 
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knowledging  jour  goodness,  not  only  in  the  late  increase  of  my  sal- 
ary, but  in  the  many  and  valuable  tokens  of  affectionate  regard 
which  have  flowed  in  upon  me  from  several  quarters  of  the  Diocese 
within  the  past  year.  With  such  love,  and  such  kind  consideration 
for  my  comfort,  I  may  truly  say,  in  the  grateful  language  of  an 
Apostle,  "  I  have  all,  and  abound."  But  whilst  I  thus  tluinldully 
acknowledge  my  own  blessings,  I  desire  the  more  to  see  a  like 
bounty  extended  to  every  Minister  and  every  Institution  of  the  Dio- 
cese. Among  twenty  five  regular  Parishes,  there  are  but  four  that 
furnish  a  Rectory  free  of  rent;  and  but  three  that  give  a  salary 
equal  to  the  reasonable  demands  of  a  Minister's  family.  So  meagre 
also,  are  the  contributions  to  our  Diocesan  Missionary  Fund,  that  in 
order  to  keep  even  our  present  imperfect  supply  of  Missionaries  in 
the  field,  the  Diocese  is  compelled  from  year  to  year  to  look  for  help 
to  the  ''  Board  of  Domestic  Missions,"  instead  of  liberally  aiding 
that  noble  Institution  to  send  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  to 
others  far  more  needy  than  ourselves.  Now,  what  is  the  help  for 
these  things  ?  Nothing  less  than  this — that  each  Clergyman,  in  his 
respective  sphere,  shall  press  this  subject  more  earnestly  and  more 
frequently  on  his  people — and  that  our  Lay  Brethren  shall  ask  them- 
selves, before  God,  whether  they  cannot,  and  ought  not,  to  respond 
to  these  appeals  with  a  liberalitv  bearing  some  proportioii  to  the 
needs  of  Gi[)d'8  Church,  to  the  ability  with  which  He  has  blessed 
them,  and  to  the  account  which  will  be  required  of  them  in  the  last 
day. 

One  other  subject  I  desire  to  bring  to  your  attention  before  I 
dose,  via :  the  noble  enterprise  of  a  South  Western  nNiVERSiTT. 

It  is  known  to  most  of  vou,  I  doubt  not,  that  the  Bishops  of 
North  Carolina,  South  Carohna,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Missis- 
sippi, Louisiana,  Texas,  and  Tennessee,  after  due  deliberation,  have 
amed  to  recommend  to  their  respective  Dioceses  and  to  our  fellow 
oitiiens  generally  of  the  South-West,  the  establbhment  of  a  Uni- 
versity (»  the  veiy  highest  order,  at  some  point  as  hx  South  as  will 
ensure  exemption  from  the  prevailing  diseases  of  our  latitude,  and 
present  the  greatest  fiMilities  for  the  object  in  view.  For  a  foil 
knowledge  of  the  oharaoter  and  prospects  of  this  magnificent  enter- 

frize,  I  refer  you  to  the  **  Address''  of  the  aforesaid  Bishops,  which 
now  lay  upon  your  table,  and  respectfully  request  may  be  appended 
to  your  Journal.  I  will  simply  direct  your  view  to  two  prominent 
features  of  the  plan ;  first,  Uie  security  which  is  ^ven  for  a  wise 
and  prudent  husbandry  of  the  funds  to  be  collected  for  the  under- 
taking; and  secondly,  the  equalisation  of  the  Clerical  and  Lajr  power 
in  every  measure  that  may  be  proposed  for  its  success.  I  will  onlv 
add,  that  never  has  an  enterprise  more  fraught  with  blessing  both 
to  our  Church  and  our  country,  been  presented  to  our  view.  It  is 
truly  a  great  undertaking.  But,  with  God  for  our  helper,  it  is  not 
beyond  our  means.  Let  us  meet  it  like  men,  like  Churchmen ;  like 
Patriots,  who  whilst  they  love  their  whole  country,  and  pray  for  its 
perpetual  Union,  are  not  insensible  to  the  claims  of  that  particular 
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region  in  which  their  lot  is  oast,  and  which  is  therefore  giyen  them 
ptftionlarlj  to  cultivate. 

Commending  this  and  all  our  Institutions  to  your  prayers  as  well 
as  your  bounty,  and  humbly  praying  that  Qod  may  have  you  indi- 
Tidually  in  his  holy  keeping,  I  remain,  dear  brethrev.

The  undersigned,  Missionary  for  Carroll  county,  respectfully 
reports  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese : 

In  the  good  providence  of  Almiehty  Ood  he  has  been  enabled  to 
labor  in  his  field  as  instructed,  without  any  interruptions  or  inter- 
missions, with  one  only  exception.  He  found  it  necessary  to  ask 
leave  of  absence  during  last  summer,  and  accordingly  spent  three 
months,  July,  August,  and  September,  out  of  the  Diocese. 

Since  November  he  has  taken,  in  addition  to  the  three  places  first 
assigned  him,  a  fourth  station,  Sbongalo;  which  he  has  visited  regu- 
larly once  every  month  up  to  the  present  time. 

So  far  as  he  has  ascertained,  there  are  in  Carroll  county  13  Com- 
municants, viz :  at  CarroUton  4 ;  at  Duck  Hill  1 ;  at  Middleton  3 ; 
at  Shongalo  3 ;  and  at  Point  Leflore  2. 

At  these  several  places,  he  has,  during  the  year  baptised  25  in- 
fants— 2  white  and  23  colored — and  buried  one  person. 

Although  the  prospect  of  speedily  establishing  the  Church  in 
Carroll  county  is  not  flattering,  it  is  by  no  means  discoursing ;  and 
he  believes,  the  obligation  of  the  Church  to  look  after  her  scattered 
members,  is  sufficient  to  move  her  to  the  endeavor  of  continuing  a 
Missionary  there.  Much  opposition  would  for  some  time  have  to  be 
^  encountered,  but  would  at  length,  be  surmounted.

To  the  Rl  Rev.  Wm.  M.   Greea^  B,  2>., 

Bishop  of  Htssisnppi: 

The  undersigned  being  the  Chaplain  to  the  State  Penitentiary, 
respectfully  reports  the  following  Ministerial  acts  for  the  past  year: 

Baptisms — Adults  4 ;  Confirmations  12 ;  Funerals  1. 

Most  of  the  candidates  confirmed  this  year  were  previously  bap- 
tized by  the  Chaplain.  He  would  moreover  state,  that  since  he  com- 
menced his  ministrations  at  this  place,  he  believes  that  God  has  bless- 
ed his  labors ;  some  of  the  most  desperate,  and  ungodly,  have  at  last 
been  subduedj  and  softened  down  by  the  mighty  power  of  the  Holy 
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Qhosty  and  those  who  once  mocked  and  derided  oar  beautiful,  and 
edifying  Liturgy,  are  now,  its  strongest  advocates,  and  have  won  the 
confidence  of  some  of  the  Officers  of  the  Prison,  as  faithful  work- 
men, and  worthy  members  of  the  Church.  There  is  little  or  no 
prejudice,  now  existing — for  the  many  are  not  only  willing,  but  anx- 
ious to  be  instructed  in  those  pure,  and  primitive  doctrines,  which 
are  muntained,  and  set  forth,  by  our  branch  of  Christ's  Catholic; 
and  Apostolic  Church.

The  andersignedy  Bishops  of  the  Dioceses  aboye  named,  under  a 
sense  of  their  responsibility  to  God  as  your  chief  pastorsi  charged 
with  the  dnty  of  deyising  measnres  for  the  training  of  your  children 
in  all  those  graces  and  yiitnes  which  belong  to  the  Christian  char- 
acter,  haye  deemed  it  proper,  for  the  better  discharge  of  their  tmst, 
to  unite  in  proposing  to  you  a  plan  of  onion,  by  which  they  may  be 
efficiently  aided  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  common  duty. 

The  importance  of  deyeloping  the  intellectual  faculties,  and  of 
strengthening  and  cultiyating  them  to  their  utmost  capacity,  as  a 
means  of  <]|iialifying  men  for  the  largest  usefulness,  as  well  as  for 
adyanoing  mdiyidual  happiness,  is  so  uniyersally  admitted,  that  it 
needs  only  to  be  stated  in  order  to  be  receiyed.  That  religious  truth 
may  find  its  way  into  the  heart,  and  exercise  a  controlling  influence 
oyer  the  life,  though  the  understanding  be  but  partially  enlightened, 
is  a  fact  also  admitted. 

But  it  is  not  less  true,  in  order  that  the  religious  prindple  may 
exert  the  greatest  amount  of  control — that  it  may  occupy  the  largest 
field  of  usefulness — it  must  be  supported  as  well  as  inyigorated  by 
an  adequate  amount  of  intellectual  culture. 

These  familiar  truths  underlie  the  obligation  of  Christian  commu- 
ties,  to  make  suitable  proyision  for  the  educational  training  of  their 
youth.  And  the  considerations  they  suggest,  though  at  all  times  of 
the  weightiest  character,  haye,  at  no  time  in  the  past,  seemed  so 
pressing  on  the  minds  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Southern  Dioceses,  as 
they  appear  at  the  present  moment.  And  it  is  to  the  obligation  and 
duty  of  making  proyision  for  the  intellectual,  moral,  and  religious 
training  of  the  youth  belonging  to  our  seyeral  dioceses,  that  we 
would  now  inyoke  your  attention. 

And  we  desire  in  the  outset  to  express  our  sense  of  the  high 
character  and  eminent  seryices  of  many  Institutions,  already  exist- 
ing in  the  seyeral  States,  where  our  fields  of  labor  lie, — ^Institutions 
which,  whether  founded  by  Uie  States  seyerally,  or  by  one  or  other 
of  the  religious  denominations  inhabiting  them,  haye  discharged  the 
duty  of  training  those  committed  to  their  care  with  honorable  suo- 
oess,  and  on  an  extended  scale.  Of  the  capabilities  and  the  claims 
of  some  of  these,  the  personal  experience  of  seyeral  of  our  number 
would  forbid  our  speaking  otherwise  than  in  terms  of  the  highest 
respect  and  yeneration. 
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It  is  believed,  nevertheless,  that  the  whole  groand  is  not  oconpied. 
That  the  work  to  be  done  is  beyond  the  power  of  the  laborers  who 
are  employed  in  doing  it,  and  that  the  entrance  of  another  Instita- 
tion  of  a  high  grade  npon  the  field  to  be  caltivated,  so  far  from 
beinf:  nnoalled  for,  should  be  hailed  as  a  welcome  ally. 

It  is  to  be  remembered  that,  as  a  Gharch,  we  have  in  this  matter, 
thus  far,  been  the  recipients  of  favors  at  the  hands  of  others }  and 
we  may  well  ask  ourselves  whether  wd  dan  stand  justified  in  allow- 
ing this  state  of  things  to  continue  beyond  the  point,  where  it  is 
ole&r  We  have  the  ability  to  take  oare  of  ourselves.  And,  not  only 
so,  it  behooves  us  also  to  inquire  how  far  the  obligations  of  patri- 
otism require  of  us  to  place  at  the  service  of  the  State,  the  whole 
force  of  our  denominational  strength  for  the  intellectual  and  moral 
training  of  its  youth,  and  in  a  form  in  which  it  can  be  most  effi- 
ciently and  successfully  exerted. 

The  State  affords  us  and  ours  guardianship  and  protection,  r.nd  is 
entitled  to  the  reciprocal  benefit  of  such  efforts  as  we  are  capable  of, 
to  enlighten  its  administration,  to  consolidate  its  power,  and  to  per^ 
petuate  its  duration.  The  Presbyterians  at  Princeton,  the  Congre- 
gationalists  at  Yale,  the  Unitarians  at  .Harvard,  and  the  Methodists, 
and  others,  in  numerous  instances,  have  set  us  an  example  in  this 
behalf,  which  we  cannot  but  admire,  and  would  do  well  to  imitate. 

Nothing  is  more  common  than  to  hear  it  affirmed  that  the  hopes 
of  mankind  are  suspended  upon  the  success  of  the  experiment  in 
government  now  being  made  in  these  States.  The  success  or  failure 
of  this  experiment  turns  entirely  on  the  degree  of  intelligence,  and 
the  character  of  the  moral  sentiment,  which  shall  distinguish  the 
masses  of  our  population.  These  masses  are  but  the  aggregation  of 
individuals,  and  the  responsibility  and  duty  of  originating  and  sus- 
taining Institutions  whose  offices  go  to  the  point,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, of  enlightening  them,  is  therefore  obvious  and  imperative. 
And  we  may  add,  if  there  ever  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  our 
Bepublic  at  which  good  men  were  called  upon  more  than  at  another, 
to  unite  upon  efforts  to  found  such  Institutions,  the  present  ia  that 
period.  At  no  time  in  all  the  past,  have,  we  been  so  threatened 
with  the  spread  of  the  wildest  opinions  in  religion  and  government; 
and  at  no  period,  therefore,  has  there  been  so  great  a  call  to  put  into 
opeiMion  and  multiply  agencies,  whose  high  conservatism  shall  fur- 
nish us  with  the  means  of  making  fast  the  foundations  of  the  State, 
securing  a  sound  and  healthy  feeling  in  the  social  condition,  and 
preserving  in  their  integrity  the  great  truths  of  our  holy  religion. 

But,  besides  these  general  considerations,  which  are  of  foroe  with 
all  men,  and  which  claim  our  attention  as  citizens,  there  is  the  spe- 
cial obligation  upon  us,  as  churchmen,  to  originate  some  plan  for 
the  special  benefit  of  the  children  of  the  Church.  Their  claims 
upon  us  are  of  the  highest  description.  They  are  our  ofl^pring, 
committed  to  our  guardianship  and  nurture,  and  for  whose  oareful 
training  we  are  deeply  respoDsible,  not  only  to  themselves  and  their 
oountry,  but  also  to  Gfod.    By  the  very  condition  of  their  rekUon- 
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ship,  they  claim  of  us  the  most  yigilaDt  overaight,  and  the  most 
thoaghtfal  provisioii  for  their  moral  and  spiritual;  as  well  as  intelleo- 
tiial  well-beiBg. 

And  BOW;  it  may  he  asked,  what  are  we,  as  tshnrchmen,  as  men 
who  have  eommitted  onrselyes,  or  who  stand  committed  to  the  ser* 
Tiee  of  Gk>d,  and  who  recognise  distinctly  onr  aocoiintability,-^what 
are  we  doing  in  onr  dioceses  for  the  religions,  moral,  and  intellec- 
tnal  welfare  of  onr  offspring  f  What  are  we  doing  to  throw  aronnd 
them  during  that  most  important  period  of  their  life-^their  collegi- 
ate (tereer — those  sustaining  supports,  as  well  as  those  wholesome 
restraints,  furnished  by  our  holy  religion,  as  exhibited  and  illus- 
trated in  the  oftces  of  the  Church  of  their  Others  ?  What  are  we 
doing  to  vindicate  the  claims  of  our  Church,  as,  in  our  opinion,  the 
most  judicious  mother  of  the  young,  under  whose  care  and  tuition 
they  are  least  liable  to  fall  into  the  snares  of  infidelity,  or  the 
extravagancies  of  fanatieisra,  and  at  whose  hands  they  are  most 
likely  to  be  carefully  brought  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of 
the  Lord  ?  And  especially,  it  may  be  asked,  what  proylsion  haye  we 
made  for  raising  up  from  among  them,  the  sons  of  the  soil,  men 
who  may  preach  <<  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ,'^  and  sustain 
and  promote  with  wisdom  and  ability  the  great  interests  of  the 
Church  of  God  ? 

Have  we  at  all  made  conscience  of  taking  these  considerations  into 
our  account,  when  making  up  our  plans  for  the  education  of  our 
children?  It  may  be  said  that  these  things  haye  been  with  us, 
hitherto,  less  a  matter  of  choice  than  we  desired,  and  that  we  could 
not  have  gratified  ourselyes,  if  we  would.  This  apology  is  true,  only 
in  part.  And  this  brings  ua  to  the  consideration  of  the  subject  of 
this  communication. 

We  think  it  must  be  now  manifest,  so  far  at  least  as  our  Church 
is  concerned,  that  there  exists  within  the  pale  of  our  dioceses  a 
great  Educational  necessity,  and  a  necessity  which  we  should  forth- 
with take  steps  to  supply.  This  necessity  is  one  Which  is  common 
to  all  our  dioceses  alike. 

In  view  of  this  condition  of  things,  we,  your  Bishops,  during  our 
sojourn  in  this  city,  in  attendance  on  the  General  Convention,  have 
thought  it  expedient  to  take  the  matter  into  our  serious  considera- 
tion, and  have  come  to  the  conclusion,  it  is  of  so  pressing  a  charac- 
ter, that  no  time  should  be  lost  in  relieving  it;  and  that  for  its 
relief  in  the  most  effectual  manner,  no  plan  presents  itself  of  so 
promising  a  character,  as  that  which  would  unite  the  energies  and 
resources  of  all  our  dioceses  in  one  common  effort.  We  have  there- 
fore resolved,  after  mature  deliberation  and  consultation  with  leading 
clergymen  and  laymen  of  our  several  dioceses,  to  propose  to  you  to 
unite  our  strength  in  founding  an  Institution  upon  a  scale  of  such 
magnitude,  as  shall  answer  all  our  wants.  This  we  propose  shall  be 
a  TJttiversity,  with  all  the  Faculties — theology  included— upon  a  plan 
so  extensive,  as  to  comprise  the  whole  course  usually  embraced  in  the  \ 
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most  approved  InstitationB  of  that  grade,  whether  at  home  or  abroad. 

We  are  aware  of  the  magnitude  of  such  an  enterprise^  i&  all  its 
aspeots — ^the  large  amount  of  capital  necessary  for  its  foundation, 
and  the  verr  weighty  responsibiht^f  resting  upon  those  who  shall  be 
charged  with  the  dnty  of  shaping  its  plans  and  oonduoting  them  to 
a  suooeesfol  consummation.  But  when  we  think  of  die  pertading 
and  fiur-reaohing  influence  such  an  Institution  could  not  but  have 
upon  the  interests  of  the  country  and  the  Ohuroh,  and  reflect  on  the 
I  extent  of  the  field  whence  we  propose  to  draw,  not  only  the  means 
for  its  establishment,  but  the  minds  to  found  and  govern  it,  we  dare 
not  hesitate  to  believe  that  all  the  resources  necessary,  of  whatever 
description,  are  within  our  reach,  and  will  be  forthcoming  so  soon 
as^  they  shall  be  needed.  To  say  nothing  of  the  well  Imown  and 
ample  wealth  belonging  to  our  communion  generally,  we  will  not 
allow  ourselves  to^  believe,  that  upon  the  presentation  of  such  an 
occasion  for  the  employment  of  a  part  of  that  treasure  committed  to 
our  stewardship,  we  shall  fail  to  find  our  Lawrences  and.  Stuyvestots, 
our  Moores,  and  Kohnea,  and  Oores,  and  Dudleys,  ready  to  lend  their 
aid  in  the  consummation  of  so  great  a  work. 

In  submitting  this  programme  for  your  consideration,  we  have 
deemed  it  proper  to  add  a  few  particulars,  which  we  havo  thought 
it  expedient  to  incorporate  in  our  plan  of  operation. 

1st.  That  the  University  should,  in  all  its  parts,  be  under  the  sole 
and  perpetual  direction  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  aa  repre- 
sented by  the  dioceses  uniting  in  its  foundation ;  thus  securing  unity 
in  its  administration,  as  indispensable  to  its  success. 

2d.  That  the  Board  of  Trustees  should  be  composed  of  the  Bish- 
ops of  the  dioceses,  ex  officio,  so  uniting,  and  one  clergyman  and 
two  laymen  from  each  of  the  said  dioceses  to  be  elected  by  the  Con- 
ventions of  the  same.  The  joint  consent  of  the  Bishops,  as  an 
order,  and  of  the  clerical  and  lay  trustees,  shall  be  necessary  to  the 
adoption  of  any  measure  proposed. 

3d.  That  the  sum  of  9500,000  shall  be  the  least  amount  with 
wliich  the  enterprise  shall  be  commenced. 

4th.  That  there  should  be  a  Treasurer  appointed  in  eaeh  diooese, 
to  whom  shall  be  paid  the  sums  subscribed  in  that  diooese,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  vest  those  sums  in  unquestionable  public  securi- 
ties, paying  over  annually  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation^  the 
interest  of  the  amount  subscribed. 

6th.  That  there  should  be  a  Treasurer  of  the  Corporation,  who 
should  receive  the  interest  annually  from  the  diocesan  Treasurers, 
and  expend  it  under  the  direotiou  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

6th.  That  the  amount  subscribed  by  any  diooese,  and  secured  as 
above,  should  revert  to  the  diocese  subscribing  it;  in  oase  of  the 
dissolution  of  the  Association. 

7th.  That  each  Bishop  shall  bring  the  subject  speedily  before  hb 
diocese  and  Convention,  and  shall  also  put  into  operation  any  agen- 
cies he  may  think  best  for  promoting  the  cause,  in  accordance  with 
the  general  prineiples  here  laid  down. 
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8th.  That  the  Senior  Bishop  by  oonsecration^  of  the  Association, 
shall  always  be  Chancellor  of  the  Univeisity. 

9th.  It  is  deemed  expedient  to  establish  the  University  at  some 

rnear  Chattanooga,  where  the  various  Eailroads  traversing  oar 
eses  converge,  thus  rendering  access  to  it  from  every  direction, 
easy  and  speedy. 

The  above  points  comprise  all  those  which  it  is  deemed  expe- 
dient to  fix  npon,  as  a  basis  of  union.  Any  others  that  may  appear 
of  importance,  inll  be  incorporated  hereafter,  as  expediency  shall 
reraire. 

We  have  thus,  dear  brethren,  presented  and  developed  a  measure 
which  we  regard  as  the  most  important,  in  view  of  all  its  rektions, 
ever  presented  to  the  American  Church.  For  ourselves,  we  are 
deeply  persuaded,  that  it  fiir  transcends  in  the  promise  of  its  useful- 
ness, any  merely  local  or  diocesan  enterprise,  it  would  be  possible 
for  our  dioceses  to  get  up  separately ;  and  that  its  combinations  are 
of  a  ehaneter  to  ensure  always  to  our  children  and  our  children's 
children,  to  man^  generations,  the  largest  and  most  varied  amount 
of  talent  for  their  intellectual  culture,  as  well  as  the  soundest  moral 
and  religious  influence,  it  is  in  our  power  to  provide  for  them.  To 
do  this,  is  to  make  the  best  investment  for  our  posterity,  and  te  lay 
upon  the  altar  of  our  country,  the  most  appropriate  'wering  that 
could  be  tendered  by  the  citiien  or  the  Christian. 

With  earnest  solicitude  for  your  individual  and  associated  welfare, 
and  in  the  hope  that  these  views  may  find  favor  with  you,  and  obtain  - 
your  efficient  support,  we  remain.

As  Amended  and  Adapted  l^  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  18S7. 


1.  The  Convention  Bball  be  opened  with  prajer  bj  the  Biahop  on 
the  morning  of  every  day  during  the  eeeeion. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  eon- 
tinne  standing,  or  shall  afterward  stand  np,  ezeept  to  address  tiie 
Chwr. 

8.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  serriee  of  the  Con* 
yention,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Convention,  he  shall,  with  due  respeot,  address  himsdf  to  the 
President,  confining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twiee  in  the  same  debate, 
withoat  leave  of  the  Convention. 

6.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  "and  shall  not  hold  any  private  disooune. 

7.  Every  member,  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  any  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall,  on  division^  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally 
interested  in  the  discussion, 

8.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention,  unless 
seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain 
time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  di- 
vide it — and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  preoe- 
dence  in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table 
and  to  adjourn,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  always  he  in  order. 

10.  All  Commit'^ees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered. 

11.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  nee,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  ohair. 

12.  The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  not  appearupon 
the  Minutes  of  this  Convention. 

13.  The  Beports  of  all  Conunittees  shall  be  in  writing;  and  shall 
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be  received^  of  ooarsei  and  without  motion;  anless  re-committed  bj 
vote  of  tbe  Convention.  All  Beporta  recommending  or  requiring 
any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  tbe  Convention,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  Convention  therein. 

14.  If  the  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct  proposi-^ 
tionS;  the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  memberi  and 
a  vote  taken  separately;  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert, 
shall  be  indivisible. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without 
debate ;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision ;  and  on 
such  appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  express 
leave  of  the  Convention. 

16.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  moved.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  considera- 
tion, a  motion  to  amend  the  same  may  be  made ;  no  after  amendment 
to  such  second  amendment,  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amend* 
ment  to  an  amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  to  the 
whole  matter  may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  differ- 
ent from  that  under  consideration,  shall  be  received  under  color  of 
a  substitute. 

17.  The  first  thing  in  order,  after  the  Convention  is  declared  or- 
ganised, and  ready  for  business,  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secretary 
and  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

18.  The  adoption  of  Bules  of  Order  for  the  government  of  the 
Convention,  and  the  reading  of  said  Bules  by  the  Secretary. 

19.  The  appointment  of  the  following  Standing  Committees,  viz :

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CONSTITUTION 


OF  80CIST7  FOB  DIFFUSING  CHBI3TIAN  KNOWLEDGE  IK  THE 
DIOCESE  OF  KISSISSIPPI. 

Aetiole  I.  This  Society  sball  be  called  the  Society  of  (he  Fro- 
(etiant  Episcopal  Church  for  Diffusing  Christian  Knowledge  in  the 
Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

Art.  II.  All  Clergymen,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diooese, 
shall  be,  eax>fficiOf  members  of  the  Society,  and  such  Laymen  as  shall 
pay  the  sum  hereinafter  mentioned. 

A&T.  III.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  Bishop  as  Pre- 
sident; a  first,  second  and  third,  Vice  President;  a  Secfetary  or 
General  Agent,  and  a  Treasurer.  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the 
EpiseopatCt  the  Society  shall  elect  from  the  Presbyters,  a  President. 
The  Vice  Presidents,  according  to  their  numerical  order,  shall,  in  the 
absence,  or  by  request  of  the  President,  perform  the  dutiea  of  Pre- 
sident. 

Art.  IY.  A  committee  of  five,  to  be  annually  elected,  shall  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Managers.  The  Secretary  of  the  Society  shall 
be,  ex-officioy  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  A  majority  of 
the  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  Irasiness.  They  shall 
have  power  to  make  such  By  Laws  as  they  deem  necsssary. 

Art.  Y.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  establish  a  Diocesan  De- 
pository, and  such  branches  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  They 
shall  cHstribute  the  Bible,  the  Prayer  Book,  and  such  religions 
Tracts  and  other  works,  only,  as  may  be  approyed  by  the  Bishop,  or 
the  Board  of  Managers.  Any  person  desirous  to  sell  or  distribute 
such  books  in  the  Diocese  by  authority  of  the  Church,  may  be 
licensed  to  do  so  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable 
compensation  therefor  out  of  the  Society  iunda. 

Art.  YI.  Missionaries  employed  by  the  Bbhop,  shall  be  allowed 
such  salaries  as  be  may  direct,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society.  The  President  shall  report  to  the  ConTention,  the  number 
of  Missionaries  aided  by  it — their  different  stations  or  employments 
— the  sums  paid  to  each — what  person  has  been  employed  to  sell 
"The 


books,  and  the  number  of  tracts  and  books  distributed.     The  person 

employed  to  sell  books  shall  report  to  the  Convention,  the  amount  of 

books  sold  and  distributed  by  him  during  the  year.     Said  Managers 

< .  shall,  from  the  funds  of  the  Society,  aid  in  the  education  of  such

joatliB  of  piety  as  are  recommended  by  the  Bishop,  and  in  general 
shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  ezeoute  snoh  measures  as  they  may 
deem  proper  to  farther  the  objects  of  this  Society.  When  the  Epis- 
copate is  vacanti  the  Standing  Committee  shall  have  the  powers  con- 
fided by  this  Article  to  the  Bishop. 

Abt.  YII.  It  shall  be  the  dntj  of  the  Society  to  aid  and  assist 
owners  of  plantations  who  are  desirous  to  giye  religions  instruction 
to  their  slaveS;  and  to  give  information  of  such  persons  to  the 
Bishop,  in  order  that  he  may  provide  suitable  Missionaries  to  or- 
ganize Parishes  on  said  plantations. 

Art.  YIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  the  funds 
of  the  Society — ^keep  a  list  of  the  Missionaries  paid  or  assisted  by 
the  Society,  and  the  amount  allowed  to  each.  The  funds  in  his 
hands  shall  only  be  paid  out  by  order  of  the  Managers  or  of  the  Pre- 
sident. He  shall  report,  at  each  anniversary  meeting,  the  state  of 
the  Society's  funds— its  property — and  present  his  accounts  for  ex- 
amination and  settlement. 

Art.  D^.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  Record  of  the  Proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  in  a  well-bound  book.  He  shall,  by  vir- 
tue of  his  office,  conduct  the  correspondence,  andperform  such  other 
acts  as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct.  Efe  shall  copy  .this 
Constitution  on  the  Minutes  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Managers. 

Art.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place  where  the 
Diocesan  Convention  is  held,  on  the  second  day  of  tne  Convention. 
Such  of  the  Clerical  and  lay  members  of  the  Society  as  may  be  pre- 
sent, shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ;  and  in  the  absence 
of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  a  President  pro  tern,  shall  be 
elected.  A  suitable  sermon  shall  be  preached  during  the  Conven- 
tion, or  upon  such  day  as  shall  be  selected  by  the  Bishop,  either  by 
the  Bishop,  or  by  some  Clergyman  appointed  by  him.  After  sermon, 
a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  for  the  use  of  the  Society. 

Art.  XI.  An  election  of  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  made  at 
snch  anniveisary  meeting;  and  in  case  of  a  failure  to  elect,  then  the 
old  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  an  election  be  held. 

Art.  XII.  £very  member,  except  Clergymen,  shall  pay  at  the 
time  of  subscription,  and  annually  thereafter,  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  the  Hector  of  his  Parish,  or  to 
such  other  person  as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  the  same> 

By  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  anv  one  may  become  a  life 
member  of  the  Society,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  annual  assess- 
ment thereafter. 

Art.  XIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
donations  which  may  be  made  to  the  Society,  and  cause  a  faithful 
record  of  the  same  to  be  kept,  stating  the  name  of  the  donor  and 
the  amount  of  the  benefaction. 
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Abt.  XIY.  a  notice  of  the  Society^  ita  objeoty  tenns  of  membez- 
ship,  and  request  for  Bnch  donations  as  the  pious  and  liberal  are  dis- 
posed to  make;  shall  be  inserted  as  a  standing  advertisement  in  such 
papers  published  in  the  Diocese,  as  are  disposed  to  insert  the  same 
without  charge. 

Abt.  XV.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Minister  of  this  Diocese 
to  publicly  bring  the  objects  of  this  Society  annually  before  hii 
Ftaish,  and  request  the  friends  of  religion  to  co-operate  with  him 
in  procuring  members  and  donations.  He  shall  also  report  quarterly 
to  the  Secretary  the  names  of  the  members,  and  the  amount  received 
by  him,  and  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  annually. 

Abt.  XVI.  The  President  may  convene  the  Board  of  Managen 
at  any  time  he  thinks  proper. 

Abt.  xyil.  The  Society  being  intended  to  assist,  but  not  in  anj 
degree  to  interfere  with  the  authority  of  the  Church,  it  is  hereby 
deolaredi  that  whatever  is  done  by  the  Society,  shall  be  done  in  sub- 
ordination to  the  authority  of  the  Church,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  advice  of  the  Bishop. 

Abt.  XYin.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Societv,  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  tne  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  be  published,  together  with  the  annual  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Society,  with  the  Journals  of  die  Convention.

Divine  Service  was  oelebrated  at  11  o'clock  A«  M. 

The    Bev.    Mr.  Frederick  Elwell,  Bector  of  St  LxibfB 
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Church,  Brandon,  read  the  Morning  Service,  assisted  by  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Benj.  R  Smyser ;  and  the  Eev.  Mr.  Wm.  K  Dong- 
las,  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  preached  from  the  Oospel 
according  to  St  Matthew,  xviii.  Chapter,  and  part  of  the  S2d 
verse :    ^'  0  thou  wicked  servant." 


After  Divine  Service,  the  Convention  was  called  to  order 
bj  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

On  motioUi  the  various  subjects  alluded  to  in  th bishop's 
address,  were  referred  to  special  Committees  as  follows — 

The  subject  of  a  Book  Depository,  to  Messrs.  Yerger, 
Smedes  and  Jos.  D.  Shields. 

The  subject  of  Female  Schools,  to  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Miller 
and  Sill,  and  Messrs.  Yerger,  Smedes  and  Ewing. 

The  subject  of  the  University  of  the  South,  to  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Stout,  and  Messrs.  Thos.  B.  Shields  and  Nolan. 

The  Secretary  read  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of 
the  House  of  Clerical  and  Lay  Deputies  of  the  last  General 
Convention,  covering  certain  proposed  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  Church,  which  were  referred  to  the  Com* 
mittee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 

The  subject  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  next  An* 
nual  Convention  of  the  Diocese,  was,  on  motiony  ti^en  up, 
when  it  was  moved  and  carried — 

That  the  Thirty-third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Diocese  of 
Mississippi  should  be  held  in  Trinity  Churchy  Natchez^  an 
Ae  Fourth  Thursday  in  April,  A.  D.,  1869. 

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  nresented  the 
following  report,  which  was  received  and  agreea  to. 

BEPOBT 
OF  THE  Gojcicrrrss  ok  tqs  state  of  ths  chuboh. 

The  Beport  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Ghnieh,  so  ftr 
as  it  is  bsMd  on  the  Pkroohial  Be^rts,  oan  only  furnish  apart  of  the 
data  required  to  form  a  correct  opinion  of  the  eondition  of  the  Die* 
oese.  The  Journal  of  the  Bishop  better  indioates,  perhaps,  the 
state  of  religion,  and  the  prospects  of  the  Ghuroh,  in  the  extensive 
region  where  he  recomimends  $nd  illustrates  the  Bpisoopal  office  by 
Apostolic  labors.  The  principle  of  faith  must  enter  lai^^Iy  into 
any  adequate  judgment  upon  the  state  of  a  young  and  growing  Dio- 
oeae,  in  which  the  veiy  rapidity  of  growth  developes  minglM  ele- 
ments of  strength  and  weakness. 

The  Bishop  reports  that  three  parishes  have  heen  organised  since 
the  last  Convention;  and  that  one  person  has  been  admitted  to  the 
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Order  of  DeaooQS.  Five  clergymen  have  entered  the  JL^iocese,  uid 
are  engaged  in  the  work  of  the  Churoh;  though  but  two  of  them 
I  have  been  formally  transferred.  There  are  thirty  clergymen  in  ac- 
tive employment|  as  preachers  or  teachers^  within  the  bounds  of  the 
Diocese. 

It  is  most  gratifying  to  the  Committee  to  be  able  to  state  that  the 
Parochial  Reports  shew  that  the  contributions  to  the  Church  have 
been  more  than  doubled  during  the  past,  as  compared  with  any  pre- 
ceding year :  a  fact  which,  taken  in  connection  with  the  great  pe- 
cuniary e#)arra8sment  under  which  the  entire  community  htts  labor- 
ed, seems  to  indicate,  and  invite  us  to  recognize  the  hand  of  Provi- 
dence. 

The  number  of  confirmations  is  considerably  in  excess  of  those 
reported  in  the  last  year,  while  the  number  of  baptisms  is  so  much 
greater,  as  to  excite  a  feeling,  at  once,  of  surprise  and  thankfulness. 

There  is  much,  however,  to  remind  us  that  by  a  law  of  Provi- 
dence, as  well  as  of  Nature,  the  seed-time  must  precede  the  harvest. 
The  Committee  invite  attention  to  that  part  of  the  Bishop's  Address 
which  refers  to  the  contemplated  establishment  of  a  Book  Deposito- 
ry in  the  Diocese.  There  is  no  denomination  of  Christians  which 
can  derive  anything  like  an  equal  advantage  from  the  dissemina- 
tion of  books.  We  have  better  books,  both  devotional  and  contro- 
versial, than  any  other  Church  or  any  sect.  The  libraries  of  learned 
Divines  of  all  denominations  are  mainly  furnished  from  the  inex- 
haustible repertoiy  of  the  Church  of  England.  And  in  addition  to 
their  intrinsic  merit,  our  books,  regarded  as  a  means  of  diffusing  the 
Churoh,  derive  a  peculiar  value  from  the  circumstance  that  there 
exists  no  other  body  of  Christians  whose  principles  so  much  invite 
and  require  patient  and  unimpassioned  investigation.  Did  we  un- 
derstand where  our  strength  resides,  we  should  not  leave  to  the  other 
denominations  the  almost  exclusive  use  of  means  which  would  be  so 
much  more  powerful  in  the  hands  of  the  Church.     ^ 

The  Committee  desire,  especially,  to  call  attention  to  the  sueoessof 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Sansom  in  the  experiment  (always  they  believe  success- 
ful,) of  bestowing  intelligent  and  energetic  labor  upon  several 
small  parishes  or  cures*  The  same  course  has  been  pursued  wiih 
like  success  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Lawson  of  Northern  Mississippi.  It 
seems  to  combine  the  advantages  of  ''  itineracy^'  with  those  of  the 
parochial  relation ;  so  inseperable  from  the  genius  and  policy  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  It  brings  the  Churoh  into  oontaot 
with  a  greater  number  of  those  scattered  here  and  there,  (and  of 
whom  there  are  a  few  at  least  in  every  oommunity,)  who  are  already 
inclined  to  the  Church,  or  who  are  susceptible  of  being  influenced  by 
her  Apostolic  Order,  her  pure  teachings,  and  her  sublime  devotions. 
Instead  of  wasting  the  energies  of  the  minister  upon  a  small  oommu- 
nity, in  which,  while  a  few  are  edified,  the  Churoh  is  not  increased, 
it  directs  them  to  a  larger  field,  gives  him  new  materia  to  work  upon 
*  ihe  Church  opportunity  to  attract  and  asaiinilate  the  elements 
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of  growth  and  prosperity  that  may  exist  beyond  and  exterior  to  the 
centres  of  Ohoroh  inftaenoe  already  established  in  our  sparsely 
peopled  dioeese. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  remark  that  the  Church  has  not  relaxed 
her  efforts  to  reach  and  benefit  the  slave  population.  Indirectly,  in- 
deed, she  labors  for  their  spiritoal  benefit  in  seeking  that  of  their 
Masters.  Those  ministers,  who,  from  the  demand  made  on  their 
time  and  energies  by  large  white  congregations,  can  do  bat 
little  for  this  class,  may  console  themselves  with  the  reflection  that 
they  can  confer  no  greater  benefit  upon  the  Slaves  than  hy  making 
Christians  of  their  Masters.  Masters,  who  are  Christians,  wiU  not 
be  satisfied  to  leave  their  slaves  in  heathenism ;  nor  will  they  be 
apt  to  think  that  the  want  of  trae  religion  can  be  supplied  by  super- 
stition or  fanaticism,  or  by  any  form  of  partial  and  perverted  Christ 
tianity.

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But  five  of  the  eleven  parishes  indebted  last  year  for  arrearages, 
have  paid  those  arrearages,  while  onlj  twenty-three  ont  of  thirty- 
four  parishes  assessed,  have  paid  the  assessaents  made  upon  ihem 
by  the  Oonvention  of  1857,  for  the  Contingent  Expenses  of  1858. 

These  arrearage?  of  1857,  9till  amount  to  970.  While  those  of 
the  present  year,  from  eleven  parishes,  are  9115,  being  neiicty  one- 
third  of  the  whole  assessment.  There  is  now  on  liand  the  st^m  of 
9199  52  100,  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  present  Convention,  which 
are  estimated  at  9B25  00. 

The  Treasurer  appends  a  list  of  these  arrearages,  and  the  parishes 
from  whioh  thev  axe  due. 

In  doing  so,  he  would  eall  the  attention  of  the  Convention  to  the 
duty  inoumbent  upon  the  Pftrishes  to  forward  to  the  Treasurer  the 
amount  of  the  assessments  by,  or  previous  to  the  first  day  of  the 
assembling  of  the  Convention.  The  Canon  requires  him  to  notify 
them  to  that  effect,  one  month  in  advance,  ^his  duty  he  has  strict* 
ly  performed.  The  Bules  of  Order  indicate  his  early  report  of  this 
trust  fund,  while  ibe  expedition  of  the  business  of  the  Convention 
renders  such  early  report  indispensible.  To  make  this  early  report, 
would,  under  the  present  way  of  doing  business,  leave  a  large  majori- 
ty of  the  parishes  in  arrears—^  circumstance  mortifying  to  them, 
and  derogatory  to  their  character  for  punctuality.  The  labors  of 
the  Secretary  beipg  s<Hnewhat  onerous,  although  performed  most 
cheerfully,  the  Parishes  should  not,  by  their  neglect  of  a  simnle  duty, 
or  by  want  of  punctuality,  throw  upon  him  an  additional  Durthen.

The  credentials  of  Lay  Delegates  from  St.  John's  Church, 
Early  Groye,  were  reaa  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Credentials,  who  reported  the  same  as  correct,  whereupon 
Dr.  Isham  L.  Bailey  and  Mr.  6«a  C.  Harris  appeared  and 
took  their  seats. 

A  Parochial  report  was  read  from  Christ  Church,  IBblly 
Springs,  and  a  report  fix>m  the  Bey.  Mr.  Croes. 

The  following  report  from  the  Committee  on  Diocesan 
Schools  was  presented,  read,  received  and  adopted :

It  is  with  feelings  of  deep  regret  that  jcmx  Committee  present 
this  their  report  on  the  matter  referred  to  them  for  oonsidenitioB. 
Their  regret  arises  out  of  the  fact  already^  stated  in  the  Bishop's 
address,  vis:  that  the  one  only  remaining  institution  hitherto 
known  as  a  Diocesan  School,  has,  tbr  the  present,  at  least,  ceased  to 
dispense  the  blessings  <rf  moral  and  intelleotiial  culture  upon  the 
sons  of  the  Churoh.  ITeur  committee  are  not  furnished  with  data 
']  upon  which  to  fomid  any  calculation  as  to  the  time  when  St. 
Thomas'  Hall  may  be  re-opened.  They  would  indulge  the  hope  of 
a  sneedy  return  to  its  foroier  usefulness. 

Of  tbc  Female  Aoademy  at  Pass  Christian,  under  the  oaie 
of  the  9cy-  Dr.  Savage,  your  Committee  cannot  well  speak  in 
terpi  too  IfkTorabU..  U  may  be  sufficient  to  say  that  what- 
ever the  Bishop  hits  set  forth  in  his  address  in  referenoe  to  that 
institution,  is  woi]tiiy  of  all  aoeeptatiou  by  the  Churoh  in  this 
Diooese,  and  of  all  jthe  patronage  th^t  may  be  bestowed  thereon. 

Your  Committee  iwnot  dose  Ibis  report  without  the  further 
indulgence  of  hope  HjuA  d>e  parents  and  ffoardians  of  the 
sons  and  daughters  qt  the  Chmsh,  wiU  e'er  kng  awake  to  the 
importance  of  a  united,  heartCdt,  sad  if  need  be,  a  self-saerifioing 
effort  to  establish  in  tiMi  lengtii  and  breadth  of  our  Diooese,  institu- 
tions of  learning,  wheuqe  future  mothers  in  Israel  shall  be  spoken 
of  as  the  fruits  of  a  present  pious,  ef (active  seal  among  the  membos 
of  our  holy  motiier  Church.

Retahed^  That  in  view  of  the  critical  condition  of  the  health  of 
our  beloved  IKoeesan;  it  is  the  unanimous  sense  of  this  Convention 
that  it  should  be  recommended  to  him  to  suspend  the  active  duties 
and  labors  of  the  Bpiscopate,  for  such  lengtn  of  time  as  his  health 
may  require  for  its  re-establishment^  and  that,  in  connexion  with  the 
Standing  CommitteCi  he  provide  in  the  interim,  such  Episcopal  Ser- 
vices as  the  wants  of  the  Diocese  may  demand. 

A  resolution  from  the  Society  for  Diffusing  Ohristian 
Knowledge  in  this  Diooese,  suggesting  to  this  Oonyention  the 
propriety  of  altering  the  Canon  on  ConvocationSy  so  as  to 
provide  for  four  or  more  eae^  year,  vntha  viewinjpart  to 
aid  the  funds  of  that  Society,  was  read  and  referred  to  the 
Cknnmittee  on  Oonstitution  and  Canons. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  read,  received  and  with  the  resolutions  thereto  ap- 
pendodi  adopted:

through  a  sub-committee,  examined  the  same  and  find  them  coxrect.

The  Finance  Committee  have  considered  the  various  couMiunica- 
tions  referred  to  them  for  the  remisrion  of  arrears  of  several  small 
and  feeble  parishes,  and  regret  that  they  cannot  comply  with  the 

Eyer  of  the  applicants;  die  large  amount  due  the  bishop  for 
annual  salary,  fbrbids  any  other  course  on  the  part  of  the  Com- 
mittee, who  hope  to  see  increased  efforts  speedily  made  to  reduce 
these  arream,  ana  thus  relieve  epr  respected  Bishop  from  the  embar- 
rassments he  has  suffiBred  in  consequence  <tf  them. 

The  Committee  have  forebeme  to  incnase  to  any  great  extent 
the  asMSsments  for  the  Bishop's  sahry,  and  Contingent  expenses  of 
the  Convention,  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  foUowing  assessment  for  both  objedfr  is  annexed :  that  for  the 
BAop's  sahiy  amounts  to  $2590,  which>  with  the  estimatedP'inter- 
esl  to  be  secured  from  the  Bishop's  Fun^  9583  50-100,  nfaliies  the 
sum  of  98173  50-100.  The  assessment  for  contingent  exnenses  ^ 
Convention  is  the  same  amount  as  for  the  past  year,  namely,  9362  50. 
Two  Fluishes  which  have  neither  reported  nor  paid  their  sssesspent 
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for  three  years,   have  been  dropped,   namely :  Advent  Chozeh,  at 
Washington,  and  St.  John's  Church,  De  Soto. 

Three  new  parishes  admitted  at  this  Convention  have  been  mode- 
rately assessed  for  both  objects.

The  experience  of  the  past  year  has  shown,  that  the  present  mode 
of  assessing  the  Parishes  for  tne  support  of  the  Bishop  is  not  always 
reliable;  very  feW  Parishes  comply  with  the  role,  requiring  one- 
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fofttrtb  of  the  asaesameiit  to  be  paid  on  ^e  first  days  of  Janniry, 
▲pril|-  July,  and  Ooto))er;  even  in  these  yean,  when  the  aalai^  haa 
been  neariy,  or  ftdlypaid  tip,  a  very  eonslderable  portion  of  it  haa 
been  delayed  t3I  the  meeting  of  the  Conrention^  thna  depriving 
the  Bishop  of  tltar  menns  of  nveeting  his  ensagementSi  due,  by  the 
enstom  of  the  ooantrf,  otf  the  &8t  day  of  January.  This  state  of 
affairs  at  an  early  period,  fltfter  the  oall  of  Olir  Bishop,  attracted  the 
attention  of  the  Convention,  and  tinder  its  authority  an  efibrt  was 
I  BMde  to  raise  an  Bpiaoopal  Fund,  ont  of  the  interest  of  whioh,  to 
stipport  the  Bistnyp,  and  relieye  the  Parishes  from  any  assessments 
for  that  purpose ;  of  the  reliable  amount  thus  raised,  9M90  was  in- 
vested in  a  residence  for  the  Bishop,  and  90,860  QOof  good  notes 
bearing  interest,  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Treastirieti  which  will 
yield  during  the  coming  year,  S589  50.  A  variety  of  caoses  pre- 
vented the  Intended  plan  being  carried  out,  but  the  Convention  has 
always  reoognised  its  necessity.  At  the  Convention  of  185^,  Jour- 
ittl  of  1856,  page  48,  the  Finance  Committee  presented  a  resolutiott 
on  this  subject,  which  ihM  adopted  by  the  Convention  without  a 
dissenting  voice— ^1  present  seemed  to  feel  that  our  excellent  fiisfaopF| 
Who  had  worked  so  faithfully  in  the  cause  of  Ood  and  his  Churoh  ; 
whose  arduous  labors  required  long  and  fteqtietft  absentfae  from  hhr 
I  finnily,  should  have  an  assurancie  that  those  he  loved  tilext  to  his 
Maker,  should  not  be  unoared  for.  The  plati  proposed  by  the  reso- 
hition  roferred  to,  was  cumbrotis  in  its  details,  and  contemplated 
entrusting  the  management  of  the  matter  to  a  great  number  of 
persons,  and  it  remsins  a  dead  letter,  no  action  having  b^'en  taienr 
under  it. 

The  Committee  feel  now,  mforo  than  ever,  the  necessity  of  si  psr-- 
manent  fund  to  be^  securely  invested  for  the  Bishop's  support,  and 
they  submit  herewith  a  resointion  for  the  action  of  the  Convention. 
Ibrty  Thouiand  Dollars  should  be  raised  for  this  ptirpose,  and  the 
Committee  cannot  doubt  that  with  an  earnest  effort,  and  the  hearty 
co-operation  of  ail  good  Ghnroh-men  in  the  Diocese,  it  can  be  done. 
It  is  su!i»ly  not  too  much  to  expect,  that  in  a  Diocese  numbering 
over  m  thousand  Communicants,  so  small  an  amount  can  be  collected.

Ad4i^afl8  in  .Fixation  to  a  Dioceaan  Female  Institution,  beg  leave  to. 
report,;that  they  have  had  the  same  under  oonaiderationi  and  state j 
that  they  fully  oonour  in  the  views  expressed  by  the  Bishop  upon } 
this  important  subject.     Such    institutions,  wherever  established; 
permanently,  have  been  productive  of  much  good;  they  are  vitally  | 
impor^Dt  in  every  Diocese.    Bat  in  order  to  insure  their  success, 
no  debt  should  be  oreated,  nor  should  any  attempt  be  made  until 
such  A  sum  is  raised,  as  will,inikll  probaJl)ility,  ensure  .that  .the  at- 
tempt will  not  end  in  failure. 

The  Co^imittee  hope  and  believQ^  that  there. is  a  spirit  of  liberali- 
ty in  the  Diocese,  to  e^Tect  this  desirable  object.  A  gentleman,^ 
resident  in  anoth^  Diocese,  generously  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Biflbop,  S3000,  ^  A  smarting  point,  or  comqtienceoient.  .Part  of  this 
fu;id  has  beep  invested  in  the  purchase  of  aboat  33  acres  of  land 
adjoiping  tjbud  city  of  Jacjcsop,  beautifally  situated  fjor  a  Female 
SetpipAcy.     After  deducting  what  /was  paid  for  the  land,  there  still 

.  remains  abopt  SIOOO  unip vested.    It  i^  believed  that  a  part  of  the . 

I  Upd  ean.be  sold  for  $2000,  leaving  epoagh  whereon  to  erect  build- 1 
ipgs  for  the  institution.  The  Diocese  therefore  has  the  ground ) 
necessary  for  the  buildings,  and  about  $3000  to  be  appropriated  to ' 
this  object. 

The  Committee  recommend  that  a  sale  gt  part  of  said  land  be 
made  at  suph  time  as  the  Standipg  Committee  shall  deem  advisable, 
and  the  proceeds  together  with  the  amount  pow  in  hanfl,  be  invested 
at  10  per  cept.  int^cst;  and  in  .the  ipeaptiipe,  that  such  contribu- 
tions as  may  from  time  to  time  be  made,  be  also  invested  until  such 
an  amopnt  is  received,  as  will  justify  the  coipmenceipept  and  finish- 
ing of  the  buildings.

They  have  no  doubt  that  such  an  establishment  would  be  produo- 
tive  01  much  good  to  religion  and  the  Church. 

The  distribution  of  Bibles,  Prayer  Bodes,  and  of  sound  Church  books, 
tracts,  &c.,  is  among  the  most  efficient  means  of  making  the  Bible 
and  the  Church  known  among  the  people.  Such  an  establishment, 
if  ^thfuUy  and  energetically  prosecuted,  is  a  silent  but  powerful 
missionary.  A  proposition  has  been  made  to  establish  a  Church 
Book  Store  in  the  Diocese,  by  Mr.  Sam'l  H.  Sieg,  of  Philadelphia. 
They  recommend  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  communicate 
with  Mr.  Sieg  on  the  subject.  They  reccHnmend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolutions : 

Beaoloedf  That  the  best  interests  of  the  Diocese  require  that  a 
Church  Book  Store  should  be  established  in  the  Diocese. 

Seiolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Church  and  others,  be  and  are 
hereby  recommended  to  patronise,  and  aid,  so  tar  as  the  purchase  of 
books,  fto.,  and  their  influence  is  concerned,  such  book  store,  if 
\  established. 

Remdveed,  That  a  eommittee  be  appointed  to  correspond  with  Kr. 
Sieg,  upon  the  subject.

The  Committee  on  the  Uniyersity  of  the  South,  presented 
the  following  reporti  which  was  received,  and  it  was  ordered 
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that  the  Charter  oi  the  Universitj  should  be  published  as  a 
part  of  the  same : 

REPORT 

or  COMHUTEE  OK  THS  UNIYSBSITT  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

Your  Oommittee,  to  whom  were  referred  that  part  of  the  Bishop's 
Journal  that  relates  to  the  projeoted  *^  Uniyemtj  of  the  South/' 
aod  the  report  of  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  last  Convention 
to  attend  a  meeting  held  on  the  fourth  of  July  last,  on  Lookout 
Mountuui  have  hi^  the  same  under  oonsideration,  and  beg  leave 
to  report- 
That  the  Bubjeet  is  one  of  nave  magnitude  and  worthy  the 
serious  oonsideration  of  your  b<»y. 

As  an  expression  of  an  opinion  on  the  general  subjeoti  your  Com- 
mittee beg  to  adopt  the  sentiments  of  your  body  as  expressed  in  the 
report  on  this  subjeet  adopted  at  your  last  Convention. 

On  examination  of  the  doouments  laid  on  your  table  and  referred 
to  in  the  Bishop's  Joainal|  we  find  that  a  number  of  Bishops  and 
delegates,  and  a  large  oonoourse  of  oitiiens,  met  on  the  fourth  day 
of  July  lasty  OQ  Lookout  Mountaiui  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and 
after  oelebrating  the  national  festival  in  a  patriotio  and  christian 
manner,  proceeded  to  the  oeosideration  of  this  subject. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  published  proceed* 
inn  of  that  meeting  for  information* 

It  appears  also,  from  the  documents  laid  before  us,  that  a  called 
meeting  of  the,  Bishops  and  Delegates  was  held  in  the  city  of 
Monteomery,  Ala.,  on  the  23d  day  of  November  last,  to  the  pub- 
lished proceedings  of  which  we  also  beg  leave  to  refer  you. 
In  these  pipblished  proceedings  we  find  nothing  in  contravention  of 
the  declaration  of  principles  laid  down  in  an  *<  Address  to  the  mem- 
bers and  friends  of  the  Frotestant  Bpiscopal  Church,"  issued  from 
Philadelphia  in  1856,  and  signed  by  ten  Southern  Bishops,  which 
was  printed  in  your  last  JournaL 

We  also  find,  from  the  documents  before  referred  to,  that  con- 
siderable progress  has  already  been  made  in  this  great  enterprise ; 
and  that  the  moet  safe  and  judicious  course  has  been  so  far  pursued, 
the  Trustees  of  the  institution  giving  great  earnest  of  final  success. 

We  find  als6,  that  a  most  liberal  Charter  has  been  granted  by  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  in  which  State  a  most  eligible  site  for  the 
University  has  been  found ;  which  Charter  we  submit  to  your  body  ; 
for  ^nsideration,  and  make  a  part  of  this  report. 

The  Bishops  of  Louisiana  and  Georgia  have  been  appointed  to 
bring  this  subject  specially  before  the  people,  and  to  solicit  their 
contributions ;  and  we  beg  to  commend  them  to  the  favor  and  sup- 
port of  all  the  members  of  oar  Church.  And  although  it  is  not 
contemplated  to  bind  the  Diocese  in  its  corporate  or  organic  charac- 
ter to  any  of  the  future  operations  of  this  enterprise,  we  suggest  to 
the  Convention  the  propnety  of  appointug  some  geatieman/bamed 
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I  in  ihe  law,  as  oouDsellor  or  attorney  of  the  Diocese,  whose  dntj  it  | 
shall  be  to  guard  the  interests  of  our  people  in  tjiis  matter,  and  giTe  \ 
his  advice  to  the  trustees  of  the  funds  that  may  be  raised  io  this  j 
Diocese.  And  we  recommend  to  the  Conventioa.to  appoint  l^astees  | 
according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Charter,  to  act  in  this  matter  in  | 
behalf  of  those  of  our  people  who  may  feel  called  upon  to  oontribmte  | 
their  means  to  this  enterprise.  ) 

In  conclusion  we  beg  to  submit  that  in  view  of  the  principles  laid  ! 
down,  and  the  proceedings  already  had,  no  enterprise  ever  presented ! 
itself  to  the  churchmen  of  the  South  West,  promising  more  blessings  \ 
to  our  Church  and  country,  than  the  one  your  Committee  have  bad  } 
under  consideration.    And  we  commend  it  to  your  favorable  support,  j

AN  ACT 

TO  ESTABLISH  THB   UKIYEBSITT  OF  THE  SOUTH. 

Whereas  sundry  citizens  of  the  States  of  Tennassee,  Arkan^, 
Georgia,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Alabama,  Louisiana,  Texas, 
Mississippi,  and  Florida,  contemplate  establishing  a  University,  to  ^ 
be  located  in  the  State  of  Tennessee,  at  a  place  which  shall  be  con- 
veniently accessible  to  the  citizens  of  said  States,  which  University 
is  to  be  under  the  control  of  the  PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH,  subject  to  such  rules,  regulations,  and  restrictions^  as 
are  hereinafter  set  forth. 

And,  Whereas  the  security  of  society,  the  supremacy  of  the 
law,  the  preservation  of  liberty,  regulated  by  law,  the  perpetuity  of 
our  institntions,  and  of  the  Union — all  are  at  least  dependent  upon 
the  prevalence  of  intelligence  of  the  people^  and  sound  moral  sense  \ 
among  them.  > 

And,  Whereas,  it  is  the  interest  of  the  State,  and,  indeed,  of  I 
every  State,  to  encourage  the  erection  of  Seminaries  of  learning  ;  I 
therefore,  I 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  tJie  Oeneral  Asaemhly  of  Hie  State  of 
Tenne9$ee,  That  James  H.  Otey,  David  Pise,  Francis  B.  Fogg,  John 
Armfield,   Thomas  Atkinson,  M.  Ashley  Curtis,   Thomas  Ruffin, 
Thomas  D.  Warren,  Thomas  F.  Davis,  Alexander  Oregg,  J.  L. 
Manning,  Wm.  Allston  Pringle,  N.  H.  Cobb,  Henry  C.  Lay,  C.  T. 
Pollard,  L.  H.  Anderson,  Wm.  M.  Green,  W.  W.  Lord,  George  S. 
Yerger,  Eugene  Hinton,  Leonidas  Polk,  W.  T.  Leacock,  George  8. 
Guion,  William  N.  Mercer,  J.  W.   Dunn,  E.   B.  Nichols,   J.  S. 
Nicholson,  Francis  H.  Rutledge,  G.  C.  Fairbanks,  George  Whitfield, 
J.  J.  Scott,  and  such  other  peraon  or  persons  as  may  hereafter  be 
appointed  Trustees  of  said  Univeraity,  in  pureuance  of  the  Consti-  i 
tution  and  By-Laws  thereof,  be,  and  they  and  their  successora  are  * 
hereby  constituted  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  in  fact  and  in  name, 
by  tho  name  of  "THE  UNIVERSITY  OF  THE  SOUTH,"  and 
by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession^  and  a  common  seal ; 


i  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  saing  and  being  sued,  and  shall  have 
r  power  to  purchase,  receive  by  donation,  or  otherwise,  and  to  possess, 
I  hold,  alien,  and  dispose  of  property  of  all  kinds  and  descriptions,  to 
{  be  held*  rn  fee  simple,  or  otherwise,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  such 
I  restrictions  and  conditions  as  are  contained  in  this  Charter. 
I  Section  2.  Be  it  further  enactedy  That  said  Trustees  shall  have 
(  power  to  assemble  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  designated  by 
I  the  President  of  the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  said  In- 
{  sdtntion;  and  of  forming  a  Constitution  for  the  government  of  said 
I  University.  A  majority  of  said  Trustees  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
j  for  such  purpose.  Said  Trustees  shall  have  power  in,  and  by  said 
I  Constitution,  to  designate  Aoto,  by  whom,  and  in  what  way  the  said 
^  University  shall  be  governed ;  and  said  Constitution  when  adopted 
may  be  altered  or  amended  in  such  manner,  as  may  be  provided  for 
in  said  Constitution,  8aid  Board  shall  keep  a  minute  of  their  pro- 
ceedings. 

Section  8.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  said  Board  shall  meet  at 
I  least  once  a  year  at  the  University,  when  the  buildings  are  erected, 
I  but  they  may  be  called  together  in  extra  session  in  such  manner  as 
I  may  be  provided  for  in  said  Constitution^  or  by  the  By-laws  of  said 
I  Institution. 

Section  4.  Be  it  furilier  enacied.  That  said  Trustees  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  Committees^  all  the  members  of  which  shall 
not  be  required  to  belong  tu  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  perform 
duties  which  may  be  delegated  to  them  by  said  Trustees. 

Section  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  subscriptions,  dona- 
nations,  devises,  or  bequests,  made  upon  the  faith  of  the  terms,  con- 
ditions., or  stipulations  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  of  said  Universi- 
tv,  shall  be  governed  thereby,  and  the  subsequent  change  or  altera- 
tion of  said  Constitution  shall  not  have  the  effect  to  alter  the  terms, 
oonditions,  or  stipulations  of  said  subscription,  donation,  bequest,  or 
devise. 

Section  6.  Be  it  furtlier  enacted,  That  said  Trustees  shall  ap- 
point a  President,  and  shall  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  make 
\  By-Laws  and  Ordinances  for  the  government  of  said  University,  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  thereof,  and  for  the  appointment 
of  Professors  and  other  officers,  and  for  regulating  the  duties  and 
conduct  of  the  Officers,  Professors,  and  Students,  &iLing  the  salaries 
of  the  Officers,  etc.,  etc. :  Provided,  the  same   b^  not  inconsistent 
I  with  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States. 
Section  7.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  upon  the  death,  resigna- 
I  tion,  or  removal  of  any  of  said  Trustees,  the  vacancy  occasioned 
thereby  shall  be  supplied  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  Constitution. 
Section  8.  Be  it  furtJier  enacted,  That  said  University  have  full 
power  to  establish  Literary  and  Scientific  Departments,  and  those  of 
Law,  Theology,  and  Medical  Science,  and  such  other  Departments  as 
said  University  may  see  proper,  and  to  confer  upon  Students,  or  any 
!  other  person^  the  Degrees  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Master  of  Arts,  or 
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any  Degree  kooWa  uid  used  tn  any  Golkge  or  Uoiyereityi  and  shiU 
eojoy  all  other  powen  and  inmunitiea  incident  to  Corpoimtioofl  of 
thiB  description. 

SconoN  0.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  UniyeTsity  sball  be 
established  ancl  located  at  SeWanee,  on  the  Gnmberland  Momitain,  m 
or  near  Franklin  connty,  or  at  an^  other  point  that  the  Bosfd  of 
Tnxstees  may  hereafter  designate  in  the  State  of  Tennessee^  the 
site  to  he  selected  by  said  I'^rmtees,  or  by  any  such  person  or  perBons 
as  they  may  itppoint ;  which  site  shall  continue  until  changed  by  tbe 
Trustees  according  to  the  proYisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Sbougn  10.  Be  it  farther  enacted.  That  said  Universify  msj  hold 
and  possess  as  much  land  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  buiidingTi  sad 
to  such  an  extent  as  may  be  sufficient  to  protect  said  Institution,  sad 
the  students  thereof,  from  the  intrusion  of  evil-minded  persoas  who 
may  settle  neitr  said  Institutioa.  Baid  land,  howcTor,  not  to  exceed 
ten  thousand  acres.  One  thousand  acres  of  which,  including  build- 
ings and  other  effects,  and  prt>perty  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  taxation  so  long  9»  said  lands  belong  to  said  Univenity. 

Seotion  11.  Beit  further  enacted.  That  no  misnomer  or  misde- 
scription of  sHid  Corporation  in  any  deed,  will,  rift,  devise  or  other 
instrument  of  contract,  or  conveyance,  shall  abate  or  defeat  the 
same,  but  that  the  same  shall  take  eflbct  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
sud  CorporatioQ  were  regixlariy  named  s  Provided  it  be  sufficiently 
described  to  ascertain  the  intention  of  the  parties. 

Seotion  12.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  this  Act  be^  and  the 
same  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  Public  Act. 

SsoTlaN  13.  Be  it  further  enackd,  That  this  Act  take  effect  hmf 
and  after  its  passsee.

We  meet  onoe  moie,  BeloTed  BreUxreo,  to  record  the  doings  of 
another  year,  and  to  take  coansel  together  for  the  advancement  of 
ChiiBt's  Kingdom  within  onr  boan&  Before  we  enter  npon  oar 
deliberations^  let  ns  lift  up  oar  hearts  in  fervent  gratitude  to  Him, 
whose  sparing  mercy  grants  as  this  continaanoe  of  life  and  health 
with  all  oar  spiritaal  blessing. 

Whilst  this  thank-offenng  may  well  become  each  one  now 
present,  it  seems  especially  dae  from  him  who  now  addresses  you, 
inasmach  as  disease  has  again  and  again  within  the  past  year  threat- 
ened to  bring  him  at  once  to  the  grave.  It  is  therefore  with  the 
liveliest  feelings  of  gratitude  to  Almighty  Ood,  and  under  an 
humbling  sense  of  His  unmerited  goodness,  that  I  tgain,  with  com- 
paratively renewed  health,  unite  with  you  in  the  work  which  calls 
OS  together.  That  work  is  Ood's ;  for  the  end  of  all  our  aims  and 
pains  is  to  set  up  His  kingdom  in  the  hearts  of  men.  And  how 
great,  Brethren,  is  the  honor  of  thus  being  permitted  to  labor  for 
such  a  Master ;  one  so  ready  to  bear  with  our  infirmities,  to  overlook 
tiur  short-comings,  to  cheer  our  despondency,  to  help  us  with  His 
own  right  arm,  and  at  last,  reward  us  far,  far  beyond  our  deserts. 
To  Him,  then  be  all  the  praise  and  honor  of  what  we  are,  and  what 
we  are  enabled  to  do  for  the  furtherance  of  His  cause. 

I  now  invite  your  attention  to  the  record  of  my  official  acts 
during  the  past  year. 

Sunday^  April  26, 1857 — During  the  sitting  of  our  last  Conven- 
tion in  Grace  Church,  Canton,  I  admitted  Calvin  McGuffie,  late 
minister  of  the  Methodist  denomination,  to  Deacon's  Orders.    The 
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oandidate  was  presented  by  the  Bey.  Mr.  Sansom :  and  the  sennon, 
i  at  my  request,  was  preached  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Lord.    The  Holy 
Communion  was  administered  to  a  large  number.    In  the  eyening, 
teven  were  confirmed. 

April  30 — BeceiTed  the  Letten  Dinussory  at  Bey.  A.  ChiistmaSy 
from  Pennsylyania. 

Sunday,  May  3 — Owing  to  the  fidling  rain,  as  well  as  to  my  oon- 
tinued  indisposition,  I  spent  the  day  in  rest  and  quietness  at  home. 

Swuday^  May  10— Proached  in  8t.  Andrew's  Church,  Jaokson. 

Sunday f  May  17 — ^Attended  Diyine  Seryioci  in  St  Andrew's 
Chnrchi  Jaokson. 

Sunday  f  May  24— Spent  the  day  in  CantoUi  but  was  too  unwell  to 
preach. 

May  28— Transferred  Bey.  B.  H.  Weller,  to  Diocese  of  Missouri. 

May  29 — Performed  the  rites  of  burial  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Gross, 
oyer  the  body  of  a  loyely  child  of  Bey.  Mr.  Sansom. 

Sunday,  May  81 — ^Attended  Diyiae  Seryioe   in  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  Jackson,  and  consecrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

•The  month  of  June  was  spent  in  accordance  with  the  unanimous 
request  of  the  Conyentioui  in  attempting  by  trayel  and  by  cessation 
from  labor,  to  re-establish  my  health.  For  this  purpose,  I  made  a 
short  yisit  to  New  York,  taking  with  me  one  of  my  sons,  whose  case 
required  the  best  medicMd  aid.  After  remaining  there  scarcely  long 
enough  to  rest  from  the  fiitigues  of  my  journey,  I  felt  it  my  duty  to 
turn  my  face  homeward,  with  a  yiew  of  meeting  with  the  Trustees 
of  our  contemphted  Uniyersity,  who  had  been  summoned  to  con- 
yene  at  Chattanooga,  on  the  4th  day  of  July.  Of  our  proceedings 
on  that  occasion  I  need  not  here  enter  into  detaU,  as  you  will  find  them 
fully  published  in  a  pamphlet,  which  I  herewith  la;^  before  you.  I  can- 
not, howeyer,  refrain  from  adyerting  to  the  heartiness  and  unanimity 
which  characterised  our  deliberations,  and  to  the  many  *^  tokens  for 
good,''  that  seemed  to  open  upon  our  nath.  No  one  present,  whether 
Clergyman  or  Lay,  appeared  to  doubt  the  full  success  of  our  un- 
dertaking. All  were  compelled  to  acknowledge  that  it  not  only  aim- 
«d  to  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  Churcn,  and  of  our  countiy, 
but  that  its  fundamental  principles,  and  incipient  measures,  were 
dictated  by  true  wisdom,  and  well  calculated  to  ayoid  the  rocks  and 
shoals  on  which  so  many  enteiprises  of  like  kind  had  been  wrecked. 
I  During  our  meeting,  an  Address  was  deliyered  at  the  request  of  the 
Trustees  by  our  President,  the  Bight  Beyerend,  the  Bishop  of  Ten- 
nessee. Of  that  production  let  me  be  allowed  to  say  that  it  was  eyery 
way  worthy  of  the  occasion,  and  will  eyer  remain  as  an  honest,  fear- 
less and  just  exposition  of  the  ground,  on  which  this  great  work  has 
been  begun,  and  will,  through  time,  be  carried  on  i^  fml  completion. 
Before  our  adjournment,  we  agreed  to  meet  again  in  Montgomery, 
Alabuna,  on  the  25th  of  Noyember. 

During  my  short  stay  in  New  York,  at  the  request  of  the  Bey. 
Isaac  Paraee,  I  gaye  him  (June  18)  Letters  Dimisssory  to  that  IMooese. 
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On  my  rotum  home  (Jnl;  ISth)  I  prdaohed  onoe  in  St.  Andrew's 
Churohy  Jaoksony  and  once  at  Cooper's  Well;  (August  2.) 

On  the  7th  Aucust,  I  set  out  on  my  yisitation  to  the  Gulf  Coast  The 
nextday  I  reached  Osyka,  in  Pike  oounty,  where  I  spent  Saturday  and 
Sandavi  the  8th  and  9th.  There  are  in  this  place  and  neighhorhood, 
some  nye  or  six  oommnnicants  of  our  Church,  anftnated  hy  an  earnest 
dedre  to  do  what  they  can,  towards  relievii^  their  spiritual  wants. 
On  Sunday,  I  preaohed  twice,  to  a  respectable  congregation,  and 
baptised  one  colored  adult,  and  two  colored  children.  A  few  ladies 
have  resolyed,  with  God's  help,  to  do  all  in  their  power  towards  pro- 
viding IfaemselTes  with  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  I  oheenul- 
ly  mromised  them  my  help. 

Wecbteadajf  12 — ^I  prea|hed  in  Shieldsborough,  to  a  congre^tion 
quite  lairge  for  the  siae  o^he  place,  or  rather  for  the  proportion  of 
Protestants  to  be  found  in  it.  The  next  day  I  preached  to  a  large 
number  and  baptised  one  infant.  I  was  on  thb  occasion,  assisted  by 
die  Rev.  Dr.  Sayage.  At  the  close  of  the  services,  I  addressed  the 
people  on  the  importance  of  doing  what  tney  coidd  for  their  spiritual 
interests  without  delay.  A  subMription  was  accordingly  imtde  up 
on  the  spot,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  a  Clergyman's  services,  for 
either  one  or  two  Sundays  in  the  month.  This,  together  with  a  small 
sum  promised  them  from  our  Dioeesan  Missionary  Society^  was  suffi- 
oient  for  the  purpose. 

Thunday^  13 — I  reached  Pass  Christian  in  the  evening,  but  was 
compelled  bv  ill-health,  to  keep  the  house  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
next  di^.  On  Sunday f  IQth,  I  preached,  conirmed  tw)  persons, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  being  assisted  in  the  servi- 
ces bv  the  Rector,  Bev.  Mr.  Sill,  and  by  Rev.  Dr.  Savage.  I  was 
gralined  to  find  that  the  increase  or  growth  of  the  Congregation  had 
called!  for  a  considerable  enlargement  of  their  Churoh  edifice,  and 
that  the  work  was  near  its  completion.  And  I  was  very  thankful  to 
witness  also,  the  truly  prosperous  condition  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Savage's 
school.  This  Institution,  which  has  now  been  ten  years  in  existence, 
baa  synced  with  steady  progress  in  the  feivor  of  a  judicious  public, 
and  has,  from  time  to  time,  added  to  its  many  advantages  and  faclli- 
tiec  for  imparting  a  sound  and  accomplished  education.    It  may  now 
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ixmtij  claim  equality,  at  least,  with  any  similar  institution  in  our 
limd.  7o  the  members  of  our  Churoh,  no  better  opportunity  could 
be  ofiered'  for  training  their  daughters  for  ibis  world,  or  the  next, 
and  for  keeping  tSiem  from  the  contaminating  influencea  of  the 
world,  than  is  to  be  found  in  this  safe  and  healthy  retreat,  under  the 
watchfid  care  and  affectionate  treatment  of  Dr.  Savage  and  his  es- 
timable lady.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Sill,  though  suffering  from  feeble 
healthy  has  been  but  seldom  compelled  to  suspend  his  ministrations ; 
and  has  fully  won  the  love  and  esteem  of  all  around  him. 

Tuesday  evening^  18 — Reached  Mississippi  City  in  company  with 
Rev.  Dr.  Savage.  Next  day  was  spent  in  visiting  the  residents 
along  the  coast,  and  looking  up  those  who  were  either  friends  or 
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I  memben  of  the  Oharoh.  In  the  eyening  Dr.  Ssvage  left  me,  having 
I  to  return  home  and  prepare  for  spending  the  next  Lord's  Day  at 
I  ShieldflboTo'. 

I      l%urtday^  20 — Preached  in  the  Goart  House,  to  a  oongregatioB 
I  rendered  small  by  a  very  heavy  hll  of  rain,  just  ss  we  were  assem- 
I  bling  together.    After  service,  I  addressed  the  few  present  on  dur 
;  propriety  of  uniting  their  foroes,  and  seeing  what  oottld  be  dofle  to- 
wurd  obtainins  the  ministrations  of  the  Ghtireh.    The  next  day  t 
preached  to  a  large  oongnegation  at  Haifdsborou|^h,  and  made  a  like 
appeal  to  them.    The  result,  I  have  no  doubt,  will  be  the  obtAinine 
of  a  sufBcient  amount  for  seettring  the  serviees  irtiich  they  need.    I 
was  no  little  gratified  at  finding  here,  as  well  as  at  SUeldsboro',  motfe 
of  Ohuroh  material  than  I  had  looked  fony  An  earnest  desire  is  ex- 
pressed at  both  places,  that  Bev.  Dr.  Savape,  having  now  no  Puo- 
chial  ohai^ge,  shiJl  gtte  them  as  much  of  his  time  and  service  as  he 
can  spare  from  his  arduous  schod  duties.    After  the  dose  of  the 
service  on  Friday,  I  baptisfd  one  adult,  and  one  infimt,  and  al  night 
bi4>tised  two  infants. 

Saturday,  22—1  reached  Biloxi  before  breakfast.  After  tisiting 
some  four  or  five  families,  I  was  compelled  by  threatenhig  symptoms 
to  seek  my  bed.  A  few  hours  of  rest  and  quietness  seamed  to  re- 
new my  strength ;  but  early  next  morning,  I  was  attacked  so  snd- 
denly  and  violently,  as  for  a  time  to  place  my  life  in  danger.  My 
appointments  for  the  day  were,  of  course,  disappointments.  A 
large  concourse  of  people  filled  the  Church.  A  number  of  candi- 
dates for  confirmation  awaited  the  ^'  Apostolic  laying  on  of  hands/' 
Although  prevented  from  offidating  in  any  way  on  that  day,  I  was 
enabled  to  meet  the  candidates  the  next  morniDg,  receive  their 
vows  of  a  holy  life,  and  give  them  {^fifteen  in  number,)  the  benedic- 
tion of  Gk>d,  the  Father,  Son  and  Holy  Ohost.  And  here  it 
becomes  me  to  mention  that  the  number  thus  confirmed,  when  taken 
in  connexion  with  twenty-two  others  who  offered  themselves  in  like 
manner  last  year,  speaks  well  for  the  zealous  and  laborious  exertions 
of  their  Pastor. 

It  was  a  matter  of  deep  regret  to  me,  that  my  illness  prevented 
me  not  only  from  visiting  all  the  families  of  the  F&arish  as  usual,  but 
also  compelled  me  to  recall  my  appointments  for  Ocean  Springs  and 
Pascagoula,  and  turn  my  face  homeward. 

I  rejoice  however  to  say  that  never  since  my  first  visit  to  this 
region,  seven  years  ago,  have  I  seen  so  favorable  an  opening  for  the 
Church.  A  little  more  self-reliance  and  unity  of  action  among  the 
several  congregations,  and  an  increased  determination  to  sacrifice 
something  to  the  cause  of  Christ,  is  all  that  is  neoessaiy,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  labors  of  a  fidthful  missionary,  to  ensure  success  and 
to  give  a  firm  footing  to  the  ministrations  of  the  Church  along  this 
coast— a  coast,  destined,  I  think,  in  a  few  J^i^n  to  be  thoroughly 
lined  with  the  residences  of  a  liberaiand  en^ghtened  population. 
Fridaji^  28— Beached  home  in  safety. 
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Sunday,  30— At  the  reqaeat  of  the  Rector,  I  preached  ia  8t< 
Andrew's  Church. 

Hundayy  Sept  6A — ^I  Msisted  the  Bey.  Hr.  Ozanne,  in  the  ad- 
ministratioD  of  the  Holy  Commanion  in  the  morning;  and  preached 
at  night. 

September  8 — ^I  transferred  the  Rev.  A.  B.  Peabody  to  the  IHooese 
of  WiaooDsin. 

Sunday^  IS^Pineached  in  the  forenoon  for  the  Sector  of  St  An- 
drew's, and  bapttied  three  infeints. 

l%ur$dayf  17 — ^I  preached  at  the  honse  of  Mr.  Wm.  Hester,  near 
NewtowD,  fiBnds  county.  This  was,  I  belieye,  the  first  occasion  on 
which  the  services  of  the  Ohoreh  had  been  witnessed  in  this  neighbor* 
hood.  A  highly  respectable  and  intelligent  congrention  attended, 
and  seemed  no  utde  interested  in  oar  mode  of  worship.  There  are 
in  tUs  region,  seyeral  earnest  and  ardent  friends  of  the  Ghoroh  ; 
and  I  haye  some  hope  of  seeing  ere  long  a  Ghoroh  bnilding  erected 
by  their  efforts  on  some  conyenient  point  along  the  Bidlroad.  A 
yerr  eli^ble  lot  has  been  offered  for  tne  pnrpose  at  Terrell's  Depot, 
by  Mr.  Robert  Onnningham. 

Saimrda^,  Smda^  amd  Mmdagj  ISHL  19  A  emd  200,  were  spent 
in  Montioella  During  my  stay  I  preached  three  times,  and  admin- 
I  isteied  Gonfirmaftiott  to  imepeiwns.  Since  my  last  yisit,  two  yean 
preyioQs,  this  little  flock  had  giyen  cheering  signs  of  increase.  They 
Lid  obtained  the  seryiees  of  tne  Rey.  Mr.  Oreone,  and  had  assumed 
the  form  and  consistency  of  a  well-ordered  Parish.  Both  the  inoep- 
tion  and  subsequent  growth  of  this  little  Ghurch,  present  an  en- 
eouiaging  example  of  wbtA  may  be  done  to  thai  end^  by  the  ezertbns 
of  one  aetiye  layman. 

Swida^.  27— Pleached  in  Glinton.  The  Rey.  Mr.  ElweD,  con- 
tinues to  deyote  ono-half  of  his  Sunday  kbom  to  the  instruction  of 
this  people.  * 

October  2 — ^I  set  out  on  my  Norihem  and  Eastern  yisitaftion. 

My  firrt  appointment  was  for  Dock  HilL  I  did  not,  howeyer, 
preach  at  that  place,  owing  to  a  preyailing  sickness  in  the  surround- 
ing oountfy,  wnich  confin^  almost  eyery  fiunily  to  its  home. 

in  the  afternoon  of  the  4th,  I  passed  on  to  Grenada,  twelye  miles 
distant,  and  preached  that  night  m  the  Presbyterian  Ghurch.  I  re- 
muned  here  throughout  the  two  following  days;  but  was  preyented 
by  continued  rain,  from  yisiting  as  much  as  I  desired.  The  Ghurch 
needs  only,  a  good  start  in  this  phice  to  draw  many  friends  around 
her. 

'  Oct.  6 — I  preached  at  Brookes'  Ghapel,  to  a  small  congregation. 
The  only  hope  for  the  few  friends  of  the  Church  in  this  neighbor- 
hood, is  to  unite  their  efforts  with  those  in  Orenada,  whioh  is  only 
seyen  or  eight  miles  distant. 

Oct  7—1  officiated  at  night  in  Goffeeyille.    The  congregation  was 
of  a  goodly  number,  and  yery  attentiye. 
Friday  the  9(^,  and  the  two  following'days,  were  giyen  to  Ox- 
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fori.  I  pretolied  on  the  lOtk  in  the  eyenin^;  in  Um  forenoon  of 
Snndaj  the  llth,  I  again  preached,  and  administered  the  Holj  Com- 
mnnion.  On  Monday,  I  visited  the  several  families  of  the  oongre- 
gation.  These,  though  net  many  in  nnmher,  are  intelligeot,  infla- 
ential  and  possessed  of  ahundaot  means  to  supply  themselves  with 
every  needed  ministralion  of  the  Gospel.  I  ivas  rejoiced  to  receive 
the  assurance  that  the  Church  building  which  they  so  much  need, 
and  which  has  for  two  or  three  years  been  talked  of,  will  be  com* 
menced  with  the  opening  of  the  coming  Spring. 

In  Holly  SpringSi  I  spent  the  four  following  days,  preachbg  three 
times,  baptizlDg  two  children,  and  confirming  one  person.  I  wn 
grieved  to  find  that  their  Minister,  the  Rev.  Aaron  Ghiistman,  who 
had  been  in  charge  of  the  Parish  but  a  few  months,  had  just  felt 
compelled  to  leave  them  on  aeeount  of  ill-health.  Bis  departure 
seemed  to  be  universally  regretted,  his  faithfulness  and  prudeooe 
and  seal,  having  commended  him  very  generally  to  the  people.  Oa 
the  17th  I  scot  him  Letters  Dimissory  to  the  Diocese  ef  PeDDsjlYs* 
nia.  I  was  thankful  to  perceive  in  this  Parish,  more  than  usisl  iina 
of  energy  and  seal.  A  spacious  and  beautiful  Ohurck  edifice  is  nst 
approaching  completion. 

Ood  grant  that  it  may  soon  resound  with  the  mingled  voices  ef  t 
fiuthfnl  Pastor  and  a  devout  people. 

I  can  hardly  express  in  terms  of  sufEcient  force  the  disappeint 
ment  and  mortification  which  I  felt  on  visitiDR  St.  Thomas'  Uall)  to 
find  it  a  scene  of  ruin  and  desolation.  It  is  but  two  years,  aiaoe  i 
considerable  sum  of  money  was  laid  out  in  its  repairar  It  is  now 
little  better  than  a  wreck,  and  will  require  a  much  larger  amoint  to 
fit  it  again  for  the  purposes  for  which  its  founders  designed  it.  It  ia 
hoped  that  those  whose  neglect  has  led  to  this  de8eoratien  of  one  of 
our  Diocesan  Institutions,  will,  ere  long,  repair  the  evU,  and  restore 
it  to  order,  and  beauty,  and  usefulness. 

At  St.  John's,  Earlv  Grove,  I  spent  the  Ibih  and  IM;  preaebed 
twice,  baptized  two  adults,  and  confirmed  ten.  This  sealous  little 
Parish  continues  in  a  healthy  state,  but  I  feel  assured  that  its  pros- 
perity and  growth  would  be  much  more  promoted  by  having  a  reei- 
dent  and  settled  Psstor.  At  great  labor  and  sacrifice,  they  bs^f 
since  my  last  visit,  erected  a  large  and  well  finished  brick  buildiogfor 
an  Academy  for  boys;  a  worthy  gentleman  is  in  chaif;e  of  the  school, 
and  I  trust  that  on  my  next  visit,  I  shall  find  in  successful  opentton, 
a  school  worthy  to  claim  the  fosterinff  care  of  our  Gonvention,  sod 
to  be  ranked  among  the  sound  and  wholesome  nurseries  of  the  Churoh. 
llie  Bev.  Mr.  Bo^rs,  being  prevented  by  an  unexpected  cdl,  fron 
assisting  me  on  this  occasion,  I  called  into  requisition  the  serrioei 
i  of  Mr.  Geo.  0.  Harris,  one  of  our  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Oct.  18— I  visited  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Marshall  Counfy,  presoh- 

bg,  administering  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirming  <me  Pf^o* 

I  was  assisted  in  the  prayers,  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Fagg.    Ihis  Ptfiibi 

;  I  regret  to  say,  has  suffered  much,  by  the  removal  of  several  of  it* 
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fiuidlias;  and  at  preaenti  does  not  promise  any  immediate  increase. 
{I  am  pianed  to  add,  that  since  this  visit,  the  Parish  has  sustained  a 
aoie  and  serions  bereayement  in  the  sadden  death  of  OoL  Charles  B. 
Thomsfly  who  was  not  only  one  of  its  earliest  founders,  and  constant 
and  liberal  supporters,  but  who,  ako,  by  a  manly  and  consistent  piety, 
adorned  the  doctrine  which  he  professed.  The  sympathies  of  the 
whole  Diocese  are  due  to  the  mmily,  and  parish,  of  such  a  man. 
And  I  trust  that  they  will,  before  we  separate,  find  a  just  expression 
from  this  Diocesan  Assembly,  of  which,  for  sevend  years,  Col. 
Thomas  was  «n  actiye  and  efficient  member.) 

Oekher  21— I  yisited,  for  the  first  time,  the  young  and  rapidly 
growing  town  of  Corinth,  in  Tishomingo  county,  at  the  crossing  of 
Uie  Memphis  and  Charleston,  and  Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroads.  I 
was  surprised  to  find  in  a  place  net  yet  two  years  old,  an  active  and 
thriying  population  of  more  than  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants. 
There  are  three  communicants  in  the  place,  besides  several  friends 
ready  to  help  in  securing  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  A  very 
eligible  lot  for  a  Church  building  was  offered  to  me  by  a  liberal 
friend,  together  with  the  promise  that  efforts  would  in  time  be  made 
to  erect  a  suitable  place  for  our  worship.  In  return,  I  engaged  to 
pay  them  a  yearly  visit,  and  to  do  all  in  my  power  towards  supplying 
them  with  missionary  services.  I  preached  on  the  night  of  the 
22d,  in  the  Methodist  Church,  to  a  large  and  attentive  congregation. 

After  a  ride  of  two  days  in  the  nun,  I  reached  Pontotoc,  70  miles 
&tant,  on  the  24th,  preached  twice  the  next  day.  and  baptised  one 
infant.  This  Parish  has  been  greatly  depressed,  bat  not  dishearten- 
ed, by  its  late  destitution  of  Pastoral  services.  A  beoomiog  house 
of  worship  is  much  needed ;  that  now  used  for  the  purpose  being 
held  in  joint  ownership  with  one  of  the  denominations  of  the  place. 
As  the  Paruh  is  not  as  much  blessed  as  some  others  with  worldlj 
wealth,  it  is  hoped  that  when  they  have  done  sll  they  can  for  them* 
selyes,  their  cry  for  help  will  not  be  unheeded  by  their  more  favored 
brethren  throughout  the  Diocese. 

I  reached  Okolona  om  the  27th,  and  found  that  no  notice  had  been 
received  of  my  comine.  I  made  an  appointment  for  the  following 
day,  but  was  prevented  from  meeting  it  by  an  unexpected  return  of 
my  disease.  This  Parish,  like  that  of  Pontotoc,  has  been  without  a 
Minister  since  the  removal  of  Kev.  Mr.  Lawson  to  Aberdeen.  I 
am  pleased  however,  to  state  that  since  my  visit  in  October,  both 
these  little  flocks  have  come  under  the  pastoral  care  of  Rev.  James 
D.  Gibson,  late  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina;  and  that  they 
are  already  profiting  by  his  zealous  labora.  The  building  erected 
by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Lawson  for  a  Female  Seminary,  is  at  present  unoc- 
cupied. A  more  suitable  place  for  a  Church  School  for  ^irls,  coald 
not  well  be  found  in  the  eastern  portion  of  our  State.  Okolona  will 
bo  a  place  of  some  importance  when  the  '^  Mobile  and  Ohio  Rail- 
road,^' which  passes  through  it,  and  to  which  it  is  a  central  station, 
shall  be  oompleted.  The  surrounding  country  is  ver^  fertile,  and  is 
settled  by  a  populatioa  <tf  growing  weakh  and  intelligence.

It  might  well  loci  for 
aapeedyatate  of  proaperity,  if  their  Beotor  were  not  oompelled  lo 
devote  the  bi  greater  portion  of  hie  time  to  hia  aohool^ 

In  Columbna  I  apent  the  fonr  days  between  the  7th  and  KHh,  in- 
elnaive;  but  wis  prevented,  by  ill  health  and  nn&vorable  weather, 
from  performing  more  than  half  of  my  nsnal  amount  of  Isbor^  in 

treaoningand  visiting  from  honse  to  house.  I  preached  bnt  twiosi 
aptiied  one  adult  and  two  infants,  and  confirmed  iwo  persons.  ^  In 
one  respect  this  Parish  may  be  said  to  be  in  an  improving  condition, 
via :  In  hoping  very  soon  to  be  in  the  use  of  their  new  and  very 
beautiful  Church,  which  is  near  its  completion.  Bat  on  the  otlxer 
hand,  I  was  grieved  to  think  that  they  had  suffered  two  whole 
years  to  pass  away  without  taking  due  measures  to  obtain  a  Pastor. 
They  however  promised  me  that  they  would  soon  invite  a  suitable 
Clergyman  to  take  them  in  charge.  The  house  which  they  are 
erectiog  for  Ood  is  every  way  suited  to  His  warship;  and  would,  in 
point  of  architectural  atyle,  proportion  and  finish,  do  credit  to  any 
of  our  largest  cities. 

November  11 — I  reached  Macon,  and  remaified  three  days.  On 
the  evening  of  the  11th,  I  preached  to  a  very  attentive  congregation, 
and  again  on  the  12th ;  and  during  the  next  day  I  baptized  Am 
children.  I  was  no  little  disappointed  at  finding  that  no  aettve 
measures  had  been  taken  since  my  last  visit  towards  procuring  the 
aervices  of  a  Clergyman.  But  they  again  renewed  their  promise  of 
doing  what  thev  can  to  that  end. 

November  15 — ^I  preached  at  the  Church  of  the  Mesual^  and 
oonfirmed  one  person.  I  feel  much  for  the  Putorlese  condition  of 
this  little  flock,  and  wonld  gladly  do  any  thing  in  my  power  to  sup]dy 
their  need,  beoanae  I  know  them  to  be  both  prompt  and  libeiai  ia 
doing  what  they  can  towards  helping  themselves. 

My  next  appointments  were  at  Dekalb,  Marion,  Lauderdale 
Springs  and  Qnitman ;  but  I  felt  oonstndned  from  a  sense  of  du^  to 
recall  them,  feeling  aasured  that  my  state  dt  healdi  would  not 
jusUfy  me  in  any  further  labor  at  that  time.  I  sent  them  the  pro- 
mise, however,  of  viaitins  them  in  June  or  July,  if  my  health  sboald 
by  that  time  be  auflieienuy  restored. 


I  proceeded  thereupon  without  deby  to  Montgomery,  in  order  to

whiph  I  berevith  Uy  upon  your  tablei)  I  will  tiinply  stata  tbat,  at  at 
cm  fanoar  maetingi  ao  at  this,  all  oar  delibeiatioiis  were  oondnpted 
in  peifeet  banaooy,  and  onr  aeaaiuree  taken  with  an  almoat  peHeot 
nnanimity.  The  site  ehosen  for  onr  institntion  is,  I  doubt  toot,  the 
beat  that  we  ooold  have  eeleotedi  presenting  at  it  does  OTery  fiwility 
tn  onr  pnrpoae,  that  oooM  well  be  fonnd  united  in  any  one  looality. 
The  afleuianoes  of  aid  there  giTen  na  on  aevend  hande,  were  enm* 
oient  to  make  as  feel  at  onee  that  God  u  already  ineliningthe  hearti 
of  onr  people  to  the  work.  The  monifioent  offer  alone  of  Col.  John 
Armfieldi  of  Tenn^  (925;000  per  annanii  during  bis  life,)  not  to 
mention  here  two  or  thrM  others  of  like  liberality,  is  of  itself  suffi- 
cient to  create  and  endow  a  Collegiate  Institution  of  no  ordinary  obar> 
aeter.  And  I  am  thankful  to  add  that  die  LegisUture  of  Tennessee 
has  generously  and  un^dgingly  granted  us  as  liberal  a  charter  as 
we  irould  well  have  desired.  It  is  expected  that  our  Chancellor,  the 
Bishop  of  TeanesBee,  will  shortly  call  another  meeting  of  the  Board 
in  order  to  accept  the  Charter,  and  set  on  foot  measures  for  obtaining 
sabscriptioQs  and  otherwise  inaugurating  our  enterprise. 

After  a  hurried  trip  to  New  York,  in  order  to  bnng  home  my  son, 
whose  term  of  medical  treatment  bad  expired,  I  reached  my  family 
on  Christmas  morning,  thankful  to  find  all  well,  after  a  separation  of 
nearly  three  months.  The  thiee  or  four  weeks  following  were  so 
unfavorable  for  trayel,  that  I  gladly  availed  myself  of  them  as  a 
season  of  rest,  only  preaching  occasionally,  and  otherwise  sssisting 
in  the  services  of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson. 

Sunday  f  January  17 — I  preached  in  Grace  Church,  Canton,  at  ibe 
request  of  the  Hector.  On  Sunday,  the  24th,  I  preached  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Major  Vaughn's  in  Tazoo  county,  and  the  next 
day  baptized  cne  infant  in  the  neighborhood  of  Canton. 
'  January  27th — ^I  united  a  couple  in  matrimony  in  St.  Andrew's 
Ohuroh,  Jackson. 

Sunday,  Feb.  7th — ^I  preached  at  Brandon,  both  morning  and 
eTeniog,  assisted  by  the  Key.  Mr.  Elwell,  their  Beotor.  I  was 
gratified  at  fiadinff  this  little  flock  at  hut  in  the  care  of  a  resident, 
aa  well  as  faithful  Fkstor. 

Sunday,  Feb.  14— This  day  I  was,  by  appointment,  to  have  spent 
aft  Mount  Albon,  but  was  preyentedby  an  injury  to  the  Baibraad, 
whieh  put  a  stop  to  all  trayelling  on  that  route,  for  seyeral  days. 

Momday,  FA.  15— Set  out  on  my  Southern  yisatation.  My  first 
appointment  was  at  Diamond  Place,  where  I  preached  on  the  16th, 
administered  the  Holy  Communbn,  and  eonfirmed  three  of  the  aer- 
yants  of  the  place. 

The  next  dav  I  i^reaobed  at  the  adjoining  jtaitation  of  Mrs.  Tree- 
land,  baptised  her  infant  child,  and  confirmed  eievm  of  her  seryaats. 
The  Bey.  Mr.  Damns  haS|  for  some  months,  been  diligently  ei 


in  iaatraeting  these  slayes;  and  from  all  that  I  witnessed  that  day,  I 
lyinoed  that  his  hbon  have  been  not  only  rightly  diieeted, 
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bat  faTorably  reoeiyed,  and  tralj  blessed.  Mn.  Freeland,  with  a 
becoming  coneern  for  the  Bpiritaal  welfare  of  her  dependante,  iaaboat 
to  erect  a  saitable  baildiog  for  the  ezpreee  purpose  of  affording  to 
them  all  the  advantages  of  a  preached  Gospel,  and  a  common  prajer. 
At  both  these  places  I  was  assisted .  in  m j  labors  bj  the  Bey.  Mr. 
Damns. 

I%wr$dayf'lS — ^I  officiated  at  the  Hnrricane  place,  assisted  by  the 
I  Bey.  Mr.  Damns.  The  work  of  instmcting  the  blscks  at  this  place, 
and  of  bringing  them  into  the  pale  of  the  Church,  has  been  much 
impeded  for  the  last  year  or  two,  by  the  counter  efforts  of  two  or 
three  colored  preachers,  whose  presumptuous,  and  even  pro&ne 
teachings,  their  fellow  servants  receive  with  a  superstitious  rever- 
ence and  fear. 

ScUurday  and  Sunday^  the  2Qthy  and  21<f,  were  spent  in  Grand 
Gulf.  I  preached  on  Satuzday,  at  7  P.  M.,  and  twice  on  Sunday ; 
and  baptised  four  children.  This  little  flock  is  still  without  a  pas- 
tor. Nor  do  I  see  any  prospects  of  their  soon  haying  one,  unieaa 
the  friends  of  the  Church  at  Port  Gibson,  can  be  prevailed  on  to 
unite  with  them  for  the  purpose. 

IVuda^  and  Wednnday,  the  2Bdand  24<^  were  passed  in  Epipha- 
ny  PM*tsh. 

On  the  24th,  I  preached  in  the  Church  to  a  small  number,  and  at 
the  close  of  the  services  addressed  the  Yestiy  and  congregation  ou 
the  condition  of  the  Parish,  and  the  propriety  of  doing  at  once  what 
they  could  towards  obtaining  a  Pastor.  A  meeting  of  the  Yestiy 
was  immediately  held,  and  such  prompt  measures  were  entered  on, 
as  very  soon  thereafter  led  to  the  request  that  I  would  send  them  a 
Minister,  and  the  assurance  that  he  should  be  adequately  supported. 

Thur»dayf  25 — ^I  preached  at  Port  Gibson  in  the  evening,  idfter 
visiting  several  families  during  the  day.  I  also  baptised  one  inhnt 
in  the  place,  and  two  colored  children,  the  next  morning,  at  the 
house  of  Dr.  Thos.  B.  MoGruder^  a  few  miles  distant. 

The  27th,  28th,  and  29th,  were  given  to  Christ  Church  Pkrish. 
On  Sunday,  the  28th,  I  was  enabled  to  preach  and  administer  the 
Holy  Communion,  aided  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Miller ;  but  I  was  prevented 
by  two  violent  and  sudden  returns  of  my  disease,  from  going  through 
with  my  usual  round  of  visiting  the  several  families  of  the  congre- 
gation. On  approaching  the  site  of  the  old  Church,  I  was  pleased 
to  find  in  its  stead,  a  structure  not  only  more  commodious  and 
Churoh-like,  but  most  tasteful  in  style,  and  becoming  in  all  its  adorn- 
ments. Much  disappointment  was  felt  at  its  not  being  then  rcHidy 
for  consecration,  as  had  been  promised  by  the  contractors.  It  is 
now  expected  that  the  work  will  be  completed  in  May.  Since  the 
pulling  down  of  the  old  Church,  the  congregation  has  experienced 
great  inconvenience  in  being  compelled  to  assemble  at  such  places 
in  the  neighborhood,  as  they  oould  occasionally  obtain.  For  some 
time  past  the  Bectory  has  Seen  made  the  place  of  their  assembling 
togetner. 
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March  2 — I  preached  at  Washingtoni  in  the  afternooa,  to  a  larger 
number  than  I  nad  expected  to  meet.  The  frienda  of  the  Church 
in  this  place  liave,  for  the  last  two  years  nearly,  despaired  of  build- 
ing up  an  independent  and  self-sustaining  parish.  There  appears 
howeveri  *  at  this  moment,  some  better  prospect  of  attaining  their 
wishes.  The  Bey.  Mr.  Miller,  who  has  occasionally  officiated  for 
them,  kindly  offers  to  aid  in  the  resuscitation  of  the  Parish. 

From  the  8d  to  the  Tth,  inclusiTc,  was  spent  in  Trinity  Parish, 
Natches.  I  was  enabled,  however,  to  perform  but  little  labor,  owing 
to  the  feeble  state  of  my  health.  Besides  visiting  a  fe^  families,  I 
assisted  in  the  public  services  on  two  ocdasioos ;  in  administering 
the  Holy  Communion  on  Sunday,  and  confirming  eight  persons.  This 
large  Purish,  which  has  for  nearly  two  years  been  without  a  settled 
Psstorj  is  about  to  be  favored  with  the  services  of  the  Bev.  Dr. 
Perry,  of  the  Diocese  of  Ohio.  The  time  which  he  has  already 
spent  amon^  them,  though  short,  has  been  long  enough  to  give  good 
ho^  that  his  future  labors  will  not  be  without  profit.  Since  my  last 
visit,  this  venerable  Church  edifice  has  been  thoroughly  repaired 
and  painted. 

Oji  JueMda^f  the  9th,  I  preached  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Griffith,  eight 
miles  from  Natchez.  And  seldom,  if  ever,  have  I  witnessed  a  more 
gnitifying  sight  than  that  which  presented  itself  that  day.  The 
mistress  and  head  of  this  household  had,  for  a  long  time,  been  faith- 
fully instructing  her  servants,  and  training  them  for  admission  into 
the  Church;  and  this  was  the  first  fit  opportunity  which  had  offered 
for  the  purpose.  Upon  examining  them  I  found  that  not  only  the 
candidates  for  confirmation  would  answer  intelligently  such  questions 
as  I  felt  it  my  duty  to  put  to  them,  but  that  old  and  young  were  as 
ready  with  their  answers  to  the  whole  of  the  Church  Catechism,  as 
any  class  of  white  children  would  be  with  all  the  advantages  of 
home  and  Sunday  School  training.  After  addressing  the  candidates 
on  the  solemn  and  responsible  nature  of  that  which  they  were  about 
to  do,  I  baptised  eighteen  adults,  and  confirmed  nineteen.  The  Bev. 
Dr.  Perry,  then,  at  my  request,  administered  baptism  to  ttoentjf'three 
of  the  little  ones.  I  take  pleasure  in  adding  that  the  sponsors  for 
each  and  all  of  these  servants,  were  their  kind  and  faithful  mistresS| 
and  her  young  son  and  daughter. 

WedneMday,  the  10^,  I  was  to  have  officiated  at  St.  Maxys  Chapel, 
Laurel  Hill ;  but  my  appointment,  though  sent  in  due  time,  failed 
to  reach  its  destination.  This  was  no  little  disappointment,  both  to 
myself  and  to  some  of  the  neighbors,  who  had  heard  through  other 
aouroes,  of  my  intention  to  be  there  on  that  day. 

After  calling  to  see  several  friends  of  the  Church  on  the  way-side, 
I  reached  Woodville,  on  the  evening  of  the  10th,  and  0^Bt  nearly 
four  days  in  that  Parish.  I  regret  to  state  that  I  found  it  in  a  veiy 
depressed  and  disheartened  condition.  A  renewed  effort|  however,  was 
ouMle  at  my  reauest,  to  take  measures  for  obtuning  another  Putor; 
and  I  was  Uumkful  to  have  it  in  my  power  to  lay  before  the  Vestry,  the 
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names  of  aeveral  Clergjmeu,  of  suitable  qualifications.  I  was  enabled  i 
to  preach  on  8undaj,  to  administer  confirmation  to  one  person^  and  to  > 
baptize  two  children.  \ 

My  next  appointment  being  for  Tazoo  City,  one  hundred  and  fiftj 
miles  distant,  I  was  compelled  to  leave  Woodville  on  Sundiy  after- 
i  nooui  in  order  to  reach  Natchez,  next  morning,  in  due  time  for  a 
boat.  I  fiuled,  however,  in  making  the  connexion,  and  did  not  reach 
Tazoo  City  until  Fridsy  morning,  the  19th.  On  that  day,  aooompai- 
nied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster,  I  rode  seven  miles,  to  the  pumtatioQ  of 
Mr.  James  D.  Stewart,  and  preached  to  the  servanla  on  the  pl^oe. 
After  the  sermon,  I  baptized  five  of  their  number,  and  coomiDad 
stxtosn.  These  slaves  have  reoeived  some  instnietion  from  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Sooit|  and  beaides  being  recommended  by  him,  wem  veiyfiivoni- 
biy  spoken  of  bv  their  overseer,  as  not  only^  beine  fidthfnl  in  the 
.pmbrmanoa  of  their  daily  labor,  but  sn  evincing  of  late,  a  more  Ann 
usual  desire  to  learn  and  perform  their  duty  to  their  Master  in  Heaven. 
Their  devont  and  earnest  attention  ihxonghoiit  all  the  sernoos  wna 
tinly  interssting. 

iJker  getting  ihrouffh  with  our  labors  at  this  place,  we  roie  over 
to  Mr.  Geo.  8.  i  erger^  plantation,  five  miles  distant    Owing  to 


misnnderstandinK  of  the  appointment,  we  found  no  pieparalion 
made  for  onr  eoimng.  Through  the  kindness  and  promptnew  of  the 
Manager,  however,  those  esrvants  who  wero  cvidiaates  ror  ooninn^ 
tion  wero  soon  got  together-  After  using  a  seleetion  fimn  oor  i^ 
pointed  Bvening  Service,  and  making  a  few  sppropriale  lemnrks,  I 
confirmed  ^e0—H>ne  of  them  supposed  to  be  on  his  dying  bed.  II 
was  our  intention  to  adminbter  tne  Holy  Oommunion  afio,  bnt  the 
lateness  of  the  hour  forbade  it,  as  we  wero  compelled  to  get  out  of 
the  swamp  beforo  the  departnro  of  the  day.  It  was,  noUrithstand- 
ins,  nearly  10  o'clock  at  ni^ht,  beforo  we  reached  Taaoo  (Sly. 

Saturday,  was  spent  in  visiting  the  congregation,  and  at  7  P.  M., 
Ipreachecf,  being  assLsted  by  Messrs.  Foster  and  Scott,  in  the  servioeB. 
On  Sunday,  the  21st,  I  preached  both  forenoon  and  afkemoon,  and 
confirmed}! ve  persons.  From  all  that  I  could  see,  I  trust  that  this 
parish  is  in  a  growing  condition.  Their  Churoh  building,  though  of 
comparatively  recent  construction,  is  banning  to  show  raoh  signs 
of  decay,  as  will  soon  requiro  it  to  be  supplanted  by  one  of  moro 
durable  materials.  The  ladies,  with  their  usual  love  of  well-doing, 
have  alreadv  began  to  labor  to  that  end. 

On  Monday,  I  passed  down  the  river  to  St.  John's  Churoh,  An- 
nadale,  to  the  rosidence  of  Col.  Ewing.  The  next  day,  the  23d,  I 
preached  to  the  servants  of  the  place,  baptized  <me  adult  and  ttoo 
infiints,  and  confirmed  ttoo  of  their  number.  They  were,  as  usual, 
very  attentive,  and  appeared  to  lisen  to  the  Word  with  honest  hearts. 
Oh,  why  is  it  that  so  many  opportunities  are  lost  by  our  Clergy,  of 
preaching  to  this  class  of  hearers !  None  assuredly,  receive  our 
teachings  with  more  readiness  or  thankfulness;  and  in  the  hearts  of 
none  ottiers,  are  there  fewer  prejudices  to  be  overcome.    It  is  true 
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ihfti  they  are  yenr  ignonnty  and  reqaire  that  the  fint  prinoiplee  of 
the  Oospel  shonld  be  again  and  a^ain  impressed  npon  them ;  bat 
we  know  that  the  '^entranoe  of  Ood's  Word,  oan  give  light  to  minds 
eTon  darker  and  more  unfnmished  than  theirs.'^  Let  this  be  onr 
enoooragement  in  this  good  work,  my  Olerioal  brethren.  And  may 
none  of  nsbe  found  to  have  neglected  these  'Mittle  ones''  of  the 
human  finmily.  There  were  very  fow  whites  in  attendance  besides  the 
family  of  Colonel  Ewing.  Others,  at  a  distance,  were  kept  away  by 
the  inclemency  of  the  weather.  For  want  of  a  boat,  I  was  detained 
here,  a  day  beyond  my  time  in  getting  down  the  river. 

nundayj  the  25m — ^I  set  off  from  Yicksbnrg  to  my  next  ap- 

r liniment,  three  hundred  miles  distant,  in  Coahoma  county,  where 
spent  Saturday  and  Sunday,  the  27th  and  28th.  On  Sunday,  I 
preached  in  the  building  which  has  been  erected  for  the  double  pur- 
poee  of  a  school-room,  and  place  of  worship.  The  congregation  was 
small,  but  attentiye,  and  4pparent1y  interested.  I  was  assbted  by 
the  Bey.  Wm.  O.  H.  Jonesy  who,  from  il]-health|  will  give  it  up  at 
the  end  of  the  year.  One  person,  a  daughter  of  the  Rector,  was 
confirmed.  This  Parish  is  of  recent  formation ;  and  has  had,  as 
usual,  much  to  contend  with.  Its  continuance  and  growth  must  de- 
pend necessarily  upon  the  heartiness  and  unanimity  with  which  it  is 
taken  up  by  the  neighborhood  generally.  The  country  around  the 
Church  is  of  the  most  productive  kind,  and  is  rapidly  drawing  set- 
lien  into  it.  Before  leaving  the  neighborhood,  I  l>aptised  at  the 
house  of  Oen.  Orant^  thirteen  of  the  children  of  his  servants.  In 
iUs  instance,  as  in  that  just  mentioned,  the  master  and  mistress 
were  the  principal  sponsors. 

By  t^ng  a  Doat  between  one  and  two  o'clock  on  Monday  toom- 
ingy  I  was  enabled  to  reach  my  next  appointment,  in  Hernando,  on 
Wednesday,  the  81st.  On  that  day,  assisted  by  the  Bev.  Messrs. 
Matthews  and  Stout,  I  preached  and  administered  the  rite  of  Con- 
firmation to  eeven  persons.  After  many  years  of  patient  labor  and 
waiting,  the  Bector  of  this  little  flock  seems  about  to  reap  his  pres- 
ent reward,  in  seeing  the  work  of  the  Lord  prospering  in  his  hands. 
Accompanied  by  Bev.  Mr.  Stout,  I  passed  on  the  next  day,  April 
let,  to  Sledgeville,  in  Fknola  county,  and  on  the  following  forenoon  I 
preached  in  the  Methodist  Church,  near  that  place,  and  baptised 
one  in&nt.  The  congregation  though  not  lam,  was  apparently 
muoh  interested  in  our  services.  The  few  friendb  of  the  Church  in 
this  neighborhood  would  soon  increase  in  numbers  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  a  sealous  and  judicious  Missionary. 

Saiwrdc^  and  Sunday,  the  Sd  and  Ath  of  April,  were  spent  in 
the  town  of  Psnoh.  On  the  evening  of  the  8d,  Mr.  Stout  preached 
to  a  hfge  congregation.  The  following  da^  being  Easter  Sunday, 
services  were  held  in  the  forenoon  and  evening;  on  both  occasions 
I  preached,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Stout.  In  the 
afternoon,  I  baptiied  at  the  house  of  Mr.  Jsa.  C.  Armstrong,  his  in- 
fkat  daughter.    I  trust  that  the  strong  desire  of  this  li^e  flock 
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will  Boon  bo  gratified,  by  the  presenoe  of  a  MiniBter ;  they  have 
offered  to  contribute  liberally,  towards  the  support  of  one.  And  I 
encouraged  them  with  the  promise  of  soon  sending  them  a  Missiona- 

Here  I  parted  from  the  Bev.  Mr.  Stout,  who  had  kindly  accom- 
panied and  assisted  me,  during  the  last  six  days. 

Passing  over  to  Charleston,  (Tallahatchie  Go.,^  on  the  5th,  I  preach- 
ed that  eyening,  and  the  next  day  at  11,  in  the  Methodist  place  of 
worship.  There  are  but  few  friends  of  the  Church  in  this  place. 
A  general  desire,  however,  is  manifested  for  tJie  occasional  serrioes 
of  our  Ministry;  and  assurance  was  given  that  a  reasonable  propor- 
tion of  a  Missionary's  salary  might  l^  expected  from  them. 

On  Wednesday  evening  I  left  Charleston,  for  my  next  appointment 
at  Shongalo,  nearly  seventy  miles  distant.  Here  I  was  met,  and  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted.  Although  the  Congregation  con- 
tained but  few  of  our  Church  members,  the  responses  were  well 
made,  and  created  some  apparent  interest.  A  larger  number  of 
persons  would  have  been  in  attendance,  had  it  not  been  for  the  run- 
storm,  which  had  been  threatening  all  the  morning,  and  which  came 
on  with  great  violence,  before  the  conclusion  of  our  services.  This 
was  the  first  time  that  I  had  ever  preached  in  this  place.  The 
neighborhood  vras  not,  however,  a  stranger  to  our  mode  of  worship, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Peabody  having  several  times  officiated  here,  during 
his  missionary  labors  in  Carroll  county. 

I  passed  that  evening  down  to  the  vicinity  of  Wheeling,  twelve 
miles  distant,  and  preached  next  day  to  a  small  oonsregiition  in  the  | 
Methodist  Church.  -K  very  worthy  family  from  Virginia,  has  set-  \ 
tied  near  this  place ;  and  with  a  becoming  seal,  they  not  only  great- 
ly desire  the  ordinances  of  the  Church  for  the  ben^t  of  themeelves 
and  neighbors,  but  are  willing  to  give  liberally  of  what  they  have, 
towaids  erecting  a  place  of  worship,  and  obtaining  a  portion  of  a 
Missionary's  services.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Hakted  has,  for  some  time, 
been  giving  them  one  Sunday  in  each  month,  and  feels  encouraged 
to  hope  that  his  labors  will  not  be  in  vain. 

On  Saturday,  April  10, 1  reached  Calvary  Ptoish  in  company  with 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Halsted,  and  preached  next  day  at  11  o'clock, 
to  a  very  attentive,  though  small  congregation.  Many  were  kept 
awav  by  the  threatening  aspect  of  the  weather.  After  a  recess  of 
an  hour  or  two,  the  congregation  again  assembled  for  service.  I 
preached  to  them  a  second  time,  thankful  for  the  strength  vouch- 
safed to  me  for  the  occasion.  Mr.  Halsted  took  part  in  leading  the 
worship,  and  also  baptised /nir  children.  I  was  gratified  at  learning 
that  the  congregation  had  lately  added  considerably  to  the  land  or 
glebe  attftched  to  the  Rectory.  In  this,  they  were  assisted  no  little 
by  the  Sewing  Society  of  the  Parish,  of  whose  labors  I  have  befoie 
had  occasion  to  speak. 

^  Reaching  Canton  on  the  morning  of  the  ISA,  I  preached  that 
\  night,  and  confirmed /btir  persons.    The  next  morning  I  was  to  have 
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officiated  at  tbe  Chapel  of  the  Cross,  but  upon  the  representatione 
and  SQggestions  of  the  Bector,  I  was  induced  to  postpone  my  visi- 
tation to  aome  future  time,  when  I  could,  oonTeniently,  give  ihem.  a 
Sunday,  instead  of  a  week-day. 

Saturday,  17th  was  spent  at  Mi,  Albon,  where  I  was  met  and 
assisted  in  the  services  of  the  occasion  by  the  Bev.  Messrs.  Fox  and 
Sansom.  These  services  were  of  more  than  usual  interest,  inas- 
much as  they  were  witnessed  and  enjoyed  by  a  large  congre^tion, 
and  terminated  in  the  administration  of  the  Apostolic  "  Laying  on 
of  hands"  to  eighteen  persons.  I  have  before  spoken  of  this  place 
and  neighborhood,  as  presenting  a  promising  field  for  the  Church's 
labors.  And  more  than  two  years  ago,  metusures  were  entered  upon 
to  erect  a  place  of  worship.  The  design,  however,  if  not  abandon- 
ed, was  suffered  to  sleep,  until  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sansom,  by  some  well- 
timed  visits,  and  with  a  true  missionary  seal,  aroused  them  to  feel 
for  their  spiritual  needs,  aad  their  ability  to  provide  for  them.  For 
some  time  he  was,  by  the  indulgence  of  his  regular  parishes,  en- 
abled to  officiate  for  them  once  a  month.  This  ?ras  soon  followed 
by  a  request  for  a  double  amount  of  services,  and  by  a  determina- 
tion to  commence  at  once,  the  erection  of  a  becoming  house  of 
worship.  The  place  now  used  for  their  assembling  themselves  to- 
gether, is  the  Bi^ist  Church,  which  has  been  kindly  tendered  for 
that  purpose.  A  Parish  has  been  duly  orgaaiaed,  and  its  reftresenta- 
tives  are  present  to  ask  admission  for  it  into  our  Diocesan  Union. 

Sunday,  18th,  I  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Yicksburg,  at  11  A. 
M.,  and  confirmed  sixteen.  Among  these  I  was  muck  gratified  to 
see  several  heads  of  families,  both  male  and  female.  May  Christ 
abundantly  bless  them  for  thus  confessing  Him  before  the  world ;  and 
may  their  good  example  not  be  lost  on  others  around  them,  who 
have  equal  inducements, and  obligations  to  go  and  do  likewise.  It 
is  no  little  gratification  to  me  to  witness  from  year  to  year,  the  steady 
and  healthy  growth  of  this  parish,  notwithstanding  the  losses  which 
it  has  sustained  by  the  removal  of  a  number  of  its  families. 

I  was  assisted  in  the  services  of  the  morning,  by  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Lord,  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Matthews,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Doug- 
las, of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana.  The  Congregation  was  unusually 
large,  being  more  than  the  house  could  accommodate. 

Thus  closes  the  account  of  my  last  years'  labors — a  year  of  no 
little  trial,  on  acconnt  of  my  uncertain  and  feeble  health.  To  this 
oanse,  I  trust,  and  to  no  unwillingness  to  labor,  may  be  imputed  the 
little  that  has  been  done  for  God.  I  cannot  be  sufficiently  thankful 
;  for  the  improvement  in  my  health,  which  I  have  experienced  within 
the  last  few  weeks.  Pray  for  me  brethren,,  that  my  days  and  years, 
aa  they  draw  nearer  to  their  close,  may  be  filled  more  and  more  with 
the  spirit  of  a  holy  seali  and  my  labors  be  more  exclusively  given  to 
Chziatand  his  Church.

Three  new  parishes  have  been  organised  since  our  last  Convetttioii, 
Til :  the  Chorch  of  the  Natiyity,  at  Monnt  Albon,  Warren  eooatj, 
St.  Mark,  Mississippi  City,  and  St.  Lnke,  Shieldsboroagh. 

No  new  names,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  have  been  added  to  onr  list  of 
Candidates  for  Orders ;  whilst  one,  that  of  Mr.  Wm.  Clark,  hss  been 
withdrawn.  The  present  number  is  but  three,  yia :  Messrs.  Geo. 
Stewart,  and  Mr.  Leander  Weller,  now  at  Nashotah,  and  Mr.  Geo. 
C.  Harris,  who  has  been  pursuing  his  studies  under  the  direotionof 
Bey.  Mr.  Rogers. 

Although  no  Church  building  has  been  consecrated  by  me  wiihin 
the  last  year,  it  is  gratifying  to  me  to  state,  that  four  or  more,  will 
soon  call  for  that  office  at  my  hands. 

One  of  our  Candidates  for  Orders,  Mr.  Calyin  McGuffie,  has  heea 
admitted  to  the  Diaconate. 

The  following  Clergy  haye  remoyed  into  the  Diocese  since  tha 
last  Conyention :  Bev.  Aaron  Ghristman,  from  Pennsylyania;  Bey. 
Wm.  G.  H.  Jones,  from  Kentucky,  Bey.  Charles  W.  Whitall,  from 
Louisiana;  Key.  James  D.  Gibson,  from  South  Carolina ;  Bey.  Gid- 
eon B.  Perry,  D.  D.,  from  Ohio,  and  the  Bey.  Benj.  R.  Smyser,  from 
Pennsylyania. 

Messrs.  Perry,  and  Gibson,  and  Smyser,  haye  not  yet  presented 
their  Letters  of  Transfer,  but  expect  soon  to  do  so. 

The  following  haye,  within  the  same  period,  left  the  Diocese :  Bey. 
Isaac  Pardee  and  Bey.  James  Philson,  for  the  Diocese  of  New  York; 
Bey.  Thos.  S.  W.  Mott,  for  North  Carolina;  Bey.  B.  H.  Weller,  for 
Missouri;  and  Bey.  Aaron  Christman,  for  Pennsylyania. 

Of  those  whose  names  appeared  on  our  last  Clerical  list,  two  hsya 

Eised  away  from  human  yiew,  yis :  the  Bey.  Isaac  Pardee,  and  the 
y.  Chas.  A.  Disbrow.  Of  the  former,  all  who  knew  him  will  ever 
cherish  the  remembrance,  as  of  one  who  was  an  humble  and  oob- 
sistent  Christian,  as  well  as  an  honest  and  faithful  Putor.  Hii 
name  is  as  precious  ointment  to  IdH  late  flock  in  Woodyille.  Of  the 
latter,  I  would  fain  say  nothing,  if  regard  to  du^  did  not  oompel 
me  to  state  that  after  long  and  unayoidable  delay,  I  was  on  the  efs 
of  bringing  him  to  trial,  when  I  learned  that  he  had  been  summon- 
ed before  a  higher  and  more  awful  tribunal. 
The  whole  number  of  Clergy  now  laboring  within  our  bounds  is 
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thirtj.  Some  of  tboiey  howeyer,  have  m  yet,  no  ouioiiioel  leodeDoe 
in  the  Diooeae. 

The  following  ohnngee  heye  taken  plaoe  in  the  eiienniitanoea  and 
rdatione  of  others  of  onr Clergy: 

The  Rot.  F.  W.  Boyd,  has  gone  to  Oalifomia.  Ber.  Mr.  Elwell, 
having  resigned  hie  onarge  of  Baymondi  has  fmnored  to  Bnndon, 
and  taken  the  Chnroh  in  that  phoe,  together  with  St.  Matthew's, 
Clinton.  He  has,  also,  under  his  instraotion,  a  sehool  for  girls. 
Ber.  Mr.  lAwson,  has  removed  from  Okolona  to  Aberdeen,  and 
taken  a  school,  together  with  the  rectorship  of  the  ohuroh  in  that 

Slace.  Bev.  Mr.  Oianne,  after  a  vear  of  fidthfnl  labor  in  St.  An- 
reVs  Chnroh,  Jackson,  resigned  the  charge  ef  the  parish,  and  now 
oonflnes  his  attention  to  his  school  and  his  duties  at  the  Penitentia- 
ry. At^  the  request  of  the  restry,  however,  he  is  now  temporarily 
performing  the  duties  of  Rector.  Rev.  Dr.  Beighley,  has  removed 
firom  Woodville,  and  is  engaged  in  a  Female  school  of  high  charac- 
ter in  Natchei.  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  has  left  St  Thomas'  Hall,  and  is 
residing  in  Somerville,  Tennessee.  He  continues,  however,  to 
officiate  a  portion  of  his  time  at  St.  John's,  Early  Grove.  Rev.  Mr. 
McQuffie  is  residing  in  Oaynga,  Hinds  oounty.  Rev.  Mr.  Smyser,  is 
aotiag  ss  assistant  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sansom.  Rev.  Messrs.  Shindler 
and  Hayden,  are  residing  out  of  the  Diooese,  and  have  not  reported 
themselves  for  some  time. 

The  Rev.  Bobert  B.  Croes,  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Tork,  is  tern* 
ponrily  engaged  to  the  parish  at  Woodville.  And  the  Rev.  J.  H. 
ingraham,  of  Tennessee,  is  under  a  similar  engagement  to  the 
Ohuroh  in  Natchei. 

After  much  anxious  labor  and  waiting,  I  trust  that  I  have  secured 
the  services  of  a  clergyman  fitted  for  the  purpose  of  a  {[eneral  mis- 
sionary. The  Rev.  J.  H.  Ingraham,  after  the  close  of  hu  tempora- 
ry engagement  at  Natchez,  will,  I  hope,  enter  upon  that  work-Hme, 
for  which  I  think  him  well  adapted.  But  let  it  be  borne  in  mind, 
brethren,  that  in  propcfftion  as  I  thus  call  into  your  missionary  field, 
men  qualified  for  the  task,  so  shall  I  expect  you  to  increase  the  treasu- 
ry from  which  their  wants  must  be  supplied.  So  far,  I  have  been 
enabled  to  sustain  the  credit  of  the  Diocese  in  her  engagements 
with  >er  missionaries.    My  trust  in  you  for  the  future  is  undoubi- 
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iut  at  the  eame  time  that  we  congratulate  ourselves  on  not  having 
kept  back  the  hire  of  any  kborer,  who  has  cultivated  our  fields, 
have  we  not  good  reason  to  blush  at  the  veir  little  which  in  our  in- 
dividual and  congregational  characters,  we  have  heretofore  given  to 
the  cause  of  Missions,  within,  as  well  as  beyond  the  limits  of  our 
Diocese  T  If  any  charity  be  alike  aoceptable  to  Ood,  and  benlefioial 
to  man,  it  is  this.  And  no  truer  test  could  we  apply  to  our  hearts 
than  to  ask  them  weekly,  monthly,  annually,  how  much  they  are 
willing  to  throw  into  God's  treasury,  for  the  work  of  Missions.  Oh, 
that  Sie  time  may  soon  come,  when  instead  of  two  or  three  pooriy 
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paid  laborers  in  our  missionary  field,  we  shall  see  that  field  alive 
\  with  workmen,  animated  and  encouraged  bj  the  munifioenoe  as  well 
as  the  prayers  of  a  whole  Diocese. 

Among  the  many  means  within  our  reach  of  building  up  our 
people  in  our  holy  faith,  and  of  spreading  the  knowledge  and  in- 
fiuenoe  of  our  Church,  there  are  few  more  likely  to  accomplish 
those  ends,  than  a  Book  Depository.  The  expediency  and  profitable- 
ness of  such  establishments  is  strodgly  pressed  upon  us  by  the  ex- 
ample of  our  brethren  of  the  various  religious  denominations  around 
us.  And  if  any  of  you  were  to  accompany  me  in  one  of  my  annual 
rounds,  and  hear  the  repeated  enquiry,  *'  Where,  and  how  shall  I 
get  such  and  such  a  book,  to  instruct  me  and  my  neighbors,  in  what 
the  Church  teaches  ?''  you  would  not  doubt  for  a  moment,  the  ex> 
pediency,  not  to  say  necessity,  of  such  an  agency.  To  these  few  and 
hurried  remarks  1  am  pleased  to  add  the  information  that  a  gentle- 
man who  has  for  some  time  been  associated  with  one  of  our  princi- 
pal Church  Book  Stores,  in  Philadelphia,  is  desirous  of  setting  up  a 
similar  establishment  in  this  Diocese.  From  ray  personal,  and  other 
knowledge  of  him,  I  feel  assured  that  he  would  bring  with  him 
every  needed  recommendation  for  the  work.  As  an  undertaking  of 
this  kind,  would,  in  no  wise,  impose  any  pecuniary  obligation  on 
the  Convention,  or  the  Diocese  as  such,  and  could  not  materially  in- 
terfere with  any  contemplated  demands  upon  the  liberality  of  our 
people,  I  cannot  help  commending  it  to  your  serious  consideration. 
One  half  the  exertion  and  risk  that  is  often  displayed  in  getting  up 
a  political  paper,  or  furnishing  a  public  entertainment,  would  ensure 
to  us  the  full  benefit  of  such  an  agency,  and  that  not  for  the  present 
time,  only,  but  for  many  years  to  come. 

And  let  me  once  more  invoke  your  prayers  and  labors,  as  legiaUi- 
tors  for  the  Church,  towards  the  building  up  of  one  or  more  addi- 
tional Church  Schools  for  girls.  Whilst  I  honor  the  preaching  of 
{  at>d's  Word  as  the  chief  instrument  or  means  appointed  for  spread- 
ing the  knowledge  of  Him  throughout  the^^orld,  I  am  fully  per- 
suaded that  the  man  who  has  such  a  school  in  his  charge,  has  the 
best  of  opportunities  for  impressing  religiously  and  lastingly,  those 
very  hearts  and  minds  which  are  soon  to  be  in  a  position  to  form  and 
fashion  in  like  manner,  the  principles  of  the  succeeding  generation. 
In  one  of  our  sister  and  Southern  Dioceses,  there  is  a  Church  l^hool 
which,  f<^r  twenty  years  has  sent  out  annually,  from  fifteen  to  twenty 
of  its  pupils,  not  only  well  instructed  in  the  usual  branches  of  female 
education,  but  thoroughly  taught  and  duly  impressed  with  regard  to 
that  higher  education  which  looks  beyond  both  the  useful  and  the 
ornamental  of  this  life.  In  a  word,  they  leave  that  school  intelli- 
gent and  earnest  Christians,  prepared  by  example,  as  well  as  precept 
to  profit  others.  Who  that  reflects  for  a  moment  upon  woman's  in- 
fluence, and  woman's  opportunities,  can  fail  to  see  the  great  amount 
of  good  to  be  effected  by  such  an  institution  I  Having  said  this,  ' 
will  only  add  another  word  by  way  of  reminding  you  that  we  aliesdy 
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possess  in  this  yicinitj  not  only  a  most  eligible  site  for  such  a 
ficbool,  bat  a&o  the  equivalent  of  18000  as  a  beginning  to  the 
work. 

I  will  detain  you  but  a  moment  longer,  by  asldng  for  yonr  warm- 
est interest  in  that  noble  enterprise  that  is  claiming  the  attention  of 
our  whole  Southern  country.  I  mean  '^  The  Uniyersity  of  the 
South." 

As  the  documents  which  I  now  lay  ]|pfore  you  fully  make  known 
its  objects,  its  principles,  its  expectations,  and  the  doings  thus  far  of 
its  Trustees,  I  will  cheerfully  leave  the  subject  to  commend  itself  to 
your  judgments  and  your  hearts.  This  Diocese,  I  trusti  will  not 
fiail  to  do  her  part  in  so  great  a  work. 

Before  I  dose,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  a  communica- 
tion which  I  here  lay  upon  your  table.  It  relates  to  one  or  more 
proposed  amendmenta  to  the  general  Constitution  of  our  Ohuroh ; 
and  of  course  calls  for  some  action  on  the  part  of  this  Diocese. 

May  God's  peace  and  blessine  rest  upon  you,  brethren,  whilst  yon 
axe  engaged  in  consulting  for  His  gloryi  and  die  good  of  His  Church.

The 
Church  in  Woodville  has  of  late,  as  jou  remarked  in  your  Conven- 
tional Addreta,  been  in  a  very  depressed  condition ;  but  the  pros- 
pects are,  I  think,  more  favorable ;  the  Vestry  seem  dippoeed  to  act 
with  energy,  and  the  hope  is  cherished,  that  they  will  be  enabled 
ere  long,  to  secure  the  services  of  a  faithful  permanent  minister.

It  will  be  understood  from  the  foregoing,  that  a  new  Church  edi- 
fice has  been  in  the  course  of  erection  during  the  past  year.  It  is 
now  near  completion.  Possession  is  expected  in  the  month  of  May 
ensuing,  and  the  consecration  of  it  to  the  service  of  Almighty  God, 
is  contemplated  to  be  held  in  June  following.  The  Rector  cannot 
be  sufficiently  grateful  to  the  Fountain  of  all  good,  the  disposer  of 
the  hearts  and  wills  of  His  creatures,  for  the  prompt  and  cordial 
response  given  by  the  cont;regation  to  the  demands  necessary  for  the 
full  accomplishment  of  this  good  work.  The  corner  stone  of  the 
new  Church  was  laid  on  the  site  bf  the  old  one«  on  the  —  of  Octo- 
ber, 1857.  As  timely  notice  could  not  be  given  to  the  Bishop,  appro- 
E'ate  services  were  performed  by  the  undersigned,  assisted  by  the 
V.  D.  C.  Page,  D.  D.,  of  Trinity  Churoh,  Natchez,  and  to  whom 
the  congregation  is  indebted  in  many  thanks  for  a  copy  of  the  ad- 
mirable address  delivered  by  him  on  the  occasion.    On  the  deliverj 


of  the  keys  by  th^  contractor,  payment  in  fall,  will  immediately  be 
made.  Thus  may  it  ever  be — a  free  gospel,  in  a  free  Church,  free 
of  all  incumbrances. 

During  a  portion  of  the  time,  while  the  Church  was  being  bailt, 
the  Rector  was  kindly  offered  the  use  of  Union  Chapel,  by  the 
Christian  courtesy  of  the  Presiding  Elder,  (the  Bov.  B.  M.  Drake, 
D.  D.,)  of  the  Methodist  Church.  Services  were  accordingly  held 
there  occasionally,  for  the  accommodation  of  such  as  could  conve- 
niently  attend.  I  officiated  also,  for  a  short  time  at  Trinity  Church, 
Natchez,  after  the  resignation  of  the  Bev.  Dr.  Page.  The  remain- 
ing time  has  been  oooupied  in  services  held  at  the  Rectory  on  ereiy 
Lord's  day  morning.  v 

The  inconvenience  and  irregularity  incident  to  this  state  of  things, 
together  with  extraordinary  expenses  incurred,  have  been,  to  some 
extent,  perhaps,  the  cause  why  less  has  been  done  in  other  branches 
of  Christian  beneficence,  especially  in  respect  of  Missions.  We 
hope  through  Ood's  blessing  to  give  a  better  aeoount  under  this 
head  in  our  next  report. 

The  Bector,  on  behalf  of  himself  and  family,  takes  this  method 
of  returning  most  hearty  thanks  to  those  members  of  the  congrega- 
tion who,  in  their  wonted  generosity  to,  and  regard  for  the  comfort 
of  their  Minister,  presented  to  him  on  New  Year's  Day  last,  a  most 
substantial  evidence  of  their  eood  feelings,  in  a  title  deed  to  30 
acres  of  rich,  heavily  timbered  land,  as  a  sitq  for  a  homestead,  about 
two  miles  from  the  Church.  Such  deeds  of  kin4ness  tell  better  oa 
the  hearts  of  t)ie  recipients  than  on  paper.  May  this  tell  alsQ,  in 
the  increased  prayers  and  labors  of  their  servant  for  Christ's  sake, 
and  in  consequent  spiritual  blessings  on  the  whole  congregation.

An  interesting  feature  of  the  congregation  connected  with  the 
Church,  is  the  Female  Institution  of  the  Rev.  T.  S.  Savage,  well 
known  as  Trinity  School,  Pus  Christian.  About  seventy  boarders 
with  the  teachers,  attend  constantly  upon  the  services  of  the  Church. 
During  the  Lenten  season,  on  Wednesdays  and  Fridays,  and  in 
Passion  week,  every  day,  they  were  present,  and  formed  an  interest- 
ing oonf^regation  in  themselves.  The  pupils  of  Mr.  Green's  MiJita 
ry  Institute,  also  attend  during  the  greater  portion  of  tae  year. 
From  these  Institutions  nearly  one  hundred  of  the  young  are 
brought  yearly  under  the  influence  and  teachings  of  the  Church ; 
and  thus  we  trust  that  the  good  seed  is  cast  into  the  tender  soil  of 
the  youthful  heart,  which,  in  after  years,  shall  bring  forth  fruit  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Church,  to  the  praise  and  glory  of  God.  During 
the  past  year  the  Church  edifice  has  been  enlarged  and  improved,  by 
the  addition  of  wings,  on  the  east  and  west  side  of  the  Church  ;  the 
edifice  now  presenting  itself  to  the  eye  of  the  worshipper,  as  he  ap- 
proaches it,  in  the  form  of  a  Cross,  the  sacred  symbol  of  the  one 
Catholic  Faith.

The  Minister  of  the  Church  officiating  in  Coahoma  coanty,  Miss., 
reports  to  his  Bishop,  that  he  commenced  his  ministerial  labors  here 
as  a  pioneer,  about  the  first  of  Hay  last  ]  and  considered  himself 
rather  as  a  Missionary,  than  as  Rector  of  the  Church,  inasmuch  as 
his  contract  was  with  a  single  individual.  There  are,  it  is  true, 
four  or  more  gentlemen  constituting  a  Vestry  elect ;  the  Parish  as 
yet  havini?  not  been  received  into  union  with  the  Diooese,  nor  appli- 
cation made  for  that  purpose,  as  far  as  he  knows. 

No  Church  building  had  been  erected,  aod  services  were  held 
in  an  old  log-house,  for  a  while,  until  a  better ^place  could  be  provi- 
ded. After  the  lapse  of  about  two  months  the  minister's  health 
gave  way,  under  an  attack  of  billions  fever,  and  his  physician  deem- 
ed it  inexpedient  for  him  to  hold  service  in  so  rude  and  open  a 
building,  as  the  old  house  referred  to.  He  therefore  occasionally 
officiated  at  the  house  of  Col.  H.  C.  Chambers,  to  his  family  and 
servants,  and  a  few  others,  who  might  happen  to  be  present ;  suffer- 
ing all  the  while,  at  brief  intervals,  with  attacks  of  fever,  until 
November,  when  the  buildings  for  a  parsonage  were  finiahed,  and  a 
building  for  a  school  house,  and  temporarily  for  a  place  of  Divine 
Woiahip,  was  provided  on  the  land,  (40  acres,)  donated  to  the  ohuroh 
by  Col.  Chambers.  Services  have  been  subsequently  held  here. 
Since  the  middle  of  December,  owing  \o  the  state  of  the  roads,  the 
weather,  and  inundation  feom  the  river,  the  attendance  has  been 
small,  and  irregular,  or  no  attendance  at  all.  i 
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Four  CommnnicaDts  oqIj,  were  found  here }  the  wbite  population 
18  sparse,  and  much  divided  in  creed  ;  the  minister  has  struggled 
against  many  obstacles,  and  novr  feels  compelled  from  wretched 
health,  to  abandon  an  enterprise  which  he  had  hoped  to  cherish  for 
life,  as  Col.  Chambers  had  been  kind  enough  to  pledge  him  a  life 
estate  in  the  donation  made  by  him  to  the  Church ;  but  the  buildings 
are  now  ready  for  a  successor,  who  he  trusts,  should  one  be  obtained, 
will  carry  on  the  good  wpik  of  the  Church  here,  until  a  neat  build- 
ing shall  be  prepared  for  conaecration,  and  many  souls  shall  be  born 
thenoe  for  glory.

My  mission  extends  from  Bilozi  to  Ftiscagoula.  There  are  in  the 
Mission  about  25  Church  families,  and  about  50  Communicants. 
Morning  Service,  Bilozi;  afternoon.  Ocean  Springs.  Fourth  Sunday, 
Pascagoula,  when  practicable. 

The  congregations  at  Bilozi,  are  generally  quite  large,  and  always 
attentive.  The  full  services  are  idways  had,  irrespeotive  of  the 
"  Memorial,"  the  Missionary  being  unable  to  know  which,  or  what 
part  to  leave  out,  without  spoiling  the  beauty,  or  impairing  the  use- 
tulness  of  that  solemn  and  imposing  Liturgy,  which  cost  the  blood 
of  martyrs  to  secure. 

Services  always  on  each  Lord's  day,  twice ;  at  some  noint  frequent- 
ly during  the  week,  and  on  Holy  days.  I  formed  and  organized  St. 
Paul's  Church,  at  Ocean  Springs,  and  shortly  expect  to  organize  St 
Peter's  at  Paacaeoula. 

Bear  Bishop,  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  I  think  the 
Church  is  being  firmly  establbhed  on  the  coast,  at  least  at  those 


poioU  where  I  haye  been  priviieged  to  labor  thee^  two  years  put.

CONSTITUTION  AND  CANONS 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHORCH 

IN   THX 

DIOCESE  OF    MISSISSIPPI. 


CONSTITUTION. 

Abtiole  I.  The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  MissLuippi  admow- 
ledges  the  authority  of  the  ProtOBtant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United 
States  of  America. 

Abt.  n.  There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese  every  year,  at  sueh  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  on  by 
the  preceding  Convention.  Special  meetings  ofthe  Convention  shall 
be  called  by  the  Bishop;  when,  in  his  judgment|  the  good  of  the 
Church  requires  it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  it; 
and,  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee, 
on  urgent  reasons,  may  call  a  special  Convention.  When  a  special 
Convention  is  so  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  in  ^v- 
ing  notice  thereof,  to  specify  the  business  and  purposes  for  which  it  is 
to  be  assembled,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that 
which  is  thus  specified,  or  necessarily  connected  with  it 

Abt.  m.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and 
La^en.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order,  oan- 
onioally  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  three  months  prior  to  the  sessioD 
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of  the  ConventioDy  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  same ;  and  it  is 
hereby  made  his  duty  to  attend  its  deliberations. 

Every  Parish  within  this  Diooese,  in  union  with  this  Convention 
shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  Lay  Delegate,  or  Lay 
Delegates  not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appointment; 
signed  by  the  Rector,  a  Warden,  or  Secretary  of  the  Parish,  shall, 
before  the  admission  to  seats,  be  laid  before  the  Convention :  provided. 
That  no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve' as  a  Lay  Delegate,  nnless 
he  be  a  stated  worshippper  in  the  Parish  which  he^jrepresents.  The 
delegation  from  each  P^h  shall  be  entitled,  on  a  division;  to  but 
one  vote. 

Abt.  IY.  New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this 
Convention,  on  motion,  by  a  majority  of  votes;  Brovided,  They  shall 
have  laid  before  the  Convention  written  evidences,  subscribed  by  the 
Wardens  and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede  to 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Art.  y .  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex^fficio^  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention ;  but,  during  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
or  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  mem- 
bers shall  elect  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters ;  Providedj 
That  in  the  absence  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the 
Convention  may  invite  the  Bishop  of  any  other  Diocese  to  preside 
over  the  deliberations  of  the  Convention,  who,  if  he  accept  the  invi- 
tation, shall  have  all  the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  President  of 
the  Convention. 

Abt.  YI.  A  Secretarv  and  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  upon  the 
assembling  of  the  Annual  Convention,  from  among  the  members 
thereof,  who  shall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  next 
Annual  Convention. 

Abt.  Yn.  The  members  of  the  Convention  present,  on  due  noti- 
fication, and  consisting  of  not  less  than  three  Clergymen,  and  Lay 
Delegates  from  three  Parishes,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact 
the  regular  business  of  the  Convention.  The  Clergy  and  Lay  Dele-  ; 
gates  shall  deliberate  in  one  body,  and  vote  as  such,  except  when  a 
division  is  called  for,  in  which  case  a  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall 
be  necessary  to  carry  any  measure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot, 
unless  dispensed  with  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Convention. 

Abt.  VlLi.  When,  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic 
or  contagious  disease,  it  shall  be  thought  imprudent  to  hold  the  Con- 
vention at  the  place  appointed,  the  Bishop  may  change  it,  by  giving 
notice  in  some  newspaper,  and  notifying  the  Ministers  and  Parishes. 

Abt.  IX.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in 
any  Article,  except  at  the  annual  meetings  of  the  Convention;  nor 
unless  such  alteration  shall  have  been  proposed  at  least  one  annual 
meeting  previous  to  its  adoption. 
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CANON  L 

OF  TH8  ADMISSION  OF  CHUBOHKS. 

Sionoir  1.  Whenevar  Any  number  of  persons  shall  sssooiate  to 
form  »n  Bpiseopal  Oongregation^  they  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Assooia- 
tioo  for  their  government^  in  which  they  shall  acknowledge  and  accede 
to  die  Gonstitationy  Oanons,  Doctrine,  Discipline,  and  Worship  of  the 
Fkotestant  GpiscopJ  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi; 
and  shall  assume  a  suitable  name,  by  which  their  Church  or  Parish 
shall  be  designated,  and  appoint  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  tluui 
eleven^  Yestrymen,  and  two  Wardens.  A  certified  copy  of  the  Arti- 
cles ^f  Association,  and  of  the  proceedings  at  their  adoption,  shall 
then  be  laid  before  the  Convention;  and  if  approved  by  that  body, 
Delegates  from  that  Congregation  or  Parish  may  take  seats  in  the 
Convention :  and  the  Congregation  shall  be  considered  as  united  to 
the  Convention,  and  subject  to  its  control. 

Seo.  2.  Every  Parish,  so  organized,  shall  annually,  on  Easier 
Monday,  or  as  soon  afterwards  as  may  be,  elect  the  same  number  of 
Vestrymen,  pr  such  number  as  the  Yestry,  at  some  meeting  previous 
to  the  election,  have  designated,  who  shall  be  stated  worshipperB  in 
the  Church — who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  their  election,  assenir 
ble  and  appoint  two  Wardens,  a  Register  and  Treasurer. 

8s0,  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Eector,  agreeably  to  the 
ancient  usage  of  the  Church,  to  preside  in  all  Parish  and  Yestry 
meetings;  but,  in  case  of  his  aDsenoe,  one  of  the  Wardens  shall 
preside. 

CANON  n. 

OF  THE  STANDING  GOMMITTiEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  Presbyters 
and  two  Laymen,  and  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Convention.  Anv 
VBoanoy  occurring  in  this  Committee,  may  be  filled  by  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  the  remaining  members.  Thev  shall  keep  full  minutes 
of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  belaid  on  the  table  of  each  Annual 
Convention,  and  read-  therein. 

CANON  m. 

OF  SUSPENSION  FROM  THE   FUNOTIONS  OF  THE  MINI8IE7. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be 
empowered  to  suspend  from  the  functions  of  the  Ministry,  anv  Minister 
who  shall  be  charged  with  improper,  irreligious,  or  immoral  conduct; 
and  further,  this  susj^ension  shall  be  continued  until  the  disposal  of 
the  charges  agunst  him  1^  a  canonical  trial,  unless  before  such  trial, 
the  Bishop  and  Standing  Committee  are  satisfied;  from  testimony  laid 


before  theoiy  of  a  thorough  reformation  of  his  life :  Prwkdedj  That  no 
Minister  shsJl  be  suspended,  until  he  shall  have  been  notified,  by  the 
Bishop  or  Standing  Committee,  of  the  nature  of  the  chafes  against 
him,  and  an  opportunity  given  him  to  be  heard^  in  relation  thereto, 
before  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IV. 

OF  THE  TBIAIi  OF  GLKROTHEN. 

SsonoN  1.  The  trial  of  a  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  on 
presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  signed  by  the  party  making  it ;  and 
every  presentment  of  a  Clergyman  shall  be  either  by  the  Convention 
of  the  Diocese,  by  the  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens  of  the  Pftrish  to 
which  such  Clergyman  may  belong,  or  by  one  or  more  Plresbyters  of 
the  Church. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  contemplated  by  the  Consti- 
tution and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  by  those  of  this 
Diocese,  a  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges,  and  specifications,  together 
with  a  citation  to  appear  and  answer,  shall  be  served  upon  the  party 
accused,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  with  all  convenient 
speed.  The  charge  and  specification  shall  be  set  fortb  with  such 
reasonable  certainty  and  description,  as  may  enable  the  defendant  to 
know  and  prepare  for  his  defence.  And  upon  the  trial  of  such  pre- 
sentment, the  rules  of  evidence,  ss  understood  and  enforced  in  the 
judicial  tribunals  of  the  State,  shall  govern,  except  so  far  as  they 
are  altered  or  modified  by  the  Canons  of  the  (General  Convention, 
or  by -those  of  the  Diocese. 

Sxo.  8.  The  regular  place  of  trial,  and  the  office  for  the  record  of 
all  eoelesiastical  |>roceedings,  shall  be  the  house  of  the  Bishop ;  but, 
if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  the 
place  for  these  purposes ;  and  the  Bishop,  by  and  with  the  cononr- 
rence  of  his  Council  of  Advice,  may  appoint  any  place  within  his 
Diocese  for  the  trial,  if  there  be  any  special  reasons  moving  him 
thereto.  . 

Sbo.  4.  All  testimony  adduced  upon  the  trial  shall  be  in  writing, 
taken,  on  due  notice  to  the  parties,  either  by  a  Commissary  appoint- 
ed for  that  purpose,  by  the  ecclesiastical  authority,  or  in  the  man- 
ner of  commissions  or  depositions  in  civil  cases,  ^ut  this  provision 
shall  not  prevent  the  oral  examination  of  witnesses  who  may  be 
present  at  the  trial. 

Sso.  5.  Advocates  or  Proctors  shall  be  allowed  ou  both  sides,  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  ](>arties,  provided  they  are  Communicants  in  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church. 

Sso.  6.  The  Convention  of  the  Diocese  shall,  at  every  regular 
session,  elect  fivd  Presbyters,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese. 
The  Ptesbyters  so  elected  shall  constitute  an  Ecclesiastical  Court  for 
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^e  triid  of  Clergymen.  The  members  of  the  Court  so  elected  sUl 
hold  their  office  until  the  close  of  the  next  regular  meeting  of  the 
Convention — ^provided,  however,  that  from  any  cause  there  be  no 
election^  they  shall  continue  in  office  until  a  new  election  takes 
place. 

Sso.  7.  Four  of  the  Court  so  selected  shall  constitute  a  qttarumf 
and  may  proceed  with  the  trial  of  any  presentment. 

8so.  8.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  said  Court,  it  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Bishop.  And  the  personS|  so  appointed  to  fill  said  va- 
cancy,  shall  hold  their  office  until  a  new  Court  is  elected. 

Sec.  9.  When  the  defendant  appears,  he  may  plead,  generaOy, 
^'not  guilty/'  to  all  the  charges  and  specifications;  or,  he  may  admit 
them  to  be  true ;  or,  he  may  plead  "  not  guilty/'  to  part,  and  admit 
the  residue.  Upon  such  specifications  as  are  admitted  to  be  true,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Court  to  decide  whether  they  amount  to  such 
an  offence,  as  is  canonically  presentable.  And  in  regard  to  such 
specifications  as  are  denied,  the  said  Court  shall  try  the  same ;  and 
shall  pronounce  their  verdict,  either  ''  guilty  "  or  "  not  guilty,"  on 
each  specification. 

Seo.  10.  Upon  the  finding  of  the  Court  that  the  defendant  is 
guilty  upoi^  one  or  more  of  the  specifications ;  or  in  case  they  are  of 
opinion  that  the  facts  admitted  to  be  true  amount  to  a  presentable 
offence,  it  shall  proceed  to  suggest  what  sentence,  in  its  opinion,  ought 
to  be  infiicted.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  pronounoe 
such  judgment  as  is  suggested :  Protnded,  always,  that  in  case  of 
judgment  other  than  degradation,  the  Bishop  may,  at  any  time  after- 
waixls,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  modiify  or  remit 
said  sentence. 

Seo.  11.    It  shall  require  a  concurrence  of  at  least  three  members 
of  the  Court  present  to  find  the  defendant  guilty.    Each  member  of  | 
the  Court  shidl  be  at  liberty  to  record  his  opiniop. 

Seo.  12.  The  Court  shall,  upon  the  trid,  appoint  a  Clerk,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  regular  record  of  each  day's  proceedings. 
He  shall  also  record  the  judgment  rendered  by  the  Bishop ;  and  each 
day's  proceedings  shall  be  signed  by  the  members  of  the  Court.  A 
true  record  of  said  proceedings  so  signed,  shall  be  filed  witli  the 
Standing  Committee ;  and  copies,  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Standing  Committee,  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  received  as  evidence  of 
said  record  and  proceedings. 

Seo.  13.  If,  from  sickness  or  other  necessary  cause,  any  member 
or  members  of  the  Court  cannot  attend  the  trial,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  members  of  the  Court  present,  to  select  some  other  Presbyter 
or  Presbyters  to  take  their  place ;  Provided,  That  when  four  of  the 
regular  members  attend,  no  such  appointment  shall  be  made. 

Seo.  1 4.  The  expenses  of  the  trial  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  contin- 
gent fund  of  the  Church. 
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Sbo.  15.  If  the  aooufied  do  not  appear,  tiie  Court  may  proceed  to 
trial  in  his  absenoe ;  or,  for  good  cauae  ahowxii  may  adjourn  the  trial 
to  another  day :  and  if  he  refuse  or  decline  to  appear,  the  Court  shall 
report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  oontumaoy,  who  thereupon  shall  pass 
upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the  Ministry;  but  such  sen- 
tence may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if  the  accused,  in  three  calen- 
dar months,  shall  report  to  him  that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his 
trial.  And  if  he  does  not  so  report  and  appear,  the  Bishop  may 
pass  against  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the  Ministry. 

Seo.  16.  If  any  member  of  the  Court  be  the  party  making  the 
presentment,  or  be  connected  by  consanguinity  or  affinity  with  the 
party  making  the  presentment,  or  with  the  aoeused,  such  member 
shall  not  preside  at  such  trial. 

Sxo.  17.  All  citations  and  notices  in  any  ecclesiastical  proceed- 
ings, whether  to  parties  or  witnesses,  may  be  seryed  either  person- 
ally, or  by  leaying  a  copy  thereof  at  their  residences  respectiyely ; 
the  time  between  the  day  of  seryice  and  the  day  of  appearance  be- 
ing not  less  than  twenty  days,  oyer  and  aboye  the  ordinary  time  re- 
quired to  trayel  to  the  place  of  appearance.  And  in  case  there  is 
reason  to  belieye  that  a  Minister,  against  whom  any  ecclesiastical  pro- 
ceedings haye  been  instituted,  has  departed  from  the  United  States, 
or  that  the  place  of  his  sojourn  cannot  be  conyeniently  ascertained, 
then  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  haye  a  copy  of  the  citation  published 
three  times  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  the  seat  of  goyernment  of 
the  State  in  which  he  last  resided,  and  also  in  some  newspaper  print- 
ed at  the  seat  of  goyernment  of  the  State  in  which  he  is  cited  to  ap- 
pear, at  least  six  months  before  the  day  of  appearance. 

Sbo.  18.  In  all  cases  of  presentment  of  Ministers,  where  the 
party  accused  shall  neglect  or  refdse  to  appear,  sentence  of  suspen- 
sion shall  be  passed  for  contumacy :  which  sentence  shall  condnue  in 
force  until  the  party  consents  to  a  regular  trial. 

CANON  V. 

OF  YAOAITT  PARISHES. 

It  shall  be  the  business  of  the  Bishop,  and,  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  when  informed  by  the  Vestry  of  either 
of  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese,  that  such  Church  is  not  proyided 
with  a  Minister,  (in  which  information,  the  means  which  the  Church 
has  for  supporting  a  Minister,  shall  be  stated,)  diligently  to  inquire 
for  and  recommend  to  the  Vestry  giying  such  information,  a  proper 
person  to  officiate  in  die  said  Church;  and  they  shall  report  to  the 
Conyention,  at  each  annual  meeting,  what  information  of  yacancies 
they  haye  receiyed,  and  their  proceedings  thereon. 

CANON  VI. 

or  BESIQNATION  OF  A  PABISH 

Wheneyer  any  Minister,  haying  charge  of  a  Church  or  Parish  in 
this  Diocese,  shall  resign  such  Church  or  Parish,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
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of  the  Seoretaiy  of  said  Gharch,  and,  if  there  be  no  Seoretuy,  tlien 
of  the  Wardens,  and  if  there  be  neither  Seoretary  nor  Warden,  then 
of  the  Vestry,  to  commnnicate,  in  writing,  forthwith,  to  ihe  Bishop, 
if  there  be  a  Bishop,  and  if  not,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the 
Dioeese,  the  fact  of  snoh  resignation. 

CANON  vn. 

OF    THE  ELECTION  OF  BISHOPS. 

In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  vote  sepa- 
rately, (the  Clergy  individually,  and  the  Laity  by  Congregations,)  and 
the  oonoorrenoe  of  a  majority  of  each  Order  shall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  decision. 

CANON  vin. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENERAL  CONYENTION. 

The  Convention,  at  the  session  immediately  preceding  the  legolar 
session  of  each  General  Convention,  shall  elect  four  Clerical  and  four 
Lay  Deputies  to  the  next  ensuing  General  Convention.  And  these 
Deputies  shall  retain  their  office^  until  their  successors  are  elected. 

CANON  rx. 

OF   PAROCHIAL  BSP0RT8. 

In  order  to  secure  more  effectually  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of 
the  Church,  it  is  hereby  made  obligatoiy  on  every  Parish  Minister; 
to  conform  his  Parochial  Beport  to  the  following  form,  and  his  fail- 
ure to  comply  therewith,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the 
exclusion  of  such  report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

[The  form  wUl  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Canons.] 
CANON  X. 

OP     FINANCE. 

Section  1.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  frve,  (a  ma- 
jority of  whom  shall  be  Laymen,)  shall  be  appointed  at  each  session 
of  the  Convention,  to  assess  the  amount  to  be  contributed  by  each 
Parish,  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  to  the  contingent  fund 
of  the  Convention,  and  to  whom  shall  be  referred  all  matters  of  a 
financial  character. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall,  at  least  one  month  previous  to  the 
meeting  of  every  stated  Convention,  call  upon  each  Yestry,  to  send 
the  latter  amount,  including  arrearages^  if  there  be  any^  by  the  hands 
of  the  Delegates  to  the  Convention. 

CANON  XI. 

OF  THE  MODE  OF  ORGANIZING  THE  CONYENTION. 

When  the  day  appointed  for  the  assembling  of  the  Convention  bas 
arrived,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  if  he  be  present,  or,  in  his 
absence  or  inability^  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee;  or  in 


his  absence,  any  Presbyter,  on  motion,  shall  take  the  chair,  and  call 
the  Convention  to  orders  and  the  Secretary  of  the  kst  Convention, 
or,  in  hit  absence,  the  Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee,  or,  in 
his  absence,  any  clerical  or  lay  member  named  by  thef  presiding  offi- 
cer, shall  be,  pro  tem.j  Secretary  of  the  Convention.  The  list  of 
Clergy  entitled  to  seats  in  the  Convention,  furnished  by  the  Bishop, 
or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
sluJl  next  be  read;  the  credentials  of  I^y  Delegates  shall  then  be 
laid  on  the  Secretary's  table,  and  referred  to  a  Committee,  consist- 
ing of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
report  on  the  same.  If  it  shall  appear  that  a  constitutional  quorum 
is  present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  the  Convention  ready 
for  business. 

CANON  XII. 

OP  EXPENSES  IN    ATTBNDINO  OONVENXION. 

Every  Firish  shall  provide  for  the  expense  of  its  Rector,  whilst 
attending  the  Convention,  and  going  to  and  from  the  same. 

CANON  xm. 

OF  CONVOCATIONS. 

Convocations  shall  be  held  at  such  times  and  places  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Bishop,  the  interests  of  the  Church  require. 

At  each  Convocation,  a  collection  shall  be  taken  up  for  Diocesan 
Missions. 

CANON  XIV. 

OF  TEUSTEB8  OF  THE  EPISCOPAL  FUND. 

Section  1.  The  Convention  shall  annually  elect  three  responsi- 
ble Trustees,  who  shall  hold  office  until  thp  election  of  their  suc- 
cessors, to  take  charge  of  and  manage,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Convention,  the  Episcopal  fund.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said 
Trustees  to  invest  said  fund,  collect  the  annual  interest  due  thereon, 
and  pay  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  to  the  Bishop.  When  a  vacan- 
cy occurs  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  Diocese,  it  shall 
lie  filled  by  the  next  Diocesan  Convention — the  remaining  Trustees 
to  have  full  power  to  act  until  the  vacancy  be  filled. 

Sec.  2.  All  bonds,  notes,  or  other  moneys,  due  on  account  of 
odd  fund,  shall  be  made  payable  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal 
Fund  for  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  or  their  successors  in  office. 
All  bonds  or  notes  now  payable  to  tne  Standing  Committee,  shall  be 
transferred  to  said  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Trustees  shall  loan  out  the  principal  of  said  fund  in 
their  hands,  for  such  time  as  they  deem  best,  taking  bonds  or  notes 
for  the  repayment  of  the  principal  at  the  stipulated  period,  and  also 
for  the  annual  payment  of  the  interest.  No  loan,  however,  shall  be 
made  by  the  Trustees,  unless  the  same  be  secured  by  two  responsible 
sureties,  and  by  deed  of  trust  on  unencumbered  property,  the  cash  value 
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of  wbioh  shall  be  at  least  double  tbe  amount  of  the  sum  loaned. 
Sud  deed  of  trust  shall  oontaia  a  clause  authorising  the  Trustees  to 
sell  the  property,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary,  irbeneyer  there  u 
a  default  in  payment  of  either  principal  or  interest. 

Sbo.  4.  Said  Trustees  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  inyeet 
part  of  said  fund,  not  exceeding  five  thousand  dollars,  in  the  purchase 
of  a  permanent  Episcopal  residence.  And  they  may,  if  the  money  is 
not  collected  in  notes  in  their  hands,  borrow  such  sum  as  may  be  ne- 
cessary, and  mortgage  the  property  purchased  for  its  repayment.  The 
property  shall  be  purchased  in  their  name,  as  Trustees  for  the  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

Seo.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  report  to  each  Convention  the  amount 
of  money,  notes,  bonds,  or  other  property,  received  by  them,  and  from 
whom,  the  amount  paid  out,  etc.,  so  that  an  accurate  account  of  die 
state  of  the  fund  may  be  always  before  the  Diocese. 

Sso.  6.  Said  Trustees  may  receive  bonds,  the  principal  of  which 
may  be  made  payable  at  such  time  as  said  Trustees  may  deem  adviaa- 
ble :  Provided^  however ^  that  the  interest  at  six  per  cent,  shall  be  paya- 
ble annually :  Provided^  further ^  that  when  the  money  is  paid  on  aaid 
bonds,  the  Trustees  shall  be  bound  to  loan  it  to  the  person  who  paid 
it,  if  he  should  desire  it.  In  such  case,  the  money  shall  be  loaned  at 
legal  interesti  and  shall  be  secured,  as  heretofore  provided  for  in 
SMtion  8. 

CANON  XV. 

OF  QXNXBAL  TRUSTXXS  OF  THl  OHUBOH. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  shall  be  the  General  Tmsteea 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Mississippi,  and  as  such,  are 
authoriied  to  receive,  by  will,  deed,  or  otherwise,  for  tbe  use  of  the 
Church,  such  property  and  money  as  may  be  given  to  it  by  any  peison 
or  persons. 

CANON  XVL 

OF  OFFBBINaS  FOB  DIOOEBAN  MISBI0N8. 

Besides  individual  contributions  for  Missions  or  other  purposes^  it 
•hall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sector  of  every  Parish,  to  collect,  twioe  a 
year,  the  offerings  of  the  Parish  for  Diocesan  Missions,  to-wit :  on  the 
second  Sunday  of  April,  and  the  second  Sunday  of  October :  and  if, 
from  any  cause,  the  offerings  are  not  collected  on  said  days,  wey  ehall 
be  odleoted  on  some  subsequent  Sunday,  and  the  said  Rector  shall 
embraoe  in  his  Parochial  Report  to  the  Bishop  of  the  IKocesei  the 
amount  received  at  each  collection. 

CANON  xvn. 

OF  ATTINDANOX  ON    OONYENTION. 

Every  Clergvman,  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  shall,  in 
case  of  his  inability  or  failure  to  attend,  communicate  in  writing,  lus 
reasons  therefor  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  session  of  the  Oonventioni  or  in 
one  month  thereafter.

Secretary  and  Treasurer,  J.  Boaoh,  Yicksburg. 

It  was,  on  motion, — 

Retdvedj  Tliat  the  Conyention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  now  in  session,  be  respectfully  re- 
auested  to  cause  the  Proceedings  of  this  meeting,  its  Beports,  and 
the  Constitution  of  the  Society,  to  be  printed  in  an  Appendix  to  the 
Journal  of  said  Conyention,  with  a  view  of  bringing  the  objects  of 
the  Society  more  fully  to  the  knowledge  of  ue  Church  in  the 
Diocese. 

On  motion  of  Bev.  Mr.  Miller,  it  was — 

Retdved^  That  the  Conyention  now  in  session,  be  requested  to

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ooDsider  the  ezpedienoy  of  bo  amending  Canon  Xin.|  on  Convoca- 
tionfli  as  to  ensure  the  aBsemUing  of  four  or  more  ConYOoationa 
daring  each  year,  with  a  view  in  part  to  aid  the  funds  of  this  So- 
ciety, and  thereby  to  give  more  effioienoy  to  its  operations. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Terger,  the  following  amendment  to  the  Con^ 
stitution  was  adopted  by  an  unanimous  vote  : 

Reiolvedj  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Ejnsoopal  60- 
ciety  for  Diffosing  Christian  Knowledge  in  the  Diooese  of  Mississippi, 
be  amended  as  follows : 

1.  Saoh  regularly  oi^niisd  Ffeoish  shall  be  considered  as  an 
Auxiliary  or  Branch  Society. 

2.  The  Hector  of  such  Parish  shall  be  President  of  the  said 
Auziliaiy  Society.  He  shall  appoint  four  personSi  two  of  whom 
shall  be  LadieS|  to  solicit  donationsi  and  to  procure  members  for  the 
Society.  Phyment  for  membership  shall  not  be  confined  to  one  dol- 
lar, but  may  be  one  dollar  or  more  per  annum. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary  Society 
to  receive  and  remit  all  funds  contributed  in  his  Parish  to  ihe 
Treasurer. 

The  remainder  of  the  session  was  devoted  to  an  interesting  de- 
bate, having  for  its  object  the  furtherance  of  Missienaiy  efforts  in 
this  Diocese ;  on  the  conclusion  of  which —

The  reoeipts  of  the  Sooiety  are  smaller  this  year,  than  in  ainr 
year  sinoe  that  of  its  organisation.  Of  the  entire  reoeipti^  9798  46, 
more  than  half,  has  been  oontribnted  by  one  Plarish,  (Trinity,  Nat- 
ohes.)  Up  to  the  reoeipt  of  this  large  oontribntion,  the  Treasury 
was  empty,  and  some  of  the  Missionaries  unpaid.  Of  the  thirty- 
;  four  Fkuishes  in  oonneetion  with  the  Conyention,  only  seyen  haye 
forwarded  any  sums  ooUected  in  aocordanoe  with  Canon  16. 

The  great  fidling  off  in  the  reoeipts  of  the  Sooiety,  and  the  di- 
minished interest  manifested  in  its  operations,  may  in  a  great 
measure  be  attributed  to  the  manner  in  whioh  its  Annual  Meeting, 
for  two  or  three  years  past,  haye  been  oonduoted.  Formeriy,  its 
Annual  Meetings  were  held  at  some  oonyenient  hour,  its  operations 
oarefully  sorutinised,  its  aooounts  oar^Fully  examined,  and  pbms  of 
future  usefulness  were  suggested,  disoussed  and  adopted.  Of  late 
years,  the  meetings  haye  been  held  at  some  unseaaonible  hour,  gene- 
rally at  the  olose  of  a  long  night  seryioe  and  sermon,  when  the 
members  are  too  weary  to  enter  on  new  subjeots  and  anxious  to 
reaeh  their  homes— the  few  who  can  be  induoed  to  remain,  hear  the 
prooeedines  of  the  Annual  Meeting  read,  a  hasty  examination  is 
made  of  the  accounts,  all  the  oflBoers  are  re-elected,  and  the  meeting 
adjourns  due  die;  and  nothing  more  is  heard  and  but  little  thought 
of  the  Sode^,  till  the  next  year  the  proeeeding  is  repeated.

OF  SOGXETT  FOB  DIFFUSING  CHRISTIAN  ENOWLEDQE 
IN  THB  DIOCESE  OF  HISSISSIPFL 

Abtioia  L  This  Sooiety  sliall  be  caUed  tbe  Society  of  the  i¥o- 
talani  Epieoopal  Church  for  Diffiuing  ChriOian  Knowledge  tn  Ae 
Diooeae  of  Mimstippt. 

Abt.  n.  All  ClergymeDiOftnonioallyieBident  in  the  DiooeBOi  shall 
be,  ex  offieioj  members  of  tiie  Society,  and  sach  Laymen  as  shall  pay 
the  sums  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Abt.  m.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  Bishop  as  Ptesi- 
dant ;  a  first,  second  and  third,  Vice  President ;  a  Secretary  or  General 
Agent,  and  a  Treasurer.  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  Society  shall  elect  from  the  Presbyters,  a  President.  The  Vice 
Presidents,  according  to  their  numerical  order,  shall,  in  the  absence,  or 
by  request  of  the  President,  perform  the  duties  of  President. 

Abt.  IV.  A  committee  of  fiye,  to  be  annuaUy  elected,  shall  con- 
stitute a  Board  of  Hanaeers.  The  Secretary  of  the  Societjr  shall  be 
ea»  officioy  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  A  majontv  of  the 
Managers  shall  constitEte  a  quorum  to  do  business.  They  shall  haye 
'  power  to  make  such  by-laws  as  they  deem  necessary. 

Abt.  Y.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  establish  a  Diocesan  De- 
Itory,  and  such  branches  as  mirr  be  deemed  necessary.  They  shall 
ribute  the  Bible,  the  Prayer  Book,  and  such  religious  Tracts  and 
other  works,  only,  as  may  be  ai|proved  by  the  Bishop,  or  the  Board 
of  Managers.  Any  person  deiurous  to  sell  or  distribute  such  books  in 
the  Diocese  by  authority  of  the  Church,  may  be  licensed  to  do  so  by 
the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor 
out  of  the  Society  funds. 

Abt.  YI.  Missionaries  employed  by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  allowed 
such  salaries  as  he  may  direct,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society.  The  President  shall  report  to  the  Conyention,  the  number 
of  Missionaries  aided  by  it — their  different  stations  or  employments— 
the  sums  paid  to  each — ^what  person  has  been  employed  to  sell  books, 
and  the  number  of  tracts  and  books  distributed.  The  person  em- 
ployed to  sell  bocdes  shall  report  to  the  Conyenttoni  the  amount  of

books  sold  and  distributed  by  bim  during  tbe  year.  &iid  Managers 
sball,  from  tbe  funds  of  tbe  Society,  aid  in  tbe  education  of  sncb 
youtbs  of  piety  as  are  recommended  by  tbe  Bisbop,  and  in  general 
sball  bave  power  to  adopt  and  execute  sucb  measures  as  tbey  may 
deem  proper  to  furtber  tbe  objects  of  tbis  Society.  Wben  tbe  Epis- 
copate is  vacant,  tbe  Standing  Committee  sball  bave  tbe  powers  con- 
fided by  tbis  Article  to  tbe  Bisbop. 

Art.  VII.  It  sball  be  tbe  duty  of  tbe  Society  to  aid  and  assist 
owners  of  plantations  wbo  are  desirous  to  give  religious  instruction  to 
tbeir  slaves,  and  to  give  information  of  sucb  persons  to  tbe  Bisbop, 
in  order  tbat  be  may  provide  suitable  JVlissionaries  to  organize  Parisbes 
on  said  plantations. 

Art.  VIII.  Tbe  Treasurer  sball  receive  and  disburse  tbe  funds  of 
tbe  Society — keep  a  list  of  tbe  Missionaries  paid  or  assisted  by  tbe 
Society,  and  tbe  amount  allowed  to  eacb.  Tbe  funds  in  bis  bands 
sball  only  be  paid  out  by  tbe  order  of  tbe  Managers  or  of  tbe  President. 
He  sball  report,  at  eacb  anniversary  meeting,  tbe  state  of  tbe  Society's 
funds — its  property — and  present  bis  accounts  for  examination  and 
settlement. 

Art.  IX.  Tbe  Secretary  sball  keep  a  Hecord  of  tbe  ProceediDgs 
of  tbe  Board  of  Managers  in  a  well-bound  book.  He  sball,  by  virtue 
of  his  office,  conduct  tbe  correspondence,  and  perform  sucb  otber  acts 
as  tbe  Board  of  Managers  sball  direct.  He  sball  copy  tbis  Constitu- 
tion on  tbe  Minutes  of  tbe  first  meeting  of  tbe  Board  of  Managers. 

.Art.  X.  Tbe  Society  sball  meet  annually,  at  tbe  place  wbere  tbe 
Diocesan  Convention  is  beld,  on  tbe  second  day  of  the  Convention, 
(Sucb  of  tbe  Clerical  and  lay  members  of  tbe  Society  as  may  be  pre- 
sent, shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ;  and  in  tbe  absence  of 
tbe  President  and  Vice  President,  a  President|>ro  tern,  sball  be  elected.) 
A  suitable  sermon  sball  be  preached  during  tbe  Convention,  upon 
sucb  day  as  shall  be  selected  by  tbe  Bisbop,  either  by  tbe  Bishop,  or 
by  some  Clergyman  appointed  by  bim.  After  sermon,  a  oollecdon 
shall  bo  taken  up  for  the  use  of  tbe  Society. 

Art.  XI.  An  election  of  officers  of  tbis  Society  sball  be  made  at 
such  anniversary  meeting ;  and  in  case  of  a  failure  to  elect,  then  the 
old  officers  sball  continue  in  office  until  an  election  be  beld. 

Art.  XII.  Every  member,  except  Clergymen,  shall  pay  at  the 
time  of  subscription,  and  annnally  thereafter,  on  the  first  day  of 
January,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  the  Rector  of  bis  Pariah,  or  to  such 
otber  person  as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  the  same. 

By  tbe  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  any  one  may  become  a  life 
member  of  tbe  Society,  and  sball  not  be  subject  to  tbe  annual  asses- 
ment  thereafter. 

Art,  Xm.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all 
donations  which  may  be  made  to  tbe  Society,  and  cause  a  faithful 
record  of  the  same  to  be  kept,  stating  the  name  of  tbe  donor  and  the 
amount  of  the  benefaction. 
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Abt.  XIV.  a  notice  of  the  Society,  its  object,  terms  of  member- 
sbip,  and  request  for  such  donations  as  the  pious  and  liberal  are  dis- 
posed to  make,  shall  be  inserted  as  a  standing  advertisement  in  such 
papers  published  in  the  Diocese,  as  are  disposed  lo  insert  the  same 
without  charge. 

Art.  XY.  The  President  may  convene  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  any  time  he  thinks  proper.  ^ 

Art.  XYI.     The  Society  being  intended  to  assist,  but  not  in  any 
degree  to  interfere  with  the  authority  of  the  Church,  it  is  hereby  de-   \ 
dared,  that  whatever  is  done  by  the  Society,  shall  be  done  in  subor- 
dination to  the  authority  of  the  Church,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
advice  of  the  Bishop. 

Art.  XVII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Minister  of  this  Diocese  to 
publicly  bring  the  objects  of  this  Society  annually  before  his  Parish, 
and  request  the  friends  of  religion  to  co-operate  with  him  in  procuring 
members  and  donations.  He  shall  also  report  quarterly  to  the  Secre- 
tary the  names  of  the  members,  and  the  amounts  received  by  him, 
and  forward  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  annually. 

Art.  XYIIL  Each  regularly  organized  Parish  shall  be  consid- 
ered as  an  Auxiliary  or  Branch  Society. 

^  The  Rector  of  such  Parish  shall  be  President  of  the  said  Aux- 
iliary Society.  He  shall  appoint  four  persons,  two  of  whom  shall 
be  Ladiea^Uo  solicit  donations,  and  to  procure  members  for  the 
Society..  Tayment  for  membership  shall  not  be  confined  to  one  dol- 
lar, but  may  be  one  dollar  or  more  per  annum. 

It  sluj^'be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary  Society 
to  recei^and  remit  all  funds  contributed  in  his  Parish  to  the 
Treasurer. 

Art.  XIX.    The    Constitution    may'be  altered  at  any  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  and  shall  be  published,  together  with  the  annual  pro-  \ 
oeedings  of  the  Society,  with  the  Journals  of  the  Convention.

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RULES  OF  ORDER,    ' 

At  Adopted  by  the  Diocesan  Conveniion  of  1858* 


!•  The  Oonvention  shall  be  opened  with  prayer  by  the  Bishop  on 
the  morning  of  every  day  during  the  session. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  oon- 
tinae  standing,  or  shall  afterward  stand  up,  except  to  address  the 
Chair. 

8.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the  Con- 
vention, unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend.  # 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  matter  to 
the  Convention,  he  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to  the 
President,  coi|fining  himself  strictly  to  the  point  in  debate. 

5.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

6.  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continue  in  their  seats,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

7.  Every  member,  who  shall  be  in  the  Convention  when  any  ques- 
tion is  put,  shall,  on  division,  be  counted,  unless  he  be  personally 
interested  in  the  discussion. 

8.  No  motion  sihall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention,  unless 
seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

9.  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall  be 
received,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  certain 
time,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to 
divide  it — and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  herein  named.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table 
and  to  adjourn,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to 
adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order. 

10.  All  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless 
otherwise  ordered.. 

11.  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  shall 
keep  his  seat  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

12.  The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  not  appear  upon 
the  Minutes  of  this  Convention. 

13.  The  Beports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  and  shall 
be  received,  of  course,  and  without  motion,  unless  re-committed  by 
vote  of  the  Convention.  All  Beports  recommending  or  requiring 
any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  ac- 
companied by  a  resolution  for  the  action  of  the  Convention  therein. 

14.  If  the  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, the  same  shall  be  divided  at  the  request  of  any  member,  and

OP  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  beg  leave  to  state  that  in  the  absence  of  the 
Secretary,  who  nas  in  his  possession  the  book  containing  the  Records,  they 
can  only  make  a  very  general  report.  They  have  passed  the  testimonials  of 
George  C.  Harris,  Geo.  Stewart^  and  M.  Leander  Weller,  for  Deacon's  Orders, 
and  of  H.  C.  Harris  and  Wm.  H.  Philips,  applying  to  become  candidates  for 
Orders.  They  also  held  a  meeting  to  consider  the  Resolution  of  the  last 
Diocesan  Convention,  authorizing  them  to  appoint  some  suitable  agent  to 
visit  the  several  parishes  in  the  Diocese,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  an  en- 
dowment for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate.

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  the  IbUowing  £epoit,  which  was 
re»d«  received,  and  wUh  the  resolutionB  thereto  appended,  adopted : 


RBPORT 

OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  account  of  the 
Treasurer  of  tilie  Diocese,  and  that  of  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the 
Convention,  respectfully  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  accoiinte  of 
the  above  namea  officers,  with  the  accompanying  voochen,  aad  find  them 
correct 

The  Committee  were  much  gratified  to  find  that  the  assessments  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate  were  generally  paid,  and  that  the  Bishop's  salary, 
together  with  an  unpaid  balance  of  last  year,  was  fully  paid.  Whilst  tms 
result  is  truly  gratifying,  yet  the  principal  part  has  been  paid  towards  the 
dose  of  the  year ;  and  um  Committee  would  respectfully  call  the  Attention 
of  ^e  Parishes  and  their  Hectors  to  the  importance  of  paying  the  assess- 
ments in  early,  or,  at  least  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Canon,  as  its 
non-observance  is  a  great  inconvenience  and  loss  to  the  Bishop. 

From  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  it  appears  that  the 
assessments  for  the  Contingent  Expenses  have  not  genersily  beai  paid. 
His  Beport  shows  that  he  has  only  new  on  hand  to  pay  the  expenses  of  this 
Convention,  the  sum  of  #211  64. 

The  Committee  hope  these  arrearages  will  be  promptly  met,  as  they  be- 
lieve it  is  more 'from  waiA  of  sCttention  than  from  any  other  cause,  that  they 
have  Slot  hitherto  been  remitted. 

The  Committee  have  also  taken  into  consideration  that  part^tf  the  Beport 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  in  relation  to  the  appointment  of  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Sill,  as  a  suitable  agent  to  procure  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate.  They 
have  seen  Mr.  Sill  upon  the  subject,  but  have  been  unable  to  make  «  suita- 
ble arrangement  witli  him.  It  could  not  be  expected  that  the  Bev.  Mr.  Sill 
could  undertake  this,  without  ample  provision  being  made  for  his  expenses 
and  support.  He  was  unwilling  to  undertake  it,  and  leave  his  family  and 
his  Parish,  and  depend  alone  for  remuneration  on  the  fund  to  be  raised ; 
and  the  Committee  had  no  ^und,  nor  did  they  know  \ff  what  means  he  could 
be  paid,  except  out  of  the  fund  itself,  if  raised.  Under  these  circumstances 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Sill  declined  to  accept  the  appointment 

The  Committee  regret  this,  as  the  endowment  of  the  Episcopate  is  a  matter 
of  great  importance  to  the  Diocese ;  and  they  believe  it  can  be  done,  if  a  proper 
agent  is  selected,  or  some  practical  plan  devised  to  reach  those  whom  they 
believe  are  willing  to  aid  in  its  endowment  The  Standing  Committee  have, 
it  is  true,  thus  far  been  unable  to  procure  a  suitable  agent ;  still,  they  may 
be  able  to  do  so  in  the  course  of  the  coming  year ;  and.  the  Committee 
recommend  the  matter  to  be  left  in  their  hands. 

The  Committee  further  report  that  they  have  made  the  following  Assess* 
ment  of  the  Parishes  for  Contingent  Expenses  for  the  support  of  the 
Episcopate,  during  the  coming  year.  The  assessment  for  the  Bishop's 
Salary  atiooAts  to  f8680;  that  lor  Contingent  Expeflaes  to  936B  50 :

From  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  there  appean  k>  be  a  deficit  of  $43  due 
on  Bishop's  Salary  from  the  Church  of  the  Epiphany,  Claiborne  County. 
In  relation  to  this,  the  Parish  believes  that  it  has  heretofore  been  settled ; 
at  all  events,  whether  it  has  or  not,  the  Committee  recommend  that  it  be 
released.

REPORT 

OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DIOCESAN  SCHOOLS. 

Your  Committee  begs  leaye  to  present  its  Beport  on  Diocesan  Schools,  as 

follows : 

From  Beport  at  last  Convention, 

"  It  is  with  feelings  of  deep  regret  that  your  Committee  present  this  their 
report  on  the  matter  referred  to  tuem  for  consideration.  Tneir  regret  arises 
out  of  the  fact  already  stated  in  the  Bishop's  address,  yjz :  that  the  one  only 
remaining  institution  hitherto  known  as  a  Diocesan  School,  has,  for  the  pre- 
sent, at  feast,  ceased  to  dispense  the  blessings  of  moral  and  intellectual 
onlture  upon  the  sons  of  the  Church.  Your  Committee  are  not  furnished 
with  data  upon  which  to  found  any  calculation  as  to  the  time  when  St 
Thomas'  Hall  may  be  re-opened.  They  would  indulge  the  hope  of  a  speedy 
i^tom  to  its  former  usefulness. 

*'  Of  the  Female  Academy  at  Fas  Christian,  under  the  care  of  the  Bev.  Dr. 
Sayage,  your  Committee  cannot  well  speak  in  terms  too  fayorable.    It  may 
J, 3 . 
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be  safficient  to  aa^  that  whatever  the  BiahostlM^set  forth  m  hia  addrwa  in 
reference  to  that  institution,  is  worthy  of  aU  acceptation  by  the  Church  in 
this  Diocese,  and  of  all  the  patronage  that  may  be  bestowed'  thereon." 
From  the  Journal  of  the  Bishop — read  before  ihe  hut  Convemtion^ 

**  1  was  very  thankful  to  witness  also,  the  truly  prospefous  oonditlov  tf 
the  Bev.  Dr.  Savage's  school.  This  Institution,  which  has  now  been  ten> 
years  in  existence,  ha»  advanced  with  steady  progress  in  the  favor  ef  sjadi- 
cious  pnblic,  and  has,  from  time  to  time,  added  to  its  many  advantages  sad 
facilities  for  imparting  a  sound  and  accomplished  education.  It  mav  bow 
justly  claim  equality,  at  least,  with  any  simHar  institution  in  our  land.  To 
the  members  of  our  Church,  no  better  opportunity  could  be  offered  &r  train- 
ing their  daughters  for  this  world,  or  the  next,  and  for  keeping  them  from 
the  contaminating  influences  of  ihe  world,  than  is  to  be  found  in  this  safe 
and  healthy  retreat/' 

From  same  Journal,  alluding  to  WHson,Hall,  at  Earlif  Grnpe. 

'*  At  great  labor  and  sacrifice,  tfaey  have,  since  my  last  visit,  esecteda 
large  and  well  finished  brick  building  for  an  Academv  for  boys ;  a  worthy  ^ 
gentleman  is  in  charge  of  the  school,  and  I  trust  that  on  my  next  visit,  I- 
shall  find  in  successful  operation,  a  school  worthy  to  claim  the  fosteiiag  sars 
of  our  Convention,  and  to  be  ranked  among  the  sound  and  wholesome  nor- 
aeries  of  the  Church." 

From  same  Journal,  referring  to  Si.  Thomus*  Hull,  Holltf  Springg. 

**  I  can  hardlv  express  in  terms  of  sufficient  force  the  disappoiatoMBtwid 
mortification  which  I  felt  on  visiting.'  St.  Thomas*  Hall,  to  find  it  a  aoeDa  of 
ruin  and  desolation.  It  is  but  two  yean,  since  a  considerable  aani  of  monev 
waa  laid  out  in  its  repairs.  Xt  ia^now  little  better  than  a  wreck,  and  will 
require  a  much  larger  amount  to  fit  it  again  for  the  purpoaea  lor  which  its 
founders  desipied  it.  It  is  hoped  that  those  whose  neglect  has  led  te  tUs 
desecration  of  one  of  our  Diocesan  Institutions^  will,  ere  long,  repair  the 
evil,  and  restore  it  to  order,  and  beauty,  and  usefulnesa." 

These  extracts  contain  the  whole  history  ef  >  the  Stale  ef  onr  Diooan* 
Schods  last  year.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  ara  b<it  three  aUnaiona  in  the 
Bishop's  Journal  to  such  a*  class  of  Schools,  Of  these,  but  one  of  them 'is 
ofiiciaily  related  to  the  Diocese,  the  others  being  Private  Institutions  ander 
.Episcopalian  Discipline,  viz.,  Church  Schools  not  under  the  control  el  tfaa 
*  Bishop,  and  independent  of  the  Convention. 

Of  these,  Wilson  Hall,  at  Early  Grove,  pronusea  to  become  a  valaabk 
School  to  Church  parents.  It  is  under  the  charge  of  Rev.  Mr.  Rogers,  of 
Tennessee,  as  Rector,  we  believe,  and  under  the  academical  control  of  Rev. 
Mr.  Shindler,  as  head  Professor.  Not  having  any  catalogpae*  and  no  ftkU 
report  of  the  condition  of  this  School,  we  can  only  say  that  it  ia  proaperoiw, 
with  about  thirty  pupils,  and  that >  it  is  properly  a  Church  School  in  discip- 
line and  faculty  and  aims. 

The  origin  of  the  School  was  in  an  endowmeni  by Wilson,  a  gentle- 
man of  the  vicinity.  The  Committee  trusts  that  by  the  next  Convention  it 
will  be  able  to  present  a  fuller  report  of  this  enterprise,  from  reliable  statistics. 

The  next  Institution,  alluded  to  above,  is  **  'Arinit;^  Female  Sekool,'*  Fks  i 
Christian.  This  is  an  unendowed  School,  built  up  within  twelve  jeara  past  | 
by  the  seal  and  energv  of  Rev.  Dr.  Savitge,  a  gentleman  previously  most 
^vorably  known  to  tne  Church,  by  his  important  connection  with  Atrican 
Miaiuons  {  havine  been  a  faithful  wK>rker  for  the  Cross  eleven  years  in  Africa. 
Upon  his  return  ne  eatablished  this  ScbooL  It  is  a  worUiy  monument  to  his 
pecseveranee  and  Churehmanshipi  and  has,  unaided  save  by  its  intrinsic ' 
value  to  the  communitv,  reached  a  position  ia  the  foremost  sank  of  Feaaale 
Institutions.

Dr.  Savage  has  issued  no  catalogue  of  his  School, 
we.  are  without  data  and  full  information ;  but  we  fully  subscribe  to  the 
tocnage  of  our  Diocesan  quoted,  above,  in  allnaioa  to  this  Inatitatiaii«  and 
cordial^  commend  it  to  the  confidence  of  the  Church  and  of  the  Epiaoo- 
palfana  of  the  South.

Williams,  are  hereby  constituted  a  Board 
I  of  .Trostees  for  the  School  contemplated  to  be  kept  at  St.  Thomas'  Hall,  with 
I  power  and  authority  to  fill  any  yacancies  in  said  Board,  occurring  among 
I  those  not  officially  designated  above  ;  that  said  Board  shall  have  power  and 
janthori^.-and  are  hereby  required,  to  transfer  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal

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JU90l99d,  Thai  the  property  known  m  St.  ThomM*  HbU,  be,  end  hankif  it, 
tendered  to  the  Protestant  Epiecopal  Church,  of  the  Diocese  of  MiasisBippi, 
for  a  Diocesan  School,  reserYing^  all  the  rights,  and  nanting  aU  the  powen 
and  privileges  which  we  are  authorised  to  grant  and  requirad  to  reserre  hj 
the  resolution  of  the  doners  of  said  property,  aforesaid. 

BMolved,  That  the  Delegate  of  Christ  Church,  at  HoUj  Springs,  or  the 
Provisional  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  or  an  j  person  he  mar  appoint,  he  request- 
ed to  present  this  Preamble  and  Besolntions  to  the  Diocesan  Convention, 
and  request  the  acceptance  of  the  property  here  tendered,  and  for  the  objeet 
and  interest  designated  by  the  resolution  aforesaid,  and  the  Convention  of 
the  said  Diocese  to  take  such  measures  as  it  may  deem  proper,  to  effectuate 
the  intention  of  the  donors  of  said  property.

H.  Otey,  Provisional 
Bishop  of  Mississippi.

The  Board  met  this  day :  President,  J.  H.  Ingraham ;  Present— William 
HnU,  Wm.  Crump,  P.  A.  Willis,  B.  W.  Walthall.  The  President,  Rev.  J.  H. 
Ingraham,  made  a  statement  to  the  Board  of  his  plans  to  restore  St.  Thomas' 
Hul  to  successful  operation ;  which  proved  very  satisfactory.  Whereupon 
he  was  unanimoasly  chosen  Bector  of  St.  Thomas'  Hall,  with  power  to 
appoint  professors,  and  carry  out  his  plans  of  operation  upon  the  terms  upon 
which  said  Hall  became  a  Diocesan  School. 

He  proposed  that  Prof.  W.  Clark  take  char^  of  the  Hall  at  present,  and 
open  a  day  school  preparatory  to  a  re-organization  of  the  School  upon  a 
firmer  basis ;  in  which  the  Board  fully  concurred. 

On  motion,  adjourned.  B.  W.  WALTHALL.  Secretary." 

Tour  Committee  has  the  satisfaction  to  report,  in  connection  with  the  last 
danse,  that  the  Rector  elected  has  for  six  months  past  been  engaged  in  re- 
organizing this  Institution. 

He  reports  as  follows :  "  The  Hall,  when  I  assumed  the  Rectorship,  was 
wholly  ailspidated  and  defaced,  the  windows  broken,  the  plastering  torn  off, 
the  floors  cut  up,  aud  doors  burned.  It  was  a  scene  of  desolation,  amid  one 
of  the  loveliest  groves  that  can  be  found  in  the  South.  For  more  than  a 
year  it  had  been  deserted  and  exposed  to  the  invasion  of  the  rabble,  and 
goats  and  sheep  had  possession  of  its  halls, 

"  It  would  have  taken  not  less  than  $2000  to  repair  it.  There  was  no  fand, 
no  income,  no  means  of  obtaining  this  amount.  Yet  it  was  necessary  that 
iomething  should  be  done.  The  Railroad  runs  through  a  comer  of  the  Hall 
grounds,  and  the  Company  having  erected  their  depot  and  machine-shops 
within  a  hundred  yards  of  the  edifice.  I  oerceived  that  it  could  no  longer  be 
regarded  as  a  suitable  site  for  a  School,  i  therefore  resolved  that  the  property 
should  be  offered  for  sale  to  the  Railroad  Company,  and  that  with  the  pro- 
ceeds we  would  purchase  a  new  site  remote  from  the  depot. 

'*  Sustained  in  my  decision  by  the  Board  and  by  the  community,  the  old 
Hall  and  its  eleven  acres  were  offered  for  sale.  We  value  them  at  $10,000. 
We  have  had  $8,000  offered.  We  shall  probably  be  under  the  necessity  of 
taking  this.  With  the  sum  we  propose  purchasing  a  new  lot  of  seventeen 
acres  of  oak  grove  in  the  suburbs,  commanding  a  full  view  of  the  beautiful 
city  of  HoUy  Springs.  We  believe  that  we  shall  be  able  to  obtain  this  for 
lass  than  three  thousand  dollars.  This  will  leave  us  five  thousand  dollars 
for  the  new  edifices.  But  as  this  will  not  enable  us  to  put  up  suitable  build- 
ings, we  shall  ask  for  donations  among  wealthy  and  liberal  Churchmen.  We 
propose  erecting  two  Halls ;  one  for  the  dormitories  and  domestic  establish- 
ment, the  other  strictly  for  academical  purposes.  They  will  be  handsome 
three-story  gothic  edifices,  and  will  cost  twenty  thousand  doUan.  Unless 
we  can  put  u]>  euch  buildings,  we  shall  not  begin  to  build.  The  money  can 
easily  be  obtained  from  the  Iriends  of  Southern  Education ;  for,  as  this  is  a 
chartered  Diocesan  Institution,  it  guarantees  permanency  and  a  right  use  of 
the  donations.    Bat  this  subject  will  be  presented  by  and  by  in  ano&ar  ionu 
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"We  kope  to  eanwMnce  the  new  buildingfl  by  next  Uh.  It  is  to  be  a  School 
for  Southern  b^s^  not  a  College,  and  will  be  •abflidlary  to  the  Soathem  Uni- 
▼ersttj,  and  other  UniTersitiefl,  holding  the  same  relation  to  them  aa  Eton 
and  Boffby  Schools  do  in  England  to  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 

"  Witn  the  aid  of  Southern  men  to  enable  us  to  build,  we  shall  by  and  bj 
hare  a  school  here  that  will  command  the  confidence  of  the  South,  and  ren- 
der it  no  longer  necessary  to  send  our  sons  into  the  free  States  to  be  taught. 

"  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  state  that  I  have  enlisted  the  interest  of  many 
eminent  men  in  the  restoration  of  St.  Thomas*  Hall.  I  found  not  a  book  in 
its  library,  not  a  pebble  in  its  cabinet,  not  a  single  piece  of  scientific  apparsr 
tus  in  its  lecture  rooms.  I  opened  at  once  a  correspondence  with  ProMssors 
and  scientific  men,  and  gentlemen  who  have  large  libraries,  and  I  have 
laeeived  from  the  Smithsonian  Institute  all  its  valuable  publications  through 
Professor  Henry ;  have  the  promise  of  the  foundation  of  a  Cabinet ;  have 
received  several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  books  from  others ;  and  am  indebt- 
ed to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Thompson  (a  Mississippian,  and  therefore  a  true  Mend  of 
Sonthem  Schools,)  for  the  reception  of  valuable  donations  of  books;  and  I 
would  here  say  that  any  donations  of  books  or  cabinet  specimens,  or  of  sci- 
entific apparatus,  will  be  most  acceptable.  When  we  complete  our  building, 
there  will  be  employed  a*  Faculty  which  will  command  the  confidence  of 
Southern  parents  and  of  the  Convention." 

The  above  extract  gives  the  histoiy  thus  far  of  the  only  Institution  of  the 
Diocese,  and  your  Committee  most  heartily  and  earnestly  commend  it  to  the 
fostering  care  of  the  Church  in  the  South,  and  to  the  confidence  and  patron- 
age of  Southern  families.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church  presented  the  following  Report, 

which  was  received,  read  and  adopted : 

REPORT 

OP  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

Success  to  the  cause  of  Christ  must  ever  be  the  result  of  His  approval  and 
blessing.  In  this  connection  He  said,  "  Without  me  ye  can  do  nothing." 
The  prosperity  of  the  Church  as  a  Divinely  appointed  institution,  and  the 
growth  in  grace  of  its  individual  members,  are  inseparable,  being  alike  the 
fruit  of  the  same  holy  unction.  Hence,  to  correctly  guage  the  spiritual 
health  of  a  Christian  organization,  we  must  know  in  what  proportion  its 
individual  adherents  conform  to  the  standard,  which  is  "tne  pillar  and 
ground  of  the  truth,"  as  set  forth  and  maintained  by  *'  the  Church  of  the 
fiving  God."  That  is  spiritual  prosperity  indeed,  wherein  conformity  to  the 
laws  of  Christ's  kingdom  in  the  world,  is  fully,  honestly  and  perpetually 
maintained.  When  the  Gospel,  in  its  spirit  and  form,  is  set  forth  and  ad-  \ 
ministered  by  duly  authorized  agents  of  the  Church,  then  it  is,  that  it  truly 
becomes  **  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  them  that  believe ;"  being,  in  \ 
virtue  of  the  appointment  and  promise  of  God,  endowed  with  the  enlighten- 
isff  and  life-givin|[  energv  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

But  the  prosperity  of  toe  Church,  must  be  realised  in  the  use  of  her  whole 
'  array  of  means.    Nothiog  should  be  omitted.    All  her  parts  should  hanno* 
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BiM  M*making  ttne  mad  whole.    Then  it  Uy.'tfcAi  she  groweth  up  vnto  Elm 
ia  alltthtngSf  whieh  u  tlie  bead,  even  Christ. 
In  leekinf  into  the  Stale  of  the  Church  ia  thie  DiiNseee,  m  efaowa  hf  iSbb 

'Official  Address  of  our  esteemed  Bishop,  and  the  Parochial  Reports,  we  dis- 
>(  cover  the  presence  of  these  essential  and  encoora^ng  marks  of  prosperi^. 
I  Qood  seed  has  been,  and  is  now  being  sowed,  and  we  already  discover  u 
I  some  places  the  tender  blade  spring inf  vigoronsly  n|i ;  in  others,  the  ezpaa- 
I  ding  ear  ripening ;  and  in  some  others,  the  full  com  ia  the  ear. 

'lYue,  several  of  the  Parishes  are  yet  feeble ;  but  let  the  authorised  Miais- 
ters  of  the  Cross  toil  on  in  hqpe  and  faithfulness.  Proclaiming  that  truth 
which  Heaven  approves,  and  the  Spirit  shields ;  cheered  uid  assisted  by  the 
earnest  jpr^yers  and  pious  charities  of  a  wealthy  and  generous  X<aity,  we 
shall  not  on][y  see.the  present  Parishes  iucreasing  in  grace  and  strength*  but 
new  f^roand  shall  be  widely  and  permanently  occupied. 

Evidently  there  'is  a-healthful  and  vigorous  advancement  in  the  annual, 
operations'of  .theX)haroh  in  this.Dlocese,  which,  as  it  continues,  must  result- 
in  greatbtfoed  to  all  within  -its  in^uence  for  generations  to  eome.  The  woik 
of  the  Church  being  4Mder)y  and  stable,  where  a  foothold  is  onoe  obtained, 
it  is  not  easily  lost 

The  Bishop  reports  the  organSaatioa  of  three  new  Parishes  since  the  last 
Convention,  and  that  he  has  consecrated  two  new  Chursh  edifices,  while 
I  four  others  are  very  nearly  ready  for  that  Bite.;  that  he  has  admitted  two  per- 
I  sons  to  Ho.ly  Orders,  having  four  more  candidates ;  that  one  firithful  laborsr 
has  gone  to  this  final  rest ;  that  he  has  deposed  one  from  the  Ministry ;  has 
transferred  three  to  other  Dioceses  ;  received. ten,  while  the  present  number 
is  thirty-two. 

Looking  at  his  Report,  we  see  the  much  oar  worthy  Diocesan  has  acoom- 
pUshed  during  the  last  ecclesiastical  year,  notwithstanding  his  very  feeble 
state  of  health.  That  be  has  been  thus  far  spared  to  us  we  desire  to  thank 
Ood,  and  will  continue  to  implore  His  blessing  upon  his  valuable  labors. 

The  Committee  would  especially  commend  to  the  attention  of  those  lor 
.whose  consideration  they  are  designed,  the  several  important  topics  and  ob- 
jects named  by  the  Bishop  in  his  Address.

To  tie  Camventum  of  the  Diocese  of  Miooiooippi : 

The  nndersiffued  begs  leave  to  report,  that  as  Clerical  Trustee  of  the  Uni-^ 
Tersity  of  tbe  South,  for  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  he  attended  a  meeting  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  thai  Institution,  on  the  5th  of  July,  1858,  at  Beer- 
riieha  Springs,  Grundv  County,  Tennessee. 

To  the  Journal  of  the  proceedings  of  that  meeting,  I  refer  the  Convention 
fbr  mformation.  It  will  be  seen  by  examination  of  that  Journal,  that  the 
■ext  meeting  will  in  all  probabilitv  be  a  most  important  one.  The  Constitti*- 
tion  will  come  up  for  adoption,  and  a  plan  of  active  operations  will  doubtless^  J  - 
be  submitted.  I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  sug^estins;  to  the  Convention 
Hiat  it  is  very  desirable  that  tbe  Church  in  Mississippi,  should  be  fuUff  rtpto- 
M0mtod.    Her  best  and  strongest  men  should  be  there. 

I  beg  to  resign  to  your  hands  the  truat  you  pleased  to  commit  to  me.  My 
;  removal  from  the  Diocese  makes  this  necessary. 

I ':  Hoping  that  this  Convention  will  continue  to  manifest  a  lively  interest  im 
I  this  great  educational  effort,  and  regretting  that  I  am  no  longer  a  member  of 
i  your  body,  I  am  most  respectfully  yours ;  W .

No  lorthar  business  appearing  before  the  Convention,  it  was  ordered  that 
it  adjourn  to  meet  after  Divine  Service,  to-morrow  (Sunday)  ai^t 


iMrine  Service  was  celebfated  on  Saturday  night,  at  8  o'clock. 

The  'B^y^  Benj.  Halated,  of  Lexing^n,  read  the  Evening  Service,  and 
the  Rev.  James  D.  Gibson,  of  Colnmbns,  preached  firom  the  1st  Epis- 
tle to  the  Corinthians,  Chapter  IX.,  vene  24th. 

Divine  Service  was  celebrated  at  11  o'clock,  on  Sunday  morning,  Hay  1, 
it  being  the  first  Sunday  after  Easter ;  the  St  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  reading  the  Ante-Communion  Service ;  and  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Lioid, 
of  Vicksburg,  preaching  from  the  Qospel  according  to  St.  Luke,  Chapter 
XVIU.,  vene  37th. 

The  Rite  of  Confirmation  was  then  administered  to  twenty-fonr  candi- 
dates, presented  by  the  Rev.  G.  B.  Perry,  D.  D.,  of  Trinity  Church,  Natclies. 

After  which,  the  Sacrament  of  the  Holy  CommunioB  was  administered  by 
the  Rt  Reverend,  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Jamea  A. 
Fox,  Rev.  Wm.  W.  Lord,  and  Rev.  G.  B.  Perry. 

Divifte  Service  was  also  celebrated  at  4  o'clock,  F.  BC 

The  Rev.  £.  H.  Downing,  of  Kirkwood,  read  the  Evening  Service,  and  the 
Rev.  John  Fulton,  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana,  preached  from  the  first 
Epistle  to  the  Corinthians,  Chapter  XIII.,  verse  13th. 


Divine  Service  was  also  celebrated  at  8  o'clock,  P.  U. 

The  Rev.  John  Gierlow,  of  Cluborno  County,  read  prayers,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  W.  C.  Crane,  of  Jackson,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Ingraham,  of  Holly 
Springs,  preached  from  the  Book  of  Haggai,  Chapter  II.,  verse  8th. 

A  collection  was  then  taken  up  in  aid  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society. 

The  Convention  came  to  order  at  10  o'clock,  p.  M.,  at  the  call  of  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese. 

The  following  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

Beaolvedt  That  in  view  of  the  critical  condition  of  the  health  of  our  be- 
loved Diocesan,  it  is  the  unanimous  sense  of  this  Convention  that  it  slMuld 
be  recoiomended  to  him  to  suspend  the  active  duties  and  labors  of  the  Epis- 
copate, for  such  length  of  time  an  his  health  may  require  for  its  re-establish- 
ment ;  and  that,  in  connexion  with  the  Standing  Committee,  he  provide  fai 
the  interim,  such  Episcopal  Services  as  the  wants  ef  the  Diocese  may  de- 
mand. 

It  was  voted  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  report  the  names  of  four 
of  the  Clergy  and  four  of  the  Laity,  as  Alternate  Deputies  to  the  next 
General  Convention  of  the  Church ;  to  serve  in  the  order  of  their  appoint* 
ment,  in  case  of  any  of  the  Deputies  being  unable  to  attend. 

The  Committee  reported  the  names  of  the  following  gentlemen,  who  were 
unanimously  chosen: 

Cf  the  C(er#y— Rev.  Messrs.  J.  H.  Ingraham,  James  A.  Fox,  E.  H.  Down- 
ing, and  G.  W.  SiU. 

Cf  the  Latfy— Messrs.  T.  T.  Meade,  John  Duncan,  Giles  M.  HlUyer,  and 
Thos.  R.  Shields. 

The  receipt  of  a  telegraphic  dispatch  was  announced  to  the  Convention, 


confirming  the  sad  tidings  of  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Bev.  George  Waahington 
Doane,  D.  D.,  l,l.  d.  ;  whereupon,  after  appropriate  remarks  bj  the  Bishop, 
the  Bey.  Mr.  Lord  and  others,  it  was  ordered  that  a  Committee  be  appointed 
to  report  Resolntions  expressive  of  the  feelings  of  this  Convention  at  the 
sore  bereavement  the  Church  has  sustained. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  W.  W.  Lord,  Mr.  Oiies  M.  HiUyer  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Geo.  W. 
Bill,  were  appointed  on  said  Committee ;  and  on  motion,  the  Rev.  Mr.  W.  C. 
i  Crane  was  added  thereto. 

The  Committee  reported  the  following,  which  was  unanimously  ordered 
to  be  adopted : 

BESOLUTIOn 

RELATING  TO  THE  DEATH  OP  BISHOP  DOANE. 

Re$olved,  That  the  members  of  this  Convention  hear,  with  profound  regret, 
of  the  death  of  the  Rt.  Rev.  Geo.  Washington  Doane. 

Allied  to  some  of  us  by  the  memory  of  instructions  received,  and  Holy 
Rites  administered,  and  Orders  bestowed,  he  is  connected  with  us  all  by  the 
sympathies  of  Churchmen,  by  the  hopes  of  Christians,  by  the  bonds  of  that 
unity  which  he  loved,  and  which  orew  us  closelv  together,  and  joined 
our  hearts  to  his  in  the  mystical  body  of  Christ.  The  purpose  of  this  Reso- 
;  lution  is  not  to  eulogize  him ;  but  it  would  ill  represent  our  feelings  at  this 
moment,  should  we  say  nothing  in  regard  to  the  character  of  a  man  who  has 
filled  so  large  a  space  in  the  eye  and  heart  of  the  Church. 

As  man,  and  Churchman,  eoually  remarkable — a  layge  brain,  a  large 
heart,  an  open  hand ;  it  needed  but  change  of  time  and  circumstance,  and 
he  would  have  been  a  Chr^sostom,  a  Cynl,  an  Athanasius.  Love  of  kind. 
Christian  charity,  nkaffuanimity,  boundless  and  uncalculating  seal,  bold  and 
energetic  opinions,  the  Missionary  spirit,  an  Apostolic  love  of  Apostolic 
order,  and,  least,  vet  everywhere  visible,  the  tastes  and  sympathies  of  a 
scholar  and  man  of  letters,  and,  giving  emnhasis  and  distinctness  to  every 
qniUity,  a  marked  and  unmistakeable  indivianality,  united  to  form  a  charac- 
ter for  which  it  would  be  hard  to  find  a  parallel,  impossible  to  find  its  equal. 

In  what  he  has  done  for  the  Church,  and  for  the  cause  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion, he  has  left  so  many  monuments  of  himself,  that  his  memory,  it  may  be 
safely  predicted,  will  never  perish  in  the  Church  of  America. 

If  it  was  his  error  that  he  too  little  feared  to  take  responsibility,  he  suffer- 
ed the  consequences  of  his  error  with  a  fortitude  that  could  only  spring 
from  Christian  humility,  and  testified  by  "patient  continuance  in  well 
doing,"  tiiat  he  strove  "  not  as  those  who  strive  for  a  corruptible  crown,  but 
an  incorruptible." 

To  his  own  family,  and  the  family  of  Christ,  the  Church  he  so  much  loved, 
we  desire  to  express  our  heartfelt  sympathy ;  and  our  certain  confidence  that 
with  him  "  it  is  far  better."  W.  W.  LORD.

Bkloved  Bkethesn— 

Since  we  were  laft  pennitted  to  assemble  in  Conncili  there  hare  occnmd 
erents  that  will  ever  fill  a  wide  and  glowing  page  in  the  annals  of  the  Chorek 
I  allnde  not  to  anything  of  onnsnal  moment  within  onr  own  limited  field  of 
labor,  bnt  to  the  cheering  omens  that  hare  so  recently  and  so  wondronsly 
dnstered  aroond  the  Cross,  in  its  progress  through  pagan  lands.  When  we 
last  separated  for  onr  respectire  homes,  the  far  larger  portion  of  the  heathen 
world  was  barred  against  the  Christian  Missionary.  Here  and  there,  on  the 
outskirts  of  these  nations,  by  an  nngracions  and  almost  compulsory  suffe- 
rance, these  heralds  of  Salyation  were  allowed  a  resting  place  for  their  foet ; 
whilst  the  uncounted  millions  of  the  interior  were  walled  up  against  all 
knowledge  of  Him  who  came  to  be  the  Life  and  Light  of  the  World.  Bnt 
how  is  it  now  with  these  late  strangers  and  enemies  to  the  Cross  of  Christ  t 
Behold  China's  vast  empire,  with  her  teeming  population,  laid  wide  open  to 
a  preached  Gospel.  Bee  Japan,  that  continent  rather  than  island,  welcom- 
ing the  Missionary  even  to  her  sacred  courts,  and  proriding  for  his  comfort 
in  a  way  that  might  well  put  to  shame  many  places  of  our  boasted  Christian 
land.  And  look,  too,  at  Africa,  not  only  revealing  to  the  eye  of  the  traToler 
her  hitherto  unknown  bosom,  but  showing  thal^great  central  region  to  be 
one  great  human  hiye  instinct  with  intelligence,  and  eager  to  receive  the 
Word  of  God.  While  contemplating  these  and  other  lesser  indications  on 
the  behalf  of  our  holy  faith,  who  can  restrain  the  exclamation  of  wonder 
and  thankfolness,  "  What  hath  God  wrought !" 

I  hare,  for  a  moment,  beloved  brethren,  called  your  attention  to  these 
triumphs  of  the  Gospel,  not  only  because  it  becomes  ns,  as  watchmen  on  the 
walls  of  Zion,  to  observe  and  understand  the  "  signs  of  the  times  ;**  but 
with  the  hope  of  encouraging  you  in  your  respective  labors  for  the  cause  of 
Christ    For  surely  to  him  who  loves  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  who  is  often 
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tempted  to  mourn  on  account  of  the  little  which  he  is  allowed  to  do  for  His  ^ 
name — to  ereiy  such  man,  whether  of  the  Clergy  or  Laity,  it  must  be  a 
solace  to  the  heart  to  lift  the  eyes  from  our  slowly  advancing  labors,  to  those 
rapid  and  mighty  conquests  which  the  arm  of  the  Lord  is  achieying  for  him- 
self in  the  wide  field  of  the  pagan  world. 

But  from  this  heart-cheering  view  of  the  widely-open  door  set  before  the 
Gospel  in  heathen  lands,  we  must  now  turn  away,  beloved  brethren,  to  give 
attention  to  our  own  "  day  of  small  things ;"  small  only,  however,  when 
considered  with  respect  to  the  whole  Qospel  field ;  but  by  no  means  of  little 
account  to  ua  individually  as  co-workers  with  God  in  bring^g  a  world  of 
sinners  under  the  power  of  His  grace.  In  His  fear,  and  with  a  view  only  to 
His  glory,  I  now  proceed  to  lay  before  you  an  account  of  what  He  has  ena- 
bled me  to  do  within  the  past  year. 

April  2Ath, ...  I  baptized  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson,  one  adult. 

Next  day,  Sunday,  26th Confirmed  thru  persons  in  St.  Andrew's  Church, 

and  admitted  Geo.  C.  Harris  to  the  Order  of  Deacon. 

April  28th Baptised  one  infant  in  8t  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson. 

Sunday  f  May  2d Detained  at  home  by  sickness. 

Sunday f  9th Preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson;  being  pre- 
vented by  high  waters  from  getting  to  St.  John's,  Lake  Washington. 

Thuraday^  13fA,  (Ascension  day) Preached   again    in    St.  Andrew's 

Church. 

Friday,  Saturday  and  Sunday,  I4th,  15th  and  16th Were  spent  in  the 

Parish  of  the  Chapel  of  the  Cross.  On  Sunday,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon 
to  the  white  congregation ;  and  in  the  afternoon  to  the  blacks ;  nine  of  whom 
were  confirmed.  The  pleasure  with  which  I  always  witness  the  exercises  of 
the  colored  portion  of  this  congregation  was,  if  anything,  increased  on  the 
present  occasion.  The  attention  and  interest  with  which  they  listened  to 
the  teaching  of  their  Bishop  and  Minister,  were  only  eq^^ed  by  the  appa- 
rent devotion  with  which  they  worshipped  God,  and  approached  His 
ordinances.    In  both  services,  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sansom. 

Monday,  17th Received  Revt  Gideon  B.  Perry,  D.  D.,  on  the  list  of  Pres- 
byters of  this  Diocese,  upon  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Ohio. 

Sunday,  23d  of  May On  this  day,  as  on  the  9th,  I  had  intended  to  be  in 

St.  John's  Parish,  Lake  Washington ;  but  learned,  in  answer  to  my  letter 
of  appointment,  that  the  inundated  state  of  the  country  would  render  vain 
any  attempt  to  get  the  people  together.  I  therefore  attended  the  services  of 
St.  Andrew's  Church,  and  at  the  request  of  the  Rector,  consecrated  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Tuesday,  2bth Received  Rev.  James  D.  Gibson,  on  Letters  Dimissoiy 

from  the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina. 

}fedne$day,  26th Baptized  in  private  the  Rev.  Robt  F.  Clute,  a  Presby- 
ter of  the  Church,  who  was  justly  dissatisfied  with  the  sectarian  baptism 
which  had  previously  been  administered  to  him. 

Thursday,  27th United  a  couple  in  the  bonds  of  Matrimony. 

Friday,  2dtA.. . . Baptized  an  infant  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson. 
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Saturday,  99ik.... Went  to  '*  Cooper*8  Well/'  to  try  the  benefit  of  its 
waters,  and  remained  five  days.  On  Sunday,  the  30th,  I  was  too  unwell  to 
officiate  as  I  had  hoped. 

Thursday,  June  dd — Beceived  Rev.  Benjamin  R.  Smyser  as  a  Deacon  of 
I  this  Diocese,  on  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Dio* 
cese  of  Pennsylvania. 

Friday,  Hh Beceived  the  Bev.  Wm.  C.  Crane  npon  the  list  of  the  Clergy 

of  this  Diocese,  on  Letters  of  Transfer  from  the  Bishop  of  Maryland.  On 
the  same  day  transferred,  at  his  request,  the  Rev.  George  C.  Harris,  Deacon, 
to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee. 

Sunday,  June  Gth Attended  Divine  Service  and  the  Holy  Communion, 

in  St.  Andrew's  Church ;  but  was  unable  to  take  any  part  in  the  exercises. 

Sundiy,  June  13tA....  Attended  by  the  Rev*  Messrs.  Fox,  Lord,  Ingraham, 
and  the  Rector  (Rev.  Mr.  Miller)  of  the  Parish,  I  consecrated  to  the  service 
of  Almighty  God,  the  beautiful  temple  just  erected  by  the  Vestry  and  Con-, 
gregation  of  Christ  Church,  Jefferson  County,  on  the  site  of  the  old  one. 
It  is  indeed  a  building  of  much  beauty,  and  an  offering  to  the  Lord  in  per* 
feet  keeping  with  the  well-known  piety  and  liberality  of  that  people. 
Confirmation  was  administered  to  four  persons ;  and  the  Holy  Communion 
was  thankfully  partaken  by  a  largo  number.  It  was  no  little  addition  to 
my  pleasure  on  this  occasion,  to  know  that  the  building  which  we  were  then 
dedicating  to  God,  though  erected  at  no  trifling  cost,  was  entirely  paid  for. 
With  the  assistance  of  the  Clergy  present.  Religious  Services  were  con- 
tinued throughout  the  two  following  days.  Among  the  many  causes  for 
gratification  felt  by  the  congregation  on  this  occasion,  was  that  of  seeing 
once  more  among  them  the  venerable  form,  and  of  hearing  again  the  in- 
structive tones  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox,  to  whom  that  Parish  is  indebted  for 
much  early  nursing  care,  if  it  docs  not  regard  him  as  its  founder. 

Wedntsday,  16<A....I  preached  in  the  Methodist  Church,  in  Washington. 

The  four  following  days  were,  at  the  earnest  request  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  In- 
graham, then  in  temporary  charge  of  Trinity  Church,  Natphez,  spent  in  that 
Parish ;  the  Rector  (Rev.  Dr.  Perry)  having  gone  to  Ohio  for  his  family.. 
Although  able  to  do  little  else,  I  was  thankful  to  have  the  ability,  as  well  as 
opportunity  to  preach  on  Sunday,  the  20th,  baptize  three  infants,  and  admin- 
ister to  thtrty-lwo  persons  the 'Holy  Rite  of  Confirmation ;  besides  addressing 
a  few  words  of  love  and  admonition  to  the  members  of  the  Sunday  School. 
During  the  necessary  absence  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Perry,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham 
was  untirixig  in  his  labors,  and  truly  gratifying  was  it  to  me  to  see  as  the 
joint  result  of  their  labors,  so  large  a  number,  of  both  old  and  young,  willing, 
to  take  upon  themselves  the  solemn  "  vow  and  promise"  made  at  their  bap- 
tism. The  Rector  returned  with  his  family,  after  a  few  weeks  absence. 
And  the  proof  of  his  self-sacrificing  devotion  to  the  people  of  his  charge, 
was  shown  by  his  remaining  among  them  during  the  last  season  of  epidemic ; 
and  the  faithfulness  of  his  teachings,  is  manifest  in  the  increased  and  still 
increasing  spiritual  condition  of  his  flock. 

Thursday,  24th At  the  request  of  Rev.  Calvin  M'Gufiie,  Deacon,  and 

after  allowing  him  full  time  to  consider  the  awful  step  which  he  was  taking, 
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I  ■olemnly  deposed  Um  from  the  Ministiy,  in  the  pteBenee  of  Bar.  Mevn. 
Cnne  and  Ounne. 

The  next  day,  (Friday,  96ih,)  1  aet  oat  for  the  purpose  of  attending  the 
Board  of  Traatees  of  the  "  Unireraitj  of  the  Bonth,"  aommoned  to  meet  at 
'*  Beeraheha  Springs,"  Tennessee,  on  the  4th  of  Jnly ;  and  also  with  the 
hope  of  benefitting  my  health  bj  a  few  weeks  of  trarel  and  relaxation. 

The  fgftk  mnd  98ik  were  spent  in  Oxford.  On  Sunday,  the  ftTtk,  I  was  ena- 
bled to  preach ;  and  had  the  additional  blessing  of  laying  my  hands  on  im 
candidates  for  the  Rite  of  Confirmation.  Among  them,  I  was  r«joiced  to 
see  foor  Stndents  of  the  University.  These  precious  "  first  firnits"  &om  this 
interesting  and  important  field,  will  be  cherished  in  grateful  and  prayerfol 
remembrance,  until  the  Lord  of  the  harrest  shall  be  pleased  to  "  make  of  a 
little  one,  a  thousand."  As  a  lover  of  sound  learning,  and  especially  aa  an 
adopted  dtiaen  of  Mississippi,  I  could  not  but  look  with  pride,  as  weS  as 
thankfulness,  al  many  improvements  and  facilities  for  instruction  which 
have  of  late  been  added  to  this  noble  Institution.  A  more  learned,  aealova 
and  efficient  Presiding  Officer  than  the  Sev.  Dr.  Barnard,  could  not  weU  be 
deaired.  And  it  is  no  more  than  justice  to  the  other  members  of  the  Faculty, 
to  say  that  they  are  all  animated  with  a  like  desire  to  place  our  State  Univer- 
si^  on  a  footing  with  the  very  first  and  oldest  in  the  land.  I>uring  my  stay 
I  of  nearly  three  days,  I  was  struck  with  the  unusual  quiet  and  good  order 
that  pervaded  the  College  buildings  and  grounds.  And  I  have  reason  to 
believe  that,  allowing  for  the  unavoidable  evils  of  a  College  Uie,  there  is  aa 
littie  to  be  feared  at  this  place,  for  the  morals  of  the  young,  as  at  any  similar 
seat  of  learning,  not  under  express  Religious  or  Denominational  restraint. 

IWfiay,  SM.... I  passed  in  Holly  Springs,  not  so  much  with  the  view  of 
making  an  offidal  visitation,  ju  of  ascertaining  the  progress  of  tiieir  new 
Chnreh,  and  when  it  would  be  ready  for  consecration. 

Of  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  our  University  at  Beersheba,  on  the  4tii 
of  July,  I  need  not  here  speak  in  detail,  as  the  printed  Journal  of  our  pro-> 
oeedings  on  that  occasion  has  been  widely  circulated.  I  cannot,  however, 
feil  to  acknowledge  in  this  place,  the  goodness  of  God  in  bringing  all  present 
to  a  perfect  and  hearty  unanimity  with  respect  to  the  proposed  site  of  our 
Institution ;  and  in  atirring  up  anew  both  Clergy  and  Laity  to  work  with  a 
good  will  in  that  noble  enterprise. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August,  I  remained  at  Beersheba,  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  days  spent  at  Sewanee  in  examining  its  many  bean- 
ties,  and  assuring  myself  of  its  extraordinary  fitness  for  our  intended 
purpose.  A  more  delightful  resort  for  the  invalid,  can  hardly  anywhere  he 
found  than  at  the  Beersheba  Springs ;  and  veiy  deservedly  is  it  attracting 
more  and  more  of  the  attention  of  those  who  fear  to  spend  the  Snasmer 
months  at  home.  I  waa  sorry,  however,  to  find  that  its  waters  were  not  of 
the  kind  which  my  peculiar  disease  required.  After  several  severe  retnrsa 
of  my  past  attacks,  I  was  urged  to  try  the  effects  of  the  sulphur  waten  of 
Virginia.  Accordingly  I  spent  nearly  three  weeks  in  the  month  of  Septan* 
bar  at  the  Alleghany  Springs.  Here  I  found  water  peculiarly  adapted  to  my 
s  and  felt  my  health  and  strength  returning  to  me  day  by  day.    Um 
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ippfoaoh  of  cold  weathor,  howerer*  tog^thor  with  the  hopt  thai  I  wm  now 
it  to  xwame  my  Ubon,  oompoUed  me  to  leore  the  place  befofe  the  fiiU 
of  benefit  had  been  obtained.  Doriiig  my  itaj  theie»  aa  well  aa  at 
Beeaheba  and  Sewanee,  I  preached  and  labored  for  the  Chnreh  aa  oftea  and 
aa  mnch  aa  m j  feeble  healUi  wonld  admit 

Whilst  at  Beereheba.  I  admitted  (July  89th)  Heniy  C.  Harris,  of  Natefaei, 
and  William  H.  Phillips,  (August  8th,)  of  Holly  Springs,  as  Candidates  for 
Orders ;  reoeired  Ber.  Joseph  H.  Ingraham,  (Sept  IMh,)  from  the  IMoeese  of 
Tennessee,  and  Bev.  John  Philson,  (Jane  39th,)  from  the  Dioeese  of  Loniai^ 
aa*  i  and  gave  '*  Letters  Dimissoiy"  to  the  Bev.  Mr.  Lawson,  (Angiiat  14th,) 
and  Ber.  Mr.  Sogers,  (Angnst  86th,)— directed  in  both  cases  to  the  Bccleai- 
aatical  Authority  of  Tennessee. 

My  first  attempt  to  use  my  partially  restored  strength,  waa  at  Coitath,  ott 
the  8M  ^9qrtaiifter.  The  Bev.  Mr.  Stout,  who  accompanied  me,  prsashed 
that  ereidng,  and  I  twice  the  next  day,  Smukff,  lAs  Wtk,  My  diaooorse 
on  Sunday  forenoon  was  unwritten ;  but  Qod  forbid  that  I  should  say,  with- 
out previous  meditation  and  prayer.  It  was  on  the  distinctiTe  foaturea  of 
our  Holy  Apostolic  Church.  Although  convinced  that  the  maiiy  and  wide- 
spread misconceptions  on  these  points  required  great  plainness  of  speechi 
and  forbid  any  withholding  of  the  truth,  I  endeavored  most  caieftilly  so  to 
guard  my  language  as  to  give  oifence  to  no  one  present  And  I  ww  tn4y 
thankfrd  afterwards  to  learn  that  my  endeavor  and  prayer  had  not  been  in 
Tain,  although  nine-tenths  of  the  congregation  were  more  or  less  committed 
to  one  denomination  or  another.  And  here,  permit  me,  brethren  of  the 
Clergy,  to  say  to  you  what  the  experience  of  nearly  forty  years  in  the  lfinis> 
try  has  taught  your  Bishop,  that  however  binding  it  is  upon  us  to  preach  efts 
tfmth  in  all  points  concerning  Christ  and  his  Church,  especially  in  this  un* 
catholic  and  novelty-loving  age,  yet  let  it  always  be  remembered  that  a 
prudent  regard  is  due  to  the  (mm  and  eceenoe;  and  above  all,  that  that  truth, 
dear  aa  it  may  be  to  our  hearts,  must  be  spoken  "w  lom^"  if  we  wish  to 
find  a  lodgement  in  the  hearts  of  others. 

Two  young  persons  came  forward  as  firstlings  of  this  little  flock,  to  renew 
their  baptismal  vows,  and  oSn  themselves  a  living  sacrifice  to  God.  May 
He  duly  reward  them  for  this  early  devotion  to  His  service.  The  following 
mocning  the  sum  of  (900  was  subscribed  by  a  few  individuals  towards  the 
erection  of  a  Chnreh  on  the  lot  already  given  for  that  purpose  by  CoL  Jamee 
H.  Walker.  And  I  have  since  been  much  gratified  at  learning,  that  the  sub* 
seription  list  has  grown  to  more  than  93,000.  At  my  request,  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Rogers  has  promised  to  visit  .this  place  aa  often  w  duty  to  his  other  ehargee 
wHl  permit 

Although  receiving  much  and  valuable  assistance  on  this  oeeasioB  from 
the  Bev.  Mr.  Stout,  I  was  led  by  the  interest  taken  in  the  services,  to  labor 
asore  than  my  little  strength  would  justify.  This  did  not  prevent  me,  how* 
ever,  from  fulfilling^my  next  engagement  to  be  at  Early  Grove  on  the  3d  mmi 
4ik  vf  OeioUr;  where  I  preached  twice,  baptised  om  aduH,  confirmed  JVImi 
penon%  and  consecrated  tbe  elements  for  the  Holy  Cooununiott.  In  thaae 
several  services  I  wa9.  much  assisted  by  the  Beetor,  (Bev.  Mr.  Bogers»]l  Bev« 


Mr.  Sfaindler,  Ber.  Mr;  Stout,  Rev.  Mr.  Hackett  of  Arkansas,  Bot.  Mr.  Cuxw 
rie  of  Louisiana,  and  Boy.  Mr.  Gierlow  of  Tennessee.  The  Church  was 
well  filled  on  each  occasion,  and  all  thingr  wore  the  appearance  of  a  <A- 
tinaoQs  prosperity.  The  lively  and  nnabating  interest  shown  by  this  people 
in  spiritual  things,  is  attribntable,  under  God,  to  the  sound  instruction  con- 
cerning the  Church,  which  their  successive  Pastors  have  inculcated  upon 
them.  Some  fruits  of  that  sound  teaching  may  be  seen  in  the  single  fact, 
that*  on  my  last  four  visitations  I  have  conSrmed-  fifty-one  persons  m  that 
small  Parish  of  thirteen  families.  "  Wilson  Hall,"  the  Institution  founded 
by  the  liberality  of  the  congregation,  together  with  material  aid  from  Mis. 
Wilson  and  other  Legatees  of  her  Urie  husband,  I  was  glad  to  find  in  a  pros- 
perous condition.  The  building,  though  not  finished  within,  has  for  some 
time  been  in  use,  and  is  now  under  the  management  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Shind- 
ler,  whose  attuaments  as  a  scholar  not  oniy  fit  him  for  imparting  the  soundest 
and  lughest  instruction  to  his  present  charge,  but  justly  entitle  him  to  a 
more  conspicuous  position  among  the  teachers  of  our  land. 

Having  just  mentioned  the  name  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Wilson,  I  asn  pained  to 
add  that  that  excellent  woman, — that  "  Mother  in  Israel,"— is  no  longer  witk 
us.  IVuly  saddening  to  my  spirit  was  it  to  find  that  hearth  cold,  and  that 
threshbold  untrodden,  where  I  had  always  found  a  welcome  and  a  home. 
Mrs.  Wilson  was  one  for  whom  education  had  done  but  little ;  a  kindly 
nature  had  done  more ;  but  Grace  had  crowned  the  whole.  Towards  build- 
ing up  the  Church  of  her  fathers,  and  promoting  the  spiritual  benefit  of  her 
firiends  and  neighbors,  she  was  unwearied  in  Ufa :  nor  did  she  £ul  to  remem- 
ber God's  house,  when  disposing  in  her  last  hours  of  that  which  He  had 
entrusted  to  her  keeping.  What  higher  praise  could  attach  to  the  memory 
of  any  Christian  man  or  woman  ?  Would  that  more  may  follow  her  bright 
example.' 

From  "Early  Grove"  I  passed  to  "  Holly  Springs,"  where,  on  IFctfacsdsf, 
the  6th,  I  was  mot  by  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Fagg,  and  Hackett,  and  Gierlow,  be- 
sides the  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  the  Rector  of  the  Parish.  Services  were  held 
through  two  days,  during  which  I  baptised  one  adult  and  Cvo  infants,  and 
confirmed  three  persons.  On  Thursday,  (7th.)  the  beautiful  Church,  just 
completed,  was  solemnly  dedicated  to  God's  service.  The  Sermon,  and  the 
more  especial  parts  of  the  Consecration  Service,  were  the  only  portions  of 
that  day's  labors  that  I  could  take  upon  myself.  The  other  services-  of  the 
occasion  were  performed  by  the  Clergy  present.  The  temple  that  day  set 
apart  to  the  worship  of  Almighty  God,  is  a  suitable  and  praiseworthy  ex- 
pression of  the  liberality  and  piety  of  the  congregation^  and  may  justly  rank 
among  the  most  beautiful  Church  buildings  in  the  Southern  country.  Nor 
must  I  forget  to  state  that  the  pious  liberality  of  this  people  has  not  stopped 
here.  To  this  house  for  God's  worship  they  have  added  a  Rectory,  or  a  home 
for  His  Minister.  Would  that  this  could  be  said  of  every  Parish  of  the  Dio- 
cese, however  humble  that  home  may  be!  And  permit  me  to  say,  my 
brethren  of  the  Laity,  that  until  this  necessary  provision  becomes  an  appen- 
dage to  every  Church,  we  can.  never  hope  for  a  settled  and  permanent 
Clergy.    The  Rev.  Mr.  Ingraham,  though  just  entering  on  his  charge,  hto 


alroady  displayed  much  seal  in  promoting  the  yaried  interests  of  the  Church. 
Among  these,  he  justly  regards  "  St.  Thomas'  Hall"  as  deserving  much  of 
his  time  and  labor.  Having  been  elected  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Bectorship 
of  that  Institution,  he  has  already  repaired  and  refitted  a  portion  of  it,  and  is 
assiduously  endeavoring  in  every  way,  to  place  it  on  a  more  firm  and  eleva- 
ted position  than  it  has  ever  yet  occupied.  The  exercises  were  commenced 
in  September  last,  under  the  immediate  control  of  Mr.  Wm.  Clark,  super- 
vised by  the  Bector.  As  the  only  Diocesan  School  which  we  now  have  for 
boys,  I  cannot  but  pray  for  its  success,  and  invoke  the  good  wiU  of  every 
part  of  the  Diocese  in  its  behalf. 

On  the  evening  of  Friday,  the  8M,  I  admitted  the  Rev.  John  Gierlow  to  the 
Order  of  Priests.  This  was  done  at  the  request  of  the  Bishop  of  Tennessee, 
to  whose  jurisdiction  Mr.  Gierlow  at  that  time  belonged. 

At  the  close  of  these  services,  I  felt  compelled  by  failing  health  to  post- 
pone for  a  few  weeks  my  visitation  to  the  Eastern  and  Southern  portions  of 
the  Diocese.  During  this  period  of  comparative  rest,  I  ventured  to  attend 
the  "  Board  of  Missions,"  which  was  to  assemble  in  Baltimore  on  the  13th 
of  October.  That  meeting,  it  gives  me  pleasure  to  say,  was  marked  with 
great  good  feeling  on  all  sides,  and  with  much  more  unanimity  than  was 
expected. 

On  my  return,  I  received  (Oct.  16th)  upon  my  list  of  Presbyters,  the  Bev. 
John  Qierlow ;  and  (Oct.  20th)  the  Rev.  Bobert  F.  Clute— the  former  from 
the  Diocese  of  Tennessee — the  latter  from  that  of  Louisiana. 

Saturday  and  Svmday,  24th  and  25tA  of  October,  were  given  to  St  Andrew's 
Parish,  Marshall  County.  On  Sunday  I  preached  to  the  whites  in  the  fbx«- 
noon,  and  the  blacks  in  the  afternoon ;  administering  the  Holy  Communion 
on  the  former  occasion,  and  confirming  one  person. 

On  my  way  from  this  Parish  to  the  Eastern  portion  of  the  Diocese,  I  spent 
a  day  at  Oxford,  and  was  rejoiced  to  find  that  the  long-contemplated  Church 
building  was  rapidly  rising  in  its  symmetrical  proportions.  In  beauty  of 
design  and  in  appropriate  finish,  this  building  promises  to  be  all  that  the 
purposes  of  taste  as  well  as  devotion  could  well  require.  It  is  an  offering  | 
to  the  Lord  from  the  hands  of  a  very  small  number  *,  but  it  is  freely  given, 
and  it  promises  to  be  (so  far  as  may  be  said  of  even  the  best  of  our  gifts) 
meet  for  the  Master's  use. 

1  reached  Pontotoc  on  Thnnday,  the  29lA,  where  I  was  met  by  the  Bector, 
Bev.  Mr.  Qibson.  Besides  preaching  twice,  I  administered  the  Bite  of  Con- 
firmation to  six  persons.  The  condition  of  this  little  fiock  has  much 
improved  since  Mr.  Gibson  has  taken  it  in  charge.  The  desir^  to  build  a 
more  suitable  house  for  God  than  that  which  they  now  use  for  His  worship, 
is  still  prayerfully,  if  not  very  hopefully  cherished.  Among  the  few  who  on 
this  occasion  received  the  "  Laying-on-of-hands,"  was  a  youth  of  marked 
piety,  who  looks  forward  with  holy  eagerness  to  the  day  when  he  shall  be 
prepared  and  commissioned  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Sunday,  Monday  and  Tuesday,  the  ZlU  qf  October,  and  let  and  2d  November, 
were  spent  in  Okolona,  where,  in  addition  to  the  assistance  of  the  Bector,  I 
was  pleased  to  have  that  of  the  Bev.  Mr.  Cluto.    1  was  enabled  to  preach 


three  times,  and  administer  the  Rite  of  Confirmation  to  fiv  persons.  This 
Parish,  as  well  as  that  of  Pontotoc,  shows  how  much  may  be  done  by  a  fiutli- 
fal  and  zealous  Minister  towards  reviying  the  hopes  of  a  declining  and 
desponding  people.  The  Church  building,  which  had  for  some  time  been 
neglected,  and  er^n  abused,  has  been  thoroughly  repaired  and  beautified  • 
and  the  general  coipidition  of  the  Parish,  in  oTeiy  way,  invigorated  and  im» 
proved.  During  my  stay,  I  was  gratified  to  learn  that  tiM  Vestry  had  given 
the  Bev. Mr.  Clute  a  unanimous  call  to  supply  the placaof  their  Bector, the 
Bev.  Mr.  Gibson^  who  is  soon  to  remove  to  Columbus. 

On  Monday t  the  1st  of  November,  I  preached  at  the  beautiinl  little  Chapel*' 
three  miles  from  Okaiona,  erected  by  Dr.  John  Tucker,  but  now  the  property 
of  Duncan  Hubbard,  S^q.,  and  used  joinUy  for  the  instruction  of  their  slaves. 
The  house  was  crowded  with  a  most  attentive  and  serious  congregation. 
After  a  short  service  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Gibson,  I  addressed  the  colored  people, 
and  confirmed  <en  of  their  number. 

It  is  with  no  little  gratification  that  I  here  state,  that  since  my  late  visit  to 
Okolona,  the  large  unfinished  building  erected  at  that  plaoe  by  the  Bev.  Mr. 
LawBon,  for  a  Female  School,  has  been  purchased  by  Col.  Charles  Gates,  who 
generously  offers  to  convey  it  to  the  proper  authorities  as  »Ghu2ch  School 
of  the  Diocese.  With  the  assistance  of  a  few  other  firiendsy  it  will  be  soon 
finished,  and  be  made  ready  for  use  by  the  1st  of  October  I  heartily  com- 
mend this  enterprise  to  the  patronage  of  the  Churchmen  o£  the  Diocese,  and 
to  all  lovers  of  a  sound  and  thorough  education  for  girls. 

On  Wednesday,  the  3<2, 1  was  to  have  preached  at  Pikeville ;  but  the  fiiends 
of  the  Church  near  that  place  cheerfnlly  consented  that  the  day  should  be 
givea  to  Houston.  Accordingly,  accompanied  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Gibson,  I  rode 
over  to  that  place,  and  preached  at  night  to  a  small  congregation  in  the 
Methodist  Church.  The  families  around  Pikeville,  which  united  a  year  or 
two  since  in  organizing  a  Parish,  have  since  resolved  to  unite  thensalves 
with  "  Grace  Church,"  Okolona. 

Beached  Aberdeen  on  Friday,  the  M,  and  remained  four  days. 

Sunday,  7th I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  baptised  and  confinnedtwe 

persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The  remaining  servioet 
of  the  day  were  prevented  by  a  continuous  rain.  On  Saturday  and  Monday 
evenings  Bev.  Mr.  Gibson  preached,  besides  rendering  me  much  aasistanoe 
in  the  other  services. 

Ko  peroeptible  improvement  has  taken  place  in  the  condition  of  this  con- 
gregation since  my  last  visit.    The  Bev.  Mr.  Lawson,  who  left  them  some  > 
two  or  three  months  ago»  was  so  much  hampered  by  his  School  and  other 
imperative  oaUs  upon  his  attention,  that  he  could  not  devote  himself  as  he 
desired  to  their  Spiritual  good. 

I  was  much  gratified,  before  leaving  the  Parish,  to  see  a  determination  on 
the  part  of  the  Testry  to  settie  witiiout  delay  the  long-standing  claims 
against  the  Church,  and  on  the  part  of  aU,  to  do  what  they  could  towards 
raising  a  salary  sufficient,  with  aid  from  the  Diocesan  Misnonaiy  Fond,  to 
support  a  Pastor. 

The  sum  of  $1,500,  which  the  Bishop  pledged  himself  lour  years  ago  to 


zaxse  for  tkie  purpose  of  Btmng  their  Church  from  public  sale,  has  been  ob- 
tained and  paid  over ;  and  he  here  takes  this  opportunity  of  returning  his 
heartfelt  thanks  to  one  and  all  of  the  kind  and  liberal,  who  helped  hLn  to 
redeem  that  pledge. 

IkeBdaif^  the  9th Bode  to  Waverlj,  accompanied  by  Bev.  Mr,  Gibson, 

and  the  next  morning  reached  Columbus,  where  I  remained  three  days. 
Asaisted  by  Messrs.  Gibson  and  Glute,  I  preached  twice,  baptized  Uoo  in&nts, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion,  and  confirmed  lios^se  persons,  on  three 
different  <oocasions. 

Th28>QOBgregation,'iboiigli  still  without  a  place  of  their  own  to  worship 
in,  and  much  oppressed  by  the  unexpected  cost  of  their  yet  unfinished 
Ohureh,  appears  to  be  animated  by  a  more  hopeful  and  resolute  spirit  than 
ever.  A  few  months  more  will  no  doubt  place  them  in  possession  of  their 
new  and  truly  beautiful  temple ;  and  one  more  hearty  and  united  effort  will 
put  it  in  their  power  to  have  A  unencumbered  by  debt,  and  ready  for  conse- 
cration. The  Bey.  Mr.  Gibson  is  to  take  them  in  charge  at  the  end  of  this 
year.  During  the  time  in  which  the  Bev.  Mr.  Clute  has  been  in  temporary 
charge,  no  little  has  been  done  to  reviye  the  hopes  and  incite  the  zeal  of  the 
congregation.  The  much  improved  condition  of  affairs  speaks  loudly  for 
the  faithfulness  of  his  labors. 

Saturday,  13<A Beached  Macon,  and  preached  that  night  in  the  Ptesby-^ 

terian  Church  to  a  rery  small  congregation ;  also  on  the  following  day,  both^ 
in  the  forenoon  and  at  night.  There  has  been  for  some  years  sufficient  mate-! 
rial  in  this  place  for  the  formation  of  a  congregation,  and  ability  enough  to^ 
contribute  one  half  of  the  sum  necessaiy  for  a  Minister's  salary.  But  for 
want  of  some  one  of  their  number  to  take  the  lead  and  press  forward  the' 
work,  nothing  has  been  done  towards  obtaining  the  services  of  a  Minister. 
One  of  the  oft-recurring  trials  of  a  Bishqp,  in  his  rounds  from  year  to  year, 
Xs  thus  to  see  some  spot  in^he  Lord's  vineyard  lying  waste,  not  so  much 
from  want  of  laborere  wiUing  to  tend  it,  as  from  inertness  and  indifference 
on  the.part  of  the  people  to  their  own  wants  and  their  ability  to  supply  them.. 

»W«iinii8df^y,  Nov.  17th Preached  at  **  Church  of  the  Messiah,"  twelve* 

miles  distant  from  Macon ;  baptized  one  adult  and  tioo  infents,  confirmed  thre& 
persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  At  6  o'clock  in  the  eve* 
ning,  I  again  preached  at  "  Shuqualak  Depot"  three  miles  distant,  in  the 
Baptist  Church,  kindly  tendered  for  the  purpose. 

Tkursdajf,  18th Was  spent  in  DeKalb,  chiefly  for  the  purpose  of  show« 

ing  my  regard  to  a  most  worthy  member  of  our  Communion,  who,  though 
standing  entirely  alone  in  her  relation  to  the  Church,  retiuns  an  undiminish- 
ed  attachment  to  her  Ministry  and  Ordinances ;  and  illustrates  her  teachings 
by  a  blameless  and  consistent  life.  By  request  4»f  the  Methodist  Minister  of 
the  place,  I  preached  in  his  Church  that  «venixig. 

Fridmg,  19th.. . .  I  reached  "  Laudeidale  Springs,"  some  twenty  miles  lower 
on  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Bailroad,  -where  I  found  four  members  of  our 
Communion.  Through  some  misunderstanding  in  making  the  appointments 
for  (his  and  aeveral  of  the  a4ioining  Btations  along  this  road,  I  found  that 
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there  was  iro  expectation  of  my  comiag  at  tUa  time,  and  of  eonne  B^moliBe 
given  for  pnbfic  aenrice. 

After  spending  a  day  in  risiting  the  Mends  of  tin  Chnreh,  I  pasaed  on 
next  day  to  "  Marion  Depot,''  but,  owing  to  no  delay  on  my  pari,  I  waa  not 
in  time  to  fdlfil  my  appointment  for  that  da.y.  The  next  mon^g  (Smmdmff, 
81  je  J I  preached  in  an  open  School-honse  near  the  Depot,  to  a  eonj 
small  in  nnmber,  and  as  attentive  aa  the  nnnsoal  severity  of  the 
and  the  exposed  condition  of  the  honse  would  allow  them  to  be.  I  spoke  to 
them  without  notes,  and  endeavored  to  make  them  in  some  degree  acquain- 
ted with  the  Primitive  Troth  and  Apostolic  Order  to  be  fonnd  in  our  ChnidL 

Tueidafff  the  9Std Betamed  twelve  miles,  through  the  rain,  to  "  Lander- 
dale  Springs,"  where  I  preached  at  night  to  a  small  congregation.  A  larger 
nnmber  would  have  been  present,  if  they  had  not  supposed  that  the  inclem- 
ency of  the  day  would  prevent  my  attendance. 

My  next  visit  (2Mh)  was  to  "  Meridian/'  the  point  at  which  the  "Southern 
Baibroad"  will  soon  intersect  the  "Mobile  and  Ohio  Railroad."  This  place, 
though  now  containing  not  a  half  dozen  houses,  will  no  doubt  present,  ere 
long,  a  far  different  aspect ;  and,  in  time,  become  a  place  of  much  business. 
One  of  the  proprietors  of  the  place,  kindly  offered  me  a  site  for  a  Church. 

Jhmnda^y  S4<A 1  visited  Enterprise,  a  village  of  some  size  and  of  no 

little  business,  on  the  line  of  this  Bailroad.  Here  I  found  at  least  six  mem- 
bers of  our  Communion,  and  several  others  professing  a  preference  for  the 
ministrations  of  our  Church.  My  arrival  was  altogether  unexpected,  as  my 
appointment  had  failed  to  reach  them.  P  therefore  did  not  preach ;  but 
spent  the  few  hours  of  my  stay  in  visiting  the  friends  of  the  Church,  and 
ascertaining  both  their  desire  and  ability  to  provide  themselves  with  a  por- 
tion of  a  Minister's  services.  The  result  of  my  enquiries  was  a  confident 
hope  that  a  Missionary 'would  find  here  a  profitable  field  of  labor. 

From  "Enterprise"  I  passed  down  to  "  Quitman"  on  the  25C&,  where  I  was 
welcomed  with  ahnost  tearful  joy  by  two  or  three  of  our  fold,  whose  eyes 
had  been  long  unblessed  by  the  sight  of  a  Minister  of  the  Church.  Year 
after  year  had  I  been  hoping  and  intending  to  visit  them,  but  had  not  been 
able  to  do  so.  My  coming  therefore,  though  at  that  time  unlooked  for,  was 
to  them  a  joyous  occasion.  After  visiting  most  of  the  £gunilies  in  the  place, 
I  preached  at  night  on  the  26£&,  in  the  Baptist  Church,  to  a  congregation 
remarkably  attentive,  and  quite  large  for  the  occasion.  This  was  the  first 
time  that  our  services  were  ever  performed  in  this  place.  They  wen  listened 
to  in  that  orderly  and  serious  manner  which  they  seldom  fail  to  baget,  i 
whether  heard  for  the  first  or  the  hundredth  time.  A  Missionary  would  be 
hailed  with  joy,  if  he  could  officiate  in  this  place  even  for  one  Sunday  in  the 
month. 

Solwrday,  tkt  27tk I  stopped  an  hour  or  two  at  **  DeSoto,"  but  finding 

agidn  that  no  appointment  had  been  made  for  me,  I  passed  down  to  the 
nei^hboihood  of  Waynesboro',  where  I  spent  a  pleasant  and  qniet  Sondigr 
at  the  residence  of  a  fHend,  recently  removed  from  Chickasaw  County.  In 
order  that  the  day  might  not  pass  unemployed,  I  preaobed  to  the  fomalj  and 
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{  terrantB*  after  juing  suoh  |witft  of  our  senrioo  m  w«ro  ad^ted  to  the  oeca* 
•ion. 

Tfaua  ended  a  series  of  Tisits  to  the  soTeral  Stations  along  this  Bailroad— *a 
wo^  attended  with  no  inconsiderable  labor,  and,  so  far  as  human  eyes  can 

I  see,  with  bnt  UtUe  froit    A  different  resnlt  might  have  followed,  if  dne  notice 

\  had  been  given  of  my  coming.    This,  howoTer,  was  not  done,  owing  to  the 

\  negUgenee  of  one  to  whom  the  business  was  confidently  entmsted. 

Alter  learing  that  region,  I  learned  that  two  or  three  Church  families 
reside  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  *'  Belle-Monte  Springs,"  in  Wayne  County; 
and  regretted  that  I  did  not  know  it  in  time  to  visit  them.  Between  that 
place  on  the  South,  and  "  Iiauderdale  Springs''  on  the  North,  a  Missionary 
of  our  Church  would  find  along  that  line  of  road  enough,  and  more  than 

I  enough,  to  fill  his  hands. 

My  next  appointment  was  for  Bilozi,  where,  after  the  usual  round  of  visits, 
I  preached  twice  on  Sunday,  the  5th  of  December,  I  was  glad  to  find  the  Bev. 
Charles  H.  Williamson,  M.  D.,  in  charge  of  this  little  flock ;  for  I  much  feared 
that  I  could  not  soon  find  a  suitable  successor  to  their  late  sealous  Pastor. 
So  short  a  time,  however,  had  elapsed  since  Dr.  Williamson  entered  upon  his 
duties,  that  no  persons  had  been  prepared  for  Confirmation.    Thus  far  his 

I  labors  have  been  well  received,  and  give  good  promise  of  success. 

On  Tneedaffi  I  rode  over  with  Dr.  Williamson  to  Mississippi  City,  at  which 
place,  as  well  as  at  Handsboro',  I  expected  to  preach  the  next  day.  But  I 
was  once  more  disappointed  at  finding  that  no  notice  had  been  given  of  my 
coming.  Through  the  zealous  exertions  of  Bev.  Dr.  Savage .  I  learn  that  a 
subscription  of  a  considerable  amount  has  been  obtained  towards  erecting  a 

I  Church  on  the  beautiful  site  given  for  that  purpose  several  years  ago  by  Dr. 

I  Tegarden. 

December  9lk~^y2tk These  fo.ur  days  were  given  to  Pas  Christian ;  and 

were  spent  in  visiting  firom  house  to  house,  as  well  as  in  preaching  when 
opportunity  would  permit  On  Stuulay,  tke  15tlA,  assisted  by  the  Rector, 
(Bev.  Mr.  Sill,)  and  by  Bev.  Dr.  Savage,  I  preached,  administered  the  Lord's 

I  Supper,  and  confirmed  nineteen  persons.  Among  these  were  six  or  seven  of 
the  pupils  of  Dr.  Savage's  school ;  an  Institution  of  which  I  can  truly  saj, 
that  it  is  doing  more  for  the  spread  of  sound  learning  and  true  Church  prin- 
ciples  than  any  other  of  like  kind,  within  or  near  the  bounds  of  our  Diocese. 
It  was  no  little  pleasure  to  me  to  see  that  its  facilities  for  imparting  instruc- 
tion are  increasing  from  year  to  year,  and  that  it  has  latterly  engaged  the 

>  services  of  a  very  efllcient  corps  of  Teachers.  No  better  evidence  of  the 
fiuthfolness  and  acceptableness  with  which  this  Parish  is  served  could  be 
given,  than  the  fact  that  the  large  additions  recently  made  to  the  Church, 
are  already  insufficient  to  accommodate  the  number  that  attend  the  Sector's 
services  through  a  great  part  of  the  year. 

From  Pas  Christian  I  went  to  Shieldsborough,  where  I  spent  four  days. 
I  was  accompanied  by  Bev.  Dr.  Savage,  to  whom  the  few  friends  and  mem- 
,  bers  of  the  Church  at  this  place,  are  indebted  for  many  and  faithAil  services. 
With  hia  assistance  in  the  Prayers,  I  preached  on  TWsfisy,  ike  I2th,  and  con- 
firmed two  penM»s.    I  was  sonry  to  learn  that  the  active  maasures  xaoently 


entered  upon  by  the  firiendi  of  the  Chnreh  in  this  place,  towuds  the  pur- 
chase of  a  suitable  site  for  both  a  Church  and  School,  had  been  meaanrab^ 
defeated  hj  the  want  of  good  fiuth  in  the  party  with  whom  they  had  con- 
tracted. I  feel  consent,  however,  that  under  the  blessing  of  God,  the 
sealous  endeaTors  of  Dr.  Savage  and  his  little  flock  will  yet  be  crowned  with 
success.  The  beauty  and  healthlnlness  of  thisiplace,  point  it  out  as  a  bigUy 
favorable  location  for  a  Chnreh  SchooL  Chreatly  would  I  rejoice  to  see  here 
an  institution  for  training  boys,  of  like  character  and  efficieney  with  that  of 
Pas  Christian  for  educating  girls. 

On  Wednesday t  the  I61A,  when  preparing  to  turn  my  hce  homewazd,  I  was 
unexpectedly  stricken  down  by  a  sudden  and  violent  return  of  my  late  dis- 
ease. Great  reason  had  I,  however,  for  thankfulness,  in  having  been  fint 
enabled  to  complete  the  visitation  of  the  past  ten  weeks ;  a  time,  to  me,  of 
more  than  usual  labor  and  privation,  but  still  a  time  of  unexpected  health, 
and  of  ability  to  meet  every  duty  which  I  thought  the  occasion  demanded. 

On  Sunday  mornings  (the  I9ih  of  December,)  I  was  graciously  permitted  to 
reach  the  home  which  I  had  not  seen  for  nearly  six  months ;  and  to  find  my 
family  rejoicing  in  the  care  of  a  kind  Providence.  At  7  a'daek  in  the  eve- 
ning of  that  day,  I  preached  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  and  confirmed  efcvea 
persons.  Of  the  greatly  improved  condition  and  brightening  prospects  of 
this  Parish  under  its  present  Bector,  I  can  hardly  speak  with  too  much 
thankfulness. 

Sunday,  January  9tht  1859 I  visited  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Clinton; 

preached,  and  confirmed  three — and  with  the  assistance  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Elwell,  the  Rector,  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  It  was  tnXj  gratis 
fying  to  see  how  neatly  and  appropriately  the  congregation  had  fitted  up  the 
Church  building  which  they  have  recently  purchased;  and  to  learn  that 
Mr.  Elwell's  services  are  well  attended. 

Saturday,  Jan.  I5th Accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Smyser,  I  vbited 

Osyka  The  next  day,  (IM,)  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  and  Rev.  Mr. 
Smyser  in  the  afternoon.  My  discourse  was  chiefly  on  the  distinguishing 
features  of  the  Church  of  Christ ;  and  my  aim  was  to  show  to  those  present, 
who  were  for  the  most  part  entire  strangers  to  our  branch  of  the  Church, 
how  closely  we  conform  to  the  pattern  of  Evangelical  Truth  and  Apostolic 
Order  of  the  first  and  purest  ages  of  the  Gospel.  I  was  listened  to  with  an 
attention  worthy  of  the  subject ;  and  with  a  degree  of  interest  which  its 
novelty  alone,  independent  of  its  importance,  could  hardly  have  produced. 

I  was  pleased  to  learn  that  since  my  last  visit,  a  very  eligible  site  had  been 
secured  for  their  contemplated  Church,  and  a  subscription  obtained  of  $800. 
On  Monday  morning  a  meeting  of  the  friends  of  the  Church  was  called,  and 
a  Parish  was  duly  organized,  by  the  name  of  the  *'  Church  of  the  Saviour." 
The  Rev.  Mr.  Smyser  was  subsequently  invited  to  g^ve  them  a  portion  of  his 
time. 

All  tha^  has  been  done  for  the  Church  in  this  place  is  owing,  under  €k>d,  to 
the  zealous  and  untiring  exertions  of  one,  or  at  most,  two  ladies,  who  though 
unblessed  (if  a  blessing  it  be)  with  an  abundance  of  this  world's  wealth,  are 
truly  rich  in  that  better  treasure— a  heart  filled  with  love  and  trust  in  Ood» 


and  a  derive  to  Hve  and  labor  for  Hie  glory.  During  my  stay,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  giving  anthoritatiTe  baptism  to  two  most  worthy  persons  who 
had  prerioneiy  received  that  Bite,  or  rather  its  semblance,  £rom  other  than 
Ministerial  bande. 

During  the  nert  six  weeks,  I  w«i  not  only  incapacitated  by  sickness  from 
making  any  forther  visitations,  bnt  was  ibr  a  great  portion  of  the  time  con- 
fined to  my  cfaamber  and  bed*  Two  appointments  were  made  by  me  to 
ofiieiate  at  Baymond,  and  one  at  Brandon,  but  in  each  case  I  was  compelled 
to  withdraw  them,  on  account  of  my  sickness. 

8mturdM§,  Feb.  19C4....I  visited  "  Terry,"  a  Depot  on  the  N.  O.  and  Q.  K. 
Bailroad,  sixteen  miles  Sonth  of  Jackson.  Through  the  labors  of  Bev.  Mr. 
Sansom,  assisted  by  Bev.  Mr.  Smyser,  a  few  friends  of  the  Church  had  been 
brought  together  at  this  place  during  the  last  Autumn,  and  had  expressed  a 
desire  to  form  themselves  into  a  Parish  and  obtain  the  services  of  a  Minister. 
They  have  so  £Eir  accomplished  their  object  as  to  have  secured  a  spacious  and 
eonvenient  lot  for  a  Church  building— to  iaye  raised  by  subscription  abent 
$1,000  towards  its  erection,  and  to  have  engaged  the  services  of  the  Bev. 
Mr.  Smyser  for  nearly  a  third  of  his  time.  On  Sunday,  <Ae  2fHh,  I  preached 
in  an  unfinished  Hotel  to  a  congregation,  made  few  in  number  by  the  unusual 
coldness  of  the  weather.  The  prayers  were  conducted  by  Bev.  Mr.  Smyser. 
What  has  been  done  for  the  Church  at  thia  place,  as  at  Osyka,  has  been  the 
work  of  one,  or  at  most,  two  zealous  and  whole-souled  women,  in  the  foce 
of  no  little  opposition  and  discouragement  God  be  praised,  that  if  the  hos- 
bands  and  fothers  of  our  day  teUl  withhold  themselves  from  His  service,  the 
wifo  and  the  mother  cannot  equally  be  h6ld  back.  But  it  is  not  at  this  place 
only  that  one  active,  independent  and  eneigetic  man  is  needed  to  take  the 
lead  in  this  good  work.  In  many  other  congregations,  of  larger  sise  and 
older  date,  do  I  see,  fri>m  year  to  year,  the  best  interests  of  the  Church  either 
neglected  or  imperfectly  attended  to,  for  the  want  of  one  faithful,  unselfishy 
God-loving  man,  willing  to  do  what  he  can  for  Christ  and  his  cause. 

Febntanf  8M Confirmed  one  person  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson. 

Amdof ,  March  6c4. ...  I  was  to  have  officiated  at  the  *'  Chapel  of  the  Cross" 
on  this  day  i  but  as  the  time  drew  near,  I  was  informed  by  the  congregation 
that  the  condition  of  the  roads  was  such  as  to  render  it  unsafe,  if  not  im- 
practicable, to  meet  my  appointment  I  then  determined  to  give  the  day  to 
Brandon.  Although  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Elwell,  I  waa 
enabled  to  do  no  moxe  than  to  preach  once. 

March  6t& Beoeived  from  the  Standing  Committee,  testimonials  in  favor 

of  Messrs.  Geo.  Stewart  and  M.  L.  Waller,  recommending  them  for  Deacon's 
Orders. 

A$h  Woimada$j  March  9C4....I  confirmed  one  person  in  St  Andrew's 
Chordi,  at  Evening  Prayers^ 

March  1SIA,...I  issued  a  **  Circular"  to  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese,  with 
the  view  of  calling  their  attention  to  the  low  condition  of  our  Diocesan 
Missionary  Fund.  And  I  was  happy  to  learn  from  the  Treasurer  ihat  it  was 
not  without  effect 

Pridaff,  March  IQA, ...  I  went  to  Canton ;  preached  the  following  mmning, 
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and  twice  on  Sondmyf  oonfirming  alao  ti^  p«noiia»  and  adminutoiing  tbe 
Holy  Communion,  with  the  asaiBtenoe  of  the  Bector,  Ber.  Mr.  Saaaom.  U 
waa  gratiQring  to  aee  this  Pariah  still  prospering^  notwithstanding'  the  lazge 
proportion  of  time  which  the  Sector  deTotes  to  several  other  fielda  of  labor. 

Mmrek  24cA Confirmed  o«e  person  in  St  Andrew's  Chozeh*  JaduMm. 

Sunday,  ike  S7th^  as  well  as  the  two  preceding  days,  waa  spent  in  Yioka- 
bnrg.  Assisted  by  the  Rector  and  the  Bev.  Mr.  Fox,  I  preaGhed  in  the 
forenoon,  and  administered  the  Holy  Bite  of  Confirmation  iofwmHmm  per- 
sons, (one  in  private.)  Before  the  commencement  of  the  senrioea,  I  made 
an  Address  to  the  Snnday  School,  which  I  was  gratified  to  find  large  in  Bom- 
ber, well  organised,  and  dnly  prospering  under  its  efficient  Saperintendent 
and  other  Teachers.  My  feeble  health  prevented  me  firom  completiag  mj 
usual  round  of  visits  to  the  several  families  of  the  oongragaftion. 

Whilst  surveying  with  thankfulness  the  evident  signs  of  growth  and  pi«a» 
parity  in  this  Parish,  I  could  not  but  with  unfeigned  grief  look  upon  the 
vacant  seat  of  one  whose  warm  heart  had  heretofore  been  among  the  fiiat  to 
greet  me,  and  whose  presence  I  had  never  until  now  missed  in  the  Hoaae  of 
God ;  I  mean  that  pure,  humble,  aealous,  kind*>hearted  servant  of  God,  IX 
Tilton  Bigelow.  In  speaking  of  this  truly  Christian  brother,  and  of  the 
mysterious  Providence  displsyed  in  his  sudden  and  violent  end,  I  ahaoet 
fear  to  trust  myself;  for  there  was  something  in  the  gentle  and  kindly  ^irit 
of  that  man,  as  well  as  in  his  devotion  to  every  interest  of  the  Church,  that 
won  a  large  and  warm  place  for  him  in  the  heart  of  his  Bishop.  From  no 
labor,  nor  sacrifice,  for  the  Church's  sake,  was  he  ever  known  to  shrink; 
and  many  were  the  occasions  when,  in  the  opinions  of  othem,  he  gave  mora 
to  her  cause  than  his  little  worldly  wealth  would  justify.  An  intimate  ao- 
quaintance  of  eight  years,  together  with  many  casual  opportunitiea  of 
observing  his  charities,  will  confidently  sustain  me  in  saying  of  thia  depar- 
ted brother,  that  in  proportion  to  his  ability  I  have  never,  here  nor  elaewhere* 
known  the  man  who  gave  more  liberally  either  of  his  time  or  m<Miey  to  the 
service  of  God.  It  was  a  gratification  to  me  to  know  that  both  my  hi^ 
esteem  for  his  character,  and  my  iqipreciation  of  his  services,  were  largely 
participated  by  the  whole  congregation ;  and  that  his  Pastor  had  been 
pleased  to  embalm  his  memory  in  an  appropriate  discourse. 

Tmeiday,  29th — At  the  request  of  Bev.  Mr.  Ozanne,  Chq;»lain  to  our 
State  Penitentiary,  I  preached  to  the  convicts  of  that  Institution,  and  cobp 
firmed  three  of  their  number.  $ 

I  need  not  say  how  deeply  I  felt  on  finding  myself  surrounded  by  a«oh  a 
class  of  hearers.  But  that  feeling  was  soon  supplanted  by  the  more  pkaeing 
one  of  thankfulness  to  God,  for  the  Beligious  privileges  which  they  were 
permitted  to  enjoy ;  for  the  marked  and  serious  attention  paid  by  every  one  of 
them,  and  the  heartiness  with  which  a  number  joined  in  the  prayera  and 
praises  of  our  Service.  I  trust  that  the  faithful  lahorB  of  Mr,  Osanne,  may 
soon  be  rewarded  with  more  like  fruit. 

Wedmeeday,  JTareASM.... United  a  couple  in  matrimony,  at  7  o'eloek* 
A.  M.,  in  St.  Andrew's  Church ;  and  immediately  afterwards  set  o>nt  on  my 
visitation  to  the  Southern  Parishes. 
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My  fiiBt  stop  was  at  "  Diamond  Place/'  where  I  preached  on  Friday,  the 
I  Iffl  of  Ayrilt  and  confirmed  one  white  person,  and  five  of  the  servants  of  Mr. 
I  Langhlin.    The  day  previons,  I  preached  at  the  house  of  Mrs.  Freeland>  and 
I  confirmed  Uiirty^our  of  her  servants.    The  scene  presented  on  this  occasioni 
I  would  have  made  glad  the  heart  of  any  one  at  all  interested  in  the  Spiritual 
!  condition  of  this  people ;  and  might  have  warded  off  no  little  of  the  censure 
I  so  indiscriminately  and  unsparingly  heaped  upon  us  for  our  neglect  of  them. 
On  no  occasion,  whether  in  a  white  or  coloi^d  assembly,  have  I  heard  the 
ordinary  responses  more  generally  and  more  heartily  made;  «nd  rarely,  if 
ever,  have  the  beautiful  chants  of  the  Church  come  to  my  ears  with  more  of 
earnest  and  hearty  feeling  in  their  tones.    My  limited  strength  prevented 
me  from  catechizing  the  younger  ones  as  their  Minister  desired.    The  ad- 
ministration of  the  Holy  Communion  closed  the  services  of  the  day*    And 
blessed  indeed  was  the  sight  of  nearly  fifty  of  these  slaves,  kneeling  by  the 
I  side  of  this  mistress  at  the  Altar  of  their  Common  Lord  and  Master.    Would 
I  that  it  could  have  been  witnessed  from  one  end  of  our  country  to  the  other  I 
;  It  is  not  more  than  eighteen  months  since  the  Bev.  Mr.  Damns  took  the 
I  Spiritual  charge  of  this  plantation.    The  results  of  this  day  ought  surely  to 
convince  the  unbelieving  of  the  great  benefit  to  be  derived  by  that  class, 
\  from  the  ministrations  and  instructions  of  our  Church,  especially  when 
accompanied  by  ^he  example  of  those  to  whose'care  Providence  has  assigned 
tbem.    The  success  of  Mr.  Damns  at  this  point,  as  well  as  at  "  Diamond 
Place''  and  "  Hurricane,"  together  with  the  gratifying  fruits  of  Bev.  Mri 
Saasom's  labors  at  the  "  Chapel  of  the  Cross,"  convincingly  prove  not  only 
the  superior  value  to  this  class,  of  the  instruction  provided  by  the  Church, 
but  also  the  ad^tedness  of  our  Liturgical  forms  to  their  understanding  and 
profit,  and  the  readiness  and  evident  delight  with  which  they  use  them. 

From  "  Diamond  Place"  I  passed  down  to  "  Hurricane,"  where  I  was  by 
appointment  to  officiate  the  following  Saturday  and  Sunday.  I  addressed 
the  blacks,  on  Saturday  evening,  on  the  subject  of  confessing  Christ  But 
when  the  hour  for  Service  on  Sunday  was  approaching,  it  was  found  that  this  ' 
day  of  rest  was,  of  necessity,  to  become  ono  of  more  than  usual  labor,  | 
I  inasmuch  as  the  swollen  and  still  swelling  torrent  of  the  Mississippi  was 
I  hourly  threatening  to  break  over  its  banks ;  presenting,  as  I  thought,  one 
I  of  those  exceptional  cases  upon  which  we  trust  the  Maker  of  the  Sabbath 
I  looks  with  due  allowance.  A  large  number  of  slaves  assembled  for  worship 
I  at  night  Mr.  Damns,  at  my  direction,  used  the  more  suitable  parts  of  our 
I  Evening  Service ;  and  after  a  discourse  by  myself,  ^re  were  confirmed.  The 
I  labors  of  Mr.  Damns  in  behalf  of  these  servants,  have  been  earnest  and 
I  untiring ;  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  evil  influence  so  long  exerted  upon 

ithem  by  four  or  five  of  their  number  presuming  to  administer  the  sacraments, 
will  now  be  at  an  end. 
Thus  far  my  partly-recovered  health  had  sustained  me.    But  whilst  pur- 
suing my  way  to  the  lower  Parishes,  I  was  once  more  prostrated  by  two 
successive  attacks  of  the  same  disease  which  has  now,  for  more  than  two 
'  years,  brought  down  my  strength.    I  was  therefore  reluctantly  compelled  to 
I  recall  my  ^pointments  for  Grand  Gulf  and  Epiphany  Church,  and  return  to 


mj  family.    My  hope  waB,  that  after  a  few  dajs  of  rest  and  quiet,  I  w<rald 
be  enabled  to  meet  mj  next  appointment  at  Christ  Church,  Jeffeffon  \ 
County ;  but  in  this,  also,  it  wafl  seen  best  that  I  shonld  be  disappointed.        i 

April  lAth Receiyed  Rev.  Charles  H.  Williamson  among  my  list  of! 

Presbyters,  on  Letters  Dimissory  from  the  Bishop  of  Lonisiana. 

Althongh  presented  from  resoming  my  intended  yisitaiion  to  WoodviOe 
and  other  Southern  ParisheSi  I  was  truly  thankful  in  having  it  in  my  power 
to  attend  in  St.  Andrew's  Church  a  number  of  the  Holy  Services  of  Lent,  and 
especially  of  Passion  Week.  These  Services  were  performed  by  the  Bector 
to  the  fdU  measure  required,  and  even  recommended  by  the  Church  for  the 
occasion.  And  as  the  Holy  Season  advanced,  he  was  rewarded  by  seeing" 
from  day  to  day  an  ineieasing  number  waiting  upon  Ood  with  their  morning 
and  evening  sacrifice,  and  following  in  contemplation  the  footsteps  of  thai 
Lamb  of  Qod  who  gave  himself  foF  the  sins  of  the  world.  The  Divine  bless- 
ing cannot  but  fbllow,  (and  that  alrandantly,)  such  calls  to  pmyer,  and  such 
subjects  of  meditation  as  that  Holy  Season  annually  presents  to  us. 

Sunday,  24(A,  (Easter  Day) Iki  the  absence  of  the  Chaplain,  I  officiated 

once  more  at  the  Penitentiary,  (at  7i  A.  m.,)  assisted  in  the  Services  by  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Crane.  As  on  the  occasion  previously  mentioned,  the  preaching  of 
the  Word  was  received  with  deep  and  serious  attention ;  and  the  eyes  of  not 
a  fbw  were  moistened,  as  I  trust,  with  the  tear  of  repentance^ 

I  had  further  cause  for  thankfulness  on  that  Holy  Day,  in  being  able  te 
assist  the  Rector  of  St  Andrew's  Churcb  in  the  administration  of  the  Holy 
Communion. 

This  last  record  brings  the  broken  labors  of  the-  year  up  to  the  pTOsent 

hour.    Tet  interrupted  and  unfinished  as  my  task  has-  been,  God  has  gra- 

dously  shown  that  his  work  is  dependent  on  no  such  feeble  hands  as  miae. 

Although  many  important  interests  of  the  Diocese  continue  to  languish  and 

i  almost  to  be  forgotten^  signs  of  progress  and  improvement  are  springing  up 

I  in  other  quarters,  where  much  had  not  previously  been  expected. 

The  number  Confirmed^  since  our  last  Convention,  is  Heo  kumdrei  amd 
fifty ;  (of  whom  sixty-tiiree  were  slaves.)  This  is  by  far  the  lai^gest  number 
oonfinned  in  any  one  year  during  my  Episcopate ;  and  is  the  more  thank- 
fully to  be  acknowledged,  inasmuch  as  want  of  health  baa  kept  me  from 
visiting  nearly  one-third  of  the  Diocese. 

I  have  Baptised,  of  White  Adults, 9 

White  Infants, 11 

Two  Churches  have  been  consecrated,  viz :  **  Christ  Church,*^  Jefferson 
County,  and  "  Christ  Church,"  Holly  Springs.  Four  others  will,  in  a  few 
weeks,  be  ready  for  the  same  office  at  my  hands. 

Two  new  Parishes  will  to-dhy  ask  to  be  admitted  into  Union  with  our 
Convention— one  at  Osyka,  under  the  title  of  "  The  Church  of  the  Saviour," 
the  other  at  Biloxi,  by  that  of  the  "  Church  of  the  Redeemer.'*  A  third 
Parish  was  formed  at  Terry,  but  the  certificate  of  organisation  will  not,  I 
fear,  reach  us  before  our  adjournment. 

The  names  of  Henry  C.  Harris,  and  Wm.  H.  Phillips,  have  been  added  t» 
our  list  of  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders ;  both  of  whom  are  pursuing  their 

m 
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Studies  in  the  Theological  Institute  at  Nashota.  Our  other  two  Candidates, 
Messrs.  Stewart  and  Weller,  will  complete  their  course  in  June ;  and  will 
then,  at  my  request,  receive  Deacon's  Orders  at  the  hand  of  the  Bishop  of 
Wisconsin. 

There  have  been  hut  two  Ordinations,  yiz :  of  Bev.  John  Gierlow  to  the 
Priesthood ;  and  Mr.  Geo.  C.  Harris  to  the  Order  of  Deacon. 

One  Deacon,  (Bev.  Calvin  M'Guffie,)  has  been  deposed  from  the  exercise 
^f  the  Ministry. 

The  Kev.  Charles  W.  Whitall,  has.  gone  to  be  with  Christ,  and  to  receive  I 
;the  welcome  that  awaits  the  *-*  good  and  faithful  servant.    His  end  was  as 
full  of  peace  and  hope,  as  his  life  had  been  of  labor  and  trial. 

Three  Clergymen  have  dissolved  their  connection  with  this  Diocese,  viz : 
JRev.  Geo.  C.  Harris,  £ev.  James  W.  Sogers,  and  £ev.  Thomas  B.  Lawson ; 
all  of  whom  have  been  transferred  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Ten- 
nessee. 

Ten  have  been  received  amongst  us,  on  **  Letters  Dimissory,"  from  other 
Dioceses,  viz  :  Rev.  James  D.  Gibson,  from  South  Carolina ;  Eev.  Wm.  C. 
Crane,  and  £ev.  J.  Newton  Wattson,  from  Maryland ;  Bet.  Gideon  B.  Ferry, 
j>.  D.,  from  Ohio ;  Eev.  Benjamin  B.  Smyser,  from  Pennsylvania ;  Bev.  Bob- 
ert  F.  Clute,  Bev.  John  Philson,  and  Bev.  Charles  H.  Williamson,  from 
Louisiana ;  and  Bev.  Joseph  H.  Ligraham,  and  Bev.  John  Gierlow,  from 
Tennessee. 

The  Bev.  G.  B.  Hayden  has  been  absent  from  the  Diocese  for  nearly  two 
years.  In  his  visits  to  other  Dioceses,  in  search  of  a  field  of  labor,  he  has 
performed  such  services  as  opportunity  afiforded. 

The  Bev.  Wm.  G.  H.  Jones  took  "Letters  Dimissory"  to  the  Dioeese  of 
Virginia,  nearly  twelve  months  ago ;  but  they  have  never  yet  been  acknow- 
ledged. 

The  whole  number  of  Clergy,  now  canonically  belonging  to  the  Diocese, 
is  tkirty-two.  The  Bev.  Messrs.  Fagg  and  Bogers,  though  laboring  one  half 
of  their  time  within  our  bounds,  are  subject  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority 
of  Tennessee. 

Ko  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  position  and  relations  of 
the  Clergy,  beyond  what  has  necessarily  arisen  from  the  addition  of  several 
to  our  list ;  and  the  removal  of  one  or  two  others.  Bev.  Mr.  Boyd  has  re- 
turned from  Califomia,  and  is  ministering  as  heretofore  to  his  neighbors  and 
servants.  Bev.  Wm.  C.  Crane  has  become  the  Bector  of  St.  Andrew's; 
Church,  Jackson ;  Bev.  Bobert  F.  Clute,  is  in  charge  of  the  two  Parishes  of .| 
Okolona  and  Pontotoc ;  Bev.  Mr.  Fox  is  ministeriiig  in  conjunction  with  the 
Bev.  Mr.  Sansom,  to  the  congregation  of  St.  Alban,  Warren  County ;  Bev. 
Mr.  Damns  continues  to  minister  at  Diamond  Place  and  Hurricane,  but  has 
his  residence  in  Vicksburg ;  Bev.  James  D.  Gibson  has  resigned  the  charge 
of  Okolona  and  Pontotoc,  and  taken  the  Bectorship  of  St.  Paul's  Church, 
Columbus;  Bev.  Mr.  Greene  has  left  MonticeUo,  and  is  at  present  without 
any  charge.  Bev.  Mr.  Ingraham  is  the  Bector  of  Christ  Church,  Holly 
Springs.  Bev.  Gideon  B.  Perry,  D.  D.,  entered  on  the  Bectorship  of  Trinity 
Church,  Natchez,  in  January,  1858.    Bev.  John  Philson  is  temporarily 
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Trinity  Chnrolii  natchez.

On  the  first  Sunda3r  in  Januiury,  1858,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Perry,  the  piesent 
Rector,  commenced  his  ministerial  connection  with  this  Parish,  by  invitation 
of  the  Wardens.  He  accepted  the  permanent  Rectorship  on  Good  Friday 
following.  Up  to  this  date,  a  perioa  of  a  little  more  than  three  months,  bii 
official  services  were,  under  God,  made  instrumental  of  bringing  to  united 
and  vigorous  action  in  the  Master's  cause,  many  friends  of  the  Parish ;  and 
of  awakening  attention  especially  to  the  subject  of  personal  Religion.  A 
class  of  ten,  within  this  time,  was  presented  by  him  to  the  Bishop  for  con- 
firmation. He  wa^  thus  allowed,  at  this  early  date,  to  see  the  work  of  the 
Lord  flourishing  among  his  people,  under  his  administration. 

When  on  Easter  Monday,  he  left  his  new  field  for  his  family,  the  Rector 
had  the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  several  more  persons  were  dasirous,  on 
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his  return,  of  renewing  their  baptismal  vow,  and  openly  professing  thereby 
the  name  of  Christ.  Some  of  these,  with  others,  toe  Ker.  Brother  having 
temporary  charge  of  the  Parish,  collected,  and  presented  to  the  Bishop  for 
connrmation,  making  a  class  of  thirty-two. 

On  the  22d  of  June,  the  Rector  returned  to  Natchez  with  a  portion  of  his 
family,  and  at  once  resumed  his  Pastoral  duties.  Since  then,  tne  services  of 
the  Church  have  been  regularly  administered  by  him,  and  the  congregation 
(abating  the  period  the  epidemic  was  among  us)  has  been  continually  in- 
creasing ;  and  converts  to  the  blessed  cause  of  Truth,  (as  from  the  first,) 
have  been  n-adually  added  to  the  flock  of  his  care. 

During  tne  late  Diocesan  Convention,  whieh  held  its  session  with  this 
Church,  a  class  of  twenty-four  was  presented  by  the  Rector,  and  confirmed 
by  the  Bishop ;  making  for  the  current  Ecclesiastical  year,  fifty-six  in  all. 
The  number  of  communicants  has  been  otherwise  increased  by  transfer. 

For  these  tokens  of  success  and  mercies,  we  are  solely  indebted  to  the 
Great  Head  of  the  Church ;  to  whom  be  praise  ever  more.

The  undersigned.  Chaplain  of  the  Mississippi  State  Penitentiary,  respect- 
fully presents  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  tne  following  Statement  for  the 
past  year,  respecting  the  people  of  his  charge.  The  number  of  the  prisoners 
nas  increased  from  about  80  to  150,  within  the  last  year  or  year  and  a  half, 
and  amid  the  changes  that  are  constantly  taking  place,  an  accurate  report 
can  with  difficulty  be  given.

The  regular  Services  of  the  Church  have,  with  one  or  two  exceptions, 
been  held  in  the  prison  eveiy  Sunday,  as  well  as  on  other  occasions  of  Pub- 
lic Worship.  Many  of  the  prisoners  seem  to  feel  an  increasing  interest  in 
them,  taking  part  in  the  responses,  and  giving  respectful  and  devout  atten- 
tion to  the  word  of  God,  as  read  and  taught  to  them.  All  those  who  can 
read,  are  supplied  with  Bibles  or  New  Testaments ;  and  as  many  as  desire  it, 
with  Prayer  Books.  Few  decline  accepting  these,  when  offered,  and  aU 
seem  glad  to  be  instructed  in  the  right  use  thereof.  As  a  part  of  the  regular 
duties  of  his  charge,  the  Chaplain  devotes  several  hours  every  Sunday  to 
private  instruction  of  the  prisoners  in  their  cells,  and  he  is  greatly  encour- 
aged to  persevere  in  his  work,  by  the  interest  they  seen  to  mani&st  in  the 
truths  he  sets  before  them. 

He  only  regrets  that  there  is  no  adequate  provision  made  for  their  instruc- 
tion in  secular  knowledge.  Many  who  came  there  unable  to  read  or  write, 
have,  with  the  few  facilities  afforded  them,  learned  to  do  both.  If  but  two 
hours  a  week  were  given  to  instructing  all  who  desired  it,  in  the  simple  rudi- 
ments of  an  English  education,  this,  combinsd  with  faithful  Beligions 
instruction,  would  fit  these  poor  outcasts  for  use^lness,  when  their  time  of 
service  expired.

Whenever  any  number  of  persons  shall  associate  to  livrm  an 
Episcopal  Congregation,  they  shall  adopt  Articles  of  Association  for  their 
government,  in  which  they  shall  acknowledge  and  accede  to  the  Constitn- , 
tion,  Canons,  Doctrine,  Discipline,  and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  i 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Episco- 1 
pal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi ;  and  none  shall  be  considered  as  ' 
members  of  such  coneregation,  when  organized,  who  shall  not,  (on  requisi- 
tion by  the  Rector  or  vestry,)  formally  accede  to  said  Articles  of  Association. 

The  Congregation  shall  assume  a  suitable  name,  by  which  their  Church  or 
Parish  shall  be  designated,  and  appoint  not  less  than  three,  nor  more  than 
eleven  Vestrymen,  and  two  Wardens.  A  certified  copy  of  the  Articles  of 
Association,  and  of  the  proceedings  at  their  adoption,  shall  then  be  laid 
before  the  Convention ;  and  if  approved  bv  that  oody.  Delegates  firom  that 
Congregation  or  Parish  may  take  seats  in  the  Convention ;  and  the  Congre- 
gation snail  be  considered  as  united  to  the  Convention,  and  subject  to  its 
eontrol.

CONSTITUTIOI 

OF  THE 

DIOCESAN  mSSIONART  S0CIET7  OF  MISSISSIPPI. 


Article  I  —  This  Society  shall  be  colled  the  Diocesan  Missionary  Society 
of  Mississippi. 

Art.  II All  Clereymcn.  cauonicallj  resident  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be, 

tx-officiOf  members  of  the  Society,  and  such  Laymen  as  shall  pay  the  sums 
hereinafter  mentioned. 

Art.  Ill The  OflScers  of  tho  Society  shall  be  the  Bishop  as  Presidents 

a  first,  second  and  third  Vice  President ;  a  Secretary  or  General  Agent,  and 
a  Treasurer.  When  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Society  shall 
elect  from  the  Presbyters,  a  President.  The  Vice  Presidents,  according  to 
their  numerical  order,  shall,  in  the  absence,  or  by  request  of  the  President, 
perform  the  duties  of  President.  ^ 

Art.  IV A  Committee  of  five,  to  be  annually  elected,  shall  constitute 

a  Board  of  Managers.  The  Secretary  of  the  Society  shall  be  ex-officio,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Managers.  A  majority  of  the  Managers  shall 
constittite  a  quorum  to  do  business.  They  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
by-laws  aa  they  deem  necessary. 

Art.  V The  Board  of  Managers  shall  establish  a  Diocesan  Depository, 

and  such  branches  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.    They  shall  distribute  the 


^,  ^  authority  ^.  ..„^ 

Church,  may  be  licensed  to  do  so  by  the  Bishop,  and  shall  be  allowed  a  rea- 
sonable compensation  therefor  out  of  the  Society  funds. 

Art.  VI.... Missionaries  employed  by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  allowed  such 
salaries  as  he  may  direct ;  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Society.  The 
President  shall  report  to  tho  Convention,  the  number  of  Missionaries  aided 
by  it;  their  different  stations  or  employments ;  the  sums  paid  to  each ;  what 

Serson  has  been  employed  to  sell  books,  and  the  number  of  tracts  and  books 
istributed.  The  person  employed  to  sell  books  shall  report  to  the  Conven- 
tion, tho  amount  of  books  sold  and  distributed  by  him  during  the  year.  Said 
Managers  shall,  from  the  funds  of  the  Society,  aid  in  the  education  of  such 
youths  of  piety  as  are  recommended  by  the  Bishop,  and  in  general  shall  have 
power  to  adopt  and  execute  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  fur* 
ther  the  objects  of  this  Society.  When  the  Episcopate  is  vacant,  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  shall  have  the  powers  confided  by  thia  Article  to  the  Biahop. 

Art.  VII It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Society  to  aid  and  assist  owners 

of  nlantations,  who  are  desirous  to  give  religious  instruction  to  their  slaves, 
ana  to  give  information  of  such  persona  to  the  Bishop,  in  order  that  he  may 
provide  suitable  Missionaries  to  organize  Parishes  on  said  plantations. 

Art.  VIII The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of  the 

Society ;  keep  a  list  of  the  Missionaries  paid  or  assisted  by  tho  Society,  and 
the  amount  allowed  to  each.  The  funds  in  his  hands  shall  only  be  paid  out 
by  the  order  of  the  Managers  or  of  the  President.  He  shall  report,  at  each 
anniversary  meeting,  the  state  of  tho  Society's  funds— its  property ;  and 
present  his  accounts  for  examination  and  settlement. 
. 10 
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Art.  EC. . .  -Tlie  Siscretary  shall  keep  a  Becord  of  the  Proceedincrs  of  the 
Board  of  Ifanagenr  in  a  weU-bonnd  book.    He  shall,  by  virtue  of  hia  office, 
condact  the  oorrespo&dence,  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  the  Board  of  \ 
Managers  shall  directi    He  shall  copy  this  Constltation  on  the  Minutes  of 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

Art.  X The  Society  shall  meet  annnally,  at  the  place  where  the  Dio- 
cesan Conyention  i»  lelo,  on  the  second  day  of  the  Conyention.    (Snch  of . 
the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Society  as  may  be  present,  shall  con-  | 
stitate  a  anomm  to  do boBiness;-  and  in  the  absence  of  tie  President  and  ^ 
Vica  Presidents,  a  President  jvro  tent,  shall  be  elected.)    A  suitable  Sermon 
shall  be  preached  during  the  Convention,  upon  such  day  as^  shall  be  selected 
bv  the  Bishop,  either  by  the  Bishop»  or  by  some  Clergyman  appointed  by 
him.    Alter  sermoB,  •  collection  shidl  be  taken  up  for  the  use  of  the  Society. 

Art.  XI An  election  of  Officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  made  at  sneh 

anniversary  meeting ;  and  in  case  of  a  failure  to  elect,  then  the  old  Officers 
•hall  continue  in  office  until  an  election  be  held. 

Art.  XII.... Every  member,  except  Clergymen,  shall  fay  at  the  time  of 
subscription,  and  anaaally  thereallsr,  on  the  nrst  day  of  January,  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  to  the  Rector  of  his  Parish,  or  to  such  other  person  as  shall  be 
authorised  to  receive  the  same. 

By  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  any  one  mav  become  a  life  member  of 
the  Society,  and  shall  not  be  sutject  to  the  annuiU  assessment  thereafter. 

Art.  Xin rt  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  Treasurer  to  receive  all  donation* 

which  ma^  be  made  to  the  Society,  and  cause  a  faithful  record  of  the  same  to 
be  kept,  stating  the  name  of  the  donor  and  the  amount  of  the  bene&ction. 

Art.  Xiy....A  notice  of  the  Society,  its  object,  terms  of  membership, 
and  request  for  such  donations  as  the  pious  and  hbesal  ave  disposed  to  make, 
shall  be  inserted  as  a  standing  advertisement  in  sucA  papers  published  la 
the  Diocese,  as  are  disposed  to  insert  the  same  without  charge. 

Art.  XV — The  President  may  convene  the  Board  of  Managen  at  any 
time  he  thinks  proper. 

Art.  XVI The  Society  beinff  intended  to  assist,  but  not  in  any  degree 

to  interfere  with  the  authority  of  the  Church,  it  is  hewby  declared,  that 
whatever  is  done  by  the  Society,  shall  be  done  in  subordination  to  the  author- 
ity  of  the  Church,  and  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  tbe  Bbhop. 

Art.  XVn It  shall  be  duty  of  each  Minister  of  this  Diocese  to  publicly 

bring  the  objects  of  this  Society  annually  before  his  Parish,  and  request  mt 
Mends  of  religion  to  cdoperate  with  him  in  procuring  members  and  dona- 
tions. He  shall  also  report  quarterly  to  the  Secreta^  the  names  of  the 
members,  and  the  amounts  received  by  him,  and  forward  the  same  to  tka 
Treasurer  annually.  , 

Art.  XVIII.... Each  regularly  organized  Parish  shall  be  considered  as 
an  Auxiliary  or  Branch  Society. 

The  Kector  of  such  Parish  shall  be  President  of  the  said  Auxiliarr  Sodety. 
He  shall  appoint  four  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be  Ladies,  to  solicit  dona- 
tions! and  tO' procure  members  for  the  Society.  Payment  for  membership 
shall  not  be  confined  to  one  dollar,  but  may  be  one  dollar  ormore  per  annum. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary  Seciety  to  raoeire 
and  remit  all  funds  contributed  in  his  Parish  to  the  Treasnmr. 

Art.  XIX — The  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  annnid  meeting  of 
the  Society,  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  and 
shall  be  published,  together  with  the  annual  proceedings  of  the  Society, 
with  the  Journals  of  the  Conventiouk

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TREASURER'S  REPORT. 


The  Tabular  Statement  marked  A,  exhibits  the  assessments,  collec- 
tions and  arrears  of  the  Parish  atone  view — ^the  amount  of  arrears  to 
the  closing  of  this  report  is  $495 — a  large  part  of  which  will  doubtless 
be  paid  during  the  Convention. 

The  Endowment  Fund  was  diminished  during  the  year  bj  the  dis- 
covery and  correction  of  an  error  of  $75,  paid  by  one  of  the  contribu- 
tors, several  years  since,  on  acct.  of  St.  Andrew's  College,  and  never 
credited.  The  $150  reported  last  Convention,  as  contributed  by  Col. 
Young,  towards  Endowment,  the  Treasurer  could  not  satisfiictorilj 
loan  at  ten  per  cent;  he  therefore  pays  the  interest  himself,  and  hands 
it  and  the  principal  over  to  his  successor. 

The  Endowment  Fund  now  stands  at  $6425,  all  of  which  bears  10 

per  cent,  except  $200,  and  that  will  bear  that  rate  after  1st  June  next. 

The  arrears  of  Interest  due  are  $72 — all  of  which  will  be  paid  at  the 

present  Convention. 

If  the  assessments  be  unchanged,  the  new  additions  will  make  them 

about $  2620  00

Besides  the  Bishop's  salary,  $3000,  and  Insurance  on  the  property, 
$25,  some  considerable  repairs  on  the  Episcopal  residence  arc  wanting, 
probably  to  the  extent  of  $300  or  $400. 

No  progress  has  been  made  since  last  report  in  the  increase  of  En- 
dowment of  Bishop's  Fund. 

Ill  health  compels  the  undersigned,  with  this  report,  to  resign  the 

office  with  which  the  church  has  so  repeatedly  honored  him.

THE  P0LIX)W1N0  SPBCIAL  RBPOKT  WAS   PRESENTED  I 

The  Committee  of  Inquiry  into  the  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Tnis* 
tecs  of  the  General  Theological  Seminary,  report  one  Tacancy,  and 
nominate  to  fill  it,  James  S.  Johnston,  Esq. 

J.  H.  INGRAHAM,  Chairman- 

Whereupon  James  S.  Johnston  was  unanimously  elected  a  Trustee 
from  this  Diocese  ©f  the  General  Theological  Seminary. 

The  following  report  and  resolutions  were  presented  by  the  Commit- 
tee appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  expression  of  the  feelings  of  the 
Convention  in  reference  to  the  decease  of  George  S.  Yergcr. 

The  Committee  appointed  to  express  the  feelings  of  this  Convention 
in  view  of  the  death  of  Geo.  S.  Yerger,  find  themselves  inadequate  to 
the  task,  through  tlie  very  nature  of  their  sentiments  towards  the  de- 
ceased. The  common-places  of  eulogy  will  not  serve  us.  To  the 
Clergy  especially  it  seems  difficult  to  convey  to  others  a  sense  of  their 
feelings  towards  Mr.  Yerger,  and  of  the  relation  in  which  he  stood  to 
them.  Had  he  been  indeed  one  of  them,  liis  character  would  still  have 
made  him  beloved,  and  his  abilities  respected.  But  fix>m  a  layman, 
such  an  expression  of  their  peculiar  feelings  and  their  professional  char- 
acter, such  a  deep  and  tender  interest  in  their  affairs,  and  such  a  i«al 
unaffected  and  unfailing  reverence  for  their  Office  as  men  appointed  to 
minister  in  Holy  things,  is  without  a  parellcl  in  their  experience.  He 
will  live  in  their  memory  and  in  that  of  the  Church  of  Mississippi  as  the 
(J rent  and  Good  Jxryman;  a  title  that  lie  would  not  have  e::£changed 
for  any  other  were  it  even  that  of  the  Great  Commoner,  which  it  sug- 
gests. This  generation  must  have  passed  away,  ere  the  mere  name  of 
Yerger  shall  fail  to  awaken  a  vibration  in  the  hearts  of  Churchmen. 
Many  generations  will  have  passed,  before  the  memory  of  the  Great 
Lawyer  and  Civilian,  who  loved  the  Church,  and  all  the  monuments 
of  his  learning  and  of  his  piety  shall  have  disappeared  from  the  earth. 
That  he  adorned  the  doctrine  of  God  our  Saviour,  as  few  among  the 
Christians  of  later  times  have  done,  is  proved  by  the  spontaneous 
outburst  of  feeling  which  succeeded  his  death,  not  only  in  the  Church 
but  in  the  community;  and  was  even  more  strikingly  witnessed  by  the 
great  concourse  of  the  poor ;  which  together  with  the  numlicrs  of  all 
classes  of  men  and  of  all  denominations  of  Christians,  overflowed  tlie 
Church  and  crowded  the  streets  at  his  funeral. 

A  liberal  Churchman,  a  large-hearted  man,  an  humble,  self-conceal- 
ing and  self-denying  Christian,  met  iu  one,  and  combined  to  form 
the  man  whom  we  know  as  Geo.  S.  Yerger.  We  can  wish  nothing 
better  for  ourselves  than  that  we  may  hereafter  knew  and  be  able  to 
read  the  new  name  which  is  inscrilxjd  upon  the  white  stone — the  mark 
of  his  election  into  the  confraternity  of  the  Saints  of  all  Ages, 

To  his  family,  what  expression  can  we  give  of  our  sympathy  with 
their  sorrow  for  his  death  ?  It  may  console  them  to  know  that  the 
Church  mourns  with  them,  and  she,  who  is  the  Mother  of  us  all,  does 
not  sorrow  fcr  her  children  as  those  "  without  hope."    So  much  of  faith 
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and  hope  and  charity  as  he  carried  with  him  into  the  grave,  must,  if  it 
were  possible,  revive  and  strengthen  our  faith  in  the  Kesurrection.  - ) 

To  his  Bishop,  his  Pastor  and  the  Church,  to  whose  Sacrament  he  ^L 
was  united,  we  tender  our  Christian  sympathy,  in  their  common  l)e- 
reavement.  Without  extravagance  or  attectation,  we  can  say  that  we 
have  lost  a  Christian  brother  and  fellow  disciple,  who  bore  such  a  re- 
semblance to  St.  John  as  the  beloved  disciple  himself  maintained  to 
our  Lord.     We  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved^  That  we  have  learned  with  prolound  sorrow  of  the  re- 
moval from  the  scene  of  his  earthly  labors,  of  our  beloved  brother  in 
Christ,  Geo.  S.  Yerger. 

That  to  no  one  is  the  Convention  more  deeply  indebted,  under  God, 
than  to  this  great  and  good  man — for  many  years  its  distinguished  and 
honored  member — who  was  always  in  his  place,  and  always  doing  his 
appointed  work  with  all  his  might ;  putting  forth  his  noblest  powers, 
and  consecrating  his  time,  his  means  and  his  influence  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Church  of  God. 

That  in  the  harmony  of  his  life  and  character,  in  his  earnest  and 
valiant  advocacy  of  the  truth,  in  his  almost  unexampled  unselfishness, 
and  devotion  to  every  duty  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  we  recognise  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  and  attractive  illustrations  of  our  Holy  Faith 
that  has  ever  been  presented  to  our  view. 

That  while  we  revere  his  character,  we  will  ever  cherish  his  blessed 
memory,  and  maintain  the  principles  which  made  George  S.  Yerger  ' 

what  he  was  ;  and  with  God's  holj),  will  also  follow  the  good  example 
of  this  His  servant^  who  having  finisheil  his  course  in  faitli,  lias  gone  lo 
his  rest  in  the  sure  hope  of  a  glorious  resurrection.

The  Committee  report,  that  having  reference  to  the  Bishop's  Annual 
Address,  as  well  as  to  the  recent  publications  put  forth  by  die  Bishops 
and  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South,  they  find  occasion  for  con- 
gratulation and  gratitude  by  reason  of  the  heart- cheering  prospects  of 
its  ultimate  success. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  commend  the  University  of  the  South 
to  the  cordial  and  hearty  co-operation  of  all  who  love  the  Church  of 
Christ,  and  who  desire  to  see  her  sons  trained  up  as  they  should  be 
under  the  salutary  influence  of  religious  restraint,  while  being  prepared 
for  the  great  duties  of  life. 

Your  Committee  beg  leave  also  to  recommend  to  the  pationage  of  the 
Church  in  this  Diocese,  "The  Church  Intelligencer,"  a  paper  recently 
established  in  Rnleigh,  N.  C,  and  designed,  as  is  understood,  to  be  the 
medium  of  communication,  not  only  of  all  matters  relating  to  the 
Church  generally,  but  especially  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  and  being  recognized  as  such  by  all  the  Bishops  connected 
therewith.

The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  presented  their  report 

as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE 
CHURCH. 
The  documents  submitted  to  the  Committee  present  nothing  suffi- 
ciently marked  to  form  the  basis  of  special  comment  In  some  par- 
ticulars, there  has  been  a  decided  advancement,  while,  in  others,  life 
and  growth  are  evidenced  rather  by  increased  vigor  and  efficiency,  than 
by  any  new  development  of  our  resources.  The  cause  of  Diocesan 
Missions  has  met  with  more  than  ordinary  favor,  during  the  past  year; 
and  with  the  means  in  hand,  and  reliable  pledges,  we  are  prepared  to 
take  possession  of  some  of  the  promising  fields  of  Missionary  labor  in 
our  Diocese,  hitherto  unoccupied. 
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Special  aitcBtion  Is  calicd  to  the  results  of  regular  catechising  among 
our  colored  people,  as  evidenced  by  the  successfiil  labors  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Damus  ;  and  to  what  may  be  done  for  the  same  class  by  careful 
and  patient  training  in  Christian  households.  The  Committee  would 
also  earnestly  press  upon  their  brethren  of  the  clergy,  the  rccammenda- 
tion  of  the  Bishop  ia  regard  to  the  monthly  catechising,  openly  in  the 
Church,  of  the  lambs  of  their  respectire  liocks.  The  Church  requires 
this  of  us  all  by  an  explicit  law^  and  no  mere  substitution  of  Sunday- 
School  instruction  will  meet  this  requirement. 

The  Bishop  reports  the  organization  of  two  new  parishes  since  the 
last  Convcation;  and  that  he  lias  consecrated  three  Churches,  while 
five  others  are  very  nearly  ready  for  consecration  ;  he  has  admitted 
two  persons  to  Holy  Orders,  having  four  more  candidates  ;  four  clergy- 
men have  beea  transferred,  and  eight  have  been  received  into  this  Dio- 
cese, making  the  present  number  of  our  Clergy  thirty-five.

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON   DIOCESAN   SCHOOLS,  \ 
In  relation  to  tlie  Deed  of  Gift  of  St.  John's,  Early  Grove: 

Bep:  leave  to  report  that  the  Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  bein^. 
(Tcnenil  Trustees  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  Mississippi  J 
to  whom  was  executed  the  deed  of  gift  dated  the  5th  of  February,] 
1852,  from  Moses  Alexander,  and  others,  to  said  Trustees,  of  a  tract  otf 
land  in  Marshall  County,  beg  leave  to  report  that  in  the  opinion  of  sai(l 
Trustees,  the  15th  Canon  of  the  Diocese  authorizes  and  empowers  siiitJ 
I'rustccs  to  receive  by  will,  deed  or  otherwise,  for  the  use  of  thd 
(  Church,  any  proi)erty  or  money  that  may  be  given  to  them  for  the  us  J 

of  the  Church  generally,  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi,  and  that  undef 
this  Canon  they  would  l)e  empowered  to  take  and  receive  the  grai/ 
proposed  by  the  said  deed.     But  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees, 
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which  this  Committee  concur,  it  is  inexpedient  to  accept  the  gift  as 
proposed,  because  that  gift  is  accompanied  with  conditions  which 
might  render  tha  gift  onerous  and  burdensoma  to  the  Church.  These 
conditions  are  that  the  Dioca^e  shall  kaep  up  SVmt  John's  Church  at 
Early  Grove,  and  also  keep  up  a  School  at  said  Church, — which  con- 
ditions it  is  apparent  might  compel  th'3  Diocese  to  assums  liabilities  and 
debts  that  in  the  end  would  b3  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the 
Church. 

The  Committee  would  further  report,  that  in  their  opinion,  the  said 
Trustees  have  the  power  to  receive  donations  of  property  intended  for 
local  purposes,  but  only  such  as  are  for  the  use  of  the  whole  Diocese. 

They  further  report,  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees,  it  is  desir- 
able that  the  gift  proposed  in  the  present  instance,  should  be  made  to 
the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  of  St.  John's  Church,  Eirly  Grove,  which 
being  a  local  body,  near  the  property  proposed  to  be  given,  could  man- 
as^e  it  more  to  the  interest  and  advancement  of  the  Church  than  the 
General  Trustees  could  do.  Your  Committee  oifer  the  following 
resolution,  and  ask  its  adoption  :

Resolvel,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  the  i-onditions  an- 
nexed to  the  deed  of  gift  of  the  5th  of  February,  1852,  from  Moses 
Alexander,  and  others,  render  it  inexpedient  to  accept  the  same.  But 
this  Convention  gratefully  acknowledges  the  liberal  and  Christian  spirit 
which  actuated  the  donors  in  making  the  gift,  and  the  Convention

At  10^2  A.  M.,  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  James  A.  Fox, 
assisted  by  the  Itev.  Dr.  Perry  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Miller.  After  the 
Second  Lesson,  Baptism  was  administered  by  the  Rector  of  the  Parish 
to  one  adult  and  one  infant. 

The  Ante-Communion  Service  was  read  by  the  Bishop,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Fox  reading  the  Gospel. 

The  Sermon  was  preached  from  the  Gospel  according  to  St  Matthew, 
ix  chapter,  37th  and  38th  verses,  in  behalf  of  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Scciety,  by  the  Rev,  F.  A.  P.  Barnard,  LL.  D. 

Seven  persons  were  Confirmed. 

The  Holy  Communion  was  administered  by  the  Bishop,  assisted  by 
the  Rev.  Doctors  Perry,  Barnard  and  Lord ;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Fox. 


At  4  p.  M.,  Evening  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd,  assisted 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sill,  and  the  Rev.  J.  H.  Ingraham,  LL.  1).,  preached 
the  Sermon  from  St.  John's  Gospel  I  chapter  and  14th  verse. 

At  71.J  p.  M..  the  Senice  was  performed  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Adams, 
assisted  by  the  Rev  Dr.  Sansom  ;  and  the  Rev.  Gideon  B.  Perry,  D.  D., 
LL.  D.,  preached  from  I  Cor.,  II  chapter  and  2d  verse. 
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Through  the  Divine  mercy,  we  again  take  each  other  bj  the  hand, 
beloved  brethren.  Another  twelve  months  of  labor  have  we  been 
allowed  to  lay  out  for  Christ,  and  the  souls  for  which  he  died.  And 
we  once  more  meet  together  to  take  counsel  for  His  Church,  and  give 
account,  as  in  His  presence,  of  our  past  year's  stewardship.  On  casting 
my  eyes  over  the  yet  small  number  who  constitute  my  "  fellow-help- 
ers in  the  Lord,"  I  feel  thankful  that  my  Clerical  Staff  is  not  only  un- 
broken, but  increasing  in  number.  But  alas  !  when  I  look  next  at 
the  sturdy  "  rank  and  file"  which  form  the  strength  of  our  band,  I 
see  a  mournful  gap.  A  faithful  soldier  of  the  Cross,  is  for  the  first 
time,  missing  from  his  place ;  and  answers  not  with  us  to  the  ac- 
customed roll-call.  George  S.  Ycrger  no  longer  fights  by  our  side  the 
good  fight  of  faitli.  His  warfare  is  accomplished :  the  victory  won  : — 
and  the  hand  of  our  Great  Captain  has  lifted  him  to  a  place  among  the 
Principalities  and  Powers  of  a  higher  world.  Whilst  his  spirit  re- 
joices in  the  presence  of  Christ,  we  are  left  to  mourn  the  loss  of  his 
counsel,  and  of  that  ready  help  in  all  good  works  which  it  was  ever  his 
delight  to  render.  That  hand,  that  tongue,  that  head,  that  heart, — all 
BO  freely  and  so  fully  given  to  God,  will  work  with  us  no  more.  Oh 
how  plainly  does  your  Bishop  now  see,  that  he  leaned  too  securely,  if 
not  sinfully,  upon  that  man,  that  friend,  that  almost  more  than 
brother.  That  strong  staff  is  now  broken.  And  he  is  sternly  admon- 
ished to  look  amidst  his  labors  and  trials  to  something  more  staUe 
than  an  arm  of  flesh.  Brethren,  my  heart  runs  out  after  this  subject ; 
and  I  know  that  tlie  heart  of  each  one  of  you  answers  to  every  throb 
of  mine.  But  fondly  as  we  love  to  dwell  upon  the  memory  of  our 
departed  brother,  wo  feel  that  other  and  more  bounden  duties  de- 
mand our  attention.  I  turn  therefore  in  mournfulness  of  spirit  to  lay 
Iwforc  you  a  statement  of  what  I  have  essayed  to  do  for  Christ  and  his 
Church,  since  wc  last  met  together. 
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Thursday,  May  Wiy  1859.     I  consecrated  "  St.  Alban's  Church," 
Warren  County.     In  addition  to  the  Hector  Mr.  Sansom,  and  his  As- 
sistant Mr.  Fox,  there  were  present  and  assisting  the  He  v.  Messrs. 
Crane,  Lord,  Halsted,  Damns  and  Downing  of  our  own  Clei^gy,  and 
Rev.  Mr.  Currie  of  the  Diocese  of  Louisiana.     The  impressiveness  of 
the  services  seemed  to  be  deeply  felt  by  the  large  number  which  wit- 
nessed, and  participated  in  them.     The  Temple  that  day  dedicated  to 
God*s  worship,  though  unpretending  in  size,  may  worthily  compare 
with  any  building  of  like  kind  in  the  beauty  of  its  designs,  the  jfitness 
of  its  proportions,  and  the  chasteness  and  simplicity  of  its  style.  Truly 
honorable  to  that  Congregation — not  more  than  a  twelvemonth  old —         , 
was  such  an  offering  to  the  Lord.     If  their  future  course  be  marked 
with  anything  like  the  pious  and  liberal  zeal  whieh  distinguishes  their         i 
outset  in  the  Christian  race,  great  will  l^e  the  blessing  in  store  for  them.         | 
The  Consecration  Sermon  was  preached  at  my  request  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Crane.     At  the  close  of  the  Sermon,  the  Rector,  in  addition  to  the  priv- 
ilege of  thus  preparing  a  House  for  the  Lord,  had  the  further  happiness 
of  presenting  twenty  persons  willing  to  make  of  themselves,  as  well  as         , 
of  the  Temple,  which  they  had  helped  to  build,  a  willing  offering  to         i 
the  Ix)rd.     (Of  these  twenty,   then  confirmed,   one  Ixslonged  to  the 
Congregation  of  Christ  (Church,  Vicksburg.)  j 

At  the  close  of  the  protracted  services,  a  plentiful  collation  was  en-         I 
joyed  under  the  beautiful  and  wide-spreading  beach- trees  adjoining  the 
Church.     After  which  every  man  returned  to  his  own  home,  thanking 
G  od  for  his  grace  and>  goodness  to  the  children  of  men.  | 

On  the  following  Sunday,  (8th)  in  St.  Andrew's  Church,  Jackson, 
I  admitted  the  Rev.  Benjamin  R.  Smyser  to  Priest's  Orders.  I  was 
assisted  in  the  services  by  tho  Rector,  (Rev.  Mr.  Crane),  Rev.  Dr. 
Barnard,  Rev.  Mr.  Ozanne,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Downing.  Stn'm  persons  , 
were  confirmed  on  the  occasion — one  of  whom  was  colored.  On  the 
following  day  I  baptized  one  infant  in  the  same  Church. 

Sunday,  22nd — By  appointment  I  was  to  have  visited  the  Church 
of  the  Epipliany  on  this  day  ;  but  as  the  time  drew  near  I  was  most 
reluctantly  compelled  by  failing  health  to  decline  the  attempt. 

Finding  that  my  disease  was  gaining  strength,  and  that  I  was  unfit- 
ted for  any  labor,  mental  or  physical,  I  left  home  on  the  3rd  day  of 
June,  to  seek  in  a  more  bracing  atmosphere,  and  in  a  thorough  relaxa- 
tion from  all  business  the  strength  and  health  that  were  needed  for  the 
right  perfo  rmance  of  my  duties.  ^ 
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jw  Whilst  thus  absent  from  my  Diocese,  and  compelled  for  the  greater 

^  ^       part  of  the  time  to  abstain  &om  all  Ministerial  exercises.  I  had  the 
privilege  of  attending  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the 
"  University  of  the  South,"  at  Beersheba ;  and  also  of  once  more  unit- 
ing with  my  Brother-Bishops  and  other  Representatives  of  the  Church       I 
in  General  Convention.  i 

Of  the  former  occasion,  I  am  thankful  to  say  that  it  was  like  those  I 
which  preceded  it,  a  meeting  of  a  band  of  brothers,^-one  in  feeling,  in 
hope,  and  in  holy  trust  in  God  for  an  abundant  blessing  on  our  labors.  | 
From  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  previously  appointed  for  that 
purix)se,  it  appeared  that  the  sum  of  $500,000  had  been  obtained,  in 
valid  subscriptions  tiirough  the  labors  of  a  few  weeks.  Having  thus 
secured  the  minimum  capital  which  we  had  resolved  to  obtain  before 
commencing  our  work,  the  Board  took  the  necessary  measures  for 
arranging  and  perfecting  their  plan  of  operations,  preparatory  to  the 
next  annual  meeting  upon  the  site  of  the  University. 

A  Special  Meeting  was  also  ordered  for  the  Second  Wednestlay  in 
February,  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving 
the  further  Reports  of  the  Commissioners,  and  of  the  Committee  on 
the  general  organization  of  the  Institution. 

During  a  sojourn  of  a  few  days  at  Sewance,  I  baptized  two  cliildren, 
August  21st,  1850. 

Of  our  Lite  General  Convention  1  need  not  here  speak  at  length,  as 
its  proceedings  have  been  widely  circulated  througli  both  the  religious 
and  secular  Press,  as  well  as  by  means  of  its  own  Journal.  I  cannot 
however,  refrain  from  acknowledging  with  devout  thankfulness  the 
spirit  of  harmony  and  wisdom  which  characterized  all  its  acts- 
Brotherly  love  prevailed  among  its  members  from  day  to  day  ;  mea- 
sures for  increased  efficiency  in  every  department  of  the  (Church  were 
adopted  with  one  accord  ;  and  every  Bishop,  Priest  and  Layman  seemed 
to  turn  his  face  homeward  with  the  resolution  to  do  his  duly  more 
faithfully  hereafter  in  that  state  of  life  into  which  it  had  pleased  Go  1  to 
call  him. 

•Among  the  more  important  acts  which  met  the  favor  of  both 
Houses,  I  feel  constrained  to  mention  two  as  calling  for  not  only  our 

t       devout  and  thankful  remembrance,  but  our  hearty,  prayerful  co  opera-        X 
tiou.     I  allude,  in  the  former  instance,  to  the  consecration  of  four  Bish-       ;^ 
rfl^       ops  for  our  organized  Dioceses,  and  the  election  of  two  Missionary       Jl, 

/\       Bishops  for  our  North- Western  and  South- Western  Territories,     liich      O 
....  ^ 
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fand  all  ot  these  are  true  men,  willing  to  lay  out  for  God  in  holy  labors, 
all  the  powers  with  which  He  has  endowed  them.  One  of  these 
Missionary  Bishops  was  consecrated  before  our  adjournment :  the  oilier 
has  recently  received  the  Apostolic  Commission  for  his  truly  Apostolic 
work. 

The  other  act  to  which  I  would  call  your  attention  was  a  resolution 

I         introduced  by  a  distinguished  Layman  in  the  House  of  Clerical  and 

Lay  Deputies,  having  for  its  object  the  awakening  of  the  Liay-mcmbers 

of  the  Church  to  a  more  active  and  united  interest  in  her  welfare,  and 

to  a  more  liberal  and  general  devotion  of  their  thoughts  and  time  and 

money  to  the  advancement  of  her  various  Institutions.     I  rejoice  to  add 

I         that  this  proposed  measure  met  with  a  hearty  approval  on  all  hand^. 

;  Ijeaving  the  Convention  the  day  before  its  adjournment  I  hastened, 

with  partially  restored  health,  to  resume  my  Diocesan  labors. 

My  first  visit  was  to  Corinth,   where  I  spent  the  2.V  and  24fh  of 
Octolter.    I  hero  met,  by  appointment,  the  Rev.  Geo.  Stewart,  Deacon, 
who  assisted  me  in  the  Services,  and  preached,  as  well  as  myself,  once  on 
;  fytniday,  the  2AtJi.     On  Monday  I  baptised  an  infant.     Active  measures 

are  on  foot  for  the  erection  of  a  Church,  and  an  earnest  desire  is 
expressed  by  this  little  flock  for  a  Missionary  or  Pastor's  services.  I 
left  Mr.  Stewart  there  in  the  hope  that  by  remaining  with  them  a 
week  or  two,  he  might  encourage  and  assist  them  in  their  work. 

From  ('orinth  I  proceeded  to  DeSoto  county,  to  visit  the  several 

stations  to  which  the  Rev.  M.  L.  Weller,  Deacon,  wasaliout  to  minister, 

by  my  appointment  At  Hernando  I  found  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  !Matthcws 

had  resigned  the  charge  of  the  Church,  and  that  the  congregation  was 

desirous  of  engaging  a  part  of  the  .services  of  Mr.   Weller.      After 

remaining  there  two  days,  visiting  all  the  families  of  the  congregation, 

baptising  on*'  infant   and  confirming  tico  persons,  I  passed  on  to  the 

neighljorhood  of  Como  and  Sledgeville.     At  the  fonncr  I  baptised  one 

adult ;  and  at  the  latter  one  infant.     In  this  neighl)orhoo<l,  as  well  as 

in  that  of  Sird'S  and   Sjnatobia,  a  few  miles   South,  thjre  are   a  few 

(/hurch  families   who  hail  with   delight  the  arrival  of  a  Misriionary 

amon:^  them.  Mr.  Weller  will  d.'voto  to  tliem  all  the  tima  that  can  well 

be  spared  from  the  n\ore  importJint  jKjints  of  his  charge,  viz  :  Hernando 

5^        and  Panola.     At    Panola   I  sjxjnt   the  2i>//*  and  30  of  Otobrr.     On 

^-/         AS'/Ni/r/y  1  addressed  a  large  congregation  on  the  nature  of  the  Church 

r'l^j       of  Christ,  and  the  AiK)stolic  authority   nscessary   to  a  Iminister  her 

C-J       sacraments.   My  words  were  received  by  a  promiscuous  congre ration, 
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not  only  without  offence,  but  apparently  with  much  interest     I  have      ^ 
hope  that  a  prosperous  Parish  will,  ere  long,  be  built  up  in  this  place.        5 

Koveinher  Sd — 1  reached  my  family  alleran  absence  of  precisely  fiTC 
months. 

Xove7nher  dth — After  remaining  just  one  week  with  my  family,  I  set 
out  to  visit  the  Eastern  and  Gulf  portions  of  the  Diocese. 

Tliumday  the  IIV/* — Was  spent  in  Oxford,  where  I  was  gratified  at 
seeing  their  l)eautiful  Church  fast  approaching  its  completion. 

I  was  here  rejoined  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart,  who  was  to  accompany 
me  to  his  destined  field  of  labor  in  Lauderdale,  Clark  and  Wayne 
counties. 

1  reached  Pontotoc  on  the  afternoon  of  the  IIM,  where  I  was  met  by 
the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Clute.     Mr.  Stewart  preached  that  evening,  and  I 
the  next  forenoon.     This  little  flock  is  in  hope  of  being  soon  able  to 
erect  a  Church  of  their  own  :  the  building  in  which  they  have  hereto- 
fore worshipped  being  in  part  owned  by  one  of  the  Denominations. 
On  Saturday  the  12th — I  reached  Okolona,  accom{)anicd  by  Messrs. 
I         Clutc  pnd  Stewart.     The  next  day,  Sunday  the  13M,  services  were  held 
in  Grace  Church,  lx)th  forenoon  and  evening,  and  at  the  neighboring 
I  Chapel  in  the  afternoon.   On  the  latter  occasion  I  addressed  the  servants 

\  of  Dr.  Tucker  and  Major  Hubbard,  and  confirmed  thirteen  of  their 
i  number.     In  the  evening   the  same  rite  was  administered  to  four 

persons ;  and  on  the  two  following  evenings  three  others  received  in 
I  like  manner  their  liaptismal   obligations.     On  Tuesday  the  loUi,  the 

Chapel,  erected  some  years  since  by  Dr.  John  K.  Tucker,  chiefly  for  the 
i  )>encfit  of  his  slaves,  and  now  owned  jointly  by   Major  Duncan  Hub- 

i  bard  and  himself,  having  Ijeen  conveyed  to  the  Episcopal  juiisdiction 
I  of  the  Diocese,  was,  together  with  an  acyoining  burying-ground, 
I  solemnly  set  apart  and  consecrated  to  the  holy  purposes  for  which  they 
■  were  designed.     The  name  of  St.  Cyprian  was  given  to  the  ChaiJcl,  as 

1  one  well  suited  to  a  house  intended  chiefly  for  the  use  of  a  congregation 

i  of  African  descent.     A  suitable  discourse  was  delivered  on  the  occasion. 

j  In  the  services  of  that  day,  as  well  as  of  the  two  preceding,  I  was 

'  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart,  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clute. 

I  was  truly  gratified  at  finding  that  the  Rev.  I)r.  Lacey  had  consented 
to  take  charge  of  the  "  Rose-Gates  College,*'  lor  girls,  which  has  recently        •^ 
l)een  established  in  this  place.     This  is  an  Institution  for  which  the      A 
('hurch  and  the  public  generally  are  chiefly  indebted  to  the  liberality      ^ 
of  Col.  Charles  Gates.     It  is  favorably  situated  in  the  borders  of  the      C

town  and  in  full  view  of  the  Railroad.  The  principal  building  is  planned 
J  with  a  view  to  both  comfort  and  taste  ;  and  will  accommodate  at  least  , ) 
p  fifty  pupils.  Although  not  a  Diocesan  Institution,  in  the  usual 
acceptation  of  that  term,  it  is  a  school  of  the  Church,  under  the  control 
of  a  Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  members  of  the  Church,  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  acting  as  President 

The  high  and  long  established  reputation  of  Dr.  Lacey  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Female  Education  can  hardly  fail  to  draw  a  full  number  of 
pupils  around  him  as  soon  as  he  is  ready  to  receive  them. 

Before  leaving  the  Parish,  I  gave  license  to  three  members  of  the  Con- 
gi'i'jration  to  act  as  Lay-Readers  under  the  direction  of  their  Rector. 

Wednes'U'ij,  KSth — I  reached  Aberdeen,  accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr. 
Stewart     The  Consecration  of  the  Church  took  place  the  following 
[  day.     In  the  various  services  of  that  interesting  occasion  1  was  assisted 

by  Rev.  Messrs.  Gibson  and  Stewart,  and  the  Rector,  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Watson.  It  was  truly  an  occasion  of  interest  to  all,  thus  to  see  the 
completion  of  a  work  begun  eight  years  ago,  and  subsequently  impeded 
by  so  many  and  various  obstacles.  In  the  discourse  dehvered  in 
dedicating  that  building,  J  rejoiced  to  call  up  the  memory  of  her  who 
may  justly  1x5  considered  as  its  founder.  A  mural  tablet  will  soon  meet 
the  view  of  eiich  worshipi)cr  in  that  beautiful  temple  to  tell  them  of  the 
good  done  unto  the  House  of  God  by  Jl/r-?.  Jane  M.  Ualton.  The 
Church  was  open  for  service  four  times  during  my  stay.  Discourses 
were  delivered  twice  l)y  Mr.  GiU^on,  and  once  by  Mr.  Stewart.  On 
Fruhuj  evening  tiro  persons  were  confirmed.  I  am  truly  thankful  in 
b'jing  able  to  state  that  a  day  of  prosj)crity  seems  aloutto  dawn  on  this 
Parish.  Not  only  is  it  now  freed  from  the  debt  which  has  so  long 
r)p;)ressod  it ;  but  it  is  in  the  possession  of  a  Rector  wliose  instructions 
are  very  accoptiblc. 

Accompanied  hy  ^le^^si-s.  (illison,  Watsv>n  and  Stewart,  1  arrived  at 
Columbus  on  Satir.Jnij  afternoon.  The  beautiful  Church  at  this  place 
was  completed  an.l  prepared  for  use,  hut  not  ready  for  Consecration, 
as  a  small  portion  of  the  cost  remained  unpaid.  Tliis  indebtedness  I 
know  will  not  loDu:  l>u:t]i'ju  a  pe()})le  wlioliavv*,  in  the  prosecution  of 
tli'ir  piou-5  undjrtakiii  r,  shown  so  coininjndablj  and  e\eu  suqirising  a 
liberality.  Assi.-telliy  the  above  naniLMl  Brethren,  the  ("hurch  w:us 
iive  times  op-Mied  for  the  worship  of  God  and  the  preadiing  of  H  i.- 
AVord.  Gu  eajh  oivM^ioa  tiio  attendance  w;is  unusually  large,  and  tlie 
A  interest  appirently  l.»otli  deep  and  j/jneral.      'L  ti  persons  renewed  their 
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baptismal  vows  in  Confirmation;  tivo  others  being  kept  avay  by 
unavoidable  causes.  This  Parish  is  in  a  more  prosperous  condition 
than  it  has  been  for  many  j'cars  ;  and  may  yet  look  for  a  still  brighter 
day  under  the  systematic  and  euCTgetic  labors  of  their  present  Pastor. 

At  Macon  I  spent  a  part  of  the  21st  und  22nd.  I  preached  once  in 
the  Methodist  Church,  assisted  by  Mr.  Stewart,  and  visited  a  few  of 
the  families.  No  direct  attempt  was  made  to  stir  up  once  more  the  | 
friends  of  the  C'hnrch  in  this  place.  I  thought  that  my  duty  was  for 
the  tim;;  fulfilled,  in  assuring  them  of  my  readiness  to  do  all  I  could 
in  their  liehalf,  so  soon  as  they  should  call  upon  me,  with  a  disposition  | 
to  put  their  own  shoulders  to  the  wheel.  i 

The  2^rJ  mtiVlUh  were  given  to  the  Church  of  the  Messiah.     Here        ' 
I  was  truly  thankful  to  find  many  signs  of  growth  and  promise.     S.'v-         | 
oral  Cliurch  families  Imve  recently  been  added  to  the  neighborhood ; 
and  the  Scliool  of  Miss  Judith  Slaughter,  opened  only  three  years  ago, 
is  iilready  full  to  overflowing,  and  doing  no  Httlc  in  training  the  young 
for  lx;th  worlds.     Regular  ministrations  are  much  needed  here  ;  and 
no  cifort  shall  !>e  spared  on  my  part  to  provide  them.     As  a  partial        ■ 
and  present  supply,  the  Kev.  Mr.  Stewart  will,  at  my  request,  otficiatc 
I         for  them  on  one  Sunday  of  each  montli,  until  the  services  of  a  resident 
Pastor  can  be  obtained. 

On  Thiu-sday,  the  21th,  T  preached  to  a  full  congregation,  one  half        i 
of  which  was  coniposei  of  the  girls  of  the   School.     During  the  scr- 
j  vicr^s  one  infant  was  hiptized. 

The  next  day  I  ronclied  DeKalb  at  2  o'clock,  preached  thatevenirg, 
and  iMiptizcd  one  adult.     It  was  truly  gratifying  to  see   that  owing  to 

i  tlie  consistent  example  and  zealous  instruction  of  the  onlv  member 

t  .  'I 

whicli  we  have  hitherto  claimed  in  this  place,  no  little  attention  and  in- 

teivst  had  been  drawn  to  the  claims  of  the  Church  on  the  part  of  two 
or  three  familic.-  hitherto  strangei-s  to  our  services.     In   Mrs.  Ann  H. 
Hampton,  the  Church  possesses  not  only  a  pious  and  intelligent  mem- 
ber, but  one  who  is  earnestly  and  zealously  engaged  in  brinjiing  others 
to  a  knowledge  and  love  of  our  doctrine  and  discipline  and  wor^hip. 
Oat  of  the  profits  of  her  daily  lalx)rs  in  her  school,  she  willingly  offer* 
[         one-half  ($230)  for  the  monthly  visit  of  a  Missionary.     Such  lilK?ral-         , 
^K        ity,  such  love  for  the  ministrations  of  the  Church,  and  so  zealous  a        ^, 
r.|(        concern  for  the  good  of  othoi-s,  is  well  worthy  of  this  brief  notice.  ^ 

^,V?  Mr.  Stewart  will  give  to  this  place  as  much  time  as  can  consistently       5^' 

be  taken  from  other  portions  of  his  field  of  labor.  vV' 

— _ ^e6^f . 
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Saturday,  t^ie  2Qthf  and  Sunday,  tJie  27M,  were  devoted  to  Lau- 
derdale Springs.  This  place,  though  crowded  to  excess  during  the 
Summer  months,  presents  at  this  season  the  appearance  of  a  deserted 
village.  On  Saturday,  1  visited  several  families,  and  preached  on  Sun- 
day in  a  House  of  Worship  open  to  all  denominations.  The  congre- 
gation, though  not  very  large,  was  as  much  so  as  could  reasonably  have 
been  expected  from  the  short  and  imperfect  notice  given  of  my  com- 
ing. As  on  several  previous  occasions,  I  delivered  an  unwritten  dis- 
course, taking  for  my  subject  the  peculiar  and  distinctive  claims  of  the 
Church  with  respect  to  her  Worship  and  Ordinances,  but  especially 
her  Ministry.  My  remarks,  though  extended  far  beyond  the  usual 
length,  were  listened  to  with  apparent  interest ;  and,  I  rejoice  to  add, 
without  the  least  offence.     In  the  afternoon,  I  baptized  one  infant. 

The  next  day  found  mc  at  Marion  Depot,  twelve  miles  lower  down 
the  R.  Road.  At  2}.,  P.  M.,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart  preached  to  a  small 
congregation,  in  a  scliool-house, — the  prayers  for  the  most  part  Ixiing 
offered  by  myself.  The  following  forenoon  I  preached  to  a  still  smaller 
congregation,  assisted  in  turn  by  Mr.  Stewart.  There  are  but  few 
friends  of  the  Church  at  this  place.  Tlie  Hon.  Samuel  Chapman  and 
L-uly,  who  reside  in  the  vicinity,  are  truly  desirous  of  obtaining  her 
ministrations,  and  will  aid  lilniraliy.  in  the  support  of  a  Missionary. 
1'lieir  hosi)itable  abode  was  a  grateful  resting  place  during  my  two  days' 
stay.  Just  as  I  was  setting  out  for  my  next  appointment,  I  was  in- 
formed that  there  were  one  or  more  families  in  tlie  village  of  Marion, 
attaclie  1  to  the  (^hurch,  and  desirous  of  once  more  participating  in  her 
Worship.  Having  no  time  to  visit  them,  I  rejue-iteJ  Mr.  Stewart  to 
seek  theui  out  on  his  return. 

The  next  three  days  were  spent  at  Meridian,  the  point  at  which  the 
*'  Southenr '  will  soon  meet  the  '*  3Iobile  and  Ohio  R.  Road."  Al- 
though l»ut  few  builnngs  liave  as  yet  Ixjen  erected  at  this  place,  I  feel 
coutident  that  it  will  in  a  few  years  be  filled  with  an  active  and  thrifty 
population.  There  are  now  .some  five  or  >ix  families  of  the  Church, 
within  a  few  miles  of  Meridian  ;  and  othei-s  are  thinking  of  settling  in 
it  In  view  of  the  prohible  and  speedy  growtli  of  this  place,  1  ac- 
cepteJ  the  kind  offer  by  one  of  its  proprietors,  of  a  lot  for  a  Chuix'h- 
site  ;  and  determined  to  urge  the  friends  of  the  (^huivh  to  purchase  two 
others  adjoining  it,  to  afford  room  for  a  Rectory,  and  a  Parish  School. 
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On  the  evening  of  our  arrival,  Mr.  Stewart  preached  in  the  Fe- 
male Academy,  one  or  two  miles  distant :  smd  the  next  day  I  preached 
in  the  Baptist  Church,  near  the  Depot. 

Ijec.  'Jtnd.  I  reached  Enterprize  in  the  afternoon.  This  place  which 
now  contains  nearly  two  thousand  inhabitants  is,  in  great  pwirt,  the 
growth  of  three  years,  and  affords  one  among  the  many  marked  effects 
produced  by  railroads.  It  was  a  matter  of  surprise  to  me  to  see  the 
rapid  increjise  of  both  trade  and  population  since  I  passed  through  it  a 
year  .igo.  I  preached  twice,  and  Mr.  Stewart  once.  Our  services 
were  an  entire  novelty  to  many.  Some  had  never  before  laid  eyes  on  a 
Minister  of  our  Church  ;  but  all  seemed  gratified,  and  gtive  an  earnest 
as  woll  as  respectful  attention.  My  discourse  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
was  in  explanation  of  the  doctrine,  discipline,  and  Worship  of  the 
Church,  and  was  received  in  the  same  kindly  spirit  in  which  it  was 
uttered.  The  baptism  of  an  infant  on  this  occasion,  credited  a  new 
interest,  by  the  exhibition  of  the  solemn  and  impressive  manner  in 
which  our  Church  administer-*  that  sacrament.  At  no  place  along  this 
railroad  is  there  so  wide  an  oix'ning  for  the  Church.  Eight  or  ten  com- 
municants, and  an  equal  numU'r  of  fiuuihes  stand  ready  to  unite  at 
once  in  the  organizjition  of  a  Parish,  and  in  obtaining  tJie  .'-er\  ices  of 
a  Minister.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart,  whilst  devoting  a  considerable 
portion  of  his  time  to  several  places  both  above  and  below  this  i)oint, 
will  make  Enterprise  his  residence,  and  give  to  it  a  large  share  of  his 
s-r  vices. 

At  Quitman,  I  sp.Mit  the^ih  (tmlCjIh  of  Dereiither.  (>pj)ortunity  was 
allbrded  lx>th  to  Mr.  Stewart  and  myself,  to  preacli  in  Uie  Baptist 
PiaCs?  of  Worship.  'J'he  congregations  were  very  attentive,  an<l  as 
largo  as  could  reasona])ly  have  l)een  looked  for  on  a  week  day,  and 
upon  short  notice.  On  the  evening  of  the  0th,  1  united  a  couj)le  in  the 
bonds  of  matrimony.  This  place  is  small,  and  in  great  part  |x>s- 
sessed  by  the  sects.  I  do  not  doubt  however  of  the  success  of  tlie 
Church,  if  her  services  could  Ikj  regularly  and  perseveringly  exhibited! 
before  the  peojile.     Mr.  Stewart  hopes  to  visit  them  occasionally. 

DeSoto  was  the  next  place  visited.  It  wa..^  our  intention  to  give  the 
peoi)lo  two  servicL\s,  but  such  was  the  almost  unprecedented  coldness 
of  the  weather,  that  we  called  the  people  out  but  once,  the  thermometer 
even  then  being  fifteen  degrees  below  the  freezing  point.  The  ccngre- 
:{  gjition  was  of  course  not  a  large  one;  but  their  attention  was  great, 
(■A)  most  of  them  having  never  heard  or  seen  a  Minister  of  our  Church,  Ijc- 
It-^       fore  that  day. 
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Tlicre  is  but  one  Church  family  in  the  place. 

On  the  Sth  I  rode  live  miles  down  the  road  to  visit  a  family, 
whose  father,  recently  deccivsed,  had  once  been  a  zealous  and  active 
member  of  our  Communion.  His  widow,  though  belonging  to  another 
denomination,  requested  that  her  seven  children  should  be  received  into 
the  same  fold  to  which  their  father  had  belonged.  I  accordingly  bap- 
tived  them  all,  together  with  two  colored  children ;  and  during  my 
stay,  instructed  Uiem  as  far  as  I  could  in  the  duties  to  which  their 
baptism  Ijound  them,  leaving  with  them  also  a  number  of  Tracts  of 
the  nature  and  claims  of  the  One  Holy  and  Catholic  Church  into  which 
they  had  l)ecn  graciously  admitted. 

The  last  place  visited  on  this  route  was  "  State-line  Station,"  where 
the  "  Mobile  and  Ohio  Road"  crosses  the  line  between  this  State  and 
Alabama.  Within  a  mile  or  two  of  this  station  is  the  residence  of  the 
venerable  Col.  George  S.  Gaines,  whose  family  are  the  only  members 
of  the  Church  in  that  immediate  region.  ( )n  my  arrival,  I  found  that 
a  room  of  the  Station-house  had  been  swept  and  temporarily  fitted 
for  our  services.  A  small  and  wondering  congregation  met  us  on 
Sunday  J  the  Vth,  and  gave  as  good  heed  as  they  could  amidst  the 
passing  and  unloading  of  several  trains,  whilst  I  explained  and  pres.sed 
home  upon  them  that  important  question,  "  What  must  I  do  to  be 
saved  ?"  At  the  concliLsioa  of  the  services,  several  pressed  forward, 
expressing  their  gratification  and  thaLkfulness,  and  begging  that 
we  would  preach  the  Word  to  them  again. 

This  being  the  Southern  limit  of  Mr.  Stewart's  appointed  field  of 
labor,  I  here  left  him,  commending  him  to  the  Grace  of  God,  for 
the  work  before  him. 

Passing  through  Mobile,  I  reached  Pass  Christian  on   Tlun'sday  the 

I  loth — having  lost  two  days  by  disappointments  in  the  boats.     The 

tliree  following  days  were  spent  in  that  Parish.     On  Sunday ^  the  18M, 

j  I  made  a  short  Address  to  the   Sunday  School,  and  preached  in  the 

:  forenoon.     In  the  afternoon  I  confirmed  one  person   in   private,  and 

■  administered  the  Holy   Communion.      And  at  night  I  addressed,  at 

'  some  length,  the  pupils  of  Trinity  Female  School.     The  person  thus 

^L        confirmed  was  a  young  daughter  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Savage,  on  whom        ^1 

\{        disease  had  laid  its  wasting  hand,  threatning  soon  to  terminate  her        \( 

/  ^       da  vs.     A  few  weeks  after  she  gently  and  hopefully  entered  into  life.  ^  ^ 
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It  was  with  no  little  pleasure  that  I  found  my  former  beloved  Pres- 
byter, Rev.  J.  Avery  Shepherd,  and  his  wife,  asstKiated  with  Rev.  Dr.  \ 
Savage  in  the  management  of  his  school.  And  I  can  freely  say,  after 
four  days  residence  in  the  school  buildings,  and  association  with  both  ^ 
pupils  and  teachers,  that  that  Institution  was  never  more  deserving  of 
the  patronage  of  Christian  parents  than  under  its  present  Rectors  and 
corps  of  Instructors. 

No  appointments  had  been  made  for  me  at  either  Biloxi  or  Mississippi        i 
City,  as  both  places  were  comparatively  deserted  at  that  season,  and  I 
had  given  them  reason  to  expect  another  visit  from  me  in  the  summer 
months.     1  was  gratified  at  learning  that  a  very  neat  and  commodious 
Church  was  very  nearly  ready  for  consecration  at  Mississippi  City. 

I  had  intended  to  spend  the  20th  ai\d  2\stj  at  Shicldsl*orough  ;  but 
on  approaching  the  place,  it  was  deemed  usafc  to  land,  on  account  of 
the  high  wind  and  darkness  of  the  night  I  consequently  reached 
home  on  the  22^/  Deremher,  two  days  sooner  than  I  expected. 

Chn'sfmas  Day — Was  spent  in  the  bosom  of  my  family,  and  in  tlie 
enjoyment  of  the  Holy  Worship  and  Communion  of  the  Church. 

On  Tiiesday,  the  21th,  (St.  John  the  Evangelist's  day) — I  admitted 
William  F.  Adams  to  the  Holy  Oixier  of  Deacon's,  being  assisted  in 
the  services  of  the  occasion  by  Rev.  Joseph  Spencer,  D.  D.,  and  tlie 
Rev.  Messrs.  Crane  and  Sill.  At  my  request  the  Ordination  Sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Sill.  Mr.  Adams  liad  just  been  trans- 
ferred to  this  Diocese  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  of  Tennessee. 
Immediately  after  his  Ordination  he  set  out  for  Wood ville,  having  been 
previously  invited  to  the  charge  of  St.  Paul's  Church  in  that  place. 

H'nulay,  January  1st,  1860 — I  had  made  an  appointment  to  officiate 
on  this  day  at  Terry  ;  but  was  prevented  from  fulfilling  it  by  a  sudden 
attack  of  sickness  just  after  leaving  my  house. 

Sand  ay  Sfh — 1  spent  at  home,  assisting  the  Rector  of  St  Andrew's 
in  the  services  of  the  morning,  and  preaching  for  him  in  the  evening. 

Sunday  Ibth  and   Monday   \Wi — Were  given  to  Grace   Church, 
Canton  ;  I  preached  twice,  and  confirmed  six  i>ersons— one  of  them  in 
private.      The    Rector,     Dr.    Sansom,     assisted     in     the      various 
services.     Before  the  commencement  of  the  morning  worship  I  made 
n       a  brief  address  to  the  Sunday  Scholars. 

r\\  Satan/ay  and  Sunday  22d  and  2Sd — Were  devoted  to  the  flock  of 

■k]        St.  Alban's.     Besides  visiting  many  of  the  families    on  Saturday.   I       A 
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preached  on  ^tmdat/,  confirmed  feti  persons,  and  assisted  bj  the  Rector, 
administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  rapid  growth  and  prosperous  condition  of  this  infant  Parish  is 
truly  wonderful  ;  and  should  call  forth  the  devout  and  thankful 
acknowledgment  of  every  portion  of  our  Diocese.  Three  years  ago 
our  Church  was  but  little  known  in  that  region  ;  and  the  people  were, 
for  the  most  part,  committed  to  the  several  denominations.  Now,  a 
beautiful  Temple,  complete  in  all  its  arrangements,  and  well  furnished 
for  the  worship  of  God,  rears  its  cross  and  Ixilfry  in  view  of  the 
Railroad  traveller.  Most  of  the  families  have  become  constant  wor- 
shippers before  its  altar  *,  and  within  the  last  twenty-one  months  forty- 
e'v^ht  persons  (many  of  them  heads  of  families,)  have  received  the  rite 
1  of  confirmation.  To  this  gratifying  statement  I  cannot  refrain  from 
I  adding,  what  to  me  is  an  especial  cause  of  rejoicing,  viz  :  that  in  almost 

I  every  instance  the  authoritative  baptism  of  the  Church  preceded  the 
Apostolic  "  Laying  on  of  Hands." 

This  Parish  needs  only  a  Rectory  to  place  it  upon  an  equality  with 
most  of  the  older  ones  in  the  Diocese. 

I  Sunday  2\)th — I  officiated  in  the  new  and  beautiful  little  Church  at 

I  Terry.     The  congregation  pretty   well  filled  the  house,  although  the 

I  notice  of  our  services  had  not  been  general.      The  Rev.  Mr.  Bemond, 

I  (lately  Rev.  Mr.  8myser,)  assisted   in   the  services.     This   Church, 

j  though  fini.shed  and  ready  for  use,  cannot  yet  be  con.sccRited,  as  there  is 

!  still  due  for  its  construction  a  debt  of  several  hundred  dollars.     Seldom 

'  liavc  I  seen  a  more  neat  and  appropriate  building  for  the  use  of  a  rural 
congregation.  With  great  simplicity  and  plainness  it  unites  a  truly 
Church-like  character  in  both  its  proportions  and  internal  arrangements.          I 

'  Much   do   I  wish  that  it  could  be  seen  by  many  of  our  friends  in          * 

I  various  parts  of  the   Diocese  who  are  straining  after  a  building  far          . 

'  beyond  their  means,  not  knowing  how  suitable  and  becoming  a  temple          ! 

I  they  may  obtain  at  a  reasonable  cost.     The  Architect  was  Mr.  Milton          I

'.*  Saturday  the  Ath  arid  Sunday  oth — Were  spent  in  Bmndon.     On         ^ 

Saturday  1  baptised  three  children,   and  on    Sunday  preached  and 

j  ^  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  l>eing  a.ssisted  by  the  Rector,  the 

yV'  Rev.  Mr.  EUvell.     The  condition  of  this  Congi-egation  has  remained 


^\ 
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without  improveraent  for  several  years.  This,  1  am  persiuidcd,  is 
owing  chieHj  to  their  having  no  place  of  worship,  except  a  public  room 
used  in  common  by  various  denominations,  and  for  other  Uian  religous 
purjwses. 

On  Weihiesday  Sth — I  attended,  in  New  Orleans,  a  meeting  of  the 
**  University  of  the  South,"  held  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  a  suitable 
Constitution  and  Statutes  for  the  organization  and  government  of  that 
Institution.  A  copy  of  these  is  herewith  laid  upon  your  table  :  and  I 
eurnestly  inv'te  to  them  the  close  attention  of  each  member  of  tliis 
( -onvention.  Although  much  care  and  pains  were  taken  in  the  first 
draft  of  them  by  the  Committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  five 
days  of  close  lalwr  were  bestowed  upon  them  by  the  Trustees,  their 
final  ratification  has  been  deferred  to  a  future  meeting  of  the  Board,  to 
be  held  during  the  approaching  summer.  In  the  meantime  it  is  very 
desirable  to  hear  the  judgment  of  our  intelligent  friends  upon  tlie  work 
so  far  as  it  has  proceeded. 

Sunday  the  Vlth — I  officiated  at  Osyka,  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
S[)encer,  who,  for  the  occasion,  took  the  place  of  the  Rector  of  the 
Parish,  unavoidably  absent.  In  the  forenoon  I  preached  and  confirmed 
Uwee  persons.  Dr.  Spencer  officiated  in  Uie  afternoon.  I  was  g;reatly 
gratified  at  seeing  how  commodious  and  beautiful  a  temple  this  little 
band  of  Cliurch  people  had  erected  for  their  use.  Nothing  but  a  debt 
of  a  few  hundred  dollars  prevented  it  from  being  consecrated  at  this 
time.  In  view  of  what  has  been  done  for  themselves  by  the  very 
small  numl^er  constituting  this  Parish,  otiiers  may  take  courage,  and 
learn  how  far  the  earnest  and  well  directed  exertions  of  one  or  two 
pious  women  can  go  towards  promotmg  the  glory  of  God,  and  the 
advancement  of  His  Church. 

H(darday  ISth — I  went  to  Clinton,  and  spent  the  day  in  visiting  the 
several  families  of  the  Congregation.  The  next  day  (Sunday  11)^<,)  I 
I)reached  at  11  o'clock,  and  admistcrcd  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted 
by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Elwell. 

At  the  close  of  the  services  I  rode  over  to  Raymond,  and  preached  at 
4  o'c:lock.     On  Moinlay  forenoon  1  again  preached,  administered  the       r 
rite  of  confirmation  to  three  persons,  and  baptised  two  children.  p 

I  next  visited  AVarrenton,  in  company  with  tlie  Rev.  Mr.  Damns, 
and  spent  three  days,  2oth,  26/7/  and  27/7?,  in  that  village  and  neighbor- 
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hood.     Mr.  Daraus  had  already  officiiitei  here  several  times,  and  had         )\^ 
/        been  encouraged  to  hope   tliat  much  good  might   be  done  by   the  (^ 

ministrations  of  the  Church.  On  S iturdiy  I  performed  the  funeral 
services  of  a  worthy  citizen  of  the  vicinity.  The  next  day  {Hun  hiij 
26^A,)  1  prcjiched,  baptised  ou^  adult,  and  confirmed  tiro  persons.  My 
discourse  was  for  the  most  part  explanatory  of  the  distinctive  features 
of  our  Church  system,  and  was  listened  to  with  apparent  earnestness 
and  gratitication.  At  the  close  of  the  services,  a  portion  of  the  people 
remained,  and  formed  themselves  into  a  Congregation  or  Parish,  under 
the  name  of  "The  Church  of  St.  Barnabas." 

On  Mondny  27 fJt — I  rode  down  to  "  Diamond  Place,"  and  preached 
that  night  to  the  servants  of  Mr.  Laughlin,  together  with  his  own 
&mily  and  one  or  two  of  his  neighlwrs. 

The  next  day  I  preached  at  the  house  of  Mrs.   Freeland   to  her 

servants  and  family.      2\vo   colored  adults   were  baptised   by  Mr. 

Damns,  and  fhres  were  subseriuently  confirmed.     Mr.   Damns  then 

catechised  all  the  servants  who  were  present,  old  and  young.     Tliey 

j  were  carried  through  the  whole   of  the   Church   Catechism.     Each 

I         question   w;is  answered  by  all,  in  one   voice  ;    and   seldom  have  I 

.  heard    more   correct  answers  given  by  any  class  of   (Utcchumens. 

•  Much  lalwr  and  p.itience  must  have  bien  retjuirei  on  the  part  of  their 

zealous  Pastor  to  bring  them  to  so  correct  a  knowledge  of  that  excellent 

j  Compend  of  Divinity. 

And  here,  my  Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  I  would  pause  a  momsnt  in 
this  narrative  of  my  labors,  to  remind  you  affectionately  and  earnestly 
of  the  unspeakable  importance  of  this  part  of  your  parochial  work,  I 
.    mean  that  of  catechising  the  young,  and  llie  servanU  of  your  people. 
I  am  well  aware  that  you  all  regard  this  as  a  time-honored  custom  of 
our  Church,  and  that  you  have  not  passed  it  by  in  the  routine  of  your 
ministerial  duty ;  but  you  will  pardon  your  Bishop,  after  ten  years  of 
Episcopal  service,  added  to  thirty  of  parochial  labor,  for  Sixying  that 
both  the  experience  and  ol>servation  of  tliose  forty  years  have  tau.cht 
him  that  wherever  the  work  of  catechising  is  frequently  and  faithfully         ' 
^         performed,  whether  it  be  in  a  Diocese,  a  Parish,  or  a  household, /.'/r/y        a 
will  be  found,  sooner  or  later,  the  richuuss  of  tlie  blessing  of  Go<l.     No        /^.. 
better  sign  could  Ikj  given  of  cither  a  prosperous  or  a  (U'clining  Parish        .  t 
tlian  the  attention  or  the  neglect  of  this  dut}'  on  the  part  of  its  Piisttir. 
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And  to  this  neglect  many  are  unconsciously  tempted  at  the  present 
day  by  the  Institution  of  Sunday  Schools  : — ^an  Institution  calculated 
to  do  much  good  in  its  place,  but  never  intended  by  the  Church  nor  by 
those  who  first  introduced  it,  to  set  aside  or  to  jostle  the  primitive 
Catholic  and  Ileaven-nppointcd  mode  of  Catechising.  The  one  should 
ever  be  regarded  as  subservient  or  preparatory  only  to  the  other ;  and 
far  sooner  would  I  rather  hear  that  a  Parish  is  without  a  Sunday 
School,  than  to  learn  that  such  a  school  has  usurped  the  place  of  that 
public,  monthly  Catechising  which  has  so  long  been  the  strength  and 
glory  of  our  ('hurch  system. 

Saiurdai/,  od — I  reached  Ivirkwood,  and  pi-eached  the  next  forenoon 
to  the  whites,  and  in  the  afternoon  to  the  blacks.  As  the  usual  notice 
had  not  been  received  of  my  intended  visit,  the  candidates  who  had 
been  prepared  for  confiimation  were  unfortunately  absent,  as  also  were 
several  of  the  usual  Congregation.  In  consideration  of  this  irartial 
di.sappointment  I  gave  them  reason  to  expect  another  visitation  in  June. 

Friday,  March  dfh—l  set  out  on  my  Southern  visitation  ;  spent 
that  night  in  the   neighboi  hood  of  Gallatin,  and  baptised  iico  children. 

I  reached  Kpiplmny  Church  at  3  P.  M.,  the  following  day.  Finding 
the  Congregation  assembled  for  worship  I  preached  to  them,  lx?ing 
a.ssisted  in  the  prayers  by  the  Ptcctor,  Kev.  :Mr.  Gierlow.  The  nest 
diiy,  Sumlaij,  llth,  I  preached  again  in  the  forenoon  to  a  full  Church, 
confirmed  nine  persons  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion,  la 
the  afternoon  the  Church  was  nearly  filled  with  a  colored  congregation. 
After  a  suitable  services  1  addressed  them  on  the  great  value  of  the 
soul,  and  on  what  God  had  done  to  save  it.  Five  of  their  number  then 
received  the  "  laying  on  of  hands,"  and  partook  of  the  Holy  Com- 
munion. At  the  conclusion  of  the  services  at  the  Church  I  rode  seven 
miles  and  baptised  a  lady  that  night. 

Morula f/,  12//. — Accompanied  by  the  Pev.  Mr.  Gierlow,  I  visited 
several  families  of  the  Congicgation,  on  the  way  to  Port  Gibson,  where 
I  preached  the  next  evening,  and  confirmed  rwe  person. 

]\W}iesda}/,  14/// — Visited  Grand  Gulf,  preached  at  night,  and 
baptised  our  inftmt,  Mr.  Gierlow  assisting  in  the  services.  This  place 
has  sufrercd  nnuh  witbin  the  last  few  years  frcm  fire  and  pestilence, 
and  the  cncroacbnunts  of  the  river.  The  few  friends  of  our  Com- 
munion wlio  remain  will  Ix)  compelled  to  unite  with  Port  Gibson  in 
any  future  attempts  to  provide  themselves  with  the  ministrations  of  the 
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Church.  My  present  visit  was  no  little  saddened  by  finding  the  jibodc 

of  my  late  friend,  Col.  Hugh  M.  Coffey,  deprived  of   its  kind  and       V<^ 

hospitable  possessor.     The  disastrous  explosion  of  the  steamer  Princess 

had  put  a  violent  and  sudden  end  to  a  life  which  had  been  distinguished         , 

for  sincerity,  truthfulness,  warm-heartedness  and  the  strictest  integrity. 

Many  friends  have  been  made  to  mourn  his  death  besides  him  who         ; 

pays  this  public,  but  heartfelt,  tribute  to  his  memory. 

I 
Friday,  ICjth — I  preached  at  the  residence  of  Dr.  T.  B.   Magruder,  \ 

near  Port  Gibson,  baptised  one  white,  and  two  colored  infants,  and  six         I 

colored  adults ;  and  confirmed  two  white  and   ?iine  colored   persons. 

This  is  not  the  first  time  that  I  have  administered  these  hoi}'  offices  in 

this  household.     Though  long  deprived  of  the  statetl  ministi  aliens  of         ; 

the  Church,  neither  children  nor  servants  have   failed  to  receive,  from 

the  head  of  the  Cimily,    those   wholesome   teachings    and  that  godly 

nurture  which  so  abounds  in  her  Confessions  and  Creeds  and  Psalter         , 

and   Lessons   and   Catcchisings   and    Pniyers.       May    the   blessings         i 

bestowed  upon  faithful  Abraham  descend  upon  this  and  all  such  houses.  ' 

Whilst  in  Port  (Jibson  my  heart  was  truly  gladdened  at  seeing  a 
state  of  things  for  which  I  hj'd  long  been  waiting,  and  of  which  some 
of  our  friends  had  lx?gun  to  despair.     The  Parish  lias  l)cen  re-orgsuiized,  i 

a  new  and  hopeful  spirit  has  been  infu.scd  into  our  people,  and  several  | 

thousand  dollars  have  Ikjcu  subscribed  toward  the  erection  of  a  Church.  [ 

The  resuscitation  of  this  long  dormant  Parish  is  owing  chiefly,  under         ! 
God,  to  the  zealous  exertions  and  efficient  services  of  Itev.  ^Ir.  Gierlow, 
aided  by  a  few  active  and  zealous  I^aymen.     Everytliing  now  bids  fair 
for  success.     May  God  bless  the  work,  and  establitsh  in  that  place  the 
fair  iKjrders  of  our  Zion.  1 

The  17M,  18///,  nii'f  IDM— Were   given  to   Christ   Church    Parish,  ] 

Jeflerson  county.     On    SinnJaij,  18///,  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  and  I 

confirmed /o«r  persons.  The  Rev.  Mr.  Gierlow  preached  in  the  after- 
noon, Ixjing  assisted,  as  I  was  in  the  forenoon,  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  ^Ir. 
Miller.  The  next  day  was  spent  in  visiting  as  many  families  of  the 
Parish  as  could  conveniently  be  reachecl. 

Since  m}'   last  visitation  this  Parish,  together  with  a  wide  circle  of         j 
friends  outside  of  it,  has  had  to  mourn  the  death  of  that  warm-hearted,         /■ 
open-handed,   much-loved  servant  of  (Jod,  Mrs.  Olivia  Dunbar.     Xot        ;' 
content  with  countless  acts  of  munificence  to  the  C'hurch  while  living,  she 
crowned  the  whole  in  her  last  hours  by  leaving  a  large  iK)rtion  of  her         k 
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estate  (more  than  $50,CXK),)  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  endowin<r, 
in  that  Parish,  a  Female  School,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Church. 
How  justly  may  the  name  of  this  true  "  Mother  in  Israel"  be  enrolled 
among  those  who  shall  be  had  in  everlasting  remembrance. 

Tues(ff(f/f  20th — I  preached  in  Washington  at  4  P.  !M.,  in  tlie 
Methodist  Church,  and  visited  during  the  day  all  the  ftimilies  of  our 
Communion.  There  is  in  this  place  and  its  vicinity,  abundant  material 
for  the  organization,  or  rather,  re-organization  of  a  Parish,  and  also 
sufficient  ability  to  erect  a  ('hurch  and  support  a  Clergyman.  I  pray 
God  to  give  them  the  wiU  to  do  it. 

In  Trinity  Parish,  Natchez,  I  remained  from  the  2lst  to  the  27th. 
On  Snnihtf/,  the  26(h,  I  preached  both  in  the  forenoon  and  evening,  and 
confirmed  on  the  former  occasion  twenty -seven  jwrsons.  My  thankful- 
ness at  welcoming  so  large  a  number  to  the  proJession  of  God's  service 
was  no  little  increased  by  seeing  among  them  Jice  coloretl  persons.  I 
gladly  hail  this  as  the  first  fruits  of  a  future  harvest  in  that  neglected 
iield,  and  as  a  token  that  the  Good  Spirit  is  alx)ut  to  open  tlie  hearts  of 
many,  especially  the  more  wealthy,  to  provide  for  these  dependent  and 
destitute  souls  the  wholesome  and  conservative  teachings  of  the  Cliurch. 

During  my  stay  I  endeavored  to  pass  a  few  moments  in  most  of  the 
Clmrch  families  in  and  near  the  place. 

It  was  very  gratifying  to  me  to  perceive  that  there  was  in  this  Parish 
an  increasing  interest  in  religious  things.  The  attendance  on  the 
services  of  the  Lord's  day  is  fast  filling  up  the  seats  of  the  Church» 
and  even  turning  the  thoughts  of  some  towards  providing  the  privileges 
of  public  worship  for  many  who  are  now  deprived  of  them  by  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  Church,  or  their  inability  to  pay  for  a  rented 
pew.     1  was   much   gratified  at   finding  among  the   pew-holders  of 

Trinity  Church,  a  number  willing  and  ready  to  aid  in  the  erection  of 
anothor  House  of  Worship  in  which  the  Gospel  of  our  God,  and  the 
Ordinances  of  the  Church  might,  as  far  as  i)Ossible,  be  offered  to  all, 
*'  without  money  and  without  price."  An  opportunity  now  presents 
itself  of  obtaining,  on  very  rea.sonable  terms,  a  building  every  way 
suited  for  the  purpose.  And  truly  thankful  would  I  be  to  learn  that 
the  benevolent  design  was  in  the  way  of  being  fulfilled. 

On  Wt'liieslnu,  2^th — Accompanied  by  Kev.  Dr.  Perry,  I  rode  to 
"  LaGrange,"  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Charlotte  Griffith,  eight  miles  from 
Xatchez.  Here  I  fouml,  as  I  had  two  years  since,  that  the  faithful  and 
untiring  instructions  of  this   lady,   and   her  children,  had  prepared  a 
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numljcr  of  her  slaves  for  an  intelligent  and  profitable  reception  of  lx)th 
baptism  and  confirmation.  After  addressing  them  on  the  nature  and 
obligation  of  these  two  Ordinances,  and  the  purposes  which  they  were 
intended  to  answer  in  the  great  plan  of  sjilvation,  I  baptised  three 
infanti?,  and  (en  atlults,  and  confirmed  tuehe.  As  on  the  former 
occasion,  so  at  this  time,  was  1  pleased  to  see  that  the  '^sponsors''  for 
the  infant  children,  and  the  "witnesses"  for  the  adults,  were  their 
youthful  master  and  mistress,  who,  although  still  very  young,  liad  not 
only  themselves  entered  into  the  service  of  God,  but  were  desirous  of 
thus  doing  what  they  could  for  the  spiritual  benefit  of  those  whom 
Go<l  had  made  deiwndent  on  them.  Over  such  a  liousohold  tlie  Spirit 
of  Grace  must  delight  to  hover. 

Next  morning  I  rode  to  "  I-Aurcl  Ilill,"  the  late  residence  of  Dr.  AVm. 
N.   Mercer,  and  preached   in  his  Ijeautiful  little   Chapel  to   a  small 
numlKjr  of  the  neighl)oring  fiimilies.      In  the  afUTn(X)n  I  baptised,  at         | 
one  of  his  adjacent  plantations,  /?//'y-/ov/infant  children  of  his  servants.  I 

I  had  time  to  say  only  a  few  wonls  to  the  parents  present ;  but  my 
heart  yearned  fur  the  opportunity  of  preaching  the  riches  of  Christ  to 
the  very  large  num]>er  of  slaves   on  these  plantations,  as  well   as  of         i 
admitting  their  children  into  the  Church  by  baptism. 

On  Fri'Icti/^  GO/// — I  rea«'hed  Woodville  and  spent  the  three  follow- 
ing days  in  the  Parish.  On  Suit'/n^/,  April  1«.^  after  catechising  the 
the  children  of  the  Sunday  School,  I  preached,  confirmed  M'rm  persons 
an<l  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  1  also  preached  aj;ain  in  the 
afternoon.  In  all  these  services  I  was  assisted  by  the  Pev.  \Vm.  P. 
Adams,  (Deacon,)  who  had  l>eon  ministering  to  this  Congregation  for 
the  last  three  months.  The  rapidly  increasing  attendance  of  the  people 
ii|K)n  the  services  of  the  Church,  as  well  as  otber  signs  of  resuscitation, 
show  that  his  labors  are  likely  to  U'  blessed  as  they  deserve  to  be. 

On  W'-hif'^  ht//,   ^{{I'-i'l   yji — 1  WIS  once  more  with  my  family. 

(i-r^'l  Friilii'j,  {Aihll  0th.)  In  St.  Andrew's  Chuivh,  Jackson,  1 
preached  in  the  evening  and  confirmed  ti'-rlre  persons  ;  one  other  bav- 
in-.^ j)rivatcly  received  that  rite  in  tlie  afternoon.  There  are  signs  of 
healtli  and  growtli  in  this  Pari.<h,  truly  gratifying  an<l  encouraging  to 
ail  who  arc  interested  in  its  welfare.  Karely,  if  ever,  has  tbere  U-en  < 
found  a  more  striking  proof  of  the  many  and  reciprocal  advantages  to  I 
be  derived  from  the  union  of  a  faithful  Pastor  with  a  loving  and  grateful        ( {\ 
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On  Easter  Eve  I  set  out  for  Holly  Springs,  where  I  preached  three       , 
times : — the  next  day    (Easter)     gave  authoritative  baptism  to  two      "jt 
adults,  and  confirmed  seven  persons.     Since  the  erection  of  their  new 
and  beautiful  Church,  this  congregation  has  exhibited  a  far  different 
asjKJct  from  that  which  it  wore  for  some  years  previous. 

I  was  much  gratified,  on  visiting  St  Thomas'  Hall,  to  see  it  rescued 
from  its  late  ruinous  state,  and  once  more  placed  in  a  condition  to  an- 
swer the  ends  for  which  it  was  founded.     Much  praise  is  due  to  the 

I  Eector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ingraham,  for  his  exertions  towards  re-fitting  the 

j  Institution,  and  furnishing  it  with  suitable  Instructors.     There  is  still 

needed  for  its  full  success,  a  Vice-Rector  or  Principal,  who  will  with  hU 
family  reside  in  the  buildings,  and  receive  ^  large  number  of  pupils  as 

j         Iwardcrs.     As  an  adopted  Institution  of  the  Diocese,  occupying  an 
imix)rtant  position  within  our   lx)rdei*s,  and  having  good    reason  to 

I  boast  of  some  of  its  [last  pupils,  it  surely  needs  no  special  commendation 

to  the  goo<l  will  and  kind  ollices  of  those  whom  I  am  now  addressing. 
Ttieifihti/j    (he  10///,  was  spent  at  Early  Grove,  where   I  pre.iched 
lioth     forenoon    and    afternoon,     ancl    confirmed    one    coIohmI    per- 
son.    The  condition  of  this  hitherto  prosperous  Parish  is  likely  to  lie 

I  seriously  aU'eete  1  by  the  emigration  of  some  of  its  families   to  homes 

I  still  further  in  the  South  and  West.     A  resident  Clergyman  is  much 

needed  to  take  in  charge  the  Rectory,  and  other  property  of  the  Parish, 
and  to  give  a  Ptistoral  oversight  to  "Wilson  Uall,"— sui  Institution  for 
the  education  of  boys  designed  by  its  founders  to  be  placed  under  the 

I  control  of  our  Convention,  and  be  made  a  cliild  of  the  I)io<?ese. 

My  next  appointment  was  for  St.  Andrew's  Church,  on  the  12th, 
where  I  was  met  by  the  Rector,  Rev.  Mr.  Fagg,  and  Kev.  Dr.  Ingra- 
ham. After  tlie  usual  senices  by  these  two  brethren,  I  preached  to  a 
small  congrcg;ition. 

\  On  the  next  evening  I  was  in  Oxford,  and  had  the  pleasure  of  offi- 

ciating in  their  nearly  completed  Clumh  building.  The  Sjrmon  was 
preached  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ingraham; — ^sifter  which  I  confirmeii  uio* 
persons,  four  of  whom  were  students  of  the  University.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  bi'autiful  building  will  be  ready  for  Consecration  in  a  few 
^         weeks. 

(  ,  By  leaving  Oxford  at  o  o'clock  in  the   morning,  I  was  enableil  to 

C\       meet  my  appointment  in  Carrollton,  where  I  preached  that  evcninjr, 
\K        and  twice  the  following  day  (,SV»^/«i/,  15///)     My  discourse  on  Sunday       A 
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forenoon,  was  delivered  to  a  crowded  congregation  in  the  Court-house  ; 
and  was  intended  to  present  a  brief  explanation  and  defence  of  the 
Church's  doctrine,  discipline  and  Worship.  It  was  listened  to  with 
unusual  patience  and  attention ;  and,  I  trust,  it  may  make  a  favor- 
able opening  to  the  labors  of  the  friends  and  members  of  our  Zion  in 
that  place  wlio  ardently  desire  her  ministrations. 

At  the  close  of  tlie  exercises,  tiro  persons  were  confirmed,  and  one 
infant  was  baptized.  I  was  jussisted  in  the  services  of  both  days,  by 
the  Kev.  Mr.  Halsted,  who  liad  previously  officiated  sevenil  times  in 
the  place. 

On  the  following  morning  (16th)  I  rode  sixteen  miles  to  lUack- 
Hawk,  and  prejiched  at  11  o'clock,  in  the  Methodist  place  of  worship.  I 

Taes.lny,  17th, — At  the  appointed  hour  I  was  at  the  door  of  Calvar}'  I 

Church,  but  did  not  ofliciate,  as  the  heavy  rain  of  the  previous  night  [ 

and  the  threatening  aspect  of  tlie  morning,  kept  the  people  from  meet- 
ing me. 

WeJueshf/,  liHh,  I  reached  Major  Vaughn's,  in  Yazoo  Count}',  and 
prciiched  the  next  morning  in  his  parlor  to  his  family,  together  with  a  | 

few  of  his  neiglilwrs ;  and  again  in  the  afternoon  to  his  servants  as- 
sembled on  tlie  lawn.  The  regular  ser\ices  of  a  ^lissionary  are  much  ' 
I  noLnled  in  this  neighborhood  : — the  recent  cliange  in  Rev.  Mr.  Scott's 
residence,  rendering  it  inconvenient  for  him  to  continue  his  services  as 
heretofore.  ( )n  Friday  morning,  before  leaving  the  neigh lx)rhood,  I 
baptized  two  children. 

Whilst  approaching  Yazoo  City,  the  place  of  my  next  appointment,  I  . 

received  the  first  irtclligence  of  that  chastening  visitation  which 
clothes  our  Diocese  in  mourning.  How  shall  1  speak  to  you,  l)eloved 
brethren,  in  fitting  terms,  of  the  )>ereavement  which  has  come  upon  us 
in  the  death  of  that  <loar  brother, — that  good  man, — I  had  almost  said, 
tluit  Ijest  of  men,  (reorge  S.  Yerger.  Tl»c  mention  of  his  name  calls 
forth  a  eulogy  from  every  heart ;  but  it  is  a  eulogy  which  can  find 
expression  only  in  the  bowed  liead,  the  heaving  Iweast,  the  tearful  eye, 
the  silent  ejaculation,  **  Thy  will,  mysterious  God,"  be  done!  This 
is  not  the  time  to  speak  of  our  dei>arted  brother  as  he  deserves,  even 

i'  if  our  sorrowing  spirits  were  allowed  their  usual  utterance.     Another        c 

op[K)rtunity  and  a  fitter  tongue  will,  I  trust,  l)e  found,  ere  long,  to  tell        (j ' 
irh'it  ire  have  lost  in  him.      ]\'hof  hf  has  (j(iine<1  in  learinfj  ns  can  l)e        ''  j  ■ 

K        told  only  by  those  beatified  Spirits  whom  he  has  gone  to  jo!n.     1  will       \K 
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not  say,  "  l*ej\ce  to  his  departed  spirit," — for  it  has  more  than  peace. 
It  is  even  now  in  the  enjoyment  of  every  blessing  that  can  come  upon 
the  righteous  man  before  the  coming  of  that  day  which  is  to  reveal  the 
fuhicss  of  the  recompense  of  our  reward. 

f^aturdat/,  the  21a7, — I  was  to  have  preached  at  the  plantation  of  the 
deceased.  But  when  the  appointed  hour  arrived,  instead  of  the  cheer- 
ful services  in  which  he  was  accustomed  to  join  so  heartily  with  his 
servants,  there  was  heard  the  sobbing  of  those  loving  dependants  as 
they  followed  the  hearse  which  bore  away  the  remains  of  him  whom 
they  regarded  more  as  a  father  than  as  a  master. 

tSmnhi/y  the  22n(f, — I  officiated  in  Yazoo  City,  in  the  forenoon,  and 
confirmed  Jirr  persons.  I  was  assisted  by  the  Bector  the  Bev.  Mr. 
Foster,  and  by  the  Bev.  Mr.  Presbury,  who  also  preached  in  the  after- 
noon. On  the  latter  occasion,  I  administered  confirmation  to  ftro  ofh^r*, 
and  baptized  our  infant.  I  was  much  gratified  at  finding  in  this  i>arish 
signs  of  health  and  increase  ;  and  at  seeing  that  there  was  a  growing 
love  and  confidence  between  Pastor  and  people.  A  new  Church  build- 
ing would  give  a  powerful  impulse  to  their  onward  course,  as  well  as 
furnish  a  safer  and  more  comfortable  place  for  the  worship  of  the  people. 

3fo}ulaf/,  23/y/, — I  reached  Col.  M.  AV.  Kwjng's,  and  preached  to  his 
family  and  senants  that  night.  The  next  day  (2'lth)  I  preached 
again,  confiimed  tiro  j)ersons.  and  administered  the  H.  Communion, 
assisted  by  the  Uev.  Messrs.  Foster  and  Presbury.  Mr.  Foster  gives 
to  this  place  the  fifth  Sunday  only  in  each  month;  the  intervening 
Sundays  being  supplied  with  such  cflices  and  instructions  as  a  T^iv- 
IVeacher  may  rigbtl}'  iKMforui.  The  infiuence  of  one  pious  Chuivli 
family  upon  a  neigliborhood  hitherto  ij.norant  of,  if  not  prejudiced 
against  our  Conmiunion,  is  gradually  extending  itself,  and  may  yet  lea<l 
to  a  piosiuTous  ruial  ju\rish. 

The  only  parisli  of  r.ny  size  which  1  have  felt  ccmpellcd  to  leave 
unvisitcd  is  that  in  whith  we  are  now  assenib^d.  But  I  feel  assured 
that  the  g<.od  i.eoj'ic  ^^hi<  b  ccini)osc  it  will  impute  my  apparent  neg- 
lect ol  them  to  any  cause  lather  tluin  a  want  of  becoming  interest  in 
their  welfare.  Having  of  necessity,  and  (may  I  not  add.)  through  tlie 
urgent  rt-ciucst  of  the  Picccse  also,  deviated  i  large  portion  ol  the  la.<t 
twelve  ii4(  nlhs  to  the  iccovery  of  my  health,  1  found  myself  on  gL*tting 
to  woik  a{jain,  ccmpollod  topassly  a  few  of  the  ])laces  usually  visitinl 
as  well  as  to  shoiten  my  stay  in  the  othcT--.     Like  rauses  constrained 
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me  to  do  the  same  thing  lust  year.    And  as  Natchea,  the  iaigest  parish 

in  the  Diocese,  was  then  left  unvisited  until  the  ConyentionY  so  is  Vicks- 
\        burg  DOW.    It  is  hoped  however  that  the  presence  and  the  godly 

instructions  of  the  Brethren  now  assembled,  will  more  than  make 
I  amends  for  this  forced  omission.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the 
I  parish  is  prospering  under  the  labors  of  its  able  llector.  The  candidates 
I  for  confirmation,  ^iglU  in  number,  will  receive  that  rite  before  the  ad- 
I        journment  of  our  body. 

Thus  ends  the  record  of  my  year's  labors.    May  a  merciful  God 
^         forgive  its  shoitcomings.

Mr.  Weller  has  in  charge  the  Church  in  Hernando,  and  in  Panola,  and 
at  the  inten'ening  stiitions. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  ilogers  of  the  Di<K'ese  of  Tennessee,  who  lias  for  stimc 
time  had  charge  of  St.  John's  Church,  Karly  Grove,  has  just  re.siiined  it. 

To  tliese  statistical  notices  I  feel  Ixnmd  to  add  a  few  words  in  rela- 
tion to  our  Diocesan  Schools. 

Of  '•  St.  Thomas'  Hall,"  the  oldest  on  the  list,  I  am  much  gratified 
in  being  able  to  state  that  it  is  looking  up  cheerfully  and  hopefully  from 
its  lat^'  ruinous  condition.  Its  present  Rector  has  been  indefatigiible  in 
his  attemi)ts  to  place  it  in  a  prosperous  and  commanding  position,  and 
hjts,  in  good  part,  efiectetl  his  object.  A  recent  personal  inspc^iiion 
i  enables  nie  to  state  that  the  buildings  have  been  thoi-oughly  repairwl,        i 
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y\  the  grounds  well  enclosed  and  tastefully  improved,  and  more  than 
< )  forty  pupils  gsithered  within  its  walls.  Two  able  Instructors  are  giv- 
j  ing  to  them  their  entire  attention,  and  nothing  seems  wanting  to  its 
full  success  but  a  well-qualified  Head  or  President,  who  will  reside  in 
the  buildings,  and  receive  a  number  of  pupils  as  boarders. 

**\Vilson  Hall"  at  Kirly  Grove,  though  not  yet  adopted  by  our  Con- 
vention, was  designed  by  its  founders  for  a  Diocesan  School.  This 
will  appear  from  the  Dceil  of  Donaticn, — a  copy  of  which  I  herewith 
lay  upon  your  table, — togetlier  with  a  request  from  the  Trustees  that 
you  will  be  pleased  to  adopt  it  as  a  child  of  the  Diocese,  and  take  mea- 
sures to  obtain  for  it  an  act  of  incorporation.  The  property  conveyed 
by  the  Donors  is  of  considerable  value,  consisting  of  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  of  fertile  land,  on  which  stands  a  good-sized  Church,  of 
Gothic  pattern,  a  comnioviious  Rectory,  and  a  large  Academy  of  two 
stories, — ^all  of  brick  and  well-constructed. 

.  Of  "  Trinity  Sjhool,"  Pass  Christian,  I  nood  say  no  more  than  that 
it  continues  to  meet  tlio  favor  which  it  has  Ion?:  merited,  and  promises 
even  to  add  to  its  well-dcsorvcil  reputation.  Since  we  have  assembled 
information  has  re:u'.hed  me  that  Dr.  S  ivage  has  revoked  his  intention 
of  resigning  the  vSr^hool  to  other  hanfU,  and  has  determined  to  take  it 
under  his  entire  contn>l,  and  use  all  his  efforts  to  make  it  a  "  Select 
Homa  School." 

I  have  already  stitcfl  that  Col.  Charles  Gates,  residing  near  Okolona, 
had  ])urch:ised  and  generously  olio  red  to  convey  to  the  Episcopal  Au- 
thority of  the  Diocese  for  a  Pemale  <  'hurch  S.'hiX)!,  tho  large  building 
partially  erected  in  thrit  pla«:e  by  the  Hev.  Mr.  Lawson.  That  generous 
purpose  has  been  carried  out, — the  building  has  since  been  nearly 
com])leteil : — a  Hoard  of  Trustees,  (with  tlie  Bisliop  of  the  Diocese  as 
JVesident)  luus  been  organized.  A  suitable  Constitution,  with  By- 
Laws,  has  Ikjou  prepared, — the  Rev.  Dr.  Lucey  has  been  placed  at  its 
head,— -and  an  act  of  incorporation  souglit  for  it  under  the  title  of  *'Rose 
(Jatos  Female  CoUejic.''  A  wpy  of  these  vseveral  documents  will  be 
laid  iKjfore  you,  not  for  tlie  purpose  of  requesting  tliat  you  will  tiike 
the  Institution  under  the  control  of  tlic  Convention.  Init  to  enli.st  your 
good  wishes  and  iK'neficcnce  in  its  behalf.  Its  position  in  a  part  of  tl.e 
Diocese  where  tin*  Church  is  but  little  known,  and  where  much  wciilth 
is  extracted  from  the  soil,  is  of  itself  enough  to  interest  us  in  its  be- 
half    But  if  tljore  l)C  joined  to  this,  Uie  lil>orality  of  the  founder  and 
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of  those  who  havo  assisted  him  in  the  work,  the  high  character  of  the 
Trustees  for  intelligence  and  worth,  and  the  long  and  welI*known  suc- 
cess of  Dr.  Lacey  in  the  task  of  instruction, — nothing  fiirther  will  be 
wanting  to  convince  you  of  the  importance  of  this  work,  and  to  c<nn- 
mend  it  to  your  liberality. 

Of  the  "  University  of  the  South,"  I  will  here  say  no  more  than 
that  Divine  Providence  seems  so  far  to  look  favorably  on  evcr}^  step  of 
our  undertaking.  Nearly  $600,000  has  been  placed  on  our  subscrip- 
tion list :  an  admirable  Constitution  with  suitable  statutes  lias  been 
adopted  and  thrown,  before  the  public ;  the  grounds  have  been  taste- 
fully laid  out ;  and  it  is  exj^ectcd  that  the  corner  stone  of  our  Institu- 
tion will  be  laid  during  the  ensuing  summer.  When  application  shall 
be  made  for  aid  in  this  Diocese,  I  trust  that  its  friends  will  be  many 
and  liberal. 

A  part  of  your  duty  on  the  present  occasion  will  be  to  appoint  Trus- 
tees and  a  Treasurer  for  the  University,  on  the  part  of  this  Diocese. 

In  my  several  visitations,  I  see  in  almost  every  quarter  the  need  of  a 
Church  Col-porteur.  An  undertaking  of  that  kind  could  at  this  time 
be  conducted  with  more  convenience  and  efficiency  than  formerly, 
owing  to  the  increase  of  our  railroad  lines,  and  the  existence  of  die 
Book-Depository  now  in  Jackson.  If  the  system  of  Col-porteurism 
has  proved  a  powerful  agency  in  the  hands  of  the  sects,  how  much 
more  powerful  for  good  and  for  truth's  sake  could  it  be  made  as  an 
instrument  for  diffusing  the  Apostolic  and  conser>'ative  teachings  of  tlic 
Church. 

There  is  but  one  other  subject  to  which  I  desire  to  call  your 
attention,  viz :  the  Church  Paper  recently  established  in  Ralei?h, 
North  Carolina,  under  the  title  of  "  The  Church  InteUigeDcerr  Tlat 
its  teachings  will  be  of  the  soundest  kind  I  feel  assured.  That  such  a 
Periodical  is  much  needed  in  the  South  isnottolie  questionetl.  Aik! 
when  considered  as  the  allc  Advocate  and  Kxpositor  of  our  iucipieiit 
University,  and  the  intended  Organ  of  Communication  between  our 
Southern  and  South -Western  liishops  and  their  Dioceses,  it  will  nvetl 
no  words  of  mine  to  commend  it  to  the  general  favor  and  patronage 
of  the  DioccbC. 

If  there  be  any  other  subject  which  would  justify  me  in  detainin;: 
you  a  few  moments  longer,  it  would  Ic  an  earnest  appeal  lo  my 
Brethren  of  the  Laity  to  give  themselves,  with  increased  devotednes.s 
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to  tlie  work  of  the  Lord,  committed,  as  that  work  assuredly  is,  to  their 
hands  as  well  as  to  those  of  the  Clergy.  What  we  most  need  at  this 
time  in  the  Diocese,  is  a  hearty  co-operation  or  combination  of  effort 
and  prayer  on  the  part  of  th^  Laity  with  tJte  Clergy,  Without  that 
hearty  working  together  our  labor  will  be  comparatively  fruitless.  So 
plainly  has  this  come  to  be  seen  throughout  our  whole  Church  as  to 
attract  the  attention  and  call  forth  the  action  of  our  late  General  Con- 
vention. A  Committee,  consisting  of  one  Layman  from  each  Diocese, 
was  there  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  that  object,  by  means 
of  consultation  and  correspondence  among  themselves,  and  of  then 
laying  the  result  before  the  whole  Church.  Their  Report  has  not  yet 
been  published.  It  is  looked  for  with  much  anxiety  through  all  our 
borders.  In  that  good  work,  as  in  all  others  which  came  before  him, 
our  departed  brother  was  deeply  interested.  God  grant  that  the  mantle 
of  his  good  doing  and  never-wearying  spirit  may  descend  on  many 
whom  he  has  left  behind ! 

With  this  and  all  other  rightful  prayers  for  your  spiritual  profiting 
and  usefiilness  in  the  Church,  I  commend  you,  one  and  all,  beloved 
brethren,  to  Him  by  whom  alone  each  member,  as  well  as  the  whole 
body  of  the  Church  is  governed  and  sanctified.        W.  M.  GREEX.

The  Rector  of  Trinity  Church,  Natchez,  reports  to  the  Bishop  of  the 
Diocese  the  following  SUitcment  from  the  llegister  of  the  Parish  :

Uesolvedy  That  we  desire  to  bow  in  humble  submission  to  this  most 
afflictive  dispensation,  by  which  we  have  personally  lost  one  of  the  best 
and  truest  of  friends,  society  one  of  its  brightest  ornaments,  and  the 
Church  one  of  its  strongest  earthly  supports. 

liesolved^  That  we  render  our  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  the  Father 
of  all  mercies,  for  having  cast  the  lot  of  our  beloved  departed  brother 
in  our  midst ;  for  having  granted  to  us  the  benefit  of  such  a  rare  ex- 
ample of  goodness,  and  the  fruits  of  his  invaluable  labors. 

Resolved,  Tliat  we  will  ever  cherish  with  fond  and  reverent  aflTection, 
the  blessed  memory  of  this  holy  and  useful  man;  and  with  the  help  of 
God,  will  redouble  our  eftbrts  in  the  cause  of  Christ  and  His  Church, 
to  which  his  life  was  given. 

Hesolved,  That  deeply  sympathizing  wth  his  bereaved  family  in  this 
overwhelming  affliction,  we  desire  to  convey  to  them  the  assurance  of 
our  participation  in  their  sorrow,  and  commend  them  to  the  care  and 
love  of  our  Faithful  Creator  and  Compassionate  Redeemer. 

Itesolvedy  That  the  Church  he  so  much  loved,  in  which  he  was  a  con- 
stint  worshipper,  which  is  indebted  so  largely  for  its  erection  and  pros- 
perity, to  his  devoted  zeal,  be  draped  in  mourning  until  Whit-Sunday, 
and  that  we  will  wear  the  bodge  of  mourning  for  the  same  period.

This  Report  dates  from  November  11th,  when  the  undersigned  ac- 
cepted the  charge  of  this  Parish.  I  could  not  find  any  register  ;  and 
the  report  is  made  from  the  present  Parish  register,  composed  of  a  list 
of  families  and  communicants  known  to  be  connected  with  the  Church. 
The  condition  of  this  Parish  is  not  very  encouraging,  as  there  are  very 
strong  prejudices  against  the  Church,  among  those  who  do  not  choose 
to  learn  anything  of  her  pure  and  holy  teachings.  As  due  however 
to  the  members  of  the  congregation,  I  most  cheerfully  state  that  the 
Church  building  has  been  purchased, — all  necessary  repairs  have  been 
made  ;  a  set  of  Communion  Service  has  l)een  provided  ;  a  Melodeon 
having  previously  been  presented  for  the  use  of  the  choir,  and  the  Par- 
ish is  entirely  free  from  debt.  The  Sunday  School  which  had  become 
extinct,  has  been  revived,  and  now  seems  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. I  officiate  in  this  Parish  two  Sundays  of  each  month.  Besides 
this  Church,  I  have  labored  as  Missionary  at  Senatobia,  Como,  Sardis, 
and  Panola.  At  Panola,  particularly,  the  prospects  of  the  Church  are 
very  encouraging  ;  and,  the  friends  of  the  cause  expect  soon  to  com- 
mence a  Church-building.  Last  February.  I  visited  and  held  service 
in  St.  John's  Parish,  DeSoto  Count}^  now  in  consequence  of  removals, 
&c.,  consisting  of  only  two  Church  families.  As  Missionary,  I  have 
baptized  14  children — 1  white  and  13  colored,  united  one  couple  in 
marriage,  buried  one  communicant  with  the  Church  Service.  Scvend 
in  the  Parish  of  the  Ascension, — ^as  also  at  some  of  my  other  appoint* 
ment'*,  are  awaiting  the  visit  of  the  Bishop  that  they  may  consecrate 
themselves  to  the  Service  of  God,  in  the  Apostolic  rite  of  Laying  on  of 
Hands.

The  above  report  embraces  a  period  of  two  months,  during  part  of  i 
which  time  the  Rev.  li.  R.  S.  Bemond  was  the  officiating  Minister. 
For  at  least  a  year  previous  to  his  coming-r-the  services  of  the  Church  | 
were  entirely  suspended.  This  accounts  for  the  imperfect  report  now 
presented.  With  the  hearty  co-operation  and  efficient  aid  of  the  Rev. 
br.  Savage,  of  Pass  Christian,  and  by  means  of  contributions  both 
within  and  without  the  Parish,  we  have  succeeded  in  purchasing  a 
beautiful  lot,  137  feet  front,  on  the  Bay  SL  I^ouis,  and  1*^  JJ^i^©  deep, 
for  S2,40<3.  We  have  also  received  a  donation  of  material  amply  suf- 
ficient to  put  up  a  Rectory  and  outbuildings,  together  with  about 
$450  tK)  towanls  building  a  Church  on  said  lot.  This  field  is  an 
interesting  and  important  one.  It  is  the  oldest  settlement  on  the  Gulf 
Coast  of  our  SUitc,  and  has  been  the  last  taken  up  by  the  Church.  Its 
population  numbers  about  1200  persons  in  winter,  while  in  summer  it  is 
materially  increased.  We  must  find  Church  accommodation  not  only 
for  our  resident  members,  but  for  our  summer  visitors  ;  and  this 
involves  outlays  which,  unassisted,  we  cannot  make. 

We  rely  upon  the  liberality  of  all  who  are  interested  in  the  prosperity 
of  the  Church  to  aid  us  in  our  work  until  our  buildings  are  completed.

REPORT  OF  THE  REV.  JOSEPH  SPENCER,  D.D. 

To  fJte  Rt,  Hei).   W.  M,  Orem  .— 

Although  iiie  undersigned  has  been  a  resident  in  the  Diocese  of 
Mississippi  during  most  of  the  winter  and  spring,  yet  he  has  but  little 
to  report  as  to  the  clerical  duty  which  he  has  performed.  Besides 
officiating  occasionally  ih  Jackson  for  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  he  supplied 
the  place  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bcmond,  in  Zion  Church,  at  Terry,  once ; 
and  once,  that  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ozanne,  at  Summit  He  also  officiated 
at  Canton  on  Easter  Sunday  for  the  Rev.  Dr.  Sansom.  On  the  occasion 
of  the  Bishop's  visitation  of  the  "  Church  of  the  Saviour,"  at  Osyka, 
J  in  February,  he  assisted  in  the  performance  of  Divine  Service  in  the 
'  morning,  and  preached  in  the  afternoon.  Since  Mr.  Bemond's  resig- 
nation of  Zion  Church,  at  Terry,  that  Church  has  fallen  under  his 
missionary  charge,  and  as  missionary  he  has  performed  service  in  it 
twice,  and  expects  to  continue  cfficiating  there  on  the  third  Sunday  of 
every  month.

The  Senior  AVarden  of  Christ  Church,  at  Monticcllo,  in  Lawrence 
county,  in  the  absence  of  any  Rector,  in  reporting  the  condition  of  this 
Parish,  so  far  as  relates  to  Church  statistics  proper,  begs  leave  to  refer 
to  his  report  of  last  year,  published  in  Journal  of  proceedings.  There 
have  been  no  ministrations  here  since  the  date  of  that  report,  except 
when  in  the  latter  part  of  August  last,  Rev.  Wm.  Croes  Crane  visited 
the  Parish,  very  much  to  the  gratification  of  the  friends  of  the  Church, 
and  preached  with  accustomed  services  on  two  occasions,  and  baptised 
one  adult.  This  visit  revived  us  very  much,  and  gave  us  new  spirit  to 
hope  that  we  would  not  bo  long  unprovided  with  occasional  ministrations. 

Since  the  date  of  the  last  report,  two  communicants  have  removed, 
'who  were  very  efficient  in  Church  matters,  and  are  greatly  missed 
from  among  us.  In  their  place,  however,  three  others  friendly  to  the 
Church  have  settled  in  town  and  vicinty,  two  of  whom  are  communi- 
cants, and  one  having  strong  prcdilictions  for  the  Church.  Those  who 
are  of  the  Church  with  us,  are  strong  in  the  faith,  steadfast,  and 
devoted,  though  almost  famishing  for  the  bread  of  life. 

It  should  have  been  mentioned  that  of  the  number  reported  last  year, 
besides  those  now  reported  as  having  removed,  one  adult  and  one 
infiint  of  the  Church  have  died — in  the  death  of  the  adult,  the  Church 
has  su<«taincd  a  great  loss,  on  account  of  his  firmness,  efficiency  and 
zeal. 

As  soon  after  the  1st  Monday  in  Easter  as  practicable  the  writer 
convened  the  Board  of  Vestrymen,  and  caused  a  new  Board  to  be 
electetl  for  the  current  year — this  was  done  that  we  might  keep  up  the 
organization  of  the  Church  in  the  hope  of  a  better  day,  and  to  enable 
us  to  escape  the  sorrowful  reflection  that  the  Parish  had  gone  down.

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CONSTITUTIOir. 

Article  I.  The  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi  acknowledges 
the  authority  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States  of 
America. 

Art.  II.  There  shall  be  a  stated  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this 
Diocese  every  year,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  on  Ry  the  pre- 
ceding Convention.  Special  meetings  of  the  Convention  shall  be  called 
by  the  Bishop,  when,  in  his  j  udgment,  the  good  of  the  Church  requires 
it,  or  when  the  Standing  Committee  shall  request  it ;  and,  in  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  the  Standing  Committee,  on  urgent  reasons, 
may  call  a  Special  Convention.  When  a  Special  C/onvention  is  so  cal- 
led, it  sliall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  in  giving  notice  thereof,  to 
specify  the  business  and  purposes  for  which  it  is  to  be  assembled,  and  no 
other  business  shall  be  transacted  than  that  which  is  thus  specified,  or 
necessarily  connected  with  it. 

Art.  III.  The  Convention  shall  Iks  composed  of  Clergymen  and 
Lamen.  Every  Clergyman  of  the  Church,  of  whatever  order,  canoni- 
cally  resident  in  the  Diocese  for  three  months  prior  to  the  session  of  the 
Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  same  ;  and  it  is  hereby 
made  his  duty  to  attend  its  deliberations. 

Every  Parish  within  this  Diocese,  in  union  with  this  Convention, 
shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the  Convention  a  Lay  Delegjite,  or  Lay  Del- 
egates not  exceeding  three,  a  certificate  of  whose  appointment,  signed 
by  the  Hector,  a  Warden,  or  Secretary  of  the  Parish,  shall,  liefore  the 
admission  to  seats,  be  laid  before  the  Convention  :  rrovided,  That 
no  person  shall  be  competent  to  serve  as  a  Lay  Delegate,  unless  he  be 
a  stated  worshipper  in  the  Parish  which  he  represents.  The  delegation 
from  each  Parish  shall  be  entitled,  on  a  division,  to  but  one  vote. 

Art.  IV.  New  Parishes  may  be  admitted  into  union  with  this  Con- 
vention, on  motion,  by  amajbrity  vote  ;  Provide!,  They  shall  have  laid 
l>erore  the  Convention  written  evidences,  subscriljed  by  the  Wardens 
and  Vestry,  that  they  are  duly  organized,  and  accede  to  the  Constitu- 
tion and  Canons  of  the  Church. 

Art.  V.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  ha  ex-ofii-w,  the  President 
of  the  Convention  ;  but  during  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,  or  in  the 
absence  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  members  shall 
elect  a  President  from  among  the  Presbyters  ;  Provided,  That  in  the 
absence  or  inability  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  Convention  may 
invite  the  Bishop  of  .any  other  Diocese  to  preside  over  the  deliljer- 
ationsof  the  Convention,  who,  if  he  accept  the  invit<ition,  shall  have  all 
the  powers  and  privileges  of  the  President  tf  the  Convention.

Art.  VI.  A  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  upon  the  assem- 
])ling  of  the  Annual  Convention,  from  among  the  members  thereof,  who      9 
sliall  remain  in  office  until  the  meeting  of  the  nest  Amiual  Conyentioc.        ^ 

Art.  VII.  The  members  of  the  ConTention  present,  on  due  notifica- 
tion, and  consisting]:  of  not  less  than  three  Clei^men,  and  Lay  Dele- 
pjitcs  from  tlirec  Parishes,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  transact  tlie  reg- 
ular business  of  the  Convention.  The  Clergy  aad  Lay  Delegates  slwll 
dclil)erate  in  one  Ijody,  and  vote  Jls  such,  except  when  a  division  is 
culled  for,  in  which  case  a  concurrence  ot  both  orders  shall  be  necessary 
lo  carry  any  mcisure.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  unless  dis- 
pensed with  by  the  unanimoufc  consent  of  the  Convention. 

Art.  VII [.  When,  on  account  of  the  prevalence  of  any  epidemic  or 
contagious.disoase,  it  shall  Ikj  thoupjht  imprudent  to  hold  the  Con v en* 
lion  at  the  place  ui>pointcjl.  tho  IJishop  may  change  it,  by  j?iving  notice 
in  s^orae  newspaper,  and  notifying  the  Ministers  and  Parishes. 

Airr.  IX.  This  Constitution  shall  not  be  subject  to  alteration  in  any        I 
Article,  except  at  the  annual  mcetiigs of  the  Convention  ;   nor  unless 
such  alteration  shall  l)ave   been  proposed  at  least  one  annual  meeting 
previous  to  its  adoption.

CANON  II. 

OF  THE   STANDING  COMMITTEE. 

The  Standing  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  three  Presbyters  and 
two  Laymen,  and  be  elected  at  each  Annual  Convention.  Any 
vacancy  occurring  in  this  Committee,  may  be  filled  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  remaining  members.  They  shall  keep  full  minutes  <jf  their 
proceedings,  which  shall  be  laid  on  the  table  of  each  Annual  Convention, 
and  read  therein. 

CANON  III. 

OF  SUSPENSION' FROM  THE   FUNCTIONS  OF  THE  MINISTRY. 

The  Bishop,  with  the  advice  of  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be 
empowered  to  susi)end  from  the  functions  of  the  Ministry,  any  Minis- 
ter who  shall  be  charged  with  improper,  irreligious,  or  immoral 
conduct ;  and  further,  this  suspension  shall  be  continued  until  the 
disposal  of  the  ••barges  agamst  him  by  a  canonical  trial,  unless  before 
such  trial,  the  Bishop  and  Standin^:  Committee  are  satisfied,  from 
testimony  laid  before  them,  of  a  thorough  reformation  of  his  life  : 
Provulely  That  no  Minister  shall  be  suspended,  until  he  shall  have 
been  notified,  by  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee,  of  the  nature 
of  the  charges  against  him,  and  an  opportunity  given  him  to  be  heard, 
in  relation  thereto,  Ijefore  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee. 

CANON  IV. 

OF  THE  TRIAL   OF   CLERCJYMEN. 

Sk<.'TI0N  1.  The  trial  of  a  CltTgyman  of  this  Diocese  shall  be  on 
presentment  made  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  to  the 
Standing  Committee,  in  writiii,::;,  signed  by  the  party  making  it ;  and 
ever}'  presentment  of  a  Clergyman  shall  be  either  by  the  Convention 
of  tlie  DiecesL*,  by  the  Vestry  and  Church  Wardens  of  the  Parish  to 
which  such  Clergyman  may  bulong,  or  by  one  or  more  Presbyters  of 
the  Church. 

Skc.  2.  In  all  easjs  of  presentment  contemplated  by  the  Ccmstitution 
and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  by  those  of  this  Diocese,  a 
copy  of  the  charge  or  charges,  and  specifications,  together  ^uith  a 
citation  to  appear  and  answer,  sliall  be  served  upon  the  party  accused, 
in  th'j  m.innar  heroin  ifcir  provid.'l,  with  all  convenient  spjjd.  The 
charges  and  si)ccific.ilions  shall  Ik?  set  forth  with  such  reasonable  certainty 
und  description,  as  may  enable  the  defendant  to  know  and  prepare 
fur  his  defense.  And  upon  the  trial  of  such  presentment,  the  rules  ef 
evidence,  as  understood  and  enforced  in  the  judicial  tribunals  of  tko 
State,  shall  govern,  except  so  far  as  they  are  altered  or  modified  by  the 
Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  or  by  those  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  .'i.  The  regular  place  of  trial,  and  the  office  for  the  record  of 
all  ecclesiiustical  proceedings  shall  bo  the  house  of  the  IJislwp  ;  but,  if 
there  bo  no  Bishop,  the  Standing  Committee  shall  appoint  tlie  place  for 
these  puri)osos  ;  and  the  Hishop,  by  and  with  th  J  concurrence  of  his 
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CANON  VI. 

OF  KESIQNATION  OF  A   PARISH.  i 

Whenever  any  Minister,  having  charge  of  a  Church  or  Parish  in 
this  Diocese,  shall  resign  such  Church  or  Parish,  it  shall  be  the  dutj' 
of  the  Secretary  of  said  Church,  and,  if  there  be  no  Secretary,  then  of 
the  Wardens,  and  if  there  be  neither  Secretary  nor  Warden,  then  of 
the  Vestry,  to  communicate,  in  writing,  forthwith,  to  the  Bishop,  if 
there  be  a  Bishop,  and  if  not,  to  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese, 
the  fact  of  such  resignation. 

CANON  VIL 

OP  THE  ELICTION  OF  BISHOP& 

In  the  election  of  a  Bishop,  the  Clergy  and  Laity  shall  vote  sepa-         t 
ratcly,  (the  Clergy  individually,  and  the  Laity  by  Congregations,)  and 
the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  each  Order  sliall  be  necessary  to  con- 
stitute a  decision. 

CANON  Tin. 

OF  DEPUTIES  TO  THE  GENEIUL  CONVENTION. 

The  Convention,  at  the  session  immediately  preceding  the  regular 
session  of  each  Generel  Convention,  shall  elect  four  Clerical  and  four         j 
Lay  Deputies  to  the  next  ensuing  General  Convention.

OF  PAROCHIAL  REPORTS.. 

In  order  to  secure  more  effectually  an  accurate  view  of  the  state  of 
the  Church,  it  is  hereby  made  obligatory  on  every  Parish  Minister  to 
conform  his  Parochial  lieport  to  the  following  form,  and  his  failure  to 
comply  therewith,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  cause  lor  the  exclusion 
of  such  report  from  the  pages  of  the  Journal  of  the  Convention.

CANON  X.  ' 

OF  FINANCE. 

Section  1.  A  Committee  on  Finance,  consisting  of  five,  (a  majority

All  bonds  or 
notes  now  payable  to  the  Standing  Committee,  shall  be  transferred  to 
said  Trustees. 

Sec.  3.  Said  Trustees  .shall  loan  out  the  principal  of  said  fund  in 
their  hands,  for  such  time  as  they  deem  best,  taking  bonds  or  notes  for 
the  repayment  of  the  principal  at  the  stipulated  period,  and  also  for  the 

P         annual  payment  of  the  interest     No  loan,  however,  shall  be  made  by         J 

,'^       the  Trustees,  unless  the  same  be  secured  by  two  responsible  sureties, 
(        and  by  deed  of  trust  on  unencumbered  property,  the  cash  value  of 

1^       which  shall  be  at  least  double  the  amount  of  the  sum  loaned.     Said 
deed  of  trust  shall  contain  a  clause  autliorizing  the  Trustees  to  sell  the 
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property,  or  so  much  as  may  be  necessary,  whenerer  there  is  a  de&nlt 
in  payment  of  either  principal  or  interest. 

Sec.  4.  Said  Trustees  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  Bishop,  inTest 
part  of  said  fund,  not  exceeding  &ye  thousand  dollars,  in  the  purchase  of 
a  permanent  Episcopal  residence.  And  they  may,  if  the  money  is  not 
collected  in  notes  in  their  hands,  borrow  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary 
and  mortgage  the  property  purchased  in  their  name,  as  Trustees  fortius 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  Diocese  of  Mississippi. 

Sec.  5.  Said  Trustees  shall  report  to  each  Convention  the  amount 
of  money,  notes,  bonds,  or  other  property,  received  by  them,  and  from 
whom,  the  amount  paid  out,  etc.,  so  that  an  accurate  account  of  the 
state  of  the  fund  may  be  always  before  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  6.  Said  Trustees  may  receive  bonds,  the  principal  of  which  may 
be  made  payable  at  such  time  as  said  Trustees  may  deem  adyisable  : 
Provided,  however,  that  the  interest  at  six  per  cent  shall  be  payable 
annually  :  Provided,  further,  that  when  the  money  is  paid  on  said 
bonds,  the  Trustees  shall  be  bound  to  loan  it  to  the  person  who  paid  it. 
if  he  should  desire  it.  In  such  case,  the  money  shall  be  loaned  at  l^al 
interest,  and  shall  be  secured,  as  heretofore  provided  for  in  Section  3. 

CANON  XV. 

OF  GENERAL  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Epi.scopal  Fund  shall  be  the  General  Trustees  of 
the  Protestant  p]piscopal  Church  in  Mississippi,  and  as  such,  are  author- 
ized to  receive,  by  will,  deed,  or  otherwise,  for  the  use  of  the  Church, 
such  property  and  money  as  may  be  given  to  it  by  any  person  or 
persons. 

CANON  XVI. 

OF  OFFERINGS  FOR  DIOCESAN  MISSIONS. 

Besides  individual  contributions  for  Missions  or  other  purposes,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Rector  of  every  Parish,  to  collect,  twice  a  year, 
the  offerings  of  the  Parish  for  Diocesan  Missions,  to-wit :  on  the  second 
Sunday  of  April,  and  the  second  Sunday  of  October  ;  and  if,  from  any 
cause,  the  offerings  are  not  collected  on  said  days,  they  shall  be  collected 
on  some  subsequent  Sunday,  and  the  said  Hector  shall  embrace  in  his 
Parochial  Keport  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  the  amount  received  at 
each  collection. 

CANON  XVII. 

»  OF  ATTENDANCE  ON  CONVENTION. 

Every  Clergyman,  entitled  to  a  seat  in  the  Convention,  shall,  in  case 
of  his  inability  or  failure  to  attend,  communicate  in  writing,  his  reasons 
therefor  to  the  Bishop,  at  the  session  of  the  Convention,  or  in  one  month 
tliereafter.

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CONSTITUTION 

OF   THE 

DIOCESAN  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  OF  MISSISSIPPI. 


Article  I.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  Diocesan  Missionary 
Society  of  Mississippi, 

Art.  II.  All  Clergymen,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese,  shall 
lx%  ex-officio,  members  of  the  Society,  and  such  Laymen  as  shall  pay 
the  sums  hereinafter  meniioned. 

Art.  III.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  be  the  Bishop  as  Presi- 
dent ;  a  fir^t,  second  and  third  Vice  President ;  a  Secretary  or  General 
Agent,  and  a  Ti-casurer.  When  there  i.^  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate, 
the  Society  shall  elect  from  the  Presbyters,  a  President.  The  Vice 
Presidents,  according  to  their  numerical  order,  shall,  in  the  absence,  or 
by  request  of  the*  President,  perform  the  duties  of  President. 

Art.  IV.  A  Committee  of  five,  to  be  annually  elected,  shall  consti- 
tute a  Board  of  Managers.  The  Secretary  of  tlie  Society  shall  be 
ex-ojjido.  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers.  A  Majority  of  the  Man- 
agers shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  busiuess.  They  shall  have 
power  to  make  such  by-laws  as  they  deem  necessary. 

Art.  V.  The  Board  of  Manageis  shall  establish  a  Diocesan  Deposi- 
tory, and  such  branches  as  may  be  deemed  necessary.  They  shall 
distribute  the  Bible,  the  Prayer  B(  ok,  and  such  Beligious  Tracts  and 
other  works,  only,  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Bishop,  or  the  Board  of 
Managers.  Any  person  desirous  to  sell  or  distribute  such  b(>oks  in  the 
Diocese  by  authority  of  the  Church,  may  be  licensed  to  do  so  by  the 
Bishop,  and  sliull  be  allowed  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor  out  of 
the  Society  funds. 

Art.  VI.  Missionaries  employed  by  the  Bishop,  shall  be  allowed 
such  salaries  as  he  may  direct ;  to  be  paid  out  of  the  funds  of  the  So- 
ciety. The  President  shall  re|)ort  to  the  Convention,  the  number  of 
Missionaries  aided  by  it ;  their  dillo rent  sUitions  or  employments  ;  the 
sums  paid  to  each  ;  what  person  has  been  employed  to  sell  books,  and 
the  numlwr  of  tracts  and  books  distributed.  The  person  employed  to 
.<ell  books  sliall  TQ\)ori  to  the  Convention,  the  amount  of  books  sold  and 
distributed  by  him  during  the  year.  Said  Managers  shall,  from  the 
funds  of  the  Society,  aid  in  the  elucation  of  such  youths  of  piety  as  are 
recommended  by  the  Bishop,  and  in  general  shall  have  power  to  adopt 
and  execute  such  measures  Jis  they  may  deem  proper  to  further  the 
objects  of  the  Society.  When  the  Episcoimte  is  vacant,  the  Standing 
Comuiitlee  shall  have  the  powers  confided  by  this  Article  to  the  Bishop. 

Art.  VII.  It  shall  Iw  the  duty  of  tlie  Society  to  aid  and  assist  own- 
ers of  plmtations,  who  are  desirous  to  give  religious  instruction  to  their 
slaves,  and  to  give  information  of  such  persons  to  the  Bishop,  in  order 
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that  he  may  provide  suitable  Missionaries  to  organize  Parishes  on  said 
plantations. 

Art.  VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  the  funds  of 
the  Society ;  keep  a  list  of  the  Missionaries  paid  or  assisted  by  the 
Society,  and  the  amount  allowed  to  each.  The  funds  in  his  hands  shall 
only  be  paid  out  by  the  order  of  the  Managers  or  of  the  President 
He  shall  report  at  each  anniversary  meeting,  the  state  of  the  Society's 
funds — its  property ;  and  present  his  accounts  for  examination  and 
settlement 

Art.  IX.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  Record  of  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  in  a  well-bound  book.  He  shall,  by  virtue  of 
his  office,  conduct  the  correspondence,  and  perform  such  other  acts  a& 
the  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct.  He  shall  copy  this  Constitution  oa 
the  Minutes  of  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Mamigcrs. 

Art.  X.  The  Society  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  place  where  the 
Diocesan  Convention  is  held,  on  the  second  day  of  the  Convention. 
(Such  of  the  Clerical  and  Lay  Members  of  the  Society  as  may  lie 
present,  /^hall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business ;  and  in  the  absence  of 
the  President  and  Vice  Presidents,  a  President  j[?ro  ttm,  sliall  be  elected.) 
A  sujtjible  Sermon  shall  be  preuched  during  the  Convention,  upon  such 
day  as  shall  be  selecicd  by  the  Bishop,  either  b}"^  the  Bishop,  or  by  some 
Clci  gyman  apiwinted  by  him.  After  sermon,  a  collection  shall  be  taken 
up  lor  the  use  of  the  Society. 

Art.  XI.  An  election  of  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  made  at  such 
anniversary  meeting ;  and  in  case  of  a  failure  to  elect,  then  the  old 
officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  an  election  be  held. 

Art.  XII  Every  member,  except  Clergymen,  shall  pay  at  the  time 
of  subscription,  and  annually  thereafter,  on  the  first  day  of  Januarv', 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  to  the  rector  of  the  Parish,  or  to  such  other  person 
as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  the  same. 

By  the  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  any  one  may  become  a  life  mem- 
ber of  the  Society,  and  shall  not  be  subject  to  tlie  annual  assessment 
thereiifter. 

Art.  XIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  all  dona- 
tions which  may  be  made  to  the  Society,  and  cause  a  faiUiful  reconlof 
the  same  to  be  kept,  stating  the  name  of  the  donor  and  the  amount  of 
the  benefaction. 

Art.  XIV.  A  notice  of  the  Society,  its  object,  terms  of  membership, 
and  request  for  such  donations  as  the  pious  and  lilxjral  arc  disposed  to 
make,  shall  be  inserted  as  a  standing  advertL«;ement  in  such  papers 
published  in  the  Diocese,  as  are  disposed  to  insert  the  same  without 
charge. 

Art.  XV.  The  President  may  convene  the  Beard  of  Managers  at  any 
time  he  thinks  proper. 

Art.  XVI.  The  Society  being  intended  to  assist,  but  not  in  any  de- 
gree to  interfere  with  the  authoiity  of  the  Church,  it  is  hereby  declared, 
that  whatever  is  done  by  the  Scciety,  shall  be  done  in  subordination 
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to  the  authority  of  the  Church,  and  in  accordance  with  the  advice  of  the 
Bishop. 

Art.  XVII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Minister  of  this  Diocese  to 
publicly  bring  the  objects  of  this  Society  annfually  before  his  Parish,  and 
request  the  friends  of  religion  to  co-operate  with  him  in  procuringmem- 
bers  and  donations.  lie  shall  also  leport  quarteriy  to  the  Secretary, 
the  names  of  the  members,  and  the  amounts  received  by  him,  and  for- 
ward the  same  to  the  Treasurer  annually. 

Art.  XVII I.  Each  regularly  organized  Parish  shall  be  considered  as 
an  Auxiliary  or  Branch  Society. 

The  Rector  of  such  Parish  shall  be  President  of  the  said  Auxiliary 
Society.  He  shall  appoint  four  persons,  two  of  whom  shall  be  Ladies, 
to  solicit  donations,  and  to  procure  members  for  the  Society.  Payment 
for  membership  shall  not  be  confined  to  one  dollar,  but  may  be  one 
dollar  or  more  per  annum. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  of  the  Auxiliary  Society,  to  re- 
ceive and  remit  all  funds  contributed  in  his  Parish  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  XIX.  The  Constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  annual  meeting 
of  the  Society,  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two- thirds  of  the  members  present, 
and  shall  be  published,  together  with  the  annual  proceedings  of  the 
Society,  with  the  Journals  of  the  Convention.

The  accotnpanyiug  Table  marked  A,  exhibits  the  assess- 
ments by  last  Convention,  upon  each  Parish,  the  amounts 
collected  therefrom,  and  the  unpaid  balances  remaining  at 
the  close  of  this  report. 

The  Endowment  Fund  continues  as  at  last  Convention, 
amounting  in  all  to  $6,425— yielding  at  10  per  ct.  interest 
$642  50,— $617  of  which  including  $72  due  last  Conven- 
tion, has  been  paid ;  and  the  balance,  most  probably  will 
soon  be  collected. 

It  is  greatly  to  be  desired  that  some  less  exceptionable 
mode  for  securing  the  salary  of  the  Bishop,  should  be  de- 
vised and  adopted  j  but,  during  the  present  political  and 
financial  condition  of  our  country,  the  Treasurer  respect- 
fully recommends  the  adoption  by  the  Convention  of  the 
assessment  roll  of  last  year,  without  change  or  alteration. 

Under  a  resolution  of  the  Convention  of  last  year,  Jour- 
nal, page  25,  the  Treasurer  was  instructed  to  report  to  this 
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body,  the  proceedings  necessary,  in  reference  to  certain  pro- 
perty, deeded  by  Moses  Alexander  and  others,  to  the 
Trustees  of  the  Episcopal  Fund.  Upon  subsequent  in- 
quiry, it  was  ascertained  that  the  resolution  referred  to, 
was  adopted  under  a  misapprehension  of  the  facts,  and  the 
Treasurer  has  been  informed  that  at  the  session  of  the  pre- 
sent Convention,  a  report '  on  the  subject  will  be  made  by 
the  Vestry  of  St.  John's  Church,  Early  Grove. 

Under  another  resolution  of  the  last  Convention,  Jour- 
nal, page  20,  the  arrearages,  due  from  Christ  Church,  Mon- 
ticello,  $10,  and  from  Ascension  Church,  Hernando,  $10, 
were  to  be  remitted  upon  proper  application; — though  not 
formally  applied  to,  by  these  churches,  the  above  amounts 
are  nevertiieless  omitted  in  this  annual  report.

REPORT  ON  THE  STATE  OP  THE  CHURCH. 

Our  Lord  sai,d  :  "  All  power  is  given  unto  me  in  Heaven 
fend  in  earth,"  including  equally  tlie  kingdom  of  Proridence 
with  that  of  Grace.  In  the  former  we  must  wait  for  hi» 
footsteps  as  he  is  pleased  to  manifest  them  from  time  to 
time.  But  the  latter  is  already  clearly  revealed  with  every 
line  of  duty  marked  and  fixed  out.  We  apeak  of  the 
Churchy  the  pillar  and  ground  Of  truth,  Goas  house  ou 
earth,  wherein,  fend  whereby  the  invisible  Christ,  and  the 
iiuman  soul  may  meet  and  be  made  one*  What  the  true 
(Christ  proclaims  as  the  way  of  salvation  must  be  regarded 
as  the  Voice  and  authority  of  her  Ascended  Head.  Thus 
her  visible  progress  is,  in  all  reality,  the  progress  of  the 
Redeemer's  Kingdom  in  the  wprld. 

We  look  upon  this  as  the  greatest  of  blessings  to  fallen 
creatures  desirous  of  knowing  and  doing  the  will  of  the 
Divine  Master*  The  prosperity  of  the  Chuhrh  can  be 
found  In,  and  only  in  submission  to  the  will  of  God,  con- 
formable to  his  revealed  laws,  as  contained  in,  and  made 
knoWn  by  his  Church. 

And  here  we  irould  take  occasion  to  say,  we  may  cherish 
hope  sure  and  steadfast  amidst  the  present  troublous  times, 
in  which  our  beloved  Zion  must  more  or  less  share. 

When  God  waketh  up  to  disturb  the  Nations,  we  know 
that  He  means  to  separate  the  evil  from  the  good;  and  that 
(it  such  time  of  all  others  He  requires  his  own  purchsui^i 
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people  to  be  strong  in  his  name,  and  in  iSie  power  of  his 
might;  trusting  to  his  wisdom  out  of  the  whirlwind  to. 
bring  a  calm;  by  which  the  cause  of  Christianity,  Morals, 
Liberty  and  Improvement  shall  be  vastly  benefitted,  making 
his  Church  with  her  holy  teaching  to  the  world,  wbat  the 
ark  of  old  was  to  the  flood— rthe  savior  of  those  within 
her  enclosure. 

Every  pious  and  intelligent  ohorchman  will  readily  un^ 
derstand  this,  and  value  the  more  the  opportunity  of  becoln- 
in^  a  member  of  the  same,  and  thankful  withal  for  any 
ability  which  he  .may  possess  of  being  a  fellow-laborer  in 
the  sacred  cause.  We  may  prosper  in  advancement,  with^ 
out  advancing  in  the  right  direction,  a  thing  which  should 
be  seriously  considered, 

In  this  Diocese  as  informed  by  the  address  of  our  esteem- 
ed Bishop,  and  the  Parochial  Reports,  your  committee  are 
happy  to  state  that  the  'Church  seems  to  be  in  a  condition 
of  permanent  prosperity. 

In  some  localities  she  is  contending  with  obstacles  com^ 
mon  to  human  events;  but  through  the  patient,  and  we  may 
believe  prayerful  diligence  of  her  Ministers,  and  assistance 
of  faithful  brethren,  under  the  blessing  of  Heaven,  the  good 
work  still  goes  encouragingly  on,  Even  where  the  neces- 
sary  moans  are  feeble,  the  root  being  active  and  sound,  there 
is  reasonable  ground  to  eiwpect  that  ultimately  the  vine  will 
abundantly  flourish. 

Judging  ftom  the  statistics  b^ore  us,  it  is  evident  that 
our  increasingly  settle  attachment  to  our  belief  and  order 
as  a  Christian  Body,  is  spreading  and  deepening  with  the 
people,  preparing  the  way  for  still  larger  advances.  Un- 
faltering adherence  to  the  Gospel  in  faith  and  form,  with 
becoming  zeal,  and  suitable  liberality  in  pecuniary  means, 
will  prove  labor  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord, 

Sorrow  may  becloud  our  hearts  in  the  loss  of  some  of  our 
brightest  lights  and*  efiBcient  helpers,  as  it  has  in  the  re- 
moval by  death  of  a  beloved  brother  Minister,  and  several 
laymen. 

We  miss  from  our  ranks  an  Ingraham,  a  Yerger,  a  Roach, 
the  venerable  Turner,  and  the  young,  generous  and  talented 
Stanton.  But  He  who  has  thus  removed,  can  replenish 
again,  as  ho  has  graciously  promised. 

The  committee  would  heartily  commend  attention  to  Sun- 
day School  and  Bible  Class  instruction.  They  are  import- 
ant means  of  reli^on.  especially  to  sucti  as  otherwise  might 
Ik?  ne^^lected. 
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And  they  would  also  mention  that  this  service  should  not 
l)e  80  held  as  to  allow  sponsors — especially  where  parents 
are  sucli — the  apology  to  slide  out  of  their  individual  and 
momentous  obligations,  which,  in  the  name  of  God.  arc 
binding  upon  them,  by  thinking  they  are  transferred  to 
other  hands.  There  is  no  religious  instruction  like  that  of 
home. 

And  it  may  be  noted  that  such  children  as  receive  paren- 
tal and  sponsorial  training  are  far  more  frequently,  at  a  proper 
age,  found  numbered  with  the  communicants  of  the  Church 
than  any  others;  a  consideration  that  should  deeply imprej^ 
the  mind  of  every  Pastor  ;  and  is  the  more  worthy  of 
thought  because  too  often  overlooked. 

The  committee  cheerfully  join  our  Jlight  Reverend  Father 
in  earnestly  urging  the  obligation  the  Church  and  Masters 
are  under  to  supply  our  colored  population  with  proper 
facilities  for  their  spiritual  welfare.  We  should  rejoice  to 
see  chapels  generally  established  and  Ministers  employed 
for  this  purpose.

Candidates  for  orders  six.  Ordination  of  Deacons  one. 
Priests  three.  Institution  of  Rector  one.  Transferred  to 
other  Dioceses  eight.

The  oommittee  on  Diocesan  Schools,  presented  the  follow- 
ing report :  ' 

REPORT  OP  COMMITTEE  ON  DIOCESAN 
SCHOOLS. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report,  that  on  examination 
iliey  find  several  Institutions  in  oonnection  with  the  Diocese, 
and  mostly  in  an  encouraging  condition. 

The  first  in  importance  is  St,  Thomas' Hall,  Holly  Springs. 
It  is  gratifying  to  report  this  Institution  in  a  prosperoas 
condition,  whicli  may  in  a  great  measure  justly  be  attributed 
to  the  indefatigable  labops  of  its  lamented  Rector,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Ingraham. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Board  of  Trustees,  duly  im- 
pressed with  the  advantages  possessed  by  schools  under 
military  organization,  have  in  addition  to  its  scientific  and 
classical  departments,  made  St.  Thomas*  Hall  a  Military 
Academy  ;  and,  a  gentleman  of  large  experience  jtnd  well- 
known  ability,  Prof.  C.  W.  Sears,  a  graduate  of  the  U.  S. 
Military  Academy,  and  for  many  years  acting  President  of 
the  University  of  Louisiana,  has  been  elected  Superintend- 
ant  of  the  school.  Favored  with  such  an  eflBcient  Head, 
easy  of  access,  and  located  in  one  of  the  healthiest  portions 
of  the  State,  we  cordially  commend  this  Institution  to  tlu^ 
confidence  of  our  brethren  in  the  Diocese  at  large,  who  are 
seeking  an.  establishment  of  the  highest  grade  for  the  educa- 
tion of  their  sons. 

The  next  of  which  we  would  speak  is.  Trinity  Female 
Seminary^  Pass  Christian.  Since  our  last  Convention,  tliis 
popular  Institution  has  been  transferred,  by  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Savage,  its  former  Principal,  to  Prof.  Reuel  Keith,  a  gen- 
tleman who  had  been  associated  with  Lieut,  Maury  in  tho 
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National  Observatory  at  Washington,  and  who  brings  with 
him  testimonials  of  the  highest  order.  Notwithstanding 
tlie  distracted  state  of  the  country,  the  prospects  of  the 
Seminary  are  encouraging,  and  we  doubt  not  that  its  pre- 
sent able  Principal  wUI  continue  tp  maintain  that  character 
for  the  Institution  which  was  so  widely  known,  and  so  well 
sustained  by  his  efficient  predecessor. 

Rose  Gates  College,  an  Institution  at  Okolona,  of  which 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Lacey  is  Principal,  has  made  a  good  b^oning, 
having  in  this  its  first  session  fifty-six  pupils.  "With  suit- 
able encouragement  from  the  right  quarter,"  says  its  veteran 
Head,"  our  experiment  would.  I  have  no  doubt,  be  success- 
ful." We  are  glad  to  state  that  Wilson  HaU  is  in  success- 
ful  operation  under  the  supervision  of  the  Rev.  Willanl 
Presbury,  Rector  of  St.  John's  Pai-ish. 

The  course  of  iuBtruction .  in  this  School,  is  a  thorough 
English  education,  with  the  Classics  up  to  the  point  of 
preparation  for  College^  We  cheerfully  commend  it  to  tht 
patronage  of  the  Church. 

The  committee  regret  that  they  are  still  unable  to  report 
any  movement  towards  the  erection  of  an  Institution  of  the 
first  rank  for  young  LaAies,  near  the  City  of  Jackson.  Ly- 
ing, as  this  project  does,  so  near  the  heart  of  our  beloved 
Diocesan,  it  being  "  one  thing  which  he  desires  of  the 
Lord,''  to  behold  such  an  Institution  in  operation,  ere  he 
departs  to  his  rest,  and  possessing  (as  he  does)  one  of  the 
most  beautiful  sites  for  such  a  school  which  can  be  found  in 
the  State,  besides  a  handsome  donation  to  compaence  with, — 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant,  when  ''those 
who  are  rich  in  this  world,'^  and  have'  daughters  to  whom 
they  desire  to  give  a  finished  and  Christian  eiucation  at,  or 
near  home,  will  come  generously  forward  to  the  erection  of 
this  Institution.

The  Convention  was  again  called  to  order. 

The  Committee  on  Finance,*  presented  their  report,  a* 
follows,  and  the  accompanying  resolutions  were,  on  motiou, 
adopted. 
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FINANCIAL  REPORT. 

The  committee  on  Finance  to  whom  the  account  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  has  been  referred,  respectfully  beg 
leave  to  report,  that  they  have  examined  the  same,  with  the 
accompanying  vouchers,  and  find  it  to  be  correct  in  every 
particular. 

It  affords  your  committee  much  satisfaction  to  find 
from  the  report  of  the  Treasurer,  that  the  assessment  made 
by  the  last  Convention  upon  the  several  Parishes  for  the 
support  of  the  Episcopate,  has,  in  addition  to  the  proceeds 
arising  from  the  interest  on  the  Endowment  Fund,  proved 
fully  adequate  to  the  payment  of  the  Bishop's  salary  for  the 
past  year,  leaving  a  balance  of  $242  23  in  tlie  hands  of  the 
Treasurer.  Some  portions  of  the  amount  assessed  have  not 
yet  been  collected,  but  it  is  believed  that  these  arrearages, 
as  exhibited  below,  will  be  mostly  paid — thus  increasing  the 
balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  which  will  probably 
be  required  for  necessary  repairs  on  the  Episcopal  Resi- 
dence. 

Upon  a  review  of  the  amounts,  assessed  upon  the  Pai^ 
ishes,  by  the  last  Convention  for  the  support  of  the  Bishop, 
your  committee  would  reconmiend  a  renewal  of  the  last 
year's  assessment  u]pon  each,  with  only  one  alteration  in  the 
apportionment.  The  assessment  we  have  made  on  three 
new  Parishes,  adds  $35  to  the  aggregate  sum,  on  account  of 
the  Bishop's  salary, 

The  committee  have  also  examined  the  account  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  and  find  it  entirely  correct. 
It  is  believed  that  the  assessment  made  by  the  last  Conven- 
tion on  the  various  Parishes,  to  defrav  the  contingent  ex- 
penses of  the  Convention,  will  be  sufiScient  for  that  purpose, 
for  the  ensuing  year,  and  they  recommend  the  continuance 
of  the  same.

The  following  report  of  the  Special  committee  appointed 
to'  consider  a  portion  of  the  Bishop^s  Address,  was  then 
presented  : 

REPORT  OF   COMMITTEE  ON  THE  BISHOP^S 
ADDRESS. 

The  committee  to  wham  was  referred  that  portion  of  the 
Bishop's  Address  in  relation  to  the  following  circular  from 
the  Bishops  of  Louisiana  and  Georgia,  a  copy  of  which 
is  here  given  as  follows  : 

"  University  Place,  Frankun  County,  Tenn.,  ) 

March  22, 3  861.         f 
Hight  Reverend  and  Dear  Brother: — 

The  rapid  march  of  events  and- the  change  which  has 
taken  place  in  our  civil  relations  seem  to  us,  your  brethren 
in  the  Episcopate,  to  require  an  early  consultation  among 
the  Dioceses  of  the  Confederate  States,  for  the  purpose  of 
considerinff  their  relations  to  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  of  the  United  States,  of  which  they  have  so  long 
been  the  equal  and  happy  members.  This  necessity  does 
not  arise  out  of  any  dissension  which  has  occurred  within 
fhe  Church  itself,  nor  out  of  any  dissatisfaction  with,  either 
the  doctrines  or  discipline  of  the  Church.  We  rejoice  tb 
record  the  fact  that  we  are  to  day,  as  Churchmen,  as  truly 
brethren  as  we  have  ever  been,  and  that  no  deed  has  been 
done,  nor  word  uttered  which  leaves  a  single  wound  rank- 
ling in  our  hearts.  We  are  still  one  in  Faith,  in  purpose, 
una  in  Hope.  But  political  changes  forced  upon  us  by  a 
f  tern  necessity,  have  occurred,  which  have  placed  our  Dio- 
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ccfios  in  a  position  requiring  consultation  as  to  our  future 
Ecclesiastical  relations.  It  is  better  that  those  relations 
should  be  arranged  by  the  common  consent  of  all  the  Dio- 
ceses within  the  confederate  States,  than  by  the  independent 
action  of  each  Diocese.  The  one  will  probably  lead  to 
harmonious  action;  tlie  other  might  prmluee  inconvenient 
diversity.  We  propose  to  you,  therefore,  Right  Reverend 
and  dear  Brother,  that  you  recommoud  to  your  Diocesan 
Convention  the  appointment  of  three  clerical  and  three  lay 
Deputies,  who,  together  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese, 
shall  -be  delegates  to  meet  an  ^pial  number  of  delegates 
from  each  of  the  Dioceses  within  tlie  confederate  States  at 
Montgomery,  in  the  Diocese  of  Alabama,  on  the  third 
day  of  July  next,  to  consult  upon  sucli  matters  as  may  have 
arisen  out  of  the  ehanges  in  our  civil  affairs.  We  have 
taken  it  upon  ourselves  to  address  you  this  circular  because 
we  happen  to  be  together,  and  are  tlie  senior  Bishops  of 
the  Dioceses  within  the  confederate  Stat^.

shall  be  agreed  upon,  to  consult  upon  such  matters  as 
may  have  arisen  out  of  the  changes  in  our  civil  affairs,  and 
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with  ftiU  power  and  authority  to  act  for  this  Diocese  in  the 
premises.

Whereas,  It  is  important  that  there  should  be  a  full  at- 
tendance qf  the  delegates  elected  to  the  Convention  to 
be  held' in  Montgomery,  in  July,  next :  Therefore, 
Besolvedy  That  if  within  15  days  of  said   meeting,   any 
one  or  more  of  the  delegates  so  elected,  shall  find  it  incon- 
venient to  attend  at  the  time  appointed,  that  such  delegate 
or  delegates  shall  give  information  to  the  Secretary,  who  is 
hereby  instructed  to  supply  the  vacancy  in  the  delegation 
out  of  the  alternate  elected  delegates. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  suitable  testimo- 
nial of  the  appreciation  in  which  their  late  associate,,  the 
Bev.  Dr.  Ingraham,  was-  held  by  the  members  of  this 
Body,  presented  the  following  resolutions,  which,  on  motion, 
were*  unanimously  adopted,  by  a  rising  vote : 

RESOLUTIONS. 

The  committee  appointed  to  express  the  feelings  of  this 
Convention,  in  view  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ingra- 
ham, respectfully  submit  to  the  Convention  the  following 
for  its  adoption : 
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Whereas,  Since  the  last  assembling  of  our  Annual  Con* 
vention,  it  has  seemed  good  in  the  mysterious,  but  wise 
dispensations  of  the  great  Head  of  the  Church,  suddenly

Resolved,  That  in  the  painful  circumstances  connected 
with  his  death,  and  the  mysterious  fact  of  his  being  removed 
from  his  labors  in  the  height,  of  his  usefulness,  we  meekly 
bow  in  acquiescence  to  the  Providence  of  God,  humbly 
acknowledging,  "  It  is  the  Lord,  let  Him  do  what  seemeth 
Him  good." 

Resdved,  That  in  the  death  of  our  beloved  Brother,  the 
cause  of  Christian  literature  has  lost  a  bright  ornament. 
Christian  education  one  of  its  warmest  and  most  able  bu|^ 
porters,  and  the  Christian  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Missi*^ 
sippi,  one  of  its  most  active,  persevering,  and  faithful  Min- 
istera. 

Resdvedy  That  wTiile  we  cannot  but  mourn,  that  so  bright 
a  light  has  been  extinguished  from  the  courts  of  the  Lord's 
house,  yet  we  heartily  thank  our  Heavenly  Father  for  the 
good  example  of  his  servant,  the  rich  blessings  bestowed 
through  his  ministrations,  and  that  "having  finished  his 
course  in  faith,  he  now  rests  from  his  labors,-'  praying  that 
we,  with  him,  niay  have  our  perfect  consummatJon  and  bliss, 
both  in  body  and  soul,  in  the  eternal  kingdom  of  our  Lord. 
Resdved,  That  wo  respectfully  tender  our  sincere  condo- 
lence to  tlie  widow  and  family  of  our  departed  Brotlier, 
and  also  to  his  afflicted  parishioners,  assuring  them  of  our 
heartfelt  sympathy,  and  earnest  prayers  under  their  severe 
loss.

Dear  Brethben  : 

An  eventful  year  has  pfissed  over  us  since  we  last  took 
counsel  together.  Our  political  sky  has  for  some  time  been 
overcast  by  clouds  of  the  most  threatening  af^pec^;  but  a 
strong-  and  merciful  arm  has  thus  far  cith^  suspended  or 
turned  aside  their  bolts.  The  revolution  which  ha^  been 
forced  upon  us,  has  been  effected  in  a  manner  no  less  won- 
derful than  grateful  to  every  heart. .  What  may  yet  be  in 
reserve  for  us,  we  cannot  tell.  In  the  hands  of  the  wise 
and  merciful  GocL  of  Nations,  ^e  must  leave  our  country, 
with  the  earnest  supplications  of  Christian  hearts,  and  the 
firm  resolves  of  patriots  trusting  in  the  righteousness  of 
their  cause.  - 

But- whilst  Uie  State  is  thus  passing  through  the  fires  of  a 
painful  revolution,  how  thauKful  should  we  be  that  the 
Church  is  at  peace;  and  that  although  our  political  rela- 
tions towards  Qur  brethren  with  whom  we  have  hitherto  so 
lovingly  associated  have  been  s^voted,  no  change  of  name, 
of  government,  or  national  interest^  will  be  able  to  lessen 
our  affettion  for  thcni  as  fellow-members  with  .us  of  the 
One,  Holy,  and  Apostolic  Communion  which  is  in  Christ 
Our  Lord.  If  a  separate  and  indepeliclent  Ecclesiastical 
organization  shall  be  demanded  by  the  change  in  our.  jX)- 
litical  relations,  ill  will  exhibit  to  the  world  a  division  with- 
out dissension,  a  separation  without  injury  to  the  respective 
|)a^ts,  a  parting  of  lirothers  ainid  tears  of  affection,  and 
witli  a  mutual  commending  of  each  other  to  Ood. 

In  what  a  beautiful  li^t  will  such  action  exliibit  the 
Catholic  Spirit  Of  the  Church.  Unmoved  by  the  changes 
aiid  chances  of  the  political  world,  she  pursues  the  even 
tenor  of  her  way,  holding  fortii  to  every  age  and  nation 
the  bread  of  God,  untainted  by  the  leaven  of  party. strife, 
and  rich  in  all  the  blessings  of  a  purchased  rciloinption. 


Bat  whili^i  we  thankfully  bless  God  for  the  peace  and 
quietness  and  unbroken  love  in  our  Zion,  we  cannot  b«t 
mournfully  call  to  mind  the  late  chastening  of  his  hand  ni 
taking  from  a  Sister  Diopese  her  beloved  Bishop.  Of  thh 
dearly-beloved  Brother,  I  cannot  here  say  less  toan  that  so 
long  as  a  meek  and  gentle  spirit,  a  loving  heart,  a  judicious 
lieaa,  an  ardent  zeal  to  wib  souls  to  Christ,  and  a  firm  and 
consistent  maintenance  of  the  principles  of  the  Church  shall 
1>c  vahied,  so  long  will  the  pame  of  Cobbs  be  associated 
in  memory  with  those  of  Andrews  and  Hall,  and  Ken,  and 
Lei^hton,  and  Griswold. 

Nor  has.  our  -own  Diocese  been  without  a  like  visitation. 
In  the  death  of  the  late  Pastor  of  this  Church,  in  idiich  we 
are  now  assembled,  we  have  lost  an  active  and  eflldieBt 
laborer,  whose  pldce  it  will  be  difficult  to  fill. 

{May J  6ih,)  Next  succeeding  our  last  Conv^tion,  I  in- 
stituted th^  Rev.  William  C.  Crane  into  the  Parish  of  St 
Andrewls  as  Rector  of  the  same.  The  sermon  of  the  occa- 
sion was  preached  at  my  request  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ingraham. 
This  J  believe  is  the  first  time  that  this  impressive  and  ajv 
•propriate  rite  has  been  performed  in  this  Diocese.  Miich  is 
ti\e  neglect  of  it  to  be  deplored.  When  our  people  shall 
have  lost  their  presentrovmg  spirit,  and  acquired  the  strong 
and  hereditary  local  attachments  of  our  brethren  of  UiC 
oldier  Dioceses,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  Parish  capable 
of  giving  a  comfortable  support  to  a  Minister  will  thus  add 
the  sanctions  of  this  holy  office  to  the  b(Hids  which  bind 
them  and  their  Pastor  to  each  other. 

On  the  following  Friday,  {May  lltt)  I  set  out  on  a 
visitation  of  some  of  the  upi>er  river  counties. 

On  Lake  Washingtcwi  reulained  four  days,  visiting'  the 
several  families  of  St.  John's  Parish. 

Sunday,  (IB^/i.)  Preached  to  a  moderately  sized  oongre- 
fration  in  the  Church;  and  in  liie  afternoon  to  a  large  and 
attentive  assemblage  Of  blacks,  at  Mr.  C.  F.  Sampton's. 
The  interests  of  the  Church  at  this  place  have  been  for 
some  years  at  a  stand,  if  not \ declining,  for  the  wwit  of  a 
Pastor.  A  new  zeal  however  has  lately  been  infused  into 
them  through  the  active  exertions  of  tw'o  Ladies  of  tlie 
congregation  r  a  sufficient  salaty  has  b^n  subscribed  for 
the  support  of  k  Minister,  and  measures  be^un  for  imme- 
diately building  or  purcliasing  a  Rectory. 

On  Tuesday,  {\bth,)  I  passed  up  by  land  to  Greenville, 
and  preached  in  the  Oourt>iiouse  on  the  following  Fridav 
evening.    On  my  way  I  was  pleased  to  find  seteral  Church 
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faanlUes^  and  to  hear  tilOm  expires  their  eam^t  desire  to 
hmg  tlie  loimstratiaiis  of  the  Church,  within  their  reach* 
After  sp^^iog  two  days  in  visiting  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Oreeuville,  and  btodzing  three  children,  I  passed  over  U) 
Deer  Cresek,  where  1  preached  twice--on  Sunday  20th,  (in 
the'  forenoon  to  the  .whites,  and  in  the  afternoooi  to  the 
blacks,)  hg^ptited' 0ne  adult  and  072€  child,  and  confirmed 
om  person.  '  The  next  day  I  baptized  ttvq  other  children. 
I  was  pleased  to  me  in  the  congregation  generally,  a  desire 
to>obtain  the  regular  services  or  a  Minister,  if  it  were  only 
for  one  half  his  time.  And  assurances  were  given  me  that 
the  necessary  amount  would  be  promptly  raised.  An  eqiial 
amount  was  pledged  by  the  friends  of  the  Church  around 
G-reenville,  for  the  other  half  of  his  services. 

On  my  way  up  the  Creek,  on  the  22ttd  I  administered 
authoritative  baptism  to  an  adult,  who  had  been  already 
confirmed,  but  who  had  siiice  become  justly  dissatisfied  with 
her  previous  baptism  by  one  of  the  sects,  * 

May,'  2&rd.  I  visited  the  plantation  of  Alex.  Hamilton 
Polk,  and  baptized  one  white  adult,  and  hcenty-one  colored 
children. 

Jdajf  2j^.  I  eonfimrcd  one  wliite  adnit  and  baptized 
one  white  infant;  and-  oa  same  day,  baptized  forty-mnie. 
colored  child r<»t,  neatly  all  of  whom  were  the  property  of 
Hon.  William  Yerger. 

Want  of  time  prevented  me  from  visiting  several  friends 
and  families  of  the.Chutch  in  that  neighborhood. 

On  Ffid/Rtj  _  26th.  I  reached  the  residence  U)f  Gen. 
Grant,  in  Cpahoma  County,  but  did'not  ^cach,  as  the  unr 
certain  movements  of  the  steamboats  had  made  me  unwilKng 
to  risk  an  appointment  beforehand. 

Sunday,  21  th^  *  I  was  enabled  to  reach  Friar's  Point,  just 
as  the  congregation  had  assembled.  Quite  a  large  number 
was  in  attenchtnoe^  as  this  was  the. first  time  that  many  pre- 
sent had  ever  witnessed  our.  sci- vices.  There  are  three  or 
four  families  in  this  neighborhood  attached  to  tlie  Churdi ; 
but  they  do  »0t  feet  themselves  strong  enough  to  make  any 
effort  towards  obtaining  a  Minister,  or  erecting  a  place  of' 
worship^ 

Wednesday^  30^^.  I  readied  Hernando.  I  preached  tlie 
next  day<  anfd  confirmed  tbi^ee  persons  i-^-of%e  very  aged 
candidate  having  riBceived  that  rite  in  private,  on  the  pre- 
vious evcniiigi 

I  was  pleased  to  ace  that  the  zealous  labors  of  Mr.  Wol-- 
ler  are  likely  to  be  no  less  beneficial  than  acceptable  to  thit* 
Parish. 
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Oq  Friday,  Zlst.  I  preached  ai  S^atobia^  some  fifteen 
miles  lower  down  the  M.  &  Tennessee  R.  Road,  in  a  store- 
house temporarilj  fitted  up  for  religions  service.  The 
]x>om  ;vras  well  filled  with  a  large  and  orderly  congregation. 
The  subject  of  mj  discourse,  on  this,  as  on  several  previotid 
occasions,  when  visiting  a  place  for  the  first  time,  was,  ^^The 
Church  cf  Christ  in  its  divine  and  authoritative' character/* 
I  was  listened  to  with  deep  attention;  and  without  offence 
to  any.  In  the  afternoon,  at  thp  request  of  a  Christian 
friend;  I  made  an  address  to  his  pupils  in  the  Female 
iLcademy. 

Saturday y  June  let.  I  preached  in  the  Presbyterian 
]ilace  of  worship  at  ^ardis,  to  a* smi^ll  congregation  ;-^there 
being  two  other  places  xX  worship  open  at  the  same  hour 
within  a.  short  distance.  A  worthy  lady  from  Yirginia, 
together  withrher  two  daughters,  make  up  the '"'  few  names^' 
which  the  Chnrdi  has  in  this  place. 

The  same  evening  I  reached  Panola;  but  wa^  compelled 
immediately  to  take  to  my  bjsd,  as  the  fever  against  which 
I  had  been  struggling  for  thre^  days,  dmahded  attention. 
The  prompt  medical  aid  which  I  received  enabled  me  to 
preach  once  the  nest  day,  to  confirm  sevm  persons,  and  to 
preside  at  a  meeting  of  >  the  friends  x>f  the  Church,  for  the 
])urpose  of  organisung  a  Parish.  T)iid  object  was  affected 
under  most  encouraging  circumstances.  A  Vestry  was 
formed  of  nine  of  the  principal  citizens  of  the  place;  and 
the  name  of  the  first  Msyrtyr  ior  Christ,  (St.  Stephen)  was 
adojpted  for  ibeir  Parisdi.  A  Church  Sunday  School  was 
organized  at  the  same  time  by  the  smpointment  of  a  wdl- 
qualified  Superintendent ;  and  a  sufficient  saoi  contributed 
for  the  purchase  of  a  library  and  bo(^8  of  instmction.  A 
liberal  friend  of  the  Church  offers  a  spacious  and  beaatiful 
lot  for  a  Chui*ch  and  Burying  ground  ;  and  it  is  boppil  that 
th(^  congregation  will  not  be  long  witiiont  a  Hoiee  to  offer 
unto  God. 

My  remaining  appointments  for  this  visitation  were  for 
Oxford,  Coffeeville,  Brooke's  Chapel,  Grenada/  and  Gar- 
roUton.  But  I  was  so  worn  down  by  the  lab(xrs  of  the  last 
tln*ee  weelot,  and  by  the  heat  of  the  sun,  that  I  felt  com- 
]>elled  most  reluctantly  to  recal  them,  and  hasten  home. 

Sundatfy  June  10th.  I  assisted  the  Rev.  Mr.  Crane  iu 
tlie  services  of  the  morning,  and  preached  for  him  at  night. 

Friday,  I5th.  I  was  this  day,  by  appointment,  to  visit 
St.  Hiilip's  Church,  Kirkwoodj  but  was  detained  at  home 
bv  sickness. 
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SMwdaffj  16(A.  '».Gave  "  Lett^s  DimiaBory"  in  favor  of 
Rer.  B.  B.  S.  Bxemond^  tp  the  Missionary  Bishop  of  Ar- 
kansas, 

.  Satfurdaa^  23rc2, '  Yisited  Monticello,  where  I  preached 
the.next  day. in  the  Cgurtrboosa  and  confiroiod  one  perdon. 
The  cottdilion.of  this  little  flock,  aa  well  as  the  intertets  of 
the  place  generally,  has  Boffered  much  by  the  removal  .of  a 
large  part  of  its  population.  Were  it  not  for  the  active 
and  zealous  exertions  of  one  devoted  layman  (Judge  Van- 
nerson),  there  would  at  this  time  be  scarcely  a  remnant  left 
1x>  us.  The  few  who  remain  are  ready ,^  according  to  the 
full  measure  of  their  ability,  to  contribute  to  the  support  of 
a  Missioliary. 

Thursday,  28th.  In  St.  Andrew's  Church,  united  a 
couple  in  the  holy  estate  of  matrimony. 

Friday,  29th.  Visited  the  Artesian  Springs ;  and  dur- 
ing a  brief  sjtay,  baptized  tufo  infants. 

Saturday,  Wih.  t  reached  Kirkwood,  and  preached 
twice  the  next  day:-^in  the  forenooti  to  the  white  congre- 
gation, and  to  the  blackfi  in  the  afternoon.  On  the  former 
occasion  three  persons^were  oonfirme^.  Before  the  com- 
mencement Qf  the  morning  service,  I  made  a  short  address 
to  the  Rector's  Sunday  School,  and  examined  theu^  on  a 
part  of  the  Church  Catechism.  I  was  gratified  not  only 
at  finding  this  rural  Parish  ia  a  healthy  condition,  but  at 
witnessing  the  prosperous  staie  of  the  Rector's  School. 
No  more  suitable  place  than  this  could  well  be  desired  by 
Pai-ents  for  the  education  of  thei^  daughters.  The  admitted 
faealthfulness  of  the  spot,  its  sedusion  from  all  temptations 
to  misBoend  either  money  or  time,  the  very  limited  number 
of.  pupils^ — ^the  refined  society  with  which,  they  associate  in 
their  leisure  hours, — and  the  advantages  for  religious  in- 
struction which  they  abundantly  enjoy,  joined  to  the  well- 
known  abilities  and  conscientious  devotion  of  Mr.  &  Mrs. 
Downing, to  the  welfare  of  their  charge; — ^all  these,  combine 
to  make  no  small  claim  upon  tha  attention  of  Parents  and 
Guardians* 

Jubi  6M,  1th,  9th  an^  9^A— Was  spent  in  the  Parish  of 
the  Oh^pel  of  the  Cross.  Although  sev/eral  families  of  the 
congregation  had  l^ft  home  for  the  Summer,  the. attendance 
on  Sunday,  8th,  was  large,  both  in  the  forenoon  and  after- 
noon. This  Parish  has  now  be^n  withoHt  a  Pastor  for  sev- 
eral months.  .  The  Rev.  Dr.  S^msom,  after  laboring  among 
them  most  efficiently  as  well  as  faithfully  for  nearly  seven 
years,  felt  called  to  take  in  its  place  a  new  and  more  prom- 
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ising  field,  viz:  St  Albatfe^  Warren  Coaitty.  The  good 
effect  of  his  miniotratioBft  to  this  colored  flodc  were  aboiid* 
atitly  manifested  on  the  present  occasion.  As  maMj  as 
conid  obtain  seats  pressed  into  the  services  of  the  morniiig; 
and  the  Ohurch  was  crowded  in  the  afternoon  by  a  throng 
of  apparently  eager  listeners  and  devout  worshippers 
WitU  tlie  exeeptioa  of  the  "  PsaJtefy  the  fdl  Evening  Sep- 
vice  was  performed  by  them."  Every  required  respom^ 
was  promptly  and  correctly  made.  The  ""Gonfessioii^'  and 
"  Lord's  Prayer''  and  "Creed,"  were  repeated  distinctly  and 
with  one  voice.  And  the  Antbetas  {"-JutJbilaU  and  Benedic'-) 
wore  chanted  with  a  heartiness  that  Hiight  well  put  to  Aame 
the  listless  indifference  with  which  many  a  congregBlion 
amoiigst  us  leaves  thai  most  beautiful  and  devotional  part 
of  our  stated  worship  to  a  band  of  hired  singers,  or  at  best, 
to  a  select  choir;  as  though  the  praise  from  proxied  li))s 
were  a  fit  dfcring  to  Him  who  can  be  worshipped  only  in 
spirit  and  in  truth.  Daring  the  services,  two  colored  child- 
ren were  baptized;  and  <mi  p^"Son  was  Confirmed.  Seraral 
others  were  desirous,  of  receiving'  this  holy  Hte,  but  Iiad  not 
a^  yet  obtained  the  cons^t  of  their  owners.  On  leaving 
the '  Church,  the  question  was  put  to  me  bv  many  rojces, 
'"Wlien  wiirjrou  send  us  another  Minister  ?' — with  the  ad* 
(lition,  "  Please  send  us  one'like  Mr.  Sansom.'' 

I  was.  no  little  pleased  before  I  left  the  Parish^  to  learn 
that  A  sufficient  sum  had  been  subscribed  for  erecting  a 
Schoolhouse,  as  well  as  a  Rectory,  and  tiiat  the  work  will 
soon  be  begun. 

Sunday,  \Uli,  I  assistied  the  Bev.  Mr.  Oraae  in  tlie 
services  of  the  morning ;  and  in  the  afternoon  preached 
at  the  Lunatic  Asylum.  The  order  and  quietness  of  thc!K> 
nf&ictcd  creatures  was  equal  to  that  of  the  most  highly  fa- 
vored  congregation.  How  far  they  entered  into  the  prayers 
and  praises  of  the  occasion,  or  h^W  much  they  iMxnprc* 
headed  of  the  Woi'd  preached  to  them,  is  known  only  to 
Him  whoy  for  his  own  wise  purposes,  has  been  pleased  to 
darken  and  obstruct  the  avenues  to  their  understanding. 

At  the  request  of  Rev.  Mr.  Crane,  I 
gave  the  blessing  of  Confirmation  to  iioo  of  his  Parishion* 
ere  in  private.

Friday,  21tL  I  baptized  in  St  Andrew's  Church,  two 
adults  and  iwo  infants, — the  Rector  acting  as  one  of  the 
sponsors  and  witnesses. 
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SoMirdmf^  2B^A«  I  feceired  Qeurjr  G.  Perry  as  a  Can- 
didate for  Orders.  .         ^ 

iSwiidav,  29th.  In  St.  Andmw's  Cliurch,  Jaek^n,  I 
conferredf  the  office  of  Priesthood  upon  the  B^v.  ii.  Lean- 
der  Weller,  an^  Bev.  William  F.  Adams;  and  gave  Dea- 
con's (^ders  to  John  Charles  Adams,  M.  I).  The  Sermon

Sunday,  Sept.  2iid^  W^as  sjf«ttt  in, attendance  on  the 
fa8^foiIil)g  health  of  one  as  dear  to  my  soul. as  mortal  could 
be«  And  qh  the  following  Lord's  Day,  surrounded  by  the 
ehildr^n  whom  God  had  given  ua,  I  commended  her  depart- 
ing spirit  to  Him  who  gave  it,  and  had  washed  it  from  all 
stain  in  his  own  moat  preetous  blood.  ''  it  is  the  Lord,,  let 
lum  do  what  seemeth  him  good/'  .        . 

Sept.  I4tk.  Admitted  Edmund  C^  Lauglriin  as  a  -Caudi* 
date  for  the -Minis ti:y. 

The  remainder  of  this  month  was.  by  appointment,  to 
have  been  given  to  4ihe  several  places  on  tlie  Gulf  Coast. 
On ,  my  way  through  New  Orlea^is,  1  was  taken  with  the 
''  Dengue,'''  and  reoeived  also  such  accounts  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  readying  those  pla^s  sinoe  the  tlien  recent  aud 
unprecedented  storia  as  compelled. me  to  return  home. 

SutjKjkiy^  Oct.  IsL  I  was  to  have  been  at  St.  Alban's,  but 
was  providentiaJly-preyentoL  This  I  deeply  regretted  at 
the  time,  as  a. large  class  9f  Candidates,  both  black  and 
white,  had  been  prepared  fi»r  .the  rite  of  Confirmation. 

On  the  followii^g  Wedn/siday^  (*6rd)  I  visited  that  Par- 
ish, «nd  eonflrmed  such  ol  ^e  Candidates  as  could  be  got 
togettier  up<»n  so  ^bort  a  notice.  The  weather  was  unfa- 
vorable, and  the  copgr^pi.tion  amall.  Being  too  weak  to 
stand,  I  made  aa  94^eta  4>  the  Candidates  from  my  chair, 
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and  then  gavo  the  ''Laying  on  of  Hands''  to  seven  whites 
and  one  colored  person. 

Mopday,  2)id,  I  united  a  oouple  in  matrimony,  in  St. 
Andrew's  Church. 

Friday,  5th.  I  set  out  for  Sewanee,  to  attend  the  Lay- 
ing of  the  Corner-Stone  of  the  "University  of  the  SonA?' 

Saiurday  and  Stenday,  (the  6th  and  7M)  were  spent  at 
Corinth.  On  my  way  1  was  joined  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Doog^ 
las  of  Louisiana,  who  kindly  took  upon  himself  much  of  tfa« 
labor  which'J  would  otherwise  have  had  to  perform.  Di- 
vine Service  was  hdid  twice  on  Saturday^  and  three  times 
on  Sunday.  Although  ^  in  much  weakness^"  I  was  enabled 
to  preach  twice,  to  confirm  ttvq  persons,  and  to  administer 
the  Holy  Communion.  The  Rev.  William  H,  Burton,  who 
has  been' in  charge  of  the  Parish  about  six  months,  amears 
to  be  laboring  with  much  acceptableness  to  this  little  nock, 
and  to  One  or  two  of  the  adjoining  villages.  •  Tlie  chief  ob- 
stacle in  the  way  of  his  >  progress,  is  the  want  <rf  a  suitable 
place  of  worship.  One  half  of  the  sum  necessary  for  erect 
mg  a  becoming  Temple  for  the  Lord,  has  been  subscribed  - 
for  the  other  half  appeal  must  be  made  to  the  larger  and 
mpre  favoi^  Parishes  of  the  Diocese. 

Prom  Corinth  I  ppoceeeed  to  the  chosen'  atite  of  the  "Uni- 
versity of  the;  South,"  where  the'  Trustees  had  been  sum- 
moned to  meet  for  the  two-fold  pur^jose  of  laying  the  Cor- 
ner-Stone  of  the  first  and  principal  'building,  and  of 
perfecting  and  ratifying  the  Gpnstitution  and  Statutes 
informally  adopted  at  a  previous  meeting.  Both  of  tliese 
objects,  1  am  thankful  to  say,  were  accomplished  under  the 
beni^ant  smile  of  an  overruling  Providence.  Of  the 
])articular8  of  that  day  which  witnessed  tiie  Laying  of  the 
first  stone  of  our  magiiiflcent  enterprize,- 1  will  not  here 
speak.  You  may  liave  learned  them  long  since  from  almost 
every  public  print  in  6ur  land.  This  only  will  I  say,  tiiat 
:f>o  long  as  Ijcaming,  and  Religion,  and  Patriotism,  and 
the  Church  of  God,  shall. have  a  place  in  the  hearts  of 
our  countrymen,  so  long  will  the  10th  of  Odobet,  I860,  be 
remembered  with  a  gratitude  no  words  can  express,  and 
which  will  gather  strength  with  ea.ch  successive  age.  The 
Constitution  and  Statutes,  as  then  amended  and  adopted, 
are  herewith  laid  upon  your  table,  to  receive,  as  Itmst, 
the  same  measure  of  approbation  from  this  body  individ- 
ually and  collectively  wnich  has  been  already  cbeetfuUy 
accorded  not  only  by  other  p6rt:onB  of  o^r  Churdi,  but 
;by  the  voice  of  public  opinion,  and  the  genial  consent  (^ 
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jthe  Learned  Educationiflter,  both  of  oiu*  own  and  of  foreign 
lands.  Nothing  now  seems  wanting  to  full  and  speedy  suo- 
coss  bnt  the  increase  of  our  snbscription  list  so  auspiciously 
be^n  a  year  or  two  ago..  Let  me  here  repeat  the  confident 
hope  whioh  I  have  heretofore  and  often  expressed,  tfiat 
when  the  Authorized.  Agents  oi  that  noble  ente^rize  shall 
present  its  claims  upon  tiie  friends  of  Education  and  of  the 
Cljiurch  in  Mississippi,  we  shall  not  fall  behind  the  exam- 
ple which  has  been  set  ns  jn  oar  neidiborihg  Dioceses. 

On  my  way  home  I  spent  a  day  (ihiesday:  IMh)  at  Holly 
Springs,  for  the  purpose  of  looking  into  the  condition  of 
St.  Thomas'  Hall.  And  I  here  record  with  thankfulness, 
tlie  pleasure  experienced  in  finding  this  adopted  child  of 
the  Diocese  once  more  in  a  healthy  state,  and  with  every 
promise  of  strength  and  growth.  The  untirin<^  exertions 
of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ingraham  to  repair  and  beautify  the  prem- 
ises, and  to  re-fit  and  furnish  the  interior  have  been  crowned 
with  deserved  success.  Nor.  has  he  been  less .  favored  in 
securing  the  services  of  a  suitable  Snperintehdent.  The 
reputation  which  Mr.  .Sears  brings  with  nim  from  other  and 
like  institutions,  afibrds  the  fullest  recommendation  and 
guaranty  to  thb  Parents  and  Guardians  within  onr  Diocese. 
Already  has  ho  made  an  auspicious  beginning.  Let  me 
earnestly  commend  both  him  and  his  work  to  the  patronage 
of  the  Diocese. 

Sunday,  2lgi.  I  had  sent  out  an  appointment  for  this 
day  at  Osyka;  but  finding  that  it  had  failed  to  reach  its 
destination,  I  remained  at  home,  and  assisted  the  Rector 
of  St.  Alidr^w's  in  the  services  of  the  day. 
'  Wedneida^j  2Uh.  In  much  feebleness  of  health,  I  set 
out  on  my  Eastern  Visitation,  and  reached  Enterprize  the 
following  morning  at  8  o^clock.- 

My  first  appointment,-  as  arranged  by  Rev.  Mr.  Stewart, 
was  for  "  State  Line  Depot,"  near  the  Southern  end  of  the 
"  Mobile  and  Ohio  R.  Road,"  On  reaching  that  place,  I 
found  that  no  notice  had  been  given  for  any  services.  Two 
days  of  rest  and  quiet  thus  allowed  me,  were  pleasantly  and 
I  ^trust  not  unprofitably  spent  with  the  family  of  Gol. 
Gaines. 

Sunday  and  Monday,  28M  and  29fA..  Were  given  to 
Enterprize.  Owing  to  increased  indisposition.  I  preached 
once  only; — ^but  was  enabled  to  visit  many  of  the  families 
of  tiie  place  and  neighboriiood.  One  person  was  confirmed. 
There  is  not  here  much  wealth  among  our  friends;  but  there 
|s  not  wanting  a  zealous  affection  for  the  Church  of  Christ.

If  fhey  could  only  ^ect  a  smtabl^  place  of  worship  for 
themselvefi,  they. could  not  fail  U>  prosper  and  increase. 
The  Bev.  Mr.  Stewart  resides  here>  but  does  not  gire  to 
them  much  nv>re  than  a  fourth  of. his  time,  havingalso  in 
charge  seven  other  places  alon^  the  line  of  liiQ  B.  Koad. 

I  next  visited  Quitman  on^the  30th,  but  was  too  unwell 
to  officiate.^  Mr.  Stewart  preaiched  ia  my  stead  on  Tuesday 
night  in  tlie  Baptist  Place  <rf  Worsliip*  With  regular 
monthly  or  semi-inonthly  services,  a  eongi^ation  zeo^ous  in 
spirit,:  thqugh  small  in  nujabers,  might  be  gathered  in  this 
village.  As  in  many  other-  places,  the.  undue  excitanent 
practised  €uid  encouraged  by  some  of  the  sects  is  here  evi- 
dently preparing  the  way  for  the  subdued  devotion  of  our 
Liturgy,  and  the  sound  teachings  of  our  Pulpit 

On  Thursday,  Ist  of  VeoGrAer,  ?  I  was  to  .officiate  at 
Meridian;  but  the  continued  rain  of  that  day,  joined  to  the 
feeble  state  of  my  health,  prevented  my  meeting  the  ap- 
pointment. ,  . 

TJhe  following  Stmdatfy  4dL  Was  given  to  Marion  De- 
pot. .  I  preached  in  the  forenoon,  Mr.  Stewart  assisting  in 
the  services,  and  preaching  also' in  the  afternoon. 

Tiie  days  of  rest  enjoyed  in  the  neighborhood  of  this  plaee, 
under  the  roof  of  Judge  Chapman,  were  of  mndi  benefit  to 
me,  enabling  m^  with  improved  health  to  proceed  on  my 
visitation. 

My  appointment  for  Lauderdale  >  Springs,  fell  unfor^i- 
nately.  on  the  day  of  the  Presidential  Election.  I  at  tii*$t 
determined  that  I  would  make  np  attempt  to  collect  a  con* 
gregation  out  of  such  an  excited  multitude;  but  sub?e- 
queutly  resolved  to  attend  at  the  appointed  hour^  Some 
flirty  or  forty  persons  were  presenti  and  gave  close  atten- 
tion to  botli  Sermon  find  Seryices,  as  well  .as.  to  the  rite  of 
Confirmation  which  was  administered  to  <ms  of  their  num- 
ber, aud  to  the  Sacramaentof ■  Baptism-  administered  to  an 
infant.       .  .  .        t  . 

Accompanied  by  Mr.  St^wwrt^  1  readied  DeKalb  on 
Thuraday,  Sth.  Services  lM9id  been  appointed  for  both  that 
di^  and  the  aexti  but  a  cold  and  incessant  rain  prevented 
us  from  calling  the  people  together.  On  the  evening  (9thj 
before  our  departure,  a  email  congregation,  oortsisting  cliieflv 
qf  the  Pupils  of  Ursi  Haanptan,was  collected  in  that  Lady's 
parlor.  After  services  by  Mr.  Stewart,  I  made  an  address 
to  the  young  people,  and  cQnfirmed  ^u?q  of  their  number. 
We  were  compelled  by  other  engag€^men,ts  to  leave  the  place 
the  next  morning,  without  any  opportunity  for  public  ser- 
vices, or  for  visiting  the  people. 
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Satwday  and  Sunday,  lOth  and  11th.  Were  jfiven  to 
the  Ohurcn  of  tho  Messmh.  '  Assisted  by  Mr.  Stewart,  I 
'• '  ^  preached,  on  Sunday,  and  administered  the  Holy  Commu- 
-  *  '*  nion.  In  the  afternoon  the  rite  of-  Confirmation  was  admin- 
istered to  one  of  the  congregation^  at  his  own  house,  fend  in 
the  presence  of  a  number  of  his  friends  and  neighbors. 
This  Parish  is  evidently  on  the  increase.  Several  <Jhurch 
families  hare  i^ecently  bfeen  added  to  the  neighborhood; — a 
general  desire  to  do  what  they  6an  for  Christ  prevails 
throughout  the  congrfegtttion;—^and  their  neat  little  Church, 
though  erected*  but  a  few  years  ago,  proves  already  too 
small  for  their  ordinary  congregations.  Still  more  good 
might  be  effefcted  in  this  rural  parish  if  the  Rev.  Mr.  Stew- 
art could  give  to  it  a  larger  portion  of  his  time.  But  this 
cannot  be  done  until  another  Missionary  can  be  found  to 
take  off  his  hands  one  half  of  the  places  at  which  he  now 
officiates. 

Prom  this  place  I  passed  accbmpanied  by  Mr;  Stewart,  to 
Columbus,  on  Mmday,  the  12m.  At  Columbus,  I  was 
pleased  to  meet,  beside  tho  Rector,  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Watt- 
son  and  Clute,  arid  the  Rev.  Dr.  Barnard.  Divine  Service 
was  held  twice  a  day — on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  Thursday, 
and  Friday,  each  of  the  Clergy  preaching  in  turn.  On 
Thursday,  the  new  Church  edifice,  (St.  Paul's)  was  solemn- 
ly consecrated  and  set  apatt  to  the  service  of  Almighty 
God,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Barnard,  hy^.  request,  preaching  the 
Sermon  for  the  occasion.  Of  this  building  1  have  before 
spoken  as  one  that  would  grace  even  the  largest  and  wealth- 
iest of  our  cities.  It  is  indeed  a  matter  of  wonder  as  well 
as  of  thankfiriness,  that  a  eongregaition  so  small,  and  by  no 
means  abounding  in  wealth,  slK>uld  have  been  able  to 
erect  sbch  a  Tomple  for  their  u^.  The  number  assembled 
on  this  occasion  Was  more  than  the  building  could  contain, 
and  appeared  to  be  duly  impressed  with  the  solemnity  and 
appropriatenees  of  the  ^Consecration  Services. 

On  Friday,  the  16th.  I  gave  to  the  Rev,  Georcre  Stew- 
art, (Deacon)  authority  to  execute  the  office  of  Priest  in 
the  Church  of  God.  In  both  the  Ordination  and  Commu- 
nion Service,  I  was  assisted  by  Rev.  Messrs.  Barnard,  Gib- 
son and  Clute.  The  sermon  was  pi-eached  by  myself. 
During'  the  services  of  those  four  days,  seven  persons  re- 
newed in  Confitmation  the  solemn  vows  taken  upon  them 
in  their  baptism.  On  looking  back  to  the  condition  of  this 
Parish  as  I  first  saw  it  ten  years  ago,  I  could  not  but  feel 
truly  thankful  for  what  God  has  been  pleased  to  do  for  it. 
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Maay  and  seTere  have  been  its  trials ;  aad  often  have  its 
few  but  fsJthfnl  hearts  been  tempted  to  despair.  Now  they 
have  reason  to  prtiise  God  for  his  goodness,  and  may  take 
courage  to  press  on  in  his  service.  The  eoergetic  labors  of 
their  present  Pastor  can  hardly  £ul  of  brioging  a  blessing 
to  them. 

On  Saturday,  Vith.  I  reached  Aberdeen,  in  company 
with  Rev.  Dr.  Barnard.  Mr.  Gibson,  bavii^  preceded 
us,  pi*eacke^  twice  that  day.  Of  the  three  sermons  preach- 
ed thef  next  day,  (Sunday  IStli)  two  were  by  Dr.  Barnard, 
and  one  by  myself.  Seven  persons  were  confirmed.  Signs 
of  progress  were  plainly  visible  in  this  Parish.  In  no  con- 
gregation, of  the  Diocese  is  true  pastoral  care  and  the  sound 
teachings  of  the  Church  likely  to  meet  with  a  rieber  re- 
ward. 

From  Aberdeen  I  proceeded  to  Okoloaa,  accompanied  by 
Messrs:  Barnard  and  Gibson.  Services  were  held  in  the 
Church  on  Tuesday-  and  Wednesday,  (20th  and  21st)  the 
i*ain  preventing  anything  of  the  kind  on  Thursday.  On 
Wednesday  afternoon  I  preached  to  the  blacks  in  St  Cyp- 
rian's  Cliapel,  but  was  not  gratified,  as  on  former  occasions, 
by  ^seeing  a  goodly  number  of  tliem  coming  forward  for 
Confirmation.  This,,  however,  is  not  to  be  wondei^d  at,  as 
they  have  had  but  little  pastoral  attention  during  itie  past 
year;  aiMl  for  the  last  tive  mouths  have  been  without  any 
religious  services.  They  were  as  usual,  deeply  attentive  to 
the  woi^s  spoken,  and  iny  heart  yearned  for  another  and  a 
speedy  opportunity  of  preaching  Christ  to  tiiem.  I  was 
glad  to  make  such  arrangement  with  Rev.  Mr,  Clute,  before 
I  left  the  .Pariah,  as  will  secure  to  them  for  the  present  year 
a  portion  of  his  services.  On  Friday  mornii^,  although 
the  rain  and  the  cold  combined  to  prevent  it,  a  small  nam- 
Iter  met  mo  at  the  Churcl^vw'iien  cm  person  was  confirmed. 
The  address  to  the  Candidate  w^as  made  to  take  the  place 
of  a  more  formal  discourse. 

During  my  stay  in  the  Parisli,  I  twice  visited  **  Rose 
Gates  Colleg^;"  in  charge  of  Rev.  Dr.  Lacey.  The  pro- 
gress of  this  important  and  pix)mising  Institution  has  been 
materially  retai-ded  by  the  unfaithftilness  of  the  mechanics 
employed,  ahd  by  the  amount  of  indebtedness  which  the 
Trustees  have  been  forced  to  incur  in  order  to  complete  the 
building.  Were  this  debt  paid,  there  would  be  no  percep- 
tible mndrance  to  its  rapid  advancement,  as  the  known 
ability  and  long  experience  Of  Dr.  Lacey  in  conducting 
such  on  Institution  can  hardly  fail  to  attract  pupils,  now 
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visit  the  College  once  more  before  I  left  the  rarish,  and  to 
address  the  Pupils,  but  the  unusual  inclemency  of  the 
Feather  pprevented  it.  'Much  praise  is  due  not  only  tp  CoL 
Gates  for  presenting  to  the  Church  the  grounds  and  unfin- 
ished building,  but  to  the.  Trustees  also  for  their  exertions 
towards  completing  and  fitting  it. for  use.  In  this  labor  of 
love  they  deserve  the  aid  a4S  well  as  the  approbation  of  their 
brethren  in  other  parts  of  the  Diocese. 

I  reached  Pontotoc  on  Friday  Evenings  (23rdJ  and  next 
morning  together  widi  four  members  of  the  family,  with 
whom  I  was  staying)  went  to  officiate  in  the  Church  accord- 
ing to  appointmcat.  After  waiting  a  long  time  for  others 
to  join  us,  we  had  to  ourselves  tjtie  enjoyment  of  our  excel- 
lent, soul-inspiring  Liturgy.  The  intense  coldness  of  the 
day,  together  with  the  sickness  of  some  of  the  congregation, 
accountiDd  for  the  absence  of  the  rest. 

On  Sunday.  (2bth)  I  pr^Mshed  botli  in  the  forenoon  and 
at  night  My  heart  was  much  drawn  out  for  this  little  flock. 
Auiong  them  are  some  true  worshippers  of  God,  and  some 
dear  lovers  of  his  Church;  but  they  have  not  the  ability  to 
support  a  Pastor.  For  some  years  past  they  have,  by  .as- 
sociating with  Okoloha,  enjoyed  a  portion  of  a  Minister's 
services.  But  within  the  last  year  the  Rev.  Mr.  Clute  has 
determined  to  giv^  all  his  time  to  the  congregation  at  Oko* 
lona.  They  are  thus  left  without  any  opportunity  of  unit- 
ing tlieir  common  supplications  iinto  God,  and  of  hearing 
His  Word.  I  could  only  promise  to  pray  for  them,  and  to 
HC^ve  them  as  God^s  Pi-ovidcnce  might  hereafter  put  it  in 
my  power. 

On»  Miniday^  {26thJ  after  a  ride  of  twelve  hours  in  the 
cold  and  rain,.  I  reached  Oxford,  on  my  way  to  several  of 
the  lower  Parishes. 

Wednesday^  ('2SihJ  was  spent  in  visiting  some  families 
in  Grenada,  and  its  vicinity..  On  Thursday^  I  officiated 
at  a  private  residence  eight  miles  distanti  baptising  and  con- 
firming o?i6  adult,  and  deliveinng.an.  address  on  tjie  nature 
of  tliose  holy  Ordinances.  I  was  accompanied  by  tlie  Rev. 
Dr.  Adams,  who  assisted  in  the  services  of  the  occasion. 
In  tlus  neighborhood  are  s^vei^al  highly  intelligent  families 
attached  to  the  doctrine  and  worship  of  the  Church.  I  hope 
Uiat  with  prompt  and  united  action  they  will  ere  long  pro- 
vide tliemselves  with  a  suitable  House  of  Worship,  as  well 
as  s^asist  in  rearing  one  in  Grenada. 
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At  eight  o'clock  tliat  sattie  *erenin^,  I  preadied  in  Gren- 
ada, in  the  Methodist  Chnrch,  kindly  offered  for  that  par- 
pose.  The  time  has  not  qnite  come  for  the  establishment  of 
our  services  in  this  place;  but  I  have  a  confident  hc^that 
that  ddy  is  not  far  distant.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Adams  has  offi- 
ciated here  some  three  or  foiir  times  only;  but  will  increase 
his  services  after  the  present  year. 

From  Grenada  1  proceeded  to  Carrollton,  visiting  several 
families  by  the  way,  ^  well  as  after  arriving  in  that  place. 

On  Saturday  night,  atid  twice  on  SundaVy  (Dec.  Siid)  I 
preached  in  the  Presbyterian  Church,  kindly  tcn<lered  for 
the  occasion.  On  the  forenoon  of  Sundaaf,  the  holy  rites 
of  Baptism,  Ocmfirmation,  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  were  ad- 
ministered. And  onr  services,  though  unusually  lengthened 
out,  were  witnessed  with  patient  and  deep  attention  by 
crowded  congr^ations.  During  my  stay,  l  had  the  grati- 
fication of  CQnfiiining  five  persons,  and  of  giving  audiari- 
tative  baptism  to  four  children  atid  ^en^r  »iults»  who  had 

Previously  received  that  Sacrament  only  in  its  forms. 
'hree  others  were  prqwred  for  the  ApostoKc  "  Laying  on 
of  Hands/'  l^ut  were  absent  from  unavoidable  causes.  It 
is  only  five  months  since  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams  assumed  the 
Missionary  charge  of  this  place;  but  already  is  he  banning 
to  see  the  fruit  of  his  zealous  labor?  and  sound  instructions. 
Avoiding  on  the  one  hand,  all  temporizing  expedients  to 
win  popular  favor,  and  on  the  other  whatever  might  needlessly 
ofiend  public  opinion,  or  wound  the  feelings  of  a  Christian 
brother,  he  has  presented  the  Church  to  that  people  in  her 
integrity  as  well  as  her  purity,,  without  the  least  mutilation 
of  her  services,,  or  concealment  of  her  doctrines.  The  re- 
sult of  this  has  so  far  been  a  degree  of  favor  and  success 
not  often  met  with  under  ordinary  circumstances.  Much 
inconvenience,  if  not  hindrance,  must  for  some  time  be 
endured  by  this  little  flock,  from  "the  want  of  a  House  of 
Worship  of  their  own.  Up  to  the  present  time,  the  Court- 
house has  been  their  only  place  of  assembling  together.  But 
already  their  thoughts  are  beginning  to  turn  towards  the 
erection  of  a  becoming  Temple  to  the  Lord.  May  His 
blessing  Accompany  and  crown  their  intent. 

A  few  miles  after  leaving  the  town,  I  stopped*  by  the 
way-side,  and  administered  Confirmation  to  a  member  of 
the  congregation  who  was  prevented  from  attending  the 
services  of  the  preceding  day. 

A  short  time  after  Dr.  Adams'  axrival^  a  Parish  was 
duly  organized,  under  the  title  of  "  Grace  Church." 
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Monday^  (Zrd.)  I  reached  Calvary  Parish,  having 
been  joineil  by  Rev.  Mr.  llalste^,  on  the  way.  The  two 
following  day 8  were  days  of  comparative  rest. 

On  Ihursday^  the  Uh.  I  preached  to  a  large  and  deeply 
attentive  congregation;  baptized  one  adult,  and  Confirmed 
ftix  persons.  Of  the  number  thus  taking  upon  themselves 
the  vuws  of  a  holy  life,  three  were  heads  of  families,  and  a 
fourth  wad  the  mother  of  six  children.  Puring  my  stay  in 
the  Pai*ish,  I  was  enabled  to  visit  most  of  the  famili^  be- 
longing to  it.    , 

Friday  J  Ithf  found  me  in  the  neighborhood  of  Sidon,  on 
the  Yaa>o  Kiver.  In  this  place  Mr.  HaL«ted  had  preached 
some  three  or  four  times,  and  excited  among  several  fam- 
ilies a  desire  to  know  more  of  the  Churct,  and  to  enjoy  her 
ministrations.  At  his  rei|ue8t  I  had  consented  to  ac- 
company him  at  this  time,  and  see  for  myself  what 
could  be  done,  to  meet  the  wants  of  so  intelligent  a 
people, — ^a  people  tliat  seemed  indeed  to  be  in  need  of 
nothing  but  the  sound  teaching  and  valid  ordinances  of 
the  Church  of  God.  Saturday  and  Monday  were  spent 
pleajjantly,  and' I  Iiojk;,  not  unprofitably  in  visiting  most 
of  the  families  in  the  neighborhood.  *  On  Sunday,  I  preach- 
ed abovO'  Sidon,  in  a  house  built  not  many  years  since  for 
the  use  of  all  denominations,  but  like  most  of  such  build- 
ings fallen  sadly  to  decay,  with  no  special  claim  upon  any 
one  to  keep  it  in  repair.  The  congregation,  though"  not 
large,  was  very  attentive,  and  apparently  much  interested 
in  the  discourse,  which  was  intended  to  set  before  them  the 
nature  of  Christ's  Church,  and  the  Scriptural  and  Apos- 
tolic character  of  that  branch  of  it  at  whose  altar  we 
.serve.  I  am  not  witliout  hope  that  the  wealthy  and  intelli- 
gent families  residing  within  reach  of  this  place  will,  ere 
long,  by  erecting  a  becoming  House  for  God's  Worship, 
supply  almost  the  only  desideratum  which  their  present 
blessings  leave  them  room  to  ask  for. 

On  my  way  home  I  spent  a  day  in  the  Parish  of  Grace 
Church,  and  baptized  oTte  infant. 

On  Friday,  the  lith  cf  Deceinber^  I  reached  Jackson, 
after  a  laborious  visitation  of  nearly  eight  weeks,  under- 
taken in  feeble  healtli,  and  carried  on  in  great  weakness, 
and  through  much  unfavorable  weather.  Truly  thankful 
was  I  not  only  for  the  measure  of  ability  which  had  been 
afforded  me  to  meet  nearly  all  of  my  appiointments,  but  to 
find  my  health  better  at  the  end  than  at  the  beginning  of 
my  joui-ney.  -

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Sundarj,  \Uh,  I    assisted  the  Rov,  Mr.  Crane  in  the 
Services  of  the  morning.  '  ^ 

The  day  following,  I  ivas  summoned  nnexp^tedlr  mid 
painfully  to  Holly  Springs,  to  witness  the  last  moments  of 
my  wortliy  and  much-loved  Presbj^er,  the  Rev.  Joseph  H.* 
Ingraham;  LL.  D.  The  mysterious  stroke  by  vrhich  he 
was  so  suddenly  cut  down  in  the  midst  of  a  most  active 
and  useful  life,  has  been  made  known  to  the  world  ;  but  to 
those  only  who  closely  marked  his  ministerial  career,  •  and 
knew  him  in  his  more  private  hours,  in  his  boundless  Aar- 
ities,  in  his  d(»mestic  delations,  in  his  untiring  labors  for  the 
promotion  of  all  that  was  good,  and,  to  crown  tire 
whole, — in  the  •  heavenly-minded  and  triimiphant  S]»irit  in 
which  he  bore  his  last  sufferings,  and  met  his  la^t  sum- 
mons,—to  those  only  is  it  given  to  know  how  bright  an 
example  of  fervent  piety  and  of  active  and  successful  labor 
has  thus  been  withdrawn  from  the  eyes  of  the  Church. 
Whilst  the  ''ways  of  Zion  mourn"  over  "the  removal  of  such 
d  workman,  there  is  left  us  the  confident  belief  that  in  the 
great  Asij  of  rCT^ard,  his  work  will  appear  to  the  glory  of 
Him  who  redeemed  q^d  enabled  him;  and  w;ill  call  forth 
the  blissful  approval,  "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  ser- 
vant." In  the  melancholy  services  of  the  occasion,  it  was 
a  gratification  to  me,  no  less  than  to  the  family  of  the  de- 
ceased, to  be  assisted  by  my  beloved  brother  the  Bishop  of 
,  Tennessee.  And  still  more  was  I  [>lcased  to  see  a  Avhole 
community,  without  distinction  of  name  or  condition,  tes- 
tifying by  unwearied  attentions  and  a  deep  sympathy  and 
sorrow,  their  interest  in  one  who  had  been  to  €ach  and  all 
of  them  a  friend. 

On  the  nth  of  DecemUr,  I  put  forth  a  "Pastoral  Let- 
ter" and  Prayer,  with  the  view  of  approving,  and  of  recom- 
mending to  the  Diocese  the  serious  and  prayerful  observance 
of  the  l)ay  of  Fasting  and  Humiliation  appointed  by  the 
Executive  of  our  State;  and  also  with-  the  hope  of  allaying 
in  some  measure  that  bitterness  of  spirit  which  had  been 
aroused  among  our  people  by  the  hostile  position  of  a  large 
portion  of  our  late  happy  *'  Union." 

Beceinher  22ndy  I  gave  "Dimissory  Letters"  to  Rev.  J. 
Newton  Wattson,  desiring  to  return  to  Hie  Diocese  of 
Maryland. 

Dec.  25fA,  (Christmas  Day)  It  was  my  privilege  on 
this  blessed  festival  to  unite  with  the  Rector  and  congrega- 
tion of  St.  Andrew's  Church,  in  celebrating  the  memorial 
wnich  our  Lord  has  commanded  us  to  make  in  remembranc 
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of  his  blessed  passion  and  precious  death.  In  the  evening 
I  pi^eached,  at  the  rajuest  of  the  Bector. 
^  Fiiday,  28/A.  Accompauied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Elwell,  I  set 
out  for  Ilillsboro^gh,  the  Seat  of  Justice  of  Scott  County. 
Three  or  four  families  liaving/ recently  removed  from  Geor- 
gia into  this  neighborhood,  and  having  ^xpre&sed  an  earnest 
desire  for  the  ministrations  of  the  Church,  Mr.  Elwell,  at 
my  re(iucst,  had  visited  them  several  times,  and  entertained 
some  hope  of  getting  together  a  regular  Parish  among 
them.  The  impatience  of  a  hack-driver  compelled  us  to 
lose  a  day  at  a  Depot  on  the  R.  Road,  thereby  cutting  me 
ofif  from  several  visits  which  I  designed  to  pay  previous  to 
my  officiating  on  the  coming  Lord^s  Day.  We  consequently 
did  not  reach  Hillsborough  before  Saturday  evening,  about 
Avhich  time  a  heavy  fall  of  snow  commenced,  and  continued 
witliout  abatement  the, whole  of  the' next  day.  But  not- 
withstanding the  uliusual  inclemency  of  tli^  weather,  we 
waded  through  the  i^ow  to  the  Court-house,  6ur  appointed 
place  of  meeting,  wliere  we  Ibqnd  a  congregation  of  two 
women  and  two  children.  With  this  small  number — ^scai^cely 
enough. to  come  under  the  Savior's  .promise,,  we  went 
thi'ough  the  wliole  .of  our  beautiful  Service.  And  neyer, 
amid  crowded  benclies,  under  vaulted  roof,  or  accompanied 
by  the  organ's  peal,  did  its  subltme  and  devotional  strains 
seem  more  suitableor  more  impressive  than  in  that  Hall  of 
Justice,  amidst  that  freezing  atmosphere,  and  wiUi  two 
voices  only  to  respond  to  our  own.  13eing  compelled  to  set 
out  on  our  return  early  the  .next  morning,  we  were  thus 
prevented  by  the  weatlier  not  only  from  preaching  to  the 
people^  but  also  from  visiting  any  of  tlie  families  beyond 
that  by  which  we  were  kindly  entertained.  So  mysterious- 
ly, though  wisely,  does  a  Divine  Providence  work  out  His 
Will,  while  seemingly  preventing  it. 

My  nexi  appointment  was  at  Brandon  on  the  following 
Sunday,  January^  (yth,  18G1,  being  the  Festival  of  tlie 
Epiphany.  Several  families  were  visited  on  Saturday;  and 
on  Sunday  I  preachetl,  confirmed  tico  persons,  and  admin- 
istered the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Rector,  the 
Rev.  Mr;  Elwell.  I  have  a  good  hope  that  as  soon  as  the 
present  unsettled  state  of  things  shall  have  passed  away, 
tliis  people  will  erect  for^tliemselves  a  Place  of  Worship 
worthy  to  be  dedicated  to  the  Hearer  of  Pi-ayer. 

Sunday f  13/A,  was  given  to  Osyka.  In  the  forenoon  1. 
preached,  and  confirmed  two  persons.  And  in  tlie  afternoon 
addressed  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School.    Perceiving- 
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many  of  the  Parents  of  the  children  present,  and  also  a 
laree  number  of  wJored  persons,  I  endeavored  to  give 
tmch  shape  to  my  remarks  as  might,  with  the  l>iTiue  Ue^- 
ing,  be  *'  a  word  in  season"  to  one  and  all.  The  zealous 
labors  of  two  or  three  members  of  this,  little  flock  have 
gathered  together  a  Suwlaj  School  of  more  than  forty 
children,  and  arc  tlms  drawing  towards  tiie  Church  the 
kindly  notice  of  many,  both  in  the  Village  and  neiglibor- 
hood,  who  were  preriously  cither  ignoraiit  of  her  charac- 
ter, or  in  various  degrees  prejudiced  against  her.  Most 
gladly  would  I,  if  in  my  power,  supply  this  faithful  litXle 
l>and  o(  worshippers  and  laborers  with  a  larger  jnirtiun  of 
Pastoral  Service.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Spencer  gives  to  them  at 
present  only  one  Sunday  in  each  month. 

Monday  J  the  14fA,  was  spent  in  making  myself  ac- 
quainted with  several  families  in  the  place  whom  I  had  not 
as  yet  visited.  At  7  o'clock.  P.  M.,  I  imited  a  couple  in 
the  bonds  of  matrimony.  The  ceremony  was  performed, 
as  should  be,  in  the  Church  :  and  I  was  no  little  gratiiied 
at  perceiving  the  favorable  effect  produced  upon  all  pi;cseiit; 
many  of  whom  had  never  befi>re  witnessed  that  solcnm  and 
impressive  rite  as  administered  by  our  Church. 

I  left  Osyka  at  12  o'clock  that  night,  .and  par«seil  up  to 
Summit  by  2  o'clock  next  morning.  My  object  in  stopping 
at  this  place  was  to  spend  a  few  hours  in  becoming  acquaint- 
ed with  the  friends  of  the  Church,  and  in  ascertaining  their 
wants  and  wishes  as  to  a  supply  of  Missionary  Service.  I 
was  glad  to  find  tliem  Ijoth  able  and  willing  to  engage  a 
portion  of  a  Missionary's  time,  and  that  they  entertain  the 
hope  of  soon  building  a  Church  edifice  for  themselves.  A 
liberal  member  of  the  congregation  offers  an  eligible  lot  for 
the  purpose,  in  addition  to  a  generous  contribution  in  mate- 
rial for  building.  The  high  and  healthy  location  of  this 
place  makes  it  a  most  desirable  site  for  a  Churcli  School, 
as  well  as  for  the  establishment  of  a  permanent  Parish. 

Friday  J  Jan,  ISth.  Reached  the  neighborhood  of  Ray- 
mond. Next  morning,  baptized  a  child  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
^Fontaine.  S|)ent  that  day,  accompanied  by  Mr.  Fontaine, 
in  visiting  the  families  of  the  Parish.  Preache<i  on  Sunday 
forenoon  to  a  large  and  very  attentive  congro«ration.  The 
interests  of  this  Parish  appear  to  be  looking  up  tiince  it  was 
taken  in  charge  by  Mr.  Fontaine,  a  few  montiis  ago.  The 
way  is  now  open  for  much  good  to  he  done  by  the  regular 
services  of  a  resident  Minister. 

After  an  hour's  rest,  I  rode  eight  miles  over  to  Clinton, 
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aad,  preadied  in  the  afternoon^  aasidted  by  Bev.  Mr.  EI- 
irell  in  the  s^ervioes.  The  rite  of  Confirmation  was  received 
by  one  permn.  Two  others  were  desirous  of  doing  tbe 
;same,  but  were  prevented  by  sickness  and  unavoidable 
absence. 

After  ^including  my  discourse,  I  catechised  the  children 
of  the  Sunday  SchooL 

Friday^  25tL  Spent  this  dav  and  the  following  in  visit- 
ing the  families  within  the  Parish  of  St  Alban's. 

Sunday^  27 th.  Preached;— confirmed  thirty-one  persona^ 
(four  white  and  twenty-seven  colored)  and  administered  tlie 
lloly  Oiimmunion.  I  was  assisted  in  the  several  services 
by  the  liector  (Dr.  Sansom)  and  the  Biev.  Mr.  Fox.  The 
Church  was  filled  with  an  attentive  and  apparently  devout 
congr<^tion.  The  continued  and  rapid  growth  of  thin 
Parish  affords  ground  for  tliankfiilnesi!:  not  only  to  its  own 
members^  its  Pastor  and  Biiihop^  but  to  all  who  take  plea- 
sure in  the  prosperity  of  our  Zion-  It  is  only  about  three 
years  since  it  was  organized,^  out  of*  a  ix>pulation  commit- 
ted for  the  most  part,  to  the  several  denominations ; — ^and 
yet,  within  that  period,  from  one  family  containing  two  or 
three  communicants,  it  has  attained  to  such  prosperity  as 
to  ^umltcr  on  its  Parish  Itegister,  137  Baptisms,  mostly 
adults,  86  Confirmations,^ and  ^2  Conanunicants.  Before 
leaving  the  Parish,  I  baptized  in  private  the  twin  in&ntsof 
one  of  its  JSamilies.  /      ' 

FriJ/iy^  Feb.  IsL  In  St  An<lrcw's  Church,  Jackson,  1 
Confirmed  one  peram  at  tlie  hour  of  Evening  Prayer. 

Sundtiy^  3rd.  I  was  by  appointment  to  have  officiated 
at  Terry,  but  was  detained  at  home  by  the  illness  cof  a 
frien<L  Three  days  afterwards  I  jierformed  tlie  mourn- 
ful duty  of  committing  to  the  earth  the  mortal  part  of  that 
beloved  friend  and  Sister,  (Mrs.  Caroline  M.  Crane).  This 
is  no  tiii4e  nur  place  to  eulogize  the  dead.  But  when  a  wo- 
man lias  both  faithfully  and  efficiently  filled  for  twenty-five 
years  the  difficult  office  uf  a  Pastor's  wife,  her  memory  may 
well  claim  fi-om  us  the  triliute  of  a  passing  notice. 

Sunday^  XOtL  I  was,  by  promise  lo  have  preached  for 
the  llcv.  Mr.  Crane,  but  was  prevented  by  a  heavy  and 
continjiuus  fall  of  rain.^ 

Wcdncuiday,  VdtL  (Ash  Wednesday)  I  preached  and 
l)crformed  the  services  uf  the  day  for  the  Rector  of  St.  An- 
drew's Cliurch.    - 

071  Friday,  15th.  I  set  out  to  vitit  the  newly  organized 
** Church  uf  the  llcdemption,"  Hinds  County,  expecting  to 
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preafeh  there  the  next  day,  and  at  the  "Chapel  of  the 
Cross/'  the  day  following.  But  after  getting  ten  miles 
on  my  way,  I  was  constrained  by  want  of  health  to  re- 
turn home." 

Wednesday,  20(h.  Transferred  the  Rev.  Andrew  Mat- 
thews to  the  Ecclesiastical  authoritj'  of  the  Diocese  of  Tenr 
hessee. 

On  the  following  day  I  set  out  on  my  Southern  visitation^ 
intending  however  to  meet  one  or  two  appointments  in  Ya- 
zoo County,  before  I  turned  my  face  to  the  South. 

My  first  appointment  was  for  Saturday,  the  23rd,  at  the 
plantation  of  our  late  beloved  brother,  George  S.  Yerger. 
But  it  pleased  a  wise  and  mysteriously-working  Providence, 
to  prevent  its  fulfillment.  The  packet  which  I  had  taken  at 
Vicksburg,  broke  a  part  of  her  machinery,  and  conse- 
([ucritly  fell  several  houra  behind  her  usual  time.  Few  di?*- 
appointments  have  afifectcd  me  more  painfully.  Although 
prevented  by  what  might  well  be  deemed  an  fid  of  Provi- 
dence, I  could  with  diflficulty  shake  oflf  the  feeling  of  un- 
laithfulncss  towards  my  dear  deceased  friend  and  brother, 
as  well  as  to  those  poor  blacks  for  wliose  spiritual  welfare 
he  had  labored  with  more  of  a  father's  than  of  a  master's 
concern. 

Sunday^  24th,  1  preached  in  Yazoo  City,  both  forenoon 
and  afternoon.  During  the  two  Services,  I  baptized  one 
infant,  and  one  adult,  and  Confirmed  seven  persons.  Before 
leaving  the  Parish,  I  baptized  four  more  adults,  (three 
Avhite  and  one  colored) : — ^The  former  had  previously  re- 
ceived that  Sacrament  in  its  forms,  but  not  by  authority. 
In  the  services  of  Sunday,  I  was  assisted  by  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Scott.  The  Parish  was  at  that  time  without  a  Rector,  a.^ 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Foster  had  but  a  short  time  before  been  forced 
by  claims  of  a  domestic  character,  to  resign  the  charge  of 
it.  His  departure  is  much  to  be  regretted,  as  he  had  won 
alike  the  affection  and  esteem  of  his  people,  and  was  begin- 
ning to  see  around  him  the  fruits  of  his  patient  and  steady 
laboi*s.  One  evidence  of  life  and  growth  in  this  Parish  h 
a  determination  to  erect  as  soon  as  may  be,  a  new  and  more 
beautiful  House- for  the  worship  of  God. 

Tuesday,  2Qtk.  I  preached  at  the  residence  of  Major 
Vaughan,  fifteen  miles  from  Yazoo  City.  Owing  to  the 
threatening  aspect  of  the  weather,  the. congregation  con- 
sisted of  the  family  only.  In  the  forenoon  I  baptized  om' 
infant,  and  in  the  afternoon  three  colored  adults.  I  do  not 
despair  of  yet  seeing  a  Chapel  erected  in  the  midst  of  this 
wealthy  and  intelligent  neighborhood. 
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Thursday^  $8f&.  ^^  i  oflSciated  at  ^'  Annadale/'  ihe  resi- 
dence of  Col>  Ewq|g,  preaching  and  administering  the 
Holy  ComiQumon.  -^n  attentive  congregation  more,  tiian 
filled  the  little  Cha^l;  and  consisted,  as  I  was  pleased  to 
see,  of  several;  of  the  neighboring  &niilics,  in  addition  to 
the  usual  household  attendanice.  \  ery  commendable  would 
it  be  if  the  friends  ef  the  Chnrch  in  this  region,  would 
unite  in  erecting  at  spine  suitable  point  a  larger  Temple  for 
God's  Service,  find': thus  extend  and  perpetuate  the  good 
work  so  liappil}^  beg^  by  a  single  fieimily. 

March  2nd,  *6rd  amjt  4dh,  were  spent  in  the  Parish  of 
Christ's  Church,  Vieksburg.  After  visiting  many  of  the 
families  on  Saiflrday,  I  preached  twice  on  Sunday,  (3rd) 
and  Confirmed  siixtem  persons,  one  of  whom  was  colored. 
0>i€  other  a.fterwardsVreocived  that  holy  in te  in  private, 
being  too  unwell  to  attend  the  Church.  This  goodly  num- 
ber of  Candidates  affords  satisfactory  evidence  that  the 
Rector  labors  not  in  vain.  This  Parish  has  had,  since  my 
last  visitation,  good  cause  to  mourn  over  ,  the  departure  of 
one  of  its  most  active  and  efBcient  members:  In  the  death 
of  James  Roach^  the  wliole  Diocese  may  well  unite  with  his 
family  and  Pastor  and  fellow-parishioners,  in  lamenting  the 
mysterious  visitation,  which  has  taken  him  from  us  in  the 
midst  of  his  usefulness*  As  Diocesan  Treasurer,  and  as 
^Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  our  "  Society  for  the  Diffusion 
of  Christian  Knowledge,^'  he  was  ever  prompt  and  ready,  and 
.shrank  from  no  amount  of  l^bor  that  might  be  laid  upon 
bim.  As  a  true  friend,  a  frank  and  fearless  spirit,  a  fai£hful 
officer,  and  a  consistent,  liberal  and  zealous  Churchman, 
he  will  long  be  remembered  by  those  who  knew  him;  and 
the  records  of  the  Diocese  will  hand  his  name  down  to  his 
children's  childrei^,  as  one  among  the  early  and  most  effi- 
cient of  her  Sons. 

Tuesday  J  S>tK ' .  Accompanied  by  Rev.  Mr.  Damns,  I 
reached  Diamonid  Place,  the  residence  of  Mr.  Laughlin, 
pnd  {NTQachedthat  dav  to  his  family  and  servants,  and  a  few 
of  his  neighbors.  &€ven  of  his  servants  were  at  the  same 
time  Confirmed*  '  In  preparing  them  for  this  holy  rite, 
much  pains  had  been  taken  not  only  by  the  Rev.  ifr. 
Damns,  lately  in  charge  of  them,  but  by  the  pious  and 
zealous  lady  whom  they  are  privileged  to  call  their  mistress. 

The  nj?xt  dav,  assisted  again  by  .the  Rev.  Mr.  Damns,  I 
preached  at  the  neighboring  residence  of  Mrs.  Freeland, 
and  confirmed  three  of  her  servants-  As  on  my  previous 
vji?its  to  this  place,  so  was  I  on  this  occasion  much  gratified 
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with  the  hearty  and  corroct^^re3pon9e8,  as  well  as»  with  the 
apparently  devont  attention  of  these  blacks.  It  was  a 
matter  of  re^et  to  me,  and  no  less  of  disappointment  to 
them  and  their  Pastor,  (iif.  Damns)  that  the  length  of  the 
other  services  left  no  time  for  me  t6  question  them  on  the 
Catechism.  ' 

Thursday,  1th  and  8f^,  were  jB^iven  to  Grand  Gnlf.  I 
was  here  rejoiced  to  meet  with  the  Rev.  Charles  B.  l>ana, 
©.  D.,  who  has  lately  taken  charge  of  the  Church  in  Port 
Gibson.  Service  Was  held  on  tlie  evening  of  my  arrival, 
T)r.  Dana  preaching  at  nyr  request.  Tlie  following  day 
I  preacheol,  and  >»ai)tizcil  ttoo  children.  Notwithstanding 
the  losses  of  various  kinds  which  this  little  flock  has  sus- 
tained withi*i  the  last  five  or  six  years,  the  few  faioilies 
which  remain  «re  animated  with  a  right  spirit,  and 
duly  value  the  ministrations  of  the  Church.  ITiey  suc- 
ceeded whilst  I  was  with  them,  in  engaging  a  portion  of 
Dr.  Dana's  sei-tices. 

Saturday  ami  Simdciy,  {0(h  and  lOfh)  were  sj^ent  in  Port 
Oibson:  Jiesides  visithig  a  number  of  families,  I  i^reached 
twice  on  Sunday,  and  administered  the  rile  of  Conftrraa- 
tion  to  yive  persons,  being  on  both  occasions  assisted 
in  the  services  by  the  Rector.  The  congregations  were 
large,  and  apparently  much  interested.  And  I  was  gratified 
to  learn  that  a  growing  appreciation  of  our  servicetJ,  and  a 
steady  increase  in  the  number  t^f  nttendants  have  been  very 
apparent  within  the  few  weeks  during  wliich  Dr.  Dana  has 
Ikjcu  with  them.  For  ten  y<»ars  has  your  Bishop,  though 
kept  back  by  many  feeble  hearts  and  truly  discouraging 
obstacles,  cherishetl  tlie  belief  that* that  intelligent  arid  esti- 
mable community  would  yet  see  in  their  midst  a  wcllK)rdei*- 
ed  and  i»rusperous  Parish.  Tliat  unshaken,  though 
oft-deferrcl  hope  is  now,  I  trust,  about  to  l»o  realized. 
Tlie  report  which  I  shall  lay  before  you  from  the  Rector, 
will  show  what  God  hathwr<mght  in  their  behalf,  and  what, 
of  hi«  goodness,  he  Has  enabled  and  disposed  that  people 
to  do  f«»r  themselves. 

On  Monday,  IIM,  I  pas?e<l  to  Epiphany  Parish,  accom- 
panied by  Dr.  Dana,  and  visited  several  families  by  tl>e 
way.  The  nc3^t  morning  I  rude  several  miles  l»efore  break- 
fast, to  give  the  rite  of  Confirmation  to  a  young  man  whose 
failing  health  prevented  him  from  leaving  his  room.  At  11 
o'clock,  Dr.  Dana  preached  at  my  request,— the  Rector  and 
myself  dividing  the  Services  between  us.  Three  persons 
were  afterwards  Confirmed.    It  is  but  a  few  months  sinc«

the  Rev.  Mr.  Bottenstein  took  charge  of  this  Parish.  The 
affeetionate  welcome  which  he  has  met  with,  and  the  earnest 
zeoi  with^wfiidi.  he  has  entered  on  his  kbars,  make  me  hope 
that^efi  f2»i^d[  may  be  the  result.

tized an  Mfjfae^i'th^t  night.  y 

After  wai^^l^t*  whole  day  for  a  boat^  I  left  on  Thursday 
evening  for  nfy  iloxt  a]>pc>intment  at  Woodville,  where  I 
preached  on  Saturday  and  Sunday,  l^ih  and ,  17/A,  bap- 
tized two  adults  and  Confirmed  ^/arfewi  persons, — one  of 
them  in  private.  I  was  lu|iily  gratified  at  finding  that  the 
services  of  the  Bev.  Mr.^^ms  are  more  and  more  accept- 
able? and  promise  a  decree  hi  prosperity  to  the  Parish 
wlilch  it  lias  not  for  some  time  eivjuyod. 

Mondfiyj  18/A.  After  visiting  three  families  by  the  way, 
I  reacheii  the  neighborhood  ,of  Second  Creek,  Adams 
County- 

The  next  day  I  preached  at  the'houso  of  Mrs.  Railey, 
to  a  namljer  of  her  servants,  and  a  few  of  her  friends  and 
neighbers.  Confirmed  »e»cn  of  her  servants,  and  consecrated 
ia  piece  of  ground  for  <he  burial  of  the  dead.  These  Macks 
have  claimed  a  i^rti«i  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd's  lalK)rs,  dur- 
ing the  time  that  he  has  within  the  last  lew  years  spent 
within  ttie  Diooc&e.  Here  I  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning 
an  interesting  circumstance  connected  with  tlie  Coniirma- 
tion  of  these  ^jolorcfl  persons.  A  short  time  after  the 
ceremony,  one  of  their  number  respectfully  approache«l  mo, 
.and  in  the  name  of  hiiasclf  and  the  others,  begged  me  to 
4iccept  a  )iau<lso]ne  pri^-ate  "  Communicm  Set,"  a^  a  token 
•of  their  thankfulness  tor  having  thus  enjoyed  Hie  privilege 
of  being  recert'ed  as  servants  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Clirist. 
Few  inciflente  of  my  Episcopate  have  been  more  touching  or 
more  grateful  to  me: — ^and  seldom  have  1  received  from  the 
hand  of  friend  or  brother  a  gtft  more  worthy  to  be  held  in 
pleasant  reincmbrance. 

During  my  stay  wider  her  hospitable  roof,  Mrs.  llailey 
placed  in  my  hands  a  Deed  conveying  forty-fix  acres  of  land 
to  me  and  my  success()rs  in  oflSce,  in  trust,  as  a  site  for  a 
€hurch  and  llectory.  Tlie  situation  is  a  most  beautiful 
and  eligible  one,  anbracinfi;  part  of  an  elevated  ridge,  a 
number  of  acres  of  flat  and  fertile  land,  adorned  witli  tliree 
large  Indian  moundsL  May  the  Good  Providence  of  God 
make  this  lilicral  gift  the  beginning  of  much  good  to  that 
intcJIigent  naxd  pleasant  neighborhood. 
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I  rode  that  afternoon  eleven  miles  to  the  residence  of 
Mrg.  Griffith,  preached  after  tea  to  her  family  and  servantp 
and  a  few  of  her  neighbors,  baptized  four  colored  infants, 
and  prave  both  Baptism  and  Confirmation  to  jive  others  of 
her  jrrown  servants.  Nothing  A>at  want  of  strength  pre- 
vented me,  as  I  greatly  desired,  from  catechising  their 
whole  number.  The  faithful  training  which  these  slaves 
receive -at  tlie  bands  of  their  Mother-mistress,  is  seldom  sur- 
passed in  any  of  our  more  favorod  Parishes.  As  on  former 
occasions,  tlic  sponsors  and  witnesses  were  a  young  Master 
and  Mistress, 

The  following  morning  (20th)  I  rode  eleven  miles  to 
"  Lawcl  Hill,'^  former  residence  of  Dr.  Mercer,  and  as- 
sisted by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd,  preached  at  11  o'clock  to  a 
small  congregation.  After  the  services,  one  person  was 
Confirmed.  In  tlie  afternoon,  I  baptized  nineteen  coloretl 
children. 

Thursday^  2\st.  I  reached  Washington  in  time  for  my 
appointment  in  the  afternoon.  I  was  here  met  by  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Miller,  who,  at  my  request,  ofliciateil  in  my  stead.  The 
next  morning  I  pi-cached,  being  assisted  by  the  Rev.  ilessrs. 
Boyd  and  Douglas.     One  pei'son  was  confirmed. 

it  was  no  little  gratification  to  me  to  find  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Douglas  in  charge  of  this  little  neglected  flock— to  see  that 
his  services  were  so  acceptable, — and  to  learn  that  as  sooh 
as  the  ])resent  onsettleii  condition  of.  affairs  shall  have 
passcnl  away,  there  will  probably  be  erected  by  the  congre- 
gation a  Temple  of  tlieir  own, — their  only  place  of  worship 
at  present  being  the  College  Chapel. 

baturday  antl  SuTuiay,  2^rd  cund  24fhj  were  given  to  the 
Parish  of  Trinity  Church,  Natchez,  On  Sunday,  the  24th. 
1  preached  twice,  baptized  one  adult,  and  Confirmed 
tirenfy-tliree  persons.  I  also  visited  the  Sunday  SchooK 
and  addressed  a  few  kind  words  to  the  pupils;  but  I  could 
not  help  observing  and  regretting  their  greatly  diminished 
numbci'.  No  truer  index  of  the  healthy  an<l  stable  condi- 
tion of  a  Parish  can  bo  given  than  that  afforde*!  by  the 
Bible-Class  and  Sunday  School.  The  congrc^tions,  }x>th 
in  the  forenoon  and  evening,  were  unusually  large;  and  I 
was  jileasotl  to  know  thai  the  public  ministrations  of  the 
Rector  were  well  attended.  I  am  still  convinced  however, 
that  the  interests  of  our  Zion  would  be  greatly  promotetl 
by  the  erection  of  an  additional  Churchy  in  another  part  of 
the  town,  and  on  the  free^io  principle^  Would  to  God 
that  some  one  or  more  of  that  wealth-favored  people  may 
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be  led  to  glorify  God  by  thus  building  a  Temple  to  His 
Name,  and  endowing  it  for  His  worship  forever.  Whilst 
looking  down  from  the  Pulpit  over  that  large  congregation,  I 
was  pained  to  see  the  vacant  pew  of  that  worthy,  con- 
sistent and  long^tried  Churchman,  the  Hon.  Edwai:d 
Turner,  under  whose  hospitable  roof  I  had  so  often  felt 
myself  '*  at  home,"  and  m  whose  bright  and  unspotted 
example  his  family  and  friends  had  so  long  rejoiced.  Few 
men  have  lived  so  pure  and  ^prigh^  a  life^  or  have  had  less 
cause  for  self-reproach  in  a  dying  hour.  The  grave  may 
hide  his  venerable  form,  but  it  cannot  bury  the'reniembrance 
of  his  kind  and  gentle,  and  honest,  and  charitable  spirit; 

Tlie  following  day  {Monday,  ^dthy  after  paying  a  few 
visits  to  such  of  the  congregation  as  had  recently  passed 
under  the  rod  of  affliction,  I  proceeded  to  Church  Hill, 
accompanied  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyd.  Services  were  held 
twice  on  Tuesday,  and  once  on  Wednesday.  Mr.  Boyd 
preached  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  together  with  the  Rec- 
tor, assisted  me  throughout  the  occasion.  One  person  was 
confirmed  in .  the  Church,  and  two  others  in  private.  This 
congregation  has  suffered  much  by  deaths  and  removals 
witliin  the  last  few  years,  but  is  nevertheless'  in  a  healthy, 
if  not  a  fast-growing  condition.  Before  leaving  tlie  Parish, 
I  had  the  mournful  satisfaction  of  administering  the  Holy 
Communion,  probably  for  the  last  time,  to  an  excellent  and 
esteemed  Sister-in-Christ,  and  in  prayer,  of  commending 
her  slowly-departing  spirit  to  Him  who  gave  it. 

Good  Friday,  March  29^A.  I  reached  home  just  in  time 
to  join  with  the  Rector  and  congregation  of  St.  Andrew's 
Church,  in  the  solemn  services  of  the  day. 

Easter  Sunday,  %\st.  I  preached  in  Jackson,  and  con- 
firmed three  persons.  I  was  to  have  officiated  again  in  the 
evening,  but  was  seized  with  a  chill  in  the  mean  timp. 

Tuesday,  Apnl  2nd.  I  reluctantly  gave  to  the  Rev. 
John  Foster,  "  Letters,  Dimissory,"  to'  the  Diocese  of  Illi- 
nois. 

I  left  home  on  W^nesday  evening  (April  3rd)  in  the 
hope  that  the  exercise  of  labor  and  traveling  might  ward 
off  any  further  return  of  my  disease.  But  the  next  morn- 
ing I  was  again  attackeii  in  Canton,  and  my  strength  fo 
brought  down  tnat  I  w-as  barely  able  to  sit  in  my  chair 
within  tlie  Church,  and  lay  my  hands  upon  the  candidates 
as  they  came  and  knelt  successively  before  me.  It  was 
cheering  to  me  how^ever  in  my  weakness,  to  see  as  many  as 
eleven   thus  willingly  dedicating  themselves  to  the  service 
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of  God,  and  standing  forth  as  witnessoB  of  iSie  fidOifiil  Is* 
bore  of  their  PaHtor. 

After  five  day^'  confinement  to  my  chamber  bmA  lied,  I 
left  Canton  on  Tvettday^  \)/A,  and  proceeded  to  OarrolItoB, 
to  meet  my  engagement  in  that  place.  Tw«  other  apjmint- 
ment8  had  been  made  for  me,  at  Grenada,  and  at  Brookes's 
Chapel,  but  the  Rev.  Dr.  Adams  had  to  supply  my  place. 
After  arriving  in  CarroUto.n,  I  was  preventw!  by  a  contin- 
uous rain  from  officiating  publicly.  Ii\  the  parh»r  of  a  kind 
friend  I  baptize<1  ^fne  adult,  and  one  hxfant,  «&d  confirmed 
three  persojis.  Three  others  were  prevented  by  unavoidable 
circumstances  from  presenting  them.selves. 

Before  setting  out  on  Thursday  morning,  I  united  a  cou- 
ple in  the  b(mds  i»f  matiimony. 

I  rcache«l  Coffecville.  tlic  ji«ime  .evening,  vith  the  hope  of 
being  able  to  officiate  next  day;  but  9&  the  hour  for  Service 
approached,  I  found  my  strength  unequal  to  the  task. 

Saturday  and  Sumiay,  13<A  dnd  lith,  were  spent  ih  Ox- 
ford. On  Sunday,  I  preached  in  their  new  and  beautiful 
Church,  which,  with  the  exception  of  a  debt  upon  it,  though 
Mot  to  any  great  amount,  is  ready  for  Consecration.  Thi? 
congregation  is  much  in  need  of  a  .Minister  who  can  give 
himeelf  without  restraint  to  parochial  labor.  The  gratui- 
ttius  sei-vices  of  President  Barnard,  have  for  several  years 
served  to  keep  the  fluck  together;  but  it  cannot  be  exjxjcted 
that  he  should  continue  them  much  longer,  in  addition  to 
the  many  and  arduous  duties  devolved  upon  him  by  the 
University.     -  -       *     • 

My  next  vis^it  was  to  St.  John's  Early  Grove,  whore  1 
l)reached  on  Thursday,  ISth.  There  were  three  candi- 
dates for  Confirmation,  but  they  were  all  prevented  by 
sickness  from  attendance  at  the  Chiu'ch. 

I  visited  the  Schu(d  of  **Wils(m  Hall,"  and  lieard  one  or 
two  classes  examined.  The  Pupils  appear  ti*  l)c  making 
satisfactory  progress;  but  the  Institution  has  not  yet  as- 
sumed tluit  decided  Church  Character  which  its  l)om>rs 
designed  it  to  have,  and  which  mider  judicious  Uianogenieut 
would  nut  fail  to  give  it  increased  UbctulnCbS. 

On  Friday,  VMh,  I  preached  to  a  small  congregation  in 
St.  Andrew's)  Church,  (Marshall  county*)  Owing  to  deaths 
and  removals  lioth  the  menibers  and  wealth  of  this  Parish 
has  ))ecn  greatly  reduced  wiiliin  the  last  few  years.  And 
I  was  pained  to  find  that  the  worthy  Senior  Warden,  lAr. 
Jolui  P.  llardaway,  Ijad  been  laid  in  the  grave  only  the  d^jiy 
before  jiiy  arrival.    During  my  short  stay  in  this  Parish  J 1 
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tras  filled  witft  the  sari  but  pJeasant  remembrance  of  their 
late  Tforthy  Rector,  the  Rev-  Mr.  Fagg,  who,  though  never 
canqnieally  connected  with  this  l>iocese,  had  for  more  than 
ten  years- faithfully  adfninistered  to  tliia  little  flrjck. 

CM  Sunday r  the  2Utf  I  preached  both  forenoon  and  after- 
noon to  full  congregations  in  Holly  Springs.  Since  the  la- 
mented death  of  I^r.  Ingraham,  no  measures  have  been  ta- 
ken to  supply  his  place.  As  a  neccssaiy  consequence  the 
flock  has  in  a  measure  been  scattered,  the  zeal  of  some  has 
waxert  cold,  a»d  the  hearts  of  others  are  dispirited.  I  ar- 
dently hope  that  a  Paster  will  sooii  be  called  to  take  charge 
of  this  important  poiBt,  Several  persons  have  announced 
thenipelves  to  me  as  candidates  for  ConJirmation,  and  will 
receive  that  rite  before  our  a(\joumment. 

Thnrsflaj/,  25fhi  I  teceived  Charles  A.  Cameron  as  a  can- 
didate for  the  Ministry. 

To  the  foregoing  statement  I  will  only  add,  thut  every 
parish  and,  congi-egatimi  of  the  Diocese  has  been  visited  ex- 
cept those  on  the  Gulf  Coast.  Two  attempts  were  made  to 
reach  them  ;  Iwit  in  both  I  was  providentially  prevented. 

I  have  thus  brought  the  record  of  my  last  year's  labors 
up  to  the  present  moment.  With  all  humility  it  is  laid  at 
God's  footstool,  as  the  best  that  I  could  do  under  the  pres- 
sure of  infirm  health,  of  sore  bereavement,  and  of  the  four- 
fold burthen  of  domestic  cdre  which  that  bereavement  has 
devolved  upon  me.  If  but  little  has  been  accomplished,  a 
merciful  God  will  impute  it,  I  trust,  to  the  smaller  measure 
of  time  and  strength  vouchsafed  me  for  his  work.  There 
is  another  cause  also  to  which  may  be  ascril»cd  any  short- 
coming in  the  fruits  of  your  Bishop's  labors  during  the  past 
year.  I  mean  the  political  and  military  f>(rf^  which  has 
for  some  time  swallowed  up  all  otJier  interacts  with  our 
people.  Amid  the  b(x>niing  of  cannrm,  the  waving  of  flags, 
and  the.  mustering  of  troops,  the  voice  of  Go'Vs  messenger 
has  been  comparatively  unhceden,  if  not  unheard.  God 
grant  a  speo'Jy  answer  to  our  prayers  for  peace  and  for  the 
retui-n  of  that  good  feeling  which  should  characterize  a  peo- 
ple reared  under  the  same  institutions,  linked  together  by  so 
manv  bonds  of  kindred  and  cjf  interest,  and  one  in  heart 
until  fanaticism  and  the  madness  of  party  l>rou'rht  alxmt 
an  unnatural  divorce.  Let  us  hope  that  a*  few  more  weeks 
will  see  our  Confederacy  acknowledged  and  honf)red 
throughout  the  world,  and  oui*  people  once  more  at  their 
peaceful  homes,  prepared  and  disposed  to  work  with  heart 
and  hand  and  purse  for  the  glory  of  Him  who  has  thus  far 
benignantly  smiled  on  the  cause  we  have  undertaken. 
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The  number  confirmed  since  our  last  Convention  u  two 
hundi-ed  and  twenty-nine^  of  whom  jyty-two  were  slaves. 

1  have  baptized  tvoenty-ttro  white  adults ;  thirty  white  in- 
fants ;  nine  colored  adults,— and  mnety-six  ooloi-ed  infants 
— in  all,  one  hundred  and  Jiftthseven, 

One  Church  only,  (St.  raul  s,  Columbus,)  has  been  conse- 
crated. Another  hii^  been  for  some  montlis  ready  for  con- 
secration ; — and  three  more  arc  completed,  but  encumlxjred 
with  more  or  less  of  debt. 

Two  parishes  will  apply  for  admission  into  union  with  tliis 
Convention,  viz :  Grace  Church,  CarroUton  ; — and  St  Ste- 
phen's Church,  Panola, 

The  list  of  candidates  for  Orders^  now  consists  of  Henry 
C.  Harris,  Wm.  H.  Pliillips,  Henry  O.  Perry,  Edmund  C. 
Laughlin,  Joseph  B.  Lyons  and  Charles  A.  Cameron — in 
all,  SIX. 

John  Charles  Adams,  M.  D.,  has  been  admitted  to  the 
Diaconate  ;— and  three  Deacons,  Revs,  George  Stewart,  il. 
Leander  Wcller,  and  Wm,  F.  Adams,  have  been  raised  to 
the  Order  of  tlie  Priesthood. 

One  clergyman — Rev.  Wm.  C,  Crane,  has  been  instituted, 
in  compliance  with  that  wliolesome  and  endearing  rile  pre- 
scribed by  the  Church, 

An  unusual  number  of  tlie  clergy  have,  for  various  eau?ejj, 
taken  "Letters.Dimissory,''  to  other  Dioceses,  viz  :  Rev.  B. 
R.  S,  Bcmond,  to  Arkansas  ;  Rev,  John  Giorlow,  to  Lou- 
iijiana;  Rev.  Gilbert  G,  Hayden,  to  Micliigan;  Rev.  J. 
Avery  Shepherd,  to  Alabama;  Rev.  J.  Newton  Wattson,  to 
Mai-yland  ;  Rev,  A^ndrew  Matthews,  to  Tennessee ;  and 
Rev.  Clias,  H.  Williamson  and  Rev.  John  Foster,  to  Illinois, 
To  these  departures  fi"6m  amongst  us  must  be  added  the 
name  of  our  late  fellow-workman,  tlie  Rev,  Dr.  Ingraham, 
now  at  rest  from  his  labors. 

In  the  place  of  tlicse,  I  have  rcccived  Rev.  Wm.  H.  Bur- 
ton, from  Teniiessee,  and  Rev,  George  Rottenstein,  from 
Louisiana,  John  Charles  Adams,  M,  D,j  has  ])ecn  added 
to  our  clerical  list  by  taking  Deacon's  Orders  ;  and  the  Rev. 
Thos.  Applc^ate,  Rev.  Amos  CTjcpadway,  Rev.  Charles 
B.  Dana,  1),  D,,  and  Rev.  Wm.  K.  Douglas  are  laboring 
within  the  Diocesfe,  but  have  not  yet  become  canonically  at- 
tached to  it 

Among  the  clergy  the  following  changes  have  occurred 
since  my  last  report:  Rev.  J,  Charles  Adams  has  been  piit 
in  charge  of  CaiTollton  and  Grenada  parts  adjacent  r  Rev. 
jtfr-  Applegate  has  lately  succeeded  Mr,  Wattson  in  the  Par- 
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ish  of  St-  John's,  Aberdeen ;  Rev,  R*  F.  Clute  has  resigned 
the  charge  of  the  Church  at  Pontotoc,  and  confines  his  la- 
bors to  Grace  Church  Okalona  and  St.  Cyprian  s  Chapel 
adjacent ;  Rev.  James  D.  Gibson  has  announced  to  the  ves- 
try of  St.  Paul's,  Columbus,  his  intention  of  resigning  that 
Parish  in  June  next ;  Rev.  Willard  Presbury  is  in  charge 
of  St.  John's,  Early  Grove,  and  St.  Andrew's,  Marshall 
county  ;  Rev.  Thomas  S.  Savage,  M.  D..has  transferred  his 
Female  School,  at  Pass  Christian,  to  otlier  hands,  with  the 
intention  of  once  more  engaging  in  Parochial  labor  ;  Rev. 
Mr.  Rottenstein  has  for  some  months  been  in  charge  of  the 
Church  of  tlie  Epiphany  ;  Rev.  Mr.  Burton  is  laboring  in 
Corinth  and  one  or  two  ac^joining  places  ;  Rev.  Mr.  Doug- 
las is  in  charge  of  Clmrch  of  the  Advent,  Washington, 
and  is  also  Professor  of  Languages  in  Jeflferson  College  ; 
Rev.  Dr.  Dami  is  in  charge  of  St.  James"  Church,  Port  Gib- 
son, and  St.  Paul's,  Grand  Gulf;  lie  v.  Amos  C.  Tread  way 
is  temporarily  serving  the  Parish  of  St.  John's,  Lake  Wash- 
ington, s 

Of  "  St.  Thomas'  Hall/'  and  '''  Wilson  Hall "  I  have  al- 
readj-  spgken.  On  visiting  the  former  a  day  or.  two  since 
I  was  sorry  lo  find  that  an  epidemic  disease  has  for  a  time 
interrupted  its  exercises.  The  i)upil8,  however,  are  begin- 
ning to  return  to  their  posts  ;  and  the  patrons  of  the  Insti- 
tution seem  highl}^  gratified  with  both  its  di^^cipline  and  suc- 
cessful instruction.  A  report  of  its  condition  and  also  of 
*'  Wilson  Hall  "   will  be  duly  laid  before  you. 

Of  "  Trinity  School,"  Pass  Christian,  I  can  make  no  re- 
port, as  I  have  been  providentially  prevented  frcun  visiting 
it  since  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  Prof.  Keith.  The  rep- 
utation wliich  he  has  brought  with  him  for  sound  scholar- 
ship and  high  moral  character  certainly  deserves  success. 

*'  Rose  Gates  College,"  Okohma,  is  now  fairly  at  Avork, 
and  promises,  if  shortly  relieved  from  debt,  to  reali^je  every 
reasonable  expectation  un  the  part  of  its  friends. 

At  our  last  Convention  I  hoped  to  have  it  in  my  power 
at  the  present  time  to  s])eak  cheeringly  of  the  progre?^  of 
oui'  "  University  of  the  South."  But  the  unsettled  and  ex- 
cited state  of  the  public  mind  in  relation  to  our  political 
affairs  has, -with  regard  to  thw  enterprise,  as  to  all  others, 
caused  a  temporary  suspension  of  our  contemplated  ])uild- 
ings. 

The  death  of  that  pious  and  liberal  young  son  of  the 
Church,  Thomas  H.  Stanton,  will  make  it  your  duty  to  ap- 
point in  his  place  a  Lay  Trustee  for  the  University. 
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Immediately  after  the  Ordnance  of  Becossion  was  passed 
vy  the  Oonrention  of  this  State,  I  addressed  a  circular  to 
the  clergy  of  the  Diocose  requesting  them  to  make  certain 
alterations  in  the  naual  Prajrere  for  the  President  ami  for 
Congress,  for  the  purpose  of  adapting  them  U)  the  new  or- 
der of  thin^  in  our  Confederacy.  In  doing  tliis  I  was 
aware  of  exercising  a  power  no  where  expressly  authorized 
in  our  canons ; — ^l>nt  I  was  at  tlie  same  time  unconscious  of 
overstepping  the  ItonnJs  of  that  ^mnd  di^reivm  allowed 
to  Bishops?,  as  well  as  other  officials,  in  meeting  such  extra- 
ordinary occasions,  as  no  Legislative  sagacity  can  foresee, 
and  for  which  no  laws  can  adequately  provide* 

A  few  weeks  since  I  received  from  Bi8hi>i.s  Polk  and  El- 
liott a  circular — which  I  here  lay  upon  your  table,  request- 
ing me  to  recommend  to  this  Convention  the  appointment 
of  three  Clergymen,  and  three  Laymen,  who,  together  witli 
your  Bishop,  shall  Ikj  delegates  to  meet  an  eijual  number  of 
Delegates  from  each  of  the  iMooeses  within  the  Confederate 
States,  at  Montgomery,  Alabama,  on  the  third  day  4if  July 
next,  to  consult  uyion  such  matters  conceniirig  the  Church 
as  may  have  arisen  out  of  the  changes  in  imr  civil  affairs. 
In  the  propriety  of  this  measure,  I  heartily  concur ;  and 
commend  it  to  your  favorable  consideration,  witli  the  re- 
quest that  the  circular  be  spread  upon  our  jnurnal. 

I  am  please^!  to  find  that  the  "  Church  Intelligencer"  \^ 
getting  to  Ik3  widely  circulated  throughout  the  I>io*^ese;  and 
would  be  glad  to  find  it  a  weekly  visitant  in  every  family. 

The  hope  entertained  by  us  all  on  the  adjourinncnt  of  our 
last  Convention,  that  tlie  fund  for  -the  Epi3C«>iiate  <>f  the 
Diocese  would  s<x>n  be  obtainol  hasl>een  i»iN>videntially  dis- 
appointed. This  has  been  owing  to  two  caut^cs — the  unset- 
tlcxl  and  depressed  condition  of  our  monetary  aiTairs,  and 
to  long-continued  adliction  and  final  bereavement  in  the 
family  of  the  worthy  brother  who  had  undci-takon  the  work. 

I  cannot  conclude  this  protracted  Address  without  advert- 
ing once  more  to  the  political  revolution  through  which  we 
have  just  passed,  and  are  even  now  ] »as?iiig.  1 U  »wcver  pain- 
ful may  have  been  the  struggle  in  severing  the  national 
bonds  which  have  hitherto  united  us^  as  one  }K?ople,  the  deed 
is  done  ;  and,  as  we  believe,  mfh  gad  caune,  and  with  no 
thought  of  undoing  it.  Our  duty  then,  as  patriot-church- 
men, is  not  ohly  to  pray  for  the  new  government  and  rulers 
under  whose  authority  we  this  day  find  ourselves,  but  to  up- 
hold with  heart  and  hand  the  Constitution  and  Laws  which 
our  representatives  have  modelled  for  our  guidance  and  pro- 
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tection.  And  should  stern  necessity  require  it,  I  tru.-it  that 
no  son  of  the  Cliurch  will  withhold  himself  or  his  from  any 
call  which  his  country  can  make  uponliim.  But,  beloved  breth- 
ren, whilst  we  keenly  feel  tlie  ^vrongs  wliich  have  driven  uh 
to  this  separation,  and  are  as  fii-mly  resolved,  with  God's 
help,  to  maintain  our  position,  let  us  not,  in  the  fervor  of  our 
patriotism,  forp^et  that  we  are  Christian  men,  and  yield  to 
feelings  of  hatred  and  revenge  more  than  a  true  love  of 
country  calls  for  at  our  hands.  A  manly  and  persistent  de- 
fense of  our  rights  is  in  no  way  incompatible  with  a  just  and 
charitable  appreciation  of  those  who  seek  to  wrong  us,  or 
even  with  fervent  prayer  that  an  Almighty  God  may  load 
them  to  a  better  mind,  and  take  from  tliem  their  evil  pur- 

r)ses  rather  than  thejr  lives.  But  turning  from  those  whom 
am  so  loth  to  call  our  enemies^  let  me  remind  you  of  Him 
in  whose  hands  are  the  fates  of  nations  as  well  as  af  indi- 
viduals, and  from  whom  alone  come  both  victory  and  de- 
feat. If  ever  there  was  a  time  when  prayer  should  be  fer- 
vent and  unceasing,  that  time  is  the  present,  when  we  are 
threatenecj  with  the  liprrors  of  a  rratricidal  war,  when 
friends  and  neighbors,  and  kindred,  and  brothers  seem  about 
to  mingle  in  bloody  strife.  •  But  dreadful  as  id  the  spirit  of 
this  imnatural  struggle,  it  may  yet  be  driven  out  by  prayer 
and  fastings  Let  us  then,  both  Clergy  and  Laity,  besiege  the 
throne  of  grace  with  our  supplications  for  our  country,  her 
rulers,  her  legislators,  and  all  who  have  gone  forth  in  her 
defence.  Let  us  suppress  all  bitterness  and  Avrath  towards 
otliers,  and  all  envyings  and  jealousies  among  ourselves. 
Let  us,  in  every  way,  uphold  the  law  and  seek  to  promote 
order.  So  shall  we  best  serve  the  State,  and  draw  down 
upon  our  institutions. and  people  the  blessing  of  Ilini  "witli- 
out  wliom  nothing  is  strong,  nothing  is  holy.''

During 
the  present  incumbent's  Rectorship,  (three  years^  or  thereabouts)  one 
hundred  and  twenty-seven  have  beon  added  to  the  number  of  commu- 
nicants, with  many  new  families  to  the  Parish,  much  increasing  the 
congr^ation. 

The  past  has  been  somewhat  a  year  of  sorrow  with  the  Church,  as 
several  of  our  communicants  have  died.  The  Hon.  Edward  Turner  is 
one  of  the  number — ^  man  of  sterl  ng  worth,  who,  during  a  long  life 
filled  matiy  civil  oflBces  with  marked  ability ;  and  last  of  all,  in  the 
church  of  God,  ho^eld  that  of  Senior  Warden  till  his  death,  lie  died 
as  he  had  lived — '*m  love  and  charity  with  all  men.'' 
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Also,  Mr.  l^homas  U.  Stanton,  a  young  man  of  most  de¥Oted  piety, 
of  larpce  genorosiiy/  and  of  great  prondise.  He  was  one  of  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  Southern  UniTersity,  and  would  have  proved  a  valuable 
member  of  that  body.  The  Church  feeU  his  loss  very  much.  His 
dying  hour  was  one  of  triumph  in  the  hppe  of  a  blasaed  immortality. 

The  present  political  commotions  of  the  country  have  tended  to 
considerably  change  the  channel  of  its  missionary  And  other  phariti^s^ 
making  the  aiQOunt  here  reported  much  less  thap  }ieretpfo^..

The  Missionary  work  in  which  I  have  been  engaged  for  the  past  fif- 
teen months,  has  been  attended  with  many,  and  perhiqis,  peculiar  trials. 
I  use  the  term  peculiar,  as  expressive  oi  the  disorganized  manner  in 
which  I  have  been  compelled  to  prosecute  the  work.  I  have  six  po'mt't 
at  which  1  hoi  J  services;  at  four  of  them  thej  are  monthly,  and  at  two, 
occasionally.  At  only  one  of  them  is  there  an  oi^ganized  church,  thiK 
is  in  Noxubee  county-^bere  my  work  in  a  good  degree  has  been  en- 
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eocmging.  My  wn^es  oonniscted  with  the  i^wth  of  the  parish  have 
been  responded  to  with  a  reasonable  degree  of  interest,  and  lor  person- 
al atieniion  it  bi3  lieen  abundant.  Three  memburK  ot  this  Parish  are 
enjcaged  in  a  ftstuMle  scho<iI,  which,  althoug^i  not  a  Church  School,  yet, 
is  doing  ureat  good,  and  all  things  considered  is  one  of  the  best  in  the 
State.     It  receives  an  excellent  patronage,  which  it  well  deserves. 

At  De  Kalb  I  have  a  very  g>od  and  attentive  congr^gat'on,  but  the 
immediate  |  ros|.rect8  for  building  up  a  parish  at  this  point  are  not  en- 
couraging. I  have  one  most  devoted  daughter  of  the  church  here, 
whose  struggles  for  it  have  been  ^o  faithful,  and  energvtic  that  they 
ought  to  tHi  responded  to  by  the  prersence  of  a  missionary  at  least  once 
in  the  month. 

At  Meiidian  the  congregations  are  generally  good,  and  attentive.  I 
have  made  an  eiluri  here  to  build  a  church  which  has  resulted  in  kccq- 
ring  asuh»;cription  to  the  amount  of  al)(>ut  seven  hundred  dollars,  all  of 
which  is  peifectly  secure,  and  may  be  had  at  any  time.  1  have  also  se- 
cured a  very  beautiful  plan  of  a  church,  <rom  Henry  Congdon,  of  New 
•York  City,  which,  (when  completed)  will  cost  about  twothouisand  dol- 
lars, t  his  work  w  ould  have  been  begun  before  this  but  for  the  pres- 
ent state  of  our  country. 

At  Knterpri.se  Uie  attendance  on  the  services  are  reasonably  good, 
but  on  account  of  the  divided  state  of  the  community,  k  isa  peculiarly 
hanl  Held,  for  the  miss  onarvi  and  must  continue  to  be  so  for  S4>me  time. 
"We  need  a  church  building  here  very  much.  I  h:ivc  not  organrsed  a 
parish  hereon  Kcci»unt  of  the  unseti ltd  state  of  the  community,  (which 
is  the  case  at  other  points,)  as  1  can  see  no  advantage  of  an  orprantzatioh 
unless  it  has  s<>moof  theelemcnts  of  strength  which  ought  to  be  united 
in  such  un  illoTt.  1  do  not  like  a  faituie,  and  until  a  reasonable  hope 
of  success  is  eyicent,  (and  the  mis.sionary  ought  to  be  the  best  judge 
of  thife  himself,)  I  thmk  it  beat  not  to  organize.

As  AdopUi  hy  the  Diocesan  Convention  of  1861. 


1.  The  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  pnyer  by  the  Bishop,  on  the 
ffiorningof  every  day  during  the  session. 

2.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  eontinoe 
standing,  or  shall  afterward  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

3.  Xo  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Serriee  of  the  Conven- 
tion,  nnless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

4.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  or  deliver  any  mfttter  to  the 
Convention,  he  shall,  with  doe  respee^  address  himself  to  the  President, 
confining  himself  strictly  to  the*  point  in  debate. 

5.  Xo  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  stme  debate, 
without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

6.  While  the  President  is  pnttiog  any  question,  the  members  shall 
continaein  their  seat?,  and  shall  not  hold  any  private  discouree. 

7.  £very  member,  who  shall  be-in  the  Convention  when  any  question 
is  put,  shall,  on  division,  be  cotmted,  unless  he  be  personally  intefffiled 
in  the  discassion. 

8.  No  motion  shall-  be  coosidered-  as  before  the  CoDV^ntiOD,  unkss 
seconded,  and,  when  required,  reduced  to  writing. 

D.  When  a  question  is  under  oonsideration,  ^no  motion  shall  be  re- 
ceived, unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  to  a  cehtan  tine, 
to  postpone  it  indefinitely,  to  commit  it^  to  amend  it,  or  todivkle  it— 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
order  herein  named.  The  motion  to  lay  upon  4he  table  and  to  adjourn. 
shall  be  decided  without  debate.  The  motion  to  adjooni  shall  always 
be  in  order. 

10.  All  Comuiittees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President,  unless  oCheT- 
wise  ordered. 

1 1 .  When  the  Convention  is  about  to  rise)  every  member shaU  keep 
his  se«t  until  the  President  leaves  his  chair. 

12.  The  names  of  the  movers  of  resolutions  shall  not  appear  upon 
the  Minutes  of  this  Convention. 

13.  The  Reports  of  all  Committees  shall  be  in  wHting,  and  shall  ba 
received,  of  course,  and  without  motion,  unless  re-committed  by  vote 
of  the  Convention.  All  Beports  recommending  or  requiring  any  ac- 
tion or  expression  of  opinion  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  accompanied 
by  a  resolntion  for  tlie  action  of  the  Convention  therein. 

14.  If  the  question  under  debate  contain  several  distinct  proposi- 
tions, the  sanio  sb&ll  be  divided  at  tha request  of  any  member,  and  a  vote 
taken  separately,  except  that  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  inseit,  shall  be 
indivisible. 

15.  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  Chair,  without 
debate ;  bui  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision ;  and  on  such 
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appeal  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  express  leaye 
of  the  Convention. 

16.  All  amendments  shall  be  considered  in  the  order  in  which  they 
are  move  1.  When  a  proposed  amendment  is  under  consideration!  a 
motion  to  amend  the  same  inay  be  made  ;  no  after  amendment  to  such 
second  amendment,  shall  be  in  order.  But  when  an  amendment  to  an 
amendment  is  under  consideration,  a  substitute  to  the  whole  matter 
may  be  received.  No  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that  un- 
dcr  consideration,  shall  be  received  under  color  of  a  substitute. 

17.  The  first  thing  in  order,  after  the  Ck>nvention  ia  declaied  organ 
ized,  and'ready  for  business,  shall  be  the  election  of  a  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Convention,  for  the  ensuing  year.

PRAYER 

To  be  used  During  the  Continuance  of  our  Present 

Troubles. 

Alhiohtt  God,  whose  Providence  watcheth  over  all  things,  and  in 
whose  hands  is  the  disposal  of  all  events,  we  look  up  to  Thee  for  thf 
protection  and  blessing  amidst  the  apparent  and  great  dangen  with 
which  we  are  encompassed.  Thou  hast,  in  thy  wisdom,  permitted  a 
to  be  threatened  with  the  manj  evils  of  an  nnnatnral  and  destructive 
war.  Save  us,  we  beseech  Thee,  from  the  hands  of  our  enemies. — 
Watch  over  our  Others  and  brothers  and  sons,  who,  trusting  in  thj  de- 
fense and  in  the  righteousness  of  our  cause,  have  gone  forth  to  die  ser* 
vice  of  their  country.  May  their  lives  be  precious  in  thy  si^^  Pre- 
serve them  from  all  the  dangers  to  which  they  may  be  exposed.  Ena- 
ble them  successfully  to  perform  their  duty  to  Thee  and  to  their 
country.  And  do  Thou,  in  thine  infinite  wisdom  and  power,  so  over- 
rule events,  and  so  dispose  the  hearts  of  all  engaged  in  this  painful 
struggle  that  it  may  soon  end  in  peace  and  brotherly  love ;  and  lead 
not  only  to  the  safety,  honor  and  welfare  of  our  Gonfederatk  States^ 
but  to  the  good  of  thy  people,  and  the  glory  of  thy  great  name,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.    Amen, 

The  above  is  affectionately  recommended  to  the  Cleigj  of  this  Dio- 
cese, to  be  used  in  public  service  as  one  of  the  "Occasional  Prayers"— 
and  to  the  Laity  also  as  a  becoming  part  of  their  daily  devotions  in  the 
family  and  the  closet 

The  attention  of  the  Clei^  is  also  called  to  a  Circular  Letter  issued 
by  me  on  the  inauguration  of  our  Confederate  Government;  but  which 
has  failed  to  reach  some  to  whom  it  was  addressed.  In  that  circular 
the  £!leigy  were  requested,  in  the  "Prayer  for  the  President/'  &c.,  to 
say  the  President  of  the  Confedebatr  States  or  America,  Uie 
GovEBNOA  OF  THIS  State  and  all  others  in  authority'^  &c ;  and  in 
the  "Prayer  for  Congress''  to  say  "the  people  of  these  Confederate  Siatet 
in  general,  so  especially  for  their  Deputies  in  Congress  assemtiedJ* 

These  alteraiions,  rendered  necessary  by  the  important  changes  in 
our  political  relations,  it  is  hoped  will  be  cheerfully  obseived  by  itt 
Clergy,  until  our  civil  and  ecclesiastical  relations  shall  be  permanently 
adjusted.
